White  Stone  Baptist  Church, 
Thursday,  October  24th,  1878. 

The  Ministers  and  Delegates  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation assembled  at  White  Stone  Baptist  Church,  Wake 
county  at  11:30  A.  M. 

The  Introductory  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  W.  R. 
Gwaltney,  of  Swain  Street  Baptist  Church,  Raleigh,  from 
1st  Cor.  ix:  14:  ''Even  so  the  Lord  hath  ordained,  that  they 
that  preach  the  Gorpel  shall  live  of  the  Gospel." 


Afternoon. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  former  Mod- 
erator, Bro,  D.  B.  Holland,  at  2  o'clock. 

The  Clerk  being  absent,  the  Moderator  appointed  J.  M. 
Broughton  to  act  as  Clerk  pro  tern. 

The  Moderator  then  appointed  Brethren  Revs.  Geo.  J. 
Dowell  and  A.  D.  Blackwood  as  Reading  Clerks.

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The  election  of  a  Treasurer  next  being  in  order,  J.  M. 
Broughton  was  elected  by  acclamation. 

On  motion,  the  committees  were  allowed  to  retire  for  con- 
sultation. 

Elder  A.  D.  Blackwood  moved  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee to  nominate  delegates  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
Motion  prevailed,  and  Moderator  appointed  Elders  A.  D. 
Blackwood,  J.  R.  Jones  and  Bro.  H.  W.  Nonas,  as  said  com- 
mittee. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  moved  that  in  future  the  regula1 
committees  of  this  Association  be  appointed  at  one  annual 
meeting  to  report  at  the  next. 

After  some  discussion  the  vote  was  taken,  and  the  motion 
lost. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  For- 
eign Missions  made  their  report  which  was  read : 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

In  1819,  Adoniram  Judson  began  work  in  Burmah.  Seven  years  of 
hard  toil  and  suffering  passed  before  he  had  a  single  convert  to  the  Chris- 
tian faith.  Now  more  than  twenty  thousand  Baptists  have  their  churches 
and  hold  their  Associations  there  as   we  do  in  this  country. 

Not  fifty  years  ago  the  Fiji  Islands  were  Cannibals — man-eaters.  Now 
they  have  their  churches  and  Sunday  schools,  and  are  giving  more  per 
member  to  spread  the  gospel  than  the  Christians  of  any  name  in  all  this 
country. 

Not  many  years  ago  the  Gospel  was  first  introduced  into  the  Sandwich 
Islands.  Now  nearly  60,000  of  the  natives  profess  faith  in  Christ.  They 
have  forty-nine  native  preachers,  nine  of  whom  are  foreign  missionaries 
who  have  gone  forth  to  carry  the  Gospel  into  other  dark  portions  of  the 
earth. 

The  missionaries  to  some  portions  of  India  are  having  a  second  Pente- 
cost. Two  Baptist  ministers  to  the  Teloogoo  tribe;  from  the  16th  of  last 
June  to  the  1st  of  August,  baptized  8,961  on  a  credible  profession  of  reli- 
gion; notwithstanding  the  question  of  abandoning  that  field  was  seriously 
considered  a  year  ago. 

Has  not  the  Foreign  Mission  work  proved  a  success  ? 

God  has  not  more  signally  blessed  his  truth  at  home  than  in  heathen 
lands.  Our  Bro.  Yates  has  been  laboring  in  China  more  than  thirty 
years.  He  has  won  many  souls  to  Christ  and  gathered  and  built  up  an 
active  influential  church.  The  work  which  he  is  doing  is  already  greatly 
manifesting  itself  in  the  populous  city  in  which  he  dwells.  Besides  he  is 
translating  God's  word  into  the  language  of  that  people.  He  says  that 
when  he  began  work  there  thirty  years  ago  he  would  have  been  willing 
to  compromise  on  such  results  of  his  labors  as  he  now  sees;  but  so  great 
is  his  encouragement,  and  so  strong  his  faith  in  God,  that  nothing  less 
than  the  whole  of  China  for  Jesus  will  satisfy  him.  And  while  we  feel 
called  upon  to  aid  in  the  work  of  teachiug  all  nations,  we  feel  especially 
called  upon  to  aid  liberally  in  the  support  of  Bro.  Yates.  He  was  brought 
up  among  us,  and  once  belonged  to  this  Association. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Central  Association  is  paying  half  of  his  salary,  j-oitr 
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committee  recommend  that  stepv  be  immediately  taken  to  raise  the  other 
half— six  hundred  dollars.  We  partially  agreed  to  do  this  two  years  ago; 
now  let  us  perform  the  doin.£  of  it.

The  report  was  discussed  at  length  by  Elders  Gwaltney, 
J.  R.  Jones,  J.  R.  Maynard,  and  Brethren  N.  B.  Broughton, 
M.  Whitley,  J.  S.  Allen,  and  others,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  though  Dr.  Yates,  the  foremost  missionary  in 
heathen  lands,  had  once  belonged  to,  and  had  gone  from, 
the  Raleigh  Association  to  the  great  work  to  which  God 
had  called  him,  and  although  the  fathers  of  this  Association 
had  pledged  him  their  support,  while  he  should  preach  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  to  the  nations  in  darkness,  yet  this  body 
was  doing  comparatively  nothing  for  the  support  of  Brother 
Yates ;  and  they  urged  the  Association  to  take  upon  itself 
the  raising  of  at  least  one-half  the  salary  of  Bro.  Yates. 

Pledges  were  then  called  for,  and  about  $500  was  pledged 
by  the  delegates,  to  be  raised  during  the  ensuing  year,  to  be 
applied  to  the  salary  of  Dr.  Yates. 

Pending  the  further  discussion,  Association  adjourned. 


Afternoon  Session. 

Association  was  called  to  order  after  dinner. 

Foreign  Mission  report,  now  pending,  was  postponed  10 
minutes,  during  which  time  letters  were  received  from 
Johnston  Liberty,  sending  as  delegates  Brethren  J.  M.  White, 
J.  T.  Ellington  and  Lewis  Creech  ;  from  Archer  Lodge  a 
letter  was  received  sending  no  delegate  ;  from  Mt.  Her m on, 
Brethren  J.  Q.  Adams,  jr.,  and  A.  M.  Adams  ;  from  Shiloh, 
sending  as  delegate  Bro  J.  L.  Holland. 

Brethren  Dr.  Vann,  L.  R.  Mills  and  L.  C  Dunn  and  Elder 
J.  S.  Purefoy,  reported  as  correspondents  from  the  Central 
Association,  and  were  invited  to  seats. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions  was 
resumed,  and,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Bro.  T.  J.  Wiggs. 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  pledge  itself  to  raise  and  pay  one-half  of 
Bro.  Mathew  T.  Yates'  salary,  to  wit:  six  hundred  dollars,  and  that  the 
members  of  the  Association  pledge  themselves  to  work  for  the  fulfillment 
of  this  promise. 
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Resolution  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Corinth  Baptist  Church,  ask- 
ing for  admission  into  the  fellows£Tp^6TTthe  Association, 
which  was  referred  to  the  following  committee:  J.  C.  Scar- 
borough, Elder  Blackwood  and  J.  M.  White. 

The  report  on  Periodicals  was  then  read,  as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

As  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  been  the  faithful  exponent  oi  North  Carolina 
Baptists  for  over  forty-two  years,  we  do  heartily  endorse  it.  Being  our 
special  organ,  it  does  depend  upon  us  for  support,  and  as  it  is  our  only 
medium  of  communication,  and  our  source  for  obtaining  information  in 
regard  to  the  general  work  of  our  zion,  it  ought  to  be  in  every  Baptist  fam- 
ily, and  more  especially  those  residing  amongst  other  denominations. 

Your  committee  suggests  that  in  future  in  the  statistical  report  from  the 
churches,  a  statement  shall  be  made  as  to  the  number  of  copies  taken  in 
the  church,  and  that  immediate  effort  be  made  to  place  the  paper  in  each 
family  connected  with  the  churches  of  the  Raleigh  Association,  and  to 
secure  the  same,  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  each  church 
at  its  first  meeting  after  the  adjournment  of  this  body. 

We  also  recommend  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  and  Kind  Words,  as  a 
Sunday  School  paper.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  importance  of  State  Missions  is  being  felt  by  the  Baptist  throughout 
the  State  more  and  more  every  year,  and  our  success  in  this  grand  work 
for  the  past  year  has  been  wonderful,  and  at  nearly  every  point  where  our 
Missionaries  have  labored  their  efforts  have  been  crowned  by  an  outpour- 
ing of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  upon  the  people,  and  yet  there  remains  much 
work  to  be  done.  The  broad  fields  throughout  the  State  opens  up  before 
our  eyes,  and  as  we  advance  in  this  glorious  work  of  supplying  the  destitu- 
tion throughout  the  State,  we  find  that  there  are  yet  many  points,  both  in 
towns  and  neighborhoods  that  ought  at  once  to  be  occupied  by  us.  Even 
in  the  bounds  of  our  own  Association  we  have  a  broad  field,  covering  many 
miles  of  territory,  where  we  ought  at  once  to  establish  six  or  eight  mission 
points  and  supply  them  with  regular  preaching.  Within  the  bounds  of  this 
territory  there  are  many  large  families  with  not  a  single  professor  of  re- 
ligion among  them,  and  while  it  is  our  duty  to  cultivate  our  own  territory, 
we  should  not  forget  the  destitution  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  and  fail  to 
give  a  liberal  support  to  plant  the  seeds  of  the  gospel  in  every  nook  and 
corner  of  our  State.

The  duty  and  great 
privilege  of  giving  of  our  means  to  send  the  gospel  of  Christ 
by  which  we  are  saved,  to  others  was  held  up  as  a  great 
means  of  grace.  Other  brethren  spoke  upon  the  subject, 
after  which  the  report  was  made  special  order  for  10  J  A.*M. 
to-morrow. 

Bro.  S.  C.  Holland  reported  as  a  delegate  from  Holly 
Spring  church. 

The  committee  to  whom  the  application  of  Corinth  church 
was  referred,  submitted  their  report.  After  considerable 
discussion,  the  report  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CORINTH  CHURCH. 

Your  committee  find  that  Corinth  Church  was  constituted  by  a  counsel 
of  Ministers  and  Deacons  in  regular  standing  in  Baptist  churches,  and 
adopted  the  Constitution  and  Articles  of  Faith  of  Lee's  Chapel  Church,  a 
member  of  this  body,  and  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  constitu- 
tion of  Corinth  Church  was  regular.

Minutes  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

The  committee  on  Ministerial  Education  then  made  their 
report  : 
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REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
at  its  last  session  in  Durham,  N.  C.  the  Trustees  of  Wake  Forest  College 
have  organized  an  English  a^d  Bible  School  for  our  young  ministers.  The 
object  had  in  view  in  establishing  this  school,  is  to  give  our  young  minis- 
ters an  opportunity  of  acquiring  a  good  English  Education  together  with 
an  outline  course  in  Theology.  Wes  urge  all  our  young  ministers,  who  can, 
to  avail  themselves  of  these  advantages. 

During  the  year  the  Board  of  Education  has  had  under  its  charge  thir- 
teen young  ministers.  The  Board  is  out  of  debt.  There  are  a  large  num- 
ber of  our  indigent  young  ministers  who  need  a  better  preparation  for  their 
work.  More  liberality  on  the  part  of  the  churches  would  enable  the  Board 
to  aid  a  larger  number  of  these  young  ministers.

Which  was  made  special  order  to  come  up  immediately 
after  the  report  on  State  Missions  has  been  disposed  of. 
The  committee  on  Sunday  Schools  reported,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

We  regret  that  all  of  the  churches  connected  with  this  Association  did 
not  report  one  or  more  Sunday  Schools,  and  yet  we  feel  that  we  have  rea- 
son to  rejoice  that  there  is  gradual  growth  and  improvement,  in  this  impor- 
tant part  of  christian  labor.  The  Sunday  School  Institutes,  provided  for 
at  the  close  of  our  last  session,  for  some  cause,  were  not  appointed  or  held 
in  the  first  and  third  sections  of  the  Association,  and  to  this  we  attribute 
the  absence  of  a  Sunday  School  in  some  of  the  churches  which  we  had 
hoped  to  reach,  and  wo  again  recommend  that  at  least  a  part  of  each  5th 
Sunday,  and  Saturday  before,  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  Sunday 
Schools.,  and  that  a  chairman  be  appointed  for  each  section  to  arrange  pro- 
gramme and  select  speakers  for  the  same.  That  said  programme  be  inserted 
in  the  Recorder. 

We  find  that  most  of  the  schools  are  using  the  Uniform  Lesson  Series, 
and  heartily  recommend  their  adoption  in  all  of  them. 

We  find  also  a  more  general  circulation  of  Sunday  School  papers  and 
literature  specially  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  children,  which  we  regard 
as  wise  and  promising.

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lows:  Matt.  4 :  23  ;  9 :  35 ;  14:  54;  Mark  6  :  2;  Luke  4: 
16;  13:  10;  John  18:  20;  Acts  13 :  27;  15:  21,  showing 
when  and  where  the  Sunday  School  work  was  begun,  and 
clearly  showing  the  authority  of  God's  word  to  teach  the 
children  and  grown  people  the  Scriptures  in  the  Sunday 
Schools.     The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  brethren  to  over- 
look the  Sunday  School  interest  in  their  several  sections, 
and  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  on 
Sunday  Schools  in  regard  to  Sunday  School  Institutes  : 

First  Section.— J.  C.  Scarborough.      I  Third  Section.  — J.  M  White. 
Second  Section. — Rev  J  R  Maynard.   |  Fourth  Section. — H.  W.  Norris. 

The  consideration  of  report  on  State  Missions  was  resumed. 
Remarks  were  submitted  by  Elders  Blackwood,  J.  S.  Pure- 
foy,  W.  C.  Nowell  and  Bro.  J  L.  Holland,  asking  that  the 
Association  take  into  consideration  the  work  of  Association- 
al  Missions.  Bro.  Holland  spoke  of  the  need  of  spreading 
Bible  truths  in  the  section  of  the  Association  represented 
by  him.  Bro.  Blackwood  called  the  attention  of  the  body 
to  the  needs  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  and  a  collection 
was  taken  amounting  to  $21.37. 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Brother  N.  B. 
Broughton  : 

Resolved,  That  an  Executive  Board  of  Missions  consisting  of  five  be  ap- 
pointed to  look  after  the  destitution  in  and  around  our  borders. 

Resolution  adopted  and  the  following  brethren  were,  on 
motion  of  Elder  Gwaltney.  appointed  :  N.  B.  Broughton,  E. 
S.  Moore,  M.  Whitley,  D.  B.  Holland  and  J.  S.  Allen. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Education  being  special 
order  was  then  taken  up.  The  Association  was  addressed 
by  J.  C.  Scarborough,  Sup't  of  Public  Instruction  in  North 
Carolina,  upon  the  subject  of  general  education,  urging  the 
duty  of  parents  to  give  their  children  all  the  education  in 
their  power.  He  was  followed  by  Bro.  H.  W.  Norris,  who 
spoke  of  the  importance  and  duty  of  contributing  money  to 
help  educate  indigent  young  ministers.  Bro.  L.  R.  Mills 
then  addressed  the  body  in  behalf  of  the  Education  Board 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  calling  attention  to  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  two-year  theological  course  at  Wake  Forest 
College. 

The  report  was  then  adopted. 
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The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Bro.  J.  M.  White: 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Raleigh  Association,  esteem  it  a  religious  duty 
to  give  our  children  a  general  education;  That  we  have  been  negligent 
in  that  respect,  and  that  we  will  give  more  diligence  to  this  matter  than 
has  been  done  in  the  past. 

Bro.  J.  M.  White  spoke  to  the  resolution. 
Pending  further  discussion,  adjourned  for  dinner. 


Afternoon  Session. 

On  re-assembling,  the  resolution  of  Bro.  White  was  post- 
poned 40  minutes. 

Ehler  Blackwood  moved  that  the  next  annual  Association 
be  held  with  the  church  at  Mt.  Hermon. 

Bro.  Needham  Stone,  on  behalf  of  Cedar  Fork  Church,  ex- 
tended an  invitation  to  the  body  to  meet  with  them;  Shiloh 
church  also  extended  a  cordial  invitation  to  meet  there  next 
year.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Temperance  was  read  : 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

Last  year  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  appointed 
a  committee  to  confer  with  similar  committees  from  other  evangelical 
churches  upon  the  subject  of  Temperance.  The  committee  reported  the 
following"  resolutions  and  recommended  them  to  all  the  evangelical 
churches  of  the  land,  as  the  combined  testimony  of  the  churches  of  Christ 
on  the  subject  of  Temperance. 

"1,  Drunkenness  is  an  evil  of  great  proportions,  have  inherent  and  ap- 
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palling  malignity;  it  is  strongly  entrenched  by  custom,  cupidity  and  ap- 
petite; it  works  widespread  ruin  in  society  and  destroys  men's  souls  and 
bodies. 

u2.  The  manufacture  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,  except  for 
medical,  mechanical  or  scientific  purposes,  are  evils,  dishonoring  to  God, 
and  destructive  to  men." 

In  these  resolutions  your  committee  heartily  concur,  and  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  same  by  this  body.  We  also  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  preamble  and  resolution: 

Whereas,  The  practice  of  selling  and  treating  with  intoxicating  li- 
quors at  political  speakings  is  a  growing  evil; 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  petition  the  next  Legislature  to  pass 
an  act  prohibiting  the  sale  and  treating  with  intoxicating  liquors  at  all 
such  places  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

The  report  was  ably  advocated  by  Brethren  White,  Scar- 
borough, and  Elders  A.  D.  Blackwood  G.  J.  Dow-ell  and 
others.     The  repoit  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  delegates  from  this  body  to  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  were  instructed  to  request  that  body  to 
memorialize  the  next  Legislature  of  this  State  to  pass  a'law 
prohibiting  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  spirituous  or  malt 
liquors  at  political  gatherings  and  speakings. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  received.

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On  motion  of  Elder  Blackwood,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  nominate  delegates  to  the  Baptist  Stale  Conven- 
tion.

Elder  Dowell  called  attention  to  irregularities  reported  in 
the  letter  from  Bethesda  church  in  regard  to  Baptism. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  M.  Holleman,  the  action  of  this 
body  at  the  session  of  1874  on  this  subject  was  read. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  R.  Gwaltney,  the  subject  was  made 
special  order  for  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  to-morrow. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Missions  was  read  by  Elder  Gwalt- 
ney as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

"  Go  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  what- 
soever I  have  commanded  you,  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world." 

This  command  of  our  Saviour  lays  not  only  the  ministry,  but  the  whole 
Church  under  contribution.  And  in  reading  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  and 
epistles  we  find  that  the  primitive  Christians  so  regarded  it.  They  felt 
called  upon  to  spread  the  gospel  over  all  the  earth.  From  Jerusalem  we 
find  Philip,  Peter  and  John  carrying  the  gospel  into  Samaria.  And  others 
going  forth  with  the  good  news  went  as  far  as  Antioch  in  Syria.  And  the 
church  in  Antioch  sent  Paul  and  Barnabas,  who  planted  the  gospel  in  Asia 
Minor,  Greece  and  Italy.  Paul  in  his  travels  and  labors  found  hearty  co- 
workers in  all  places  where  he  has  planted  the  Cross.  He  tells  us  of  a  Lucas, 
a  Rufus  and  a  Nevius,  his  fellow-helpers  in  the  gospel.  And  of  a  Persia, 
Triphena  ana  Tnphosa  as  his  co-workers.  Did  Christ  make  His  promise 
good,  "  Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway"?  Yes;  within  40  years  from  the  time 
He  gave  this  commission  the  gospel  had  been  carried  as  far  North  as  Scy thia, 
as  far  South  as  Ethiopia,  as  far  East  as  India  and  Parthea,  as  far  West  as 
Spain  and  Briton.  The  modern  Foreign  Mission  work  was  started  about 
86  years  ago.  Has  it  been  blessed?  Does  the  Master  still  make  good  His 
word,  "  Lo,  I  am  with  you  alwaj%  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world"?  Let 
the  thousands  of  converts  to  be  found  in  Burmah,  India,  Africa,  China, 
and  the  Islands  of  the  sea  answer  the  question.  God's  work  in  our  own 
midst  is  not  more  signally  blessed  than  His  work  in  heathen  lands  All  who 
take  the  pains  to  inform  themselves  know  this  to  be  true.  And  all  who  are 
ignorant  of  it  are  wilfully  ignorant,  and  the  ignorance  is  inexcusable. 

In  1346  this  Association  set  apart  brother  Matthew  T.  Yates  to  the  gos- 
pel ministry,  and  also  adopted  him  as  her  Missionary  to  China,  and  pledged 
herself  for  his  support  during  his  life  or  stay  in  that  field.  Our  fathers 
were  careful  to  redeem  it,  at  least  for  awhile;  but  we  forgot  the  pledge  of 
our  fathers  and  lost  all  interest  in  the  great  work  of  our  missionary;  show- 
eel  him  no  sympathy  by  offering  him  no  support.  But  we  feel  profoundly 
grateful  that  a  year  ago  our  interest  in  him  was  renewed,  and  we 
pledged  ourselves  to  raise  by  this  meeting  of  our  body  $600.00,  which 
is  half  of  his  support — the  other  half  being  raised  by  the  Central  As- 
sociation.    We  learn  from  the  letters  sent  up  from  the  churches  that 
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most  of  the  amount  pledged  has  been  raised.  Your  committee  recommend 
that  steps  be  taken  to  ascertain  the  exact  amount  still  unpaid,  and  that 
measures  be  adopted  to  raise  the  same.  We  also  recommend  that  the  As- 
sociation pledge  herself  to  see  the  same  amount  raised  durine  the  next  as- 
sociational  year.  W.  R.  GWALTNEY,

Bro.  Gwaltney  followed  in  some  earnest  remarks  on  the 
subject.  The  attention  of  the  bod}'  was  called  to  the  work 
of  Foreign  Missions,  beginning  with  the  Apostles  of  Jesus 
and  '  continuing  with  great  success  for  many  years.  For 
a  great  while  the  work  was  at  a  stand  still,  but  since 
the  days  of  Carey  and  Judson  it  has  claimed  and  re- 
ceived the  attention  of  Baptists  of  all  lands.  The  work  has 
been  greatly  prospered,  and  is  now  being  owned  and  blessed 
of  God  in  an  especial  manner.  The  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  trying  to  raise  one  half  of  Bro.  Yates'  salary  was 
especially  endorsed,  stating  that  about  $500  was  reported  as 
paid  to  this  object  by  the  churches  during  the  year,  and 
urged  the  Association  to  raise  the  balance. 

Bro.  Dodson  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Jews  of 
old  gave  greatly  more  than  the  people  of  God  in  this  day. 
The  duty  of  giving  to  God  was  impressed  on  the  brethren 
in  a  few  striking  and  interesting  words  of  wisdom. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Boothe,  from  the  South  Fork  Association,  said 
he  supposed  none  present  doubted  that  Dr.  Yates  was  called 
to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  Chinese.  If  he  was  called  to 
preach  we  were  called  upon  to  pay  our  money  to  support 
that  work.  Giving  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel  of  Christ 
is  a  great  privilege  given  to  man,  and  he  would  not  be  de- 
prived of  giving  of  his  money  for  the  spread  of  the  news 
of  salvation  to  the  nations  of  the  earth  for  any  consideration. 
Bro.  Yates  is  our  missionary.     Let  us  sustain  him. 

Rev.  Johnson  Olive  spoke  of  Irs  love  for  brother  Yates 
before  and  since  he  went  forth  to  preach  to  the  heathen,  and 
of  his  willingness  to  help  in  his  support  to  the  extent  of  his 
ability.  He  was  opposed  to  pledging  indefinitely,  but  fa- 
vored raising  the  deficit  on  the  $600  for  the  past  year  and 
pledging  ourselves  to  raise  $600  during  the  present  year. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Scarborough  said  we  could  not  accomplish  any- 
thing without  money,  and  his  experience  with  those  who 
always  oppose  pledging  is  that  they  seldom  pay  anything. 
We  must  have  pledges  in  order  to  stimulate  us  to  work  and 
raise  the  money.     $600    was  so  small  an  amount  far  4,000 
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Baptists  to  raise  for  Foreign  Missions  that  we  should  raise 
it  promptly. 

Elder  J.  M.  Holleman  declared  himself  fully  in  favor  of 
raising  one-half  of  the  salary  of  Bro.  Yates.  Foreign  Mis- 
sions is  a  great  and  important  work  and  we  should  lay  hold 
of  it  in  earnest  and  with  our  whole  hearts. 

Pending  further  discussion,  the  Association  adjourned  for 
dinner. 


Afternoon  Session. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator. 

Letters  were  received  from  Johnston  Antioch  sending  no 
delegate,  and  from  Corinth  sending  Bro.  J.  C.  Bunn  as  dele- 
gate. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Boothe  preached  at  the  stand. 

Consideration  of  Foreign  Missions  was  resumed. 

Elder  Olive  expressed  himself  as  fully  persuaded  of  our 
ability  and  duty  to  raise  our  pledge  for  Bro.  Yates'  salary  at 
once. 

Elder  Dowell  urged  the  brethren  to  arouse  and  do  their 
duty  in  this  great  cause. 

Bro.  Morris  said  we  should  stop  talking  and  go  to  work 
to  raise  the  money. 

Contributions  were  called  for,  and  about  $49.00  were  raised 
in  cash  and  pledges  to  be  paid  before  the  expiration  of  this 
year. 

Bro.  Alvin  Betts  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  As- 
sociation had  many  children  besides  Foreign  Missions  which 
we  must  support. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  next  addressed  the  body  in  regard 
to  raising  the  $600  for  the  next  year.

Saturday,  October  25th,  1879. 

Religious  exercises  conducted  by  Rev.  C.  Durham. 

Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order  at  the  appoint- 
ed hour. 

Reading  the  Minutes  of  yesterday  dispensed  with. 

On  motion  of  Elder  Blackwood  the  Association  agrees  to 
meet  with  the  church  at  Shiloh,  Johnston  county,  Wednes- 
day before  the  4th  Sunday  in  October,  1880,  at  11  o'clock, 
A.  M. 

Rev.  Allen  Betts  was  appointed  to  preach  thy  Introducto- 
ry Sermon  on  Wednesday,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,-and  Rev.  J. 
C.  Marcom  the  Missionary  Sermon  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  on 
Friday. 

It  was  resolved  to  give  half  hour  to  the  consideration  of 
each  of  the  different  subjects  that  demand  consideration 
to-day. 

Bro.  Daniel  Sellers  appeared  as  a  delegate  from  Selma 
church  and  Bro.  Christopher  Holleman  from  Carey,  and  were 
enrolled. 

Reports  of  committees  being  in  order,  Rev.  E.  Dodson, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Domestic  and  Indian  Mis- 
sions, reported  as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  DOMESTIC  AND  INDIAN  MISSIONS. 


The  Home  Mission   Board  fur  all  the  Southern  States  and  the  Indian 
Territory  was  organized  in  1845,  in  Marion,  Ala.     Over  35,000  souls,  since 
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that  time,  have  been  converted  through  its  instrumentality.  In  184G  there 
were  400  Baptists  in  Texas.  The  missionaries  of  this  Board  went  to  that 
State  at  this  time.  Now  there  are  more  than  60,000  Baptists  in  Texas  with 
two  colleges  completed  and  one  University  worth  $509,000  in  progress.  In 
all  the  South  the  Baptists  have  done  a  noble  work  in  the  country,  but  they 
have  to  a  great  extent  neglected  towns.  The  Saviour  and  his  Apostles 
preached  in  towns  as  well  as  in  the  country.  Of  .ill  the  Epistles  in  the 
New  Testament  addressed  to  places,  only  one,  the  Epistle  to  the  Gallations, 
is  directed  to  country  churches.  This  Board  has  helped  destitute  portions 
of  the  country  as  well  as  towns  in  the  South.  The  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  has  been  held  in  several  churches  helped  by  this  Board,  e.  g., 
the  1st  Church  at  Atlanta,  Ga,,  in  Jefferson,  Texas,  in  the  3rd  Church  at 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  in  1st  Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  the  1st  Church  in  New 
Orleans.  This  Board  has  helped  Raleigh,  Greensboro,  Charlotte,  Newbern 
and  Edenton,  N.  C.,  as  well  as  country  places.  It  helped  Raleigh  church 
to  support  her  pastor  from  1845  to  1852,  or  about  that  length  of  time.  This 
Board  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  tiie  Indians  Elder  Buckner  has  bap- 
tized 3,000.  Other  faithful  laborers  are  engaged  in  the  work  and  baptized 
many.  At  the  first  discovery  of  this  country  there  were  about  15,000,000 
Indians.  Now  there  are  not  more  than  287,000.  Our  States,  mountains, 
rivers,  bays  and  lakes  have  names  which  are  everlasting  monuments  to 
their  memory.  If  this  Board  goes  down,  it  will  be  a  general  calamity  to 
the  Baptist  cause  in  the  South.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  was  submitted 
as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

At  no  period  in  the  history  of  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  has  the 
cause  of  general  education  received  a  larger  share  of  popular  favor  than  at 
the  present  time.  The  prosperous  condition  of  Wake  Forest  College  is  one 
of  the  most  gratifying  pr'oofs  of  this  fact.  More  than  one  hundred  and 
thirty  students  are  now  in  attendance,  and  before  the  present  session  closes 
it  is  thought  the  number  will  reach  one  hundred  and  fifty. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  heen  some  twenty-five  young  brethren 
at  tha  College,  prosecu.ing  their  studies  with  reference  to  the  more  efficient 
preaching  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Of  this  number  some  eighteen  have 
been  aided  by  the  Board  of  Education.  The  Board  is  anxious  to  enlarge 
its  operations  and  t'i  have,  within  a  short  time,  at  least  twenty-five  young 
men  sharing  in  the  beneficence  which  it  dispenses. 

The  obligation  to  help  young  men,  who  have  been  called  of  God  to 
preach  the  gospel,  has  ever  been  recognized  by  Baptists  as  solemnly  bind- 
ing upon  them  as  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God,  and  never  has 
the  heart  of  the  denomination  been  more  in  sympathy  with  the  woik  than 
at  present.  We  pray  God  that  He  may  imp-ess  upon  our  Association  the 
duty  of  sustaining  at  least  one  young  man  at  the  College.

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Prof.  Royall  addressed  the  Association  on  the  subject  of 
ministerial  education.  He  expressed  his  pleasure  at  meet- 
ing with  the  Raleigh  Association  ;  he  had  not  heretofore  met 
with  this  body  of  Christians.  When  addressing  Baptists  he 
felt  that  he  spoke  to  those  who  loved  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  every  interest  that  tends  to  promote  His  glory.  Every 
lover  of  the  Lord  desired  to  see  the  gospel  of  Jesus  dissemi- 
nated through  the  whole  land.  On  account  of  our  interest 
in  the  cause  of  Christ  we  feel  an  interest  in  the  work  of  every 
man  of  God  who  labors  to  lead  men  to  Christ.  We  are  in- 
terested in  the  men,  in  their  mind,  their  heart,  their  whole 
life.  He  thanked  God  for  the  great  preachers  of  the  gospel 
who  have  lived  and  labored  and  died,  educated  and  unedu- 
cated. While  he  felt  that  education  was  a  great  lever  t  ■  the 
minister,  he  thanked  God  for  the  men  and  their  work  who 
have  done  so  much  without  this  preparation.  If  a  man  is 
called  to  preach,  he  should  preach,  and  preach  the  best  he 
can  with  the  preparation  he  can  get. 

The  subject  was  discussed  at  length  hy  other  brethren, 
after  which  a  collection  was  taken  for  ministerial  education 
amounting  to  $32.25. 

Elder  Gwaltney  then  addressed  the  Association  on  the 
subject,  and  proposed  that  the  Association  send,  at  once,  some 
young  preacher  to  the  college  for  preparation  in  the  work. 
He  urged  the  duty  of  this  body  to  support  a  beneficiary. 

Pledges  for  the  support  of  a  beneficiary  at  Wake  Forest 
College,  to  be  selected  lyy  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Mod- 
erator, amounting  to  $100.00  were  made,  as  follows  :

Whereas,  The  question  of  baptizing  members  received  from  Pedobap- 
tist  denominations  has  on  several  occasions  at  the  sittings  of  this  Associa- 
tion been  discussed;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  1st,  That  while  we  firmly  hold  the  sovereignty  of  the  churches, 
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and  believe  that  this  and  all  other  questions  concerning  faith  and  practice 
must  be  decided  by  them,  yet  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Association  to  guard  as 
best  it  can  the  soundness  of  our  churches. 

Resolved,  2nd,  That  the  Association,  as  an  advisory  body,  would,  how- 
ever, advise  the  baptism  of  members  so  received. 

Resolved,  3rd,  That  the  Association  has  the  same  right,  and  may  at  any 
time  exercise  it,  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  a  church  refusing  or  neglect- 
ing to  receive  and  act  upon  its  advise  that  a  church  has  to  withdraw  fel- 
lowship from  a  member. 

Resolved  teh,  That  all  resolutions  passed  at  previous  sittings  of  this  xlsso- 
ciations,  in  conflict  with  the  above,  are  hereby  rescinded. 

The  following  visitors  were  recognized  and  welcomed  to 
seats  :  Prof.  Hobgood,  of  Raleigh  Female  Seminary,  cor- 
respondent from  the  Central  Association  ;  John  E.  Ray,  Sec- 
retary State  Mission  Board. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  State 
Missions  offered  the  following  report : 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

During  the  past  year  the  Lord  has  greatly  blessed  the  labors  of  His  ser- 
vants in  the  dissemination  of  His  gospel  and  planting  Baptist  principles  in 
the  different  parts  of  our  State  where  they  have  been  at  work.  The  gos- 
pel as  we  hold  that  it  is  taught  in  the  Word  of  God  has  been  presented 
and  received  in  many  parts  of  the  State  and  numbers  have  been  added  to 
the  Church  of  Christ.  But  there  are  sections  of  the  State  yet  in  great  des- 
titution. Some  are  in  almost  absolute  ignorance  of  the  truths  of  the  gos- 
pel; and  others  are  in  great  error,  exercising  their  zeal  but  not  according 
to  knowledge  and  truth.  Many  of  our  churches  have  been  blessed  with 
an  outpouring  of  grace  in  the  revival  of  Christians  and  the  conversion  of 
souls.  As  we  have  freely  received  let  us  freely  give.  Whilst  we  find  a 
want  of  gospel  truth  in  distant  parts  of  the  State,  it  is  not  necessary  for 
us  to  go  to  the  mountains  or  to  the  sea  coast  to  find  a  field  of  labor,  a  place 
where  we  may  invest  our  means  for  the  glory  of  God,  but  we  may  find  it 
nearer  home,  even  within  our  own  bounds.  Let  us  not  be  content  to  hold 
and  enjoy  the  blessings  of  gospel  truth  to  ourselves  when  our  neighbors 
are  in  the  darkness  of  sin  and  error,  but  let  us  give  to  them  the  true  word 
of  life  as  we  believe  we  have  it.     Respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 

Dear  Brethren  : 

By  reference  to  our  minutes  of  last  year  you  will  find  that  the  resolution 
under  which  this  Board  was  constituted  asked  us  "to  look  after  the  desti- 
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tution  in  and  around  our  borders,"  without  providing  the  ways  and  means 
for  the  same.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  during  the  South- 
western Union  Meeting  at  Inwood  church,  we  found  the  work  assigned  us 
in  a  large  measure  beyond  our  control  for  the  present  year.  In  the  first 
place,  the  State  Mission  Board  had  called  for  volunteer  missionary  work, 
and  several  of  our  ministers  had  promised  the  same  to  them,  the  benefit 
of  which  we  are  glad  to  sa}^  was  given  to  a  portion  of  our  destitution.  In 
the  second  place,  the  Southwestern  Union  Meeting  of  this  Association  had 
already  undertaken  and  was  prosecuting  missionary  work  in  a  destitute 
field  on  our  southern  border,  under  the  care  of  our  brother  Rev.  Allen 
Betts,  who  we  rejoice  to  learn  has  been  greatly  blessed  in  his  labors,  and 
has  a  fine  prospect  of  establishing  a  church  at  an  early  day  at  the  Canon 
Place,  in  Wake  county,  where,  aided  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Holleman,  a  meeting 
of  days  was  recently  held.  Bro.  Betts  has  also  established  a  preaching- 
place  near  Wra.  Young's,  in  Johnston  county.  ReV.  W.  R.  Gwaltney,  of 
this  body,  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  held  a  meeting 
of  10  days  at  Burns'  School  House,  ll  miles  southwest  from  Raleigh,  with 
great  success.  At  present  Bro.  J.  P  .Massey  is  conducting  a  very  flourish- 
ing Sunday  School  at  that  point,  and  a  church  is  to  be  organized  there  on 
Friday  next,  November  1st. 

Your  Board  congratulates  the  Association  upon  the  hopeful  prospects 
before  us  of  occupying  every  destitute  field  in  and  around  our  borders; 
and  our  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  many  of  our  pastors  and  lay- 
men, who,  in  addition  to  their  regular  work,  have  gone  into  the  highways 
and  hedges  with  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Board  this  Association  should  support  with  regu- 
lar preaching  the  churches  to  be  organized  at  the  Cannon  Place  and  Burns' 
School  House.  This  we  believe  can  be  done  with  $100.  In  addition  to 
this  we  should  raise  a  fund  for  work  in  new  fields  in  other  sections  of  the 
Association.

Your  committee  report:  We  believe  the  Bible  idea  of  temperance  is

things  hurtful."  We  believe  that  the  drinking  of  spirituous  liquors  is 
hurtful  physically,  mentally,  morally  (except  when  used  as  a  medicine, 
and  then  to  be  used  very  cautiously).  Therefore  we  should  abstain  from 
dram-drinking.  Intemperance  is  the  prolific  parent  of  an  immense  brood 
of  evils,  and  that  it  is  itself  the  crowning  curse  of  the  State  and  the 
churches.     No  one— certainly  no  Christian— has  the  right  to  do  wrong. 

Temperance  Societies  have  accomplished  great  good,  but  the  Demon  of 
Drink  will  never  be  throttled  and  banished  from  our  land  until  the  churches 
all  over  our  country,  trusting  in  God,  shall  come  to  the  rescue 

We  earnestly  request  the  preachers  and  pastors  of  this  Association,  to 
preach  at  least   one   sermon   annually,  on   this   subject,  to  each   of  their 
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churches,  and  thus  educate  the  people,  and  lead  them  to  rise  to  a  proper 
conception  of  their  duty  in  this  regard.     Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  ON  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Sabbath  Schcaols, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and 
deem  it  one  of  great  importance.  It  is  the  carrying  out  of  that  injunction 
"Bring  up  your  children  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,"  and 
of  that  other,  4i  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he 
is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it."  It  prepares  the  minds  of  all,  who  avail 
themselves  of  the  advantages  thereof,  for  the  reception  of  the  truths  of  the 
gospel.  Hence,  many  of  those  who  profess  regeneration,  receive  their 
convictions  in  the  Sabbath  School. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Sabbath  School  is  auxiliary  to  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel.  It  enables  the  teachers  to  explain  the  truths  of- 
the  gospel  and  personal  application  of  them.  This  not  likely  to  be  done 
by  preaching,  especially  the  usual  mode  of  preaching.  It  occasions  a  more 
general  readirg  and  study  of  the  Bible  than  any  other  means  that  has 
ever  been  devised  within  the  limits  of  our  acquaintance.  In  truth,  it  is  a 
means  of  catising  the  pastors  to  be  more  careful  in  the  preparation  of  their 
sermons,  lest  some  one  may  see  an  error  in  their  quotations  and  explana- 
tions. These  are  only  some  of  the  advantages  of  Sabbath  Schools.  The 
whole  cannot  be  told  in  one  meagre  report.

Shiloh  Baptist  Church.  Johnston  County, 
Wednesday,  October  27th,  1880.

Rev.  C.  T.  Bailey,  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  ad- 
dressed the  Association  with  much  interest.  Remarks  were 
also  made  by  Rev.  J.  M.  White,  Rev.  A  Weaver  and  Dr. 
Pritchard. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Prof.  C.  E.  Taylor  and  Rev.  0.  L.  Stringfield,  visiting 
brethren  from  Central  Association,  were  welcomed  to  seats. 

The  hour  for  the  Missionary  Sermon  having  arrived, 
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The  Association  called  off  from  business  to  hear  the  ser- 
mon, which  was  preached  by  Rev.  J.  C.  Marcom,  from  the 
text :  "  When  they  had  fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid  their 
hands  upon  them,  they  sent  them  away."     Acts  xiii:  3. 

This  text,  he  said,  had  been  selected  because  of  its  special  appropriate- 
ness to  us,  being  gathered  together  as  we  are  to  consider,  among  other 
things,  the  spread  of  the  Go-pel  in  foreign  lands.  The  occasion  was  an 
an  i  i  portant  one,  and  the  text  seemed  to  be  specially  applicable  to  this 
body,  because  we  had,  m  re  than  thirty  years  ago  done  just  wliat  we 
flnd"th"  apostles  did  in  the  text.  When  they  felt  constrained  to  send 
the  Gospel  abroad  they  laid  their  hands  on  certain  men  whom  God  had 
directed  ihem  to  send,  and  ''sent  them  away."  The  Holy  Ghost  said 
"separate  me  Barnabas  and  S  nil."  These  two  men  were  called  of  God 
to  go,  and  the  people  were  called  of  God  to  send  them.  God  calls  men 
to  all  his  Work;  but  the  minister  he  specially  calls;  he  is  called  of  God 
from  nature  to  grace;  called  of  God  to  work — inspired  with  the  desire  to 
do  something— separated  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  set  apart  by  the 
church.  This  is  God's  call  to  the  minister;  it  was  in  this  way  every 
preacher  of  the  Gospel  i-  called  of  God.  M.  T.  Yates  was  called  in  this 
way  to  preach;  and  ytjt  the  Spirit  still  called  him  to  do  more,  and  not 
until  he  yielded  to  ihe  Spirit's  call  to  go  to  foreign  lands  to  preach  did 
he  11  d  re-t.  He  h  id  known  Bro.  Yates  well,  and  knew  h's  feelings  and 
impressions;  was  licensed  the  same  day  that  Bro.  Yates  was,  an d  had 
fr<  quen  ly  talk  d  with  him;  was  present  when  he  was  sent  away  by  the 
Association  and  adapted  as  their  missionary  at  Spring  Branch  church. 
He  was  <  ailed  of  God  to  go,  and  the  brethren  sent  him  to  that  work  and 
promised  to  hold  the  rope  while  he  went  into  the  well.  The  great  truth 
that  they  that  preach  the  Goepel  shall  live  of  the  Gospel  is  greatly  mis- 
understood; a  great  many  have  no  idea  that  it  means  that  the  laborer 
should  receive  wages  for  his  hire.  If  they  live  of  the  Gospel,  how  shall 
it  b  done  if  the  churches  are  not  to  provide  the  means  whereby  they 
shall  live.  The  idea  is  in  the  minds  of  some  that  in  some  way  God  will 
take  care  of  the  preacher,  and  it  is  not  at  all  necessary  for  them  to  take 
special  interest  in  providing  for  the  sustenance  of  the  minister.  We 
must  be  guided  by  God's  word;  that  word  teaches  as  clearly  as  it  teaches 
anything  that  we  are  to  sustain  by  our  means  the  ambassadors  of  Christ. 
God  has  ordained  no  other  way  by  which  his  preachers  shall  be  support- 
ed. The  preacher  at  home  must  not  only  be  sustained,  but  the  Gospel 
should  be,  must  be  sent  abroad,  and  how  shall  it  be  done  if  we  do  not 
support  the  missionary.  The  minister  who  advocates  giving  to  missions 
need  not  fear  that  it  will  curtail  his  support;  on  the  contrary  it  will  help 
him  in  his  work,  and  contribute  to  his  support.  He  had  tried  it  and 
knew  that  this  was  true . 

At  the  conclusion  a  collection  was  taken  amounting  to 
$20.87.     Congregation  sang  "  Bringing  in  the  sheaves."

For  two  years  your  Board  have  been  trying  to  devise  ways  and  means 
for  occupying  at  least  a  portion  of  the  destitute  fields  in  our  bounds;  and 
while  a  little  progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction,  we  regret  to  ac- 
knowledge that  the  great  work  lies  out  before  us  untouched.  During  the 
past  year  two  churches  have  been  constituted  at  points  aided  by  this  body, 
viz  :  Swift  Creek  church,  of  which  Bro.  Alvin  Betts  is  pastor,  and  the 
Cannon  Grove  of  which  Bro.  Allen  Betts  is  pastor. 

Your  Board,  after  much  consultation  and  prayer  over  the  work,  come 
before  you  now  asking  for  One  Thousand  Dollars,  that  the  work  may  be 
boldly  and  positively  undertaken.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  use 
this  fund — 

1st.  In  aiding  some  of  our  churches  in  the  support  of  a  pastor. until 
they  shall  be  self-sustaining; 

2d  In  employing  at  least  a  portion  of  the  time  of  some  of  our  minis- 
ters by  once  a  month  preaching  at  points  to  be  located; 

3d.  In  locating  a  minister  at  Smithfield  for  preaching  once  a  month 
and  occupying  stations  to  be  selected. 

Our  Great  Captain  has  placed  this  work  before  us  and  given  us  the 
marching  orders  to  "go  forward."     Shall  we  obey?

Half  hour  spent  in  religious  exercises,  conducted  by  Rev. 
H.  W.  Norris. 

Association  called  to  order  at  the  usual  hour. 

The  committee  on  Time  and  Place  of  next  meeting  re- 
ported, recommending  Holly  Springs  church,  Wake  county, 
as  the  place,  and  Wednesday  before  the  3d  Sabbath  in  Oc- 
tober as  the  place.  Amended  by  inserting  5th  Sabbath  in 
place  of  3d,  after  which  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  consideration  of  Associational  Missions  was  resumed. 
Many  brethren  who  were  not  willing  to  pledge  their 
churches  because  the  matter  had  not  been  discussed  at  their 
church  meetings,  gave  assurances  of  their  hearty  ap- 
proval of  the  work,  and  pledged  themselves  to  do  all  they 
could  in  their  respective  churches  to  raise  the  amount  need- 
ed for  the  prosecution  of  the  work. 

||The  Executive  Board  amended  their  report,  recommend- 
ing that  $25  be  paid  to  Rev.  Allen  Betts,  and  $25  to  Rev. 
Alvin  Betts,  for  services  rendered  as  Missionaries  this  year. 
Report  adopted. 
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On  motion,  the  Executive  Board  for  the  next  year  was 
appointed  as  follows  :

The  special  hour  for  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Edu- 
cation having  arrived,  Rev.  A.  Weaver  read  the  report,  as 
follows: 

The  interests  of  education  are  of  paramount  importance  to  church  and 
State.  Our  duty  to  our  country  and  our  children  demands  'hat  we  shall 
give  them  the  very  best  education  within  our  power,  and  ic  should  be  a 
matter  of  profound  concern  to  us  that  this  education  should  be  under  the 
control  of  religious  principles.  As  Baptists  we  "cannot  afford  to  allow 
other  denominations  to  educate  our  chili !ren  •  and  it  givi  s  your  commit- 
tee pleasure  to  report  that  the  Baptist  Schools  of  the  State  are  equal  to 
the  best  of  the  land.  There  are  institutions  of  high  grade  for  girls  at 
Murfreesboro,  Wilson,  Oxford  and  Thothasville  ;  we  have  within  the 
limits  of  this  Association  two  good  mixed  schools — one  at  Apex,  presided 
over  by  Bro  John  Duckett,  the  other  at  Clayton,  under  the  charge  of 
Rev.  J.  M.  White  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Nowell — and  we  earnestly  com- 
mend these  schools  as  worthy  of  a  liberal  patronage  at  the  hands  of  the 
brethren  of  this  Association. 

Your  committee  take  pleasure,  also,  in  reporting  our  College  at  Wake 
Forest  as  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  ever  before.  The  cata- 
logue of  last  year  shows  an  attendance  of  171  students,  and  the  promise 
i  for  this  year  is  still  better.  The  faculty  of  the  college  is  composed  of 
eight  excellent  men,  and  the  course  of  study  is  as  thorough  and  full  as 
that  of  any  institution  in  the  State.  There  are  about  thirty  young  men 
there  studying  for  the  ministry,  20  of  whom  are  sustained  by  the  Board 
of  Education.  As  this  is  a  larger  number  than  the  Board  has  ever  had 
in  charge  before — nearly  twice  as  many  as  last  year — a  much  larger 
amount  must  be  contributed  to  the  cause  of  ministerial  education  than 
heretofore  if  the  Board  keeps  clear  of  debt.  Your  committee  would  there- 
fore earnestly  commend  this  cause  to  the  liberal  support  of  our  churches.

Prof.  C.  E.  Taylor  addressed  the  Association  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Ministerial  Education.     He  said  : 

If  a  man  is  not  called  of  God  to  preach  he  can  never  be  called,  and 
ought  never  to  preach.  But  not  every  young  man  called  and  attending 
Wake  Forest  is  helped  by  the  Board;  only  those  who  cannot  pay  their 
way  are  helped,  and  then  only  to  the  amount  that  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  give  them  the  needed  preparation  to  preach.  Many  pay  their  own 
way.  Every  young  man  called  of  God  to  preach  and  recommended  by 
his  church  should  be  assisted  whenever  it  is  possible  to  qualify  him  for  the 
work.  Is  it  not  our  duty  to  help  him  prepare  himself  ?  But  no  man  should 
be  helped  w1k>  would  not  preach,  education  or  no  education — who  does  not 
feel  "  woe  is  me  if  I  preach  not  the  Gospel  of  Christ."     It  is  a  fact  that 
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the  majority  of  those  called  to  preach  are  poor  men.  They  many  times 
struggle  against  these  impressions  and  calls  and  feel  "I  am  unworthy 
and  have  no  preparation  for  this  great  work."  They  cannot  rest  until 
they  have  given  themselves  to  this  work.  I  thank  God  for  the  men  who 
have  been  preaching  the  Gospel,  though  many  of  them  have  been  poor 
and  uneducated  1  thank  God  for  the  faithful  men  who  are  now  preach- 
ing. I  thank  God  that  the  Gospel  was  preached  to  me.  and  I  thank  Him 
that  there  are  those  who  are  to  preach  the  same  Gospel  to  my  children. 
We  are  responsible  for  the  men  who  are  going  to  preach  to  our  children. 
If  a  man  is  called  to  preach,  men  say  let  him  preach.  So  say  I,  but  shall 
we  not  give  him  every  advantage  that  will  enable  him  to  preach  more 
faithfully  and  effectually  the  truth  of  God  as  we  hold  it. 

The  man  who  is  to  preach  in  the  coming  generation  without  education 
will  have  a  harder  time  than  those  who  have  gone  before,  and  the  men 
who  are  now  preaching  without  the  needed  education  will  tell  you  it  is 
hard  enough  now.  The  congregations  in  the  future  are  to  be  more  en- 
lightened and  intelligent  than  the  present.  There  is  more  general  inter- 
est in  the  subject  of  education  than  ever  before.  Our  children  will  be 
more  intelligent  than  we  are;  let  us  prepare  those  who  are  to  preach  to 
them,  those  who  cannot  help  themselves. 

Rev.  Johnston  Olive  said  : 

While  the  brother  who  has  just  spoken  was  telling  you  of  the  work  of 
the  ministers,  my  mind  went  back  forty  years.  The  impressions  to 
preach  the  Gospel,  when  they  came  to  my  mind,  came  nigh  overcoming 
me.  I  said  "  I  cannot  preach;  I  cannot,  I  am  too  poor,  and  anmn- 
worthy  to  preach."  I  cannot  now  tell  you  how  I  felt;  I  struggled;  i  was 
finally  enabled  to  say  *'God  helping  me  I  will  try  to  hold  forth  the  word 
of  life  the  best  I  can  "  No  one  can  ever  know  how  I  struggled  to  pre- 
pare myself  to  preach:  I  felt  the  necessity  of  Education;  I  studied  night 
after  night  by  the  fire-light,  and  spent  all  the  scanty  means  coming  to 
me  from  my  father  try  nig  to  prepare  myself.  I  sympathize  greatly  with 
the  young  preachers.  1  know  how  they  feel.  I  do  not  now,  and  never 
have  felt  prepared  to  preach;  and  I  want  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  aid 
others  who  are  now  in  the  condition  that  I  once  was. 

Rev.  W.  R.  Gwaltney  next  spoke.     He  said  : 

He  had  known  what  it  is  that  the  Board  of  Education  is  doing;  he  had 
been  greatly  distressed  about  his  necessity  of  preparation,  and  no  means 
to  get  that  preparation.  The  Board  had  helped  him,  and  he  had  contin- 
ually to  thank  God  for  the  College  and  the  Board.  He  was  proud  of  the 
educated  ministry,  and  honored  the  men  who,  being  consecrated  to  God, 
had  preached  so  faithfully  without  education.  The  Apostles  were  poor 
men,  of  little  or  no  education;  but  Christ  himself  had  taught  them  three 
years  before  they  were  sent  forth  to  preach  the  word  at  large.  When 
he  did  send  them  they  were  prepared.  Some  of  them  spoke  and  wrote 
as  many  as  three  languages.  And  when  He  would  send  a  man  to  preach 
to  the  Athenians  and  to  Rome  he  sent  Paul,  a  man  who  was  highly  edu- 
cated.

Dr.  T.  H.  Pritchard  then  addressed  the  body  on  the  sub- 
ject of  general  education,  making  an  able  and  effective  ap- 
peal to  the  people  to  educate  their  children. 

The  Association  then  took  a  recess  for  three-quarters  of 
an  hour. 


Afternoon  Session. 

On  re-assembling,  the  report  on  Education  was  adopted. 

The  funds  collected  for  Education  were  ordered  to  be  paid 
over  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  Convention. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  directed  to  turn  the  funds 
sent  up  to  the  Association  and  collected  since  the  assembling 
of  this  session  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association. 

^The  following  report  on  Temperance  was  read  by  Rev.  A. 
D.  Blackwood : 


Intemperance  is  a  terrible  and  destructive  evil,  and  is  killing  thousands 
of  human  beings  every  year.  Perhaps  it  has  destroyed  as  many  people 
as  all  the  wars  that  has  ever  been  on  the  earth.  It  has  not  only  been  a 
terrible  scourge  in  the  land,  but  in  our  churches  among  those  professing 
to  be  the  servants  of  God  and  followers  of  Christ  it  is  a  great  hindrance. 
The  sin  is  enormous,  and  a  shame  and  a  blot  on  Christianity  and  a  dis- 
grace to  the  church.  These  things  ought  not  to  be  so;  but  those  profes- 
sing faith  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ought  to  be  sober  and  watch  unto 
prayer. 

Dram-drinking  is  the  beginning  of  the  terrible  evil  of  intemperance 
and  drunkenness;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  our  brethren  to  refrain  from  the  prac- 
tice that  has  resulted  in  such  monstrous  evils. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  our  churches  to  exercise  a  strict  disci- 
pline in  all  cases  of  intemperance  among  them.

And  Rev.  A.  Weaver  addressed  the  body  on  the  subject 
of  Temperance,  saying 
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That  the  subject  was  one  of  great  importance.  The  habit  of  clram- 
drfnking  was  a  curse  to  the  land.  He  appealed  to  Christians  and  patriots 
to  desist  from  and  frown  down  this  ruinous  habit.  Health  is  necessary 
to  happiness;  drinking  is  surely  ruinous  to  the  health,  and  therefore  de- 
structive to  happiness.'  The  Christian  who  habitually  drinks  is  a  hin- 
drance to  religion  and  a  stumbling-block  to  sinners. 

Bro.  Blackwood  said  in  the  course  of  his  remarks 

That  he  had  hoped  to  see  the  day  when  church-members  would  no 
longer  visit  drinking  places  and  participate;  he  feared  he  should  not  live 
to  see  that  time.  He  had  often  apoken  on  this  subject  before  the  Raleigh 
Association,  and  as  he  might  never  have  the  opportunity  again  he  wanted 
to  say  to  his  fellow-Christians:  Set  your  influence  against  this  habit  of 
drinking.  He  would  go  surety  that  no  man  will  ever  be  drunk  who  will 
not  drink  the  flrst  dram.  There  is  the  danger;  tippling  was  sure  to  lead 
to  drunkenness,  and  the  only  hope  for  a  sober  and  temperate  people  is 
to  abstain  altogether. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  followed  saying 

He  took  it  for  granted  that  the  persons  here  were  not  in  the  habit  of 
drinking;  but  he  wanted  the  brethren  to  tell  their  friends  to  be  careful 
in  conduct  not  only  at  home,  but  to  be  especially  careful  in  going  from 
home.  Never  do  anything  from  home  that  you  would  not  be  willing  to 
do  in  the  presence  of  their  neighbors  and  families. 

Kev.  J.  M.  White,  endorsing  the  report,  said 

There  was  a  higher  consideration.  The  doty  we  owe  to  God  who  has 
saved  us  through  Christ,  should  lead  us  to  be  circumspect  and  to  abstain 
at  home  and  abroad  from  drink. 

Bro.  Allen  Betts  said  : 

God's  worct  should  be  the  guide  of  our  actions  in  all  things.  That  word 
says:  "Add  to  your  faith  virtue  and  to  virtue  Temperance,-' and  classes 
Intemperance  among  the  works  of  the  flesh;  and  declares  that  those  who 
do  such  things  shall  not  inherit  eternal  life. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  committee  on  Sunday  Schools  reported  through  their 
chairman,  Elder  Holleman  : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Sabbath  Schools, 
are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  most  of  our  Schools  in  a  healthy  and  pros- 
perous condition.  We  have  in  our  Association  many  good  men  and  wo- 
men who  are  earnestly  working  to  bring-  all  the  old  as  well  as  the  young 
into  the  Sabbath  School;  and  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  the  Raleigh 
Association  has  never  before  been  able  to  report  such  a  large  number 
engaged  in  the  Sabbath  School  work  The  old  opposing  powers  which 
have  so  long  been  used  against  this  glorious  work  have  almost  entirely 
disappeared  and  the  work  is  sailing  smoothly  on  to  the  grand  end  which 
we  have  in  view,  and  that  is  to  bring  all  the  world  to  God.  Amen.

The  Moderator  appointed  Rev.  G.  J.  Dowell,  J.  C.  Scarborough  and  W. 
H.  Bennett  a  committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  and  was  allowed  until  to- 
morrow morning  to  appoint  the  other  committees. 

Bro.  Scarborough  moved  that  a  committee  be  hereafter  appointed  to 
be  known  as  the  committee  on  Pastoral  Support.     Adopted* 

Adjourned  to  10  a.  m,  to-morrow.

B.  Broughton  moved  to  make  the  subject  of  Associational  Mis- 
sions special  order  for  10  a.  m.  to-morrow.     Carried. 

The  list  of  churches  was  then  called,  and  additional  representatives 
enrolled. 

Visitors  were  welcomed,  and  Rev.  C.  T.  Bailey,  Editor  Biblical  Recor- 
der, Dr.  T.  E.  Skinner,  from  Central  Association,  Rev.  A.  N.  Campbell, 
from  Little  River  Association,  and  J.  R.  Hackney,  from  M.t.  Zion  Asso- 
ciation responded. 

Rev.  G.  J.  Dowell  read  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions  as  follows : 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Foreign  Mission  work  is  simply  &part  of  missionary  work  laid  up- 
on us  by  the  great  commission  from  the  Master — "  Go  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature."  We  are  not  excused  from  this 
part  of  the  work  because  we  may  have  contributed  to  missions  at  home. 
This  Association  has  sent  in  part  a  substitute  to  China,  in  the  person  of 
our  Bro.  M.  T.  Yates.  He  was  glad  to  go  and  preach.  We  cannot  all 
go  in  person,  but  we  have  Yates  as  our  substitute.  We  must  do  our  duty 
to  the  Master  and  fulfil  our  promise  to  Bro.  Yates  bv  furnishing  his  sup- 
port. G.  f.  DOWELL,

Brother  Dowell  proceeded  to  address  the  Association.  The  duty  to 
support  the  Foreign  Mission  work  was  great,  and  none  the  less  great  be- 
cause the  times  were  hard  and  crops  short.  When  the  widow  gave  of 
her  scanty  meal  and  oil  to  feed  the  prophet,  the  Lord  blessed  the  act  and 
the  scanty  provisions  never  gave  out.  If  we  are  going  to  curtail  our 
work,  we  shall  sutler  more  than  we  will  by  increasing  our  work. 

Rev.  C.  T.  Bailey  congratulated  the  brethren  on  what  they  were  doing 
in  helping  to  support  Dr.  Yates  in  China.  He  was  the  greatest  mission- 
ary not  only  in  China  but  in  the  world.  He  regretted  to  learn  by  letter 
from  Dr.  Yates  and  his  wife  received  recently,  that  he  was  very  sick,  and 
his  great  fear  was  that  the  precious  life  of  Dr.  Yates  would  not  be  spared 
until  the  great  work  of  translating  the  Bible,  in  which  work  he  had  been 
engaged  for  a  great  while  could  be  completed,  and  he  wa?  apprehensive 
that  if  Dr.  Yates  did  not  live  to  finish  the  work,  it  would  be  a  long  time 
before  it  would  be  done.  If  there  is  one  honor  for  which  North  Carolina 
ought  to  be  thankful,  it  is  for  the  honor  that  the  great  man  Dr.  Yates  was 
called  from  her  territory.     No  other  State  enjoyed  so  great  honor. 

Bro.  Scarborough  said  that  there  were  men  who  wanted  to  work,  and 
would  work,  plan  or  no  plan  ;  but  we  must  have  plans,  in  order  to  suc- 
cessfully accomplish  our  purposes.  We  should  not  be  discouraged  be- 
cause we  cannot  get  all  the  church  members  to  work  on  our  plans.  Some 
brethren  will  not  agree  to  any  plan  ;   you  cannot  make   a   plan  to  suit 
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them  ;  they  are  grumblers,  and  grumblers  will  not  work  in  any  kind  of 
harness.  We  make  a  mistake  in  trying  to  suit  these  grumblers.  Let  us 
affectionately  ask  them  to  help  in  the  work,  if  they  will  not  labor  on  the 
plans  we  have  adopted.  Let  us  go  on  and  do  the  work  and  not  stop  to 
try  to  suit  the  grumblers.  Let  us  press  forward  in  the  constant  endeav- 
or to  secure  that  for  which  we  aim,  and  when  the  victory  is  achieved, 
the  grumblers  will  come  up  to  the  help.  Let  us  do  our  duty.  If  the  Ral- 
eigh Association  should  ever  give  up  the  Yates*  support,  he  would  feel 
like  surrendering.  The  spirit  that  would  lead  a  church  to  give  up  the 
Foreign  Mission  work,  would  lead  that  church  in  a  short  time  to  give  up 
all  Mission  work  at  home,  and  even  to  support  their  pastor.  The  For- 
eign Mission  work  is  going  to  be  done.  Brother  Yates  will  be  supported. 
Are  we  willing  for  some  others  to  do  it,  and  we  not  have  a  share  in  this 
work  ?    For  my  part,  I  say  no. 

Rev.  Johnson  Olive  heartily  concurred  in  what  had  been  said  by  Bro. 
Scarborough.  He  thought  that  there  was  no  need  for  fears  that  the  Raleigh 
Association  would  fail  to  do  her  duty  in  supporting  Dr.  Yates.  He 
thought  there  had  been  a  time  when  we  could  excuse  ourselves  from 
this  work,  but  now  he  felt  that  the  responsibility  was  upon  us  and  we 
must  meet  the  obligation. 

Pending  the  further  consideration  of  this  subject,  adjourned  for  dinner. 

AFTERNOON. 

Upon  re-assembling,  the  various  delegates  and  visitors,  who  had  ar- 
rived since  the  morning  session,  were  duly  enrolled. 

Bro.  Olive  called  attention  to  a  brother  present,  who  was  in  need  of 
material  aid,  when  a  collection  was  taken  up  for  him  amounting  to  $13.75. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  Rev.  J.  M.  White  read 
the  following  report  on  Periodicals  : 

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  become  great  in  numbers  and  in 
material  wealth.  Our  responsibilities  have  increased  proportionately, 
A  great  work  lies  before  us.  Our  people  need  an  organ  to  keep  before 
them  those  duties,  and  to  urge  them  on  to  their  performance.  We  rec- 
ognize the  Biblical  Recorder  as  a  powerful  agency  in  promoting  our  de- 
nominational interests,  and  as  such,  the  interests  of  Christ's  kingdom. 
We  most  heartily  endorse  its  management. 

Kind  Words,  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, meets  the  wants  of  our  Sunday  Schools  and  is  worthy  of  a 
hearty  support  from  all  Southern  Baptists. 

We  think  it  the  duty  of  every  pastor  to  press  the  claims  of  these  pa- 
pers upon  his  people.

Brother  White  then  addressed  the  body  on  the  merits  of  the  Biblica 
Recorder. 

Rev.  C.  T.  Bailey  spoke  for  half  an  hour  in  a  most  interesting  manner 
on  the  objects  and  aims  of  the  editors  and  publishers  of  the  paper,  and 
called  upon  the  brethren  to  subscribe  to  the  Recorder,  and  many  respond- 
ed to  the  call. 

Dr.  T.  E.  Skinner  spoke  of  the  power  of  the  Recorder  as  an  organizer. 
The  Recorder  was  started  about  the  same  time  the  College  was.    There 
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were  then  about  15,000  Baptists  in  the  State.  The  paper,  the  college 
and  the  denomination  had  grown  together  to  become  a  great  power.  The 
paper  should  receive  a  larger  patronage  than  it  now  gets.  It  is  a  good 
paper  ;  let  us  give  it  a  liberal  support. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions  was  resumed. 

The  body  was  next  addressed  by  Elder  Gwaltney.  He  gave  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  plan  adopted  by  many  of  the  churches  for  raising  the  Yates 
salary,  and  urged  the  pastors  to  take  hold  of  the  work  and  see  to  it  that 
the  churches  take  this  matter  in  hand  at  once  and  raise  their  quotas. 

The  Association  then  adjourned  to  10  a.  m.  to-morrow. 


THIKD  DAY. 

Friday  Morning,  October  28th,  1881. 

The  Association  assembled  at  10  A.  M.  Religious  exercises  conducted 
by  Bev.  J.  K.  Howell. 

Visitors  welcomed,  and  Eev.  C.  E.  Taylor,  of  Wake  Forest  College, 
responded. 

Additional  delegates  enrolled  as  follows  :  A.  B.  Hunter,  from  Apex 
church  ;  A.  J.  Ellis  and  H.  J.  Boon,  Johnston  Liberty. 

Bro.  B.  F.  Montague  called  attention  of  the  Association  to  the  fact 
that  since  the  last  meeting  of  this  body  God  had  removed  from  us  by 
death  our  beloved  brother,  Michael  Whitley,  and,  on  his  motion,  a  com- 
mittee was  raised  to  draft  suitable  resolutions  expressive  of  our  feelings 
in  regard  to  his  death. 

Moderator  appointed  Bros.  Montague,  Scarborough  and  M.  H.  Haugh- 
ton. 

H\  B.  Broughton  moved  the  appointment  of  a  committee  tore-district 
the  churches  of  the  Association.  Carried,  and  Moderator  appointed  N. 
B.  Broughton,  J.  M.  Holleman,  J.  C.  Marcom,  and 

On  motion  of  Eev.  J.  M.  White,  the  Moderator  was  added  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  committee  on  Foreign  Missions  was 
resumed. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Holleman  addressed  the  body. 

Dr.  Pritchard  spoke  on  the  subject,  and  suggested  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  to  report  a  plan  to  raise  our  part  of  Foreign  Missions. 

Upon  being  informed  by  Eev.  J.  Olive  that  we  had  a  plan,  he  with- 
drew the  suggestion. 

Bro.  Gwaltney  also  spoke  on  the  subject.  Eemarks  were  also  made 
by  Eev.  J.  H.  Boothe  and  1ST.  B.  Broughton. 

The  report  was  then  adopted. 

The  hour  for  the  special  ordei%  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board, 
having  arrived,  N.  B.  Broughton  read  the  report  as  follows  : 

EEPOET  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOAED. 

Your  Executive  Board  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 
At  the  last  session  of  our  Association,  an  earnest  and  successful  effort 
was  made  to  raise  a  fund  necessary  to  support  a  missionary  to  be  sta- 
tioned at  Smithfield,  to  labor  there  and  points  contiguous  thereto.     Our 
funds  did  not  admit  of  carrying  out  this  plan  entirely.    But  we  were 
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fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  Kev.  J.  K.  Howell,  of  Selma,  for  one- 
Sunday  in  each  month  at  Smithfield,  and  he  reports  as  follows  i 

To  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Raleigh  Association  : 

Dear  Brethren  : — Under  your  appointment  at  Smithfield  for  one 
Sunday  in  the  month,  I  commenced  work  the  fourth  Sunday  in  Janua- 
ry. Since  that  time  I  have  been  able  to  average  three  sermons  a  month 
by  preaching  once  a  month  on  Saturday.  The  attendance  has  increased 
and  the  attention  to  the  word  preached  seems  to  be  greatly  improved. 
Six  have  been  added  to  the  church  by  letter,  and  three  more  are  ready 
to  join.  I  have  visited,  read  the  Scriptures  and  prayed  much  with  the 
people  of  the  town.  And  Bro.  G-ulley,  one  of  the  best  of  men.  is  run- 
ning a  Sunday  School,  fully  equipped  with  Bibles,  papers  and  lesson 
helps.  So  I  feel  that  a  religious  sentiment  is  on  the  increase,  and  I  ad- 
vise the  Board  to  plant  a  man  there  and  rally  to  his  support. 

I  commenced  preaching  at  Pine  Level  once  a  month  in  the  afternoon, 
and  holding  a  prayer  meeting  once  a  week.     But  Bro.  Radford  con- 
cluded to  continue  as  pastor,  so  I  left  the  work  with  him.

"We  regard  the  labors  of  Bro.  Howell,  under  Godr  as  very  successful . 
The  letter  from  Smithfield  church  to  this  session  of  our  body  shows  evi- 
dence of  returning  life,  and  we  believe  our  efforts  should  be  renewed. 

Your  Board  has  also  aided  Swift  Creek  church  in  supporting  Bro. 
Alvin  Betts,  who  has  been  serving  them  during  the  past  year.  He  re- 
ports as  follows : 

Apex,  ST.  C,  Oct.  27th,  1831. 
To  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Raleigh  Association: 

Dear  Brethren  :— It  is  with  much  regret  that  I  cannot  be  with  you 
at  your  present  session,  for  my  wife  is  quite  sick.  Hope  the  good  Lord 
will  preside  over  you  and  direct  you  in  all  your  deliberations. 

In  my  work  I  have  nothing  large  to  report.  As  to  my  work  at  Swift 
Creek,  1  have  tried  to  serve  the  church  as  best  I  could.  I  have  been 
punctual  in  attendance,  done  but  little  pastoral  work ,  owing  to  the 
health  of  my  family.  The  church  and  congregation  have  paid  me  for  ser- 
vices for  1880,  $7.45,  for  1881,  $21.80,  the  Association,  through  its  com- 
mittee, $25.00,  making  total  of  $54.25,  for  which  I  hope  I  am  grateful. 
I  hope  the  good  Lord  has  blessed  the  feeble  effort  of  his  unworthy  ser- 
vant. 

We  held  a  meeting  of  ten  days  with  the  church  in  August,  aided  by 
Bros.  Allen  Betts  and  Bennett.  I  hope  the  church  was  revived.  There 
were  five  or  six  converts,  two  have  been  baptized,  others  we  think  will 
soon  follow. 

We  spent  four  days  with  our  brother  at  Cannon  place,  congregation 
small,  meeting  dull.  Spent  two  days  at  Shady  Grove,  aided  Bro.  Aloore, 
and  aided  Bro.  Holleman  in  Apex. 

The  above  is  the  report  of  vour  unworthy  brother  in  Christ, 

ALVL\T  BETTS. 

This  church,  we  rejoice  to  say,  has  completed  its  house  of  worship  and 
paid  for  the  same,  and  will  soon  be  self-sustaining.  No  point  that  we 
have  aided  gives  more  promise  than  this. 

We  have  also  assisted  Bro.  J.  R.  Maynard,  who  has  been  preaching  at 
two  weak  churches  in  our  Association,  namely  :  Mt.  Zion  and  Panther 
Creek.     He  reports  as  fellows  : 
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My  churches,  Mt.  Zion  and  Panther  Creek,  are  all  in  good  circum- 
stances, seem  to  be  progressing,  well  organized  Sunday  Schools  in  all. 
This  year  I  have  labored  about  120  days  in  preaching,  have  taken  note 
of  44  converts,  have  baptized  24  of  the  same  into  the  church.  The  most 
of  them  have  joined  some  church.  The  church  at  Mt.  Zion  is  at  work  as 
faithful  as  any  country  church,  according  to  their  knowledge  and  ability. 
The  first  year  I  preached  there  my  congregation  would  average  about  35 
or  40,  now  the  house  is  nearly  full  on  Sabbath.  I  have  had  a  hard  people 
to  reach  with  the  gospel,  but  I  have  reason  to  be  encouraged  this  year  that 
the  Lord  has  blessed  our  efforts.  J.  R.  MAYNARD. 

As  his  report  shows,  the  Lord  has  blessed  his  labors,  and  we  look  for 
both  these  points  to  be  self-sustaining  in  a  short  while 

Bro.  Allen  Betts  lias  been  engaged  in  missionary  work  on  our  south- 
ern border  for  the  past  three  years  or  more.  He  has  also  been  aided  by 
your  Board  during  the  past  year.  He  makes  the  following  report  of  his 
work  : 

To  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Raleigh  Association: 

Dear  Brethren  : — The  following  is  a  short  report  of  my  labors  for 
1S81.  I  have  filled  four  monthly  appointments,  Cannon  Grove  church, 
Young's  Shelter,  Sandy  Grove,  Griffith  School  House,  and  done  other 
incidental  preaching.  Held  a  meeting  of  four  days  at  Cannon  Grove 
Church,  Bros.  Alvin  Betts  and  John  D.  Davis  assisting  Also  held  a 
meeting  at  Young's  Shelter  four  days,  Bro.  Jas.  M.  Holleman  assisting. 
Assisted  Bro.  Alvin  Betts  in  a  meeting  at  Swift  Creek  church.  Also 
Bro.  A.  N".  Campbell  in  a  meeting  at  Hector's  Creek  church. 

The  prospects  of  success  on  my  field  are  not  very  good.  A  concen- 
trated effort  will  be  necessary  to  success,  by  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
Let  us  ask  for  His  aid.

As  Bro.  Betts'  report  shows,  there  is  no  evidence  of  growth  at  these 
points,  and  there  is  no  promise  of  future  prosperity  under  the  present 
arrangement.     We  have,  therefore,  no  recommendations  to  make. 

A  glance  at  the  map  of  our  Association  shows  that  we  have  great  and 
difficult  work  before  us,  and  your  Board  finds  it  specially  embarrassing 
to  develop  a  number  of  weak  points  that  might  be  greatly  strengthened 
if  we  could  place  right  men  in  charge  of  them. 

Let  us  hold  on  to  the  work  by  making  liberal  provision  for  the  desti- 
tution until  the  whole  field  within  our  bounds  shall  have  been  occupied 
and  the  gospel  preached  to  ever}?"  creature,  with  self-sustaining  churches 
at  all  needed  places. 

We  recommend  that  your  Executive  Board  in  future  be  authorized  to 
work  through  and  in  co-operation  with  the  State  Mission  Board.

The  chairman  of  Executive  Board  called  on  the  brethren  who  have 
been  laboring  at  different  points  as  missionaries,  to  give  a  few  words  of 
report  as  to  their  fields.  Rev.  J.  K.  Howell,  Rev.  Alvin  Betts,  Rev-  J. 
R.  Maynard  and  Rev.  Allen  Betts  spoke  on  the  subject. 

Pending  the  consideration  of  this  matter, 

The  hour  arrived  for  the  preaching  of  the  Missionary   Sermon,    Rev. 
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G.  J.  Dowell  read  Jeremiah  x  :  1-11,  and  took  as  his  text,  "  Awake,  put 
on  thy  strength,  O,  Zion."  Isaiah  i :  10.  Jesus  said,  "lift  up  your 
eyes  and  look,"  and  "  Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  clay  idle?"  The  chris- 
tian work  is  not  one  for  idlers ;  but  from  the  day  of  our  conversion  till 
the  armor  is  laid  by  are  we  to  battle.  The  field  is  white— thirteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  millions  of  people,  the  great  portion  of  whom  are 
without  the  gospel.  China,  Africa,  Italy,  and  the  isles  of  the  sea  are 
bowing  to  idols,  ancestral  worship,  cannibalism  and  Catholicism.  Our 
text  tells  us  the  church  is  asleep.  Let  us  awake  and  be  up  and  doing, 
till  this  vast  host  shall  have  the  gospel  that  tells  of  the  precious  blood  of 
Jegus.  Shall  we  who  have  felt  its  power  be  unconcerned?  The  cross  is 
too  clear,  the  crown  too  precious  that  we  should  not  prize  them.  What 
does  the  text  mean  ?  That  Zion  is  asleep.  It  refers  to  very  many  to- 
day as  it  did  then.  Churches  fall  into  this  slumber  and  become  inactive. 
It  is  not  the  sleep  that  refreshes,  but  that  of  stupor  and  indifference. 
Suppose  clouds  are  ahead  of  us,  and  discouragements  arise,  are  we  to 
stop?  "  Oh  for  a  faith  that  will  not  shrink."  Spurgeon  says  I  have  seen 
a  dead  man  go  into  the  pulpit,  a  dead  deacon,  dead  members  in  the  pew. 
It  is  strange  that  we  are  so  indifferent  about  religion.  Garrick  was  asked 
by  a  minister,  how  is  it  that  you  talk  fiction  and  the  people  listen  and  ap- 
plaud, and  I  tell  truth  and  they  are  indifferent  about  it?  Said  Garrick, 
"  You  act  as  if  you  were  talking  fiction,  I  act  as  if  my  fiction  was  truth." 
How  this  applies  to  too  many  of  us.  And  yet  I  believe  there  is  life  in 
this  Association.  Not  so  much  as  we  hope  for,  and  yet  life.  How  shall 
we  awake  ?  We  need  to  circulate  more  freety  the  Recorder  and  other  re- 
ligious literature  ;  we  should  establish  and  properly  equip  Sunday  Schools 
in  every  locality,  and  send  the  gospel  to  foreign  lands.  When  we  pray 
"Thy  kingdom  come,"  let  us  help  that  kingdom  on  by  putting  faith  and 
works  together.  The  encouragements  are  great — there  are  more  mis- 
sionaries in  the  field  than  ever  before,  more  communicants  of  the  protes- 
tant  churches  ;  and  fields  once  shut  up  are  being  opened  to  us.  The  world 
is  being  brought  to  Christ.  Let  us  buckle  on  the  armor  afresh.  We  can 
do  so  much  more  now  than  a  few  years  ago.  Steam  and  electricity  has 
brought  nations  close  together.  A  few  years  ago  it  took  weeks  to  get  the 
news  from  New  York,  now  almost  in  a  moment  we  get  a  message  from 
China,  if  we  want  it.  It  costs  money  to  propagate  the  gospel.  Oh  it 
cost  heaven's  most  precious  jewel  to  give  us  the  gospel.  It  cost  Jesus 
some  sacrifice— his  soul  an  offering.  He  trod  the  winepress  alone  that 
we  might  walk  the  golden  streets  of  the  New  Jerusalem.  He  wore  the 
crown  of  thorns  that  we  might  wear  a  crown  of  joy.  He  wore  the  mock 
robe  that  we  might  wear  the  robe  of  righteousness.  Instances  were  given 
of  persons  laying  down  their  lives  for  friends,  but  Christ  alone  died  for 
his  enemies. 

The  congregation  then  made  a  contribution  to  Foreign  Missions.  See 
report  of  Finance  Committee. 

The  consideration  of  the  subject  of  Associational  Missions  was  resumed. 

N.  B.  Broughton  took  the  floor,  and  called  attention  to  the  work  done 
by  the  Board  the  past  year.  Little  had  been  attempted,,  and  little  had 
been  done.  The  field  is  important  and  wide.  Work  is  needed  and  bad- 
ly needed.  In  order  to  do  the  work,  men  must  be  had,  and  the  right  men 
too ;  but  if  we  get  the  men,  we  must  first  see  our  way  to  pay  these  men. 
We  have  not  asked  for  large  collections  during  this  session.  Shall  we 
have  the  money  this  morning?  It  may  be  that  the  gospel  will  not  be 
received  by  these  people  in  the  destitute  portions  of  the  earth,  but  we 
must  send  the  gospel  to  them.  It  is  our  duty.  God  has  laid  it  on  us. 
Shall  we  not  rise  up  and  do  our  duty  and  send  the  gospel  to  these  our 
neighbors  ?

IN  MEMORY  OF  MICHAEL  WHITLEY. 

Michael  Whitley,  a  native  of  Wake  county.  N".  C,  died  May  27th,  1881, 
at  the  age  of  49  years.  He  was  a  faithful  soldier  in  the  Confederate 
army,  in  which  he  lost  one  leg.  He  represented  his  county  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  lS74-'7o,  in  an  efficient  manner.  His  first  connection  with  the 
church  was  with  Lee's  Chapel  in  1869,  after  which  he  took  a  letter  and 
became  one  of  the  original  members  of  White  Stone  church,  where  his 
membership  was  when  he  died.  He  was  a  good  citizen,  a  faithful  soldier, 
an  affectionate  husband  and  father  and  a  christian  gentleman. 

Our  deceased  brother's  walk  through  Time  to  the  shore  of  Eternity 
was  the  walk  of  an  unostentatious  disciple  of  the  meek  and  lowly  Naza- 
rene  and  like  him  he  "  let  his  light  shine  as  a  city  set  upon  a  hill ;"  and. 
while  we  feel  we  can  add  nothing  to  a  character  so  exemplary,  we  deem 
it  but  just  to  ourselves,  and  especially  to  the  young  men  of  our  commu- 
nion, that  a  hand  should  point  to  the  way  in  which  Brother  Whitley  has 
gone,  to  direct  those  following  to  the  u  straight  and  narrow  way  which 
leads  to  life  eternal ;"  and  in  conclusion,  we  submit  with  this  report  only 
one  resolution,  viz  :

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Committee  on  Education  submitted  the  following  report : 
REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

It  gives  your  committee  pleasure  to  report  that  the  interests  of  educa- 
tion are  receiving  an  increasing  regard  from  our  people  in  all  parts  of 
the  State.  Notwithstanding  the  general  failure  in  crops,  the  patronage 
of  all  of  our  schools  is  encouraging,  and  if  this  disposition  to  educate 
their  children  shall  continue,  we  may  hope  for  great  improvement  both 
in  the  material  development  and  in  the  moral  and  religious  condition  of 
our  people.  The  best  education  is  that  which  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  christian  religion.  From  the  very  nature  of  our  principles  as  a  de- 
nomination, we  cannot  afford  to  allow  other  denominations  to  educate 
our  children,  and  it  is  therefore  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  the  Bap- 
tist schools  of  the  State  are  not  only  numerous,  but  equal  in  excellence 
to  any  in  the  land. 

There  are  institutions  of  high  grade  for  girls  at  Murfreesboro,  Oxford 
and  Thomasville.  We  have  within  the  limits  of  this  Association  two  good 
schools  for  both  sexes — one  at  Apex,  presided  over  by  Messrs.  J.  Duck- 
ett  and  M.  A.  Jones — the  other  at  Ciaj^ton,  under  the  charge  of  Kevs.  J. 
M.  White  and  W.  C.  Nowell — and  we  cordially  commend  all  of  these 
schools  as  worthy  of  patronage  on  the  part  of  our  people. 

Your  committee  are  gratified  also  to  be  able  to  report  our  College  at 
Wake  Forest  as  more  prosperous  than  in  any  previous  period  of  its  his- 
tory. The  catalogue  of  last  year  shows  an  attendance  of  181  students — 
and  the  promise  for  this  year  is  as  good,  if  not  better.  The  Faculty  of 
the  College  is  composed  of  eight  good  men,  and  the  course  of  study  is  as 
full  and  thorough  as  that  of  any  institution  in  the  State.  There  are  more 
than  this-ty  young  men  there  studying  with  a  view  to  the  ministry,  nine- 
teen of  whom  are  sustained  by  the  Board  of  Education.  There  are  be- 
sides two  students  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Lou- 
isville sustained  by  this  Board.  The  Board  was  able  by  extraordinary 
efforts  to  close  the  last  year  with  a  clean  balance  sheet,  and  it  is  earn- 
estly to  be  hoped  that  a  similar  gratifying  experience  may  crown  the  la- 
bors of  this  year.  Your  committee  would  most  cordially  commend  the 
work  of  this  Board  as  meriting  the  highest  esteem  and  liberal  support  of 
the  churches  of  this  Association.

The  Association  engaged  in  religious  exercises  conducted  by  Rev.  C 
E.  Taylor. 

The  Moderator  then  called  the  body  to  order  in  regular  session. 

The  following  additional  delegates  and  visitors  were  noticed  as  present 
and  welcomed : 

E.  T.  Marcom,  from  Swift  Creek  church  ;  M.  F.  Batchelor,  f rom  Green 
Level  church  ;  Elder  J.  W.  Collins,  from  Little  River  Association  ;  Prof, 
John  E.  Ray,  Secretary  State  Mission  Board. 

The  report  of  committee  on  State  Missions  was  read  by  Elder  Gwalt- 
ney  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  results  of  this  department  of  our  work  during  the  Conventional 
year  now  drawing  to  a  close,  have  been  unusually  gratifying.  We  have 
had  during  the  year  twenty-six  missionaries  under  our  direction,  (which 
is  a  larger  number  by  four  than  we  have  ever  previously  emplo}Ted  at  any 
oue  time,)  and  these  are  among  the  very  best  men  we  have  in  the  State, 
and  the  reports  from  them  are  most  encouraging. 

The  destitute  fields  yet  to  be  occupied  are  very  extensive.  There  are 
eleven  counties  in  eastern  North  Carolina,  to  wit :  Washington,  Tyrrell, 
Hyde,  Dare,  Beaufort,  Pamlico,  Carteret,  Jones,  Pitt,  Onslow  and  Mar- 
tin, in  neither  of  which  are  there  more  than  two  Baptist  churches.  Be- 
sides a  large  portion  of  Mecklenburg,  Cabarrus,  Iredell  and  Rowan 
counties  are  destitute  of  the  gospel  as  we  hold  it. 

There  is  also  between  the  Yadkin  river  and  Blue  Ridge  a  vast  extent 
of  territory  that  we  ought  to  occupy  at  once.  On  the  other  side  of  the 
Ridge,  Alieghany  county  is  without  a  single  Baptist  church. 

But  notwithstanding  this  great  destitution,  we  are  encouraged  to  be- 
lieve that  in  the  near  future  our  whole  State  will  be  supplied  with  the 
gospel  as  we  hold  it,  provided  all  the  Associations  can  be  brought  into  a 
hearty  co-operation  with  the  State  Mission  Board  in  this  glorious  work.

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Brother  Ray  addressed  the  Association.  Fifty  years  ago  the  first  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  met  at  Greenville,  "N.  C,  representing  and  consti- 
tuting the  working  force  of  that  body,  and  through  them  the  denomina- 
tion. Then  we  were  but  a  handfull,  now  what  a  change  has  come  over 
this  country  !  Instead  of  a  handfull,  we  have  filled  this  State  with 
churches,  and  a  power  we  have  become  in  the  land.  We  are  a 
peculiar  people,  and  are  not  everywhere  a  popular  people ;  but,  notwith- 
standing this,  we  are  going  on  from  small  things  to  great.  During  this 
year  we  have  grown  rapidly.  There  have  been  no  less  than  5,000  bap- 
tisms among  the  white  Baptists  within  the  year,  and  as  many  more 
among  the  blacks.  I  found  in  visiting  the  Flat  River  Association  that 
there  were  so  many  revivals  in  progress  that  it  was  with  difficulty  that  a 
preacher  could  be  had  to  preach  the  introductory  sermon.  The  Lord  has 
showered  down  graciously  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  our  people  in  great  abun- 
dance during  this  year.  Nearly  every  town  and  neighborhood  in  the 
State  has  been  blessed  by  a  gracious  revival  among  the  Baptists.  How 
good  the  Lord  has  been  to  us,  how  many  of  our  friends  and  dear  one's 
children  and  others  have  been  brought  to  the  Lord  through  these  meet- 
ings! It  is  not  possible  for  me  to  know  all  or  to  tell  all  that  I  do  know 
about  the  work  of  the  denomination  during  this  year.  These  Baptists  are 
a  great  people — these  christians  who  love  the  Lord  and  the  souls  that  are 
perishing  around  them.  Every  christian  is  a  missionary.  Every  one  who 
has  had  the  precious  love  of  Jesus  in  his  own  soul  cannot,  will  not  fail 
to  feel  a  desire,  a  strong  and  consuming  desire  to  have  some  other  heart 
made  glad  by  possessing  the  comforting  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  It 
is  so,  it  has  always  been  so,  it  will  ever  be  so.  Last  year  the  hearts  of 
the  men  who  composed  the  State  Convention  were  again  and  again  made 
glad  by  the  cheering  reports  that  were  brought  up  by  the  missionaries 
that  had  labored  to  build  up  the  waste  places  in  the  State.  You  helped 
to  contribute  to  their  happiness.  All  the  Associations  helped.  It  was 
your  work,  the  work  of  the  great  Baptist  hosts  in  the  State.  So  much 
was  done,  that  the  Mission  Board  felt  that  they  must  attempt  greater 
things  this  year  ;  so  they  assumed  a  greater  responsibility  and  appointed 
more  men  and  promised  more  help  to  the  destitute  portions.  $550  more 
were  appropriated,  and  many  of  the  Board  were  very  apprehensive  of 
having  trouble  in  raising  the  necessary  funds  ;  but  I  have  the  great  pleas- 
ure to  tell  you,  my  brethren,  that  that  money  lias  all  been  raised  and 
every  missionary  paid  his  salary.  Does  State  Mission  work  pay?  Oh, 
how  great  the  work  that  has  been  done  by  this  agency  !  It  pays,  it  will 
bring  us  yet  more  returns,  if  we  will  put  forth  yet  greater  efforts. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion  of  1ST.  B.  Broughton,  the  collection  on  to-morrow  after  the 
sermon  was  ordered  to  be  paid  over  to  the  State  Mission  Board  for  their 
use.     (See  report  of  Finance  Committee.) 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  the  consideration  of  the 
report  on  Education  was  resumed.  Remarks  were  made  by  Elders  Hol- 
leman,  Dowell,  Olive,  Gwaltney  and  Taylor.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Your  committee  on  Sunday  Schools  submit  the  following  : 
1st.  We  believe  that  the  Sunday  School  work  is  a  part  of  the  church's 
work. 

2nd.  That  the  Sunday  School  is  the  nursery  of  the  church  in  this  sense, 
that  every  church  produces  more  and  better  fruits  with  a  Sunday  School 
than  without. 

3rd.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  each  member  to  be  identified  and  in  full 
sympathy  with  the  Sunday  School  work. 

4th.  And  as  there  are  many  destitute  places  in  our  bounds,  without 
schools  and  also  in  some  of  our  churches,  and  many  children  are  out  of 
schools  that  are  within  their  reach,  therefore,  we  are  resolved  by  the  help 
of  God,  to  use  our  best  efforts  individually  and  through  our  Executive 
Board  and  Sunday  School  committee  to  organize  schools  in  those  desti- 
tute places  and  in  each  church  that  has  no  school,  and  to  bring  the  chil- 
dren who  are  not  attending  school  into  the  schools  within  their  reach.

The  Association  re-assembled  at  2  P.  M.,  and  on  being  called  to  order, 
the  committee  on  Pastoral  Support  reported  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  PASTORAL  SUPPORT. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Pastoral  Sup- 
port, offer  the  following  report : 

No  subject  considered  by  this  body  at  its  present  session  is  of  more 
importance  to  the  churches  than  this  question  of  proper  support  for  our 
pastors.  The  churches  will  not  develop  and  come  up  to  the  full  meas- 
ure of  their  duty  in  the  spread  of  the  gospel  through  the  mission  work 
and  Sunday  School  until  we  have  Pastors.  We  now  have  a  brother  to 
preach  for  us  once  a  month,  not  a  pastor.  Why  not?  Because  he  gets 
a  hundred  dollars  a  year  He  can  do  no  pastoral  work.  He  must  hurry 
home  to  engage  in  a  secular  work  that  he  may  make  a  support  for  him- 
self and  family. 

We  have  come  to  the  habit  of  speaking  of  the  average  salary  of  a 
pastor  in  the  Raleigh  Association  as  $400  from  his  four  churches.  This 
ought  not  to  be.  There  are  churches  which  can  easily  employ  pastors 
all  their  time,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  do  so.  There  are  others  which 
can  have  preaching  two  Sundays  in  the  month,  and  it  would  be 
found  easier  to  pay  $400  for  two  Sundays  than  $150  for  one  Sunday.  Our 
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churches  need  all  the  time  of  the  ministers,  and  the  churches  should 
give  entire  support  to  the  pastors.  It  is  hoped  that  the  churches  will 
give  more  heed  to  the  full  support  of  the  ministry.

Rev.  J.  M.  White  said  while  he  preferred  that  the  speaking  on  this  sub* 
ject  should  come  from  the  laity,  he  considered  it  a  subject  of  so  much 
importance  that  he  would  not  have  it  passed  over  without  the  matter 
receiving  some  attention.  He  agreed  with  the  committee  that  the  churches 
would  be  wise,  and  would  come  nearer  up  to  their  duty  if  they  would 
have  preaching  more  than  once  a  month,  and  would  support  their  pas- 
tors sufficiently  to  give  them  belter  time  to  prepare  themselves  for  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel.  He  believed  churches  would  find  it  much  more 
easily  to  support  a  pastor  who  preaches  two  to  four  times  a  month  for 
them  than  they  do  to  raise  the  amounts  they  now  pay  them  for  once  a 
month  preaching  Rev.  J.  H.  Boothe  said  the  pastors  were  not  pastors 
in  fact,  but  they  were  not  responsible  for  this,  they  must  live,  and  they 
cannot  under  the  present  system.  They  do  the  best  they  can.  They  go 
to  their  churches  on  Saturday  and  preach  to  a  small  congregation,  and 
then  go  home  with  one  brother,  the  only  one  they  can  visit  that  month, 
and  then  go  to  their  church  and  preach  Sunday  and  hurry  home  to  en- 
gage in  some  secidar  work  to  make  their  support. 

Rev.  J  C.  Marcom  next  spoke  on  the  subject.  He  said  the  reason  the 
churches  did  not  support  their  pastors  and  have  all  the  time  of  their 
preachers,  they  do  not  adopt  the  Bible  plan  for  supporting  their  pastors. 
He  contended  that  there  was  not  a  church  in  this  Association  that  could 
not  support  a  pastor  if  they  would  only  adopt  the  Bible  plan. 

Bro.  Pace,  from  Samaria  church,  made  some  interesting  remarks  and 
gave  some  good  suggestions  as  to  the  way  and  means  of  raising  the  nec- 
essary funds  for  the  support  of  the  pastor. 

Rev.  J.  Olive  next  spoke.  He  had  no  idea  that  he  was  a  pastor  in  the 
general  acceptation  of  this  term.  He  had  tried  to  do  the  preaching  the 
best  he  could.  He  had  not  been  able  to  live  among  his  flock  and  visit 
them.  Circumstances  had  been  such  that  he  could  do  no  better.  He 
would,  however,  not  recommend  to  the  young  brethren  to  follow  his 
example. 

Bro-  J.  S.  Allen  next  spoke.  Remarks  were  also  made  by  Elder  Hol- 
leman  and  J.  M.  Broughton. 

The  report  was  then  adopted. 

Elder  J.  C.  Marcom  read  the  report  of  the  committee  on  delegates  to 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  as  follows,  which  was  adopted  :

Brother  J.  C.  Scarborough,  read  the  report  on  Education 
as  follows ; 


6  Minutes  of  the 

.  report  on  education. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  more  interest  is  now  taken  in  general  education  io 
North  Carolina  than  ever  before.  In  every  section  new  school-houses  have  been 
erected  and  a  larger  per  centage  of  the  school  population  is  in  school  than  at 
any  time  in  our  history.  A  year  ago,  only  five  towns  in  the  State  had  an  or- 
ganized system  of  graded  schools.  Now  thirteen  towns  have  these  excellent 
schools  and  seven  others  are  preparing  for  their  organization. 

The  High  schools  at  pex,  Clayton/Holly  Springs,  Morrisvilie  and  Wakefield 
are  doing  good  work  and  are  wortfcy  of  our  sympathy  and  patronage. 

There  are  at  our  College  at  Wake  Forest  more  students  than  ever  before  at 
this  time  of  the  year,  and  we  rejoice  to  know  that  good  order  and  studiousness 
prevails  among  these  students  to  an  almost  unprecedented  degree. 

The  work  of  the  Education  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  has  neces- 
sarily been  largely  increased.  28  beneficiaries  have  been  received,  during  the 
present  session.  The  Board  is  seeking  to  be  more  prudent  than  ever  in  receiving 
young  ministers  for  aid. 

This  work  is  worthy  of  our  prayers  and  sympathies,  and  its  large  increase 
demands  enlarged  contributions  from  the  churches.  The  work  commends  itself 
to  the  brethren  of  our  churches  and  needs  only  to  be  called  to  their  attention  to 
receive  their  active  sympathies  in  liberal  contributions  to  the  cause  of  Ministerial 
Education.

REPORT  ON  STATE   MISSIONS.  . 

Your  committee,  for  last  year,  on  State  Missions  reported  twenty-six  mis- 
sionaries under  the  appointment  of  your  Board — an  increase  of  four  from  the 
year  preceding.  We  now  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  there  are  thirty-eight 
under  the  direction  of  our  Board,  which  as  you  see  is  a  gain  of  twelve  over  last 
year.  This  shows  how  this  enterprise  having  as  its  object  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel  in  the  destitute  sections  of  our  beloved  State,  is  growing  in  power  and  in 
the  hearts  of  our  people.  And  never  before  was  the  work  more  signally  blessed 
of  God  than  this  year. 

But  our  destitution  is  not  yet  all  supplied,  indeed,  if  our  Board  had  the  means 
at  hand  twice  as  many  men  could  be  employed,  and  still  there  would  be  room 
for  the  extension  of  our  operations.  Although  we  are,  through  our  Associational 
Board,  seeking  to  supply  the  destitution  in  our  own  borders,  yet  we  advise  and 
earnestly  insist  on  it,  that  the  churches  contribute  liberally  also,  to  the  support 
of  this  work,  as  there  are  many  important  points  of  destitution  which  can  only 
be  reached  by  the  State  Mission  Board.

We  would  commend  the  Sunday  School  work 
as  one  demanding  the  interest  of  every  christian  ;  and  not  only  an  impulsive 
interest  but  a  continued  persevering  interest  through  the  whole  year. 

We  commend  this  work  as  one  pertaining  directly  to  the  morality  and  pros- 
perity of  the  church.  Every  school  should  seek  to  teach  the  whole  gospel  truth 
and  nothing  short  of  the  whole  truth  as  we  find  it  in  God's  word  ;  and  to  aid  in 
the  performance  of  this  duty  we  recommend  the  use  of  standard  Baptist  litera- 
ture in  the  school.

FOURTH    DAY. 

Morning  Session,  Oct.  27th  1882. 

Association  spent  a  few  moments  in  praise  service. 
Moderator  called  the  body  to  order  at  10  o'clock. 
Proceedings  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 
Committtee  on  Temperance,  through  brother  C.  E.  Gower, 
read  the  following  report  : 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

"  Temperance  in  all  things  "  promises  usefulness,  long  life  and  happiness  ;  in- 
temperance, barrenness,  premature  death  and  misery.  Drunkenness  is  a  sin — a 
crime — classed  in  the  category  of  sins  (Gal.  5:19—21)  as  one  of  "the  works  of 
the  flesh  "  that  must  shut  out  the  soul  from  heaven.  It  stands  in  the  category 
here  given  between  "  murderers  "  and  "  revellings,"  as  one  of  the  dark  deeds  of 
fallen  man.  We  believe  that  "  strong  drink  "  is  good  in  its  place,  but  we  think 
its  place  is  about  the  same  that  calomel,  arsenic  and  strichnine  should  occupy — 
a  high  shelf  in  the  apothecary  shop.  We  do  not  censure  our  brethren  who  find 
it  necessary  to  "  take  a  little  "  sometimes  "  for  the  stomach's  sake,"  and  if  we 
could  find  brethren  like  Timothy,  who  would  not  take  it  unless  recommended, 
then  we  could  say  to  such  take  a  little  for  "  thy  often  infirmities." 
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As  to  promiscuous  dram-drinking,  we  know  but  one  safe  rule  (and  but  one 
rule-giver)  that  we  feel  willing  to  trust.  This  rule  we  find  in  ist  Cor.  viii, 
pointedly  expressed  in  the  13th  verse  :  "  Wherefore  if  meat  make  my  brother  to 
offend,  I  will  eat  no  flesh  while  the  world  standeth,  lest  I  make  ?ny  brother  to 
offend." 

Now,  whereas,  the  discussion  of  every  sin  equal  to  intemperance,  or  every 
virtue  equal  to  temperance,  would  require  more  time  than  this  body  remains  in 
session,  we  recommend  that,  hereafter,  no  committee  on  Temperance  be  ap- 
pointed. We  have  examined  the  minutes  of  three  different  Associations  and  in 
no  one  of  them  do  we  find  any  report  on  "  Temperance."  This  is  as  it  should 
be,  and  we  hope  that  hereafter  the  precious  moments  of  our  sessions  will  be 
spent  in  devising  plans  for  greater  usefulness,  resting  assured  that  when  the 
Spirit  of  God  is  in  our  hearts  we  will  have  no  room  for  other  spirits.

Elder  J.  K.  Howell,  read  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions 
as  follows  : 


REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  report  the  following  :  We  have  Mis- 
sionaries in  China,  Africa,  Italy,  Brazil  and  Mexico.  In  China  we  occupy  three 
points  :  Tung  Chow  with  six  Missionaries,  three  males  and  three  females. 
Shanghai  with  four  Missionaries,  two  males  and  two  females  and  six  native 
assistants.  Canton  with  six  Missionaries,  two  males,  four  females  and  12  native 
assistants.  Besides  the  three  leading  ones,  several  small  ones.  In  this  field  of 
four  hundred  millions  we  have  three  churches  and  five  hundred  and  forty-one 
members,  forty-three  added  the  past  year.  The  Northern  Board  has  ten 
churches  and  many  members. 

In  Africa  we  occupy  five  points  with  six  Missionaries,  five  males,  one  female 
and  two  native  assistants  out  of  a  population  of  193,000,000.  We  have  very 
few  members  as  the  result  of  our  new  Mission  work  there.  The  Mission  was 
broken  up  during  the  war  and  once  since  then.  Our  northern  brethren  are  do- 
ing much  work  there,  and  the  future  of  that  country  we  think  promises  much. 

In  Italy  we  have  four  Missionaries,  two  males  and.  two  females  with,  nine  na- 
tive assistants  with  two  hundred  members,  thirty-five  added  the  past  year. 

In  Brazil  we  have  preaching  at  two  places  with  four  Missionaries  two  males 
and  two  females  with  fifty-three  members  ;  ten  added  last  year. 

In  Mexico  we  have  preaching  at  a  number  of  points,  and  have  five  Missiona- 
ries, two  males,  three  females  with  a  membership  of  fifty-two. 

In  all  our  fields  we  have  sixty-two  Missionaries  and  native  assistants,  thirty- 
four  Missionary  Italians,  seven  hnndred  and  forty  members  of  native  churches, 
one  hundred  and  twenty-six  added  the  past  year,  and  nearly  $12, 00  spent  on 
Chapels  and  Churches.  The  whole  property  in  foreign  lands  may  be  valued  at 
$60,000.  But  of  all  these  fields  opened  to  us  by  the  Lord,  and  now  occupied 
by  men  and  women  of  wonderful  gifts  and  devotion,   we  are  to-day  only  asked 
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to  help  one  point,  and  at  that  point  only  one  man;    and  only  half  of  his  salar*- 
at  that,  of  that  half  we  have   raised  this  year  $346.35,   leaving  a  balance    c 
$253.65  to  raise.     Let  us  raise  it  and  next  year  come  up  with  all  paid.

Supplied  a  number  with  hymn  books,  gave  away  hundreds  of  pages  of  tracts, 
and  through  the  first  and  second  churches,  Raleigh,  and  Selma  church  scattered 
eight  hundred  copies  of  Sunday  school  papers,  valued  at  $40.

DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

The  church  was  organized  for  the  evangelization  of  the  world.  This  is  its 
chief  work  ;  and  the  Master  has  given  the  churches  the  means,  the  capabilities 
of  doing  the  work. 

These  powers  are,  as  yet,  largely  undeveloped.  The  anxious  inquiry  in  every 
pious  heart  is,  "  How  shall  we  develop  these  resources,  and  lead  the  churches 
up  to  a  discharge  of  their  duties  ?" 

Christ  ordained  the  "  Gospel — the  power  of  God  to  Salvation."  Through  the 
gospel  also  must  the  churches  be  developed.  To  this  end,  therefore,  we  1st, 
recommend  the  churches  of  our  association  to  step  up  from  "  once-a-month  " 
preaching,  and  strive  by  all  means  to  have  preaching  at  least  twice  monthly  by 
two  churches  uniting  on  one  pastor  and  settling  him  in  their  midst.  2nd,  this 
will  demand  a  more  liberal  support  of  the  pastors  ;  but  the  very  system  will  tend 
to  develop  the  liberality  of  the  churches  and  your  committee  is  of  opinion  that 
preaching  twice-a-month  will  insure,  proportionally,  much  better  support.  3rd, 
this  liberality  can  only  be  well  developed  by  some  "  plan  "  of  raising  money,  and 
with  "  some  plan" — almost  any  plan  well  carried  out — of  raising  funds,  most  of 
our  churches  will  be  able  to  sustain  a  pastor  on  half  of  his  time  and  with  a 
pastor  thus  located  in  the  midst  of  his  people — doing  such  pastoral  work  as  no 
one  can  do  20  miles  away  engaged  in  secular  work — the  churches  may  be 
developed  in  every  good  work.

Remarks  by  Elder  J.  M.  White  and  N.  B.  Broughton. 
Brother  J.  C.  Scarborough,  chairman  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  :

1  he  committee  appointed  at  the  request  of  Apex  church,  and  by  resolution 
passed  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  session  of  the  association,  have  inves- 
tigated the  trouble  through  which  the  Apex  church  have  passed,  and  which  is 
still  perplexing  the  brethren.  And  from  the  facts  brought  before  the  committee, 
we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  sympathy  with  the  brethren  of  Apex 
church  in  their  trouble,  and  we  advise  them  to  continue,  in  the  light  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, to  labor  that  the  cause  of  Christ,  suffer  not  by  any  fault  of  that  church. 

Resolved,  further,  That  Elder  J.  M.  Holleman  by  the  course  which  he  has  pur- 
sued in  organizing  another  church  at  Apex,  the  chief  aim  of  which  seems  to  be 
the  overthrow  of  the  Apex  church,  has  laid  himself  open  to  the  censure  of  this 
body  and  of  all  true  lovers  of  Gospel  order  and  of  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  two  ministering  brethren,  one  a  member  of  this 
association,  Elder  Allen  Betts,  the  other  a  member  of  the  Little  River  associa- 
tion, Elder  A.  N.  Campbell,  who  aided  Elder  Holleman  in  his  organization  as 
above  recited,  are  parties  with  him  in  his  disorder  and  disturbance  of  the  unity 
of  the  brethren  in  the  bonds  of  peace. 

Resolved,  further,Tha.t  we  ask  all  sister  associations  to  aid  us  in  putting  down 
such  violations  of  gospel  order  by  not  receiving  said  church  organized  as  above 
recited  into  their  body.

Elder  Allen  Betts  spoke  in  defence  of  his  own  and  the  ac- 
tion of  the  others  associated  with  him  as  mentioned  in  the 
report. 

Remarks  were  also  made  by  Elders  Blackwood,  Gwaltney, 
Dowell,  Howell  and  others,  and  the  report  was  adopted 
unanimously. 

Elder  j.  W.  F.  Rogers  read  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Prayer  and  Prayer  Meetings. 

REPORT  ON  PRAYER  AND  PRAYER  MEETINGS. 
Prayer  is  the  desire  of  the  christian  heart,  either  expressed  or  unexpressed, 
and  is  always  accompained  with  a  profound  sense  of  the  greatness,  purity,  good- 
ness arid  mercy  of  God.  In  order  to  be  effectual,  the  sinner  must  be  united  to 
God  by  faith  in  Christ,  which  not  only  enables  him  to  commit  his  way  unto  the 
Lord,  but  also  to  trust  in  him.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  taught  christians 
how  to  pray,  where  to  pray  and  when  to  pray. 
1st.  We  should  pray  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

2nd.  Christians  should  pray  every  where  with  thanksgivings  in  the  heart. 
3rd.  As  to  time.     We  should  always  pray  and  not  faint : 
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Resolved,  therefore,  That  we,  the  members  of  this  Association,  will  use  our 
utmost  exertion  to  establish  and  keep  up  regular  prayer.  To  organize  Prayer 
Meetings  in  our  respective  churches,  and  encourage  the  brethren  and  sisters  to 
continue  steadfastly  in  the  Apostles'  doctrine  and  in  prayer  in  their  own  houses 
and  from  house  to  house.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

It  is  a  matter  for  profound  thankfulness  that  there  has  been  a  great  awakening 
in  the  denomination  throughout  the  whole  State,  as  to  the  importance  of  sup- 
plying the  destitute  regions  within  our  own  borders.  The  brethren  are  attempt- 
ing to  do  more  in  this  direction  than  at  any  previous  period  of  our  history,  and 
there  is  a  larger  and  a  growing  disposition  to  work  together.  As  the  outcome 
of  this  new  spirit,  the  Board  of  Missions  of  our  State  Convention  has  been  able 
to  increase  its  work  steadily  for  several  years.  During  the  year  now  closing, 
there  have  been  fifty-four  missionaries  in  the  field  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 
The  results  of  their  labor,  if  the  details  were  at  hand,  would  thrill  your  body 
and  stimulate  it  to  fresh  and  larger  effort.  Let  it  suffice  to  say  that  in  the  past 
year's  work  there  have  been  manifest  tokens  of  God's  presence  and  approval. 

There  is  danger  lest  the  Board  be  left  in  debt  at  the  close  of  the  year.  We 
recommend  that  a  collection  be  now  made  for  this  object.

Resolved  3d,  That  we  commend  to  the  sympathy  and  material  aid  of  the 
churches  the  efforts  now  being  made  to  raise  the  Endowment  of  Wake  Forest 
College  to  $100,000  before  the  end  of  the  present  year.

To  every  class  of  Baptists  we  regard  a  good  religious  paper  as  almost  indis- 
pensable.    It  informs  and  instructs  the  ministers,  it  edifies  the  laymen  and  their 
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wives,  and  educates  their  children,  throwing  a  hallowed  and  benign  influence 
over  the  whole  family  circle,  and  conduces  to  the  development  of  christian  char- 
acter.    These  propositions  we  could  here  demonstrate  if  we  had  space. 

We  have  read  the  Biblical  Recorder  for  very  many  years,  and  have  felt 
and  noticed  its  influence  upon  ourselves  and  upon  others,  and  can,  therefore, 
speak  confidently  when  we  say  it  is  the  best  paper  that  a  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist can  take  for  himself,  his  wife  and  children,  and  would,  therefore,  recom- 
mend the  following  resolution  : 

That  every  minister  within  the  bounds  of  this  Association  would,  in  our  opin- 
ion, contribute  much  to  his  own  usefulness  and  the  instruction  of  the  people  of 
his  charge,  by  encouraging  and  aiding  in  the  circulation  of  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder among  his  members.  And  that  the  members  of  our  churches  would 
confer  a  great  benefit  upon  their  preachers  if  they  would  see  to  it  that  their 
ministers  h^ve  the  opportunity  to  read  the  Biblical  Recorder  by  subscribing 
and  sending  it  to  them,  if  they  are  not  able  to  take  it  themselves.

Elder  W.  R.  Gwaltney  read  the  report  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, as  follows : 

REPORT  ON    FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  missionaries  in  China, 
Africa,  Italy,  Brazil  and  Mexico.  The  total  number  of  missionaries  and  native 
assistants  in  all  the  foreign  fields  is  68,  church  members  1,032.  These  are  hold- 
ing forth  the  word  of  life  amid  millions  who  grope  in  darkness,  and  God's  bless- 
ing seems  to  be  resting  more  signally  upon  their  labors  than  upon  ours  here  at 
home.  The  sixty-eight  missionaries  and  assistants  reported  one  hundred  and 
twenty-four  baptisms  last  year.  Our  forty-one  churches  of  the  Raleigh  Asso- 
ciation, with  four  thousand  members,  twenty-three  ordained  ministers  and  seven 
licentiates,  twenty-eight  Sunday  School  superintendents,  and  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  teachers,  report  301  baptisms  for  the  last  year.  Whoever 
may  call  in  question  the  success  of  our  work  at  home,  no  one  who  takes  the  pains 
to  inform  himself,  can  question  for  a  moment  the  success  of  our  missionaries 
abroad.  The  work  is  greatly  prospering  in  their  hands,  and  the  call  from  every 
mission  is  for  men  !  men  !  Seven  men  went  out  last  year,  and  more  than  twice 
the  number  could  be  wisely  sent  now  if  the  men  and  means  were  at  hand,  and 
God  has  always  called  out  the  men  as  fast  as  the  churches  have  promised  the 
means. 
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From  the  reading  of  the  letters  from  the  churches,  your  committee  fear  that 
the  amounts  pledged  to  the  support  of  Bro.  Yates,  our  missionary  to  Shanghai, 
China,  have  not  all  been  paid,  and  we  recommend  that  the  Association  ask  that 
all  the  pledges  made  shall  be  paid,  and  that  from  this  time  forth  not  a  dollar 
less  than  six  hundred,  which  we,  for  several  years  have  been  promising,  shall  be 
raised  for  the  support  of  this  man  of  God  who  went  out  from  among  us.

Morning  Session,  Oct.  26th,  1883. 

Religious  exercises  conducted  by  Elder  L.  C.  Brickhouse. 
Called  to  order  by  Bro.  D.  B.  Holland. 
Roll  called.     Reading  of  minutes  dispensed  with. 
Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  read  the  report  on  Development  of 
the  Churches,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

Your  committee  on  the  Development  of  the  Churches,  regret  that  they  can- 
not make  as  complete  a  report  as  is  desired,  but  the  fault  is  with  the  Clerks  of 
the  churches  who  fail  in  giving  us  in  the  letters  sent  to  the  Association  the  in- 
formation for  which  the  letters  are  designed.  And  if  in  the  table  we  present 
any  church  is  not  properly  reported,  it  is  due  to  the  unfilled  blanks  in  the  letter 
sent  up. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  there  has  been  a  very  decided  improvement  in  our 
Association  in  many  of  the  houses  of  worship.  Lee's  Chapel  has  completed  a 
very  neat,  well  constructed  building  ;  Swift  Creek  has  ceiled  and  plastered  its 
house;  Pine  Level  has  made  its  house  comfortable  ;  Salem,  the  church  we  meet 
in,  greets  us  with  new  and  enlarged  windows,  and  otherwise  needed  repair. 
The  brethren  and  sisters  of  Good  Hope  are  at  work  raising  funds  to  build  them 
a  house,  and  we  commend  their  efforts  to  your  aid.  The  members  of  the  newly 
organized  church,  Bethlehem,  are  building  a  house  which  they  hope  to  have 
completed  in  a  few  weeks.  Others  are  needing  improvement,  and  we  hope  to 
hear  of  much  more  done  in  this  line  during  the  next  year. 

We  are  also  glad  to  state  that  Hepzibah  and  Mt.  Moriah  churches  have 
joined  together  and  called  a  pastor  for  the  whole  of  his  time  ;  that  the  church 
at  Shady  Grove  has  preaching  twice  each  month  instead  of  once  a  month,  as 
formerly,  as  also  the  church  at  Apex  and  at  Cary.  Others  we  are  pleased  to 
hear  are  contemplating  a  like  advance.  We  would  urge  upon  our  churches  this 
important  and  much  needed  step. 

We  beg  leave  to  present  with  this  report  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  work 
of  the  churches  for  the  past  year,  as  gathered  from  the  church  letters  sent  to 
your  body.     It  is  our  aim  in  this  to  make  a  beginning  of  what  may  hereafter 
be  a  comparative  showing  from  year  to  year.

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton,  Chairman,  read  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Executive  Board  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 

This  Board  was  organized  at  our  session  in  1879.  The  first  year  we  were 
asked  to  find  out  if  there  were  any  places  within  our  bounds  destitute  of  the 
Gospel  as  we  hold  it,  and  if  there  were  any  waning  churches  that  needed  aid  ? 
Our  report  in  1880,  showed  a  broad  field  of  work;  and  at  that  session  the  first 
effort  was  made  to  raise  funds  for  Associational  Missions.  .Our  churches  at 
once  exhibited  a  hearty  interest  in  the  movement,  and  that  interest  has  grown 
with  each  succeeding  year.  One  year  of  prospecting  and  three  years  of  actual 
labor,  and  there  has  been  added  to  our  Association  five  (5)  new  churches,  organ- 
ized by  aid  directly  and  indirectly  from  this  Board.  And  yet  we  are  not  able 
as  yet  to  make  that  showing  that  we  had  hoped  for  from  the  section  where  we, 
have  given  most  attention.  But  we  are  much  encouraged  to  press  on  in  the 
work,  and  feel  sure,  frOTV  the  prospect  before  us,  that  a  rich  harvest  awaits  us. 

Bro.  J.  K.  Howell,  who  has  served  us  for  the  past  three  years,  giving  us  one- 
fourth  of  his  time,  makes  the  following  report  for  past  year; 

"  I  commenced  the  1st  of  November  missionary  work  at  Smithfield  for  one- 
fourth  of  my  time.  But  as  I  thought  there  ought  to  be  more  preaching  and 
pastoral  work  done  there  than  I  could  do  in  this  time,  I  advised  the  Board  to 
send  some  one  as  soon  as  possible  who  could  give  them  more  time.  I  contin- 
ued until  the  last  of  February,  when  Bro.  Brickhouse  was  sent  to  take  charge, 
preaching  for  them  twice — one  Sunday  in  the  month  and  once  on  Saturday 
before.  A  weekly  prayer  meeting  was  kept  up  and  a  regular  Sunday  School, 
and  there  seemed  to  be  signs  of  improvement,  and  I  felt  indeed  hopeful.  After 
Bro.  Brickhouse  took  charge,  my  time  was  occupied  at  Corinth,  Live  Oak  and 
Pine  Level.  Preaching  at  Live  Oak  Saturday  morning  and  at  Corinth  in  the 
afternoon;  then  at  Corinth  Sunday  morning  and  Live  Oak  in  the  afternoon, 
once  each  month  and  looking  after  a  Sunday  school  and  weekly  prayer  meeting 
at  Pine  Level.  There  were  also  Sunday  schools  at  Corinth,  Live  Oak  and  at  a 
tenant  house  three  miles  from  Selma.  Bro.  Brickhouse  filled  my  August  ap- 
pointments while  I  was  sick,  and  preached  several  days  for  them  both  at  Corinth 
and  Live  Oak.  Three  have  been  added  to  the  church  at  Corinth.  Bro.  Weaver 
aided  Bro.  Radford,  the  pastor,  in  a  meeting  at  Pine  Level,  and  17  were  added 
to  the  church,  nearly  all  from  the  Sunday  School.  I  have  scattered  Bibles, 
Testaments,  tracts,  and  a  quantity  of  papers  on  my  field,  and  I  have  been  aided 
in  mv  work  by  several  devoted  christians.  The  field  needs  a  missionary  for  all 
his  time. 

About  two  years  ago  I  found  two  maiden  sisters,  one  bed-ridden,  the  other 
old  and  feeble,  belonging  to  Smithfield  church,  who  by  change  of  fortune,  had 
been  reduced  to  great  poverty.  In  former  days  they  had  ample  means,  and 
their  father's  house  was  the  preacher's  home.  In  their  deepest  poverty  they 
kept  themselves  as  the  pure  of  earth.  I  was  unable  to  rent  a  place  for  them 
in  the  town,  (no  one  wanted  Lazarus  at  their  door)  so  I  could  see  no  way  to 
keep  them  from  the  Poor  House,  except  to  build  a  house  for  them  on  the  church 
lot.  I  visited  the  Poor  House  and  saw  what  they  would  have  to  mix  with  if 
sent  there,  and  I  resolved,  by  the  help  of  God,  to  build  the  house  which,  at 
their  death,  was  to  belong  to  the  church.  The  house  was  built,  and  they  lived 
in  it  about  a  year,  visited  and  helped  by  the  best  people  in  Smithfield.  -They 
have  been  taken  to  our  Father's  house  in  heaven,  not  made  with  hands,  and 
their  little  earthly  home  has  been  turned  over  to  the  church. 

Two  years  since  I  asked  the  Association  to  let  me  do  colportage  work  within  its 
bounds,  at  my  own  charges.  I  commenced  by  giving  away  old  papers  sent  to 
me  by  many  friends.  But  the  work  has  gradually  increased,  and  I  am  now 
scattering  tracts,  Bibles  and  Testaments,  and  $15  worth  of  Kind  Words  are 
now  coming  to  me  monthly  for  this  work.  The  good  results  of  this  work  and 
its  great  importance,  compel  me  to  ask  your  help.    '  J.   K.   HOWELL. 
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We  feel  it  due  Bro.  Howell  to  say  that  he  has  given  us  only  a  partial  state- 
ment of  the  great  amount  of  work  he  has  done  in  his  section  of  the  Association; 
only  eternity  will  reveal  the  fruit  of  his  constant  and  faithful  seed-sowing. 

Bro.  L.  C.  Brickhouse  was  employed  for  his  full  time,  beginning  on  the  25th 
day  of  February  last,  and  located  at  Smithfield,  with  instructions  to  give  two 
Sundays  to  that  point  and  the  remaining  two  to  such  places  as  he  might  find  in 
the  country  where  he  thought  we  might  plant  churches.  He  has  given  those 
two  Sundays  to  Sanders'  School  House,  six  miles  east  of  Smithfield,  and  Smith's 
Chapel,  10  miles,  and  at  Princeton.  He  makes  us  the  following  condensed 
report : 

•  Smithfield,  N.  C,  Oct.  24,   1883. 

Work  I  have  done  as  missionary  in  the  Raleigh  Association  since  Februaiy 
25th,  1883,  to  date: 

Preached  80  times,  attended  25  prayer  meetings,  attended  Sunday  School  22 
times,  made  104  religions  visits,  and  held  prayers  with  families  61  times,  and 
received  an  acre  of  land  to  build  a  church  upon,  also  have  had  pledged  $80.00 
in  one  place  and  $60  in  another  to  build  mission  chapels.  And  have  distributed 
about  500  pages  of  tracts,  and  much  other  reading  matter. 

L.  C.  BRICKHOUSE. 

While  the  visible  results  of  the  work  done  through  Bro.  Brickhouse  do  not 
appear,  we  believe  there  has  been  a  good  work  accomplished,  and  there  will 
yet  be  a  satisfactory  return  for  all  our  efforts  in  that  section.  Bro.  Brickhouse 
has  labored  constantly  and  faithfully.  Let  us  join  him  in  praying  God  for  the 
harvest. 

Bro.  Allen  Betts  has  not  been  directly  under  employment  of  your  Board,  but 
has  continued  his  work  in  the  southeastern  part  of  our  Association,  and  makes 
the  following  report  : 

Winslow,  Harnett  Co.,  N.  C,  Oct.  22d,  1883. 

Dear  Brethren — The  following  is  a  short  report  of  my  labor  in  the  minis- 
try this  year  : 

I  have  spent  fifty  days  in  protracted  meetings  besides  my  regular  appoint- 
ments. Held  a  meeting  at  Canon  Grove  church  twelve  days,  with  prospects 
encouraging.  Two  were  added  to  the  church  by  experience  and  baptism.  Held 
a  meeting  of  eight  days  at  Young's  Shelter,  with  very  good  prospects  for  that 
place.  Six  professed  faith  in  Christ,  but  did  not  join  the  church,  there  being 
none  at  that  place.     Hope  to  have  one  soon. 

I  have  received  only  two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  all  my  labors  in  the  ministry  this 
year.  Your  brother  in  Christ, 

ALLEN  BETTS. 

We  have  aided  Bro.  Betts  to  some  extent,  and  feel  that  the  work  in  that  sec- 
tion should  still  be  encouraged. 

Bro.  J.  R.  Maynard  has  also  been  doing  missionary  work,  preaching  regularly 
at  a  school  house  in  Merry  Oaks.     He  reports  as  follows : 

MORRISVILLE,   N.   C,   Oct.,   1883. 

Have  been  preaching  at  Merry  Oaks  one  Sunday  in  each  month  during  the 
year.  Early  in  the  season  I  organized  a  Sunday  School,  which  has  been  quite 
a  success.  During  the  month  of  August,  a  meeting  was  held  five  days  with 
thirteen  converts,  and  the  community  greatly  awakened.  I  have  had  contribu- 
ted in  all  from  that  point  $4.80.

These  reports  do  not  show  all  of  the  mission  work  done  in  our  bounds  during 
the  past  year,  but  only  such  as  we  have  more  or  less  under  our  supervision.  We 
feel  that  we  ought  to  mention,  at  least  in  a  general  way,  the  work  done  by  many 
of  our  pastors  in  passing  to  and  from  their  appointments,  in  pi-eaching  at  school 
houses  in  neighborhoods,  &c,  and  by  brethren  and  sisters  in  gathering  the 
children  here  and  there  in  Sunday  Schools,  and  in  holding  prayer  meetings  in 
the  homes  of  those  kept  away  from  the  Lord's  house. 
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The  Union  meetings  held  during  the  past  year  were  well  attended  and  very 
interesting.  We  feel  safe  in  saying  there  has  been  much  improvement  in  this 
direction. 

The  plan  of  having  an  auxilliary  committeeman  in  each  church  to  look  after 
collections  for  our  Associational  Missions  and  report  to  each  Union,  has  worked 
very  well,  and  we  recommend  its  continuance. 

In  concluding  our  report,  we  ask  that  you  take  the  work  of  this  Board  upon 
your  hearts  and  make  it  an  object  of  prayer  as  you  contribute  to  its  support. 
"  Be  not  weary  in  well  doing,  for  we  shall  reap  in  due  time  if  we  faint  not."

PL  Beckwith,  who  expects  to  change 
bis  location.  Bro.  J.  J.  Barnes  and  Elder  H.  W.  Norris  were 
added  to  the  committee. 
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Elder  A.  Hunter  read  the  Sunday  School  report,  as  fol- 
lows : 

REPORT  ON  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

We  rejoice  that  many  of  our  churches  have  good  and  successful  Sunday 
schools;  but  we  see  a  great  need  of  improvement  in  most  the  schools  of  our 
country  churches. 

The  Sunday  School  seems  to  us  to  be  best  defined  as  "the  church  teaching 
the  Gospel."  We,  as  Missionary  Baptists,  believe  we  ought  to  use  every  agency 
possible  to  increase  our  knowledge  of  the  Bible.  As  we  look  back  on  the  his- 
tory of  the  Sunday  School  work,  and  see  what  it  is  doing  at  present,  we  are 
constrained  to  admit  it  is  one  of  the  chief  instrumentalities  in  the  hand  of  the 
church  for  propagating  the  Gospel,  which  is  aggressive  in  its  nature.  While 
several  of  our  churches  have  evergreen  schools  and  are  doing  good  work,  there 
are  several  things  which  operate  very  much  against  the  highest  good  to  our 
churches  from  our  Sunday  Schools  : 

1st.  We  need  earnest,  hard  working,  consecrated  teachers.  The  supply  of 
such  teachers  is  one  of  the  crying  needs  of  most  of  our  Sunday  Schools.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  teachers'  meetings  be  held  for  the  mutual  encourage- 
ment and  profit  of  the  different  teachers  in  this  grand  work. 

2d.  Our  Sunday  Schools  in  most  country  churches  lack  the  hearty  sympathy 
and  co-operation  of  the  entire  church. 

3d.  Our  schools  generally  lack  the  sympathy,  co-operation  and  presence  of 
the  pastors.  One  of  our  greatest  Baptists  says  :  "  The  pastor  is  as  much  the 
pastor  of  the  Sunday  School  as  of  the  church." 

4th.  We  recommend  to  all  Sunday  School  teachers,  that  they  let  Sunday 
School  papers  be  aids  in  the  preparation  of  the  lesson,  and  that  they  do  not 
confine  themselves  to  questions  of  said  papers,  which  habit  increases  and  grows 
out  of  a  lack  of  application  on  the  Dart  of  teachers.

Resolved,  That  we,  the  pastors  and  churches  of  the  Raleigh  Association,  co- 
operate earnestly  with  the  Board  of  Education,  and  that  we  adopt  Bro.  J.  N. 
Boothe  as  the  beneficiary  of  this  Association,  and  we  recommend  that  the 
pastors  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  churches,  that  the  churches  may 
inform  Bro.  C.  E.  Taylor,  of  Wake  Forest,  as  to  how  much  they  will  do  for 
ministerial  education  this  year,  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.

Rev.  W.  R.  Gwaltney  reported  as  visiting  the  Central,  Rev.  A.  D.  Hunter 
visited  Mount  Zion,  Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  visited  Sandy  Creek — each  reported 
pleasant  sessions. 

Rev.  H.  *W.  Norris  with  Rev.  J.  C.  Marconi  (now  deceased)  reported  as  visit- 
ing Little  River  Association,  according  to  instruction.  That  body,  regardless 
of  their  request,  received  the  Second  Church  cf  Apex  into  its  fellowship,  and 
they  retired. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  In  1S82,  this  Association  passed  resolutions  disapproving  the 
action  of  Revs.  J.  M.  Holleman  and  Allen  Betts, -of  this  Association,  and  A. 
N.  Campbell  of  the  Little  River  Association,  in  the  organization  of  a  Second 
Baptist  church  in  Apex,  and  requesting  sister  Associations  to  aid  in  putting 
down  the  faction  thus  formed  by  not  receiving  said  church  into  their  connection, 
and  regardless  of  the  request,  the  Little  River  Association  has  taken  said  church 
into  its  fellowship  ;   therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  do  withdraw  fellowship  and  correspondence  from  the  Lit- 
tle River  Association  as  a  body  in  disorder  and  promoting  faction,  and  will  not 
hold  in  our  connection  any  church  or  brother  co-operating  with  said  J.  M.  Hol- 
leman or  the  disorderly  churches  supporting  him. 

After  explanations  and  discussions,  it  was  unanimously  adopted. 
The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton,  chair- 
man, read  the  following  report  of  the  Executive  Board ; 
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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 

As  is  known  to  many  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  the  work  of  Asso- 
ciational  Missions  was  first  undertaken  by  this  body  in  1879.  Since  that  time 
five  churches  have  been  organized,  and  all  of  them  have  very  good  houses  of 
worship.  Four  of  these  are  now  self-sustaining  and  are  contributing  to  all  our 
work.  Three  churches  that  were  almost  lifeless,  and  from  which  we  had  not 
had  representatives  in  several  years,  have  been  revived;  their  delegates  are  now 
regularly  with  us,  and  we  have  much  encouragement  from  them.  The  increase 
of  property  in  the  building  of  the  new  houses  and  the  repairing  the 
old  ones,  with  the  parsonage  at  Sraithfield,  amounts  at  least  to  $3,000.  But 
above  and  beyond  all  is  the  conversion  of  more  than  225  souls  to  the  religion  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

For  the  past  year  our  work  has  been  confined  for  most  part  to  Johnston  county,, 
where  Bro.  J.  R.  Jones  and  Bro.  J.  K.  Howell  have  been  laboring,  and  we 
beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  their  reports  herewith  : 

Smithfield,  N.  C,  Oct.  14th,  1884. 

Dear  Brethren  ; — At  your  request  I  send  report  from  this  field. 

I  began  work  here  the  first  of  January,  and  have  been  preaching  two  Sun- 
days, morning  and  night,  and  one  Sunday  night  of  each  month  in  Smithfield, 
one  Sunday  in  Princeton,  and  one  Sunday  at  Saunders1  school,  house.  I  have 
also  kept  up  an  afternoon  appointment  at  Johnston's  school  house,  about  four 
miles  from  Smithfield. 

In  August  we  held  a  series  of  meetings  ia  the  church,  in.  Smithfield,  in  which 
we  were  aided  by  brethren  E.  F.  Baldwin,  J.  K.  Howell  and  a  few  days  by  Bro. 
N.  B.  Broughton.  At  the  close  of  the  meetings  we  received  ten  by  baptism 
and  four  by  letter. 

We  held  meetings  also  at  Johnston's  school  house,  in  which  there  were  seven 
professions  of  faith;  but  on  account  of  sickness  of  several  of  those  who  made 
professions,  none  of  them  have  yet  been  baptized.  We  hope  to  baptize  five  of 
the  seven.     Brethren  D.  H.  Graves  and  E.  S.  Moore  assisted  in  these  meetings. 

At  Princeton  and  Saunders'  school  house,  we  have  not  yet  held  protracted 
meetings. 

By  remodeling  and  adding  to  a  two-room  building  erected  on  the  church  lot 
by  Bro.  Howell,  we  have  completed  a  dwelling  to  be  used  for  a  parsonage, 
which,  in  point  of  neatness,  convenience  and  comfort,  will  compare  favorably 
with  any  house  in  town.  This  work  was  done  at  the  cost  of  $552.11.  Add  to 
to  this  $64  due  Bro.  Howell  on  the  old  part,  and  we  have  the  total  cost  $616.11, 
which  includes  other  improvements  on  the  lot.  Of  this  amount  we  have  col- 
lected and  paid  out  $229.26,  leaving  a  balance  of  $386.85  due,  which  we  hope 
the  Association  will  help  us  pay,  as  the  brethren  at  home  have  done  about  what 
they  can. 

During  the  year  I  have  preached  115  sermons,  attended  prayer  meetings 
most  of  the  time  weekly,  preached  in  four  protracted  meetings,  distributed 
about  2,000  page  of    racts. 

remarks* 

I  am  hopeful  about  this  field,  especially  with  reference  to  the  church  in  Smith- 
field.  I  can  see  evidences  of  improvement  in  the  church;  and  I  believe,  under 
the  wise  ruling  of  God,  in  a  few  years  the  church  will  be  strong  again;  I  saj 
again,  because  the  church  was  once  a  strong  church.  I  can  see  no  reason  for 
making  any  change  in  the  field.  It  is  true  there  is  not  a  great  deal  to  encour- 
age us  at  Princeton  and  Saunders'  school  house,  about  as  much,  however,  as 
there  is  at  any  other  accessible  point.  I  think  we  can,  in  a  few  years,  build 
very  good  churches  both  at  Princeton  and  Saunders'  school  house.  We  have  a 
church,  lot  in  Princeton  and  also  at  Saunders'  school  house.

Raleigh  Baptist  Association. 


To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

Dear  Brethren — Under  appointment  of  your  Executive  Board  as  mission- 
ary a  fourth  of  my  time  for  twelve  months,  I  commenced  work  the  first  of 
November.  I  was  appointed  general  missionary  of  the  Association,  but  I 
found  such  pressing  need  of  Christian  labor  in  the  country  from  Pine  Level  to 
Corinth,  that  I  gave  the  most  of  my  time  to  that  field.  Through  the  aid  of 
brethren  Dowell,  Jones  and  Nowell,  more  than  60  sermons  have  been  preached 
on  the  field.  And  with  the  help  of  different  brethren  four  Sunday  Schools  have 
been  kept  up,  out  of  which  there  have  been  fifteen  or  twenty  professions.  I 
have  scattered  14,400  copies  of  Kind  Words  at  a  cost  at  club  rates  of  $180; 
$15  worth  of  religious  books,  $10  worth  of  Bibles,  a  large  number  of  Quarter- 
lies, Lesson  Helps,  tracts  and  cards.  I  think  I  ha.ve  seen  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  resting  upon  my  work,  and  I  hope  for  good  results.

COLPORTAGE. 

The  colportage  work  which  has  often  been  mentioned  before  the  Association, 
was  undertaken  by  your  Board  in  January  of  this  year  and  continued  until 
June — five  months.  For  this  work  we  paid  $125.00,  and  received  as  profit  from 
the  sale  of  books,  &c,  $99.89 — making  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  to  us 
$25.11.  We  regard  the  undertaking  as  very  successful,  and  recommend  its 
continuance  and  support.  The  report  of  the  Colporteur,  Rev.  N.  S.  Jones,  we 
submit  herewith  : 

To  Executive  Board  Raleigh  Association  : 

Dear  Brethren — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  as  Colporteur 
and  Missionary  of  Raleigh  Association:  I  commenced  this  work  January  II, 
realizing  to  some  degree  its  responsibility.  Since  that  time,  I  have  visited  in 
our  Association  about  550  families,  traveled  about  1,500  miles,  preached  26 
times,  made  13  Sunday  School,  Missionary  and  prayer  meeting  talks,  distrib- 
uted 9,000  pages  tracts  and  papers,  sold  368  copies  religious  literature,  amount- 
ing in  value  to  $372.90.  I  have  also  given  away  about  25  Bibles  to  families 
that  were  without.

Bro.  Jones  was  well  received  and  kindly  treated  wherever  he  went,  and  we 
feel  sure  that  many  homes  were  made  brighter  and  happier  by  the  kind  words 
spoken,  the  words  read,  and  the  prayers  uttered  in  them. 


While  the  above  is  the  special  work  which  has  been  under  our  supervision 
during  the  past  year,  there  has  been  much  more  done,  some  of  which,  members 
of  our  Board  have  aided  in  without  charge,  and  still  other  work  by  pastors  and 
brethren  which  has  not  been  reported  to  us. 

We  regard  the  work  of  the  past  year  as  perhaps  the  most  successful  since  As- 
sociational  Missions  was  begun  by  us.  The  fields  occupied  are  promising. 
God's  blessing  has  signally  rested  upon  the  missionaries,  and  we  trust  that  there 
will  be  an  earnest,  prayerful  determination  on  the  part  of  all  to  go  forward, 
and  that  the  contributions  of  the  churches  will  be  liberal,  so  that  the  work  may 
be  extended  and  the  laborers  multiplied. 

The  Union  Meetings  have  been  well  attended  and  interesting;  but  some  of 
our  churches  do  not  attach  that  importance  to  them  that  they  demand,  and 
therefore  are  rarely  ever  represented  in  them.  If  all  would  send  delegates  and 
by  them  contributions  to  Associational  Missions,  as  our  plan  contemplates,  the 
work  would  be  greatly  advanced.

Rev.  A.  D.  Hunter  read  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  spirit  of  missions  is  the  spirit  of  the  New  Testament.  This  blessed  book 
contains  much  direct  teaching  to  God's  people  on  their  duty  to  give  the  gospel 
to  those  that  have  it  not.  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature,"  was  the  last  command  our  Saviour  gave  ;  and  this  was  not  for 
those  who  followed  Him  at  that  time  alone,  but  for  us  as  well.  If  the  gospel 
is  a  good  thing  for  us  it  is  also  a  good  thing  for  others.  If  we  perish  without 
the  bread  of  life  so  will  others.  The  religion  that  saves  our  souls  from  hell 
saves  the  soul  of  the  Chinaman  and  African  also.  That  church  or  individual 
that  objects  to  the  teachings  of  the  Scriptures  on  this  subject  because  it  de- 
mands a  part  of  their  means  to  prosecute  this  department  of  Christian  work,  is 
guilty  of  the  sin  of  covetousness.  The  field  is  the  world.  This  is  very  plain 
if  we  go  to  God's  word  and  follow  its  teachings. 

— •  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  mission- 
aries in  China,  Africa,  Italy,  Brazil  and  Mexico.  During  the  last  Conventional 
year  the  Board  received  $80,465.87.  The  report  shows  this  to  be  the  largest 
amount  ever  received  in  any  one  year,  which  is  gratifying  of  course.  But  when 
we  look  at  the  needs  of  the  millions  in  heathen  darkness  this  sum  may  be  con- 
sidered small. 

As  to  results  :  We  find  that  there  are  95  native  and  foreign  missionaries  ; 
their  stations  and  out-stations  are  42  ;  the  increase  of  membership  has  been  175; 
the  pupils  of  the  Sunday  and  day  schools  number  684  ;  the  church  membership 
is  1,141  ;  the  contributions  on  the  fields  amount  to  $1,077.  We  see,  brethren, 
that  the  work  is  expanding  signally  in  each  of  the  five  continents  in  which  our 
missionaries  are  laboring.  As  the  Board  says  in  its  report,  "the  past  inspires 
gratitude,  the  future  stimulates  faith,  y 

Our  Mexican  Mission  is  very  encouraging.  Oh  I  that  we  could  have  Powell 
with  us  one  hour!  We  feel,  brethren,  as  we  look  at  the  field  and  see  that  there 
are  about  thirteen  hundred  millions  who  know  not  that  Christ  died  to  save  sin- 
ners, that  we  are  just  playing  at  missions.  We  should  learn  a  lesson  from  the 
men  of  this  world  as  we  see  them  push  forward  enterprises  at  great  cost.  Is 
not  the  salvation  of  the  souls  of  men  of  more  importance  than  all  these  ?  But 
still  many  of  our  members  do  not  even  give  a  penny  to  this  object.  We  are 
glad  to  see  the  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  our  women  in  this  subject.  In 
the  South  they  have  642  Missionary  Societies,  which  raised  last  year  $16,895.58, 
to  be  used  in  trying  to  lift  up  and  save  heathen  women.  We  recommend  that 
each  church  in  this  Association  aid  and  encourage  this  work  among  our  women. 
We  number  about  4,000  ;  we  can't  afford  not  to  raise  our  quota  of  Dr.  Yates' 
salary.     It  would  be  only  15  cents  a  head.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

Experience  teaches  the  importance  of  periodical  literature  in  prosecuting  the 
work  of  the  churches  of  Christ.  The  weekly  paper,  the  magazine,  the  Sunday 
School  publications  are  all  important  factors  in  their  several  departments  in 
helping  forward  the  work.  The  churches  whose  members  subscribe  most  liber- 
ally for  our  current  literature  and  read  it  most  carefully,  are  the  most  efficient 
workers.  They  keep  informed  as  to  the  work,  are  in  deeper  sympathy  with  it, 
and  are  better  posted  as  to  the  reasons  for  our  peculiar  views  as  Baptists.  They 
not  only  acquiesce  in  those  views,  but  love  them  as  being  so  much  of  divine 
truth.     They  would  not  have  them  otherwise  if  they  could. 

So  long  has  the  Biblical  Recorder  been  recognized  as  the  organ  of  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  that  nothing  seems  necessary  in  its  commendation. 
We  rejoice  in  its  steady  improvement  and  large  circulation.  As  a  medium  of 
communication,  it  cannot  be  dispensed  with. 

Kind  Words,  published  by  Rev.  S.  Boykin,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  the  Sunday 
School  publications  of  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society,  1420  Chestnut 
street,  Philadelphia,  are  important  helps  in  Sunday  School  work.  And  while 
we  recommend  these  publications,  we  also  recommend  that  they  be  procured 
from  our  Supply  Store  in  Raleigh,  kept  by  Bro.  John  E.  Ray. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  published  in  Richmond,  Va„  keeps  us  in- 
formed on  the  work  of  its  department.  We  would  be  glad  to  see  it  more  gen- 
erally circulated  and  read. 

We  also  call  attention  to  the  Living  Preacher,  a  Baptist  magazine,  to  be  pub- 
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lished  in  Durham,  N.  C,  at  an  early  date,  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Lansdell,  price  $X 
per  year,  as  occupying  a  place  of  its  own  in  our  denominational  literature,  and 
Worthy  of  a  place  in  our  homes,  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn  of  its  scope  and 
design. 

We  urge  upon  the  members  of  our  churches  the  importance  of  reading  more, 
especially  of  our  own  literature,  that  they  may  be  better  informed  as  to  our 
views  of  Scripture  truth  and  of  the  work  assigned  the  churches  by  Christ,  their 
Great  Head.  The  times  demand  intelligent,  vigorous  and  constant  action  in 
all  the  departments  of  Christian  labor,  to  subdue  the  world  to  the  kingdom  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

The  Mission  Board,  trusting  to  these  pledges 
for  help,  sent  out  63  missionaries,  who  have  been  doing  a  great  work  with  won- 
derful results  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea-coast.  A  number  of  our  delegates 
in  this  Convention  who  knew  the  vastness  and  pressing  needs  of  our  home  field 
which  we  are  trying  to  occupy,  yet  wanting  the  old  Raleigh  to  take  a  part  in 
this  great  work  of  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  regions  beyond,  pledged  the 
Association  for  $150.  We  have  something  over  $100  of  this  to  raise.  Let  us 
do  it  cheerfully.

N.  B.  Broughton  read  the  following  report  on  the  Development  of  the 
Churches  : 

REPORT  ON  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  your  committee  that  several  of  the  clerks  of  our 
churches  failed  in  their  letter  to  the  Association  to  give  many  items  ol  informa- 
tion which  might  have  aided  us  and  made  a  better  showing  for  their  churches. 
We  have  done  the  best  we  could,  and  our  table  gives  just  that  which  the  letters 
reported.  We  are  glad  to  report  progress  as  we  look  at  our  whole  field.  The 
gain  in  membership  during  the  past  year  has  been  202,  not  including  what  may 
be  the  gain  in  five  churches  not  reported. 

Hephzibah  reports  weekly  prayer  meetings  and  three  branch  Sunday-schools. 
Smithfield  church  has  weekly  prayer  meetings  and  has  built  a  parsonage  for  its 
pastor.  Whitestone  has  one  branch  Sunday-school.  Ephesus  pays  its  pastor 
promptly  at  end  of  every  quarter.  Good  Hope  has  its  house  nearly  completed. 
Inwood  has  preaching  two  Sundays  in  each  month,  and  is  supplying  every 
member  of  its  Sunday-school  and  every  family  of  the  community  around  it  with 
a  copy  of  the  Scriptures.  Mt.  Moriah  dropped  11  members  from  its  roll  that 
they  could  not  account  for.  Johnston  Liberty  has  weekly  prayer  meetings,  has 
sold  its  former  house  of  worship,  moved  to  Clayton,  and  proposes  this  coming 
year  to  erect  a  house  in  that  town.

Bethlehem  only  needs  seats  and 
plastered  walls  to  have  its  house  of  worship  complete.

HOME  MISSIONS. 
The  work  of  this  Board  is  an  important  work  of  the  Southern  Baptists.  Its 
aim  is  to  give  the  gospel  to  the  destitute  places  in  our  Southern  land.  During 
last  Conventional  year  the  Board  had  in  its  employ  144  men  for  a  part  or  a 
whole  of  their  time.  These  men  have  labored  in  Alabama,  ?.  ;  Missouri,  1  ; 
Florida,  28  ;  Texas,  59  ;  Louisiana,  8  ;  California,  4  ;  Tennessee,  1  ;  Indian 
Territory,  19  ;  Arkansas,  12  ;  Mississippi,  1  ;  Georgia,  6  ;  Virginia,  3.  There 
have  been  received  into  these  churches  to  which  they  preached  2,665  by  bap- 
tism and  1,525  by  letter.  The  Board  raised  last  year  $48,000.  This  work  is 
very  important  and  very  prosperous. 

The  Church  Building  Department  is  a  department  of  this  work  which  we  also 
commend  to  the  sympathy  and  liberality  of  our  people.  We  ask  each  church 
to  contribute  to  this  work.

OBITUARY  REPORT. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  an  obituary  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Marcom  sub- 
mit the  following  : 

ELDER  JAMES  COLEMAN .MARCOM 

Was  born  in  that  portion  of  Orange  now  embraced  in  Durham  county,  N.  C, 
January  23d,  1814,  and  died  at  his  residence  in  Wake  county,  May  27th,  1884,

having  fully  and  well  completed  the  three  score  and  ten  years  allotted  to  man 
in  this  life.  Made  a  profession  of  religion  in  his  native  county  in  the  fall  of 
1833.  The  next  year  moved  to  Wake,  and  in  June,  1835,  was  baptized  into 
Mt.  Zion  church,  of  this  Association,  by  Elder  Thomas  Freeman.  Was  after- 
wards elected  a  deacon  of  his  church,  in  which  office  he  served  faithfully  and 
preached  as  a  licentiate  when  an  opportunity  was  afforded.  Moved  his  mem- 
bership to  New  Hope  church.  In  1847  Mt.  Zion  and  other  churches  called  for 
his  ordination,  and  by  request  a  presbytery  was  appointed  at  the  session  of  this 
body  at  Cumberland  Union,  Harnett  county,  that  year  for  his  examination,  of 
which  Elder  John  Purefoy  was  chairman.  He  was  sent  home  as  requested  to 
his  church  for  ordination,  with  the  approbation  of  the  presbytery.  His  church 
called  an  ordaining  presbytery  of  Eiders  W.  T.  Brooks,  Willie  A.  Atkinson  and 
James  S.  Purefoy,  who  ordained  him  to  the  regular  gospel  ministry  on  the  5th 
Sunday  in  November,  1847. 

The  work  of  his  life  was  mainly  in  the  Raleigh  Association,  having  some 
pastorates  in  the  Central,  Mt.  Zion,  Sandy  Creek  and  Littie  River.  Was 
never  without  one  or  more  pastoral  charges  from  the  time  of  his  ordination  till 
his  death.  During  this  time  many  souls  were  converted  under  his  ministry  and 
baptized  by  him  into  the  visible  body  of  Christ.  Many  of  these  are  now  living 
witnesses  of  his  faithfulness  in  preaching  Christ,  the  sinner's  Friend  and  Saviour, 
and  many  are  with  him  and  their  Christ. 

Bro.  Marcom  aided  in  the  constitution  and  organization  of  a  number  of 
churches  during  his  life,  some  of  which  owe  their  origin  to  his  labors.  He  was 
well  known  by  many  as  a  teacher  in  the  school-room  as  well  as  in  the  pulpit, 
where  he  faithfully  implanted  in  the  minds  of  his  pupils  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  the  Christian  life.  Was  always  an  advocate  of  general  education,  and 
the  greater  part  of  his  life  combined  school  teaching  with  his  ministerial  labors. 
Elder  Marcom  served  this  body  as  Reading  Clerk,  Clerk  and  Moderator.  For 
upwards  of  50  years  he  was  a  regular  reader  of  the  Bible  and  upon  an  average 
read  it  through  at  least  once  a  vear.  He  retained  his  activity  of  mind  and 
body  well  to  his  last  days.  Spent  his  life  laboring  not  for  the  honors  of  men 
men  or  worldly  gain,  but  in  performing  what  he  felt  to  be  his  duty  to  God  and 
his  fellow- men,  when  after  two  weeks'  patient  suffering  the  Lord  took  him  to 
his  rest. 

Whereas,  God  in  his  wisdom  has  taken  our  brother  from  this  world  of  cross- 
bearing  and  sorrow,  as  we  have  assurance  to  believe,  to  the  happy  abode  of 
those  who  die  in  the  Lord  ; 

Rceolved,  That  we,  sad  and  bereaved  by  our  loss,  bow  in  humble  submission 
to  the  will  of  Him  who  doeth  all  things  well,  and  rejoice  in  the  hope  of  joining 
our  brother  in  the  great  association  of  the  redeemed.

CONSTITUTION    OF    THE    RALEIGH    BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATION. 


From  a  long  series  of  experience,  we,  the  Churches  of  Jesus  Christ,  being 
regularly  baptized  upon  the  profession  of  our  faith  in  Christ,  are  convinced  of 
the  necessity  of  a  combination  of  churches,  in  order  to  perpetuate  a  union  and 
communion  amongst  us,  and  preserve  and  maintain  a  correspondence  with  each 
other  in  our  union.  We,  therefore,  propose  to  maintain  and  keep  the  orders 
and  rules  of  an  Association  according  to  the  following  plan  of  form  of  govern- 
ment : 

Article  i.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  ordained  ministers 
having  membership  with  the  churches  of  this  Association,  and  of  members 
chosen  by  the  different  churches  in  our  union,  and  duly  sent  to  represent  them 
in  the  Association  ;  these  members  shall  produce  letters  from  their  respective 
churches  certifying  their  appointment. 

Art.  2.  In  the  letters  from  the  different  churches  shall  be  expressed  their 
number  in  full  fellowship,  those  baptized,  received  by  letter,  dismissed,  re- 
stored, excommunicated  and  dead  since  the  last  Association  ;  also  the  names 
and  post  office  address  of  all  the  ordained  ministers  and  licentiates  in  their  fel- 
lowship, and  the  state  of  their  Sunday-schools,  and  the  number  of  volumes  in 
their  libraries. 

Art.  3.  The  members  thus  chosen  and  convened  shall  have  no  power  to  lord 
it  over  God's  heritage,  nor  shall  they  have  any  ecclesiastical  power  over  the 
churches,  nor  shall  they  infringe  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  any  church  in  the 
Union. 

ART.  4.  The  Association  when  convened  shall  be  governed  and  ruled  by  a 
regular  and  proper  decorum. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  a  Moderator  and  Clerk,  who  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  suffrages  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  6.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  into  this  Union,  who  shall  petition 
by  letter  and  messengers,  upon  examination,  (if  found  orthodox  and  orderly,) 
shall  be  received  by  the  Association,  the  Moderator  signifying  their  reception 
by  giving  the  messengers  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

Art.  7.  Every  church  in  the  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
Association  ;  but  shall  have  only  six  members  from  each  church,  until  the 
churches  amount  to  six  in  number  ;  then  five  members  from  a  church. 

Art.  8.  Every  query  presented  by  any  church  belonging  to  this  Association, 
or  from  the  Select  Committee,  shall  be  read  twice,  and  before  it  is  debated  the 
Moderator  shall  put  it  to  a  vote,  and  if  there  be  a  majority  for  its  being  debated, 
it  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  and  be  deliberated,  but  if  there  be  a  majority 
against  it,  it  shall  be  withdrawn. 

Art.  9.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  consideration, 
except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  member  who  made  it. 

Art.  10.  The  Association  shall  endeavor  to  furnish  the  churches  with  the 
Minutes  of  the  Association  ;  the  best  method  for  effecting  that  purpose  shall  be 
at  the  discretion  of  the  future  Associations. 

Art.  11.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  have  an  Associa- 
tion fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same  ;  for  the  raising  and  supporting 
of  which  we  think  it  the  duty  of  each  church  in  the  Union  to  contribute,  vol- 
untarily, such  sums  as  they  think  proper,  and  send  by  the  hands  of  their 
messengers  to  the  Association  ;  and  those  moneys  thus  contributed  by  the 
churches  and  received  by  the  Association,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  a 
Treasurer  by  the  Association,  who  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Association  for 
all  moneys  by  him  received,  and  paid  out  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
Association. 

Art.  12.  The  Minutes  of  the  Association,  when  printed,  shall  be  regularly 
filed  by  the  Clerk,  and  recorded  in  a  book  which,  by  him,  shall  be  kept  for  the

use  of  the  Association,  and  he  shall  endeavor  to  have  said  book  present  at  each 
Association. 

Art.  13.  The  Minutes  of  the  Association  shall  he  read,  (and  corrected,  if 
necessary,)  and  signed  by  the  Moderator  and  Clerk  before  the  Association  rises. 

Art.  14.  Amendments  to  this  plan  or  form  of  goven  ment  may  be  made  at 
any  time  by  a  majority  of  the  Union  when  they  may  dec  m  it  necessary. 

Art.  15.  Should  any  brother  who  is  appointed  a  correspondent  to  any  Asso- 
ciation fail  to  attend,  any  brother  bearing  a  copy  of  our  Minutes,  with  his  name 
inserted  therein,  may  be  recognized  as  a  messenger  from  this  Association. 

Art.  16.   The  Association  shall  have  power — 

1st.   To  provide  for  the  general  union  of  the  churches. 

2d.   To  preserve  inviolably  a  chain  of  communion  among  the  churches. 

3d.   To  give  the  churches  all  necessary  advice  in  matters  of  difficulty. 

4th.  To  inquire  into  the  cause  why  the  churches  fail  to  represent  themselves 
at  any  time  in  the  Association. 

5th.  To  appropriate  those  moneys  by  the  churches  contributed  for  an  Asso- 
ciation fund  to  any  purpose  they  may  think  proper. 

6th.  To  appoint  any  member  or  members,  by  and  w  ith  his  or  their  consent, 
to  transact  any  business  which  they  may  see  necessary. 

7th.  To  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this  Union  which  shall  violate  the 
Rules  of  this  Association,  or  deviate  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  religion. 

3th.  To  admit  any  of  the  distant  brethren  in  the  ministry  as  assistants  who 
may  be  present  at  the  time  of  their  sitting. 

9th.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  themselves  to  any  future 
time  or  place  they  may  think  most  convenient  to  the  churches  of  the  Union. 


RULES    OF    DFXORUM. 


1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  shall  be  chosen  by  the  suffrages  of  the  members 
present. 

3.  Only  one  person  shall  speak  at  a  time,  who  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and 
address  the  Moderator  when  he  is  about  to  make  his  speech. 

4.  The  person  thus  speaking  shall  not  be  interrupted  in  his  speech,  except  by 
the  Moderator,  until  he  is  clone  speaking. 

5.  He  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and  in  no  wise  reflect  on  the  person 
who  spoke  before,  so  as  to  make  remarks  on  his  slips,  failings  or  imperfections, 
but  shall  fairly  state  the  case  and  matter  as  near  as  he  can,  so  as  to  convey  his 
light  or  ideas. 

6.  No  person  shall  abruptly  break  off,  nor  absent  himself  from  the  Associa- 
tion, without  liberty  obtained  from  it. 

7.  No  person  shall  rise  and  speak  more  than  twice  on  one  subject,  without 
liberty  from  the  Association. 

8.  No  person  of  the  Association  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the 
sitting  of  the  same,  nor  of  whispering  in  time  of  a  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  by  any  other  appella- 
tion but  the  title  of  Brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  in,  or  prohibit  him  from 
speaking,  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  except  he  break  these  Rules  of 
Decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  enrolled 
by  the  Clerk,  and  shall  be  called  over  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  the  last  person  who  shall  speak  on  a  subject ;  he 
may  give  his  opinion  if  he  pleases  before  he  puts  the  matter  to  a  vote,  but  shall 
have  no  vote  himself,  unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of  these  rules, 
shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association  as  they  shall  think  proper.

MORNING  SESSION— SECOND  DAY. 

Wednesday,  October  21st,  1885. 

After  religious  exercises,  conducted  by  Rev.  A.  D.  Hun- 
ter, the  Association  was  called  to  order  by  Bro.  J.  C.  Scar- 
borough, Moderator. 

Minutes  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

Invitation  extended  to  corresponding  messengers  and  vis- 
itors to  seats  with  us,  were  excepted  by  the  following : 

Prof.  W.  L.  Poteat,  of  Central  Association,  representing  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation at  Wake  Forest;  Rev.  Theo,  Whitfield,    of  Atlantic  Association,  repre- 
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senting  Foreign  Missions;  Rev.  E.  M.  Poteat,  of  Mt.  Zion  Association,  repre- 
senting Home  Missions;  Prof.  M.  M.  Hargrove,  of  Flat  River  Association, 
representing  Oxford  Female  College;  Rev.  C.  W.  Scarborough,  of  West  Cho- 
wan Association,  representing  Chowan  Baptist  Female  Institute;  Rev.  N.  S. 
Jones,  of  Louisville,  Ky. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  being  made  the 
special  order  for  this  hour,  was  read  by  the  Chairman,  Bro. 
N.  B.  Broughton,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

For  six  years  our  Association  has  had  as  part  of  its  special  work  that  of  sup- 
plying the  destitute  portions  of  our  bounds  with  the  gospel  as  we  hold  it.  Many 
difficulties  confronted  us  in  starting  the  work  of  Associaiional  Missions,  and  the 
duty  assigned  to  your  Executive  Committee  of  collecting  up  the  contributions 
of  the  churches,  selecting  the  fields  that  our  limited  funds  would  support,  and 
securing  such  brethren  as  the  important  work  demanded,  has  not  been  without 
its  anxieties,  its  disappointments  and  hindrances.  And  yet  we  have  great  cause 
for  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  success  attained.  A  mere  glance  at  the  work 
and  you  might  be  led  to  believe  that  very  little  had  been  accomplished  and  to 
question  the  propriety  of  prosecuting  it  further  ;  but  look  over  the  roll  of  our 
churches  ;  see  in  the  list  several  that  were  begun  as  mission  stations,  and  are 
•now  not  only  self-sustaining,  but  are  aiding  in  all  our  denominational  enter- 
prises. Compare  that  which  was  reported  from  a  number  of  ihem  with  that 
which  comes  to  us  at  this  session.  For  years  some  of  these  churches  had  not 
sent  delegates  to  our  body  and  had  almost  become  extinct.  Now  delegates  and 
pastors  are  here.  Where  nothing  was  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord,  more 
is  now  given  than  our  whole  work  costs  us. 

The  main  field  of  our  operations  has  been  in  Johnston  county,  the  Eastern 
section  of  our  Association.  At  Smithfield,  the  county  seat,  brother  J.  R.  Jones 
is  located,  and  by  the  aid  of  the  State  Mission  Board  and  that  which  the 
churches  contribute  to  his  support,  we  secure  the  whole  of  his  time.  For  a 
statement  of  his  work  we  refer  you  to  his  letter  herewith.  We  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  suggestions  he  makes  about  new  fields — one  in  the  Spilona  section 
and  two  others  on  the  new  railroad  between  Smithfield  and  Fayetteville.  These 
we  regard  as  very  important  and  promising.  Saunders'  school  house,  where 
Bro.  Jones  has  been  preaching  during  the  past  year,  bids  fair  for  a  house  of 
woxship  and  a  church  organization.  If  we  had  the  money  to  erect  a  house  there 
at  once  it  would  be  a  wise  investment  for  the  Lord. 

Bro.  J.  K.  Howell  has  been  employed  for  a  part  of  his  time  for  points  in 
reach  of  Selma,  and,  as  his  letter  shows,  his  field  is  specially  hopeful  ;  and  at 
Live  Oak  they  have  had  a  refreshing  from  the  Lord  that  aroused  and  cheered 
hearts  that  had  almost  despaired.  As  you  will  notice  from  his  report,  there  is 
a  bright  prospect  for  a  church  house  and  an  organization  near  where  a  Mission 
Sunday  School  has  been  conducted.  A  very  important  point  is  also  referred  to 
near  Little  River,  on  the  new  railroad  from  Wilson  to  Fayetteville,  a  point 
about  seve#  miles  from  Selma.  These  railroad  places  must  be  occupied  as  soon 
as  developed.  Pine  Level  is  making  progress,  we  think,  and  good  foundations 
are  being  laid  there,  and  we  cannot  afford  to  relax  our  efforts  in  its  support. 

Bro.  J.  R.  Maynard  has  been  employed  for  one-fourth  of  his  time  since 
February  last.  His  work  has  been  at  Canon  Grove  church  and  Young's  Shelter. 
The  difficulties  in  our  way  there  are  such  that  we  do  not  feel  encouraged  to  aid 
these  points  until  certain  needed  changes  occur.  Preaching  is  needed  there, 
and  our  missionary  has  been  well  received,  but  for  the  present  at  least  we  do 
not  think  it  advisable  to  carry  the  work  on  any  further.  We  refer  you  to  Bro. 
Maynard's  report  to  us. 
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In  the  letter  from  Emmaus  we  are  asked  to  send  help.  It  is  also  known  to 
y&ur  committee  that  Mount  Zion  church  needs  help.  During  the  past  year  they 
have  had  no  regular  preaching.  Two  of  our  committee  visited  the  church 
during  the  month  of  August,  and  after  consultation  it  was  decided  to  change 
the  location  and  build  a  new  house.  The  new  site  is  in  a  thickly  settled  com- 
munity and  is  very  promising.  The  church  needs  our  sympathy  and  aid  in 
building  their  new  house,  and  it  is  hoped  that  our  churches  will  lend  a  liberal 
hand. 

There  are  other  churches  of  our  body  that  would  be  greatly  encouraged  and 
strengthened  by  a  little  aid  which  we  are  anxious  to  extend,  and  would  do  so  at 
once  if  the  funds  at  our  command  justified  the  same. 

Brethren,  the  work  grows  upon  us.  Indeed  the  harvest  is  great  but  the 
laborers  few.  Let  us  thank  God  for  the  honor  bestowed  upon  us  in  opening  up 
the  way ;  and  let  us  increase  our  contributions,  pray  more  earnestly  for  His 
blessing  and  press  on. 

The  plan  pursued  by  many  of  our  churches  in  sending  up  a  contribution  for 
Associational  Missions  to  each  Union  meeting  works  well  and  is  a  great  help  to 
your  committee.     We  hope  all  our  churches  will  come  into  the  plan.

From  Rev.  J.  R.  Jones. 
To  the  Executive  Board  Raleigh  Association  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  I  have  kept  up  regular  appointments  during  the  year  at 
Princeton,  Saunders'  school  house  and  Smithfield  ;  preaching  two  Sundays — 
morning  and  night — and  one  Sunday  night  of  each  month  in  Smithfield,  one 
Sunday  in  Princeton  and  one  at  Saunders'  school  house.  In  July  we  held  a 
meeting  of  two  weeks  in  Smithfield.  Bro.  C.  A.  Jenkins,  of  Newbern,  was 
with  us  one  week.  There  were  no  conversions,  but  we  have  reason  to  believe 
the  meeting  was  by  no  means  a  failure. 

At  Saunders'  school  house  we  preached  ten  days,  and  while  there  were  no 
conversions,  except  perhaps  one,  we  believe  the  meeting  did  much  good.  It 
gave  us  a  much  stronger  hold  upon  the  community  than  we  had  before,  and  the 
opposition  to  our  denomination  was  much  weakened. 

Before  leaving  Saunders'  school  house  we  got  Bro.  Howell  to  commence  the 
meeting  for  us  at  Princeton,  but  had  to  close  it  after  two  days,  as  Bro.  Howell 
had  to  leave  and  I  was  too  unwell  to  continue  it.  We  may  yet  hold  a  meeting 
there  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  to  the  prospects  on  the  entire  field  they  are  not  flattering,  yet  sufficiently 
encouraging  to  justify  holding  on,  except  at  Princeton.  We  hardly  think  the 
outlook  there  will  justify  any  further  expenditure  on  the  part  of  the  Board. 
The  congregations  are  small  and  not  likely  to  increase  unless  we  had  a  house  of 
worship.  The  most  convenient  place  we  have  been  able  to  get  is  an  upper 
story  of  a  store  building,  and  that  has  very  poor  seat  accommodations.  There 
are  five  or  six  Baptists  around  the  place  but  only  one  in  town. 

At  Saunders'  school  house  the  prospects  are  encouraging.  The  house  in 
which  services  are  conducted  is  about  filled  at  every  appointment  and  if  we 
had  a  larger  and  better  house,  with  comfortable  seats,  in  our  opinion  the  con- 
gregations would  soon  be  much  larger.  The  few  Baptists  in  the  community  are 
anxious  for  a  house,  and  with  some  help  would  build  during  the  winter.  A 
Methodist  brother  has  given  a  lot,  and  the  Methodists,  at  least  some  of  them, 
would  help  build  the  house.  I  regard  the  present  a  good  time  for  the  Raleigh 
Association  to  help  build  a  house  at  that  place. 

Nothing  specially  encouraging  or  discouraging  can  be  said  about  our  cause  in 
Smithfield.  The  progress  there  has  not  been  during  the  year  what  we  had 
hoped  it  would  be,  still  advancement  has  been  made.  The  church  is  by  no 
means  idle,  and  in  proportion  to  her  financial  strength  has  done  very  well. 
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There  is  scarcely  a  church  in  the   State  that  has  harder  work  before  jt.     The 
work  is  hard  and  the  laborers  few. 

We  have  not  yet  finished  paying  for  the  parsonage.  The  church  has  culti- 
vated a  cotton  crop  of  about  six  acres,  hoping  to  realize  a  sufficient  amount 
from  it  to  settle  the  debt,  but  the  cotton  is  coming  in  so  short  that  we  shall  fall 
far  behind  our  expectations. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  Board  the  propriety  of  giving  up  Princeton  and  taking 
up  the  Spilona  section,  about  nine  miles  southwest  from  Smithfield.  There  are 
six  or  seven  Baptists  in  that  neighborhood  who  would  likely  organize  a  church  [ 
and  there  is  material  there  which,  if  converted,  would  make  a  good  church. 

There  will  be  two  stations  on  the  new  railroad  being  built  from  Wilson  to 
Fayetteville  that  should  be  occupied  at  once,  or  so  soon  as  the  road  is  com- 
pleted, if  practicable.  There  is  vast  destitution  in  respect  of  Baptist  preaching 
south  and  southeast  of  Smithfield — room  enough  for  several  preachers  if  they 
could  be  supported.

From  Rev.  J.  K.  Howell. 

Dear  Brethren  :  I  think  I  see  signs  of  great  good  in  my  field ;  so  I  hope 
the  sermons  preached,  prayer  meeting  talks  and  Sunday  School  addresses  made, 
which  amount  to  over  a  hundred,  will  not  "be  in  vain.  Already  God  has  heard 
the  prayers  and  blessed  the  work  of  a  faithful  few  among  us.  Through  their 
efforts  and  Bibles  freely  circulated  and  planted  in  many  destitute  families,  and 
good  books,  tracts  and  papers  scattered  among  white  and  colored,  the  great 
truths  of  the  gospel  are  taking  hold  of  the  people  and  the  opposition  is  giving 
away. 

Feeling  the  importance  of  good  literature,  I  have  had  several  to  help  me  in 
circulating  it.  Many  weeks,  at  my  own  charges,  I  sent  a  colored  man  among 
his  people  in  this  work.  At  several  points  I  have  deposited  good  books  to  be 
lent  out  to  read.      Much  more  of  this  I  hope  to  do  next  year. 

I  am  glad  to  report  new  life  at  Live  Oak  church,  five  miles  north  of  Selma. 
I  have  been  preaching*there  regularly  in  the  afternoon  of  each  fourth  Sabbath. 
Last  February  a  Sunday  School  was  organized  by  Bro.  J.  C.  Scarborough  and 
wife;  which  has  been  conducted  every  Sabbath  since  that  time.  In  August  a 
meeting  was  held,  at  which  time  there  were  19  professions  of  faith,  14  of  whom 
joined  the  church. 

At  Pine  Level  we  have  had  preaching  once  a  month  and  a  Sunday  school. 
Also  a  prayer  meeting  is  held  every  Wednesday  night. 

A  few  miles  from  Selma,  near  where  Bro.  Moore  conducted  a  mission  school, 
we  shall  get  a  church  if  the  land  can  be  bought.  A  lot  for  a  church  is  arranged 
for  on  the  new  railroad  towards  Wilson,  where  we  think  the  first  depot  will  be. 
We  have  also  commenced  efforts  for  a  church  at  the  first  depot  from  Smithfield 
towards  Fayetteville.  The  work  before  us  is  great  and  important  and  now  is 
the  time  to  push.

From  Rev.  J.  R.  Maynard. 
To  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Raleigh  Association  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  I  commenced  work  at  Canon  Grove  church  and  a  point 
called  Young's  Shelter,  six  miles  southwest  of  Canon  Grove,  in  the  month  of 
February,  1885.  Have  preached  at  these  points  monthly  since  on  Sundays. 
My  regular  hours  for  preaching  at  the  church  11  a.  m.  ;  Shelter,  4p.n1.  During 
the  month  of  July  Bro.  C.  J.  Thompson  and  myself  labored  one  week  at  Canon 
Grove  and  vicinity,  resulting  in  two  converts,  leaving  some  fifteen  penitents.  I 
feel  confident  that  others  were  converted. 
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I  was, told  by  some  of  the  prominent  citizens  in  that  country  when  I  was 
there  last  that  quite  a  change  seemed  to  be  taking  place  ;  that  the  people  were 
becoming  more  concerned  about  religion.  I  have  not  had  a  chance  at  the 
Shelter,  as  our  hour  there  was  in  the  evening  and  the  people  will  not  turn  out 
so  well.  I  had  a  special  appointment  there  in  August,  but  I  was  so  unwell  I 
could  not  attend.  I  was  informed  by  a  man  of  that  community  that  the  pros- 
pect for  a  meeting  was  as  good  as  he  had  ever  seen  in  that  country.  I  think  a 
church  can  be  organized  there.  Our  intention  was  to  make  the  effort  in  August  last, 
but  my  sickness  deferred  it.  I  feel  satisfied  that  one  day  there  will  be  a  mighty 
harvest.  The  people  have  been  very  kind  and  hospitable  to  me  ;  I  have  not 
been  troubled  for  a  home  and  have  not  been  able  to  fill  all  solicitations. 

I  do  wish  all   the   members  of  our  Association  could  realize  the  need  of  the 
plain  and  simple  gospel  there  and  what   an  outlook    depending,  as  I  have  been 
made  to  see,  then  I  think  they  would  come  to  your  support  in  trying  to  have 
this  people  christianized.      May  the  Lord  so  direct.

The  deferred  special  order,  being  the  report  on  State  Mis- 
sions, was  read  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Nelson,  as  follows  : 
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report  on  state  missions. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Association  gratifying  progress  has  been  made 
all  along  the  lines  of  our  missionary  work.  Our  State  Mission  cause  was  never 
in  so  prosperous  condition.  Evidently  the  Divine  hand  has  guided  our  Board 
to  such  decisions  as  to  produce  grand  results. 

Our  missionaries,  seventy  in  number,  have,  under  God,  accomplished  a  great 
work.  By  them  the  light  of  the  Third  Morning  has  penetrated  the  darkness  of 
many  communities  hitherto  neglected.  Weak  churches  have  been  strengthened 
and  several  new  meeting  houses  have  been  built.  Hundreds  of  souls  have  pro- 
fessed conversion  and  been  baptized  by  our  faithful  missionaries. 

Recently  our  State  Board  has  been  enabled  to  secure  the  services  of  our  most 
efficient  Secretary,  brother  John  E.  Ray,  for  his  whole  time  ;  whereas  hereto- 
fore he  could  at  best  devote  but  fragments  of  time  to  this  important  work.  The 
arrangement  has  met  with  universal  favor  among  our  people  so  far  as  the  Board 
has  heard.  - 

The  increase  of  time  given  to  the  work  by  the  Secretary,  and  consequently 
the  increase  of  salary,  of  course  demands  an  increase  of  effort  upon  our  part. 
Nearly  all  our  Associations  have  held  their  annual  meetings,  and  it  is  en- 
couraging to  know  that  every  one  of  them  has  paid  -more  than  the  amount 
pledged  last  year,  while  the  pledges  for  the  ensuing  year  have  been  largely  in- 
creased. Our  Secretary  is  a  member  of  this  Association,  and  of  course  no 
brother  is  willing  we  should  fall  behind. 

With  our  force  of  seventy  men  in  the  field,  with  our  Ray  at  the  head,  let  us 
propose  liberal  things  for  God,  and  expect  great  things  of  God.  So  shall  our 
souls  be  blessed  and  the  Master  honored.

Although  we  admit  these  general  truths,  yet  many  of  us  fail  to  send  our  $1.00 
for  a  copy  of  the  Recorder  for  six  months,  or  $2.00  for  a  year.  And  although 
the  souls  and  minds  of  the  children  are  fed  and  their  hearts  gladdened  by  Kind 
Words,  yet  thousands  are  without  them.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

In  the. bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  there  are  12,000,000  souls. 
Of  these  only  about  4,000,000  are  professing  Christians.  In  the  furtherance  of 
His  kingdom  in  this  country  the  Lord  has  given  the  masses,  for  the  most  part, 
into  the  hands  of  the  Baptists.  The  Home  Mission  Board  is  the  channel  of 
access  by  which  we  reach  the  outlying,  untilled  regions  of  the  Master's  heritage 
in  the  South.  It  occupies  the  same  relation  to  the  destitution  in  the  South 
which  our  own  State  Board  occupies  to  the  destitution  in  North  Carolina. 

During  last  year  the  Board  had  185  missionaries  in  the  field,  who  labored  in 
Arkansas,  Texas,    Louisiana,    Florida,  Western  North  Carolina,   Georgia  and 
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Indian  Territory.  These  men  report  a  total  of  additions  to  the  Baptist  churches 
of  their  charges  of  4,664,  53  churches  constituted  and  about  $15,000  expended 
in  the  building  of  church  houses.  For  the  present  year  the  Board  asks  for 
$100,000  from  Southern  Baptists.  Of  this  amount  North  Carolina  is  asked  to 
raise  $5,000. 

A  great  opportunity  waits  at  our  door.  The  South  is  ours,  and  we  must  labor 
for  the  salvation  of  the  thousands  just  about  us,  or,  in  time,  see  ourselves  sink 
to  the  level  of  the  majority.  No  others  will  do  this  work  for  us.  The  Home 
Mission  Board  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  is  our  instrument  for  its  accomplishment,  and 
its  interests  are  heartily  commended  to  the  sympathy  and  help  of  the  brethren 
of  the  churches.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 


Ignorance  is  one  of  the  chief  obstacles  to  the  extention  of  Christ's  kingdom 
in  the  earth,  and  therefore  the  work  of  education  has  been  one  of  the  prime  ob- 
jects of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  since  its  organization  in  1830.  There 
seems  to  be  an  increase' of  interest  in  primary  education,  but  as  yet  there  is  no 
very  marked  increase  of  interest  in  college  education.  Our  people  need  to  be 
impressed  with  the  advantages  of  this  higher  education  in  all  the  vocations  of 
life,  for,  no  matter  what  a  man's  profession  may  be,  his  work  and  influence  ex- 
tend beyond  his  profession. 

At  the  present  period  in  the  history  of  our  denomination  in  North  Carolina 
we  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  importance  of  educating  our  Baptist  boys 
and  girls  under  Baptist  control  and  Baptist  influence. 

Wake  Forest  College,  founded  more  than  fifty  years  ago,  has  passed  through 
many  vicissitudes,  but  under,  the  blessing  of  God  has  reached  an  endowment  of 
about  $103,000,  and  is  now  prepared  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  times  for  ed- 
ucation. It  has  at  present  more  students  than  ever  before  in  its  history,  and 
stands  in  the  front  rank  of  institutions  of  learning  in  the  south. 

The  education  of  girls  is  quite  as  important  as  that  of  boys.  Murfreesboro, 
Oxford,  Thomasville  and  Shelby  Female  Colleges  are  worthy  of  the  confidence 
and  patronage  of  the  denomination. 

The  Education  Board  is  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  to  collect 
and  apply  money  for  the  education  of  ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are  unable 
to  educate  themselves.  The  College  gives  free  tuition  to  all  ministers,  and  the 
Board  of  Education  helps  the  indigent  in  the  entire  payment  of  their  board 
and  washing  bills.  Twenty-seven  young  brethren  are  so  aided  this  session. 
The  work  of  this  Board  has  greatly  enlarged  in  the  last  few  years,  and  it  had 
this  year  to  curtail  its  operations  because  the  churches  failed  to  send  up  a  suffi- 
cient amount  of  money  to  meet  its  expenses.  There  is  a  growing  demand 
among  the  churches  for  educated  preachers,  and  we  commend  the  work  of  min- 
isterial education  to  the  hearty  support  of  all  the  churches  in  the  Raleigh  As- 
sociation.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

It  seems  that  it  is  too  late  now  to  argue  that  our  Mission  work  is  but  the 
carrying  out  of  the  great  command  of  Christ  to  "Go  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  yet  it  is  true  that  many  of  us  fall  far  short 
of  our  duty  in  this  great  work.  We  have  only  to  read  God's  Word  to  see  that 
it  makes  it  our  duty  to  give  the  gospel  to  those  who  have  it  not.  The  Bible  is 
as  plain  on  this  as  it  is  that  we  should  repent  of  our  sins  and  believe 
on  Christ.  As  Pastors  we  need  to  keep  posted  as  to  the  progress  and  needs  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  work.  Let  the  pastors  show  their  members  that  it  is  their 
duty  to  give  to  Foreign  Missions,  basing  their  instruction  on  God's  Word,  and 
the  providential  teachings  of  God,  and  we  will  find  an  increased  liberality. 

The  work  is  enlarging  in  each  of  the  five  continents  where  our  Board  is  pros- 
ecuting work.  There  are  frequent  calls  for  more  men,  and  hence  more  money. 
We  need  funds  to  aid  in  building  houses  of  worship  also.  The  Board  asks  for 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  this  year,  and  it  really  seems  as  the  work  is  en- 
larging so  rapidly  that  if  we  do  not  raise  this  amount  the  Board  will  be  in  debt 
when  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  meets  next  May.  The  Board  asks 
North  Carolina  to  raise  $8,000  of  this  amount.  Last  year  we  raised  $4,456.71 — 
much  below  what  we  are  asked  to  do. 

Let  us  not  fail  to  raise  our  proportionate  part  of  Bro.  Yates's  salary.  It  would 
not  be  fifteen  cents  per  member.  God  honors  us  in  calling  Brethren  D.  W. 
Herring  and  R.  T.  Bryan  to  this  great  work.  They  will  start  to  China  in 
about  one  month.  God  gives  us  men  as  fast  or  faster  than  the  churches  furnish 
the  means  to  support  them. 

We  have  in  the  Foreign  work  twenty-five  males  and  twenty-six  females,  and 
forty-seven  assistants.  Last  year  these  missionaries  baptized  203,  and  have  a 
membership  of  1,323.  We  have  505  scholars  in  the  schools,  which  are  con- 
ducted mostly  by  our  female  missionaries. 

Let  us  not  forget,  brethren,  that  there  are  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six  mil- 
lions of  absolute  heathen,  and  that  twenty  millions  of  heathens  die  each  year 
not  knowing  Christ.  Let  us  pray  for  this  work,  our  Missionaries,  and  that 
the  Lord  will  incline  us  lO  do  His  will.

The  special  order  for  this  hour,  the  report  on  Obituaries, 
Rev.  G.  J.  Dowell  read  the  following: 

REPORT  ON  OBITUARIES. 

Rev.  Thomas  W.  Young,  M.  D., 

a  native  of  Wake  county,  North  Carolina,  was  born  the  24th  of  December, 
1821,  and  died  June  the  7th,  1885.  He  was  liberally  educated  at  the  best 
schools  in  the  State,  and  completed  a  course  of  medicine  at  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

In  the  year  1848  he  commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  continued 
the  same  more  or  less  to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  as  a  physician  was  successful. 

About  the  year  1857  he  was  led  to  see  himself  a  sinne'r  lost  out  of  Christ,  and 
calling  for  mercy,  was  soon  able  to  exclaim,  "  O  Lord,  I  will  praise  thee  ; 
whereas  thou  wast  angry  with  me,  thine  anger  is  turned  away,  and  thou  com- 
fortest  me.  He  was  baptised  into  the  fellowship  of  Mount  Hermon  church, 
Wake  county,  in  the  month  of  September,  1857,  by  Rev.  Jesse  Howell,  and 
ordained  in  the  same  church  in  the  year  i860  by  a  presbytery  consisting  of 
Reverends  Elijah  Hester,  of  the  Tar  River  Association,  and  Jeptha  Laton. 
As  a  preacher  Bro.  Young  was  specially  gifted;  and  as  he  possessed  many  of 
the  graces  of  oratory  was  greatly  admired.  Through  the  blessing  of  a  retentive 
memory,  his  mind  was  enriched  by  extensive  reading.  He  was  exceedingly 
modest,  and  had  not  the  slightest  touch  of  egotism. 

His  work  was  mostly  confined  to  the  Raleigh  Association,  though  he  preached 
to' churches  in  the  Central.  His  lofty  attainments  entitled  him  to  a  hearing 
among  some  of  the  most  cultivated  city  audiences.  Yet  he  had  no  higher  aim 
than  to  be  a  country  pastor.  In  the  presentation  of  truth  he  was  a  mighty 
champion,  though  his  appearance  was  not  prepossessing  nor  his  gesticulation 
without  liability  to  criticism.  Still,  as  he  became  absorbed  in  his  subject  he 
grew  exceedingly  eloquent,  his  eyes  sparkled  with  unusual  brilliancy,  his  tongue 
became  as  the  pen  of  a  ready  writer,  and  the  flash  of  his  poetic  and  spirited 
genius  threw  light  upon  all  he  said. 

Few  could  compete  with  him  in  profusion  of  ideas,  freshness  of  thought, 
clearness  of  logic,  richness  of  language,  fluency  of  speech  and  pleasantness  of 
delivery.  His  style  was  at  once  humble  and  lofty.  Great  in  intellect,  he 
seemed  unconscious  of  it.  Powerful  in  argument,  he  was  entirely  unostenta-. 
tious;  sympathetic,  yet  unassuming;  profoundly  humble,  yet  without  affecta- 
tion. To  his  everlasting  credit  be  it  said,  he  was  the  friend  of  all  young 
preachers,  and  many  of  them  will  frequently  recall  with  exceeding  pleasure  his 
lessons  of  instruction,  his  friendly  criticisms  and  paternal  advice.  His  musical 
voice  is  hushed  in  death.  No  more  will  it  fall  with  lute -like  melody  upon  the 
ears  of  an  eager  listening  people.  No  more  his  eloquent  tongue  tell  the  sweet 
story  of  the  Cross.  The  strong  man  has  bowed  himself.  The  beautiful  staff 
is  broken.  A  red  mound  in  sight  of  his  former  home  marks  the  spot  of  his 
sepulture.  On  the  evening  of  June  the  7th,  1885,  he  laid  his  body  down  to 
rest;  crossed  his  hands  upon  his  breast;  closed  his  own  eyes  and  gently  fell 
asleep.  A  disconsolate  widow,  four  sons  and  three  daughters  mourn  their  loss. 
To  them  we  offer  condolence. 

"  There  is  no  death :  what  seems  so  is  transition. 
This  life  of  mortal  breath 
Is  but  a  suburb  of  the  life  Elysian, 
XThose  portal  we  call  Death,"  <■

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The  following  was  read  by  Bro.  J.  D.  Marcom  : 

Bro.  Daniel  Bright  Holland 

was  born  nth  July,  1824,  in  the  southwestern  part  of  Wake  county,  near  the 
village  of  Holly  Springs,  and  continued  to  reside  on  the  old  homestead  as  long 
as  he  lived.  He  died  far  away  from  family  and  friends,  while  on  business  in 
Birmingham,  Alabama,  on  the  nth  of  April,  1885. 

He  professed  religion  at  the  early  age  of  thirteen,  and  ever  afterwards  re- 
mained a  faithful  member  of  the  church,  and  in  his  dying  moments  we  learn 
was  enabled  to  rejoice  that  he  should  so  soon  be  with  his  Lord.  He  believed 
that  every  one  who  entered  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  had  a  work  to  do;  conse- 
quently he  was  soon  found  taking  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  church.  For 
thirty-seven  successive  years  he  was  either  Clerk  or  Moderator  of  his  church, 
and  much  of  the  time  Superintendent  of  the  Sabbath  school.  He  was  regular 
and  prompt  to  the  time  of  his  meetings,  prominent  to  advise  and  aid,  and  always 
appeared  to  dearly  love  his  church;  was  a  sweet  singer,  and  delighted  to  praise 
the  Lord  in  song. 

At  about  21  years  of  age  he  was  appointed  Reading  Clerk  of  the  Association, 
and  served  in  that  capacity  for  several  years.  He  also  served  as  Clerk  for 
twenty  years  and  Moderator  for  ten  years. 

As  a  citizen  he  was  valuable  and  of  spotless  moral  character;  as  a  neighbor, 
candid  and  obliging;  as  a  husband  and  parent,  kind,  affectionate  and  devoted; 
as  Moderator,  always  impartial,  treating  every  one  with  respect.  He  was  firm 
and  fixed  in  his  principles.  He  was  noted  for  his  hospitality,  especially  to  those 
visiting  his  church.  He  was  so  genial  and  kind  that  he  made  many  friends 
wherever  he  went.  He  left  a  wife  and  eight  children  to  mourn  his  absence, 
but  who  look  forward  to  a  glorious  union  above.

Rev.  J.  M.  White  read  the  following  : 

Elder  Johnson  Olive 

was  born  in  Chatham  county,  North  Carolina,  June  7th,  18 16.  His  boyhood 
was  spent  on  a  farm,  attending,  at  intervals,  such  primary  schools  as  the  neigh- 
borhood afforded.  During  his  youth  he  often  felt  concerned  for  his  soul's  sal- 
vation. In  that  day  camp-meetings  were  quite  common.  He  attended  one  at 
Buckhorn,  Chatham  county,  in  1837.  Here  he  repented  and  believed,  and  was 
soon  after  baptized  by  Elder  P.  W.  Dowd,  a  member  of  Shady  Grove  church. 
In  the  neighborhood  prayer-meetings  he  first  began  to  lead  in  public  prayer — 
then  in  the  church.  Having  a  good  voice  for  singing,  and  being  otherwise 
gifted,  his  pastor,  Elder  Dowd,  took  special  interest  in  him,  urging  him  to  go 
to  school  and  prepare  himself  for  future  usefulness,  not  hinting  that  some  day 
he  might  want  to  preach.  Taking  his  pastor's  advice,  he  entered  Thompson's 
Academy  (George  W.  Thompson,  Principal),  in  the  northern  part  of  Wake 
county.  He  also  attended  Pleasant  Hill  Academy,  in  Chatham  county — Rev. 
Baxter  Clegg",  Principal.  After  thus  having  been  at  school  some  time  he  re- 
turns home.  He  soon  began  to  teach  in  the  family  of  his  old  pastor,  in  1841. 
Elder  Dowd  and  wife  were  exceedingly  kind  to  him  and  interested  in  him, 
which  begot  in  him  a  life-long  attachment  for  them. 

During  this  year,  1841,  he  married  Martha  Hunter,  daughter  of  Alsey  Hun- 
ter, of  Wake  county,  and  settled  near  where  Olive's  Chapel  now  is,  where  for 
a  time  he  engaged  in  farming.  During  this  time  he  was  much  impressed  and 
concerned  about  his  duty  to  enter  the  ministry.  He  felt  that  he  must  do  some- 
thing more  than  he  was  doing.  The  great  question  in  his  mind  was,  "  Lord, 
what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?"  He  began  to  make  appointments  for  "reli- 
gious services  "  at  the  neighboring  churches. 

He  talked  with  much  freedom  and  effect.  Pastors  around  him  began  to  have 
him  fill  their  appointments.     In  after  life  he  often  spoke  of  this   period,  and 
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always  made  most  affectionate  allusions  to  Elders  Dowd,  James  Dennis  and 
Jesse  Howell.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  soon,  and  five  years  later,  by  request 
of  his  church,  he  was  ordained  at  the  Raleigh  Association,  meeting  at  Cumber- 
land Union  church  (now  in  Harnett),  in  the  year  1847.  Ministers  present — Jno. 
Purefoy,  Jas.  S.  Purefoy,  William  Jones,  David  "Williams,  S.  Senter,  Ezekiel 
Holland,  Jas.  Dennis  and  Robert  J.  Dennis.  He  then  took  charge  of  and 
held  the  pastorate  for  a  number  of  years,  of  the  churches  at  Shady  Grove,  Mt. 
Pisgah,  Holly  Springs  and  Cedar  Fork. 

He  was  very  active  in  the  ministry  till  1861;  he  then  was  afflicted  with  "spir- 
itual darkness" — such  he  called  it.  His  many  friends  were  much  saddened  by 
it,  for  he  ceased  to  preach  entirely.  Some  thought  he  had  lost  his  mind,  but 
he  always  insisted  that  such  was  not  the  case;  that  his  judgment,  memory, 
mental  powers,  all  were  the  same  as  ever.  He  said  for  some  purpose  the  Lord 
had  withdrawn  spiritual  light  from  him;  that  he  could  not  hold  communion 
with  God  as  he  had  done  before  and  as  he  did  afterwards.  Be  this  as  it  may, 
he  was  for  nearly  four  years  a  very  miserable  man.  Gradually  the  darkness 
began  to  lift,  and  light  and  joy  began  to  break  in  upon  his  spirit.  He 
again,  in  1865,  entered  actively  upon  his  ministry  and  remained  at  his  post 
till  the  Master  called  him  home  to  rest.  This  took  place  at  his  new  home  in 
Apex,  January  24th,  1885.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  pastor  of  Cary, 
Holly  Springs,  Swift  Creek  and  New  Bethel  churches.  His  last  sermon  was  at 
Holly  Springs,  from  the  text,  Phil.  2  :  16,  "Holding  forth  the  word  of  life, 
that  I  may  rejoice  in  the  day  of  Christ  that  I  have  not  run  in  vain,  neither 
labored  in  vain."  It  seems  almost  prophetic.  Many  thought  it  his  best  ser- 
mon.    His  body  lies  in  the  village  and  church  burying  ground  at  Apex,  N.  C. 

It  would  seem  a  needless  task  to  recount  the  life  and  labors  of  this  good  man 
to  the  members  of  the  Raleigh  Association,  of  one  who  spent  so  long  a  life  in 
our  midst,  having  preached  in  almost  every  nook  and  corner  of  our  Association 
during  the  38  years  of  his  ministry. 

His  life  is  a  part — an  important  part  of  our  history  ;  his  character  has  been 
impressed,  and  his  memory  will  continue  precious  in  the  minds  of  thousands  of 
us  who  survive  him.  His  character,  as  manifested  by  precept  and  example,  is 
our  rich  legacy.  The  style  of  the  man  and  preacher  was  unique.  He  followed 
no  copy,  but  struck  out  in  that  line  that  seemed  to  him  right,  and  in  many 
respects  became  a  model  for  others.  His  methods  often  were  peculiar,  but 
these  very  peculiarities  drew  the  masses  to  him  and  gave  him  power  over  them. 
But  let  no  one  think  that  he  would  assume  for  effect  any  manner,  for  he  stood 
second  to  no  man  in  his  rigid  regard  for  honor.  Tricks  and  frauds  in  the  church 
and  in  the  world,  under  the  guise  of  religion  and  the  business  transactions  of 
oi'dinary  life,  were  exceedingly  obnoxious  to  him.  Surely  in  his  eyes  a  vile 
person  was  contemned.  Yet  it  was  not  his  manner  to  deal  in  railing  accusa- 
tions. On  the  contrary,  his  rebukes  were  marked  by  mildness.  In  this  he  was 
much  like  his  Master,  and  this  may  largely  account  for  his  great  popularity 
with  the  masses,  and  in  this  many  of  us  who  are  younger  may  learn  a  lesson. 
Genial  and  jovial,  almost  to  a  fault,  his  society  was  sought  and  enjoyed  almost 
as  much  by  the  world  as  by  christians. 

One  man,  and  only  one,  so  far  as  the  writer  has  ever  heard,  once  was  speak- 
ing unkindly  of  him.  A  brother  hearing  it  said  to  the  abuser,  "  Bro.  Olive 
will  feel  relieved  when  he  hears  of  what  you  have  said."  "  Why,"  asked  the 
traducer.  "  The  Bible  says,  '  Woe  unto  you,  when  all  men  speak  well  of  you.' 
This  woe  was  resting  on  Bro.  Olive  till  now — you  have  removed  it." 

He  was  excessively  fond  of  singing,  and  he  composed  several  devotional 
pieces,  melody  and  words,  which  he  alone  frequently  sung  to  his  congregations. 
We  see  him  now,  as  if  present  before  us,  and  hear  his  voice,  so  remarkably 
clear  for  one  of  his  age,  as  it  rings  and  reverberates  within  the  church  walls. 

(Genial  friend  !  lowly  christian  !  faithful  embassador  !  thy  frail  body  lies 
low,  and  thy  gifted  tongue  is  still  for  a  season,  but  thy  spirit  has  mounted  up, 
and  for  nine  months  thou  hast  been  hearing  the  symphonies  of  heaven,  and  hast 
learned  the  "  new  song"  which  all  the  redeemed  sing,  as  they  gather  round  the 
glorified  Son  and  "  crown  him  Lord  of  all.") 
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Rev.  Addison  Jackson  Nowell 

Was  born  in  Wake  County,  N.  C,  in  1835.  He  joined  the  church  at  Hepzibah 
in  early  youth,  and  was  baptized  by  Rev.  L.  B.  Horton.  His  piety  was  very 
exemplary  during  his  whole  life.  He  served  as  a  private  soldier  during  the  war, 
and  spent  a  considerable  part  of  his  time  at  Camp  Holmes.  The  writer  has 
met  with  several  of  his  comrades  since  the  war  who  have  spoken  in  the  highest 
terms  of  his  excellent  qualities  as  a  man,  a  soldier,  and  a  christian. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  he  was  very  active  for  sometime  as  a  worker  in  the 
Sabbath  school  and  in  prayer  meetings.  His  influence  in  the  sections  of  coun- 
try where  he  served  his  Divine  Master  during  that  part  of  his  life  will  never 
cease.  He  finally  became  so  earnest  in  the  good  work,  and  expressed  repeatedly 
a  sincere  desire  to  be  more  fully  authorized  to  go  forth  and  speak  the  word  of 
life  to  the  people  wherever  a  door  might  be  opened,  that  his  church,  after  due 
deliberation,  concluded  to  license  him.  And  after  he  had  exercised  his  gifts  to 
the  full  satisfaction  of  his  brethren,  the  church  called  a  presbytery  and  had  him 
set  apart  to  the  full  work  of  the  ministry.  He  preached  with  great  acceptance 
to  the  churches  of  Samaria,  Antioch,  Live  Oak,  Archer  Lodge,  and  Bethesdt, 
and  also  at  various  other  points  for  several  years  until  his  health  failed.  He 
was  a  man  of  deep  humility,  and  always  felt  himself  less  than  the  least  of  all 
his  brethren.  His  field  was  limited  and  his  time  of  service  for  the  Master  was 
short,  but  in  the  last  day,  when  the  ransomed  come  together,  many  will  doubt- 
less rise  up  to  call  him  blessed.  And  the  Lord  will,  we  hope,  be  as  ready  to 
say  "well  done"  to  him  who  had  but  one  talent  as  to  others  who  are  more 
widely  known  in  the  annals  of  the  church. 

The  last  year  of  his  life  was  one  of  deep  distress  to  him.  He  was  almost 
completely  blind,  and  his  wife  was  a  helpless  invalid.  He  died  at  the  age  of 
about  50  years,  and  died  as  he  had  lived,  trusting  in  Him  who  is  able  to  save. 

After  remarks   by   Bro.   J.   C.   Scarborough,   Rev.   J.    M. 
White  and  Rev.  G.  J.  Dowell,  the  reports  were  adopted. 
Bro.  N.  B.Broughton  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  As  we  are  informed,  our  beloved  brother,  Rev.  Geo.  J.  Dowell, 
has  accepted  a  field  of  labor  in  another  section  of  the  State,  and  will  in  a  little 
while  sever  his  connection  with  us  and  the  churches  he  has  so  faithfully  served: 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  parting  with  brother  Dowell  we  do  so  reluctantly  and  with 
sadness,  for,  while  we  feel  it  to  be  his  duty  to  follow  the  leadings  of  the  Spirit 
as  he  is  about  to  do  in  leaving  us,  still  as  we  remember  his  zeal  for  the  cause  of 
our  Master,  his  counsel  and  aid  in  the  work  of  this  Association,  and  his  faith- 
ful services  to  the  churches  which  he  served — remembering  these  we  part  with 
Bro.  Dowell  reluctantly,  and  yet  we  bid  him  God-speed  and  assure  him  that  he 
carries  with  him  to  his  new  field  our  prayers  and  best  wishes  for  God's  blessings 
to  rest  upon  him  in  the  work  to  which  he  has  been  called.  And  it  will  always 
be  our  joy  to  welcome  him  back  to  his  home. 

After  remarks  by  Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton,  Rev.  J.  M.  White 
and  Bro.  J.  C.  Scarborough,  the  resolution  was  adopted: 
Rev.  O.  L.  Stringfield  submitted  the  following 

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

It  is  our  imperative  duty  to  consider  the  cry  of  the  poor,  by  opening  our 
hands  wide  for  their  relief.  (Deut.  15  :  7-1 1).  It  is  also  characteristic  of  pure 
religion  to  supply  the  needs  of  widows  and  orphans  to  the  extent  qf  our  ability. 
(James  I  :  27). 
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As  a  denomination,  we  have  hitherto  fallen  far  short  of  our  duty  in  this  regard. 
But  being  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  obedience  to  his  word,  the  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina  are  called  upon  to  build  suitable  houses  and  provide  necessary 
comforts  for  the  orphans  of  our  State.  For  the  prosecution  of  this  God-given 
work,  we  have  organized  ourselves  into  an  association  called  the  Baptist  Or- 
phanage Association,  have  purchased  three  hundred  acres  of  land  near  Thom- 
asville  upon  which  to  build  suitable  houses,  and  by  the  first  of  November  will 
be  ready  to  accommodate  twenty-five  orphans.  But  what  is  twenty-five  out  of 
the  great  number  which  are  homeless,  fatherless  and  penniless  ?  The  cry  of 
over  two  hundred  has  reached  heaven,  and  God  has  pointed  them  to  us,  assu- 
ring us  that  they  are  the  representatives  of  his  Son,  our  Saviour.  Shall  we 
enjoy  the  comforts  of  life,  while  they  lie  at  our  doors  desiring  to  be  fed  with 
the  crumbs  that  fall  from  our  tables  ? 

We  are  persuaded  better  things  of  the  churches  of  this  Association,  and  do 
therefore  suggest  that  liberal  contributions  be  made  at  once,  at  least  sufficient 
to  build  one  house,  and  that  every  member  of  the  churches  represented  in  this 
Association  send  one  dollar  as  admittance  fee  into  the  Baptist  Orphanage  Asso- 
ciation. 

Your  committee  heartily  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  we  will  heartily  co-operate  in  the  maintenance  of  this  insti- 
tution.

Some  of  our  churches  have  no  Sunday  School 
at  all,  others  have  school  only  a  few  months  during  the  year,  while  in  many 
others  the  children  and  young  people  principally  compose  the  members  of  the 
school. 

In  considering  this  work,  these  thoughts  are  suggested  to  our  minds:  Is  the 
Bible  God's  book?  Is  it  the  Way  of  Life?  Are  we  to  be  judged  by  its  truths? 
We  look  for  but  one  answer.  Then  how  important  is  the  study  of  God's  word. 
A  general  diffusion  of  the  knowledge  of  God's  word  can  be  attended  only  with 
good.  Let  its  truths  be  engravened  upon  our  hearts,  let  them  be  the  prompt- 
ings of  our  thoughts  and  actions,  and  we  will  have  better  christians,  better  citi- 
zens, and  every  good  cause  will  find  a  hearty  response  in  the  hearts  of  all.

REPORT  ON  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

Your  committee  on  Development  of  the  Churches  have  met  with  the  same 
difficulty  in  arriving  at  correct  statistics  that  former  committees  have  had — that 
of  the  careless  making  out  of  many  of  the  letters  from  the  churches.  For  in- 
stance, the  clerks  report  a  gain  or  loss  in  membership  that  comparative  figures 
will  not  prove  correctly.  Either  the  letter  last  year  was  wrong  or  that  of  this 
year  is.  And  we  urge  upon  pastors,  clerks  and  members  that  hereafter  they 
see  to  it  that  the  letter  to  the  Association  be  prepared  with  great  care  and  read 
before  the  church  on  its  last  preaching  day  before  the  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  letter  should  show  every  dollar  of  contribution  to  all  objects,  and 
every  department  of  christian  work  in  which  the  church  is  engaged. 

We  suggest  that  hereafter  the  churches,  in  reporting  the  name  of  pastor  and 
clerk,  with  their  post  office,  give  those  that  are  to  serve  them  in  the  year  to 
come,  as  well  as  present,  if  any  change  has  occurred. 

The  following  items  are  reported  in  the  letters  :  Hepzibah  church  has  four 
Sunday  Schools.  Emmaus  asks  for  help,  and  reports  that  their  pastor  is  too 
feeble  in  health  to  serve  them.  Whitestone  conducts  a  Sunday  school  and 
prayer  meeting  at  Wakefield.  Live  Oak  is  represented  with  delegate  for  the 
first  time  in  several  years  ;  reports  a  revival  of  religion  and  a  Sunday  school. 
Green  Level  has  a  branch  Sunday  school.  Inwood  has  improved  the  interior 
of  its  house  of  worship.  Pleasant  Grove  has  a  prayer  meeting  in  connection 
with  its  Sunday  school.  Mt.  Zion  has  changed  its  location  and  propose  build- 
ing a  new  house  of  worship  near  Hayes'  Store.  Bethesda  has  ceiled  the  inside 
of  its  house.  Second  church,  Raleigh,  reports  two  Mission  Stations,  have  Sun- 
day schools  and  prayer  meetings.  Selma  church  has  added  an  infant  class  room 
and  otherwise  greatly  improved  its  house.   Shady  Grove  has  recovered  its  house. 

A  recapitulation  of  the  statistics  reported  in  the  letters,  is  as  follows  : 

Baptized,  238  ;  received  by  letter,  141  ;  restored,  24  ;  dismissed  by  letter, 
167  ;  excluded,  86;  died,  58  ;  gain,  183  ;  loss,  95  ;  present  membership,  4,063. 
Contributions  for  all  objects,  $7,810.76. 
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We  hope  the  brethren  will  examine  the  statistical  table  we  herewith  submit, 
and  read  it  to  their  churches  when  the  minutes  are  received,  in  order  that  each 
may  see  what  is  being  done.

Selma,  Johnston  County, 
October  19,  1886. 

The  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  assembled  in  its  eighty- 
first  annual  session  with  Selma  Baptist  Church,  Tuesday, 
October  19th,  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.

Wednesday,  October  20,  1886. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Maynard  conducted  the  religious  exercises  for 
half  an  hour,  after  which  the  Moderator,  Bro.  J.  C.  Scar- 
borough, called  the  Association  to  order. 
J         The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  corrected. 

Bro.  D.  McLeod  stated  that  the  letter  from  Samaria 
Church  not  having  arrived,  it  contained  an  invitation  to  this 
body  to  hold  its  next  annual  meeting  with  them. 

Invitation  again  extended  to  visiting  brethren,  and  ac- 
cepted by  Rev.  C.  A.  Jenkins  of  Oxford  Female  Seminary. 

Bro.  N,  B.  Broughton,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  his  report  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Seven  years  ago  we  undertook  the  work  of  supplying  the  gospel  to  the  desti- 
tute sections  of  our  own  Association.  As  we  entered  upon  it  few,  if  any  of  us, 
knew  the  extent.  Year  by  year  the  field  has  seemed  to  broaden,  and  to-day 
the  territory,  embracing  much  of  Johnston  and  Harnett  counties,  makes  a  great 
mission  field.  That  the  Lord  has  been  pleased  with  the  work  in  this  line,  the 
results  clearly  show.  The  reports  of  our  missionaries,  which  we  herewith  pre- 
sent, are  full  of  encouragement  and  urge  us  forward. 

To  the  Executive  Committee  Raleigh  Association  : 

Dear  Brethren  : — I  have  labored  go  days  in  mission  work,  preached  84 
sermons,  held  48  prayer  meetings,  baptized  24,  preached  in  meetings  with 
brethren  Creech.  Davis,  Jones,  Nowell  and  Rose,  in  which  there  were  7b  pro- 
fessions. I  helped  to  organize  a  church  at  Brown's  School  House  with  10 
members.  I  have  sold  $38  worth  of  books,  supplied  several  destitute  families 
with  the  Bible,  and  sold  a  number  of  copies,  besides  given  away  thousands  of 
pages  of  tracts  and  papers. 

On  the  field  there  are  three  Sunday  Schools  which  are  now  buying  their  own 
supplies,  one  at  Pine  Level,  conducted  by  Bro.  D.  H.  Graves  and  wife,  for 
which  they  are  trying  to  raise  funds  for  an  organ  ;  one  at  Live  Oak,  carried  on 
by  Bro.  J.  C.  Scarborough  and  wife,  and  Bro.  Don  Broadwell,  and  one  at 
Brown's  School  House  by  Bro.  Julius  Broadwell.  I  believe  these  earnest 
christian  workers  are  doing  a  great  work  for  the  Master. 

The  railroad  from  Wilson  to  Florence,  just  completed,  has  opened  up  a  new 
field  for  missionary  work,  and  there  are  several  points  that  should  be  looked 
■  t      after  immediately.  Respectfully,  J.   K.    Howell. 

\      Selma,  N.  C,  October  12. 

To  the  Executive  Com?nittee  Raleigh  Association  : 

Dear  Brethren  : — I  have  had  four  appointments  this  year,  as  follows  : 
Smithfield  two  Sundays,  morning  and  night,  and  one  Sunday  night  of  each 
month  ;  Princeton  one  Sunday,  Saunder's  school  house  one,  and  an  irregular 
afternoon  appointment  at  Johnston's  school  house. 

As  an  out  station  I  regard  the  Johnston  school  house  section  a  promising  field. 
In  addition  to  the  work  I  have  done,  Rev.  W.  C.  Nowell  has  been  preaching 
there  once  a  month.  From  this  field  we  have  added  three  members  to  the 
church  in  Smithfield  by  baptism.  I  am  still  encouraged  in  the  work  at  Saun- 
der's school  house.  Am  satisfied  that  much  advancement  has  been  made,  and 
that  our  hold  upon  the    community  is   growing  stronger    every  year.      From  a 
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series  of  meetings  conducted  there  the  past  summer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Pool,  assisted 
by  Rev.  W.  C.  Nowell,  we  received  into  our  church  in  Smithfield  seven  mem- 
bers by  baptism. 

I  commenced  a  meeting  there  a  few  weeks  ago  of  fine  promise,  but  was 
taken  sick  and  had  to  close  it.  Owing  to  the  exceedingly  hard  times  in  money 
matters  we  have  not  yet  built  a  house,  but  hope  this  maybe  done  before  a  great 
while. 

I  hardly  know  what  to  say  about  the  Princeton  mission.  It  would  hardly  be 
wise  to  give  it  up,  and  yet,  unless  we  can  get  a  house,  I  cannot  see  that  the 
outlook  will  justify  further  outlay  of  funds,  and  without  help  from  abroad  we 
cannot  build.  The  signs  have  been  somewhat  more  encouraging  there  this  year 
than  they  were  last  year. 

In  Smithfield  the  prospects  are  very  encouraging.  As  our  letter  shows, 
there  have  been  thirtysix  members  added  to  the  church  this  year,  twenty-three 
by  baptism  and  thirteen  by  letters.  Ten  of  those  baptised  were  from  the  out- 
stations. 

We  held  a  series  of  meetings  in  the  spring  that  I  regard  of  great  power.  It 
continued  four  weeks,  day  and  night,  and  some  fourteen  or  fifteen  persons 
were  converted.  Rev.  F.  M.  Jordan  was  with  us  two  weeks,  and  Revs.  W. 
C.  Nowell  and  J.  K.  Howell  were  with  us  most  of  the  time.  Since  that  time 
our  church  has  been  in  a  better  spiritual  condition  than  at  any  time  before 
since  I  have  been  on  the  field. 

Reviewing  the  work  done  in  the  three  years  I  have  been  on  the  field,  I  find 
that  fifty-three  members  have  been  added  to  the  church,  thirty-three  by  bap- 
tism and  twenty  by  letter,  and,  for  all  objects,  about  thirteen  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars  have  been  raised;  a  parsonage,  well  built  and  neatly 
finished,  has  been  erected,  and  that  the  church  that  was  doing  very  little  for  the 
Master,  has  taken  her  stand  among  the  best  churches  in  the  Association. 

For  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  on  the  work  we  feel  thankful.

Bro.  J.  R.  Jones  has  been  employed  for  the  whole  of  his  time,  and  Bro.  J.  K. 
Howell  for  one-fourth  of  his  time.  We  regret  to  report  to  you  the  fact  that  we 
are  indebted  to  these  brethren  $141.42  more  than  the  amount  in  our  treasurer's 
hands  and  that  sent  up  by  the  delegates  for  Associational  Missions  give  us. 
To  meet  this  debt  and  carry  on  the  work  for  the  next  year  we  must  increase 
our  contributions. 

As  you  notice,  both  our  missionaries  call  attention  to  points  opening  up  along 
the  line  of  the  new  railroad  from  Wilson,  N.  C.,  to  Florence,  S.  C.  Most  of 
this  route  is  in  our  bounds,  and  we  cannot  afford  to  neglect  the  responsibility. 
At  least  two  of  these  places  should  be  occupied  during  the  next  year. 

In  addition  to  the  needs  of  the  unoccupied  fields,  there  are  still  several  of  our 
churches  that  need  help  in  order  to  sustain  a  pastor  and  keep  up  their  work. 
Some  of  these  churches  are  very  promising,  and  will  come  back  to  us  with  the 
"  sixty-fold"  blessing  if  only  we  can  help  them  for  another  year. 

We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  work  of  Dr.  W.  A.  Nelson  at  Lillington, 
where  that  feeble,  struggling  band  was  so  much  encouraged  by  the  five  days 
given  them.  And  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Nowell  in  aiding  the  work  in  Johnston 
county;  and  of  Rev.  Duncan  McLeod  at  a  point  four  and  a  half  miles  west  of 
Raleigh  in  a  very  destitute  section.  He  held  a  meeting  of  four  days  at  which 
there  were  twelve  professions,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  a  church  will  be 
organized  there  at  an  early  day. 

Brethren,  the  work  is  before  us.  God  has  opened  it  up  and  commands  us  to 
to  go  in  and  possess.  If  we  shall  prove  recreant  to  the  trust  we  cannot  hope  to 
escape  His  displeasure.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.

Scarborough  and  H.  W.  Norris. 

The  brethren  were  requested  to  pledge  what  amounts  their 
churches  would  try  to  raise  for  Associational  Missions  dur- 
ing the  next  year.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  seventy-two  missionaries  under  appointment  by 
our  Board.  Many  of  these  were  chosen  and  recommended  by  Associational 
Committees  or  Boards,  and  in  such  cases  the  work  is  co-operative.  But  many 
appointments  have  been  made  and  the  obligations  met  only  by  our  State  Board. 
The  number  of  appointees  is  greater  than  ever  before,  while  the  work  done  has 
been  more  and  the  visible  results  greater.  A  larger  number  of  people  have 
professed  conversion  this  year  and  the  numbers  baptised  have  been  far  in  excess 
of  any  previous  year.  Several  new  churches  and  Sunday  schools  have  been 
organized,  and  a  number  of  new  meeting-houses  have  been  built.  From  all 
along  the  lines  the  news  is  most  cheering.     Let  us  press  on. 

The  other  Associations  have  all  increased  their  pledges,  and  most  of  them 
have  paid  more  than  they  pledged.  This  Association  cannot  afford  to  do  less, 
but  must  do  more  than  ever  before.  Brethren,  no  time  must  be  lost  in  this 
matter.

'  FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT,  i 

I.  The  Foreign  Mission  work  appeals  to  our  sympathies  :  for  the  heathen 
heart  has  sorrows  as  well  as  joys.  /  The  heathen  mother  puts  the  last  kiss  upon 
her  child's  lips  never  more  to  see  ils  face.  The  Christian  mother  kisses  her 
child  a  sweet  good-bye  to  meet  in  the  beautiful  morning — a  great  joy  in  the 
midst  of  the  greatest  sorrow. 

O  that  some  one  could  whisper  the  heavenly  message  to  that  mother. 
^2.   It    appeals    to   our   philanthropy./    Let  the  name  of  John  Howard  live 
through  all  time  for  liberating  the  prison  woi-ld  of  Europe,  but  that  one's  name 
shall  never  die  who  liberates  those  bound  by  the  galling  chains  of  the  wicked 
one. 

"  2>-  It  appeals  to  our  common  gratitude.,  The  difference  between  us — children 
of  God,  heirs  with  the  Lord  Jesus — and  those  in  heathen  lands, — who  are 
children  of  darkness,  doomed  to  eternal  ruin,  is  the  possession  of  the  gospel  of 
the  blessed  God. 

Gratitude  for  deliverance  from  the  prison-house  of  hell  urges  us  to  preach  tha 
gospel  to  others. 

4.  Experience  shows  this  work  to  be  a  grand  factor  in  developing  mission 
work  in  our  homes  and  communities. 

5.  Above  every  reason  that  can  be  given,  the  Redeemer,  the  Captain  of  our 
salvation  says  "  6"<?." 

>6.  Our  present  work  is  very  encouraging.  • 
Never  have  we  had  greater  reasons  for  praising  the  Lord  than  to-day  because 
every  nation  has  opened  its  doors  for  the  gospel.  Appeals  come  to  us  from 
dark  Africa,  with  its  millions,  from  China,  from  Italy,  Brazil,  Cuba  and  Mexico, 
"bring  the  message  of  salvation  to  us."  In  answer  to  these  cries  52 — only 
52  have  gone  from  us — to  preach  the  gospel  to  hundreds  of  millions. 
•  7.  Future  prospects.  The  hand  of  God  is  pointing  to  greater  efforts  on  our 
part.  We  see  it  in  the  fact  (1)  that  the  appeals  to  us  for  help  is  more  urgent 
than  at  any  time  in  our  history — "  Come  ere  my  child  die,"  and  (2)  God  is  call- 
ing indeed,  has  called  a  large  number  of  young  brethren  to  the  foreign  field, 
who  are  now  preparing  themselves  in  our  schools  and  colleges.  A  number  now 
at  Wake  Forest  say,  The  Lord  has  written  upon  their  hearts,  "  Go  in  person  to 
the  foreign  work." 

We  cannot  afford,  with  these  truths  before  us,  to  allow  our  annual  contribu- 
tions to  remain  the  same  as  in  past  years,  for  assuredly  the  Lord  is  calling  for  a 
larger  increase  in  our  contributions,  more  earnest  prayers  for  our  missionaries, 
and  for  those  bound  in  heathenish  darkness.

The  Association  at  7:30  o'clock,  after  singing,  the  Mod- 
erator being  absent,  was  called  to  order  by  Bro.  N.  B.  Brough- 
ton,  and  led  in  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  R.  Maynard. 

The  report  on  the  Baptist  Orphanage  being  the  special 
order  for  this  hour,  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  as  follows : 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  Association  was  organized  in  November,  1884.  Since 
that  time  306  acres  of  land  have  been  purchased  near  Thomasville,  and  four 
buildings  erected  thereon  furnishing  accommodation  for  forty-eight  orphans. 
Other  buildings  are  in  process  of  erection,  and  among  them  a  chapel  in  which 
the  children  may  learn  the  faith  and  practice  of  their  fathers.  Many  more 
orphans  are  now  appealing  for  help,  and  the  buildings  which  are  nearing  com- 
pletion will  soon  be  filled  with  these  helpless  ones.  They  must  be  clothed  and 
fed  and  those  who  teach  them  and  train  them  for  usefulness  must  be  paid  and 
supported  in  their  responsible  work.  To  meet  these  current  expenses  the 
churches  of  all  our  associations  are  called  upon  to  send  them  regular  and  liberal 
contributions.  And  to  secure  this,  we  recommend  the  churches  to  give  the  or- 
phanage a  place  on  their  list  of  the  objects  of  beneficience  to  which  they  make 
their  contributions. 

To  every  thinking  member  of  the  churches,  many  reasons  will  readily  occur 
why  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  every  other  State  should  have  their 
own  orphanage. 

1.  Our  Lord  in  his  word  has  clearly  committed  the  care  of  the  orphan,  the 
widows  and  other  poor  to  his  people.  And  by  the  proper  care  for  all  such  des- 
titute helpless  and  poor,  we  prove  the  genuineness  of  our  faith.  "What 
doth  it  profit,  my  brethren,  though  a  man  say  he  hath  faith,  and  have  not 
works  ?  can  faith  save  him  ?  If  a  brother  or  sister  be  naked,  and  destitute  of 
daily  food,  and  one  of  you  say  unto  them,  Depart  in  peace,  be  ye  warmed, 
&c,  &c." — James  ii:  14,  15,  16. 

;-By  this  work  we  show  our  religion  to  be  pure.      "  Pure  religion  and  undefiled 
before  God,"  &c,  &c. — James  i:  27. 

By  the  neglect  of  this  duty  we  show  a  want  of  true  love  to  God,  "  Whoso 
hath  this  world's  good  and  seeth  his  brother  have  need,  &c,  &c. 

2.  The  attention  and  care  necessary  for  the  comfort  and  proper  training  of 
the  destitute  children  of  our  deceased  brethren,  can  only  be  given  through  an 
orphanage  such  as  we  have  at  Thomasville. 

3.  By  the  faithful  discharge  of  our  duty  in  the  support  of  this  institution,  we 
shall  be  greatly  developed  as  Christians  and  as  churches,  and  our  influence  upon 
the  world  as  a  denomination  greatly  increased.  J     H.   Mills,

Rev.  C.  A.  Jenkins  read  the  following  report  on  Educa- 
tion : 

REPORT    ON  EDUCATION. 

The  interest  manifested  in  education  is  not  altogether  gratifying.  Many 
parents  fail  to  see  the  importance  of  collegiate  training  for  their  children,  and, 
hence,  are  permitting  them  to  enter  life  incapable  of  many  of  its  highest  trusts 
and  noblest  responsibilities.  The  subject  needs  greater  attention  than  it  has 
yet  received. 

We  rejoice,  however,  to  be  able  to  state  that  Wake  Forest  College,  the  child 
of  our  toils,  our  hopes,  our  love,  our  prayers,  has  opened  the  current  session 
with  some  1 80  students,  a  greater  number  than  ever  before  in  its  history  at  the 
opening  of  the  session. 

There  are  about  forty  young  men  preparing  to  preach  the  gospel,  about  thirty 
of  whom  are  asking  aid  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  is  in  need  of  funds,  and  should  receive  liberal  contributions  from 
the  churches  of  this  Association. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  we  have  flourishing  female  colleges  at  Shelby, 
Oxford,  Murfreesboro  and  Thomasville. 

In  the  bounds  of  our  own  Association  we  have  excellent  preparatory  schools 
at  Wakefield,  Holly  Spring  and  Clayton.

The  report  on  Home  Missions  was  read  by  Rev.  A.  D. 
Hunter,  as  follows  : 

HOME  MISSIONS. 
Forty  years  ago  the  Home  Mission  Board  made  its  first  report,  which  showed 
but  six  missionaries  then  in  the  field.  Then  the  Southern  States  contained 
seven  millions  of  people,  now  they  contain  twenty-two  millions.  The  work  to 
be  done  is  three-fold  greater  than  when  our  fathers  laid  the  foundations  of  this 
great  work. 

The  last  report  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  shows  that  this  Board  has  255 
missionaries  under  its  direction.  These  missionaries  have  649  preaching  places, 
and  have  preached  more  than  27,000  sermons  to  about  100,000  people.  These 
missionaries  baptised  3,812  people  and  received  by  letter  2,344,  showing  a  gain 
to  our  churches  through  them  and  the  Divine  blessings,  of  6,156. 

They  had  326  Sunday  schools  with  12,500  teachers  and  pupils.     These  mis- 
sionaries instituted  seventy  new  churches  and  built  forty-nine  houses  of  worship. 
That  Board  expended  in  church  building $25,000  and  in  mission  work  $69,500, 
making  a  total  of  $94,500.     This  left  its  treasury  overdrawn  by  $8,500. 

The  new  work  in  Cuba,  now  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  Board,  and  into 
which  our  Savior  has  led  us,  requires  an  outlay  of  $5,000  more.  The  work 
among  the  Indians  is  under  this  Board  also.  The  results  are  great,  and  the  call 
in  this  great  work  is  for  an  increase  of  laborers  and  means. 

This  Board  has  fourteen  men  in  Western  North  Carolina.  Surely  this  is  a 
great  work,  and  we  suggest  that  this  Association  try  to  raise  at  least  $200  for 
this  work.     Our  North  Carolina  Convention  is  asked  to  give  $5,000. 

Besides  the  fourteen  missionaries  in  our  State,  the  Board  has  others,  as  fol- 
lows: Alabama,  1;  Arkansas,  21;  Florida,  41;  Georgia,  5;  Indian  Territory,  20; 
Louisiana,  7;  Missouri,  2;  Texas,  162;  Washington  City,  1;  Virginia,  I — all  of 
which  does  not  include  the  new  work  now  so  prosperous  in  Cuba.

REPORT  ON  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

Your  committee  in  examining  the  letters  sent  up  from  the  churches  find  the 
following  special  items:  Weekly  prayer  meetings  are  held  in  the  following 
country  churches:  Ephesus,  Inwood,  New  Bethel,  Samaria  and  Swift  Creek. 
Hepzibah  has  five  branch  Sunday  schools,  but  has  gone  back  to  once  a  month 
preaching.  Cary,  Pleasant  Grove,  Good  Hope,  Green  Level,  Inwood,  John- 
ston Liberty,  Apex,  Holly  Springs,  Whitestone  churches,  and  Second  Church 
and  Fayetteville  Street  Church,   Raleigh,  all  report  active  Women's  Societies. 

Mt.  Zion  Church  has  changed  its  location,  and  has  a  new  house  nearly  com- 
pleted. They  ask  for  help.  Johnston  Liberty,  at  Clayton,  has  a  beautiful 
house  nearly  completed.     Lillington  and  Johnston  Liberty  are  without  pastors. 

The  gain  in  membership  of  the  Association  during  the  past  year  has  been  203, 

The  contributions  to  all  objects  show  a  slight  increase,  but  the  failure  of 
Church  Clerks  to  make  correct  showings  prevents  us  from  determining  any- 
thing definite  under  this  head,  and  your  committee  has  recommended  to  our 
Clerk  a  change  in  the  form  of  the  church  letter  blank,  which  we  hope  will 
correct  this  difficulty  in  future.  But  until  the  pastors  shall  see  to  it  that  th 
church  letters  are  prepared  and  read   before  the  church  conference  s,  and  b 
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them  verified  and  made  to  show  the  actual  work  of  the  church,  we  shall  never 
be  properly  reported  as  an  Association.

At  the  session  of  this  Association  held  at  Johnston  Liberty  in  1872,  the 
Report  on  Temperance  elicited  quite  an  animated  discussion.  The  following 
year,  at  Lillington,  the  body,  by  motion,  struck  from  the  list  the  Committee 
on  Temperance.  At  the  next  session,  held  with  this  church,  the  Committee  on 
Temperance  was  restored,  and  a  report,  taking  high  Christian  grounds  on  the 
subject,  was  passed  with  but  slight  opposition.  Since  this  time  it  has  been 
cause  for  congratulation  and  thanksgiving  to  God  that  the  brethren  have  been 
agreed  upon  this  question.  For  the  last  decade  evidences  of  improvement  have 
been  visible  at  every  step  of  our  onward  and  upward  march. 

Have  we  done  our  full  duty  in  staying  the  tide  of  intemperance?  Do  we 
fully  realize  our  individual  responsibility  to  God  and  our  fellow  man  for  allow- 
ing this  curse  to  afflict  our  land,  while  it  may  be  in  our  power  to  prevent  or 
stay  the  evil  ? 

These  are  present,  living  questions.  Are  we  prepared  to  answer  them  with 
a  clear  conscience  ?  If  not,  let  us  each  ask  the  Lord  to  reveal  to  him  his  indi- 
vidual responsibility,  and  to  impress  him  so  clearly  that  he  may  not  mistake 
his  obligation  to  God  and  the  duty  he  owes  to  the  church,  to  his  fellow  man  and 
to  himself — all  of  which  have  been  made  to  bleed  and  suffer  in  consequence  of 
the  evils  of  intemperance.

R.  T.  Gray,  of  the  Sandy  Creek  As- 
sociation :  J.  D.  Hufham,  of  Tar  River,  representing  the  Baptist  Orphan- 
age ;  W.  N.  Jones,  of  the  Central,  representing  the  Biblical  Recorder  ; 
and  C.  E.  Taylor,  of  the  Central,  representing  Wake  Forest  College. 

Rev.  J.  D.  Hufham  brought  a  message  of  love  from  Rev.  G.  J.  Dow- 
ell,  and  gave  a  verbal  report  of  his  work,  also  stating  he  was  personally 
responsible  for  $140.00  in  the  completion  of  a  church,  and  asked  the 
members  of  his  old  Association  to  help.     A  good  number  responded. 

Rev.  J.  D.  Hufham  offered  and  read  the  following 

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

This  institution  is  without  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  North  Carolina. 
A  furious  storm  of  opposition  raged  around  its  infant  head,  seeking  the 
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precious  life.  But  the  Lord  has  watched  over  it,  protecting  and  guiding  it. 
A  tract  of  land,  containing  300  acres,  has  been  purchased  and  all  but  five 
hundred  dollars  of  the  purchase  money  has  been  paid.  A  deed  has  been 
obtained  and  the  property  now  belongs  to  the  Baptists  of  the  State. 
As  a  location  for  such  an  institution  there  is  nothing  more  to  be  desired. 

Four  cottages,  each  of  them  having  accommodations  for  twenty-four 
children,  have  been  erected.  Seventy-six  children  are  now  there  and 
many  others  are  waiting  to  be  received.  These  children  are  from  the 
homes  of  our  brethren  and  sisters,  and  every  consideration  of  religion 
and  humanity  binds  us  to  care  for  them;  to  care  also  for  those  that  are 
seeking  admission. 

Some  additional  buildings  are  urgently  needed.  A  home  for  the  gen- 
eral manager  should  be  built  as  speedily  as  possible.  Additional  houses 
for  the  children  are  also  needed.  It  is  in  contemplation  to  build  a  home 
for  our  worn  out  preachers,  and  money  contributed  for  this  purpose  will 
be  worthily  bestowed.  One  of  these  brethren  who  has  worn  himself 
out  in  the  service  of  our  Lord,  is  already  there. 

An  orphanage  journal,  called  Charity  and  The  Children,  is  published 
weekly  at  one  dollar  a  year.  This  is  done  to  scatter  information  in 
reference  to  the  Orphanage  and  to  train  a  certain  number  of  boys  to  the 
use  of  type  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  earn  an  honest  living  when  they 
go  out  into  the  world. 

We  earnestly  commend  the  Orphanage  to  our  brethren  and  urge  the 
churches  to  make  at  least  one  collection  a  year  for  it.

*  REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS.  ' 

One  thousand  millions  of  people  are  to-day  groping  their  way  in  the 
darkness  of  heathenism.  Thirty  millions  of  these  are  dying  annually 
and  going  down,  as  we  believe,  into  everlasting  punishment.  Are  we 
doing  our  whole  duty  for  them,  in  rendering  the  little  obedience  to  the 
Lord's  command:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature,"  that  our  reports  show?  According  to  these/there  are 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  96,670  white  Baptists; 
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these  gave  last  year  to  Foreign  Missions  $5,794.97,  making  not  quite  six 
cents  per  member.  In  the  Raleigh  Association  there  are  4,385  members, 
and  they  gave  $310,  making  about  seven  cents  per  member. 

Now,  brethren,  in  view  of  the  vast  out-lying  wastes  to  be  built  up,  or 
the  hundreds  of  millions  of  immortal  souls  exposed  to  God's  wrath,  the 
blessings  of  G-od  upon  us  at  home,  and  the  opening  of  the  doors  of  these 
nations  to  us  by  his  hand,  these  figures  do  not  show  that  interest  in  the 
work  that  we  ought  to  feel.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  of  which 
we  are  a  part,  has  missionaries  in  Mexico,  Brazil,  Italy,  Africa  and 
China;  and  from  these  fields  calls  are  continually  coming  for  more 
laborers.  As  God  opens  the  way,  and  these  servants  see  the  fields 
whitening  for  the  harvest,  their  hearts  yearn  for  more  help.  Let  us 
send  them  help,  and  give  to  the  perishing  millions  of  the  earth  the 
bread  of  life.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

A  cultured  mind,  seconded  by  a  consecrated  heart,  is  the  most  effec- 
tive means  of  promoting  God's  kingdom  in  the  earth.  Education,  there- 
fore, mental  and  moral,  demands  the  hearty  support  of  our  people. 

We  note,  with  pleasure,  that  as  a  denomination  we  are  rising  to  some 
better  conception  of  our  duty  in  this  regard.  We,  as  a  denomination, 
ought  to  feel,  and  do  feel,  a  deep  interest  in  enlightening  the  minds  of 
the  people,  for  truth  is  intrenched  in  light. 

Baptist  men  and  women,  all  over  the  State,  are  devoting  their  best 
energies  in  building  up  schools,  primary  and  academic,  such  as  those  at 
Wakefield,  Clayton  and  Holly  Springs.  The  increased  prosperity  of 
Wake  Forest  tells  of  the  increase  in  educational  spirit,  as  well  as  of  its 
wise  management. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  is  still  working  in  the  line  of  its 
past  success.     Of  the  193  young  men  now  at  Wake  Forest  (the  largest 
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number  ever  present  at  the  fall  term),  there  are  40  young  men  preparing 
to  preach;  of  these  40,  25  are  receiving  the  benefits  of  this  Board.  .In 
no  field  has  the  seed  sown  produced  a  larger  or  better  harvest.  But  the 
Board  in  its  anxiety  to  do  good  in  this  way,  finds  they  are  expending 
beyond  the  receipts.     Are  we  doing  our  full  duty  in  this  matter? 

We  commend  to  our  people  wishing  to  educate  their  daughters,  the 
most  excellent  female  colleges  at  Oxford,  Thomasville,  Murfreesboro 
and  Shelby.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

In  North  Carolina  of  the  about  1,500,000  inhabitants,  not  exceeding 
455,000  are  fellow-citizens  with  us  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  even  by 
profession,  leaving  1,045,000  of  our  brothers  and  sisters  who  do  not  claim 
to  be  christians  of  any  denomination.  Will  our  fidelity  to  our  Master 
and  his  cause  and  our  love  for  the  souls  of  our  fellow-citizens  allow  us 
to  be  idle  or  even  stop  with  a  feeble  effort  to  free  them  from  the  bonds 
of  Satan  and  bring  them  to  our  Lord  and  our  Christ  ?  The  board  we 
have  placed  in  charge  of  State  Missions  is  trying,  through  missionaries 
employed  a  part  or  all  their  time,  to  occupy  the  destitute  places  of  the 
State  and  wins  soul  as  fast  as  possible  to  Christ;  but  the  means  put  into 
their  hands  is  not  equal  to  the  demand.  Calls  come  from  various  quar- 
ters throughout  the  State  for  help  to  support  the  preaching  of  the  gospel 
to  those  who  are  dead  to  a  sense  of  its  worth.  And  yet  there  are  many 
other  sections  from  which  there  comes  no  call  because  there  is  no  care 
for  such  things.  While  they  do  not  care  for  their  own  greatest  interest, 
God  cares  for  them,  and  shall  we  not  also  care  for  their  lost  estate?  Yes, 
we  will  more  earnestly  enter  into  service  of  our  Master  in  this  field  than 
in  the  past,  giving  more  largely  of  personal  labor,  contributions  and

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  members  of  the  Raleigh  Association  in  session  at  Morrisville : 

Dear  Brethren — Your  Executive  Committee  have  not  had  the  means 
at  their  command  during  the  past  year  to  do  the  mission  work  that 
needed  their  attention,  and  hence  have  had  only  one  missionary  under 
direct  employment.  Rev.  J.  K.  Howell  was  employed  for  one-fourth 
of  his  time,  and  he  reports  as  follows: 

"As  your  missionary,  I  have  labored  one-fourth  of  my  time  this  year. 
"With  only  12  weeks  for  work,  and  a  vast  territory  in  which  to  labor, 
and  nearly  all  the  ground  for  the  first  time  entered  by  the  missionary, 
great  results  cannot  be  shown  for  the  present.  Yet  the  gospel  has  been 
preached  at  nearly  all  the  places  on  the  railroad  from  Wilson  toFayette- 
ville;  two  Sunday  Schools  organized  and  lots  for  tv/o  churches  bargained 
for  and  several  hundred  dollars  subscribed  for  buildings.  If  this  work 
can  be  continued  and  pushed  forward  we  may  hope  for  good  results. 

Bro.  J.  R.  Jones  has  been  engaged  part  of  his  time  in  missionary  work 
in  our  bounds  under  the  employment  of  the  State  Mission  Board.  The 
organization  of  Sardis  church,  which  is  now  a  member  of  your  body,  is 
the  result  of  work  under  our  former  direction,  and  the  work  of  past  year. 

Your  Committee  have  regularly  prepared  the  programmes  of  the 
Union  Meetings  which  have  been  held,  and  the  most  of  these  meetings 
were  in  every  way  successful  and  profitable. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  time  has  come  when  the  work 
of  supplying  such  destitution  as  remains  in  our  bounds,  and  aiding 
weak  churches,  should  be  committed  to  the  State  Mission  Board,  and 
our  contributions  turned  into  their  treasury.  And  we  recommend  that 
this  action  be  taken  at  once. ;  We  believe  that  the  organization  of  the 
Executive  Committee  should  be  kept  up  as  advisory  counsel  in  directing 
the  mission  work  in  our  bounds,  and  in  providing  for  Union  and  other 
special  meetings  to  be  held  during  the  year.

EEPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Your  committee  is  glad  to  report  that,  from  the  reading  of  the  letters, 
most  of  our  churches  have  Sunday  Schools  in  successful  operation.  A 
majority  of  them  being  kept  open  through  the  entire  year.  Notwith- 
standing the  present  progress  of  this  work,  we  feel  that  its  importance 
needs  to  be  constantly  urged  upon  the  minds  of  our  people.  It  is  im- 
possible to  estimate  the  good  done  through  this  instrumentality.  It 
opens  a  field  for  usefulness  and  development  to  every  christian  man  or 
woman. 

The  effectiveness  of  its  work  is  manifest  in  the  spiritual  growth  of 
those  churches  that  have  Sunday  Schools  in  steady  operation  and  by 
the  spiritual  depression  of  those  churches  and  denominations  that  fail 
to  engage  in  it.  Go  work,  is  the  divine  commission,  and  to  our  minds 
there  is  not  a  more  inviting  field  open  to  the  christian  for  its  fulfillment 
than  the  Sunday  School.  Facilities  for' work  in  this  direction  are  far 
superior,  in  this,  to  any  other  age  of  the  world's  history,  affording 
through  the  various  lesson  helps,  to  thousands,  a  theological  discussion 
of  at  least  fifty  Bible  subjects  per  annum. 

We  heartily  commend  the  effort  of  the  S.  S.  Board  in  trying  to  estab- 
lish a  Baptist  Sunday  School  in  every  community  in  the  State.

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  notice  the  gradual  improvement  in  the 
work  of  the  churches  of  this  Association,  and  in  the  comfortableness  of 
the  houses  of  worship.     In  the  letters  we  find  mention  of  the  following: 

Smithfielcl  has  paid  off  all  the  indebtedness  on  its  parsonage.  Pine 
Level  has  taken  on  new  life,  a  Sunday  School  is  conducted  every  Sab- 
bath, and  through  its  work  an  organ  has  been  purchased.  Ephesus  has 
renewed  life  and  strength  and  now  has  a  prayer-meeting  every  Sunday 
night  and  also  one  of  the  best  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Association.  Gary 
has  painted  its  house,  and  has  an  active  Ladies'  Missionary  Society. 
Green  Level  holds  a  prayer-meeting  twice  a  month,  a  nourishing  Sunday 
School  and  Ladies'  Missionary  Society.  Good  Hope  is  struggling  to 
make  its  house  comfortable.  Swift  Creek  has  a  good  Sunday  School 
and  an  interesting  Young  Men's  and  Church  Prayer-meeting,  lit.  Zion 
has  completed  its  house,  but  there  is  a  debt  of  about  $50  upon  them,  and 
they  ask  us  to  help  them.  The  Ladies'  Mission  Society  of  Lnivood 
church  is  one  of  its  most  efficient  forces.  Reedy  Creek  has  been  spe- 
cially revived.  The  Tabernacle  church  in  Raleigh  reports  very  thorough 
organization  and  active  work.  Apex  has  an  excellent  Ladies'  Society. 
Lillington  has  been  greatly  revived,  their  house  has  been  improved,  their 
membership  increased  and  an  active  Sunday  School  is  regularly  con- 
ducted. They  are  without  a  pastor  at  present  and  are  very  anxious 
about  the  matter. 

Again  we  call  attention  to  the  careless  way  in  which  many  of  the 
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churches  prepare  their  letters  to  the  Association,  especially  in  the  figures 
they  make.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  give  you  proper  statistics  with 
such  imperfect  letters.

Rev.  A.  D.  Hunter  submitted  and  read  the  following 
REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Forty-one  years  ago,  the  Home  Mission  Board  made  its  first  report, 
which  showed  but  six  missionaries  in  the  held.  Then  the  Southern 
States  contained  seven  millions  of  people,  now  they  contain  more  than 
twenty -two  millions.  That  which  needs  to  be  done  is  more  than  three- 
fold greater  than  when  our  fathers  laid  the  foundations  of  this  great 
work. 

The  last  report  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  made  to  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  in  May  of  this  year,  shows  that  the  Board  has  under  its 
direction  251  missionaries.  These  preached  at  822  churches  and  stations, 
and  of  those  who  professed  faith  in  Christ,  they  baptized  3,923,  and 
received  by  letter  2,319  into  the  mission  churches,  showing  a  total  addi- 
tion of  6,242. 

These  "missionaries  report  318  Sunday  Schools,  with  13,031  teachers 
and  pupils.  They  tell  us,  also,  that  119  new  churches  were  organized 
during  the  last  Conventional  year,  and  that  62  new  meeting  houses  were 
built. 

The  treasurers  report  shows  that  $122,097.20  have  been  expended  in 
mission  work  proper,  and  in  aiding  to  build  houses  in  weak  places. 
This,  brethren,  shows  a  great  work. 

Thirteen  of  the  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  missionaries  are  laboring 
in  Western  North  Carolina,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  in  Texas, 
which  has  eighty-seven  counties  without  a  Baptist  church — covering  a 
territory  as  large  as  North  Carolina,  Virginia  and  Kentucky.  Texas  has 
a  western  frontier  of  1,500  miles  with  no  Baptist  church. 

The  wonderful  work  in  Cuba  is  under  this  Board  also.  Bro.  Diag 
reports  168  baptized  during  the  quarter  ending  April  1st.  In  January, 
1886,  a  church  was  organized  in  Havana  which  numbered  301  first  of 
last  April,  and  two  other  churches  had  been  organized.  The  whole 
Island  of  Cuba  is  open  to  the  gospel  as  we,  as  Baptists  preach  it.  Let 
us  do  even  more  for  this  great  work.  A.  D.  Hunter,

Female  Seminary,  was  welcomed  to  a  seat  with  us  ;  also  Rev.  E.  Pope, 
of  Brooklyn  Methodist  Church,  Raleigh,  was  welcomed. 

A  petitionary  letter  from  Hollywood  gaptist  Church,  Wilson's  Mills, 
Johnston  Co. ,  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  "Rev.  S.  H?  Thompson,  riTwas 
referred  to  a  committee  of  three.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

The  'work  of  charity  as  a  christian  duty  is  plainly  taught  in  many 
parts  of  the  Bible.  Deut.  15  :  11,  tells  us  :  "  The  poor  shall  never  cease 
out  of  the  land  ;  therefore  I  command  thee,  saying,  thou  shalt  open 
thine  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother,  to  thy  poor,  and  to  thy  needv  in  thy 
land." 

James  1 :  27,  tells  us  :  "  Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  the 
Father  is  this,  to  visit  the  fatherless  and  the  widows  in  their  affliction, 
and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world." 

These  and  many  other  passages  plainly  teach  us  our  duty. 

Our  orphan  work  takes  its  place  along  with  other  great  interests  before 
us.  This  work  has  been  in  progress  nearly  three  years  ;  several  build- 
ings have  been  erected  and  more  are  badly  needed ;  ninety-three  children 
are  now  being  clothed,  fed,  taught  and  learned  to  work. 

We  heartily  commend  "Charity  and  Children,'"  our  orphan  paper.

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  read  the  following 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Ten  years  ago  the  Board  had  under  its  appointment  five  Missionaries, 
and  this  year  87  Missionaries  and  13  Colporters — 100  in  all — a  gain  of  82 
Missionaries,  13  Colporters,  12  Associations,  and,  perhaps, not  less  than 
50,000  members  in  the  bounds  of  our  Convention  in  ten  years. 

The  territory  occupied  by  some  of  these  new  Associations  was,  ten 
years  ago,  almost  entirely  mission  ground.  Ten  years  ago,  too,  the  Col- 
lege was  not  endowed,  we  had  no  Baptist  Orphanage,  and  we  had  only 
two  representatives  of  our  churches  in  heathen  lands,  but  now  in  all  the 
South  there  is  not,  perhaps,  a  College  equal  to  Wake  Forest,  and  every 
Baptist  in  the  State  ought  to  rejoice  as  he  thinks  of  our  Orphanage  at 
Thomasville,  and  before  the  end  of  this  year  (D.  V.)  we  will  have  18 
representatives  of  our  churches  in  heathen  lands.  It  is  the  spirit  of 
missions — of  Christ — State  Missions  as  the  base — that  has,  under  God, 
given  us  this  growth. 

The  appropriation  by  the  Board  this  year  to  the  87  missionaries,  to  say 
nothing  of  any  expenses,  have  been  ?tl6,464.  Of  this  amount  $575.00  are 
appropriated  to  mission  work  in  this  Association.  In  addition  to  aiding 
missionaries,  the  Board  has  kept  a  Colporter  employed  and  at  work  in 
our  bounds  during  the  most  of  this  year. 

To  meet  the  demands  of  the  Board  this  year,  will  require  the  very 
best  effort  of  ail  our  Associations,  and  if  we  fail  to  meet  our  duty  and 
pledges,  the  burden  must  fall  on  the  men  who  have  done  their  work 
through  privations  and  trials  unknown  to  most  men,  and  who  stand  in 
need  of  every  dollar  of  the  small  amount  promised  them.  The  State 
Mission  Board  made  its  appropriations  on  the  promises  of  the  Associa- 
tions and  we  must  not  fail  behind. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  the  mission  work  in  the  bounds  of  the 
Raleigh  Association  is  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board,  and  as 
we  help  them  they  will  be  able  to  continue  to  extend  its  operations  in 
our  bounds. 

May  the  Lord  open  our  hearts  and  enlarge  our  desires  for  the  spread 
of  His  truth  in  the  destitute  portions  of  our  State  and  the  world.

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Resolved,  That  we  withdraw  our  resolution  of  non-fellowship  with 
said  sister  Association.

Education,  in  its  broadesfrand  truest  meaning,  embraces  the  intellec- 
tual and  moral  training  of  the  people,  and  is  second  in  importance  only 
-to  the  matter  of  individual  salvation. 

True  education  is  the  friend  of  religion  and  should  be  fostered  by  every 
christian  denomination  throughout  the  land. 

Parents  are  in  duty  bound  to  provide  their  children  with  every  possi- 
ble facility  for  the  highest  development  of  the  powers — physical,  intel- 
lectual and  moral,  with  which  God  has  endowed  them. 

We  are  rejoiced  to  know  that  the  Baptists  are  not  behind  any  of  the 
great  religious  bodies  of  this  country  in  the  provision  made  for  the  edu- 
cation of  our  young  people  under  christian  influences.  Wake  Forest 
College,  with  an  endowment  of  nearly  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  is 
constantly  increasing  her  facilities  for  the  most  effective  work  in  the 
education  of  our  young  men.  The  number  of  students  in  attendance  at 
Wake  Forest  is  larger  than  at  any  time  in  its'  history — amounting  to  two 
hundred  now  present.  The  number  of  students  preparing  for  the 
ministry  is  about  40 — 82  of  whom  are  dependent  upon  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  Education  for  all  or  a  part  of  their  support. 

Your  committee  also  make  mention  of  the  schools  for  the  education 
of  females  at  Thomasville.  Oxford,  Shelby  and  Murfreesboro,  in  our 


State,  and  heartily  recommend  them  to  our 
worthy  of  their  confidence  and  patronage.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS, 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  thirty-six  of  the  forty-five  churches  have 
Sunday  Schools,  many  of  which  are  held  every  Sabbath  in  the  year.  In 
these  schools  are  enrolled  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-nine 
scholars  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  officers  and  teachers.  Some 
of  the  churches  report  no  schools,  we  are  sorry  to  say. 
Your  committee  desire  to  emphasize  the  following  facts  : 
1st.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  church  to  sustain  a  Sunday  School  at  least 
apart  of  the  year.  No  other  department  of  the  church's  work  is  more 
prolific  of  rich  results  than  this. 

2d.  More  of  our  people  ought  to  be  engaged  in  the  work.  It  is  a  work 
not  only  for  the  children,  but  for  all.  No  member  of  the  church  can 
afford  to  be  out  of  the  Sunday  School. 

3d.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  sustain  the  Sunday  School  Board 
and  place  funds  in  its  hands  to  establish  schools  in  the  destitute  places.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Your  committee  beg  to  report  that  never  in  the,  history  of  this  Board 
have  we  had  such  evidences  of  divine  approval  as  during  the  past  year. 
Especially  is  this  true  of  the  work  in  Texas,  Louisiana,  and  the  Island 
of  Cuba.  We  are  constrained  to  say,  bless  the  Lord  for  attending  the 
efforts  of  his  servants  with  such  glorious  success. 

This  Board  is  evidently  a  necessity.  It  is  the  4-  Home  Guard'''  of  our 
Southern  States  and  Territories.  While  we  are  fighting  for  the  Master 
in  foreign  fields,  the  ene  ny  of  souls  is  steadily  but  surely  making  inroads 
to  our  homes  and  firesides,  to  destroy  our  God-given  institutions  and 
bind  our  children  and  our  children's  children  in  fetters  of  ignorance  and 
superstition.  There  are  some  facts  that  are  significant:  (1.)  Statistics 
show  that  over  100,000  people  go  to  Texas  annually  to  find  homes, 
thousands  and  thousands  to  Louisiana  and  Florida,  while  not  a  State  in 
the  South  is  clear  of  this  mass  of  humanity.  (2.)  Almost  every  nation, 
tongue,  and  religion  and  irreligion  on  the  globe  is  represented  by  this 
mass  of  humanity.  (3.)  They  do  not  unite  with  us  except  in  this,  that 
they  join  with  us  in  the  worship  of  our  idol-money. 

Its  necessity  is  seen  in  this  fact  also,  that  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
our  own  people  are  dying  without  the  gospel,  and  this  is  the  only  Board 
that  sends  them  the  gospel.  "Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so 
fulfil  the  law  of  Christ,"  is  truly  applicable  ,to  our  States.  North  Caro- 
lina contributed  to  this  Board  last  year  $1,803,  and  received  the  services 
of  18  missionaries  of  this  Board.  Texas  has  125  missionaries  of  this 
Board.  And  other  States,  after  doing  all  they  can  with  their  State 
Boards,  are  thus  dependent  upon  the  Home  Board  for  help.  This  Board 
employed  last  year  287  missionaries  who  baptized  over  4,000  souls. 

The  most  wonderful  mission  of  these  years  is  that  of  Cuba.  Ten  years 
ago  it  was  begun  by  this  Board,  and  now  there  are  1,100  converts  with 
17  ministers.  The  walls  of  Catholicism  are  crumbling  to  dust  under  the 
influence  of  the  gospel  preached  by  Bro.  Diaz  and  others. 
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Your  Committee  beg  that  this  Association  make  greater  efforts  for  the 
support  of  this  Board  in  all  the  years  before  us,  and  that  the  same  men 
and  women  of  our  churches  represent  this  Board  next  year.

Kinney's  Creek  has  had  a  special  awakening  and  have  made  much 
needed  improvements  to  the  comfort  of  their  house. 

Gamer  church  is  struggling  to  complete  their  house  of  worship.  They 
deserve  and  need  help.  Let  every  church  raise  a  collection  and  send 
them  before  Christmas.  Mt.  Zion  and  Bethlehem  have  also  asked  for 
aid.  Suppose  a  collection  be  made  in  all  our  churches  and  equally 
divided. 

The  Baptist  Tabernacle  at  Raleigh  reports  a  very  active  and  helpful 
organization  known  as  Young  Men's  Missionary  Union. 

Johnston  Liberty  has  been  without  a  pastor  since  January  last  and  as 
a  consequence  reports  very  little  work  outside  of  Ladies'  Aid  Society, 
through  whose  noble  efforts  the  inside  finish  of  their  beautiful  new 
church  was  secured. 

Reedy  Creek  reports^  in  revived  and  working  condition,  with  prayer 
meeting  held  weekly. 

Green  Level  reports  good  revival,  flourishing  Sunday  School  and  semi- 
monthly prayer  meeting. 

Morrisville  church  seems  thoroughly  awakened,  and  are  undertaking 
noble  things  for  the  Lord. 
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Garter's  Chapel  has  made  good  progress.  They  were  greatly  encour- 
aged and  helped  by  a  session  of  the  Eastern  Union  held  with  them. 

Whitestone  very  kindly  invites  us  to  meet  with  them  in  our  next  ses- 
sion. 

Corinth  has  a  pastor  now  and  is  taking  on  new  life.  They  are  in  the 
midst  of  revival  at  this  time. 

Live  Oak  has  also  taken  on  new  life  and  is  moving  up  nobly. 

Cary  church  seems  to  be  in  a  very  active  state  and  mentions  specially 
their  Ladies'  Missionary  Society. 

„    Hollywood  Baptist  church,  the  new  organization  at  Wilson's  Mills, 
takes  its  place  with  us.     Let  us  pray  for  the  new  branch. 

Shady  Grove  seems  to  have  dropped  back  in  its  work  and  reports  no 
conversions  and  very  meagre  contributions  to  the  various  objects. 

Apex  church  has  enjoyed  fresh  life  during  the  past  year  and  reports 
developments  all  along  the  line. 

The  reports  show  that  there  were  253  baptisms  during  the  past  year 
into  the  fellowship  of  the  churches.

The  work  committed  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention,  located  in  Atlanta,  Ga. ,  is  a  great  one;  its  importance 
cannot  be  overestimated.  Upon  this  Board  is  laid  the  work  of  supply- 
ing the  destitute  portions  of  the  whole  South  and  the  island  of  Cuba 
with  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  these  Southern  States  alone  there 
are  thousands  of  pouIs  in  the  darkness  of  ignorance  about  Christ  and 
His  word.  The  Home  Board  is  rapidly  supplying  this  destitution,  while 
they  are  pushing  the  work  in  Cuba  and  among  the  Indians  with  great 
success.  This  Board  has  in  all  328  missionaries  at  work  this  year — an 
increase  of  45  over  any  previous  year.  The  number  of  baptisms  have 
been  4,837,  and  the  number  of  churches  organized  during  the  year  is 
328.  They  have  organized  343  Sunday-schools,  distributed  850,000 
pages  of  tracts  and  5,000  Bibles  and  Testaments.  In  Cuba,  the  island 
so  completely  under  Catholic  domination  and  oppression,  the  work  done 
by  our  Home  Board  has  been  most  astonishing  and  gratifying.  Begin- 
ning there,  after  other  denominations  had  tried  and  all  failed,  the  success 
that  has  attended  our  efforts  there  should  be  written  in  starlight.  The 
work  of  Diaz  and  his  co-laborers  is  attracting  the  eyes  of  all  nations. 
This  land,  until  lately  completely  under  the  baneful  influence  of  Catho- 
lic priests,  is  about  to  be  rescued  from  their  grasp  and  liberated  by  the 
gospel  of  Christ.  Missions  in  all  lands  deserve  and  should  receive  our 
hearty  co-operation  and  help,  and  your  committee  feel  that  surely  no 
field  has  stronger  claims  upon  this  Association  than  that  in  which  our 
Home  Board  is  operating.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

Charity,  as  we  generally  understand  it,  means  love  put  into  lively  exer- 
cise in  good  works  for  the  relief  of  those  in  need.  Christians,  properly 
informed  as  to  their  duties  as  taught  in  the  Scriptures,  are  ready  with 
every  good  word  and  work  to  exercise  this  charity  towards  needy 
humanity.  It  is  a  good  work  to  aid  the  middle-aged  and  the  old  who 
are  needing  aid.     It  is  a  better  work  to  aid  the  children  with  such  help 
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and  training  as  we  are  giving  the  children  at  the  Baptist  Orphanage  at 
Thomasville,  North  Carolina.  We  cannot  reasonably  expect  much 
change  in  the  lives  and  habits  of  men  and  women  who  may  need  help. 
Their  habits  are  fixed,  and  their  life-work,  whatever  it  may  have  been, 
has  been  done.  Our  aid,  at  best,  eases  them  down  to  the  grave.  This, 
we  say,  is  a  good  work;  is  Christ's  work. 

To  take  children  without  means,  and  without  fathers  and  mothers,  to 
feed  and  clothe  and  train  them,  and  give  them  a  home  with  good  influ- 
ences, and  train  their  minds  to  habits  of  reading  and  to  the  power  of 
thinking  along  right  lines,  and  shape  their  characters  in  proper  moulds 
by  giving  them  Christian  training,  in  a  Christian  school  by  Christian 
teachers;  and  then  to  train  them  to  habits  of  industry  by  giving  them 
work,  and  requiring  them  to  do  it  carefully,  diligently  and  well — this, 
we  say,  is  a  better  work,  and  is  Christ's  work.  This  work  sends  these 
boys  and  girls  out  into  life's  great  field  of  labor  trained  to  love  humanity 
and  with  hearts  set  on  fire  with  love  to  God  and  to  humanity.  Their 
life-work  lies  out  before  them,  and  our  contributions  will  work,  through 
them,  after  we  shall  have  been  called  away.  "We  now  have  110  orphan 
children  in  our  Orphanage.  These  are  to  be  clothed  and  fed  and  trained 
for  usefulness.  This  work  appeals  to  us  as  Christ's  people  for  our  active 
aid,  for  it  is  Christ's  work,  and  Christ's  work  is  our  work. 

We  publish  a  paper  in  the  interest  of  the  Orphanage,  known  as 
Charity  and  Children.  It  is  published  weekly,  at  the  Orphanage,  and 
is  sent  to  subscribers  for  $1  per  year.  It  is  a  good  paper,  published  for 
a  good  cause,  and  we  heartily  commend  it  to  our  brethren  and  sisters. 
To  aid  the  paper  is  to  aid  the  Orphanage. 

"We  close  this  report  with  an  earnest  recommendation  to  the  churches 
of  this  Association  to  send  liberal  contributions  regularly  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Orphanage,  Bro.  J.  W.  Oliver,  at  Thomasville,  N.  C,  for  this 
work.

There  are  in  all  Pagan  lands  more  than  one  thousand  millions  of 
human  souls;  they  are  in  the  night  of  spiritual  darkness;  millions  of 
these  are  dying  annually,  and  going,  as  we  believe,  down  to  perdition. 
To  us  God  has  given  the  lamp  of  life,  and  bids  us  bear  it  to  every  crea- 
ture. Shall  we  not  hear  the  voice  of  God,  trust  in  His  mighty  power, 
and  obey  the  marching  orders?  In  the  past  our  forefathers  attempted 
great  things  for  God  and  expected  great  things  from  Him.  God  has  hon- 
ored their  faith  and  zeal,  and  so  He  will  continue  to  do.  He  is  raising  up 
the  men  and  opening  up  the  fields;  His  men  are  becoming  more  and 
more  consecrated.  A  few  years  ago  China  was  shut  off  from  all  the 
world,  and  had  but  one  port  open — Canton.  God  has  opened  the  way 
now  so  there  are  at  least  twenty-five — one  in  the  very  heart  of  the 
Empire.

Rev.  John  Mitchell,  from  Wake  Forest  College,  representing  the  Board 
of  Education,  was  welcomed  to  a  seat  with  us. 

The  report  on  State  Missions,  being  the  special  order  for  this  hour,  on 
motion,  was  postponed  for  awhile. 

The  report  on  Periodicals  was  read  by  Dr.  J.  B.  H.  Knight,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Periodicals,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following: 
Whereas,  We  believe  the  cause  of  Christ,  in  many  sections,  is  lan- 
guishing for  want  of  interest,  the  lack  of  interest  arising  from  want  of 
information;  we  believe  that  if  our  brethren  and  sisters  were  properly 
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enlightened  on  the  status  of  missions,  etc.,  they  would  be  aroused  from 
the  present  state  of  lethargy  to  which  many  of  them  have  relapsed,  and 
soon  be  found  in  the  army  of  workers  for  the  Lord. 

Again,  more  effective  work  can  be  obtained  by  united  work;  and  in 
order  that  we  may  work  together,  there  must  be  some  means  of  com- 
munication— one  general  source  of  information.  Hence  arises  the  neces- 
sity of  some  circulating  medium  among  us,  which  should  be  freely  read 
by  all.  This  medium  we  have  in  the  Biblical  Recorder,  which  we  com- 
mend to  you  as  fulnHing  the  purposes  aforementioned.  An  organ  we 
must  have,  for  without  it  complete  organization  cannot  exist.  In  order 
to  do  effective  work,  we  must  have  organized  work.  The  Recorder,  we 
think,  tills  the  bill  nicely,  hence  we  should  all  leel  an  interest  in  this 
our  organ,  and  rally  to  its  support.  We  hope  the  pastors  and  deacons 
of  our  churches  will,  in  the  future,  take  a  more  lively  interest  in  the 
circulating  of  this  paper  among  their  flocks.  Their  work  will  be  easier 
and  more  effective  when  their  members  have  become  readers  of  the 
Recorder.  We  hope  to  see  the  day  soon  come  when  the  Recorder  is  read 
by  not  only  every  Baptist  in  the  Raleigh  Association,  but  by  every  Bap- 
tist in  North  Carolina. 

Organized  work  is  not  only  more  effective  in  churches,  but  also  in 
Sunday-schools.  For  that  reason  we  believe  the  Sunday-school  literature 
disseminated  among  us  at  the  present  day  is  doing  a  good  work. 

We  would  especially  commend  to  you  the  literature  published  by  the 
Home  Mission  Board  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Kind  Words,  The  Baptist  Teacher, 
quarterlies,  leaflets  and  lesson  cards.  These  are  all  good,  and  in  pat- 
ronizing them  we  are  helping  a  good  cause — Home  Missions.

H.  W.  Norris,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  pioneer  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  were  imbued  with  a  missionary 
spirit,  and  labored  to  make  known  our  faith  and  plant  evangelical 
churches  throughout  the  State.  Those  efforts  were  continued  with 
more  or  less  success,  until,  twelve  years  ago,  our  brethren  awoke  to  see 
the  importance  of  State  Missions  as  they  seemed  not  to  have  seen  it 
before.  It  was  then  that  the  work  was  given  systematic  form,  received 
new  impulses  and  began  to  realize  the  grand  results  that  have  followed. 
The  first  year,  from  November,  1877,  to  November,  1878,  our  Board  had 
employed  five  missionaries  only,  and  five  weie  reported  as  associational 
missionaries,  with  $1,650.20  contributions.  From  that  time  the  annual 
contributions  of  the  churches  of  the  State  to  this  department  of  our 
work  have  increased,  and  the  number  of  missionaries  correspondingly 
increased  to  ninety-three  at  the  present  time. 

Baptist  missionaries  have  been  sent  to  many  of  the  destitute  points 
of  the  State,  and  God  has  blessed  their  labors;  scores  of  weak  churches 
have  been  strengthened  and  new  ones  organized;  thousands  of  souls 
have  been  converted  and  God's  kingdom  greatly  extended.  But,  as  the 
work  has  thus  advanced,  we  have  only  reached  the  summit  from  which 
we  can  better  view  the  sections  of  destitution  that  exist  within  our 
bounds.  They  are  many  in  number  and  vast  in  extent,  and  our  contri- 
butions, labors  and  prayers  are  yet  in  demand.

REPORT  ON  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

Your  committee  feel  that  it  is  important  to  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion that  attention  should  be  called,  to  the  reports  of  many  of  our 
churches  in  the  matter  of  contributions,  and  we  submit,  therefore,  as 
follows: 

The  following  contributed  nothing  to  State  Missions:  White  Oak,  Mt. 
Zion,  Bethlehem.  Carter's  Chapel,  Emmaus,  Antioch,  Leesville,  Corinth, 
Collins'  Grove,  Green  Level. 

The  following  churches  did  not  contribute  to  Foreign  or  Home  Mis- 
sions, Educalion  or  the  Orphanage:  Swift  Creek,  Reedy  Creek,  Pine 
Level,  Hollywood,  Baptist  Centre,  Clyde's  Chapel,  Carter's  Chapel,  and 
Mt.  Zion. 

The  following  is  the  sum  total  of  the  contributions  for  the  churches 
stated:  Swift  Creek,  $7.50;  Salem,  $15.13;  Reedy  Creek,  $5;  Bethany, 
$2.90;  Baptist  Centre,  $4.65;  Antioch,  $7.38:  Leesville,  $2;  Hepzibah, 
$15.71;  White  Oak,  96  cents:  Live  Oak,  $1.60;  Corinth.  $1.93;  Collins' 
Grove,  $4.65. 

These  glaring  facts  should  cause  us  to  seriously  consider  the  adoption 
of  some  measure  by  which  the  churches  are,  year  after  year,  fall- 
ing behind  in  their  obligations  to  spread  the  gospel,  for.  if  we  claim 
to  be  Missionary  Baptists,  we  should  prove  the  same  by  our  fruits. 
Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Association  should  not  hold  in 
fellowship  churches  that  are  not  in  accord  with  our  organization  and 
work. 

In  the  letters  from  the  churches,  we  notice  the  following  items  of 
special  interest: 

Clyde's  Chapel,  organized  during  the  past  year,  have  built  for  them- 
selves a  comfortable  house,  but  need  and  deserve  help  to  finish  paying 
for  the  same. 
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Whitestone  has  two  Sunday-schools. 

Garner  is  struggling  to  complete  their  house,  and  solicits  help. 

Baptist  Centre  is  arranging  to  repair  their  house  of  worship. 

Apex  reports  special  activity  in  all  their  work. 

Carter's  Chapel  ha*  a  new  house  of  worship,  but  it  is  not  paid  for,  and 
they  ask  for  our  help. 

Hepzihah  lias  four  Sunday-schools  in  its  bounds. 

Johnston  Liberty  reports  good  progress.  Their  Sunday-school  has 
done  a  grand  work  during  the  past  year. 

Smithfield  has  an  active  :md  efficient  society  among  the  children  called 
the  Sunbeams,  which  has  done  a  good  work. 

Two  new  churches— Clyde's  Chapel  and  Princeton — unite  with  us  at 
this  session. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  257  baptisms  reported  from  the 
churches  in  our  bounds — an  average  of  over  five  to  the  church.

At  11  A.  M.  Rev.  O.  C.  Horton  preached  the  Missionary  Sermon  in  the 
church,  from  Rev.  3:2 — "  Be  watchful,  and  strengthen  the  things  which 
remain." 

Rev.  E.  G.  Beckwith  preached  at  the  lodge-room  at  the  same  hour. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  RALEIGH  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATION. 


From  a  long  series  of  experience,  we,  the  Churches  of  Jesus  Christ,  being 
regularly  baptized  upon  the  profession  of  our  faith  in  Christ,  are  convinced  of 
the  necessity  of  a  combination  of  churches,  in  order  to  perpetuate  a  union  and 
communion  amongst  us,  and  preserve  and  maintain  a  correspondence  with  each 
other  in  our  union.  We,  therefore,  propose  to  maintain  and  keep  the  orders 
and  rules  of  an  Association  according  to  the  following  plan  or  form  of  govern- 
ment: 

Article  i.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  ordained  ministers 
having  membership  with  the  churches  of  this  Association,  and  of  members 
chosen  by  the  different  churches  in  our  union,  and  duly  sent  to  represent  them 
in  the  Association;  these  members  shall  produce  letters  from  their  respective 
churches  certifying  their  appointment. 

Art.  2.  In  the  letters  from  the  different  churches  shall  be  expressed  their 
number  in  full  fellowship,  those  baptized,  received  by  letter,  dismissed, 
restored,  excommunicated  ai  d  desd  since  the  last  Association;  also  the  names 
and  post-office  address  of  all  the  ordained  ministers  and  licentiates  in  their  fel- 
lowship, and  the  state  of  their  Sunday-schools,  and  the  number  of  volumes  in 
their  libraries. 

Art.  3.  The  members  thus  chosen  and  convened  shall  have  no  power  to  lord 
it  over  God's  heritage,  nor  shall  they  have  any  ecclesiastical  power  over  the 
churches,  nor  shall  they  infringe  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  any  church  in  the 
union. 

Art.  4.  The  Association  when  convened  shall  be  governed  and  ruled  by  a 
regular  and  proper  decorum. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  a  Moderator  and  a  Clerk,  who  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  suffrages  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  6.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  into  this  union,  who  shall  petition 
by  letter  and  messengers,  upon  examination  (if  found  orthodox  and  orderly), 
shall  be  received  by  the  Association,  the  Moderator  signifying  their  reception 
by  giving  the  messengers  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

Art.  7.  Every  church  in  the  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
Association;  but  shall  have  only  six  members  from  each  church,  until  the 
churches  amount  to  six  in  number;  then  five  members  from  a  church. 

Art.  8.  Every  query  presented  by  any  church  belonging  to  this  Association, 
or  from  the  Select  Committee,  shall  be  read  twice,  and  before  it  is  debated  the 
Moderator  shall  put  it  to  a  vote,  and  if  there  be  a  majority  for  its  being  debated, 
it  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  and  be  deliberated;  but  if  there  be  a  ma- 
jority against  it,  it  shall  be  withdrawn-. 

Art.  9.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  consideration, 
except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  member  who  made  it. 

Art.  10.  The  Association  shall  endeavor  to  furnish  the  churches  with  the 
minutes  of  the  Association;  the  best  method  for  effecting  that  purpose  shall  be 
at  the  discretion  of  the  future  Associations. 

Art.  11.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  have  an  Associa- 
tion fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same;  for  the  raising  and  supporting 
of  which  we  think  it  the  duty  of  each  church  in  the  union  to  contribute,  volun- 
tarily, such  sums  as  they  think  proper,  and  send  by  the  hands  of  their  messen- 
gers to  the  Association;  and  those  moneys  thus  contributed  by  the  churches 
and  received  by  the  Association  shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  a  Treasurer 
by  the  Association,  who  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Association  for  all  moneys 
by  him  received,  and  paid  out  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Association. 

Art.  12.  The  minutes  of  the  Association,  when  printed,  shall  be  regularly 
filed  by  the  Clerk,  and  recorded  in  a  book  which,  by  him,  shall  be  kept  for  the 
use  of  the  Association,  and  he  shall  endeavor  to  have  said  book  present  at  each 
Association. 
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Art.  13.  The  minutes  of  the  Association  shall  be  read  (and  corrected  if  neces- 
sary) and  signed  by  the  Moderator  and  Clerk  before  the  Association  rises. 

Art.  14.  Amendments  to  this  plan  or  form  of  government  may  be  made  at 
any  time  by  a  majority  of  the  union  when  they  may  deem  it  necessary. 

Art.  15.  Should  any  brother  who  is  appointed  a  correspondent  to  any  Asso- 
ciation fail  to  attend,  any  brother  bearing  a  copy  of  our  minutes,  with  his  name 
inserted  therein,  may  be  recognized  as  a  messenger  from  this  Association. 

Art.  16.  The  Association  shall  have  power — 

1st.   To  provide  for  the  general  union  of  the  churches. 

2d.   To  preserve  inviolably  a  chain  of  communion  among  the  churches. 

3d.   To  give  the  churches  all  necessary  advice  in  matters  of  difficulty. 

4th.  To  inquire  into  the  cause  why  the  churches  fail  to  represent  themselves 
at  any  time  in  the  Association. 

5th.  To  appropriate  those  moneys  by  the  churches  contributed  for  an  Asso- 
ciation fund  to  any  purpose  they  may  think  proper. 

6th.  To  appoint  any  member  or  members,  by  and  with  his  or  their  consent, 
to  transact  any  business  which  they  may  see  necessary. 

7th.  To  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this  union  which  shall  violate  the 
rules  of  this  Association,  or  deviate  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  religion. 

8th.  To  admit  any  of  the  distant  brethren  in  the  ministry  as  assistants  who 
may  be  present  at  the  time  of  their  sitting. 

9th.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  themselves  to  any  future 
time  or  place  they  may  think  most  convenient  to  the  churches  of  the  union. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM. 


1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  shall  be  chosen  by  the  suffrages  of  the  members 
present. 

3.  Only  one  person  shall  speak  at  a  time,  who  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and 
address  the  Moderator  when  he  is  about  to  make  his  speech. 

4.  The  person  thus  speaking  shall  not  be  interrupted  in  his  speech,  except 
by  the  Moderator,  until  he  is  done  speaking. 

5.  He  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and  in  nowise  reflect  on  the  person 
who  spoke  before,  so  as  to  make  remarks  on  his  slips,  failings  or  imperfections, 
but  shall  fairly  state  the  case  and  matter  as  near  as  he  can,  so  as  to  convey  his 
light  or  ideas. 

6.  No  person  shall  abruptly  break  off,  nor  absent  himself  from  the  Associa- 
tion, without  liberty  obtained  from  it. 

7.  No  person  shall  rise  and  speak  more  than  twice  on  one  subject,  without 
liberty  from  the  Association. 

8.  No  person  of  the  Association  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the 
sitting  of  the  same,  nor  of  whisperng  in  time  of  a  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  by  any  other  appel- 
lation but  the  title  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  in,  or  prohibit  him  from, 
speaking  till  the  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  except  he  break  these  Rules  of 
Decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  enrolled 
by  the  Clerk,  and  shall  be  called  over  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  the  last  person  who  shall  speak  on  a  subject;  he 
may  give  his  opinion  if  he  pleases  before  he  puts  the  matter  to  a  vote,  but  shall 
have  no  vote  himself,  unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of  these  rules, 
shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association  as  they  shall  think  proper.

The 
work  we  do  for  these  dear  children  we  do  to  Christ.  The  Saviour  said,  "In 
as  much  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye  did  it  unto 
me."  The  Apostle  James  says,  under  the  inspiration  of  the  Spirit,  "Pure 
religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this,  to  visit  the  fatherless 
and  widows  in  their  afflictions,  and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world." 
The  orphanage  work  we  are  doing  at  Thomasville  is  pure  and  undefiled  religion. 
Let  us  all  who  have  faith,  show  our  faith  by  giving  of  our  means  to  help  the 
helpless  children  of  our  land.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

We  rejoice  at  the  gradually  increasing  interest  in  general  education  in  the 
community  politic,  and  especially  among  our  Baptist  people.  We,  as  a  people, 
cannot  neglect  this  great  leverage.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  our  children  shall  have 
a  fair  start  and  equal  chance  in  the  life-race  with  those  around  us.  To  this 
end  let  us  foster  good  private  schools  and  academies  in  our  respective  commu- 
nities. We  point  with  gratification  to  our  female  colleges  at  High  Point, 
Oxford  and  Murfreesboro.  Let  us  patronize  our  own  institutions.  This  report 
would  be  but  half  made  if  we  should  fail  to  commend  Wake  Forest  College,  the 
especial  pride  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  We  heartily  endorse  the  effort  to 
enlarge  the  endowment  $75,000.  To  us,  as  Baptists,  there  is  no  more  potent 
factor  than  an  educated  ministry.  Wake  Forest  College  is  now  aiding  forty- 
three  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry.  No  department  of  our  work  is 
worthier  of  our  hearty  support. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  time  has  come  for  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  to  have 
a  Female  College  of  high  grade,  liberally  endowed  and  largely  patronized;  and 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  the  trustees  of  such  an  institution,  appointed  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  at  Henderson  last  November,  are  wisely  planning  to 
give  the  denomination  just  the  institution  needed.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Our  Foreign  Missions  are  located  in  China,  Mexico,  Italy,  Japan,  Brazil  and 
Central  Africa. 

The  work  in  China  is  being  prosecuted  in  the  northern,  central  and  southern 
portions  of  this  great  empire. 

The  Northern  Mission  has  two  churches,  two  stations  and  twenty-two  out- 
stations.  There  are  eleven  missionaries  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
members. 

The  Central  Mission  has  four  churches  (four  ordained  and  unpaid  preachers) 
and  seven  missionaries.  Our  beloved  brethren  Herring,  Bryan  and  Tatum, 
all  from  the  "Old  North  State,"  are  at  work  here.  There  are  one  hundred 
and  nine  members  belonging  to  the  churches  of  this  mission. 

Southern  China  has  eleven  missionaries,  thirteen  stations,  twenty-eight  native 
helpers,  and  five  hundred  and  seven  members. 

SUMMARY   OF    CHINA'S    WORK   FOR    1888-89. 

Sixty-nine  missionaries,  native  and  foreign,  twenty-eight  churches  and  sta- 
tions, seventy-nine  baptisms,  seven  hundred  and  fifty-three  members,  twelve 
schools,  with  three  hundred  and  fifty  pupils.  Contributions  during  last  year, 
$840.57;  cost  of  the  mission  last  year,  $23,918.33. 
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has  sixteen  organized  churches  and  several  promising  stations.  We  have 
eighteen  missionaries  in  connection  with  these  points  of  labor.  There  are  also 
eight  native  helpers  and  eight  colporters.  During  the  past  year  about  seventy- 
five  members  have  been  added  by  baptism.  The  present  total  membership 
exceeds  nine  hundred.     This  mission  cost  the  Board  during  last  year  $20,489.86. 

OUR    ITALIAN    MISSIONS 

have  fifteen  missionaries,  native  and  foreign,  fourteen  churches  and  a  member- 
ship of  three  hundred.     The  Italian  Mission  cost  during  last  year  $15,688.62. 

JAPAN    MISSION. 

This  point  has  four  missionaries.  It  is  our  most  youthful  mission,  but  one 
of  much  promise.  It  is  said  the  people  are  anxious  for  the  gospel,  and  already 
there  are  thousands  of  professing  Christians  among  them.  They  are  said  to  be 
the  most  progressive  and  enterprising  people  of  Asia. 


has  fourteen  missionaries,  native  and  foreign,  eight  churches  and  a  membership 
of  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine.  Thirl y-seven  were  added  during  last  year,  by 
baptism.  Our  missionaries  issue  a  monthly  paper  called  The  Brazilian 
Christian.  Brazil  is  said  to  be  fully  open  to  the  gospel,  and  our  Board  is  the 
only  Baptist  organization  at  work  there.  The  cost  of  this  mission  was 
$18,971. 

AFRICA 

has  five  churches  and  chapels,  and  a  membership  of  sixty-nine.  There  are  five 
schools,  six  teachers  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  pupils.  A  large  native 
church  at  Lagos,  which  is  now  self-supporting,  gives  much  encouragement  to 
all  interested  in  mission  work  (which  is  not  included  in  the  above  five  churches). 
The  Board  spent  last  year  $7,637.25  on  Africa. 

The  work  of  evangelizing  the  world  is  committed  to  the  church,  and  it  is  of 
unknown  importance.  Though  the  church  has  been  reading  the  command  of 
our  Lord  nearly  nineteen  hundred  years,  there  remaineth  yet  very  much  to  be 
done.  Nine-tenths  of  the  contributions  to  Foreign  Missions  is  made  by  one- 
tenth  of  the  membership  of  our  churches.     One-half  give  nothing  to  this  work. 

The  number  of  missionary  societies  has  increased  ten-fold  in  eighty  years. 
The  number  of  converts  nearly  fifty-fold.  Wonderful  revivals,  of  pentecostal 
power,  are  frequent  among  the  heathen.  The  number  of  converts  in  heathen 
lands  is  said  to  be  thirty  times  greater  than  at  home,  in  proportion  to  the 
workers  and  money  expended.  The  Master  says  "go,"  etc.  The  Spirit  of 
missions  is  the  spirit  of  Christ,  and  therefore  the  very  life  of  the  church.

We  believe  that  not  a  little  of  our  prosperity  is  owing  to  our  State  Missions, 
the  wise  planning  and  execution  of  our  State  Mission  Board;  that  the  calling 
out  of  our  men  to  foreign  fields  calls  for  gratitude  to  God.  And  yet  we  recog- 
nize the  membership  of  the  Baptist  churches  of  North  Carolina  to  be  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  gifts  and  contributions  for  the  Lord's  kingdom  of  our  people, 
and  we  earnestly,  and  in  the  name  of  our  Lord,  call  upon  our  pastors,  our 
churches  and  our  entire  membership  to  contribute  largely  to  our  State  Missions, 
so  that  the  ground  already  taken  by  the  Baptists  for  the  Lord  may  be  held,  and 
our  Board  strengthened  and  encouraged  to  press  forward  and  secure  more  terri- 
tory for  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Sunday-schools,  believe  the  work  to  be  done  to  be  a 
potent  factor  in  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.     It  is  one  of  the  greatest 
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agencies  of  spiritual  enlightenment  connected  with  the  church  work.  As  Baptists, 
we  cannot  afford  to  neglect  or  fail  to  be  aggressive  in  a  work  upon  which  so  much 
depends  the  weal  of  our  denomination.  '«Ve  have  been  more  forcibly  impressed 
with  this  fact  as  we  have  seen,  within  the  past  year,  children  of  Baptist  parent- 
age uniting  with  Pedo-Baptist  churches  for  no  other  reason  than  that  they  had 
been  members  of  Pedo-Baptist  Sunday-schools.  We  mark  with  pride  the 
progress  that  our  churches  have  made  in  this  work  within  the  last  associational 
year,  nearly  all  the  churches  having  active  Sunday-schools,  but  we  think  the 
time  has  come  when  we,  as  a  denomination,  cannot  afford  not  to  have  in  every 
community  a  Sunday-school  regularly  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  a  Baptist 
Church.      To  this  end,

REPORT  ON  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  progress  of  the  churches  in  the 
work  of  the  Master  is  not  as  gratifying  as  we  confidently  hoped  for.  The 
earth  is  groaning  beneath  the  heaviest  crops  in  years,  yet  our  contributions  are 
but  little  better  than  they  were  last  year,  when  all  felt  distressed  on  account  of 
the  short  crops.  Last  year  forty-eight  churches  paid  pastors  $5,005;  this  year 
we  paid  our  pastors  $4,822.  Last  year  forty-eight  churches  paid  for  Missions 
$934.04;  this  year  forty-eight  churches  pay  for  Missions  $905.26.  Last  year 
forty-eight  churches  paid  for  Ministerial  Education  $100;  this  year  forty-eight 
churches  pay  for  Ministerial  Education  $173.71.  Last  year  we  paid  the  Orphan- 
age $145.60;  this  year  we  pay  the  Orphanage  $254.88.  We  note  with  pleas- 
ure however,  that  a  number  of  our  churches  have  beautified  their  houses  of 
worship,  and  that  all  have  Sabbath-schools  except  Johnston  Antioch,  Lee's 
Chapel,  Samaria,  and  Live  Oak.  These  churches  without  Sabbath-schools 
and  prayer-meetings  have  a  membership  of  456.  Tnev  should  have  our 
heartiest  sympathy  and  prayers.  Again,  we  see  progress  in  many  of  our 
churches  in  organizing  Ladies'  Mission  Societies,  in  weekly  prayer-meetings, 
and  in  the  Sabbath-school  work.  Live  Oak  is  struggling  in  their  poverty  to 
build  a  house  of  worship.  Princeton  is  doing  grandly  to  build  a  house  of 
worship,  but  cannot  without  aid  from  the  brethren.  Green  Level  is  leading  in 
enthusiastic  Sunday-school  work.  Tabernacle  Church,  Raleigh,  has  paid  its 
church  debt.     Clayton  has  built  a  nice  church,  and  has  paid  for  it  except  $165.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

We  see  everywhere  an  increasing  interest  in  education.  The  number  of 
academies  is  increasing  ;  they  are  well  attended.  The  colleges  are  all  fuller 
than  ever  before.  We  rejoice  to  see  this.  In  this  day  of  progressive  and 
changing  civilization  parents  are  under  greater  obligations  to  educate  their 
children  than  they  were  fifty  years  ago.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  our  children  have 
a  fair  chance  in  the  life  race  of  this  our  day. 

The  female  colleges  at  High  Point,  Oxford  and  Murfreesboro  are  all  in  a  very 
prosperous  condition  and  well  deserve  the  patronage  of  our  people.  Wake 
Forest  College,  the  pride  of  all  our  Baptist  people,  was  never  so  full,  and  the 
outlook  never  so  bright.  In  this  we  all  rejoice,  because  this  institution  is  the 
grand  agency  by  which  our  denomination  has  been  lifted  to  its  present  position 
of  influence  and  power.  There  are  sixty-nine  ministerial  students  now  at  the 
college.  Forty  of  these  are  receiving  aid  from  the  Board  of  Education.  Others 
equally  as  promising  are  earnestly  asking  help.  But  unless  contributions  are 
increased  the  Board  cannot  adopt  them.  What  shall  we  do?  Shall  we  go  for- 
ward ?

On  motion  to  adopt,  Rev.  W.  R.  Gwaltney  said  the  college  was  greatly  in 
need  of  more  buildings  on  account  of  the  increase  of  students.  He  believed 
men  called  of  God  to  preach,  would  preach  even  if  they  never  saw  a  college, 
but  a  course  at  the  college  helped  them,  as  in  the  days  of  the  Apostle.  None 
feels  their  call,  as  they,  therefore  their  need  of  help  and  want  of  being  fully  pre- 
pared to  do  the  work.  Why  God  calls  the  poor  man  to  preach  the  gospel  I  do 
not  understand.  Seven  out  of  the  nine  missionaries  have  been  aided  by  the 
Board. 

Rev.  O.  L.  Stringfield  spoke  of  his  trials  in  preparing  for  the  ministry,  yet 
his  advice  to  young  men  were  to  press  forward  in  their  preparation  for  their  life 
work. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Scarborough  said  the  greatest  blessing  to  a  neighborhood  is  the 
man  called  of  God  to  preach,  and  the  next  is  a  good  school  teacher. 

A  collection  was  taken  for  Education  amounting  to  $18.58.

REPORT  ON    STATE  MISSIONS. 
• 

The  work  of  State  Missions  grows  in  importance  and  interest  with  each  year. 
Beinp;,  as  it  is,  the  foundation  of  all  our  efforts  to  establish  the  Master's  King- 
dom, we  cannot  afford  to  overlook  or  neglect  it.  Through  the  medium  of  the 
State  Board  hundreds  of  weak,  struggling  churches  have  been  helped  in  their 
support  of  a  pastor  and  hundreds  of  destitute  sections  have  been  provided  with 
the  Gospel. 

During  the  past  year  Lillington  church  was  aided  in  supporting  its  pastor, 
Elder  H.  W.  Norris  ;  Sardis  and  Princeton  in  caring  for  Elder  O.  C.  Horton  as 
pastor  ;  and  Pine  Level  aided  for  Elder  J.  W.  Rose,  its  pastor.  At  all  of  these 
points  there  are  evidences  of  progress.  At  Princeton  they  are  building  a  house 
of  worship  and  needs  our  help. 

Elder  Rose  has  been  doing  work  as  a  missionary  of  the  Board  in  Johnston 
County,  and  as  a  result  of  his  labors  a  church  has  been  organized  at  Four  Oaks, 
a  new  village  on  the  railroad  seven  miles  south  of  Smithfield.  At  this  point  he 
was  aided  in  a  meeting  of  nine  days  by  Elder  J.  R.  Maynard. 

Elder  Rose  has  also  been  preaching  regularly  at  Kenly,  another  new  village 
on  the  railroad,  and  the  prospect  is  good  for  the  organization  of  a  church  at  that 
point. 

The  mission  work  in  Johnston  county  needs  even  more  attention  than  it  is 
receiving.  This  fact  calls  for  enlarged  contributions  on  the  part  of  our  churches, 
and  we  trust  that  the  coming  year  will  make  a  step  forward  in  this  direction. 

Elder  Jonathan  Wood  became  the  pastor  of  Fayettevi'le  Street  church  in 
Raleigh  in  August  last,  and  the  Board  of  Missions  aids  that  church  in  his  sup- 
port, and  we  are  pleased  to  hear  of  good  work  being  done  there.  It  is  an 
important  field,  nnd  deserves  continued  help  and  encouragement. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  held  in  Shelby,  the  Board 
of  Missions  was  authorized  to  appropriate  $16,500  for  the  support  of  the  work, 
relying  upon  the  churches  to  meet  the  same  during  the  year.  While  the  amount 
reported  to  date  is  gratifying,  we  are  short  of  the  sum  appropriated,  and,  there- 
fore, this  body  is  called  upon  for  an  extra  effort  at  this  session. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  again  commend  the  work  of  State  Missions,  to  the 
liberality  and  to  the  prayers  of  all  our  churches.

If  help  was  extended  to  this  section  for  a  preacher,  he 
would  guarantee  the  building  of  two  Baptist  churches  the  next  Associationai 
year. 
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Bro.  J.  M.  White  thought  if  we  did  not  take  the  field  others  would.  He 
hoped  the  matter  would  be  pressed,  so  the  Board  may  do  more  for  us.

L.  O.  Lougee,  to  be  disbursed  by  him  upon  the  order  of  the  Executive  Board.

Rev.  J.  L.  Cottingham  read  the  report  on  Time,  Place  and  Preachers,  and 
On  motion,  laid  on  the  table  for  the  present. 

The  report  on  Ministers'  Relief  Board  being  the  special  order  for  this  hour, 
was  read  by  Rev.  J.  M.  White,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  MINISTERS'  RELIEF  BOARD. 

The  Ministers'  Relief  Board  of  North  Carolina  are  now  doing  a  work  that 
appeals  strongly  to  our  churches,  and  people  generally,  for  that  sympathy  and 
support  which  our  aged  and  needy  ministers,  or  their  widows,  have  a  right  to 
expect.  Considering  our  numbers  and  our  means,  we  cannot  afford  any  longer 
to  neglect  some  systematic  plan  for  the  assistance  of  those  who  are  actually 
needy.  We  now  have  on  our  list  of  beneficiaries  eight  old  and  infirm  ministers, 
and  two  needy  widows.  Others  are  applying.  We  are  in  pressing  need  of 
funds  to  meet  current  expenses.     Your  Committee  therefore  recommend — 

1st.  That  a  report  on  the  Ministers'  Relief  Board  be  read  and  discussed  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  this  Association. 

2d.  That  the  churches  composing  this  Association  be  requested  to  celebrate 
Christmas  day  by  making  an  offering  for  the  support  of  our  aged  and  needy 
ministers. 

3d.  That  as  a  prompt  expression  of  our  good  will  and  sympathy,  a  collection 
be  taken  at  this  session  of  the  Association  for  the  work  of  the  Board.

On  motion  tCLadopt,  Rev.  C.  A.  Woodson  said  though  there  was  opposition 
to  this  object  at  first,  it  is  gradually  growing  less.  The  work  should  be  encour- 
aged and  supported  because  a  good  number  of  ministers  wear  themselves  out  in 
their  life-work  without  being  able  to  lay  up  for  old  age.  This  Board  helps 
them  without  separating  them  from  those  whom  they  would  be  glad  to  pass  their 
last  days  with,  and  from  scenes  of  former  days. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Beaty  favored  this  object  as  he  knew  of  a  case  of  suffering  that 
came  under  his  observation. 

Rev.  J.  M.  White  could  not  see  how  any  one  could  object  to  this  work,  or  see 
an  old  minister  or  his  wife  carried  to  the  poor-house.  They  should  be  pensioned 
as  well  as  the  soldier. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Scarborough  said  it  was  better  to  contribute  for  this  work  as  they 
propose,  than  have  them  broken  up  and  separated.     We  should  respect  the  aged. 

Rev.  J.  J.  Hall  was  heartily  in  sympathy  with  this  work.  He  knew  of  a  case 
relieved. 

Prof.  W.  L.  Poteat  did  not  consider  this  a  new  work,  but  an  old  one  being 
taken  up.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

This  work  includes  the  Island  of  Cuba,  Indian  Territory  and  the  Southern 
States.  A  very  great  work  indeed.  And  it  is  also  very  encouraging,  when  we 
realize  how  wonderfully  God  has  been  leading  and  blessing  our  efforts  in  this 
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work.  In  the  United  States  there  are  1,382  Associations,  34,780  churches,  and 
3,164,227  members,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  29  Associations,  1,192  churches, 
and  94,180  members.  Even  among  the  Indians  the  work  seems  to  be  moving 
on.  In  the  Choctaw  nation  alone,  there  are  10  native  Baptist  preachers,  with 
many  other  helping  christians.  In  the  Indian  Territory,  there  are  now  over 
9,000  Baptists.  The  work  of  the  Home  Board  in  Cuba  is  of  the  deepest  inter- 
est. The  first  church  organized  there  in  1866,  has  increased  to  about  2,000 
members.  All  this  has  been  achieved  in  the  face  of  the  most  formidable  and 
persistent  opposition.  The  call  of  Divine  Providence  to  the  Baptist  churches  of 
the  South,  in  whose  hands  he  has  placed  this  mission,  to  give  it  the  strongest 
support  required  by  its  demands,  is  too  imperative  to  be  disregarded. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  if  this  Association  will  but  work  up 
to  the  openings  of  Divine  Providence,  He  will  lead  us  on  to  victory.

Rev.  O.  L.  Stringfield,  said  this  was  the  best  year  of  his  existence,  that  there 
were  more  institutions  of  learning,  more  boys  and  girls  in  the  schools,  and  more 
seeking  an  education  than  ever  before.  That  a  good  education  not  only  develops 
the  mind,  but  the  heart  also.  That  a  young  person  is  held  in  esteem  not  by 
what  he  wears  but  by  what  he  really  is.  You  ought  to  have  a  good  school  here, 
and  by  a  united  effort  you  can  have. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Scarborough  said,  education  do  not  need  much  talking  for.  as  it  is 
fast  gaining  ground  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  no  one  dare  cry  it  down. 
See  that  our  boys  and  girls  have  every  chance  possible  that  they  may  reach  a 
higher  plane,  and  stop  impressing  upon  their  minds  this  false  idea  that  they 
must  sow  their  wild  oats.  Education  is  first  started  in  our  children  by  their 
father  and  mother  :  their  character,  for  without  this  they  are  nothing.  First 
teach  a  boy  he  is  a  gentleman  and  let  that  impression  grow.  A  good  school 
teacher,  and  the  people  ought  to  say  God  bless  him,  cannot  be  estimated  in  dol- 
lars and  cents,  to  a  neighborhood.  Put  yourselves  in  the  way  of  education,  for 
what  you  people  want  here  is  a  good  school.  It  will  be  a  blessing  to  this  com- 
munity.

For 
your  children's  sake,  as  well  as  yourself,  you  should  take  the  Recorder.  You 
are  suffering  by  not  so  doing. 

Bro.  J.  J.  Adams  said  if  we  want  good  reading  matter  that  will  do  us  good 
and  inform  us,  read  our  own  paper. 

Bra.  M.  Wimberly  thought  if  the  paper  could  be  given  cheaper  more  would 
read  it,  as  the  people  must  economize. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Scarborough  said  he  could  not  afford  to  lay  down  his  denomina- 
tional paper  even  at  $2  for  a  $r  paper.  A  cheap  paper  appeals  to  pocket  nerve 
and  not  head  nerve.  He  was  afraid  two  papers  would  divide  the  denomination, 
as  each  paper  had  its  friends. 

Prof.  W.  L.  Poteat  says  he  could  not  subscribe  to  the  $1  paper,  because  he 
did  not  believe  in  having  two  papers.  Our  paper  is  not  perfect,  but  who  is,  let 
us  correct  the  error. 

Rev.  J.  M.  White  says  he  does  not  know  how  to  do  without  the  Recorder, 
and  that  no  man  or  woman  can  be  intelligently  informed  about  our  denomina- 
tional work  without  reading  it,  but  to  say  we  ought  to  take  it  do  not  make  one 
take  it.  He  thought  the  attacks  on  the  $i  paper  was  unfair.  Some  will  take 
a  $1  paper  where  they  will  not  take  a  higher  price.

I  REPORT  ON    FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Never  in  the  world's  history  have  there  been  greater  reasons  than  now  for 
gratitude  to  God  on  account  of  his  presence  and  power  in  the  hearts  of  the 
nations  of  the  earth  through  the  missionaries  he  has  sent  through  us  to  them. 
The  doors,  so  long  closed  in  the  faces  of  God's  missionaries,  are  now  thrown 
wide  open  and  we  may  freely  enter.  This  is  our  grand  opportunity — this  is  the 
time  when  all  fear  of  failure  is  driven  away./ 

God  told  Wm.  Carey  to  undertake  great  things  for  God  and  expect  great 
things  from  God.  He  did  this  and  verified  the  blessedness  of  literal  obedience 
to  the  last  command  of  our  Lord  Jesus,  to  "preach  the  gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture." The  Lord's  guidance  is  not  seen  more  clearly  in  anything  than  the  call- 
ing of  men  to  preach  to  the  heathen,  for  we,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
are  represented  in  the  great  empire  of  China,  Japan,  Brazil,  Italy,  Mexico  and 
Africa — nations  that  contain  more  than  one-half  of  the  population  of  the  globe. 
Besides,  the  men  that  have  gone  out  from  us  to  them,  it  is  a  significant  fact 
that  there  are  now  hundreds  that  are  asking  the  privilege  of  sacrificing  their 
lives  in  foreign  lands.  We  praise  the  Lord  that  he  has  in  every  instance  veri- 
fied his  promise  to  be  with  those  servants  of  his,  for  we  have  not  a  missionary 
but  has  had  the  assurance  of  the  presence  of  God  in  his  work.  Whatever  may 
be  said  against  the  missionaries  or  their  work,  one  thing  is  sure,  the  hand  of 
God  is  in  it.  We  can  but  heed  the  voice  that  is  calling  for  the  greatest  sacri- 
fices on  our  part — the  voice  of  the  lost,  eternally  lost.  About  fifty  thousand  a 
day  dying  Christless  and  hopeless.  Of  this  great  number  thirty-three  thousand 
are  buried  in  China  daily. 
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The  presence  of  idolatry  in  civilized  China  ;  Mohammedonism  and  crime  in 
Africa  ;  Roman  Catholicism,  oppression  and  crime  in  Brazil,  Italy  and  Mexico 
is  the  loudest  call  to  every  christian  philanthropist  to  give  to  those  nations  the 
only  remedy  for  sin,  the  gospel  of  God's  Son. 

We  delight  to  think  of  those  that  have  gone  from  our  dear  old  Stated-Her- 
ring, Bryan,  Tatum,  Chapel,  Green,  Newton,  Bostick — and  more  and  more  we 
feel  impressed  to  not  only  support  those,  but  to  send  and  support  others  to  aid 
them.  We  therefore  heartily  recommend  to  the  Raleigh  Association  that  we 
raise  next  year  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars  for  this  work.

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  said,  as  our  State  work  progresses,  so  does  the  Foreign 
work.  The  ladies  of  our  church  take  this  work  in  hand,  and  raise  each  year 
the  amount  sent  up.  As  the  women  of  heathendom  are  the  greatest  sufferers, 
our  women  should  be  glad  to  have  this  work  assigned  them.  As  each  mission- 
ary go  from  us,  the  work  draws  nearer  to  us. 

Dr.  J.J.  Hall  said  this  is  a  great  work  for  Christ  in  carrying  the  gospel  to 
those  in  heathendom  who  are  longing  to  receive  it.  God  grant  that  the  day 
may  soon  come  when  the  light  of  Jesus  Christ  may  shine  forth  in  all  its  glory  to 
the  heathen. 

Rev.  M..  L.  Kesler  thought  the  Christian  people  were  slow  to  obey  our  Lord's 
command  to  "  go  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  but  it  may  be  God's 
way  to  prepare  them.  How  many  ties  bind  us  as  our  college  mates  go  one  by 
one. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Moderator  appointed  brethren  J.  J.  Hall,  J.  M.  White  and  N.  B.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

At  Thomasville,  N.  C,  the  Baptist  of  the  State  have  309  acres  of  land  on 
which  stands  thirteen  brick  buildings  and  four  wooden  buildings,  where  126 
orphan  children  are  clothed,  fed  and  taught  by  contributions  from  the  churches 
and  Sunday-schools  of  the  Baptist  denomination  of  the  State.  It  takes  about 
five  dollars  per  month  to  feed,  clothe  and  teach  each  child,  so  you  see,  brethren, 
that  it  will  take  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars  to  pay  the  expenses  of  running  the 
Orphanage  for  one  year,  to  say  nothing  about  building  other  houses  and  repair- 
ing those  already  built. 

Now,  brethren,  these  children  are  the  Lord's  poor  orphans,  committed  to  our 
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care,  so  let  us  come  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  in  this  noble  work  and  show  to 
the  world  that  we  have  pure  and  undefiled  religion  in  our  hearts. 

Charity  and  Children,  published  at  the  Orphanage,  is  sent  for  one  year  to  any- 
one who  gives  us  %i  or  more.

M.  W imberly  says  let  us  show  our  faith  by  our  works,  as  this  object  is 
very  close  to  us. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  said  that  there  were  children  now  in  the  Asylum  whose 
parents  were  once  well  off.     We  do  not  know  what  is  lo  come  after  us. 

By  request,  Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  sang  the  song  of  the  "  Old  House  at 
Home." 

A  collection  was  taken  for  the  Orphanage,  amounting  in  cash  and  pledges  to 
$63.96.

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Association  re-assembled  at  2:15  o'clock  and  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Moderator. 

By  permission,  the  report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  deferred  to  take  up  the 
report  on  the  Development  of  the  Churches. 

Bro.  R.  H.  Gower  read  the 

REPORT  ON  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  added  to  the  churches  composing  this 
Association  514  precious  souls.  To  God  be  all  the  glory.  We  have  lost  by 
death,  exclusion  and  otherwise  382,  so  our  gain  in  excess  of  loss  is  132.  Our 
present  membership  is  4,667.     We  have  48  churches. 

Your  Committee  is  glad  to  report  evidences  of  a  healthy  growth  in  all  lines  of 
christian  work.  Last  year  we  paid  our  pastors  $4,882,  this  year  we  paid 
$5,321.25.  Last  year  we  contributed  for  missions  $905.26,  this  year  $976.31. 
Last  year  we  contributed  to  our  Orphanage  $254.88,  this  year  $296.65.  A 
number  of  churches  have  repaired  and  enlarged  their  houses  of  worship,  the 
sum  of  $6,649.56  having  been  expended  for  that  purpose.  Others  contemplate 
repairs  during  the  coming  year.  The  churches  at  Hollywood,  Carter's  Chapel 
and  Mt.  Zion,  appeal  to  the  stronger  churches  for  help  ;  let  us  not  forget  them 
in  our  contributions.  Our  ministerial  strength  is  probably  greater  than  ever 
before.     We  now  have  23  preachers  doing  pastoral  work  in  the  Association. 

In  the  eastern  section  of  the  Association  the  Union  Meeting  has,  we  hope, 
been  established  upon  a  permanent  basis,  and  by  the  help  of  God,  will  be  a 
strong  right  arm  to  the  Association. 

There  are  3,876  members  enrolled  in  our  Sunday-schools.     All  the  churches 
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reporting  Sunday-schools  except  Kinney's  Creek,  Corinth,  Samaria  and  Shady 
Grove. 

The  work  at  the  mission  points  in  the  bounds  of  the  Association  are  fairly 
promising.  A  new  church  has  been  established  at  Four  Oaks.  But  the  needs 
of  this  work  is  urgent  and  pressing.  Let  us  pray  God  to  give  us  the  strength  of 
the  Lord  and  of  Gideon,  that  we  may  go  in  and  possess  the  land.  To  this  end 
we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved,   That  this  Association  employ,  through  its  Executive  Board,  so   far 
as  they  may  be  able,  an  evangelist  to  aid  in  the  development  of  this  work.

Bro.  J.  M.  Beaty  says  this  work  is  close  to  his  heart,  as  he  lives  on  the  divid- 
ing line.  He  hopes  the  delegates  will  try  to  raise  as  much  of  the  amounts 
pledged  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  the  work  may  begin  right  away.  He  hoped 
one  would  not  wait  for  another.      We  want  your  prayers  and  your  money. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Birdsong  said  his  experience  was,  the  more  he  prayed  the  more 
freely  he  gave.

Rev.  C.  W.  Blanchard — this  work  of  development  has  been  bearing  on  his 
mind  for  a  long  time.  His  experience  has  been,  not  to  let  a  church  feel  depend- 
ent. We  must  help  others,  if  we  expect  help.  Employ  an  evangelist,  for  all 
the  pastors  are  ready  to  help  him. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton — I  believe,  to  do  more  in  this  line,  we  must  attend  our 
Union  Meetings.  Take  the  Union  Meetings  to  our  weak  churches,  and  the 
Association  to  the  stronger  ones.      Lets  make  the  Union  Meetings  a  power. 

Rev.  J.  M.  White — Develop  the  churches  and  come  up  full-armed;  put  a 
sound  evangelist  in  the  field  and  I  believe  he  can  sustain  himself. 

Rev.  O.  L.  Stringfield — I  want  an  evangelist  within  our  bounds,  and  we  can  get 
the  man;  and  next  year  we  will  have  some  of  those  hard  ones  brought  to  Christ.

The  special  order  for  this  hour  being  the  Report  on  Education,  it  was 
read  by  Bro.  J.  M.  Broughton,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Your  committee  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  this  body  the  fact 
that  we  have  great  cause  for  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  increased  in- 
terest in  the  cause  of  education  in  North  Carolina,  and  the  consequent 
prosperity  of  our  schools  and  colleges.  Statistics  show  that  there  are  in 
North  Carolina  the  following  Baptist  educational  institutions:  Ooe  col- 
lege, four  academies,  three  seminaries.  In  these  colleges  and  seminaries 
there  are  722  pupils.  They  have  buildings  worth  $103,050,  with  endow- 
ment amounting  to  $200,000.  These  statistics  do  not  include,  of  course, 
the  many  high  schools  for  boys  and  girls  among  our  Baptist  people.  Nor 
does  it  include  the  Baptist  Female  University  of  North  Carolina  which 
js  being  established  at  Raleigh.  While  these  things  show  that  great 
progress  has  been  made,  we  are  compelled  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  demands  of  the  time  in  which  we  live  are  greater  still.  There 
was  never  an  age  in  which  education  was  such  au  imperative  necessity. 

We  have  just  cause  to  be  thankful  for  what  our  denomination  is  doing 
through  the  Board  of  Education  at  Wake  Forest  College.  They  are  now 
supporting  thirty-six  young  men  preparing  to  preach  the  gospel.  This 
is  all  the  Board  can  do  with  the  funds  they  are  now  receiving.  They 
have  had  to  decline  the  application  of  a  large  number  this  year  because 
they  have  not  the  money  to  help  them.  The  call  is  upon  us  for  more 
men.  From  every  quarter  comes  the  cry  for  men  to  preach  the  gospel. 
How  shall  they  preach  unless  they  be  sent? 

With  profound  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  work  of  the  past,  let  us 
press  on  for  the  greater  and  better  things.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

"Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this,  to 
visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction,'"  etc.;  and  to  expose 
us  to  this  most  prominent  measure  of  grace,  God  has  opened  the  doors 
of  many  a  tenement  in  our  midst  and  bidden  us  go  in  and  purify  our- 
selves by  simple,  practical  ministrations  to  the  wants  of  the  helpless. 

We  point  with  pride  to  our  own  institution  at  Thomasville  for  the  care 
and  culture  of  those  who  are  without  earthly  parents  or  means  to  pro- 
vide for  their  present  needs  or  future  usefulness,  and  to  instruct  them 
in  a  knowledge  of  their  obligations  to  Almighty  God. 

We  have  now  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-live  orphan  children 
under  the  care  and  management  of  this  institution,  who  are  alike  depen- 
dent upon  our  people  for  their  temporal,  moral  and  spiritual  support. 
And  we  do,  therefore,  recommend  that  eternal  vigilance  be  given  to  the 
management  and  support  of  an  institution  of  which,  we  are  justly 
proud.  Let  a  larger  patronage  be  given  to  Charity  and  Children,  a 
paper  published  at  the  Orphanage  in  the  interest  of  this  work,  and  our 
people  will  be  brought  into  closer  sympathy  with  its  claims. 

We  further  recommend  all  our  churches  to  take  not  less  than  one  col- 
lection once  a  year  for  the  Orphanage,,  and  our  Sunday-schools  once  a 
quarter.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

For  more  than  one  hundred  years  the  Baptists  have  been  engaged  in 
State  Missions.  In  this  work  our  fathers  laid  the  foundation  for  our 
present  large  numbers  and  prosperous  churches  and  intitutions.  Through 
all  the  years  this  work  has  made  progress  and  has  been  enlarged  to  the 
present  dimensions — more  than  one  hundred  missionaries  located  in 
thirty-four  Associations,  and  occupying  more  than  four  hundred  weak 
mission  churches  and  destitute  neighborhoods.  This  has  been  a  year  of 
many  trials  with  the  missionaries  and  great  blessings  on  their  work. 
We  recommend — 

1.  That  at  least  once  a  year  each  pastor  give  to  his  congregation  some- 
thing of  a  history,  prospects  and  needs  of  State  Missions. 

2.  That  each  church  and  every  member  of  each  church  be  urged  to  aid 
State  Missions  by  their  prayers  and  contributions. 

3.  That  this  work  be  enlarged  and  wisely  pressed  till  a  Baptist  church 
shall  be  established  in  every  neighborhood  in  North  Carolina.

This 
being  the  case,  the  Board  has  a  right  to  expect  the  assistance  and  co- 
operation of  the  Churches  and  Associations  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Convention.     We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  our  churches  and  pas- 
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tors  to  the  report  on  the  Ministers'  Relief  Board  contained  in  our  Minutes 
of  last  year,  and  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  it. 

We  earnestly  request  our  pastors  and  churches  to  give  the  Board  at 
least  one  collection  during  the  year.     We  respectfully  suggest  that  such 
collection,  if  not  sent  to  the  Convention  or  Board  Treasurer,  be  sent  with 
the  Associational  letter  to  the  annual  gathering  of  this  body.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  are 
now  prosecuting  mission  work  in  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  North  America 
and  South  America. 

In  Europe  we  have  Rev.  George  B.  Taylor  at  Rome,  Rev.  J.  H.  Eager 
and  Mrs.  Eager  at  Florence,  and  14  native  Italian  ministers  laboring  in 
,  other  parts  of  Italy  and  Sardinia.  Baptisms  40,  members  293,  contri- 
butions $500,  or  an  average  of  $1.70  per  member. 

In  Asia  we  have  missions  in  China  and  Japan.  In  North  China,  7 
missionaries  at  Tung  Chow,  2  at  Hwanghien,  and  5  at  Pingtu.  Bap- 
tisms, 9;  church  members,  141;  contributions,  $11.50,  about  8  cents  per 
member.  In  Central  China  and  Southern  China,  3  missionaries  at 
Shanghai,  2  at  Soochow,  4  at  Chinkiang,  and  5  at  Yangchow.  Church 
members,  110;  scholars,  20;  contributions,  $297.68,  an  average  of  $2.70 
per  member. 

In  Japan  we  have  2  male  missionaries  and  their  wives.  Baptism,  16; 
members,  25.     These  constitute  the  Southern  Baptist  Missions  in  Asia. 

In  Africa  we  have  5  American  missionaries,  with  4  native  assistants, 
at  Lagos;  4  American  and  1  native  assistant  at  Abbeokuta;  4  at  Ogbomo- 
shaw,  and  1  native  evangelist  each  at  Gaun  and  Hauser  Farm.  Bap- 
tisms, 31;  church  members,  111;  pupils,  124;  contributions,  $76.30, 
about  75  cents  per  member. 

These  constitute  our  missionary  stations  in  strictly  pagan  countries. 

In  North  America  the  Board  has  missionaries  in  six  States  of  Mexico, 
viz.:  In  Coahuiala,  9  stations;  in  San  Louis  Potosi,  1;  in  Zacatecas  and 
Aguas  Calientes,  1;  and  in  Guadalajara  and  the  State  of  Mexico,  1  each. 
Baptisms,  127;  members,  958;  contributions,  $1,383.70,  about  $1.44  per 
member. 

In  South  America  we  are  prosecuting  mission  work  in  five  stations  in 
the  Republic  of  Brazil,  viz. :  Rio  De  Janiero,  Bahia,  Maceio,  Pernam- 
buco,  Valenca,  Alogoinhas  and  Merias  Gerass.  Baptisms,  90;  members, 
419;  contributions,  $1,150,  average  per  member,  $2.74. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  are  represented  by  missionaries  from  our  own 
State  in  China,  Africa  and  Mexico.  Last  year  was  the  most  prosperous 
year  on  the  foreign  fields  ever  recorded. 

This  year  being  the  centennial  of  modern  missions,  has  been  largely 
devoted  to  missionary  meetings  and  speeches  throughout  the  Southern 
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States,  but  the  practical  outcome  of  these  meetings  has  not  yet  reached 
that  point  of  giving  to  missions  which  it  was  fondly  hoped,  and  unless 
there  be  more  doing  along  with  the  talking  and  hearing,  we  will  come 
far  short  of  the  expectations  of  our  brethren,  and  instead  of  doubling 
our  number  of  missionaries  and  stations  actually  fail  to  reach  the  wants 
of  the  field  already  occupied.  N.  B.  COBB,

Your  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submit  the  following  report : 

Whereas,  The  Home  Mission  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion is  as  great  in  its  importance  as  the  vastness  of  its  territory,  the 
number  and  need  of  its  constituency,  and  the  bright  outlook  which 
greets  it  to-day;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  our  people  to  keep  sacredly  near 
their  "heart  and  in  their  prayers  to  God  this  work,  and  we  further 
advise  our  ministers  to  encourage  the  circulation  of  such  literature  as 
will  give  needed  information  of  this  important  part  of  the  work  com- 
mitted to  us  as  a  people,  and  further  ask  that  they,  at  least  once  a  year, 
bring  their  people  to  a  consideration  of  Home  Mission  work. 

Not  only  must  we  stand  by  the  work  in  Cuba,  but  give  to  it  every 
needed  encouragement  until  in  that  island  the  battle  for  truth  and 
righteousness  shall  be  won. 

We  recommend  that,  so  far  as  possible,  the  State  Convention  relieve, 
or  at  least  aid,  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  Atlanta  in  taking  under  their 
care  and  doing  their  utmost  to  supply  the  colored  population  with  such 
religious  help  as  will  be  welcomed  by  them  in  the  extension  of  our  Lord's 
kingdom  in  their  midst ;  and  further  trust,  that  throughout  our  great 
Southland  there  may  be  such  an  awakening  in  Home  Missions  as  shall 
result  in  the  conversion  of  tens  of  thousands  of  souls,  calling  into  exist- 
ence thousands  of  new  Baptist  churches,  strengthening  those  th,at  we 
now  have  and  bringing  a  far-reaching  blessing  to  all  departments  of  our 
denominational  life  and  service.

Home  Field,  Atlanta,  Ga. ;  Charity  and  Children,  Thomasville,  N.  C, 
and  Kind  Words  Series,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  as  worthy  a  place  in  every 
home  and  Sunday-school  of  the  land.

Brother  J.  M.  Beaty,  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Board,  read  their 
report,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 

Your  Executive  Committee,  having  in  charge  Associational  Missions, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  done  : 

Princeton  church,  which  was  organized  about  three  years  ago  with 
eight  members,  now  numbers  fifteen.     They  are  earnest,  working  mem- 
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bers,  and  have  just  built  a  house  of  worship,  which,  when  completed, 
will  cost  $850,  $350  of  this  amount  has  been  raised  and  paid  out  this 
year.     Rev.  O.  C.  Horton  has  served  the  church  as  pastor. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Rose  is  the  pastor  at  Four  Oaks,  and  has  received  three 
members  this  year.  The  church  has  been  plastered  and  painted  at  a 
cost  of  about  seventy-fi^e  dollars.  The  people  of  Four  Oaks  appreciate 
what  the  Association  is  doing  for  them,  and  are  trying  to  do  their  part 
as  best  they  can. 

Sardis,  which  is  located  five  miles  southeast  of  Smithfield,  has  been 
supplied  with  preaching  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Rose.  The  church  has  a  Sun- 
dav-school,  and  some  progress  is  being  made  at  this  point. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Rose  has  preached  at  Pine  Level.  The  church  building 
has  been  remodelled  and  the  outlook  for  our  cause  there  is  more  favorable. 

Lucama  and  Kenly  are  mission  points,  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Rose  has  done 
the  preaching  this  year.  There  are  a  few  Baptists  at  each  of  these  places, 
and  we  look  for  good  results  from  our  efforts. 

Emmaus  church  is  centrally  located  between  Princeton,  Kenly  and 
Fremont.  It  was  never  a  strong  church,  and  has  had  many  difficulties 
to  contend  with.  Rev.  J.  W.  Rose,  the  present  pastor,  held  a  series  of 
meetings  the  past  summer,  and  four  persons  professed  conversion. 

Hood's  School-house  is  supplied  with  preaching  by  Rev.  F.  H.  Poston. 
There  are  some  Baptists  near  by,  and  a  church  can  be  organized  at  an 
early  day.  Rev.  F.  H.  Poston  preaches  also  at  Blackman'sCross-Roads. 
There  are  enough  Baptists  in  that  community  for  a  small  organization, 
which  will  be  effected  as  soon  as  a  house  of  worship  can  be  built.  Money 
is  being  raised  for  this  object,  and  the  building  will  be  erected  the  com- 
ing winter.  A  meeting  was  held  at  this  point  a  short  time  ago  and  two 
good  members  were  received  and  baptized.  Rev.  F.  H.  Poston  has 
preached  at  two  points  five  and  six  miles  from  Smithfield,  between 
which  a  church  will  be  built  this  winter  to  accommodate  the  two  places. 
Two  meetings  were  held  at  these  points  which  resulted  in  fifteen  bap- 
tisms.    This  church  will  start  off  with  a  membership  of  about  thirty. 

We  consider  the  work  of  Associational  Missions  the  greatest  work 
now  upon  us,  and  recommend  that  it  be  carried  on  with  enlarged  efforts. 
The  only  embarrassment  that  confronts  your  committee  is  the  need  of 
funds  to  supply  the  destitution,  and  to  aid  in  the  support  of  churches 
already  established  that  are  unable  to  sustain  their  own  work.  We, 
therefore,  call  upon  the  churches  to  do  the  full  measure  of  their  ability 
in  supplying  the  gospel  to  our  own  people. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  increased  interest  in  the  attendance  upon 
our  Union  Meetings,  and  of  their  efficiency  in  work.  We  trust  that  the 
churches  will  more  and  more  appreciate  the  advantage  of  the  Union 
Meetings  to  reach  and  educate  the  people  in  our  principles  and  the  work 
we  are  trying  to  do.

REPORT  ON  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

Your  committee  regrets  to  say  that  the  letters  sent  up  to  this  Associa- 
tion show  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the  contributions  to  the  various 
objects,  and  very  few  of  them  report  special  activity  along  any  line.  It 
is  very  apparent  that  we  are  not  doing  as  well  as  in  former  years  for 
Foreign  Missions,  and  but  for  the  liberality  of  a  few  of  the  churches, 
the  total  amount  would  be  very  small  indeed. 

We  find  also  that  in  many  of  the  letters  there  is  no  report  of  contri- 
butions to  any  of  the  objects.  That  these  churches,  for  most  part,  are 
weak  in  numbers  and  financial  ability  we  fully  appreciate,  but,  in  our 
judgment,  there  is  need  of*  system  in  presenting  the  objects  of  benefi- 
cence, and  pressing  collections  for  same. 

In  most  of  the  churches  the  revivals  of  religion  during  the  past  year 
were  attended  with  most  gracious  results,  and  many  have  been  added 
to  the  membership  of  same. 

There  are  several  churches  embarrassed  by  indebtedness  pressing  upon 
them,  contracted  in  buildingjheir  houses  of  worship.  Among  these  Wil- 
son's Mills,  Princeton,  Bethlehem,  Four  Oik^  and  Pine  Level  are  appeal- 
ing for  help,  and  unless  they  get  relief  very  soon  there  is  some  danger 
of  some  of  the  houses  being  sold,  and  with  others,  where  the  debt  has 
been  assumed  by  individual  brethren,  they  will  be  seriously  hurt.  We 
must  aid  these  churches,  and  in  order  that  this  may  be  done  with 
promptness  and  good  effect,  we  suggest  that  the  Executive  Committee 
examine  into  the  indebtedness  hanging  over  these  struggling  churches, 
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and  the  amount  each  must  have  to  liquidate  the  same,  and  devise  some 
plan  for  raising  the  monev  to  piy  same  at  an  early  day.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

Intemperance  is  one  of  the  greatest  evils  in  our  land.  Over  eighty 
per  cent,  of  all  the  crime  in  this  country  is  the  result  of  intemperance, 
and  ninety-five  per  cent,  of  the  depraved  youth  are  the  children  of 
drunken  households.  There  is  not  a  drunkard  on  earth  to  day  who 
didn't  start  out  with  the  idea  that  he  could  drink  or  let  it  alone. 

In  our  great  nation  there  are  over  190,000  saloons.  Over  200,000  peo- 
ple were  arrested  last  year  for  drunkenness  and  crimes  growing  out  of 
it.  The  nation  permits  the  opening  of  dram-shops  to  make  criminals, 
and  then  arrests  the  very  criminals  they  have  made.  One  of  the  great 
Websters  said  rum,  gin,  whiskey  and  brandy  are  destructive  to  man- 
kind. 

Strong  drink  produces  more  idleness,  crime,  disease,  want  and  misery 
than  all  other  causes  put  together.  Nine-tenths  of  all  the  convicts  in 
our  State  prisons  have  been  habitual  drinkers.  The  inmates  of  our 
insane  asylums  have  nearly  all  been  accustomed  to  strong  drink. 

Is  it  not  the  duty  of  men  who  profess  to  be  Christians  to  pray  and 
exert  such  an  influence  that  these  strongholds  of  sin  and  death  may  be 
abolished  in  our  bright  land.

In  the  present  age,  when  the  growth  of  knowledge  is  so  wonderful, 
when  the  transmission,  of  news  is  so  rapid,  and  when  the  power  of  the 
press  is  so  great,  the  religious  weekly  is  almost  indispensable.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  estimate  the  value  of  a  good  Christian  and  denominational  news- 
paper, It  is  a  weekly  visitor  which  we  soon  learn  to  love  and  welcome. 
It  tells  us  what  God  is  doing  in  the  world.  It  teaches  us  to  look  at  pass- 
ing events  from  the  Christian  standpoint.  It  is  freighted  with  news 
from  our  churches.  It  is  a  bearer  of  greetings  and  tidings  from  our 
missionaries  beyond  the  sea.  It  keeps  us  informed  concerning  the  prog- 
ress of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.  It  brings  us  into  closer  sympathy  with 
every  good  work.  It  is  a  great  help  to  the  pastor  in  his  labors.  It  is  a 
silent  but  effective  advocate  of  our  denominational  principles. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  Biblical  Recorder,  for  so  many  years 
the  recognized  organ  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  to  the  brethren  and  ask 
theni  to  aid  in  widening  its  circulation  and  enlarging  its  usefulness. 

We  also  recommend  Charity  and  Children,  the  sprightly  representa- 
tive of  our  orphanage,  to  the  membership  of  our  churches  and  to  ail  the 
friends  of  benevolence.

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REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  work  of  Foreign  Missions  has  ever  been  of  deep  interest  to  the 
churches  of  the  Raleigh  Association.  For  many  years  the  ablest  and 
most  successful  of  all  missionaries  to  foreign  lands  was  a  member  of  this 
body  and  was  supported  in  China  by  the  contributions  from  this  mem- 
bership. Since  the  death  of  this  great  man  the  contributions  of  the 
churches  of  this  body  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Work  have  not  been  so 
large,  but  not  because  the  work  has  been  regarded  as  any  less  important. 
The  discussion  of  this  branch  of  our  work  has  always  occupied  a  most 
prominent  part  of  our  annual  gatherings  and  has  justly  been  regarded 
as  a  work  of  increasing  necessity.  We  have,  however,  allowed  the 
demands  made  upon  us  by  the  destitution  in  our  own  bounds  to  become 
the  chief  object  of  our  contributions.  It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  report 
to  call  for  any  less  interest  or  decreased  contributions  to  this  home  work, 
but  to  call  most  emphatically  for  more  interest  in  every  way  to  this 
great  work  of  our  denomination  in  the  heathen  lands.  In  order  for  us 
to  properly  appreciate  the  good  being  done  by  the  money  now  being- 
given  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  in  heathen  lands,  we  desire  to  state 
briefly  the  condition  of  the  work  for  the  year  1892. 

There  are  now  being  sustained  in  the  foreign  field  92  missionaries,  21 
ordained  and  57  unordained  helpers  or  assistants.  Of  these,  28  missiona- 
ries and  28  native  assistants  are  at  work  in  China;  8  missionaries  and  7 
native  assistants  are  at  work  in  Africa:  3  missionaries  and  27  native 
assistants  are  at  work  in  Italy;  16  missionaries  and  4  native  assistants 
are  at  work  in  Brazil;  28  missionaries  and  10  native  assistants  are  at 
work  in  Mexico;  4  missionaries  and  2  native  assistants  are  at  work  in 
Japan . 

Thus  we  see  that  whereas  a  few  years  ago  we  only  had  here  and  there 
a  man  from  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  preaching  the  gospel  in 
foreign  lands,  the  number  has  greatly  increased  until  now  there  are 
more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  representing  us  there.  If  space 
would  permit,  the  statistics  would  be  here  presented  that  show  the 
encouraging  work  now  being  done  by  these  missionaries;  every  year  the 
number  of  baptisms  increase  and  the  amount  of  contributions  from  the 
converts  are  largely  in  excess  of  ours  per  member. 

Much  has  been  done,  much  more  could  be  done  if  the  contributions  of 
the  churches  were  larger.  The  fields  are  great.  The  number  of  laborers 
in  the  comparison  are  few,  very  few.  Pray  ye  that  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  will  send  forth  more  laborers  into  bis  harvest.  Pray  ye  also 
that  your  own  hearts  may  be  enlarged  to  this  great  work;  that  your  con- 
tributions may  be  in  keeping  with  the  needs  of  the  work  and  your  ability 
to  give. 

Our  work  in  foreign  fields  is  being  done  under  the  direction  and  con- 
trol of  the  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  located  at  Rich- 
mond. This  Board  is  composed  of  many  of  our  wisest  and  most  conse- 
crated pastors  and  laymen.  Some  of  them  have  given  years  of  thought 
and  prayer  to  this  subject,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  not  a  man  is  sent  out 
nor  a  dollar  expended  that  is  not  first  the  subject  of  closest  thought, 
careful  calculation  and  earnest  prayer.  The  ratio  of  expenses  given  in 
their  reports  are  the  smallest  of  any  Board  in  the  United  States.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Your  Committee  on  Education  feel  safe  in  saying  that  the  cause  of 
enlightening  the  mind  continues  to  increase,  but  we  greatly  fear  that 
there  is  a  sad  lack  of  proper  appreciation  of  the  great  value  of  educa- 
tion on  the  part  of  too  many  of  our  people.  With  the  public  schools  in 
every  district,  the  academy,  the  high  school  and  the  colleges,  whose 
doors  are  opening  wider  and  wider,  it  does  seem  to  us  that  there  is  little 
or  no  excuse  left  for  a  child  growing  up  in  ignorance,  and  we  believe  it 
to  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers,  preachers  and  of  Christian  people  generally 
to  urge  upon  every  parent  the  great  necessity  of  educating  the  rising 
generation. 

We  commend  most  heartily  the  Baptist  Female  University  about  to  be 
built  in  the  city  of  Raleigh.  The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  in  our 
judgment,  have  put  their  hands  to  no  work  more  important  than  this. 
No  one  can  calculate  the  good  that  this  institution,  when  completed  and 
equipped,  will  bring  to  all  our  homes  and  our  work. 

ministerial  education. 

There  are  at  present  fifty-one  young  men  at  Wake  Forest  College 
studying  for  the  ministry ;  thirty- five  of  these  are  supported  by  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  we  regret  to  say  that 
Rev.  W.  R,  Gwaltney,  the  agent  of  that  Board,  informs  us  that  the 
Board  is  passing  through  very  severe  trials  and  having  a  hard  time  to 
keep  these  young  men  at  college.  They  recognize  the  hard  times  that 
are  upon  us  and  are  using  all  the  economy  possible,  but  they  do  not  feel 
that  they  can  afford  to  turn  any  of  these  thirty-five  young  men  away, 
and  so  with  faith  in  God  and  in  His  servants  they  come  to  us  and  ask 
that  our  pledges  of  last  year  shall  be  fully  met,  and  that  we  shall  liberally 
support  the  work  for  the  year  now  upon  them. 

Let  us  pray  for  the  young  men  feeling  called  of  God  to  preach  His 
word,  and  let  us  stand  by  them  in  their  struggles  to  secure  that  equip- 
ment in  knowledge  so  necessary  to  their  usefulness. 

WAKE  FOREST    COLLEGE.

We  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  Wake  Forest  College,  established  by  our 
fathers  years  ago,  stands  to-day  in  its  record  and  work  as  the  equal  of 
any  similar  institution  in  the  land.

if  others  teach  our  sons  and  daughters,  we  may  well  expect  that  all  our 
work  shall  weaken  thereby.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

It  is  to  be  deplored  that  so  many  members  of  our  churches  ignore  the 
principle  of  total  abstinence  and  indulge  in  intoxicating  drinks  as  a 
beverage,  which  is  detrimental  to  their  Christian  character  and  brings 
reproach  upon  the  cause  they  have  espoused.  The  Divine  injunction  is, 
"  Look  not  thou  upon  the  wine  when  it  is  red,  when  it  giveth  its  color 
in  the  cup,  when  it  moveth  itself  aright.  At  last  it  biteth  like  a  serpent 
and  stingeth  like  an  adder.  Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is  raging, 
and  whosoever  is  deceived  thereby  is  not  wise.  Wherefore  come  out 
from  among  them,  and  be  ye  separate, saith  the  Lord;  and  touch  not  the 
unclean  thing,  and  I  will  receive  you."  The  ideal  of  Christianity  is  its 
fruit.  '•'  The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long-suffering,  gentle- 
ness, goodness,  faith,  meekness  and  temperance;  against  such  there  is 
no  law.  And  every  man  that  striveth  for  the  mastery  is  temperate  in 
all  things,  now  they  do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible  crown;  but  we  are 
incorruptible.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Our  associational  work  comes  under  this  beading,  and  we  beg  leave  to 
submit  our  report  on  Associational  Missions  as  connected  with  the  work 
of  the  State  Mission  Board.  The  State  Board  has  about  one  hundred 
missionaries  at  work  over  all  the  State,  and  the  Raleigh  Association  has 
three  employed  within  its  bounds.  Notwithstanding  the  "  hard  times" 
the  Lord's  blessing  has  prospered  our  work.  We  have  nothing  but 
hard  times  in  the  present,  and  this  seems  to  be  true  of  the  crops — the 
good  crops  are  all  a  year  or  more  in  the  past.  This  will  be  pronounced 
a  good  crop  at  next  harvest  time,  perhaps,  but  it  is  short  now,  short  of 
somebody's  expectation  and  short  of  what  we  would  all  like  to  have, 
but  nearly  an  average  crop  after  all. 

There  is  still  too  much  destitution  within  our  State  and  Association. 
Our  State  and  Associational  Boards  are  in  debt  to  our  missionaries  for 
work  already  done,  and  the  B;>ok  says,  "  Owe  no  man  anything  but 
love." 

We  hope  love  for  our  missionaries  will  soon  prompt  us  to  pay  them 
every  cent,  and  get  us  to  the  scriptural  plan  of  providing  weekly, 
monthly  or  quarterly  for  the  temporal  needs  of  our  missionaries.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 
To  the  Raleigh  Association. 

Upon  the  faith  of  the  pledges  made  for  Associational  Missions  at  the 
meetiDg  of  your  body  at  Srnithfieid  last  year,  the  Executive  Committee 
have  sustained  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  at  the  following  places:  Four 
Oaks,  Sardis,  Princeton,  Pine  Level,  Hood's  School-house,  Blackman's, 
Avery's  Mill,  Moore's  School-house  and  Rocky  Ridge  Academy.  These 
points  have  been  supplied  by  Eiders  O.  C.  Horton,  F.  H.  Poston  and  W. 
C.  Nowell. 

We  rejoice  to  say  that  decided  progress  was  made  at  some  of  these 
stations  and  at  all  of  them  there  is  some  hopeful  outlook. 

Elder  F.  H.  Poston  reports  as  follows: 

To  the  Executive  Board  of  Raleigh  Association. 

Dear  Brethren:  I  have  preached  this  year  at  the  following  places, 
viz.:  Alford's  School-house,  Sardis,  Four  Oaks,  Blackman's  Grove, 
Hood's  School-house  and  Johnson's  School  house. 

The  interest  at  Alford's  has  been  good.  We  had  a  gracious  meeting 
during  the  summer  which  resulted  in  seven  additions,  who  wrere  placed 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  Srnithfieid  church.  Others  professed  con- 
version, some  of  whom  have  united  with  the  Free  Will  Baptist  church. 
Our  cause  is  suffering  for  want  of  a  house  in  that  section. 

We  have  preached  at  Sardis  one  afternoon  in  each  month.  Congrega- 
tions very  good.  Have  been  unable  as  yet  to  hold  a  meeting,  but  have 
arranged  for  one  in  November. 

Four  Oaks  has  much  opposition,  but  the  members  are  united  and 
struggling.  Bro.  Wiley  Page  assisted  us  in  our  meeting  here  and 
preached  five  plain,  earnest  gospel  sermons,  which  were  greatly  enjoyed 
by  some  of  the  people.     One  received  into  fellowship  by  baptism. 

We  preached  at  Blackman's  Grove  for  more  than  a  year  in  an  old 
house  erected  and  used  several  years  for  a  bar-room.  During  this  year 
we  have  built  a  neat  house,  which,  when  plastered  and  fully  seated, 
will  reflect  credit  upon  almost  any  community.  We  began  to  use  our 
new  house  about  the  middle  of  July;  at  that  time  commenced  a  series  of 
meetings  which  continued  for  twelve  days,  resulting  in  the  outpouring 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  the  manifestations  of  God's  grace.  Eleven  were 
received  and  placed  under  the  watchcare  of  Srnithfieid  church.  Several 
others  professed  faith  in  Christ,  some  of  whom  have  since  united  with 
Blackman's  Grove  church.  On  Friday  before  the  third  Sunday  in  August 
we  organized  a  church  with  fourteen  members,  since  then  five  have 
been  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church.  Only  about  one  year 
ago  there  were  but  two  Missionary  Baptists  in  all  that  section  of  coun- 
try. Outlook  at  present  is  such  as  to  encourage  all  those  who  have 
helped  in  this  grand  work. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  opposition  at  Hood's,  but  as  the  year 
advanced  the  prospects  have  brightened  until  now  we  hope  to  constitute 
a  church  there  soon.  We  held  a  meeting  of  six  days;  three  received  by 
baptism  and  several  others  professed  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  If 
we  were  able  to  build  a  house  of  worship,  I  think  we  might  constitute  a 
church  with  at  least  ten  or  twelve  members. 

I  have  also  preached  at  Johnson's  School-house  one  Sunday  afternoon 
in  each  month  to  good  and  attentive  congregations.  We  held  a  four 
days'  meeting  at  that  point.     One  or  two  professed  faith  in  Christ. 

The  following  statistical  report  does  not  include  Srnithfieid  and  Shiloh 
churches. 

Baptisms,  25;  professed  conversions,  33;  persons  visited,  90;  sermons, 
148.  Respectfully  submitted, 

F.  H.  POSTON,  Missionary. 
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Elder  O.  C.  Horton  reports  four  candidates  awaiting  baptism  at  Pine 
Level  and  one  accession  to  the  church  at  Princeton.  The  brethren  at 
the  last  named  place  have  been  struggling  along  to  get  their  house  of 
worship  completed  and  out  of  debt. 

Your  Committee  feel  encouraged  to  press  the  work  committed  to 
them  as  strongly  as  the  funds  at  their  command  will  permit  of,  and  so 
far  as  possible  supply  every  neighborhood  in  our  bounds  with  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Association,  Four  Oaks,  Princeton,  Wilson's 
Mills  and  Bethlehem  churches  asked  for  aid  in  paying  off  indebtedness 
incurred  in  building  their  houses  of  worship.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee  and  we  went  to  the  churches  and  received 
the  sum  of  $252.69.  Our  Treasurer  makes  the  following  report  of  this 
fund:

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Home  Mission  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  being 
done  by  the  churches  through  a  Board  located  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  It  may 
be  divided  into  five  sub-departments,  viz.:  1.  Work  among  the  Indians; 
2.  Work  among  the  Colored  people;  3.  Work  among  the  Foreign  popu- 
lation coming  into  the  territory  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention; 
4.  Work  among  the  native  White  people  in  the  rapidly  growing  West 
and  South;  and  5.  Work  among  the  people  of  Cuba.  In  all  of  these  five 
departments  the  Lord  has  graciously  guided,  abundantly  blessed,  and 
greatly  encouraged  us.  We  need  to  give  our  people  more  information 
about  the  work'and  all  ought  to  pray  more  for  the  Lord's  blessing  upon 
it,  and  give  more  to  it.

REPORT  ON  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

Most  of  our  churches  have  done  well  for  the  past  year.  Nearly  all 
made  pledges  to  our  Associational  Work  and  have  redeemed  them,  or 
will  do  so  in  a  month  or  two.  We  regretfully  note  some  seeming  indif- 
ference to  Foreign  and  Home  Missions,  and  also  a  need  of  more  attention 
to  the  needs  of  education. 

Most  of  our  churches  have  had  revivals  during  the  year,  and  God  has 
blessed  His  truth  to  the  salvation  of  quite  a  number  of  souls.  God's 
blessings  have  attended  the  preaching  at  the  Mission  points  and  several 
have  professed  hope  in  Christ. 

One  new  church,  Blackman's  Grove,  has  been  organized  and  received 
into  the  Association  during  the  past  year,  with  a  membership  of  nineteen. 

Wilson's  Mills,  Bethlehem,  Four  Oaks  and  Pine  Level  have  been 
relieved  of  the  indebtedness  on  their  houses  of  worship  to  that  extent 
that  they  can  meet  the  remainder  of  the  debts  without  further  aid. 

Selma  has  gone  forward  in  repairs  to  the  amount  of  $850  or  more. 
The  house  has  been  much  improved  by  this  expenditure. 

Mount  Moriah  has  very  much  improved  their  house  of  worship  also, 
converting  it  into  a  thing  of  beauty  at  a  cost  of  $170. 

A  new  house  of  worship  has  been  built  at  Biackman's  Grove. 

We  have  made  progress  ail  along  the  line  of  Association al  Work,  and 
the  future  appears  encouraging.

Thirteen  years  ago  there  were  reported  to  this  Association  twenty- 
seven  Sunday-Schools,  with  an  enrollment  of  one  thousand  two  hundred 
and  forty-three.  At  our  last  session  there  were  reported  forty-seven 
Sunday-Schools,  with  an  enrollment  of   four  thousand  and   seventy. 

What  a  hope  and  inspiration  this  should  be  to  us.  Four  thousand  and 
seventy  of  our  people  gathered  together  every  Sabbath  studying  the 
Bible.  But  we  are  pained  to  add  that  there  are  several  churches  that 
are  robbing  themselves  of  this  blessing. 

At  our  session  in  1877,  Rev.  Johnson  Olive  wrote:  "  Every  live  Bap- 
tist Church  has  or  will  have  a  Sabbath-School.  And  that  Christian  who 
can  attend  and  engage  in  this  work,  but  who  does  not,  is  depriving  him- 
self of  a  great  blessing,  as  he  does  who  lies  thirsting  near  running 
waters." 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  more  attention  should  be 
given  to  Sunday- Schools  in  both  our  Associations  and  Union  Meetings. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  our  Sunday- Schools  order  their  sup- 
plies through  the  Sunday-School  Supply  Store  at  Raleigh.

OBITUARY  REPORT. 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting,  one  minister  and  one  prominent  lay- 
man have  died. 

On  February  1,  1893,  Bro.  David  Calvin  Holland  died  at  his  home  in 
Harnett  County,  aged  65  years.  Bro.  Holland  in  early  life  professed 
religion  and  joined  the  Baptist  Church  at  Piney  Grove,  N.  C,  and  con- 
tinued a  member  of  the  same  until  Kinney's  Creek  Church  was  organ- 
ized, at  which  time  he  removed  his  membership,  and  united  with  said 
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church.  Was  elected  deacon,  and  became  a  prominent  member,  and 
bore  a  large  part  of  the  burdens  of  the  church,  sometimes  paying  one- 
third  of  the  pastor's  salary,  and  other  expenses  in  the  same  proportion. 
He  was  a  regular  attendant  at  the  Association  and  Union  Meetings,  but 
can  meet  no  more  with  us  at  our  annual  meetings;  but  has  gone  where 
Associations  never  break  up.  Bro.  Holland  as  a  Christian  gentleman 
possessed  the  unlimited  confidence  of  the  community  in  which  he  was 
born,  lived  and  died.  He  was  a  man  slow  to  form  an  opinion,  but  when 
formed,  he  had  the  manhood  to  express  his  convictions  fearlessly.  He 
was  a  staunch  Baptist;  believing  their  doctrines  to  be  right,  and  all 
others  wrong,  and  did  not  hesitate  to  say  so,  for  he  believed  Baptist  doc- 
trine to  be  Bible  doctrine. 

Rev.  John  R.  Maynard  was  born  December  11, 1840,  and  died  suddenly 
in  his  shop  at  Morrisville,  March  23,  1893,  in  his  fifty-third  year.  Bro. 
Maynard's  parents  moved  to  Tennessee  when  he  was  quite  small,  and  in 
1864  he  returned  to  North  Carolina,  and  married  in  1865,  settled  at 
Morrisville,  and  followed  his  trade  for  a  living  for  a  few  years;  and  soon 
became  active  in  Sabbath-School  and  prayer- meetings;  also  felt 
impressed  to  preach  the  Gospel,  and  after  due  deliberation,  his  church 
decided  to  license  him.  And  after  he  had  exercised  his  gifts  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  brethren,  he  was  ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the  ministry 
by  a  Presbytery  consisting  of  Dr.  C.  E.  Taylor  and  others.  Bro.  May- 
nard possessed  but  few  educational  advantages  in  his  youth,  neither  did 
he  possess  great  talents,  but  made  up  greatly  the  want  of  these  by  his 
devotion  and  consecration  to  the  work.  He  was  very  successful  as  a 
minister,  preaching  with  great  acceptance,  building  up  many  weak 
churches.  Was  never  without  one  or  more  pastoral  charges  from  the 
time  of  his  ordination  till  his  death.  He  left  a  wife  and  several  children 
to  mourn  his  loss,  but  they  feel  that  their  loss  is  his  gain,  and  confi- 
dently expect  to  meet  him  where  parting  will  be  no  more.

On  motion,  Bro.  L.  O.  Lougee  was  re-elected  Clerk  and  Treasurer  by 
acclamation. 

An  invitation  was  extended  to  visiting  brethren,  and  accepted  by  the 
following:  Bro.  B.  S.  Peterson,  representing  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist ;  Rev.  R.  J.  Bennett,  from  Little  River  Association;  Rev.  G.  W.  Cop- 
pedge,  from  the  Tar  River;  Rev.  I.  T.  Newton,  from  the  Central;  Revs. 
G.  J.  Dowell  and  C.  W.  Blanchard,  from  the  Mount  Zion;  and  Rev.  M. 
C.  Thomas,  a  member  of  the  N.  C.  Methodist  Conference. 

Petitionary  letters  were  called  for,  but  no  response. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  moved  that  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions  be 
made  the  special  order  for  to-morrow  (Friday)  night.     Adopted. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Simms,  State  Missions  was  made  the  special  order 
for  to-morrow  morning  at  n  o'clock. 

On  motion,  the  pastor  and  deacons  of  Cary  Church  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Religious  Exercises. 

Rev.  D.  D.  Edwards,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Temperance, 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  read  by  Rev.  W.  M.  Sorrell: 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

It  is  to  be  deplored  that  so  many  members  of  our  churches  ignore  the 
principle  of  total  abstinence  and  indulge  in  intoxicating  drinks  as  a 
beverage,  which  is  detrimental  to  their  Christian  character  and  brings 
reproach  upon  the  cause  they  have  espoused;  and  also  that  many  oppose 
the  total  prohibition  of  this  the  giant  of  evils  from  our  country.  But  we 
are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  temperance  and  prohibition  movement 
has  been  steadily  going  forward  and  gaining  ground  for  many  years,  and 
we  are  looking  forward  with  hope,  and  pray  that  God  may  so  direct  and 
overrule  that  we  may,  in  the  near  future,  be  delivered  from  this  giant 
evil. 

Resolved  ist.  That  we  favor  the  speedy  and  entire  prohibition  of  the 
liquor  traffic;  that  we  oppose  license  for  this  traffic  in  any  and  all  its 
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forms,  through  which  men  buy  the  right  to  destroy  human  hopes  and 
happiness  and  blight  human  souls,  as  an  offence  against  public  morals 
and  a  sin  against  God. 

Resolved  2d.  That  while  we  do  not  presume  to  dictate  the  political 
conduct  of  our  brethren,  yet  we  do  record  our  deliberate  judgment  that 
no  political  party  has  a  right  to  expect  nor  ought  to  receive  the  support 
of  Christian  men  so  long  as  it  stands  committed  to  the  license  policy,  or 
refuses  to  put  itself  on  record  in  an  attitude  of  open  hostility  to  the 
saloon. 

Resolved  3d.  That  in  our  judgment  members  of  the  church  who  habit- 
ually visit  bar-rooms  and  drink  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage  there 
or  at.any  other  place,  or  shall,  by  aiding  or  abetting  in  any  way  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  are  guilty  of  a  sinful  impro- 
priety that  calls  for  the  exercise  of  church  discipline  and  for  expulsion 
if  persisted  in.  D.  D.  EDWARDS,

SECOND  DAY. 

Friday,  November  2,  1894. 

Religious  exercises  for  half  an  hour  were  participated  in,  conducted  by 
Rev.  R.  VanDeventer,  after  which  the  Association  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Moderator  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  corrected. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  M.  White,  all  letters  not  having  heretofore  been 
read,  were  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  without  reading,  and  the 
delegates  present  handed  their  names  to  the  Clerk  for  enrollment. 

Visiting  brethren  were  again  invited  to  seats  with  us,  and  accepted  by 
Dr.  John  Mitchell,  representing  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education;  Dr. 
N.  B.  Cobb,  representing  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Almanac;  Rev.  R.  VanDeven- 
ter, representing  the  Foreign  Mission  Board;   Bro.  J.  C.  Caddell,  repre- 
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senting  the  Biblical  Recorder ;  Rev.  W.  H.  Edwards,  from  the  Central 
Association;  Bro.  J.  H.  Mills,  representing  the  Baptist  Orphanage;  Bro. 
J.  C.  Scarborough,  from  the  Central,  and  Rev.  C.  Durham,  representing 
Missions. 

It  was  moved  that  the  subject  of  Periodicals  be  taken  up  and  discussed. 

Objection  was  made,  owing  to  the  committee  not  yet  having  been  ap- 
pointed, and  therefore  no  report  before  the  body. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  dispensed  with. 

The  subject  was  then  discussed  ably  by  Bros.  J.  C.  Caddell,  B.  S,  Peter- 
son and  J.  C.  Scarborough. 

The  hour  of  n  o'clock  having  arrive*,  the  time  of  the  special  order  on 
the  subject  of  State  Missions, 

On  motion,  it  was  suspended  for  five  minutes. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Caddell  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  present  age,  when  the  growth  of  knowledge  is 
so  wonderful,  when  the  transmission  of  news  is  so  rapid,  and  when  the 
power  of  the  press  is  so  great,  the  religious  weekly  is  almost  indispensa- 
ble. It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  value  of  a  good  Christian  and  denomi- 
national newspaper.  It  is  a  weekly  visitor  which  we  soon  learn  to  love 
and  welcome.  It  tells  us  what  God  is  doing  in  the  world.  It  teaches 
us  to  look  at  passing  events  from  the  Christian  standpoint.  It  is  freighted 
with  news  from  our  churches.  It  is  a  bearer  of  greetings  and  tidings 
from  our  missionaries  beyond  the  sea.  It  keeps  us  informed  concerning 
the  progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.  It  brings  us  into  closer  sympathy 
with  every  good  work.  It  is  a  great  help  to  the  pastor  in  his  labors.  It 
is  a  silent  but  effective  advocate  of  our  denominational  principles. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  Biblical  Recorder,  for  so  many  years 
the  recognized  organ  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  to  the  brethren  and  ask 
them  to  aid  in  widening  its  circulation  and  enlarging  its  usefulness. 

We  also  recommend  the  North  Carolina  Baptist,  and  Charity  and 
Children,  the  sprightly  representative  of  our  Orphanage,  to  the  member- 
ship of  our  churches  and  to  all  the  friends  of  benevolence.

The  address  of  Dr.  Durham  was  stirring  and  full  of  good  thoughts, 
followed  ably  by  Bro.  J.  C.  Scarborough. 

Dr.  Durham  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted: 

Resolved  1st.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association, 
representing  forty-nine  churches  and  a  membership  of  4,675,  the  next 
Legislature  should  provide  for  a  four  months  public  school  in  each  school 
district  in  every  county  in  North  Carolina. 

Resolved  2d.  That  in  our  opinion  the  appropriation  of  the  taxes  of  the 
people  of  this  State,  in  its  present  condition,  to  higher  education  is  not 
a  help,  but  a  hindrance  to  the  best  educational  interest  of  the  people  of 
the  State. 
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It  was  announced  that  Miss  Fannie  Heck  would  address  the  ladies  at 
2  o'clock  this  afternoon  at  the  Methodist  Church. 
On  motion,  adjourned  until  1:30  o'clock. 

Afternoon  Session. 

After  singing,  the  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator 
at  1:  30  o'clock. 

Rev.  G.  J.  Dowell  offered  the  following 

RKPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

"The  poor,"  our  Savior  says,  "shall  always  be  with  us."  It  is  our 
duty  to  care  for  them.  "Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor,  the 
Lord  will  deliver  him  in  time  of  trouble." 

Among  the  many  objects  to  which  our  churches  contribute,  the  poor 
and  wornout  preachers  should  come  in  for  a  liberal  share.  They  appeal 
to  our  liberality  and  they  appeal  to  our  loyalty  to  Christ.  Shall  we 
neglect  these  old  veterans  whose  lives  and  best  manhood  have  been 
given  to  fighting  the  cause  of  our  Adversary  ?  Shall  we  allow  the  men 
who  preached  to  us  and  to  our  fathers  to  go  down  to  their  graves  suffer- 
ing for  bread  and  clothes,  and  have  no  money  to  buy  themselves  medi- 
cine when  the  infirmities  of  age  creep  upon  them  and  thus  take  away 
the  strength  of  their  manhood  in  the  zenith  of  their  usefulness?  God 
forbid.  We  will  not  turn  them  out  to  die  in  the  county  poor-house 
while  we  have  bread  and  to  spare,  but  will  see  to  it  that  we  are  not  so 
forgetful  of  their  comfort  as  to  leave  them  without  aid  in  their  declining 
years.  We  believe  it  to  be  our  duty  to  take  up  a  collection  at  least  once 
a  year  and  so  advise  all  our  churches.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  has  defined  State  Missions  to  include 
all  practical  efforts  to  give  the  gospel  to  the  destitute  sections  and 
neighborhoods  in  the  State.  More  than  one  hundred  }^ears  ago  our 
fathers  began  this  work.  Their  ideas  of  missions  were  Scriptural,  and 
their  zeal  and  wisdom  in  planning  for  the  work  were  in  advance  of  their 
day.  We  are  largely  what  we  are  now  as  a  denomination  because  of 
their  consideration  and  mission  spirit. 

There  are  this  year  ninety-two  Baptist  preachers  engaged  in  preach- 
ing at  more  than  three  hundred  destitute  places  in  the  State.  Among 
them  are  some  of  the  most  conservative  and  successful  preachers  in  the 
State. 

The  Board  hopes  to  go  to  the  Convention  this  year  free  of  debt,  but  to 
do  this  all  the  pastors  and  churches  should,  during  November,  take 
special  collections  for  State  Missions.  This  work  should  be  wisely  pros- 
ecuted till  a  Baptist  church  is  established  in  easy  walk  of  every  person 
in  the  State. 

We,  therefore,  urge  the  churches  in  this  Association  to  aid  liberally 
this  department  of  our  denominational  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  two  missionaries,  Rev.  F.  H-.  Poston 
and  Rev.  O.  C.  Horton,  employed  for  a  part  of  their  time  and  supplying 
preaching  at  Princeton,  Pine  Level,  Sardis,  Avery's  Mill,  Four  Oaks, 
Blackman's  Grove  and  Hood's  School  House. 

The  progress  on  our  mission  fields  has  not  been  as  good  during  the 
past  year  as  we  desired,  but  it  is  hopeful.  Protracted  meetings  were 
held  at  Avery's  Mill  and  Blackman's  Grove,  and  Rev.  C.  W.  Blanchard 
aided  our  missionary  Bro.  Poston.  From  these  meetings  a  church  was 
organized  at  Avery's  Mill,  which  is  to  be  called  Pisgah.  At  this  point 
money  has  been  subscribed  and  the  lumber  ordered  for  the  building  of 
a  house  of  worship. 

The  young  church  at  Blackman's  Grove  has  enjoyed  a  good  measure 
of  prosperity  and  gives  promise  of  becoming  self-supporting  at  an  early 
day. 

At  Four  Oaks  Rev.  A.  D.  Hunter  aided  our  missionary  Bro.  Horton  in 
a  week's  meeting,  but  so  far  the  church  has  made  little  or  no  progress 
in  its  work. 

Rev.  F.  H.  Poston,  having  accepted  a  field  to  which  he  was  invited  in 
Georgia,  resigned  work  in  our  Association  with  the  close  of  October. 
His  labors  with  us  have  not  been  without  their  fruits,  and  we  pray  the 
blessings  of  our  Heavenly  Father  upon  him  and  his  work  in  the  field  to 
which  he  has  gone. 

Your  committee  would  encourage  the  churches  by  the  work  that  has 
been  accomplished  and  urge  them  not  to  be  weary  in  well  doing,  but  to 
continue  their  contributions  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  in  the  des- 
titute places  in  our  bounds.  If  we  had  the  money  with  which  to  sustain 
the  work  we  would  undertake  to  enlarge  our  operations,  but  for  the 
present  feel  we  can  do  no  more  than  hold  on  and  build  up  that  already 
begun.

,  REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Our  God  is  the  God  of  missions.  Our  Bible  breathes  the  spirit  of  mis- 
sions in  prophecy,  prayers  and  psalms.  Jesus,  in  His  life  and  work, 
beautifully  illustrated  this  spirit. 

"Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  Me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea, 
and  in  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  "  Go  ye,  therefore  and  teach  all 
nations."  He  is  waiting  for  His  people  to  put  into  execution  these 
commands. 

To-day  there  are  9,000  missionaries  in  foreign  lands,  and  they  have 
the  co-operation  of  44,500  native  helpers.  Of  this  number  more  than 
100  men  and  women  are  laboring  under  the  direction  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  The  news  of  thousands  of  conversions  every  week 
come  to  make  us  glad  and  to  assure  us  that  the  work  is  not  in  vain. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  elects  each  year  a  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  and  says:  "To  each  Board  shall  be  committed,  during  the  recess 
of  the  Convention,  the  entire  management  of  all  the  affairs  relating  to 
the  objects  with  whose  interest  it  shall  be  charged." 

That  Board  is  composed  of  faithful  and  true  men,  who  are  conducting 
the  great  Foreign  Mission  Work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
with  zeal,  wisdom  and  economy.  That  we  may  have  a  growing  interest 
in  this  part  of  the  Lord's  work,  we  urge  the  pastors  to  inform  them- 
selves and  instruct  their  people.  . 

The  Foreign  Mission  Journal  is  within  the  reach  of  nearly  all;  the 
many  good  tracts  on  every  phase  of  the  missionary  work  are  absolutely 
within  the  reach  of  all. 

/Brethren,  we  cannot  claim  the  promise  of  our  Lord,  "  IyO,  I  am  with 
you  always,"  till  we  have  met  the  condition.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

During  the  past  conventional  year  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  had  under  its  appointment  381  missiona- 
ries, who  supplied  1,229  churches  and  stations,  and  reported  34,024  ser- 
mons and  addresses,  3,907  prayer-meetings,  4,470  baptisms,  52,097  religi- 
ous visits,  133  churches  constituted,  67  houses  of  worship  built,  1,150 
Bibles  and  Testaments  distributed,  and  390,750  tracts  put  in  circulation. 

These  381  missionaries  were  distributed  in  the  several  Southern  States 
and  Territories,  as  follows:  Alabama,  1;  Arkansas,  23;  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, 5;  Florida,  51;  Georgia,  5;  Indian  Territory,  6;  Kentucky,  24; 
Louisiana,  17;  Maryland,  5;  Missouri,  6;  Mississippi,  22;  North  Carolina, 
5;  Oklahoma,  12;  Tennessee,  10;  Texas,  105;  Virginia,  1;  West  Arkansas 
and  Indian  Territory,  48;  West  North  Carolina  9,  and  West  Virginia  2. 
The  other  22  have  labored  in  the  Island  of  Cuba.

This  Board  is  sustaining  missions  among  the  Germans  in  Maryland, 
Kentucky,  Missouri  and  Texas;  among  the  French  in  Missouri  and 
Louisiana;  among  the  Mexicans  in  Texas,  the  Indians  in  Indian  Terri- 
tory and  the  Spanish  speaking  people  of  Cuba,  besides  its  work  among 
the  whites  in  the  several  States  already  mentioned.  It  needs  to  enlarge 
its  work  both  among  the  native  whites  and  the  negroes  throughout  the 
South. 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  under  special  obligations  to  rally 
to  its  support,  not  only  on  account  of  its  help  in  sustaining  important 
centers  of  influence  in  our  own  State  in  the  past,  but  also  because  of  our 
own  wonderful  progress  and  our  present  great  numerical  strength  as 
compared  with  that  of  other  States  of  this  Union.  North  Carolina 
(according  to  the  last  United  States  census)  contained  a  larger  number 
of  white  Baptists  than  any  State  in  the  Union  except  Kentucky,  and 
lacked  only  20  of  equalling  Kentucky  in  numbers.    Our  strong  churches 
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at  Wilmington,  Raleigh,  Charlotte,  Goldsboro,  Elizabeth  City  and  other 
points  have  been  in  past  years  some  of  the  mission  points  of  this  Board; 
and  even  now  they  are  co-operating  with  us  in  the  support  of  five  mis- 
sionaries at  important  centers  of  influence  in  our  State. 

Last  year  only  16  of  the  49  churches  of  the  Raleigh  Association  re- 
ported any  contributions  to  this  Board.  If  the  other  33  had  contributed 
as  liberally  as  did  these  16  we  would  have  reported  over  $450,  instead  of 
the  #144.19,  which  we  did  report.

The  subject  of  the  Orphanage  was  the  next  special  order,  which  was 
read  by  Rev.  O.  C.  Horton,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

Your  committee  wrote  to  the  Orphanage  for  late  information  concern- 
ing its  work  and  general  prosperity,  that  we  might  be  able  to  submit  a 
correct  and,  if  possible,  an  encouraging  report.  The  following  facts  and 
figures  were  handed  us  in  a  letter  by  Bro.  S.  W.  Hall,  Treasurer  of  the 
institution: 

There  are  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  children  now  at  the  Orphan- 
age being  trained  for  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  life.  Th^y  have 
to  eat  three  times  a  day,  and  it  takes  food  to  supply  the  tables  for  these 
parentless  ones.  Winter  will  soon  be  here  and  the  children  need  sho'es 
and  clothes  to  protect  their  persons  from  the  cold.  The  Orphanage  is 
in  fairly  good  condition.  The  children  are  making  good  progress  in 
their  studies  and  work.  One  half  of  the  day  is  given  to  study  and  the 
other  to  work.  We  are  now  engaged  (October  29)  gathering  and  hous- 
ing the  crops. 
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Sorry  to  report  a  debt— could  not  learn  the  exact  amount,  but  sup- 
pose it  is  small.  The  coming  election,  low  prices  for  farm  products  and  low 
wages  have  turned  the  attention  of  our  people  somewhat  from  the  needs 
of  the  Orphanage,  or  else  the  hard  times  have  rendered  them  unable  to 
respond  as  in  the  more  prosperous  days;  so  the  managers  were  compelled 
to  make  the  debt  we  have  named.  The  children  need  the  prayers  and 
contributions  of  the  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  of  our  Association,  as 
commended  in  resolution  of  last  year's  report,  and  now  is  the  accepted 
time  and  the  day  to  give  attention  to  this  work. 

Much  aid  might  be  rendered  the  Orphanage  and  many  homes  made 
better  by  a  wider  circulation  of  Charity  and  Children,  a  paper  for  one 
dollar  a  year,  the  work  of  the  boys  and  profitable  to  the  institution.  We 
commend  the  paper  to  our  brethren,  sisters  and  the  friends  of  the 
Orphanage  at  Thomasville.

DKACON  S.  H.  HOOD. 

Deacon  S.  H.  Hood  was  born  March  3,  1822,  and  died  at  his  home  in 
Selma,  Johnston  County,  N.  C,  October  17,  1894,  aged  seventy-two 
years,  seven  months  and  fourteen  days.  Brother  Hood  professed  hope 
in  Christ  when  a  young  man,  and  was  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of 
Hepzibah  Baptist  Church  by  Rev.  Berry  Horton.  He  came  to  Selma 
Church  in  1874,  by  letter,  and  was  made  a  deacon  soon  after  being 
received  into  fellowship.  Our  brother  was  faithful  in  all  the  relations 
of  life,  and  loved  by  all  who  knew  him  well. 

Brother  H.  held  some  minor  offices  of  trust  by  the  gift  of  his  county 
and  so  filled  each  place  as  to  draw  words  of  praise  for  his  conduct  from 
those  he  served.  He  was  devoted  to  his  church,  and  she  loved  him  in 
return  for  his  consecration  and  devotion  to  her  interests. 

Our  brother  was  twice  married:  first,  to  Miss  Nancy  M.  Underhill, 
November  3,  1842,  and  again,  November  20,  1889,  to  Miss  Mollie  A. 
Hatcher.  Several  children  came  of  the  first  marriage,  most  of  them 
living  to  mourn  the  departure  of  a  good  father.  Quite  a  number  of 
grandchildren,  several  of  whom,  just  merging  into  young  manhood  and 
womanhood,  drop  their  tears  with  the  widow  of  our  deceased  brother. 

Funeral  service  in  his  own  church,  October  18,  conducted  by  his  pas- 
tor (text,  Rev.  xiv:  13),  after  which  his  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  Selma 
Cemeterv  by  the  side  of  that  of  his  first  companion  to  await  the  general 
resurrection  at  the  last  day.

JOHN  G.  BARBOUR. 

John  G.  Barbour  was  born  in  Johnston  County,  March  30,  1834,  and 
died  at  Clayton,  October  2,  1894.  He  united  with  Shiloh  Baptist  Church 
at  thirty-two  years  of  age,  and  thenceforth  was  characterized  by  his 
activity  in  the  Master's  service.  After  several  years  of  faithful  co-opera- 
tion with  his  brethren  there  he  became  one  of  a  body  of  workers  who 
went  forth  from  that  and  other  neighboring  organizations  to  establish 
Baptist  Center  Church.  He  was  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School 
at  Baptist  Center  for  many  years,  and  was  filling  this  office  for  the  Clay- 
ton Church  at  the  time  he  was  paralyzed,  three  and  a  half  3'ears  ago.

This  year  these  46  letters  report  342  baptisms  in  35  of  the  churches. 
Lee's  Chapel  reporting  61 — the  largest  number  from  any  church.  Next, 
from  the  Tabernacle,  44;  then  Clayton,  24;  and  Fayetteville  Street,  23, 
and  so  on. 

Last  year  246  baptisms  were  reported  from  29  churches. 

Only  3  churches  report  anything  for  Ministerial  Relief.  In  all,  there 
is  sent  up  $19.90,  and  Apex  Church  and  Sunday  School  sent  $16.90  of 
this  amount. 

Some  money  has  been  sent  to  the  Gospel  Mission  in  China,  which 
accounts  in  part  for  the  smaller  amount  for  Foreign  Missions. 

Last  year  there  was  a  membership  of  4,675  in  the  Association.  This 
shows  we  are  only  just  touching  the  work.  Your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  greatest  trouble  arises  from  a  want  of  interest  and  push 
on  the  part  of  the  pastors.  Many  of  our  churches  are  doing  well,  but

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  RALEIGH  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 


HEPZIBAH  BAPTIST  CHURCH, 
November  28,  1895. 

The  Ninetieth  Annual  Session  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  con- 
vened with  the  Hepzibah  Baptist  church  to  day,  Rev.  H.  W.  Norris, 
Moderator,  presiding,  who  called  the  Association  to  order,  with  prayer 
by  Bro.  John  T.  Pullen. 

The  Introductory  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  O.  L.  Stringfield,  from 
2d  Corinthians  x:  4.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon,  the  Association 
resumed  business. 

On  motion  of  Bro,  N.  B.  Broughton,  a  committee,  consisting  of  Breth- 
ren W.  B.  Upchurch,  Jas.  M.  Broughton  and  J.  M.  Baucom,  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee,  to  whom  should  be  referred  all  the  church  letters, 
to  report/  on  Finances  and  Enrollment  of  Delegates  with  request  to  re- 
port as  soon  as  possible  after  recess. 

REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING  CLERK. 

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

Brethren  :  Almost  before  the  delegation  attending  the  89th  Annual 
Session  of  our  Association  had  reached  their  respective  homes,  our 
worthy  and  much  beloved  Secretary,  L.  O.  Lougee,  was  called  from  his 
labors  on  earth  to  possess  the  crown  awaiting  him  beyond  the  grave. 
His  death,  occurring  so  soon  after  adjournment,  and  before  be  had  pre- 
pared his  copy  of  the  proceedings  for  publication,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  requested  me  to  take  Bro.  Lougee's  rough  notes 
and  issue  the  proceedings  as  soon  as  possible  ;  this  was  done,  and  the 
quota  for  each  church  duly  mailed  to  the  Clerks. 

I  am  unable  to  present  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
for  the  past  year,  as  no  money  has  been  received  by  me.  I  presume  the 
Executive  Committee  will  report  upon  this  matter;  the  pledges  at  the 
last  session,  together  with  the  cash  received,  has  all  been  disbursed  by 
that  committee. 

Some  action  should  be  taken  to  induce  the  churches  to  increase  their 
contribution  to  the  Minute  Fund.  In  preparing  the  copy  for  the  pro- 
ceedings, a  great  deal  of  condensing  had  to  be  done  in  order  to  reduce 
the  size  of  the  Minutes,  and  then  the  cost  greatly  exceeded  the  amount 
sent  up  for  printing  the  Minutes.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

Since  the  last  meeting.of  our  Association,  the  officers  of  the  Orphan- 
age have  changed.  Bro.  J.  H.  Mills  has  been  succeeded  by  Bro.  J.  B. 
Boone,  as  Manager  ;  Bro.  Hall  by  Bro.  Ivey  Allen  as  Treasurer,  but  our 
obligations  to  the  Orphanage  have  not  changed.  When  we  remember 
that  there  are  130  fatherless  children  at  the  Orphanage  at  present,  de- 
pendent upon  the  generosity  of  the  churches  for  food,  raiment,  mental 
and  spiritual  instruction,  and  many  others  equally  as  destitute,  apply- 
ing for  admittance,  we  should  redouble  our  efforts  by  the  giving  of  our 
means  and  pravers  to  relieve  their  wants  ;  by  giving  them  good  homes, 
under  good  influences,  so  that  we  can  shape  their  lives,  giving  them 
Christian  training  in  a  Christian  school  under  good  teachers  ;  training 
them  to  industrious  habits,  fitting  them  for  the  duties  of  life.  This  is 
the  kind  of  work  done  at  the  Orphanage.  If  we  neglect  them,  many 
doubtless,  will  grow  up  ignorant,  vicious,  law-breaking  people,  and 
may  cost  our  country  many  times  the  cost  of  the  Orphanage,  and  con- 
sidered from  a  financial  s^tand-point,  the  Orphanage  is  paying  largely. 
But  from  a  Bible  stand-point,  can  we  neglect  them  and  be  guiltless  in 
the  eyes  of  Him  who  has  declared  that  He  is  the  helper  of  the  father- 
less, and  that  pure  religion  consists  in  visiting  the  widow  and  fatherless 
in  their  afflictions  ?  Let  us  imitate  the  blessed  Saviour  while  on  earth, 
looking  up  the  poor  and  needy  and  help  them. 

We  recommend  that  our  churches  take  at  least  one  collection  during 
the  year  and  the  Sunday  School  once  a  quarter,  for  the  Orphanage.

We  also  commend  Charity  and  Children,  a  paper  published  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  Orphanage,  edited  by  Bro.  A.  Johnson,  as  worthy  of  the 
hearty  support  and  confidence  of  every  Baptist  in  the  State.

Caddell,  representing  the  Biblical  Recorder,  addressed  the  Association 
upon  the  claims  of  the  paper  upon  our  people,  urging  a  liberal  support, 
in  order  that  all  departments  in  the  work  of  the  Baptists  of  the  State 
might  be  better  underscood  and  in  touch  with  the  people. 

Dr.  Simms  said  we  have  indeed  a  most  excellent  paper  ;  in  the  bright 
young  editor  a  most  promising  young  man,  who  is  making  a  strong, 
clear  cut  Baptist  paper,  which  should  be  in  the  home  of  every  Baptist 
of  the  State..  Many  a  man  would  give  the  last  cent  he  possesses  if  he 
could  only  reclaim  a  wayward  boy.  In  many  cases  these  boys  would 
never  have  gone  astray  if  their  minds  had  been  properly  trained,  and 
their  hearts  cultivated  by  giving  them  proper  reading.  Brethren,  no 
man  ever  touches  the  earth  but  once,  and  then  he  is  gone  forever,  let  us 
die  trying  to  pull  the  world  to  God. 

Rev.  J.  G.  'Pulliam  said  that  he  had  just  two  thoughts  to  present.  1. 
The  Recorder  was  great  in  the  things  it  kept  out  of  its  columns  ;  2.  It 
is  a  straight,  up  and  down  Baptist  paper  in  standing  and  character.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 
To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

During  the  year  past  we  have  had  four  Missionaries — Revs.  J.  G.  Pul- 
liam, W.  M.  Sorrell,  Wiley  Page  and  G.  W.  Coppedge  employed  for  a 
part  of  their  time,  and  supplying  preaching  at  Princeton,  Pine  Level, 
Sardis,  Pisgah,  Four  Oaks,  Ccrinth,  Blackman's  Grove,  and  Hood's 
School  House. 

While  we  have  not  done  so  much  as  we  desired,  we  are  glad  to  say 
that  progress  has  been  made.  If  we  contrast  our  work  with  its  condi- 
tion five  years  ago.  we  see  that  very  much  has  been  accomplished. 
Blackman's  Grove  church  has  a  good  house  of  worship,  and  is  now  out 
of  debt.     During  the  past  year  a  house  of  worship  has  been  built  by 
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Pisgah  church,  which  is  nearly  paid  for  ;  we  think  this  church  will  be 
self-supporting  after  one  more  year.  Protracted  meetings  were  held  at 
each  mission  point,  which  resulted  in  additions  to  nearly  all  these 
churches.  Rev.  F.  M.  Jordan  aided  Rev.  J.  G.  Pulliam  at  Princeton, 
which  resulted  in  five  additions ;  Rev.  J.  A.  Smith  aided  him  at  Four 
Oaks,  and  three  members  were  received  ;  Rev.  Jasper  Howell  aided  him 
at  Pisgah,  and  there  were  three  additions.  Rev.  D.  D.  Edwards  aided 
Rev.  W.  M.  Sorrell  at  Pine  Level,  which  resulted  in  reviving  the  church 
and  two  professions  of  faith.  Rev.  G.  W.  Coppedge  was  aided  at  Cor- 
inth by  Rev.  Worley  Creech  ;  five  persons  were  added  to  that  church. 
Rev.  Wiley  Page  was  aided  at  Blackman's  Grove  by  Rev.  S.  C.  Page  ; 
one  member  was  added. 

We  must  go  forward  with  this  work  ;  we  are  certain  that  the  seeds 
have  been  sown  which  will  produce  a  great  harvest  in  the  years  to  come.

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establishing  churches  over  the  State,  in  many  place3  against  much  op- 
position. Shall  we  allow  these  faithful  and  worthy  brethren,  who  are 
infirm,  poor  and  helpless,  to  suffer  in  their  last  days  for  food  and  cloth- 
ing ?  God  forbid  !  We  find  that  last  year  there  was  reported  to  our 
State  Convention,  at  Charlotte,  $985.31  collected.  So  you  see  that  this 
work  is  much  behind  what  it  was  lasft  year.  The  amount  collected  last 
year  should  be  greatly  increased  ;  the  Baptists  of  the  State  ought  to 
raise  at  least  $3,000  or  $4,000  for  this  purpose.  It  is  a  worthy  object, 
and  in  the  past  it  has  not  received  the  attention  and  support  that  it 
should.  The  amount  paid  to  our  beneficiaries  has  been  from  $32  to  $52 
per  year.  In  order  that  this  object  may  be  brought  before  our  people 
more  fully,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  and 
hope  that  our  State  Convention  will  pass  the  same,  or  something  like  it: 

Resolved.  That  we  earnestly  request  each  Pastor  in  this  Association 
to  present  the  claims  of  our  Ministerial  Relief  Board  to  his  people  semi- 
annually, in  May  and  October,  and  take  up  special  collections,  and  that 
the  same  be  forwarded  at  once  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

We  have  now  eleven  beneficiaries  on  the  list — twenty -six,  including 
their  families — and  two  applications  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Board  at 
their  next  meeting.

REPORT  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 
To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

It  is  important  that  our  people  shall  understand  the  difference  be- 
tween State  Missions  and  Home  Missions.  State  Missions  are  confined 
to  the  work  in  the  State,  while  Home  Missions  have  reference  to  the 
work  of  the  entire  territory  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and 
Cuba.  The  Home  Mission  Board  is  located  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  has 
been  the  pioneer  worker  in  our  Southern  territory. 
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A  large  number  of  the  churches  in  North  Carolina  have,  in  their  ear- 
lier days,  been  helped  by  this  Board.  It  is,  even  now,  helping  the  work 
in  Western  North  Carolina,  and  is  doing  all  it  can  to  help  the  several 
State  Boards  to  occupy  the  destitute  regions  in  their  several  States. 
Among  the  white  people,  the  main  work  of  the  Board  is  in  Western 
North  Carolina,  Northern  Georgia  and  Eastern  Kentucky.  It  is  also 
doing  a  work  among  the  Indians  of  the  Territory,  the  forejgu  popula- 
tions of  the  West  and  Southwest  and  the  Mexicans  in  Texas.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  one  of  the  most  interesting  missions  in  the  world  has  been 
opened  in  Cuba.  There  is  also  some  work  being  done  among  the  colored 
population  of  the  South. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  still 
needs  the  cooperation  of  our  people,  and  we  hope  the  churches  of  the 
Raleigh  Association  will  continue  to  contribute  to  its  work.  We  are 
glad  to  notice  that  the  churches  report  $216.51  for  this  work  during  the 
year,  as  against  $106.68  for  the  previous  year.  We  feel  that,  as  an  As- 
sociation, now  nearly  100  years  old,  our  contributions  to  the  Lord's  work 
should  increase  year  by  year.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

Your  committee  are  glad  to  report  a  degree  of  progress  in  educational 
work,  very  gratifying  to  us  as  Baptists,  but  we  deplore  a  want  of  una- 
nimity on  the  part  of  some  Baptist  communities,  looking  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  high  grade  schools  as  feeders  to  our  Baptist  colleges.  We 
have  a  few  with  good  teaching  force,  well  equipped  to  prepare  students 
for  college.  We  are  glad  to  say  there  are  number  of  academies  well  pre- 
pared to  do  good,  efficient  work,  in  our  bounds.  Our  colleges,  to  do 
good  work,  must  have  material  well  prepared. 

We  find  enrolled  at  Wake  Forest  242  students,  a  number  far  above 
the  yearly  average.  This  institution  is  worthy  of  the  love  and  devotion 
of  every  Baptist  of  North  Carolina,  and  our  Baptist  boys  should  be 
found  there,  rather  than  anywhere  else. 

We  are  truly  grateful  for  the  hope  we  have  of  the  early  completion 
of  the  Baptist  Female  University,  if  a  1  will  come  up  to  the  help  of  the 
Lord  in  this  God  given  work,  when  the  doors  are  opened  next,  fall,  it 
will  be  to  the  delight  of  many  a  Baptist  girl  who  will  find,  for  herself, 
an  institution  sustaining  the  same  relations  to  the  girls  as  Wake  Forest 
does  to  the  boys. 

We  wish  to  recommend  more  fully  the  work  of  our  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. There  never  was  greater  demand  for  an  educated  ministry  than 
now.  There  are  thiry  five  young  men  being  aided  by  the  Board,  and 
twelve  or  more  asking  for,  and  greatly  needing,  help.  The  Board  is  in 
debt  $800.  Brethren,  shall  we  ^c  backward?  God's  orders  are,  "go 
forward."  Four  thousand  dollars  could  be  wisely  used  in  this  work. 
Help  by  studying  their  work  and  learning  of  their  needs,  and  their  great 
achievements.  Knowledge,  and  a  right  conception  of  work  needed  to 
be  done,  is  the  best  impetus  for  its  accomplishment.

We  are  proud  of  it  offi- 
cers, who  are  efficient,  faithful  and  true  to  the  great  and  responsible 
duties  devolving  upon  them.  But  while  we  are  made  glad  in  some 
respects,  we  are  made  sorry  in  others ;  that  we  have  not  the  means  or 
room  to  accommodate  all  who  knock  at  the  door  of  our  Orphanage  for 
admittance.  Oh,  that  the  great  Baptist  host  of  North  Carolina  would 
awake  to  the  great  responsibility  resting  upon  them,  and  come  to  the 
rescue  of  those  helpless  ones,  who  are  asking  admittance,  by  provid- 
ing room  and  means  that  they  may  be  admitted. 

We  have  now  in  our  Orphanage  140,  all  that  can  be  accommodated.

From  the  report  of  the  last  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, we  learn  that  during  the  last  Conventional  year  we  had  the  fol- 
lowing in  the  Foreign  Mission  work — Pagan  and  Papal  fields  viz  :  98 
churches,  128  out-stations  ;  38  male  and  40  female  missionaries ;  84 
ordained  native  missionaries ;  735  were  baptized ;  1,713  Sunday  Schools. 

These  facts  are  encouraging,  yet  when  we  see  that  more  than  one- 
half  the  people  of  this  world  live  in  heathen  lands,  we  are  reminded 
that  our  Saviour's  command,  to  give  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,  is 
not  being  observed  as  it  should  be.  Let  us  think  of  the  millions  who 
die  and  go  into  eternal  darkness.  Our  Father  has  given  His  best  gift 
— His  only  Son,  our  Saviour,  that  men  may  be  saved.  Now  our  Saviour 
puts  on  us  the  responsibility  of  telling  the  story  of  redemption  to  this 
sin-cursed  earth.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 
To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

Wake  Forest  College  is  the  pride  and  pet  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 
We  have  prayed  for  it,  labored  for  it  and  sacrificed  for  it.  Having 
nourished  it  we  rejoice  in  its  prosperity.  There  are  now  present  250 
students — a  larger  patronage  covering  a  larger  area  of  territory  than 
ever  before. 

The  Royal  Chair  has  just  been  endowed.  Efforts  are  now  making  to 
endow  the  Chair  of  the  Bible.  Thus  it  is  upward,  outward  and  onward 
in  its  march.     All  the  higher  education  we  need  is  here  afforded. 
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The  education  of  the  people  demand  the  education  of  the  pastors. 
At  Wake  Forest  our  Board  of  Education  is  aiding  22  young  ministers 
(last  year  36).  The  aid  is  a  loan,  payable  in  five  years  without  interest. 
Anyone  with  eyes  must  see  the  benefits  of  an  educated  ministry  to  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

The  interest  in  the  education  of  our  young  women  has  grown  until 
it  is  spread  from  one  side  of  our  State  to  the  other.  A  larger  number 
of  young  women  than  ever  before  are  in  college. 

Chowan  Baptist  Female  Institute,  located  at  Murfreesboro,  and  Ox- , 
ford  Female  Seminary,  located  at  Oxford,  are  doing  good  work,  and 
ought  to  receive  a  much  larger  patronage. 

It  is  a  sad  comment  on  us  as  Baptists  that  the  larger  number  of  our 
young  women  are  attending  Pedobaptist  schools  in  and  out  of  the  State 
to  our  "disadvantage  as  a  denomination.  They  are  to  be  found  scattered 
over  six  States,  in  twenty  colleges,  fifteen  of  which  are  not  Baptist 
schools. 

In  the  face  of  these  and  similar  facts,  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
has  undertaken  under  God  the  establishment  of  a  great  school  for  our 
young  women,  and  offer  them  the  same  advantages  at  the  same  cost 
our  young  men  enjoy.  We  have  begun  this  work  in  the  heart  of  Ral- 
eigh. With  great  confidence  we  come  to  the  Raleigh  Association  and 
ask  that  you  put  forth  the  greatest  possible  efforts  to  complete  the 
buildings  at  an  early  date.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 
To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

The  importance  of  the  Sunday  School  is  recognized  by  nearly  all  in- 
telligent Baptists. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  it  was  decided  to 
commit  the  Sunday  School  and  Colportage  work  to  a  committee  of  fif- 
teen members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Sunday  Schools.  This  com- 
mittee selected  a  Sunday  School  Missionary,  who  entered  upon  his  du- 
ties April  1st. 

The  purpose  in  view  in  this  department  is  to  have  a  Baptist  Sunday 
School  well  equipped  and  open  fifty-two  Sundays  in  each  year,  within 
reach  of  every  individual  in  the  State.  To  have  more  Sunday  Schools 
and  better  Sunday  Schools  is  the  purpose.  To  create  a  greater  interest 
in  Sunday  School  work  will  increase  the  number  of  Sunday  Schools. 

Sunday  School  Institutes  are  held  to  improve  the  character  of  the 
work  done. 

In  connection  with  the  Sunday  School  work  the  Baptists  own  and 
operate  the  Baptist  Book  Store,  Raleigh.  Sunday  Schools  using  litera- 
ture are  urged  to  send  all  orders  to  this  store,  stating  in  the  order 
whether  the  literature  of  the  Southern  Board  or  of  the  American  Bap- 
tist Publication  Society  is  wanted.  The  store  is  prepared  to  furnish 
Bibles,  Testaments,  and  books  of  all  sorts  at  publisher's  prices  All 
profits  go  to  the  work  of  State  Missions.

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 
To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

Christian  churches  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles  contributed  to  the 
support  of  poor  Christians.  Paul  urged  this  duty  and  counted  it  a 
privilege  to  collect  and  carry  contributions  for  this  purpose  to  Jerusa- 
lem. 
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This  is  one  of  the  oldest  missions  of  the  Christian  church.  In  our 
State  are  many  poor  ministers  who  have  been  the  pioneers  of  our  de- 
nomination. They  are  our  brethren  and  God's  servants,  set  apart  for  a 
sacred  work.  They  have  toiled  on  and  struggled  on  with  little  pay  and 
less  sympathy  'till  some  of  our  best  churches  to-day  are  a  result  of  their 
labors. 

In  our  State  are  160,000  white  Baptists.  To  these  aged  ministers, 
the  martyrs  of  modern  times  of  our  denominations,  we  owe  a  support. 
Since  1891  sixteen  aged  ministers,  with  their  families,  making  fifty- 
eight  in  all,  have  been  aided  by  this  Board.  Some  of  these  brethren 
have  passed  away  and  it  will  not  be  long  'till  others  will  follow.  Can 
it  be  said  when  they  are  gone  that  we  have  done  what  we  could  to 
make  their  last  days  their  best  ones  ?  If  we  do  our  duty  to  them  Christ 
will  surely  say: ,  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  But  if  we  neglect  them  may 
He  not  say:  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  not  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these, 
my  brethren,  ye  have  not  done  it  unto  Me." 

Brethren,  we  can  help  these  aged  ministers,  and  if  we  fail  to  do  it,  I 
believe  God  will  withhold  from  us.  We  have  been  asked  for  $1,886, 
which  we  have  not  supplied.  Shall  we  still  refuse  to  give  them  what 
they  ask?  Let  the  churches  come  to  the  help  of  this  Board  Give  to 
these  aged  brethren  and  it  shall  be  given  to  you,  good  measure,  pressed 
down,  shaken  together  and  running  over.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 


To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

The  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  located 
in  Atlanta,  as  for  many  years  past,  is  endeavoring  to  evangelize  with 
the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  the  destitute  sections  and  people  of 
our  great  south  land,  and  our  near  neighbor  the  Island  of  Cuba. 

The  Board  is  laboring  through  its  missionaries  to  establish,  promote 
and  maintain  the  cause  of  Christ  among  the  German,  French  and  other 
foreign  settlements  of  the  South,  the  Indians  of  their  territory,  the 
natives  of  their  various  sections  and  our  colored  population. 

During  the  last  conventional  year  there  were  411  missionaries  in  the 
employment  of  this  Board,  who  constituted  207  new  churches  and  bap- 
tized 5,617  members  into  their  fellowship. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  last  year  were  $75,927.54,  being  $1,600  less 
than  the  expenses,  leaving  it  with  this  much  debt. 

The  war  in  Cuba  temporarily  interferes  with  the  work  on  the  island, 
but  that  people  are  yet  looking  to  us  for  the  gospel;  and  let  that  con- 
test end  as  it  may,  when  it  closes  then  probably  will  be  our  opportu- 
nity to  possess  the  land  for  Christ. 

Not  neglecting  the  other  objects  of  our  denominational  work,  let  us 
care  for  this  important  department.

REPORT  OF  MINISTERS'  RELIEF  BOARD. 

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

This  Board  began  its  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  May  8,  1890.  Since  that  time  it  has  partially  supported 
24  old  Baptist  preachers  and  their  families  (58  in  all).  To  these  it 
has  appropriated  $2,415,  as  shown  in  the  report  made  at  our  last 
State  Convention.  The  Board  had  also  invested  §1,250  as  a  perma- 
nent interest  bearing  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  for 
the  benefit  of  these  aged  brethren. 

At  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  State  Convention  in  Morganton, 
it  were  or  had  been  aided  during  the  year,  brothers  Jesse  Howell 
and  J.  Gf.  Barkley  having  gone  to  their  Heavenly  home. 

We  especially  commend  this  work  to  our  churches  and  ijastors, 
and  ask  tfeat  our  people  know  of  its  needs,  and  that  at  least  one  col 
lection  each  year  be  taken  in  our  churches  for  it.  We  would  sug 
gest  also  that  our  Sunday  Schools  take  collections  for  it.  It  will  do 
good  for  superintendent  and  pastor  to  tell  of  the  work  and  its  needs, 
and  ask  our  children  as  well  as  older  people  to  give  to  this  object.

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

Tour  Committee  regret  that  they  are  not  able  to  report  as  much 
progress  in  our  mission  field  during  the  past  year  as  we  had  hoped 
for,  but  we  feel  profoundly  thankful  to  the  Father  of  all  mercies 
and  the  Giver  of  all  grace  for  the  condition  of  the  churches  and  the 
attendance  of  the  people  upon  the  preaching  of  the  Word. 
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Rev.  W.  H.  Davis  has  served  us  at  Pisgah,  Sardis,  Princeton  and 
Four  Oaks.  At  each  of  these  points  special  services  have  been  held 
and  some  additions  were  made.  Especially  gracious  and  helpful 
was  the  meeting-  at  Princeton. 

Rev.  Wiley  Page  has  served  at  Blackman's  Grove  and  Hood's 
School  House,  and  there  were  four  additions  to  the  church  at  Black 
man's  Grove,  and  the  work  there  is  full  of  promise. 

Rev.  Gr.  W.  Coppedge  has  been  giving  a  Sunday  afternoon  ap 
pointment  at  Kinney's  Creek  church,  and  owing  to  the  very  weak 
condition  of  this  organization,  your  Committee  made  a  small  appro 
priafion  as  a  supplement  to  his  work  there. 

Rev.  M.  W.  Sorrell  has  been  serving  the  church  at  Pine  Level, 
and  we  have  aided  that  church  also. 

Rev.  L.  A  Loyd  was  also  aided  in  his  serving  at  Corinth  chuich, 
which  is  still  in  a  very  weak  condition. 

In  special  meetings  we  have  had  the  very  efficient  services  of  Revs. 
J.  D.  Newton  and  M.  A.  Adams. 

Your  Committee  rejoices  to  report  that  the  union  meetings  held 
during  the  past  year  were,  for  the  most  part,  largely  attended  and 
the  services  were  inspiring  and  helpful — especially  so  to  our  Sun- 
day School  work,  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  it  would  be  wisdom,  for 
the  year  before  us,  if  the  union  meetings  should  be  almost  wholly 
devoted  to  the  upbuilding  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 

Your  Committee  feel  encouraged  by  the  success  of  the  past  and 
the  prospects  before  us  to  press  on  without  any  abatement  what- 
ever, but  as  far  as  possible  to  reach  out  into  new  fields.  We  have  a 
very  inviting  point  on  the  line  of  Nash  and  Wilson  counties  about 
seven  miles  from  Antioch  church,  brought  to  our  attention,  and  it 
is  our  desire  and  hope  to  provide  for  regular  preaching  there  next 
year. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  the  mission  work  of  this 
Association  should  be  done  through  the  State  Mission  Board,  and 
we  recommend  that  this  course  be  adopted. 

We  congratulate  the  churches  that  the  pledges  made  to  Associa- 
tional  Missions  last  year  have  been  so  fully  met. 

Praying  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  direct  us  and  bless  the  preach 
ing  of  the  Word  in  all  our  churches,  and  upon  all  our  fields  through 
out  the  world,  we  are  yours  in  Christ.

REPORT  ON  STATE   MISSIONS. 

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  a  large  and  important  field 
in  the  work  of  State  Missions.  The  opportunities  for  usefulness  are 
great,  and  the  calls  for  help  are  many  and  urgent.  This  work  will 
never  be  fully  accomplished  until  a  self-sustaining  Baptist  church 
shall  be  in  easy  reach  of  every  person  in  the  State.  Our  growth  as 
a  denomination  is  largely  due  to  the  State  mission  work  which  we 
have  been  carrying  forward  in  the  years  past.  From  past  results 
we  are  encouraged  to  expect  even  more,  as  our  missionary  members 
have  increased  and  the  needs  of  the  work  are  more  generally  known. 
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We  have  the  truth,  and  should  do  all  in  our  power  to  get  others  to 

hear  and  accept  it.     Whatever  happens,  we  must  not  neglect  this 

department  of  our  work. 
We  recommend  larger  gifts  and  greater  efforts  to  carry  it  forward 

until  the  "  knowledge  of  God  shall  cover  our  State  as  the  waters 

cover  the  sea."

Which  was  read  by  brother  Beatty  and  a  motion  made  to  adopt. 

Brother  N.  B.  Broughton  discussed  the  first  report  in  detail  in 
reference  to  the  appropriations,  condition  and  progress  of  the  work 
made  on  the  field  and  the  prospects  for  the  coming  year. 

Brother  J.  F.  Tuttle,  who  has  been  laboring  on  the  territory  em- 
braced in  the  report,  spoke  of  the  work  as  it  come  under  his  obser- 
vation, the  difficulties  and  peculiar  conditions  of  the  work,  the  anti- 
missionary  sentiment  which  the  Baptist  missionary  encounters  in 
carrying  the  Gfospel  to  that  section  (almost  entirely  in  Johnston 
county),  which  he  regarded  as  strictly  a  mission  field,  and  such  a 
one  as  was  not  met  with  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  He  spoke  of 
the  many  "isms"  existent,  and  the  presence  of  a  moral  condition 
which  he  considered  more  deplorable  than  that  of  the  Chinese. 

Brother  John  E.  White  discussed  the  report  on  State  Missions, 
making  one  of  the  strongest  speeches  yet  made  before  the  Associa- 
tion. In  speaking  of  the  efforts  of  PaurPalmer,  Shubal  Stearns  and 
others  in  bringing  the  Gospel  into  destitute  parts  of  the  State,  he 
said  that  from  their  labors  the  work  of  the  State  Mission  Board 
started,  and  has  grown,  notwithstanding  the  opposition  of  Gov. 
Tryon  and  the  established  church,  until  it  now  reaches  to  the  ut- 
termost parts  of  the  State,  and  even  to  the  regions  beyond.  In  con- 
clusion, brother  White  asked  for  a  collection  to  assist  the  Board  in 
paying,  before  December  1st,  what  is  now  due  the  missionaries. 
The  following  amounts  were  secured:  "Biblical  Recorder,"  $10;

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

To  provide  a  good  home  for  the  orphan  is  a  blessed  charity- 
blessed  alike  to  the  helper  and  the  helpless. 

The  Christian,  living,  desires  his  child  to  have  Christian  training ; 
and  if  a  loyal  Baptist,  he  wishes  his  child  brought  up  under  Bap 
tist  influences.  The  dying  saint  will  enter  the  valley  of  death  all 
the  more  joyously  if  he  can  feel  assured  that  his  helpless  children 
can  thus  be  nurtured  and  trained.  The  fact  of  a  Baptist  Orphan- 
age at  Thomasville  has  made  many  a  dying  bed  peaceful.  This  in- 
stitution has  always  called  forth  the  hearty  sympathy  and  support 
of  our  people,  and  has  been  worthy  of  all  it  ever  received.  But,  like 
all  other  "great  charities,  the  more  it  prospers  the  more  it  needs. 
The  160  orphans  of  to-day  require  more  than  the  90  or  100  of  a  few 
years  back.  Let  no  one  complain  of  this,  for  the  Orphanage  is  as 
great  a  blessing  to  the  churches  as  they  are  to  it.  In  many  a  heart 
it  has  fanned  the  fire  of  "pure  religion"  into  a  blaze  that  has  been 
felt  by  other  benevolent  enterprises.  As  we  constantly  need  heaven's 
blessings,  so  the  Orphanage  looks  to  us  to  supply  its  daily  needs. 
Let  our  faith  look  to  God  for  these  blessings,  and  let  our  religion 
give  these  blessings  to  the  fatherless. 

Resolved,  That  all  our  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  will  devote 
one  day  during  the  fall  and  winter  to  our  Orphanage,  to  be  known 
as  "Orphanage  Day."  J.  M.  WHITE,

Was  XJresented  and  read  by  brother  J.  M.  White.  After  a  motion 
to  adopt,  brother  White  proceeded  to  present  the  claims  of  the  Or 
phanage  to  the  churches  of  the  Association,  giving  strong  reasons 
why  the  children  of  Baptist  parents  should  be  watched  over  and 
properly  trained  in  the  religion  of  their  fathers,  and  saying  that  it 
is  just  as  much  our  duty  to  care  for  the  orphan  as  it  is  to  carry  the 
Gospel  to  the  heathen.  Surely  Christians,  said  he,  should  not  fail 
to  do  less  than  extend  a  helping  hand  to  these  unfortunate  children. 

Brother  Arch.  Johnson  said  he  had  visited  several  Associations, 
but  that  the  report  of  this  Committee  covered  the  ground  better 
than  any  he  had  ever  heard.  Two  classes,  he  said,  were  benefitted 
by  the  Orphanage — the  helpless  and  the  helper.  The  blessings  do 
not  rest  only  upon  the  children  at  the  Orphanage,  but  to  those  who 
contribute  to  the  support  of  that  institution.  In  the  language  of 
the  Master,  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive. "     There  are 
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now  160  children  who  are  being  trained  for  useful  Christian  lives. 
They  are  taught  in  as  good  a  school  as  there  is  in  the  State.  Their 
religious  training  is  looked  after  in  the  church  and  Sunday  School. 
There  have  been  forty  professions  among  the  children  this  year. 
The  boys  are  trained  to  work  on  the  farm  in  order  to  develop  their 
physical  strength.  The  girls  are  taught  sewing  and  other  domestic 
duties  which  fit  them  for  future  life.  In  closing,  he  called  the  at 
tention  of  the  congregation  to  the  Master's  own  words,  as  found  in 
Matt.  25 :  34-40. 

On  motion  of  brother  John  E.  White,  a  collection  was  taken  for 
the  Orphanage,  amounting  to  ten  dollars ;  after  which  the  report  of 
the  Committee  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

Your  Committee  rejoices,  in  the  belief  that  there  has  been  a  quick 
ening  of  interest  in  the  Sunday  Schools  in  our  Association  during 
the  past  year.  The  subject  has  been  considered  at  most  of  the 
union  meetings,  and  the  people  seemed  to  enjoy  it. 

Several  of  our  schools  had  representatives  at  the  State  Sunday 
School  Chautauqua  held  at  Red  Springs  in  August  last,  and  from 
them  we  learn  of  gi  eat  benefit  derived  from  this  annual  gathering  of 
Sunday  School  workers.  We  hope  that  each  school  will  strive  to 
have  a  representative  at  the  session  of  the  Chautauqua  next  year. 

We  believe  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  organization  of  a  Sunday 
School  Convention  in  our  Association,  and  we  recommend,  there 
fore,  that  representatives  from  all  the  schools  in  Raleigh  Associa 
tion  meet  for  said  purpose  with  the  church  at  Garner,  on  Friday  be 
fore  the  fifth  Sunday  in  May,  1898.  That  the  Executive  Committee 
of  our  Association  prepare  a  programme  for  said  Sunday  School 
Convention. 

Realizing  the  fact  that  the  Sunday  School  is  a  great  agency  for 
the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  we  would  urge  upon  all  our  pastors  and 
churches  a  more  active  policy  for  drawing  into  its  fold  all  the  peo- 
ple. To  this  end  we  would  urge,  also,  better  facilities  in  the  place 
where  the  school  is  held;  more  attention  to  the  literature  used; 
closer  study  of  the  Word  on  the  part  of  the  teachers ;  more  preach 
ing  and  praying  for  the  success  of  the  school,  and  a  more  thorough 
connection  between  all  the  church  and  the  work  of  the  school. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  a  large  part  of  the  time  of  each  fifth  Sun 
day -meeting  should  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Sunday 
School  work.

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After  remarks  by  brethren  Hunter,  Allen,  Creech,  A.  M.  Simms, 
Coppedge  and  N.  B.  Broughton,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  report  on  Home  Missions  was  made  a  special  order  for  to-mor- 
row morning  at  10  o'clock. 

On  motion,  the  Association  adjourned  until  9.30  to-morrow  morn 
ing,  with  benediction  by  brother  Pippin. 

THIRD  DAY.— MORNING  SESSION. 

At  9.30  the  Association  assembled,  and  thirty  minutes  were  spent 
in  devotional  exercises,  conducted  by  brother  J.  J.  Adams,  of  South- 
port,  speaking  from  John,  17th  chapter. 

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order,  after  singing  "Blest 
be  the  tie  that  binds."  Proceedings  of  yesterday's  sessions  were 
read  and  approved. 

Roll  called  and  list  of  delegates  corrected. 

Brother  W.  Y.  Chappell,  pastor  of  Reedy  Creek  church  arrived 
this  morning. 

Prof.  F.  P.  Hobgood,  from  Oxford  Seminary,  was  recognized  and 
invited  to  a  seat. 

The  hour  for  the  consideration  of  the  special  order,  the 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  been  organized  by  Southern  Bap- 
tists for  the  purpose  of  occupying  thoroughly  the  destitute  territory 
embraced  within  the  bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
In  this  large  territory  we  find  hundreds  of  thousands  of  immortal 
souls  who,  if  we  do  ndt  send  them  the  Gospel,  must  forever' perish. 

The  Board  is  sustaining  missions  among  the  Germans  in  Mary- 
land, Kentucky,  Missouri  and  Texas;  the  French  in  Louisana;  the 
Indians  in  the  Indian  Territory;  the  negroes  throughout  the  South; 
all  foreign  population  coming  into  the  territory  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  ;  the  native  white  people  of  the  South  and  "West, 
and  also  the  great  host  that  are  perishing  in  Cuba. 

We  find  in  the  summary  of  the  work  for  the  past  year:  Mission 
aries  on  the  field,  three  hundred  and  seventy  two ;  baptisms,  four 
thousand,  seven  hundred  and  nine,  and  houses  of  worship  built, 
fifty-seven.  These  should  be  very  encouraging  facts,  and  cause  us 
to  enlarge  the  work  as  fast  as  possible.  If  we  should  include  all  the 
work  of  the  Convention,  there  would  b3  required  to  supply  all  the 
fields  two  thousand  missionaries  and  an  annual  expense  of  not  less 
than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Brethren,  let  us  work  '  'while  yet  it  is  day :  the  night  cometh  when 
no  man  can  work."  We  should  try  to  raise  in  this  Association  not 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  next  year.  May  God  help  us  to 
put  forth  every  effort  we  can.

Was  read  by  brother  Pippin.  On  motion  to  adopt,  brother  Pippin 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  fallen  short  during  the 
past  year  in  this  important  work.  This  may  be  attributed  to  a  want 
of  means  or  a  knowledge  of  the  pressing  needs  of  the  Board.  We 
should  remember  that  this  work  is  closely  connected  with  State 
Missions.     It  is  our  duty  to  put  forth  enlarged  efforts  to  raise  funds

that  the  Board  may  be  enabled  to  place  a  larger  number  of  workers 
in  the  home  field,  that  the  Gospel  may  be  carried  to  those  who  are 
coming  into  the  South  and  know  nothing  of  Christ  as  we  hold  it. 
He  said  that  the  more  we  cried  hard  times  and  withheld  from  the 
Lord,  harder  would  the  times  be ;  let  us  put  forth  greater  efforts 
this  year  than  ever  before,  that  there  may  be  no  lack  of  funds  to 
support  these  men  who  go  to  labor  in  the  Master's  vineyard. 

Brother  J.  J.  Adams  said  he  had  waited  very  patiently  five  years 
for  some  one  to  send  him,  and  received  no  response ;  so  he  took  it  to 
the  Lord,  and  after  a  season  of  prayer,  the  Lord's  commission  flashed 
in  his  soul,  "Go  !"  Trusting  in  His  promises,  he  went  forward,  and 
the  way  was  opened,  and  there  has  been  no  lack ;  his  labors  are 
blessed  as  he  obeys  the  command,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature;"  his  every  want  has  been  sup 
plied. 

Brother  "Worley  Creech  endorsed  the  report  and  remarks  of 
brother  Pippin  in  reference  to  the  value  of  a  soul.  "  The  earth  is 
the  Lord's,  and  the  fullness  thereof."  Cannot  we  go  forward  trust- 
ing in  His  promises  to  supply  the  means. 

Brother  Stevens  spoke  to  the  report,  urging  the  brethren  to  a  lib- 
eral support  of  the  missionaries  who  are  laboring  for  the  Master, 
especially  in  this  section. 

Brother  John  E.  White  said  the  Southern  Baptists  had  this  work 
laid  upon  them,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  come  up  to  its  support  in  a 
liberal  manner.  The  brother  gave  a  brief  sketch  of  the  work  in 
Cuba,  Mexico  and  the  Indian  Territory,  etc. ;  the  Board  was  doing 
its  best  with  its  limited  means.  Here  in  North  Carolina  we  have 
never  fully  appreciated  the  extent  of  this  w ork ;  in  our  extremity, 
when  the  work  was  about  to  be  abandoned,  the  Home  Board  came 
to  our  relief  and  held  up  our  hands. 

Brother  G.  J.  Dowell  spoke  of  the  fidelity  of  our  missionaries  in 
standing  to  their  work.  When  the  yellow  fever  recently  entered  our 
Southland,  two  of  these  men,  though  urged  to  leave,  remained  to 
minister  to  the  comfort  and  care  for  the  people ;  one  fell  and  another 
is  now  lingering  with  fever.  Should  we  not  rally  to  the  support  of 
such  faithful  men  ? 

The  report  was  then  adopted. 

Brother  1ST.  B.  Broughton  offered  the  following  resolutions,  to 
facilitate  business : 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  education  be  given  one  hour,  from" 
11  to  12  o'clock — thirty  minutes  to  Wake  Forest  College  and  general 
education,   fifteen  minutes  to  the  Female  University,  and  fifteen 
minutes  to  Ministerial  Education. 

Resolved,  That  at  12  o'clock  we  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Missions,  and  that  Dr.  Simms  preach  to  us  at  that  hour. 

On  motion,  the  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Brother  J.  M.  White,  from  the  Committee,  presented  the  follow- 
ing names  as  delegates  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention :  Brethren 
J.  F.  Tuttle,  H.  W.  Norris  and  J.  M.  Beatty,  and  they  were  unani- 
mously elected. 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

There  is  nothing  that  has  had  more  to  do  with  the  progress  we 
have  made  as  a  denomination  during  the  last  thirty  years  than  the 
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interest  we  have  taken  in  Christian  education.  The  Christian  men 
and  women  who  have  dared  to  introduce  Jesus  to  their  pupils  are 
worthy  of  our  highest  regard  and  constant  prayers.  We  can  no 
longer  disregard  the  fact  that  the  school  life  enters  into  and  be 
conies  a  part  of  the  Christian  life.  We  too  often  forget  to  pray  for 
our  teachers. 

Standing  at  the  head  of  our  educational  work  in  the  State  is  our 
own  Wake  Forest  College,  with  a  history  so  sacred  that  it  can  never 
be  written ;  with  an  influence  more  powerful  than  an  army  with  ban- 
ners, a  benediction  to  every  community  in  our  State,  with  an  hon 
ored  name  among  the  Christian  colleges  of  the  world.  The  work 
that  our  College  has  done  and  is  doing  in  the  education  of  the  young 
brethren  whom  God  has  called  to  preach  transcends  any  other. 

5Tis  ministerial  education  that  has  meant  so  much  to  us  as  a  de 
nomination.  We  used  to  pray  that  God  would  call  men  to  preach 
the  Gospel.  In  His  great  love  for  a  lost  world,  He  answered  that 
prayer.  Shall  we  criticise  His  wisdom  if  He  calls  poor  men  ?  Shall 
we  regard  it  a  burden  to  aid  these  poor  men  to  prepare  themselves 
to  preach  the  Gospel  to  our  children  and  our  neighbors  children  ? 
Does  the  poor  young  man  select  the  Baptist  ministry  as  a  profes- 
sion ?  Such  a  thing  would  be  foljy  beyond  description.  We  have 
abundant  evidences  that  the  Lord  has  selected  them  to  serve  hu- 
manity. As  such,  we  cannot  afford  to  turn  our  backs  upon  them 
in  their  struggle  to  prepare  themselves  to  serve  more  efficiently. 

Christian  Education  for  our  Women. 

It  is  a  source  of  profound  gratitude  that  the  Baptist  of  the  State 
are  undertaking  the  establishment  of  a  school — the  Baptist  Female 
University  of  North  Carolina— to  be  to  the  young  women  of  the 
State  what  Wake  Forest  is  to  the  young  men.  The  building  is  lo 
cated  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of  Raleigh.  The  work  is  going  on  as 
our  people  furnish  the  money.  Certainly  there  is  not  an  Associa 
tion  in  the  State  more  interested  in  this  work  than  ours,  and  no  As- 
sociation ought  to  make  greater  sacrifices  for  the  work. 

Our  young  women  are  scattered  over  six  States,  in  ninety -one  dif 
ferent  colleges,  sixteen  of  which  are  Pedo-Baptist  institutions.  This 
situation  is  to  the  great  damage  of  our  denominational  life. 

Let  us  insist  that  our  people  patronize  Baptist  schools,  first  filling 
those  of  our  own  State— Murfreesboro,  Oxford  Bethel  Hill,  which 
are  equal  in  grade  to  any  female  school  in  the  State  at  this  time. 

We  are  not  to  neglect  the  establishment  and  support  of  academies 
under  Baptist  influences.

After  the  reading  of  the  report,  brother  Tuttle  addressed  the  As- 
sociation on  the  duty  of  Baptists  to  educate  their  children  in  Bap 
tist  institutions— especially  their  primary  education— that  they  may 
be  better  equipped  to  enter  our  Baptist  universities  and  colleges. 

Brother  Gulley  spoke  for  Wake  Forest  College  and  Ministerial 
Education.  The  training  young  men  received  at  Wake  Forest  was 
of  as  high  a  standard  as  that  of  any  college  in  our  State.  It  is  our 
duty  to  contribute  of  our  substance  to  the  support  of  these  young 
men  who  had  been  called  of  God  to  preach.  The  day  has  long 
passed  when  the  Baptist  ministers  could  be  criticised  as  an  ignorant 
set — the  Baptist  preachers  stood  in  the  forefront  with  the  preachers 
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of  any  other  denomination— shall  we  withhold  support  at  this  time 
when  there  are  such  pressing  needs  ? 

Brother  Ferrall  spoke  for  Ministerial  Education ;  brother  Hob 
good  spoke  for  Oxford  Seminary ;  brother  Middleton  spoke  for  Cary 
High  School;  brother  Simms  spoke  for  the  Woman's  University. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  then  adopted.

Brother  Norris  in  the  chair,  called  for  the  report  of  the  Commit 
tee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSONS. 
To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

The  Foreign  Mission  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
has  had  a  steady  growth  since  the  organization  of  the  Convention 
in  1845.  We  now  have  missionaries  in  China,  Africa,  Italy,  Mexico, 
Brazil  and  Japan. 

Our  work  in  China  was  opened  in  1845,  and  we  now  have  in  that 
field  89  missionaries,  43  native  assistants,  20  churches,  167  baptisms 
last  year,  and  a  present  membership  of  1,864. 

In  Africa  we  have  7  missionaries,  7  native  assistants,  6  churches. 
29  baptisms  last  year,  and  a  membership  of  284. 

In  Italy  we  have  8  missionaries,  28  native  assistants,  21  churches, 
93  baptisms  last  year,  and  a  membership  of  490. 

In  Mexico  we  have  15  missionaries,  17  native  helpers,  29  churches, 
112  baptisms  last  year,  and  a  membership  of  1,116. 

In  Brazil  we  have  10  missionaries,  11  native  helpers,  18  churches, 
251  baptisms,  and  a  membership  of  1,022. 

Japan  is  the  youngest  of  our  foreign  fields,  but  we  have  6  mission 
aries,  4  native  helpers,  1  church,  8  baptisms  last  year,  and  a  mem 
bership  of  48. 

This  work  could  be  more  rapidly  enlarged  if  the  means  were  in 
the  hands  of  the  Board.  There  are  now  a  number  of  missionaries 
in  this  country  waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  return  to  their  work, 
and  there  are  many  others  who  would  gladly  go  if  the  funds  were 
in  hand  to  send  them. 

North  Carolina  gave  last  year  for  this  work,  $7,303.44,  and  of  this 
amount  the  Raleigh  Association  gave  $413.46.  This  amount,  we 
hope,  will  be  surpassed  by  the  liberality  of  our  churches  for  the  cur 
rent  year.    A  work  which  God  has  commanded,  and  upon  which  he 
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has  also  placed  His  blessing,  should  never  be  neglected  by  His  peo 
pie,  and  it  cannot  be  neglected  without  serious  spiritual  loss. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  closed  its  year  last  May  with  a  debt 
of  some  118,500  upon  it,  and  the  churches  were  asked  to  pay  it  at 
once.  Much  of  it  has  been  paid,  but  in  the  meantime  the  offerings 
to  the  work  have  not  been  sufficient  for  the  Board  to  prosecute  it  as 
it  should  be  done.  The  Board  hopes  that  each  church  in  this  Asso 
ciaion  will,  between  now  and  May,  do  a  good  part  by  this  work. 

We  are  pleased  to  record  that  the  Ladies'  Missionary  Societies  of 
North  Carolina  gave  to  this  work  last  year  $1,914.23,  and  of  this 
amount  the  ladies  of  this  Association  gave  something  over  $200. 

The  work  still  calls  to  us  for  help,  and  while  God  gives  to  us  we 
cannot  withhold  and  be  innocent. 

Will  the  time  ever  come  when  there  will  be  no  call  to  the  work  ? 
Yes.  When  Christ  comes  the  demand  will  be  over,  but  until  then 
we  must  work,  and  give,  and  pray.

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  congregation  re-assembled,  when  "  Jesus,  Lover  of  my  Soul" 
was  sung.  The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order,  when  the 
following  resolutions  were  offered  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  to 
the  pastor  and  members  of  Mt.  Hermon  church,  and  the  community 
generally  for  their  kind  and  generous  hospitality  extended  to  the 
delegates  and  visitors  at  this  session  of  the  Raleigh  Association; 
that  we  shall  remember  with  pleasure  the  constant  attention  and 
kindness  of  the  Committee  on  Hospitality. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  have  the  usual  number 
of  minutes  printed  and  distributed,  and  he  be  allowed  the  usual  fee 
for  his  services. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE   WORK. 
To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  : 

Your  Committee  suggests  five  things  for  the  improvement  of  the 
work : 

1.  That  the  churches  arrange  to  settle  their  pastors  in  the 
midst  of  their  work.  This  can  be  easily  done  if  the  churches  whose 
territory  join  each  other  will  co-operate  in  calling  the  same  man. 
This  will  save  the  pastor  much  time  now  spent  in  traveling,  will  put 
the  pastor  among  his  people,  will  lessen  the  danger  arising  from 
strolling  erroists,  and  will  give  an  opportunity  to  a  grouping  of 
churches  to  build  a  parsonage  and  have  the  constant  attention  of  a 
pastor. 

2.  That  the  pastors  of  this  Association  be  requested  to  give  from 
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one  to  two  week's  time  in  assisting  the  work  upon  the  mission  fields. 
This  will  cause  a  more  accurate  knowledge,  on  the  part  of  the  pas 
tors,  of  the  mission  ground  and  will  also  greatly  help  in  advancing 
the  work  of  the  missionaries. 

3.  That  the  churches  divide  the  year  among  our  denominational 
work  as  follows:  November  and  December,  to  State  Missions;  Jan 
uary  and  February,  Foreign  Missions;  March  and  April,  Home  Mis 
sions;  May  and  June,  Ministerial  Education;  July  and  August, 
Ministerial  Relief ;  September  and  October,  to  the  Orphanage. 

4.  That  each  church  maintain  a  Sunday  School  throughout  the 
year,  and  that  mission  schools  be  run  wherever  they  can  be  estab- 
lished. 

5.  That  each  fifth  Sabbath  meeting  be  devoted  to  the  discussion 
of  some  one  of  the  denominational  interests,  and  that  the  discussion 
be  made  as  thorough  as  possible.

Was  read.  Bi  other  A.  M.  Simms  spoke  to  the  iepo±t,  especially 
the  first  recommendation,  urging  that  churches,  wherever  it  was 
possible,  in  calling  a  pastor,  to  so  arrange  that  he  would  have  a 
sufficient  support  to  enable  him  to  live  in  the  midst  of  his  churches. 
in  order  that  he  might  know  his  people  and  be  in  touch  with  them 
in  their  sorrows,  sickness  and  joys ;  where  he  could  visit  in  time  of 
sickness,  comfort  in  sorrow,  and  when  advocates  of  false  doctrines 
came  he  might  be  on  hand  to  properly  advise  his  people  and  root 
out  any  false  seed  that  might  be  scattered  on  his  field. 

Brother  J.  M.  White  said  he  heartily  endorsed  the  theory,  but 
that  many  difficulties  would  be  met  in  putting  it  into  practical  oper- 
ation. Let  us  talk  it,  advise  it,  and,  if  possible,  get  the  churches  to 
act  upon  it. 

Brother  J.  S.  Allen  spoke  to  the  third  recommendation.  He 
thought  if  the  churches  would  adopt  the  plan  advised,  there  would 
be  no  difficulty  in  raising  the  funds  needed  to  carry  on  the  work. 

Brother  Z.  T.  Broughton  said  the  visits  of  the  pastor  and  church 
missionary  to  his  home  were  a  great  blessing  to  his  home.  If  the 
churches  would  give  it  a  trial,  they  wTould  find  it  a  benediction  to 
the  home;  the  wild  boy  and  giddy  girl  can  be  won  for  Christ  by 
these  visits  sooner  than  any  other  way. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  then  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 
To  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association : 

True  temperance  is  a  moderate  use  of  those  things  that  are  neces- 
sary, and  total  abstinence  of  those  things  that  are  injurious. 

V,  It  has  been  proved  scores  of  times  that  our  country  destroys 
$150,000,000  (fifteen  hundred  millions  of  dollars)  worth  of  property 
in  alcoholic  beverages  every  year,  and  a  vastly  greater  productive 
power  in  the  poisoning  of  the  physical  system,  while  the  injury  to 
mental  and  moral  health— in  fact,  the  mental  and  moral  death— are 
incalculable,  because  nobody  has  yet  been  able  to  fix  the  cash  value 
of  a  soul." 

"  Education  and  religion  combined  do  not  cost  one-third  what  is 
paid  out  in  money  to  support  the  rum  traffic." 

The  attitude  of  every  citizen  towards  strong  drink  and  other  inju- 
rious things  should  be  total  abstinence.  Every  church  ought  to  be 
a  temperance  society,  and  every  Christian  a  temperance  advocate, 
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both  in  precept  and  in"  practice.  We  cannot  afford  to  make  any 
compromise.  Let  us  preach  temperance,  pray  for  temperance,  vote 
for  temperance  and  practice  temperance. 

We,  your  Committee,  recommend  that  the  ch arches  in  the  bounds 
of  this  Association  withdraw  fellowship  from  every  member  who  is 
known  to  habitually  visit  saloons  and  tippling  shops.  We  further 
recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  the  enaction  of  stringent 
laws  against  ihe  manufacture  and  sale  of  cigarettes.

Was  read,  when  brother  Davis  spoke  to  the  report.  He  said  that 
there  may  be  some  present  to-day  who  sneered  at  and  treated  the 
subject  lightly,  but  there  has  not  been  a  report  before  this  session 
of  more  importance,  one  which  meant  health  and  happiness  to  so 
many  of  our  people.  He  did  not  conceive  that  temperance  meant 
to  be  temperate  in  the  use  of  stimulants  only,  but  a  total  abstinence 
of  all  intoxicants. 

Brother  J.  M.  Broughton  endorsed  the  strong  speech  of  brother 
Davis,  and  said  he  stood  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  him  in  all  he 
had  said ;  a  church  could  not  afford  to  hold  in  fellowship  a  member 
who  made  a  practice  of  tippling  and  visiting  bar-rooms;  if  a  brother 
could  not  be  restrained  from  all  such,  he  should  be  fellowshipped. 

After  remarks  by  several  others,  the  report  was  taken  by  a  rising 
vote,  and  it  was  unanimously  adopted.

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
read. 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  mission  operations  of  the  Baptists  is  largely  comprehended  under 
the  heads  of  State  Missions.  Home  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions.  The 
Home  Board  is  a  general  board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
and,  for  convenience,  it  is  located  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  The  field  of  the 
Home  Board  is  the  destitution  that  may  be  found  in  town  or  country 
from  Baltimore  to  the  Gulf,  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  western  bor- 
der of  Missouri.  For  more  than  forty  years  this  Board  has  been  work- 
ing in  this  territory,  and  many  of  the  best  churches  we  have  to-day  are 
due  to  its  kindly  help. 

The  Board  at  this  time  is  making  special  effort  to  reach  more  fully 
the  people  of  *the  mountain  sections  of  North  Carolina  and  the  adjoin- 
ing States.  These  people  are  naturally  inclined  to  the  Baptist  faith 
and  can,  therefore,  be  reached  more  easily  b}~  us  than  by  any  one  else. 
But  if  we  do  not  soon  reach  them  other  denominations  will,  for  it  is  a 
country  of  a  noble-hearted  and  generous  people  whom  any  denomina- 
tion may  covet  as  colaborers. 

Then  there  are  hundreds  of  manufacturing  towns  springing  up,  and 
the  Home  Board  helps  the  State  Board  in  occupying  these. 

The  Cuban  field  is  also  under  our  Home  Board,  and  Diaz  is  now  there 
again  at  work  among  his  people.  The  whole  island,  along  with  Porto 
Rico,  is  now  open  to  the  gospel,  and  as  the  Baptists  were  the  first  to 
enter  there,  it  becomes  us  to  push  the  work  now  with  all  the  might  of 
consecrated  energy. 

The  Board  could  well  use  $500,000.00  this  year  if  it  had  that  amount, 
and  it  could  be  had  if  all  our  churches  would  recognize  the  open  door 
which  the  Lord  has  put  before  them. 
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Your  Committee  would  urge  upon  each  church  of  the  Raleigh  Asso- 
ciation the  importance  of  this  work,  and  would  beg  them  to  help  it.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

Your  Committee  on  Periodicals  beg  leave  to  report  the  following: 

There  is  no  department  of  our  work  that  needs  more  attention  and 
receives  comparatively  less  than  that  of  periodicals.  The  people  of  our 
State  are  deplorably  ignorant,  and  our  Baptists  are  especially  so.  So 
long  as  this  is  true,  we  can  not  hope  to  accomplish  the  things  that  we 
ought.  Faith  always  feeds  on  facts,  and  hope  finds  its  warrant  in  past 
achievements.  Without  a  knowledge  of  these  facts  and  achievements 
the  highest  hope  and  faith  can  not  exist.  No  willingly  ignorant  peo- 
ple can  reach  the  goal  which  God  has  set  for  His  followers.  We  believe 
that  the  smallness  of  our  achievements  is  due  to  the  littleness  of  our 
interest,  and  that  the  littleness  of  our  interest  in  turn  is  due  to  the 
paucity  of  our  information.  We  are  confident  that  if  we  could  get 
our  people  to  read,  it  would  be  a  comparatively  easy  task  to  get  them 
to  do. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  a  dilligent  effort  be  made  to  put  the 
Biblical  Recorder  in  every  Baptist  home  in  this  Association.  Full  sure 
are  we  that,  wherever  it  goes  there  will  be  a  stream  of  pure  Christian 
influence.     Trusted  and  tried,  we  recommend  it  without  reservation. 

In  order  that  we  may  be  kept  in  closer  touch  with  the  cause  of  the 
orphans  whom  God  has  placed  in  our  especial  charge,  we  .should  sub- 
scribe for  Charity  and  Children.     It  is  an  interesting  and  helpful  sheet. 

To  keep  ourselves  posted  upon  our  accomplishments  and  our  needs  in 
mission  tields  in  carrying  into  execution  the  great  command  of  our 
Lord  and  Master,  we  should  read  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  of  Rich- 
mond, Va..  and  The  Home  Field,  of  Atlanta,  Ga. 

And  when  we  recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to  put  these  papers 
into  Baptist  homes,  we  mean  genuine,  honest  effort.  Every  pastor 
within  the  Association's  bounds  should  be  an  agent,  whether  nomi- 
nally so  or  not.  for  these  papers  that  we  have  named.  It  is  not  enough 
for  them  to  give  an  indifferent  welcome  to  the  avowed  representatives 
of  the  papers  as  they  come  to  their  churches  from  time  to  time,  they 
ought  to  be  engaged  in  a  tireless  and  persistent  effort  to  get  their  peo- 
ple to  put  good  religious  literature  into  their  homes,  realizing  thai  they 
can  not  adopt  any  surer  plan  of  increasing  general  church  interest,  of 
making  for  themselves  more  appreciative  hearers,  and  of  doing  more 
for  the  elevation  of  humanity,  for  you  lift  humanity  when  you  lift  the 
home. 

There  are  many  other  periodicals  and  many  good  books  that  ought 
also  to  be  in  our  homes,  but  these  papers  that  we  have  mentioned 
ought  certainly  not  to  be  left  out;  and  if  only  one  of  these  four  can 
be  taken,  the  Biblical  Recorder  ought  to  be  that  one. 

We  would  also  most  heartily  recommend  a  loyal  support  of  the 
"Baptist  Historical  Papers,"  of  Henderson,  N.  C,  and  commend  Doc- 
tor J.  D.  Hufham  and  Bro.  T.  M.  Pittman  for  the  earnestness  and  un- 
daunted zeal  with  which,  despite  many  difficulties  and  the  feeble 
interest  of  some,  they  have  sought  to  give  us  in  permanent  form  a

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE   BOARD  AND   THE  COMMITTEE 

ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

STATE   MISSIONS. 

As  the  mission  work  of  this  Association  is  now  conducted  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Board  of  Missions  of  our  State  Convention,  it  is  our  first 
duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  general  work. 

The  work  of  State  Missions  lias  enjoyeii  special  progress  during  the 
past  year.  Under  the  blessings  of  our  Heavenly  Father  and  the  de- 
devoted  and  tireless  energy  of  our  leader.  Rev.  John  E  White,  there 
hasT)een  marked  advancement.  "A  voluntary  mission  movement."  as 
it  was  called,  secured  the  services,  with  very  little  cost,  of  nearly  all 
our  leading  pastors  for  a  week  or  more  of  preaching  in  destitute  fields. 
The  work  of  these  brethren  brought  forth  abundant  fruit. 

There  are  more  than  one  hundred  of  our  preachers  in  North  Carolina 
who  are  under  the  employment  of  our  State  Board  for  a  part  or  all 
of  their  time.  As  a  rule  they  are  paid  small  salaries,  and  it  is  to  be 
deeply  regretted  that  there  is  prospect  that  we  shall  be  behind  in  our 
expectations  of  receipts  for  the  year.  and.  therefore,  will  not  be  able  to 
pay  our  brethren  in  full  for  the  past  year's  work. 

RALEIGH   ASSOCIATION   MISSIONS. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  under  our  employment,  for  a  part 
or  all  of  their  time,  four  brethren. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Suttle,  formerly  of  the  Stanly  Association,  name  to  our 
work  first  of  January  last.  He  had  charge  of  Smithfield,  Sardis, 
Princeton,  Pisgah  and  Four  Oaks.  Eighty-seven  members  have  been 
added  to  these  churches  since  lie  took  charge — IT  by  letter  and  70  by 
baptism.  Bro.  Suttle  has  held  special  meetings  with  all  his  churches, 
and  reports  the  spiritual  condition  of  Smithfield  as  encouraging,  and 
of  Princeton  as  extra  good.  Here  a  most  remarkable  revival  was  held. 
In  addition  to  their  regular  work,  a  Young  People's  Union  has  been 
organized  that  now  has  about  70  members.  Princeton  Church  prom- 
ises  to  be  self-sustaining  after  another  year. 

A  good  meeting  was  held  at  Sardis,  and  twelve  persons  professed 
faith,  but  only  two  so  far  have  joined  our  people.  The  church  is  hav- 
ing  a,  struggle  for  existence. 

Four  Oaks  Church  is  moving  along  very  nicely.  A  good  meeting  was 
recently  held  there,  and  several  are  waiting  baptism. 

Pisgah  Church  is  in  fair  condition.  The  Church  is  slow  in  its  contri- 
butions to  the  Lord's  work,  but  they  are  improving. 

Bro.  Suttle  has  done  some  preaching  at  some  other  points  in  the 
country,  as  opportunity  offered,  and  the  results  have  been  good. 

Rev.  B.  Lacy  Hoge  came  to  our  work  from  Roanoke,  Va.,  in  March 
last.  He  has  served  Selma,  Pine  Level.  Shiloh,  Blackman's  Grove, 
Hood's  School  House,  Wilson's  Mills.  Bethesda   and  Baptist  Centre. 
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There  have  been  87  additions  to  the  churches  since  he  took  charge  of 
them — 53  by  baptism ,  34  by  letter. 

Bro.  Hoge  served  as  a  missionary  for  Pine  Level,  Blackman's  Grove 
and  Hood's  School  House.  He  reports  but  little  accomplished  at  Pine 
Level;  says  congregations  are  good,  but  thinks  we  should  give  this 
point  a  full  Sunday.  He  has  succeeded  in  organizing  a  Sunday  School 
there  which  is  doing  very  well. 

At  Blackman's  Grove  they  have  had  seven  additions  to  their  member- 
ship, and  others  will  join  soon.  Bro.  Hoge  says  the  prospects  here  are 
very  bright. 

There  is  no  church  organization  at  Hood's  School  House.  The  ap- 
pointment there  is  at  3  o'clock  third  Sunday  afternoon. 

Bro.  Hoge  has  been  most  actively  engaged  at  work  on  his  field,  and 
the  Lord  has  blessed  his  labors. 

Rev.  L.  W.  Loyd  has  served  at  Corinth  church,  but  reports  no  prog- 
ress, and  the  cause  is  in  a  languishing  condition. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Pippin  began  work  at  a  new  point,  Boykin's  School 
House,  first  of  November  of  last  year.  He  reports  twenty-three  ser- 
mons preached  and  four  addresses  made  at  this  point.  Bro.  Pippin  has 
occupied  this  point  regularly  eveiy  third  Sunday  in  the  afternoon,  and 
in  September  last  held  a  special  meeting,  at  which  there  were  two  pro- 
fessions and  much  interest  manifested.'  We  regard  this  as  one  of  the 
most  promising  mission  points  that  we  have  before  us. 

A  very  promising  field  is  before  us.  in  connection  with  Boykin's 
School  House,  and  we  need  to  occupy  it  at  once,  and  your  Committee 
earnestly  hopes  it  may  be  done. 

We  review  the  work  of:'  the  past  year  with  profound  thankfulness  to 
God  for  the  prosperity  that  has  attended  the  labors  of  our  missionaries. 
The  Divine  favor  calls  us  to  press  forward  in  our  effort  to  give  the  gos- 
pel to  all  the  people.  As  we  realize  for  ourselves  the  comforting,  sav- 
ing power  of  the  Truth,  let  our  desires  go  out  to  our  kindred,  our 
neighbors,  our  friends,  and  to  the  regions  beyond,  that  they  may  have 
the  same  great  blessing.  As  we  realize  that  the  gospel  is  the  power  of 
God  unto  salvation  to  everyone  that  believeth,  let  us  pra}^  for  willing 
hearts  and  minds  to  give  this  Gospel  to  every  creature. 

We  would  urge  upon  all  our  churches  the  necessity  of  contributing 
liberally  to  State  or  Associational  Missions  as  the  foundation  upon 
which  to  build  up  our  work  along  all  the  lines.

Spilman  moved  that  the  Executive  Board  be  reduced  to  five  mem- 
bers, and  named  brethren  N.  B.  Broughton,  J.  M.  Beaty,  J.  T.  Holt, 
D.  Vaughan  and  T.  W.  Blake,  as  members  of  the  Board.  The  motion 
was  adopted,  and  the  brethren  .named  were  elected  as  the  Executive 
Board .

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Real  knowledge,  like  everything  else  of  the  highest  value,  is  not  to  be 
obtained  easily.  It  must  be  worked  for,  studied  for,  thought  for — and 
more  than  all  it  must  be  prayed  for.  We  can  safely  say  that  religion 
is  the  first  rational  object  of  education.  But  the  object  of  a  liberal  edu- 
cation should  be  to  develop  the  whole  mental  system  of  man — to  make 
his  speculative  inferences  coincide  with  his  practical  convictions — to 
enable  him  to  render  a  reason  for  the  belief  that  is  in  him,  and  to  show 
him  that  our  faculties  certainly  demand  instruction  and  regulation  in 
order  to  qualify  us  to  become  upright  and  valuable  members  of  society, 
useful  to  others,,  or  happy  in  ourselves.  In  civilized  life  everything  is 
effected  by  art  and  skill.  Hence,  a  person  who  is  provided  with 
neither  (and  neither  can  be  acquired  without  exercise  and  instruction), 
will  be  useless;  and  he  that  is  useless,  will  generally  be  at  the  same 
time  mischievous  to  the  community.     So  we  see  that  to  send  an  uned- 
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iicated  child  into  the  world  is  injurious  to  the  rest  of  mankind.     Then 
let  us  do  all  in  our  power  for  both  public  and  private  education. 

When  .we  think  of  the  incalculable  good  that  has  been  accomplished 
by  Wake  Forest  College,  it  should  be  inspiration  for  us  to  strive  to  do 
greater  good  in  the  future  The  last  session  of  the  College  is  pro- 
nounced the  best  in  its  history.  This  year  is  unusually  promising,  not- 
withstanding the  great  scarcity  of  money. 

We  hope  all  students  may  learn  this  important  fact:  That  the  Creator 
has  so  constituted  the  human  intellect  that  it  can  only  grow  by  its  own 
action:  it  will  certainly  and  necessarily  grow.  Every  man  must  there- 
fore educate  himself.  His  books  and  teachers  are  but  helps;  the  work 
is  his.  A  man  is  not  educated  until  he  has  the  ability  to  summon,  in 
an  emergency,  his  mental  powers  in  vigorous  exercise  to  effect  its  pro- 
posed object.  It  is  not  the  man  who  has  seen  the  most,  or  read  the 
most,  who  can  do  this;  such  a  one  is  in  danger  of  being  borne  down, 
like  a  beast  of  burden,  by  an  overloaded  mass  of  other  men's  thoughts. 
Nor  is  it  the  man  who  can  boast  merely  of  native  vigor  and  capacity. 
But  it  is  the  man  that  self -discipline  has  taught  to  use  his  education. 

Now,  education  in  the  extensive  sense  of  the  word,  may  comprehend 
every  preparation  that  is  made  in  our- youth  for  the  sequel  of  our  lives. 
And  we  should  be  truly  glad  that  it  will  be  no  longer  thought  that  to 
teach  a  girl  how  to  darn,  and  how  to  patch,  how  to  bake  and  how  to 
boil,  how  to  scrub  and  to  rub,  is  enough  for  her. 

May  God  bless  Bro.  John  Brewer  for  the  grand  work  he  has  done  in 
educating  some  of  our  girls.  May  his  successors  carry  on  the  work  in 
the  Chowan  Baptist  Female  Institute,  until  greater  good  yet  may  be 
accomplished. 

The  Oxford  Female.  Seminary,  presided  over  by  Prof.  F.  P.  Hobgood, 
should  have  our  greatest  sympathy  and  heartiest  support. 

The  Baptist  Female  University,  located  in  Raleigh,  should  lie  on 
every  Baptist  heart,  with  that  longing  desire  to  see  our  girls  having 
even  greater  advantages  than  our  boys. 

We  also  wish  to  call  attention  to  our  Board  of  Education.  There 
never  was  greater  demand  for  an  educated  ministry  than  now.  There 
are  about  thirty  young  men  being  aided  by  the  Board,  and  several  ot ti- 
ers asking  for,  and  greatly  needing,  help.

We  are  glad  to  speak  of  the  number  of  academies  well  prepared  to 
do  good  work.  In  the  academy  the  foundation  must  be  laid.  Youth 
is  that  period  in  which,  if  you  would  educate  men,  they  must  be  edu- 
cated. If  they  are  not  educated  then,  they  will  not  be  educated,  and 
no  repentance  can  change  the  fact.

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSION  SOCIETIES  OF  RALEIGH 
ASSOCIATION. 

The  Societies  held  their  annual  meeting  at  Johnston-Antioch  church 
November  4,  1898. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  congregation  singing,  ' ;  My  faith  looks 
up  to  Thee."'

Sentence  prayers  were  offered  for  the  work. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Beaty  offered  a  resolution  asking  that  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Societies  be  recognized  by  the  Association  as  a  permanent 
body,  to  meet  annually  in  connection  with  the  Association,  and  that 
the  minutes  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  be  printed  in  with 
the  minutes  of  the  Association. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Beddingfield  read  a  letter  written  by  Mrs.  Vallie  Page  Green  de- 
scribing her  work  in  China. 
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Mrs.  Hoge  urged  the  ladies  to  organize  societies  in  their  churches, 
and  make  the  coming  year  the  best  of  the  wo  mans'  work.

Resolved,  That  the  usual  number  of  Minutes  be  printed  and  distri- 
buted, and  the  clerk  allowed  the  usual  compensation  for  his  services. 

On  motion,  Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  was  elected  to  represent  this  Asso- 
ciation at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and 
the  Executive  Committee  was  empowered  to  fill  any  vacancy. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Development  of  the  Work  was  read 
and  adopted. 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  WORK. 

We  offer  a  few  suggestions.     We  recommend  : 

1.  That  so  far  as  possible  the  churches  cooperate  in  the  call  of  pas- 
tors, to  the  end  that  the  pastor  may  settle  among  his  people  and  be  a 
pastor  as  well  as  a  preacher. 

2.  That  instead  of  waiting  until  the  end  of  the  year  to  make  contri- 
butions, that  the  contributions  be  made  all  through  the  year — at  least 
monthly.  We  suggest  the  following  order :  November  and  December 
to  State  Missions ;  January  and  February  to  Foreign  Missions;  March 
and  April,  Home  Missions:  May  and  June  to  Ministerial  Education; 
July  and  August.  Ministerial  Relief;  September  and  October  to 
Orphanage. 

3.  That  a  Sunday  School  be  conducted  in  every  church,  and  that  it 
be  conducted  fifty-two  Sundays  each  year. 

4.  That  each  fifth  Sunday  meeting  be  devoted  to  the  discussion  of 
one  or  more  of  the  denominational  interests. 

5.  That  a  series  of  denominational  institutes  be  arranged  for  during 
the  coming  year. 

6.  That  special  attention  be  given  by  the  pastors  to  the  matter  of 
systematic  contributing  to  the  denominational  work. 

7.  We  urge  upon  our  churches  a  more  liberal  and  more  regular  sup- 
port of  the  ministry. 

8.  We  urge  that,  as  far  as  possible,  greater  permanency  be  the  order 
between  pastor  and  people.  We  believe  the  plan  of  calling  annually 
the  pastor  is  opposed  to  the  spirit  of  permanency. 

9.  We  suggest  that  all  of  our  churches  worship  God  at  every  service 
with  a  contribution. 

10.  That  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  who  shall  lay 
this  report  before  the  churches  and  try  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  report.

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Missions  submitted  their  report,  which  was  read  and  discussed 
by  brethren  Tuttle,  N.  B.  Broughton,  Hoge  and  Spilman.  after  which 
it  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

History  is  invaluable,  in  that  it  informs  us  of  what  has  been  ;  it  is 
invaluable  in  that  it  furnishes  incentives  to  nobler,  better  deeds. 

So  a  better  acquaintance  with  the  history  of  missions  is  of  first  im- 
portance to  our  churches,  if  they  would  be  found  apace  with  the  spirit 
and  progress  of  this  work.  Inasmuch  as  this  information  can  not  be 
furnished  in  a  brief  report  like  this,  your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  the  churches  provide  such  mission  literature  as  will  place  it  within 
the  reach  of  all  our  Baptist  people. 

With  the  best  creed  the  world  has  known,  ours  ought  to  be  the  best 
churches,  and  by  any  natural  process  of  reasoning,  they  will  be  as  they 
are  well  and  thoroughly  informed.  But  an  inoperative  creed  is  a 
travesty  on  faith,  for  "Faith  without  works  is  dead.'"  (See  Jas.  ii. 
20).  So  the  test  or  proof  of  our  faith  is.  doing  the  will  of  God.  "  Not 
every  one  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord.  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  ;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven." 
(See  Matt.  vii.  21).  If  Christianity  is  truth  incorporate  in  the  faith 
and  character  of  men,  then  Jesus  Christ,  its  author,  is  become  King  and 
lawgiver  in  His  church.  He  gave  the  command,  saying:  ;  -Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  (See  Matt,  xxvii.19.)  The  duty  then, 
to  give  the  gospel  to  all  men,  is  clearly  and  explicitly  revealed.  Only 
he  who  refuses  to  look  can  fail  to  see  that  this  is  the  main  business  of 
Christ's  churches;  and  if  of  His  churches,  then  of  individual  Chris- 
tian men  and  women.  Now.  how  shall  I  do  this,  does  some  one  say? 
Well,  the  answer  is  at  hand:  --You  must  either  go  or  send."  For, 
" How  then  shall  they  call  on  Him  in  whom  they  have  not  believed? 
And  how  shall  they  believe  in  Him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard  ? 
And  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  And  how  shall  they 
preach  except  they  be  sent?"     (See  Rom.  x.  14,  15.) 

With  the  ports  of  the  world  open,  inviting  missionary  enterprise, 
Southern  Baptists  have  as  yet  occupied  stations  only  in  Southern,  Cen- 
tral and  Northern  China,  Africa,  Italy,  Brazil,  Mexico  and  Japan. 
Now,  as  aforetime,  "the  field  is  the  world."  .Stations  already  occu- 
pied need  to  be  strengthened,  new  fields  need  to  be  opened  up,  unex- 
plored territory  needs  to  be  possessed.  All  this  means  more  prayers, 
more  gifts,  more  sacrifices  for  Him  who  gave  Himself  for  us.  Herein 
then  is  the  motive  to  the  highest  degree  of  faithfulness  in  executing 
this  mission:  "  For  ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that 
though  He  was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  He  became  poor,  that  ye 
through  His  poverty  might  be  rich."  (See  2  Cor.,  viii.  9.)

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  our  notice  that  many  of  our  aged  ministers 
and  their  families  need  help.     This  fact,  of  itself,  is  sufficient  reason 
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why  we  should  help  them;  but  when  we  consider  the  more  important 
fact  that  these  men  were  the  pioneer  workers  where  now  exist  some 
of  our  best  churches,  we  should  give  more  liberally. 

For  eight  years  this  department  of  our  work  has  been  under  our  con- 
sideration, and  the  interest  has  grown  more  and  more  with  each  suc- 
ceeding year.  This  year  thiity  or  more  of  these  veteran  soldiers,  with 
their  families,  will  call  upon  us  for  assistance. 

They  are  God's  poor,  worthy  poor,  poor  in  purse,  but  rich  in  good 
works;  weak  in^body,  but  strong  in  faith.  They  have  given  all — time, 
energy,  money,  and  life  itself  to  this  work.  Out  of  poverty,  lost  en- 
ergy, and  a  sacrificed  life,  they  appeal  unto  us.  With  trembling  hands, 
faltering  voice  and  bowed  forms,  the  cry  from  these  Godly  homes 
comes  for  help.     Brethren,  we  must  help  them. 

Let  each  church  not  only  agree  to  take  up  a  collection  for  this  object, 
but  pledge  themselves  for  some  definite  amount,  worthy  of  the  name, 
and  then  see  that  this  amount  is  raised.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  could  not  have  established  an  insti- 
tution that  was  more  needed  than  the  Baptist  Orphanage  at  Thomas- 
ville.  This  institution  has  always  called  forth  the  sympathy  and  sup- 
port of  our  people.  But  it  is  worthy  of  even  a  more  hearty  sympathy, 
and  a  far  better  support,  than  our  people  have  thus  far  given  it. 

Many  fatherless  and  dependent  children  have  found  shelter,  food  and 
raiment  in  this  institution.  These  children  have  not  only  been  fed  and 
clothed,  but  their  minds  and  hearts  have  been  prepared  for  the  duties 
of  this  life.  The  children  in  our  Orphanage  are  taught  in  as  good  a 
school  as  there  is  in  the  State.  In  the  Sunday  .School  and  .church  they 
are  taught  to  love  and  serve  our  Lord  and  Master.  As  these  children 
grow  up  into  manhood  and  womanhood,  and  go  forth  in  the  world, 
they  will  be  great  powers  for  God  and  the  salvation  of  souls. 

Last  year  there  were  over  forty  professions  of  faith  in  Christ  among 
the  children.     We  now  have  about  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  children 
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in  the  Home,  and  many  others  are  knocking  at  the  door,  desiring  ad- 
mittance, but  they  must  be  turned  away  for  the  lack  of  room  and 
means  with  which  to  support  them. 

Let  us  pray  for  and  support  this  great  institution  in  such  a  way  that 
the  time  may  soon  come  when  they  will  not  have  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to 
the  cry  of  a  single  child.  This  institution  is  ours,  and  it  looks  to  us 
for  support. 

We  recommend  that  our  people  be  urged  to  subscribe  for  and  read 
Charity  and  Children,  that  they  may  become  acquainted  witli  the 
needs  of  the  Orphanage. 

We  also  recommend  that  ea.ch  church  in  the  Association   set  apart 
some  day  between  this  and  the  first  of  the  year  to  meet  at  their  re- 
spective'places  of  worship  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  sup- 
plies and  money  for  the  orphans  at  Thomasville.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  RALEIGH  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

From  a,  long  series  of  experience,  we,  the  Churches  of  Jesus  Christ, 
being  regularly  baptized  upon  the  profession  of  our  faith  in  Christ,  are 
convinced  of  the  necessity  of  a  combination  of  churches,  in  order  to 
perpetuate  a  union  and  communion  amongst  us,  and  preserve  and 
maintain  a  correspondence  with  each  other  in  our  union.  We  there- 
fore propose  to  maintain  and  keep  the  orders  and  rules  of  an  Associa- 
tion according  to  the  following  plan  or  form  of  Government : 

Article  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  ordained 
ministers  having  membership  with  the  churches  of  this  Association, 
and  of  members  chosen  by  the  different  churches  and  duly  sent  to  repre- 
sent them  in  the  Association  ;  these  members  shall  produce  letters  from 
their  respective  churches,  certifying  their  appointment. 

2.  In  the  letters  from  the' different  churches  shall  be  expressed  their 
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number  in  full  fellowship,  those  baptized,  received  by  letter,  dismiss- 
ed, restored,  excommunicated  and  dead,  since  the  last  Association  ; 
also  the  names  and  post-office  address  of  all  the  ordained  ministers  and 
licentiates  in  their  fellowship  and  shall  state  which  of  these  are  actively 
engaged  in  said  calling,  and  the  state  of  their  Sunday  Schools,  and  the 
number  of  volumes  in  their  libraries. 

3.  The  members  thus  chosen  and  and  convened,  shall  have  no  eccle- 
siastical power  over  the  churches,  nor  shall  they  infringe  any  of  the 
internal  rights  of  any  church  in  the  Association. 

4.  The  Association  when  convened,  shall  be  governed  and  ruled  by  a 
regular  and  proper  decorum. 

5.  The  Association  shall  have  a  Moderator,  Clerk.  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Board  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  suffrages  of  the  members 
present. 

6.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  into  this  Association,  who  shall 
petition  by  letter  and  messengers,  upon  examination  (if  found  ortho- 
dox and  orderly),  shall  be  received  by  the  Association,  the  Moderator 
signifying  their  reception,  by  giving  the  messengers  the  right  hand  of 
fellowship. 

7.  Every  church  in  the  Association  shall  be  entitled  to  representa- 
tion in  the  Association  ;  but  shall  have  only  five  members  from  a  church. 

8.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded,  shall  come  under  consideration, 
except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  member  who  made  it. 

9.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  Minutes  of  the 
Association  ;  the  best  method  for  effecting  that  purpose  shall  be  at  the. 
discretion  of  future  Associations. 

10.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  have  an  Associa- 
tion fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same  ;  for  the  raising  and 
supporting  of  which  we  think  it  the  duty  of  each  church  in  the  Asso- 
ciation to  contribute,  voluntarily,  such  sums  as  they  think  proper,  and 
send  by  the  hands  of  their  messengers  to  the  Association  :  and  those 
moneys  thus  contributed  bv  the  churches  and  received  by  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  be 
accountable  to  the  Association  for  all  moneys  by  him  received,  and  paid 
out  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Association. 

11.  The  Minutes  of  the  Association  when  printed,  shall  be  regularly 
filed  by  the  Clerk,  and  shall  be  kept  for  the  use  of  the  Association,  and 
he  shall  endeavor  to  have  said  book  present  at  each  Association. 

12.  This  Association  shall  annually  elect  such  representatives  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  and  members  of  the  State  Mission  Board  as  may  be  provided 
for  by  these  several  bodies  ;  and  the  Executive  Board  of  this  Associa- 
tion shall  have  the  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  same 
during  any  year. 

13.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be1  made  at  any  time  by  a 
majority  of  the  Association  when  they  deem  it  necessary. 

14.  The  Association  shall  have  power — 

1.  To  provide  for  the  general  union  of  the  churches. 

2.  To  preserve  inviolably  a  chain  of  communion  among  the  churches. 

3.  To  give  the  churches  all  necessary  advice  in  matters  of  difficulty. 

4.  To  enquire  into  the  cause  why  the  churches  fail  to  represent  them- 
selves at  any  time  in  the  Association. 

5.  To  appoint  any  member  or  members  by  and  with  his  or  their  con- 
sent, to  transact  any  business  which  they  may  see  necessary. 

0.  To  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this  Association  which  shall 
violate  the  rules  of  this  Association,  or  deviate  from  tile  orthodox 
principles  of  religion. 

7.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  themselves  to  any 
future  ti  Jie  or  place  they  may  think  most  convenient  to  the  churches 
of  the  Association.

Of  the  missionaries,  thirteen  are  in  Cuba  and  seven  are  work- 
ing among  Cubans  in  Florida.  A  part  of  the  island  of  Cuba  is  under 
our  Home  Mission  Board,  and  the  rest  of  it  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Northern  Baptists.  There  were  363  baptisms  in  Cuba.  Cuba 
is  now  open  to  the  gospel — opportunity  is  God's  call  to  duty.  This 
great  work  in  Cuba,  the  increasing  work  in  the  various  States — 
especially  in  Texas,  Louisiana,  Arkansas  and  Florida — the  very 
important  work  in  various  mountain  sections,  the  work  among  the 
Indians,  arid  the  work  among  our  colored  people,  all  combine  to 
make  our  Home  Mission  work  a  very  large  factor  in  the  work  of  our 
Lord  and  Master.  Boxes  worth  over  $20,000"  have  been  sent  to 
various  frontier  missionaries.  Our  sisters  lead  in  this  great  work. 
The  Home  Field  is  a  good  little  paper  published  by  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  for  10  cents  per  year.

REPORT    ON    STATE    MISSIONS. 

State  Missions  has  as  its  purpose  the  evangelization  and  religious 
development  of  people  who  live  in  North  Carolina. 

During  two  generations  this  work  has. been  at  the  foundation  of 
the  Baptist  .-Jevelopment  in  this  State. 

The  work  is  prosecuted  along  several  lines. 

1.  Assistance  is  given  to  weak  churches  to  support  their  pascors, 
in  localities  which  give  promise  of  future  self  support. 

2.  These  missionary  pastors  open  up  new  mission  points  in 
unevangelized  territory. 

3.  In  certain  sections  a  General  Missionary  is  appointed  whose 
duty  is  to  preach  in  destitute  sections,  seek  to  aid  weak  churches 
and  assist  the  pastors  in  the  development  of  churches. 

4.  The  Volunteer  Mission  Corps  is  a  band  of  about  one  hundred  of 
those  among  our  best  preachers,  who  every  year  spend  ten  days 
each  in  meetings  aiding  our  State  missionaries  on  their  fields. 
Their  actual  traveling  expenses  are  paid.  They  receive  no  financial 
compensation. 

Year  by  year  the  demands  upon  this  work  increase.  Ten  counties 
were  last  December  added  to  our  field  of  operations  by  the  union 
of  the  two  Conventions.  New  centers  of  population  are  springing 
up.  Our  towns  are  growing,  large  areas  are  yet  unevangelized. 
The  east  needs  to  be  evangelized,  the  Piedmont  region  to  be 
indoctrinated  and  the  west  to  be  developed. 

To  meet  this  demand  the  financial  basis  of  operations  has  been 
increased  from  $15,000  to  $20,000.  This  means  increased  contribu- 
tions or  failure.     But  we  must  succeed.

While  this  body  is 
now  in  session  Rev.  J.  W.  Suttle  is  engaged  in  a  most  gracious  revi- 
val at  Four  Oaks,  in  which  he  is  assisted  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Rose.  Up 
to  Wednesday  of  this  week  there  had  been  twenty-three  professions 
of  faith,  and  crowds  were  attending  the  services. 

As  we  press  forward  in  the  work  new  fields  open  to  us  ajid  we 
must  not  think  of  anything  else  but  enlarging  our  territory.  At 
this  time  a  strong  call  comes  for  us  to  occupy  a  field  embracing 
Kenly,  Lucama  and  other  points  in  that  section. 

Your  Executive  Board  rejoices  that  several  of  our  churches  have 
increased  their  contributions  to  Associational  Missions,  and  we  hope 
others  will  follow  this  good  example  for  the  j^ear  to  come. 

Only  by  the  churches  increasing  their  contributions  to  this  work 
can  your  Board  extend  the  field.     We  hope  the  need  will  be  met.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 


One  hundred  and  seventy-five  children  are  under  the  care  of  our 
Orphanage  at  present.  More  than  500  have  enjoyed  its  benefits 
during  the  fifteen  years  of  its  nistory;  but  there  are  hundreds  still 
who  naturally  belong  to  us  and  for  whose  rescue  and  redemption  the 
Lord  will  hold  us  responsible. 

The  Orphanage  has  never-  done  as  good  work  as  it  is  doing  now, 
because  it  was  never  so  well  equipped.  Improvements  are  being 
made  constantly.  By  the  first  of  December  a  new  and  beautiful 
building  will  be  completed  and  dedicated  to  the  training  and  develop- 
ment of  children  from  5  to  8  years  of  age.  There  are  sixty  between 
these  ages  at  the  Orphanage  now.  A  hail  storm  last  June  destroyed 
the  growing  crop,  which  will  be  felt  by  the  Orphanage  more  and 
more  as  winter  comes  on.  However,  there  was  a  noble  response  to 
the  cry  of  distress,  by  the  Baptist  people  of  North  Carolina,  and  a 
tide  of  sympathy  was  set  flowing  toward  the  institution,   that  is 
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flowing  still,  and  we  trust  will  flow  on  forever.     The  voice  of  the 
hail  storm  was  heard  and  heeded. 

Through  the  goodness  of  God  our  people  have  put  about  $30,000  in 
buildings  and  land  in  a  lovely  situation  just  outside  the  corporate 
limits  of  Thomasville.  The  spot  is  one  of  great  natural  beauty, 
and  as  to  its  health,  the  record  of  the  Orphanage  in  this  respect 
demonstrates  that  fact  beyond  all  dispute.  There  has  not  been  a 
doctor  on  the  grounds  for  more  than  three  months.  Here  the  waifs 
and  stray  lings  of  our  dead — the  "wards  of  heaven" — and  cared  for 
and  protected,  and  the  holiest  and  sweetest  Christian  influences  are 
thrown  around  their  young  lives. 

We  recommend  that  each  church  take  up  two  collections  each  year 
for  the  Orphanage,  and  that  each  Baptist  family  take  and  read 
Charity  and  Children.     Respectfully  submitted,

'  REPORT   ON   FOREIGN  MISSIONS.   * 

God's  first  command  to  all  men  is  "Come."  Come  to  be  cleansed, 
come  to  be  anointed  for  service,  come  and  be  workers  together  with 
God.  We  are  saved  to  serve.;  and  being  saved  the  Lord's  command 
to  everyone  is,  "Go."  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,"  etc.,  "Go  thou 
and  preach  the  Kingdom  of  God."  The  Lord  of  Hosts  has  given 
these  marching  orders,  and  until  they  are  obeyed  and  the  world  won 
to  Christ  He  will  not  be  satisfied  (Isa.  51:11).     He  has  pledged  His 
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presence  and  His  power  for  its  accomplishment.  We  have  an  earnest 
of  its  fulfillment  in  the  millions  who  have  already  turned  to  God, 
and  this  last  year  has  witnessed  the  greatest  progress  in  our  For- 
eign Mission  fields. 

"The  morning  light  is  breaking, 
The  darkness  disappears." 

In  the  face  of  seeming  impossibilities  God  said  to  Moses:  "Go 
forward,"  and  the  waters  of  the  Red  Sea  fled  at  his  foot-fall.  He 
says  to  us  "go  forward,"  and  with  "the  sword  of  the  Lord  and  of 
Gideon"  we  shall  subdue  the  nations  for  Christ. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  in  Louis- 
ville, the  Foreign  Mission  Board  were  directed  to  enlarge  the  num- 
ber of  missionaries  one-fourth.  Already  ten  have  gone  or  are 
appointed.  Three  of  these  are  from  North  Carolina — J.  C.  Owen, 
W.  B.  Crocker  and  wife.  This  calls  for  increased  liberality  by  the 
churches,  whom  the  Board  represents. 

Two  cents  per  month  is  a  small  offering — a  mere  pittance: — for  a 
follower  of  Christ;  yet  this,  small  as  it  is,  would  support  nearly 
four  times  our  present  number  of  foreign  missionaries.  As  it  is  we 
average  about  one-half  cent  monthly.  This  country  pays  as  much 
for  cheiving-gum  as  it  does  for  Foreign  Missions. 

The  benighted  heathen  do  not  need  our  heip  more  than  we  need  to 
help  them.  Some  one  has  said:  "God  helps  those  that  help  them- 
selves."    Our  Bible  teaches  that  God  helps  those  that  help  others. 

Above  all  is  "there  a  man  with  soul  so  dead,"  who  does  not  desire 
to,  take  part  in  the  great  work  of  uplifting  and  saving  a  lost  world? 

"Shall  I  to  souls  benighted 
The  light  of  life  deny?" 

Shall  anyone,  who  has  felt  the  power  and  preciousness  of  God's 
pardoning  love,  be  satisfied  to  do  nothing  another  year  in  obedience 
to  the  Master's  great  command?  At  the  last  "the  books"  will  be 
opened,  and  all  things  shall  be  revealed.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  has  never  more  entirely  'met  the  full 
requirement  and  need  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  than  now.  Loyal 
to  all  our  interests,  our  people  may  well  accord  to  it  their  hearty 
and  undivided  support. 

At  this  time  of  much  reading,  what  one  is,  or  may  be,  depends 
largely  on  what  he  reads.  This  is  not  less  true  in  the  religious 
than  in  the  secular  or  business  world.  So  our  special  need  as  a 
denomination  is,  not  that  we  shall  have  other  and  better  facilities 
for  knowing,  but  that  we  should  use  well  and  wisely  what  we  have. 

Our  paper,  the  Recorder,  the  paper  of  our  fathers,  calls  for  larger 
patronage.  The  Recorder  should  be  going  into  all  our  homes.  We 
need  its  educational  influence,  the  information  it  would  bring  to 
them,  and  without  it  we  can  not  be  well-informed,  amply-furnished, 
efficient  Baptists. 

All  Baptists  should  read  their  church  paper;  otherwise  they  can 
not  know  the  needs  of  our  churches  or  those  of  our  Convention 
Boards.  And  not  until  this  fact  is  generally  accepted  and  its 
requirements  met,  may  it  be  expected  that  our  churches  will  come 
up  to  the  measure  of  their  obligation  in  supplying  those  needs. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Journal  and  Home  Field  call  loudly  for  sup- 
port; also  Charity  and  Children,  published  in  the  interest  of  our 
Orphanage  at  Thomasville,  and  the  publications  of  our  Sunday 
School  Board  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  are  entitled  to  the  patronage  of 
our  churches  and  Sunday  Schools.  With  these  papers  in  our 
churches,  schools  and  homes,  the  unsolved  problems  in  our  denom- 
inational life  would  soon  be  gradually  unfolded,  and  the  result 
would  be  Baptist  prosperity.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

To  even  a  casual  observer,  it  is  evident  that  a  deeper  interest  is 
being  taken  by  the  masses  of  the  people  in  the  subject  of  educa- 
tion. 
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From  the  mountains  to  the  seashore  the  news  comes  that  the 
academies  and  colleges  are  opening  with  enlarged  and,  in  many 
instances,  with  overflowing  numbers.  This  is  indeed  one  of  the 
most  hopeful  signs  for  the  future  manhood  and  womanhood  of  the 
State.  It  speaks  encouragement  to  many  hundred  homes,  assuring 
the  old  father  and  mother  that  their  sons  and  daughters  will  be 
better  equipped  for  life  than  they  themselves  have  been.  It  gives 
to  the  Christian  worker  an  assurance  of  an  approaching  host  of 
young  men  and  women  who  will  come  into  church  work  with 
trained  minds  and  hearts  full  of  ambition  to  do  something  for  Christ 
and  for  humanity. 

To  the  recent  discussion  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Education, 
we  believe  much  of  this  hopeful  outlook  is  due  and  we  can  only 
wish  that  the  discussion  may  be  continued  until  every  Christian 
heart  in  the  State  may  be  brought  into  cooperation  with  the  move- 
ment. 

The  opening  of  the  Female  University  in  Raleigh  has  been  a  mat- 
ter of  great  joy  to  our  brethren  throughout  the  State.  After  years 
of  labor  and  prayer,  its  rooms  have  been  filled  from  the  day  of 
its  opening.  We  believe  the  Baptists  of  the  State  will  find  this 
institution  of  inestimable  value  to  them  in  all  lines  of  denomina- 
tional work.  The  majority  of  our  members  are  women,  and  when 
this  majority  shall  be  composed  of  cultured  souls,  then  will  be  a 
moulding  power  for  good  in  our  churches  exceeding  anything  they 
have  known  in  the  past.  Wake  Forest  College  also  has  the  finest 
opening  in  its  history,  and  is  moving  forward  to  greater  usefulness 
and  power. 

The  Raleigh  Association  is  especially  favored  by  having  within 
her  bounds  two  excellent  academies,  to-wit:  The  one  at  Gary  and 
the  other  at  Wakefield,  and  both  of  them  are  prosperous  and  help- 
ful. 

As  Baptists  we  also  take  especial  pleasure  in  the  free  schools  of 
our  State  and  are  glad  to  report  an  increased  interest  in  them  by  the 
great  body  of  our  people. 

As  good  citizens  it  is  to  our  best  interest  to  foster  them  and  to 
seek  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  months  they  shall  be  open. 
Many  thousands  will  never  be  able  to  gain  school  advantages  beyond 
the  public  school  room,  and  it  therefore  becomes  a  matter  of  vital 
interest  to  our  State  that  these  schools  shall  be  made  as  efficient  ab 
possible. 

We  would  urge  upon  our  people,  within  the  Raleigh  Association, 
that  they  give  to  their  children  the*  benefit  of  these  varied  advan- 
tages within  their  bounds.

PROCEEDINGS 


Thursday,  November  1,  1900. 

The  ninety -fifth  annual  session  of  the  Raleigh  Association  con- 
vened this  morning  at  11  a.  m.   with  Baptist  Centre  Church. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  J.  M.  Broughton,  Moderator, 
with  song  service,  conducted  by  brother  C.  N.  Jackson.

The  introductory  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  John  Lewis,  on 
"Obligation  and  Duty  of  the  Baptist,"  basing  his  remarks  on  Psalms 
126,  2d  verse,  Joshua  13.1. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon  the  delegates  of  the  Association 
were  welcomed  to  the  homes  of  the  people.

J.  W.  Nobles  would  preach  at  Baptist  Centre  and  brother  J.  T.  Pullen 
would  preach  at  Clayton  to-night,  brother  J.  S.  Allen  to  conduct 
the  devotional  meeting  to-morrow  morning. 


Third  Session. 

Fkiday,  November  2,  1900. 

Congregation  assembled  at  9.30,  and  spent  half  hour  in  devotional 
exercises,  conducted  by  brother  J.  S.  Allen,  reading  from  Psalms 
19.  By  request  brother  Worley  Creech  sang,  "I'm  a  Child  of  a 
King." 

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order,  and  the  roll  of 
churches  was  called  for  the  enrollment  of  new  delegates. 

Brother  N.  B.  Broughton  presented  the  claims  of  the  Recorder 
upon  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

Brother  J.  T.  Pullen  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
read : 

"Recognizing  the  great  need  of  a  State  Reformatory  for  young 
criminals,  separate  from  our  State  Prison,  be  it  therefore 

"Resolved  by  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association,  now  in  session,  That 
we  pledge  our  support  for  the  establishment  of  this  much-needed 
institution." 

Brother  Pullen  spoke  to  the  resolution,  urging  the  needs  of  such 
an  institution.  The  resolution  was  then  adopted. 

Brother  A.  D.  Hunter  presented  the  report  on  Ministerial  Relief, 
which  was  read,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF  BOARD. 

This  Board  is  located  at  Durham,  N.  C,  and  is  composed  of  breth- 
ren chosen  by  our  Baptist  State  Convention  to  look  after  the  needs 
of  aged  and  indigent  ministers.  Seventeen  are  now  aided — most  of 
these  receive  about  $60  per  year.     The  number  has  increased,  now 
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that  the  Convention  covers  the  entire  State.  It  is  asked  that  each 
pastor  see  that  each  church  and  Sunday  School  take  collections  for 
this  object.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

The  printing  press  is  a  mighty  power  for  good  or  evil.  There  has 
never  been  a  greater  need  for  an  earnest  effort  for  the  distribution  of 
good  literature. 

The  world  is  being  flooded  with  trashy  literature  that  is  crowding 
out  the  good  and  its  withering,  blighting  influence  is  being  seen  and 
felt. 

Our  opinions  are  formed  and  our  lives  are  largely  influenced  by 
what  we  read;  therefore  a  pure  literature  is  a  necessity. 

As  Baptists,  we  need  to  be  educated  along  Baptist  lines.  We  need 
to  be  informed  as  to  Baptist  doings  from  Murphy  to  Manteo.  There 
is  no  better  medium  through  which  to  gain  this  information  than 
the  Biblical  Recorder,  which  has  always  been  good,  but  now  better 
than  ever,  and  we  would  urge  the  pastors  to  endeavor  to  increase  its 
circulation  in  their  churches. 

We  also  need  to  be  informed  in  regard  to  our  orphanage  work ;  we 
should  therefore  subscribe  to  Charity  and  Children,  a  bright, 
sprightly  paper  published  by  the  managers  of  our  orphanage  at 
Thomasville.  As  "knowledge  is  power,"  our  knowledge  should  not 
be  circumscribed  by  State  lines — it  should  be  world-wide;  we  should 
keep  up  with  our  missionary  operations  at  home  and  abroad. 

There  are  two  very  excellent  mediums  of  information  along  this 
line,  viz:  Our  Home  Field,  and  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  pub- 
lished at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  Richmond,  Va.,  respectively. 

We  would  commend  these  periodicals  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  mentioned  and  feel  sure  that  if  taken  and  carefully  read,  there 
would  be  a  great  advance  along  all  lines.

The  report  was  discussed  by  brethren  McLeod,  Allen,  N.  B.  Brough- 
ton,  Hubbard  and  Butler.     The  report  was  then  adopted. 

Brother  N.  B.  Broughton  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board 
on  Associational  and  State  Missions: 
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report  op  executive  committee  embracing  report 
on  association  and  state  missions. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  continued  work  on  fields  occupied 
heretofore  and  extended  our  efforts  to  some  new  points. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Suttle  has  occupied  Princeton,  Four  Oaks,  Sardis  and 
Pisgah,  With  the  exception  of  Four  Oaks,  the  work  seems  to  be 
hopeful,  but  we  are  not  able  to  report  much  progress. 

Rev.  D.  McLeod  has  occupied  Blackman's  Grove,  Thanksgiving  and 
for  past  four  months  Pine  Level.  He  reports  good  congregations 
and  bright  prospects  at  each  place.  At  ThanKSgiving  a  good  house 
of  worship  is  in  course  of  erection.  This  church  was  organized  past 
year,  and  comes  to  us  for  membership. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Smith  has  preached  at  Corinth  and  White  Oak.  He 
reports  a  Sunday  School  and  good  congregations  at  Corinth,  but 
rather  discouraging  conditions  at  White  Oak. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Nobles  came  to  us  first  part  of  this  year,  and  has  been 
preaching  at  Jerome,  Moore's  School  House,  Boykins,  Lueama,  St. 
Mary's,  Kenly  and  Dixons.  With  the  exception  of  Boykins,  the 
points  had  not  been  previously  occupied  by  us.  At  Boykins  a 
church  has  been  organized  with  some  fifteen  members. 

While  we  are  not  able  to  report  the  progress  desired,  we  rejoice 
that  through  the  labors  of  the  Lord's  servants  two  more  churches 
have  been  added  to  the  list,  and  that  they  come  to  us  with  most  hope- 
ful outlook.  Your  committee  are  endeavoring  to  rearrange  some  of 
our  mission  points,  and  so  group  them  with  organized  churches  as 
to  make  them  easier  of  access  and  more  capable  of  development. 

The  field  grows  whiter  and  demands  that  there  shall  be  even  more 
constant  and  diligent  attention,  more  earnest  prayers  and  liberal 
support. 

STATE    MISSIONS 

Associational  Missions  is  State  Missions,  and  therefore  that  whicn 
we  strive  to  accomplish  for  the  one  is  done  for  both.  There  is  still 
much  destitution  in  our  bounds,  but  the  greater  work  lies  out 
beyond  our  limits.  North  Carolina  is  a  great  State.  Our  denomina- 
tion has  greatly  prospered,  and  God  has  given  us  the  ear  of  the 
people,  and  in  so  doing  has  laid  upon  us  the  responsibility  of  provid- 
ing for  them  the  gospel. 

Our  population  is  changing  in  its  formation  and  character  very 
rapidly,  and  it  becomes  necessary  for  us  to  adjust  our  plans  of  work 
to  the  new  conditions.  From  the  highest  mountain  range  to  the 
lowest  plain  on  our  seacoast  there  are  urgent  calls  for  the  Baptist 
missionary.  But  while  this  is  so  the  loudest  call  that  comes  to  us 
at  this  time  is  from  the  rapidly  growing  cotton  factory  districts. 
We  are  told  that  at  least  one  cotton  factory  is  being  built  in  our 
State  every  ten  days.  The  congregation  of  great  numbers  of  peo- 
ple about  these  factories  demands  the  immediate  attention  of  our 
State  Mission  Board.  And  in  order  that  they  may  meet  the  demand 
it  is  necessary  that  the  churches  not  only  continue  their  support,  but 
that  their  liberality  shall  be  increased. 

SUNDAY    SCHOOL    INSTITUTE. 

Your  committee  takes  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  Sunday  School 
Institutes  held  throughout  our  Association  during  the  month  of 
July  last,  under  the  direction  of  the  Sunday  School  Convention  of 
our  Association.     These  Institutes    not    only    greatly    helped    and 
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encouraged  the  Sunday  Schools  in  existence,  but  we  learn  of  the 
revival  of  some  dormant  ones. 

It  is  the  desire  of  your  Executive  Board  to  organize  a  series  of 
Mission  Institutes  to  be  held  during  the  next  year  in  our  Associa- 
tion. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  urge  upon  the  delegates  the  consideration 
of  the  great  work  which  the  State  Mission  Board  has  in  hand  of  sup- 
plying the  gospel  to  the  destitute  sections  of  our  own  State.  Let  us 
pray  for  the  prosperity  of  Zion.  and  while  we  pray  let  us  remember 
to  bring  our  gifts  to  the  altar.

"We,  your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letters  from  the 
churches  askiEg  admission  into  the  Raleigh  Association,  beg  leave 
to  say  that  we  have  carefully  examined  the  articles  of  faith  upon 
which  these  churches  are  presented,  and  recommend  their  admis- 
sion into  this  body.

On  motion,  recess  of  one  hour  was  taken,  with  benediction  by 
brother  M.  A.  Adams. 

Fourth  Session.

On  motion,  the  Association  resolved  to  suspend  business  at  3 
o'clock,  and  brother  Pullen  to  preach  to  the  congregation. 

Delegates  from  Cannon  Grove  Baptist  Church  came  in  and  pre- 
sented letter  asking  admission  into  the  Association.  The  letter  was 
read,  and  on  motion,  the  church  was  received. 

The  Moderator  extended  a  welcome  to  the  three  new  churches 
through  the  delegates,  who  were  given  seats  as  members  of  the 
Association. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  was  then  taken  up,  and  the 
following  pledges  for  the  work  of  next  year  were  taken:

Brother  H.  W.  Norris  read 
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THE  REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

Temperance  as  a  moral  and  practical  subject  appeals  to  the  better 
judgment  of  every  rational  being.  It  presents  itself  in  contrast  with 
and  in  opposition  to  the  free  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage, 
claimed  by  those  who  practice  this  indulgence  to  be  the  exercise  of 
personal  liberty.  In  this  report  we  would  not  attempt  to  ciunt  the 
number  of  ruined  men,  wrecked  homes,  lost  estates,  blighted  hopes, 
heart-broken  wives  and  mothers,  nor  the  beggared  children  that  are 
the  sure  and  legitimate  fruits  of  that  exercise  of  liberty.  The  world 
is  the  field  for  its  destructive  operations.  Three  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  days  in  the  year  and  every  year  is  the  time  for  its  ruinous 
work.  No  section  of  the  world  and  no  period  of  time  is  free  from 
its  baneful  influences.  What  scourge  can  be  brought  in  comparison 
in  point  of  time,  space  and  miserable  character  of  work,  with  that 
of  intemperance?  Where  is  the  eye  that  does  not  see  its  woes;  the 
ear  that  does  not  hear  its  groans;  the  heart  that  does  not  bleed  be- 
cause of  the  ruin  of  some  dear  relative,  friend  or  companion?  While 
we  rejoice  at  some  achievements  in  the  interest  of  sobriety  and 
temperance,  there  is  yet  a  great  work  to  be  accomplished  by 
Christian  endeavor  before  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  can  be  made 
the  "kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  His  Christ."  Indeed,  before  our 
own  land  of  Bibles  and  gospel  privileges  can  be  eminently  Christian, 
its  deadly  and  deceptive  work  must  be  stopped  in  our  churches  and 
the  high  places,  as  well  as  among  the  ungodly  the  baser  element,  and 
in  low  places. 

Can  anyone,  young  or  old,  doubt  into  which  scale  he  should  cast 
the  weight  of  his  name  and  influence?  Every  one  who  wears  the 
badge  of  Christ  should  see  that  he  does  not  either  directly  or  in- 
directly, give  his  influence  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks.  The 
servants  of  the  Lord  and  Master  should  use  every  laudable  means 
until  the  glorious  work  of  reform  shall  have  been  accomplished,  and 
the  awful  work  of  destruction  shall  have  ceased.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  is  steadily  increasing  its  forces  and  ex- 
tending its  work.  From  six  missionaries  in  1845-6,  it  had  last  year 
six  hundred  and  seventy-one.  If  the  means  were  placed  at  its  com- 
mand were  ample  it  would  employ  still  more  for  the  open  doors  and 
the  urgent  calls  are  numerous.  There  is  hardly  a  limit  to  the  extent 
and  variety  of  work  it  could  advantageously  carry  on  for  the  benefit 
of  our  country,  and  the  world.  It  is  a  solemn  fact,  deserving  of  our 
most  careful  and  prayerful  consideration,  that  there  are  now  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  far  more  unregener- 
ated  persons  than  there  were  in  1845.  Evangelization  has  not  kept 
pace  with  the  increase  in  population.  People  are  coming  into  our 
territory  very  much  faster  than  we  are  bringing  them  to  the  Savior. 
The  Board  calls  loudly  for  an  increase  in  cash  contributions  from 
the  churches  as  well  as  the  continuance  of  the  boxes  for  the  self- 
sacrificing  pioneer  missionaries  on  our  frontier. 

Of  the  671  missionaries  laboring  in  connection  with  the  Board  all 
except  24  in  Cuba,  4  in  Maryland  and  3  in  Missouri,  are  supported 
jointly  by  the  Home  Board  and  the  State  Boards.     Tne  State  Boards 
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of  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Indian  Territory,  Kentucky, 
Louisiana,  Missouri,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma  Terri- 
tory, Tennessee,  Texas  and  Virginia,  are  in  cooperation  with  the 
Home  Board  in  part  or  the  whole  of  their  work.  The  Board  is  carry- 
ing on  work  on  the  frontier,  including  Indian  and  Oklahoma  Terri- 
tories, Western  and  Southwestern  Texas;  in  the  large  cities  and 
among  the  foreign  population;  among  the  negroes  o£  the  South  and 
in  Cuba.  It  is  also  seeking  to  develop  the  work  chiefly  through 
Christian  education  in  the  mountain  regions  as  well  as  to  help  Its 
carrying  on  the  work  in  the  older  States,  in  some  of  which  the  work 
is  still  in  a  weak  condition.  It  has  also  started  a  Building  Loan 
Fund  for  the  benefit  of  those  struggling  churches  in  growing  centres 
needing  timely  aid  in  erecting  houses  of  worship.  It  calls  special 
attention  to  the  flourishing  condition  of  our  work  in  Cuba;  to  the 
trend  of  immigration  Southward  giving  us  much  foreign  mission 
work  at  our  own  doors,  in  the  cities  as  well  as  on  the  frontier;  to 
the  pressing  need  and  excellent  opportunity  of  even  supplementing 
the  New  Bra  work  for  the  elevation  of  the  colored  people  who  make 
up  one-third  of  our  population  and  are  in  a  condition  that  is  a 
menace  to  our  white  population — if  we  do  not  lift  them  up,  they 
must  pull  us  down. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  last  year  every  State,  except  one, 
increased  its  contributions  for  the  work  of  the  Home  Board.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  not  one  will  fail  to  increase  this  year.  In  North  Car- 
olina we  are  under  special  obligations  to  be  faithful,  not  only  because 
of  the  timely  aid  the  Board  has  given  us  in  the  past,  but  on  account 
of  the  increased  appropriation  made  this  year  with  a  view  to  devel- 
oping the  work  in  the  mountains  and  caring  for  our  factory  popula- 
tion.    The  appropriation  is  now  $4,800. 

Some  have  begun  to  put  their  money  in  the  keeping  of  the  Board 
during  their  lifetime  thus  avoiding  any  costly  legal  contests  over 
their  wills  and  securing  for  themselves  annuities  at  good  interest. 
This  plan  is  to  be  highly  commended  to  those  who  are  blessed  with 
this  world's  goods  and  wish  to  make  themselves  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  unrighteousness  who  will  receive  them  to  the  eternal 
habitations. 

In  the  development  of  our  mountain  work,  as  well  as  in  the  fron- 
tier and  other  work,  the  women  of  our  churches  are  requested  to 
lend  a  hand.  The  ambition  of  the  Board  is  to  save  the  South  in 
order  to  save  America  and  save  America  in  order  to  save  the  world, 
and  in  this  it  deserves  the  hearty  encouragement  of  every  Southern 
Baptist. 

The  Home  Field,  published  by  the  Board  at  a  nominal  sum,  for 
the  purpose  of  enlightening  the  people  concerning  its  work,  deserves 
a  wider  circulation.  The  tracts  published  for  the  same  purpose  at 
the  Baptist  Mission  Rooms,  Baltimore,  deserve  our  most  hearty 
commendation.  , 

The  appointment  of  Dr.  Kerfoot  to  succeed  the  honored  veteran, 
Dr.  Tichenor,  who  had  to  retire  on  account  of  age  with  its  infirmities, 
should  not  be  lost  sight  of,  and  we  hope  he  will  be  upheld  by  the 
prayers  and  sympathy  of  our  people.

In  the  providence  of  God  we  have  been  led  to  see  the  close  of 
another  Associational  year.  Like  that  disciple  of  old,  we  lift  up  our 
hearts  to  God,  who  in  the  midst  of  all  the  influences  operating  against 
us,  has  blessed  our  people  with  a  spirit  of  liberality;  "always  caus- 
ing us  to  triumph."  The  year  1900  has  been  a  year  of  intense 
anxiety,  almost  from  its  very  beginning.  It  will  be  known  in  his- 
tory's missionary  calendar  as  the  year  that  tried  men's  souls.  It  has 
been  a  year  when  the  very  foundations  seemed  shaken  in  that  we 
have  witnessed  the  intense  suffering  and  loss  of  life  in  hundreds  of 
instances,  of  the  faithful  men  and  women  who  stood  firmly  at  duty's 
post  till  death  released  them.  This  seems  very  discouraging  when 
we  1  ok:  at  such  scenes  as  they  stand  alone.  But  are  we  to  take 
them  in  that  light?  Do  they  stand  alone?  Are  we  not  to  accept 
them  as  a  part  of  the  working  of  God's  universal  plan?  Is  it  not 
after  all  what  might  have  been  expected?  In  the  falling  of  its  idols, 
and  the  decaying  of  its  temples  is  not  heathenism  reading  its  doom 
in  glowing  letters  across  the  sky?  Really,  this  uprising  against  the 
gospel  in  the  Orient  is  ominous  in  a  very  great  degree.  Heathenism 
is  showing  us  its  very  worst.  Christianity,  enduring  in  love,  is 
showing  to  the  world  its  best.  Our  mossionaries  after  these  ex- 
periences might  well  stand  in  that  column  of  the  faithful  who  were 
sawn  asunder,  etc.,  not  accepting  deliverance. 

It  reads  like  a  chapter  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  But  we  may 
not  dwell  at  length  on  China  or  any  special  feature  of  the  work. 
Enough  to  say  that  during  the  year  the  work  has  been  greatly 
blessed.  Many  of  the  best  men  and  women  ever  appointed  have 
gone  out  this  year,  and  as  many  as  ever  before.  When  we  compare 
the  receipts  of  the  money  actually  paid  the  Foreign  Board  we  see  a 
net  again  of  over  thirty  thousand  aollars.  Our  State  stands  among 
the  first  in  these  contributions.  Last  year  there  were  1,341  baptisms 
in  connection  with  our  work.  There  is  no  debt  hanging  over  us.  As 
this  closing  year  of  the  century  closes,  some  things  are  being  em- 
phasized as  never  before,  and  one  of  these  is  missions.  Men  are 
coming  closer  together.  God's  people  are  marching  on  with  rapid 
strides.  To  those  who  look  far  enough  in  the  future,  there  is  "The 
crimson  streak  on  the  ocean's  cheek,  that  grows  into  the  great  broad 
sun."  Let  our  people  keep  abreast  with  what  is  going  on  in  the 
foreign  field.  Let  them  read  the  Home  Mission  Journal,  published 
in  Richmond,  Va.,  by  Dr.  Willingham,  and  sent  out  by  the  Board. 
We  would  urge  also  that  our  people  read  that  thrilling  life  of  M.  T. 
Yates,  written  by  our  own  Dr.  Taylor,  of  Wake  Forest.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Never  in  the  history  of  our  State  has  there  been  such  widespread 
interest  in  education  as  at  this  time.     In  this  we  greatly  rejoice. 

The  State  has  put  itself  under  greater  obligation  than  ever  to 
provide  advantages  for  our  children  and  our  neighbor's  children 
that  they  may  at  least  learn  to  read  and  write  intelligently.  We 
urge  that  our  people  use  what  influence  they  have  in  the  selection  of 
godly,  competent  teachers  for  the  common  Schools. 

We  rejoice  that  within  the  last  year  a  dozen  or  more  schools  of 
high  grade — academy  schools — have  been  established  in  the  State. 
These  schools  are  under  the  management  of  Baptist  men  and  women, 
and  in  most  cases  owned  by  Baptist  Associations.  These  schools  are 
filled  with  earnest  pupils,  which  means  a  much  larger  number  of 
pupils  soon  to  enter  our 

COLLEGES. 

We  beg  in  this  way  to  record  our  gratitude  to  God  that  He  has  used 
Wane  Forest  College  as  a  great  factor  in  the  wonderful  progress  we 
have  made  as  a  denomination. 

Under  the  blessings  of  God  our  college  is  not  inferior  to  any  col- 
lege in  the  South.  About  three  hundred  young  men  are  enjoying 
its  superior  advantages  at  this  time. 

There  would  be  quite  as  large  a  number  of  young  women  at  the 
Baptist  Female  University  if  we  only  had  room  for  them. 

Indeed,  our  hearts  are  filled  with  gratitude  for  the  large  number 
we  have  from  the  homes  of  poverty  as  well  as  from  the  homes  of 
wealth — as  noble  young  women  as  ever  graced  any  State.  This 
school  has  a  debt  of  forty-two  thousand  dollars,  which  is  a  great 
weight  upon  it. 

We  are  not  afraid  to  trust  our  people  that  they  will  wipe  out  this 
debt  and  make  room  for  other  young  women  who  are  anxious  to 
attend. 

Then  there  is  the  great  work  being  done  by  our  Education  Board 
at  Wake  Forest  College — this  is  only  carrying  out  the  primary  object 
of  our  Convention,  viz:   to  educate  our  women. 

This  work  has  well  justified  its  founder.  Our  denomination  has 
grown  in  numbers,  development  and  benevolence,  just  in  proportion 
as  our  ministry  has  been  educated.  We  are  not  in  favor  of  an  edu- 
cational qualification  for  our  ministry,  neither  do  we  feel  that  any 
obstacle  should  be  thrown  in  their  way,  but  that  every  encourage- 
ment should  be  afforded  for  their  education  with  as  little  encum- 
brance as  possible.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  work,  we 
heartily  commend  it  and  a  more  general  support  of  this  work.

stitutes have  been  held  at  the  following  churches:  Leesville,  Hep- 
zibah,  Shady  Grove,  Princeton,  White  Oak,  Pisgah,  Swift  Creek,  Wil- 
son's Mills,  Antioch,  Salem,  New  .b'ethel. 

We  recommend  that  the  committee  be  instructed  to  take  in  hand 
the  matter  of  systematic  beneficence,  and  report  on  it  during  the  next 
session  of  the  Association.

Brother  C.  E.  Gower  read  the  report  of  Committee  on  Baptist  Or- 
phanage at  Thomasville: 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

No  enterprise  of  our  denomination  is  more  popular  with  our  people 
generally,  and  has  a  stronger  hold  upon  them  than  our  Orphanage. 
Everybody  is  in  favor  of  the  Orphanage.  The  institution  is  in  better 
condition  to-day  than  ever  before,  and  hence  in  a  better  position  to 
serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  established.  There  are  at 
present  about  one  hundred  and  ninety  (190)  children  there  who  are 
heing  provided  with  a  comfortable  home,  an  English  education,  and 
who  are  learning  an  honorable  trade,  and  last,  but  not  least,  are 
surrounded  by  moral  and  Christian  influences,  such  as  are  not  found 
in  the  average  home.  The  present  needs  of  the  Orphanage  are  great. 
Not  because  those  who  are  there  are  not  being  well  provided  for,  but 
because  from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  applicants  are  denied 
admission  almost  every  year. for  want  of  room.  Our  fathers  have 
done  nohly;  but  God  is  calling  upon  us  to  attempt  and  do  still  larger 
things — shall  we  heed  the  call?  The  Mills  memorial  building  when 
completed  will  be  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  Orphanage,  and 
will  supply  a  long-felt  need.  The  Orphanage  is  dependent  upon  the 
voluntary  contributions  of  the  Baptist  churches  of  North  Carolina 
for  its  support;  and  therefore  we  recommend  that  each  church  in  our 
Association  take  at  least  two  collections  during  the  year  for  this 
object;  and  also  make  an  earnest  effort  to  place  Charity  and  Children 
in  every  home.  A.  A.  Butler,

Let  us  during  the  coming  year  all  strive  to  increase  the  attendance 
on  our  Sunday  Schools,  keep  them  all  open  fifty-two  Sundays  in  each 
year,  cause  them  to  be  more  efficient  in  their  work,  and  so  make 
them  to  be  more  useful. 

Short  talks  were  made  by  brethren  Allen,  Creech  and  others,  when 
brother  Spilman  addressed  the  meeting  on  "Our  Sunday  School 
Ideal."

PROCEEDINGS. 


Morrisville,  N.  C,  October  31,  1901.

REPORT    OF    .EXECUTIVE    BOARD. 

Your  Executive  Board  presents  its  report  with  profound  thank- 
fulness to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  abundant  mercies  and  for  the 
prosperity  of  our  Zion  as  shown  by  the  letters  from  many  of  our 
churches  notwithstanding  the  failure  in  many  of  the  crops  of  our 
farming  people. 

In  the  matter  of  membership  we  notice  that  there  has  been  a  net 
gain  of  191,  and  taking  Association  Missions  as  our  guide,  we  find 
that  while  a  few  of  the  churches  failed  to  meet  their  pledges  in  full 
others  have  paid  in  more  than  pledged,  and  that  the  aggregate  shows 
a  gain  over  the  whole  amount  pledged  at  our  last  Association. 

And  we  are  glad  to  say  that  while  the  contributions  to  Associa- 
tional  Missions  show  so  well,  there  has  been  no  falling  off  along  other 
lines.  In  some  of  the  churches  there  have  been  most  gracious  re- 
vivals and  many  of  them  have  made  improvements  to  their  houses 
of  worship. 

The  work  of  our  mission  field  has  made  decided  progress. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Noble 

has  served  us  at  Noble's  Chapel,  where  twelve  were  baptized.  At 
Parrish's  Memorial  Church,  a  new  organization,  where  a  house  has 
been  built,  nine  received  by  letter  and  sixteen  baptized;  and  at 
Princeton  and  Dixon's  School  House. 

Rev.  D.  McLeod 

has  served  us  at  Thanksgiving,  Sardis,  Pine  Level  and  Massey's 
School-house.  At  Thanksgiving  thirteen  were  baptized  and  a  good 
house  of  worship  is  nearly  completed. 

Rev.  C.  E.  Gower 

has  served  us  at  Gulley's  School-house  and  Kinsey's  Creek,  and  or- 
ganized a  new  point  called  Knight's  Chapel.  At  the  latter  place  six- 
teen have  been  baptized  and  twenty-four  received  by  letter. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Suttle 

reports  three  baptisms  at  Blackman's  Grove,  two  at  Four  Oaks,  and 
two  at  Pisgah,  points  that  he  has  occupied. 
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Rev.  Worley  Creech 

has  occupied  Moore's  fcschool-house,  a  point  in  Wilson  County  near 
the  Johnston  County  line,  but  reports  no  special  progress.  Our  need 
here  is  a  house  in  which  to  hold  worship. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Pippin 

reports  five  baptisms  and  five  restorations  at  White  Oak,  and  one 
baptism  at  Corinth,  the  points  he  has  served. 

Your  Executive  Board,  while  feeling  truly  grateful  for  the  support 
given  our  mission  work,  and  very  much  encouraged  to  press  vigor- 
ously onward,  really  feel  that  there  is  great  need  of  more  literature 
of  a  sound,  healthy  kind,  more  house-to-house  visitations  and  more 
carrying  the  Gospel  to  every  creature;  and  to  this  end  would  suggest 
that  we  undertake  during  the  next  year  to  visit  every  household  in 
our  territory  and  as  mr  as  possible  hold  some  religious  service  and 
leave  with  them,  if  they  have  not  got  it,  a  copy  of  (iod's  Word  and 
such  tracts  and  papers  as  we  can.  To  this  should  be  added  an  effort 
to  place  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  others  of  our  denomination  papers 
in  every  Baptist  family. 

During  the  past  year  Mission  Institutes  have  been  held  in  several 
of  the  churches  in  the  eastern  section  of  our  Association  with  de- 
cidedly good  effect,  but  it  would  be  well  if  during  the  next  year  there 
should  be  a  general  movement  in  this  direction  so  that  all  our 
churches  might  be  instructed  as  fully  as  possible  with  respect  to  all 
lines  of  mission  work. 

In  closing  this  report  we  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  our  Association  shall  take  no  backward  step  in  its  contri- 
butions to  the  great  cause  of  missions,  but  that  it  shall  be  the  rule 
of  the  Raleigh  Association  that  it  will  not  hold  in  its  fellowship 
any  church  failing  to  obey  the  word's  command  as  given  in  the 
great  commission  and  reports  nothing  for  missions. 

2.  That  each  church  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  plan  and 
carry  out  the  suggestion  with  respect  to  reaching  every  family  with 
a  religious  visit,  etc.,  during  next  year. 

3.  That  the  Executive  Committee  plan  for  the  Holding  of  Mission 
Institutes  throughout  our  territory  during  our  next  year. 

4.  That  all  the  pastors  of  the  churches  in  our  Association  be  urged 
to  attend  our  Annual  Sessions,  the  Mission  Institutes  and  Union 
Meetings. 

Again  expressing  our  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His 
many  mercies  and  blessings,  and  praying  for  His  grace  for  the 
future,  N.  B.  Broughtgn,

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

This  last  associational  year  has  been  one  in  which  there  has  been 
especial  interest  in  the  cause  of  Christian  education.  The  State  Con- 
vention at  its  session,  in  Raleigh,  in  December,  1900,  adopted  resolu- 
tions declaring  it  to  be  the  sense  of  that  body  that  the  Baptists  of 
the  State  should  make  the  year  1901  a  memorial  year,  celebrating  the 
goodness  of  God  to  us  as  a  people  during  the  century  that  is  gone; 
and,  further,  declaring  that  this  feeling  would  find  fitting  expression 
in  the  raising  of  a  fund  of  $100,000  to  be  divided  among  the  Baptist 
colleges  and  academies  of  the  State.  Our  Association  has  done 
something  in  behalf  of  this  Twentieth  Century  Educational  Fund, 
but  not  what  it  ought.  Conditions  beyond  our  control  have  been 
against  us.     The  amount  raised  by  us  is  about  $ 

There  is  a  special  call  upon  the  Baptists  of  this  State  now  to  join 
in  an  earnest  effort  to  raise  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  off  the  indebted- 
ness now  hanging  over  the  Baptist  Female  University,  amounting  to 
about  $42,000.  This  institution  has  enrolled  240  students  during  this 
present  term,  171  of  them  being  boarding  pupils.  Nearly  every 
county  in  North  Carolina  has  representatives  among  them,  and  sev- 
eral of  them  are  from  other  States.  God  alone  can  measure  the 
good  that  this  institution  can  do  for  the  Baptists  of  tnis  State  if  only 
it  is  freed  from  debt.  This  must  be  done,  and  we  must  rely  upon  its 
being  done  by  the  gifts  of  our  own  people,  poor  though  they  be.  We 
recommend  that  earnest  effort  be  made  along  this  line  during  the 
coming  year,  and  that  the  pastors  of  the  Association  be  requested  to 
hold  a  special  service  in  each  of  their  churches  in  behalf  of  this  good 
cause. 

The  work  of  Ministerial  Education  deserves  our  continued  and  in- 
creased support.  The  board  is  doing  more  than  it  ever  has,  but  there 
is  vastly  more  yet  that  it  ought  to  do,  and  could  do  if  it  only  had 
more  means. 

Wake  Forest  College  is  the  place  for  the  Baptist  young  men  of  this 
State  to  be  educated,  and  we  urge  our  people  to  send  their  sons  there 
without  exception. 

But,  to  adopt  the  words  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrell,  of  Texas,  "The  great- 
est present  want  of  our  denomination  is  a  system  of  academies,  well 
located,  properly  equipped,  and  rigidly  held  to  academic  work."  We 
have  six  or  more  in  our  Association  now,  and  we  commend  their 
work,  though  none  of  them  are  owned  by  the  Association.  We  also 
commend  the  course  pursued  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Taylor,  President  of  the 
Wake  Forest  College,  in  urging  young  men  to  remain  at  home  and 
take  a  thorough  academic  course  before  coming  to  college.  There  is 
a  distinct  and  separate  work  for  colleges  and  academiee. 
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It  behooves  our  people,  and  we  urge  them,  to  use  every  endeavor  to 
have  Christian  men  and  women  selected  as  teachers  in  the  public 
schools,  believing  as  we  do  in  Christian  education,  and  knowing  the 
power  of  the  influences  which  operate  upon  the  early  childhood  years.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  duty  to  give  the  gospel  to  the  whole  world  is  as  binding  on 
God's  people  now  as  when  Christ  said,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature."  This  commission  may  slightly 
be  called  our  marching  orders  for  all  ages. 

The  report  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  as  made  at  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  last  May,  has  in  it  some  encouraging  facts.  Dur- 
ing the  last  conventional  year  twenty-one  new  Missionaries  had  been 
appointed  to  various  foreign  fields.  Two  of  this  number  were  medi- 
cal Missionaries. 

One  thousand  and  nine  baptisms  had  been  reported  by  our  Mis- 
sionaries on  the  various  fields.  This  is  encouraging  when  we  re- 
member so  many  of  our  Missionaries  had  to  be  away  from  their  work 
so  much  of  the  year  in  most  parts  of  China.  This  was  caused  by  a 
revolution,  or  the  Boxer  movement.  This  trouble  grew  out  of  oppo- 
sition to  foreigners.  It  was  anti-foreign  and  not  anti-Christian. 
Each  revolution  in  China  has  been  overruled  by  our  Lord  and  Master 
for  the  advancement  of  His  cause  in  that  great  Empire.  This  recent 
movement  means  more  of  our  Western  trade  and  civilization,  more 
open  ports,  more  Western  ideas,  more  protection  to  our  interests.  All 
this  gives  our  Missionaries  more  protection  and  gives  this  teaching 
more  force  with  many  of  the  people.  It  is  claimed  that  the  New 
China  will  be  more  open  for  the  gospel  messenger  than  was  the  old- 
Looked  at  from  the  financial  side,  we  find  that  our  people  gave  more 
to  Foreign  Missions  than  in  any  previous  year.  But  O,  what  could 
we  do  if  only  each  one  would  do  their  full  duty!  Our  Foreign  Mis- 
sion work  is  done  in  Papal  and  Pagan  countries.  The  Papal,  domi- 
nated by  the  Roman  Catholics,  are  Italy,  Brazil  and  Mexico.  The 
Pagan  countries,  wnere  the  people  worship  idols  and  false  deities, 
are  China,  Japan  and  Africa. 

In  all  these  various  fields  we  have  102  Missionaries  and  171  native 
helpers;  273  in  all. 

A  little  over  one  hundred  years  ago  the  Mission  work  took  on  new 
life,  specially  so  as  to  Foreign  Missions,  under  the  leadership  of  Wil- 
liam Carey,  from  England,  and  Judson,  from  this  country. 

Let  us  thank  God  for  what  was  done  in  carrying  out  the  commis- 
sion of  our  Saviour  during  the  19th  century. 

As  we  enter  this  new  century,  let  us  remember  that  Christ  said, 
"If  ye  love  Me,  keep  My  commandments."  The  heathen  must  know 
of  Christ  to  believe  in  Him.  We  need  to  study  our  Bibles  as  to  our 
duty  to  the  unsaved.  If  we  believe  the. Bible,  let  us  show  it  by  our 
works.  O,  for  enlarged  ideas  of  Christian  duty,  and  more  zeal  for 
the  souls  of  men,  which  means  the  glory  of  God'  As  laborers  to- 
gether with  God  in  the  salvation  of  souls,  if  we  love  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  and  will  try  to  do  our  duty,  we  can  do  more  in  our  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  to  help  save  this  world  in  the  next  twenty  years 
than  we  did  during  the  last  100  years. 
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The  religion  of  our  Christ  is  aggressive  and  is  essentially  mission- 
ary. The  story  of  the  cross  is  to  be  told  to  all  nations,  and  to  every 
creature,  if  they  are  to  be  saved.  Let's  go  forward  with  the  promise 
of  our  Saviour,  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  to  the  end  of  the 
world."  The  Foreign  Mission  Journal  should  be  in  each  family.  It 
will  give  us  much  useful  information.     Club  rates,  25  cents.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

That  the  Sunday  School  work  is  of  vast  importance  is  admitted  by 
all,  but  we  fear  that  it  is  not  rightly  appreciated.  When  we  con- 
sider the  fact  that  aoout  all  of  the  religious  and  Biblical  training  the 
majority  of  our  children  get  is  in  the  Sunday  School,  we  should  en- 
deavor to  make  it  in  fact,  as  well  as  name,  a  Bible  school.  We 
would  that  the  churches  use  more  care  in  sending  up  their  reports 
of  their  Sunday  Scnool  work.  Last  year  forty-four  of  the  fifty-three 
churches,  composing  this  Association,  reported  Sunday  Schools  with 
an  aggregate  membership  of  4,366,  and  contributions  amounting  to 
$747.62.  With  such  a  force  as  this,  thoroughly  organized  and  ac- 
tively engaged  in  the  work,  a  great  work  could  be  accomplished  for 
the  Master.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

The  press  is  a  power  for  good  or  evil.  Our  national  life  is  largely 
shaped  by  national  periodicals  and  national  literature;  our  religious 
life  is  largely  shaped  by  the  religious  literature  we  read,  The  knowl- 
edge of  our  people  about  our  work,  is  limited  according  to  the  peri- 
odicals read  by  our  people.  For  extended  knowledge  and  the  better 
preparation  of  our  people,  for  every  department  of  our  work,  first, 
we  recommend  mat  the  Biblical  Recorder  be  put  in  every  home,  if 
possible;  second,  we  recommend  that  our  people  read  the  Foreign 
Mission  Journal,  Our  Home  Field,  the  Noi\h  Carolina  Baptist,  and 
Charity  and  Children;  and  that  all  the  publications  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  be  used  by  our  people  in  Sunday  School  work.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  your  committee  in  this  report  to  call  attention 
to  some  facts  and 'state  some  conditions  to  which  none  of  us  need  be 
strangers.  In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  the  organized  liquor 
traffic  is  the  devil's  strong  arm  in  America.  It  is  strong  drink  that 
stimulates  the  thief,  fires  the  heart  of  the  murderer,  and  sustains 
the  nerve  of  the  assassin.  It  means  more  policemen,  more  judges, 
larger  jails,  and  more  ample  poor-houses.  These  things  mean  taxes 
which  are  paid  by  sober  people.  Our  annual  drink  bill  is  $1,172,493,- 
445.  It  requires  three  (3)  of  our  cotton  crops  to  pay  this  bill;  it  re- 
quires more  than  three  (3)  wheat  crops  to  do  it;  it  takes  very  near 
two  corn  crops  to  pay  it.  When  a  country  spends  for  liquor  three 
times  its  cotton  crop,  and  more  than  three  times  its  wheat  crop,  and 
almost  twice  its  corn  crop,  we  have  a  state  of  affairs  out  of  which  we 
may  expect  nothing  short  of  decadence  or  disaster.  But  this  is  not 
all.  Who  can  tell  what  the  cost  is  in  sighs  and  tears,  and  broken 
hearts  of  innocent  women  and  children?  Who  can  tell  of  the  blasted 
hopes  and  ruined  lives,  and  wretched,  miserable  homes,  all  of  which 
constitute  the  legitimate  fruit  of  the  liquor  traffic?  It  has  been  often 
suggested,  "Let  liquor  alone  and  it  will  let  you  alone;"  but  the  Bib- 
lical Recorder,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  much  of  the  information 
given  above,  well  says:  "That  never  was  so."  Let  liquor  alone  and 
it  will  snatch  your  boy  from  your  heart,  and  make  your  daughter 
the  wife  of  a  drunken  husband,  and  send  you,  after  breaking  your 
heart,  to  an  untimely  grave.  The  cost  from  a  financial  point  of 
view  can  never  be  computed.  And  the  bill  in  flesh  and  blood  and 
human  souls,  it  will  take  all  of  eternity  to  reveal.  We  have  re- 
solved enough.  The  time  has  come  for  action.  Let  no  man  or 
woman  among  us  falter.  It  is  right  to  pray;  but  above  all  things  let 
us  work,  and  "vote  as  we  prav,"  and  the  good  Lord  will  speedily, 
through  His  chosen  people,  free  our  land  from  this  awful  curse.

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REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

I  desire  to  furnish  to  the  Association  a  brief  report  of  our  Orphan- 
age work.  Since  the  last  session  of  the  Association,  marked  progress 
has  been  made  in  ail  lines  of  our  Orphanage  work,  under  the  able 
management  of  our  Superintendent,  Bro.  J.  B.  Boone.  There  are 
now  located  at  the  Orphanage  210  children,  and  there  are  others  de- 
siring to  enter,  but  accommodations  for  more  can  not  be  furnished  at 
present,  but  we  are  assured  that  accommodations  for  more  children 
will  be  provided  by  the  spring  of  the  year.  I  am  glad  to  state  that 
the  Mills  Building  has  been  completed,  and  that  the  machinery  for 
carpentry  is  now  located  in  the  building. 

At  this  time  the  carpenter  and  shoe  departments  are  in  operation. 

The  Biggs  House  has-been  enlarged  and  remodelled  so  as  to  now 
accommodate  60  children,  instead  of  24,  as  heretofore.  Marked 
progress  has  been  made  towards  completing  the  water-works  and 
sewerage  system  at  the  Orphanage,  but  non-payment  of  pledges  for 
this  great  and  necessary  work  is  hindering  very  materially  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  those  who  have  made 
pledges  will  pay  them  as  early  as  possible. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  a  new  Babcock  printing  press  has  been 
placed  in  the  office  of  Charity  and  Children,  which  will  prove  a  valu- 
able help  to  the  Orphanage.  I  know  of  no  work,  brethren,  that  ap- 
peals more  directly  to  our  hearts  than  the  Orphanage  work,  and  let 
us  all,  to  a  man,  earnestly  support  it  with  our  hearts,  prayers,  and 
by  our  means.

REPORT  ON  CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Association  a  resolution  was  adopted  in- 
structing this  committee  to  take  under  consideration  the  matter  of 
"systematic  beneficence"  and  report  on  it  at  this  present  session. 
Bro.  B.  W.  Spilman  was  charged  with  the  duty  of  considering  this 
matter  and  preparing  the  report,  and  we  regret  that  his  moving  away 
from  the  State  has  thrown  the  performance  of  the  duty  upon  others 
not  so  well  prepared. 

We  believe  that  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  our  churches  is  along 
the  line  of  systematic  beneficence.  They  need  what  systematic 
beneficence  unfailingly  evidences;  for  while  the  mere  giving  system- 
atically is  good  in  itself,  the  fact  of  its  being  done,  is  ever  evidence 
of  the  presence  of  something  better.  People  don't  give  until  their 
hearts  are  touched,  and  they  don't  give  systematically  to  the  work  of 
the  Lord  until  their  hearts  feel  the  constant,  systematic  touch  of  the 
Holy  Spirit's  power. 

Both  parts  of  the  expression  "systematic  giving"  deserve  consid- 
eration and  stand  for  principles  that  need  to  be  adopted.  There  are 
churches  that  have  plenty  of  system — they  systematically  give  noth- 
ing; and  there  are  churches  that  give  something,  it  is  true,  but  they 
give  it  spasmodically.  Both  are  wrong.  All  need  to  give,  and  the 
best  results  from  giving  can  not  be  obtained  until  there  is  system 
in  it. 

We  believe  that  the  best  plan  for  a  church  to  adopt  is  that  of  hav- 
ing one  general  fund  into  which  shall  be  paid  all  moneys  that  are 
contributed  and  out  of  which  shall  be  paid  the  regular  church  ex- 
penses, and  also,  from  time  to  time,  all  sums  that  the  church  confer- 
ence may  decide  shall  be  given  to  the  various  objects  of  the  denomi- 
nation.    We  commend  it  to  our  churches  for  adoption. 

But  systematic  beneficence  should  be  practiced  by  the  individual 
member  as  well  as  by  the  church.  We  believe  that  the  duty  is  in- 
cumbent upon  every  Christian  to  give  at  least  one-tenth  of  his  in- 
come to  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  to  give  this  systematically,  laying- 
it  by  him  in  store  as  the  Lord  prospers  him  and  giving  it  regularly 
as  the  cause  demands.  We  commend  it  to  our  people  for  their  indi- 
vidual adoption.

REPORT   ON  HOME   MISSIONS. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  was  heaven's  Missionary  to  earth. 
He  came  to  seek  and  save  the  lost,  because  He  wanted  to  help;  but 
He  was  sent  of  the  Father,  because  He  so  loved  the  world.  ■  The 
missionary  to-day  goes,  or  ought  to  go,  because  he  loves  the  Lord  and 
wants  to  better  the  condition  of  the  world.     He  is  sent  by  the  peo- 
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pie,  or  ought  to  be,  because  of  their  love  and  loyalty  to  God,  and 
their  love  and  sympathy  for  humanity. 

This  Home  Mission  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  ap- 
peals to  us  as  Christians,  as  citizens,  as  patriots.  The  work  in  the 
mountain  regions  has  peculiar  claims  upon  us  as  North  Carolinians. 
The  work  among  the  negroes  ought  to  interest  every  Southerner. 
The  work  among  the  Indians  appeals  to  every  lover  of  justice  to  the 
downtrodden  and  oppressed.  The  work  upon  the  frontier,  and  the 
civilizing  and  the  Christianizing  of  the  dangerous  foreign  element 
calls  loudly  to  every  patriot.  And  what  shall  we  say  of  Cuba  and  all 
our  new  territory?  From  over  the  waters  we  hear  the  cry  for  help, 
and  God  is  pointing  thither,  saying  go  or  send.  Will  we  heed  the  cry 
and  obey  the  command? 

We  will  not  take  the  time  or  space  to  give  statistics  here,  but  with 
grateful  hearts  we  report  that,  God  is  blessing  and  the  work  is  en- 
couraging.    Forward  is  the  movement  all  along  the  line. 

Many  things  have  been  working  together  to  call  our  attention  and 
interest  us  all  in  this  great  work  for  the  new  century.  We  can  not 
mention  all,  but  we  would  not  close  this  report  till  we  express  our 
profound  gratitude  for  the  work  and  influence  of  our  noble  brother 
Kerfoot,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  this  year  entered  into 
rest.  With  bright  hopes  for  the  future  of  this  God-given  work  we 
note  the  fact  that  his  mantle  seems  to  have  fallen  upon  worthy 
shoulders.  Read  the  salutatory  of  our  dear  Bro.  F.  C.  McConnell, 
in  the  Home  Feld,  and  let  us  all  "come  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord, 
to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty."

Believing,  as  we  do,  that  such  side- 
shows and  practices  as  were  therein  licensed,  are  an  outrage  upon  the 
moral  sense  of  our  whole  people,  we  commend  the  editors  of  these 
papers  for  their  courage  in  justly  charging  the  responsibility  of  these 
vulgar  and  vile  shows  and  gambling  schemes  upon  the  officers  of 
the  Fair,  and  their  condemnation  of  the  daily  press  for  heralding  to 
the  world  that  such  a  fair  was  a  grand  success. 

Resolved,  That  we  will  emphasize  our  own  convictions  expressed 
in  the  above  resolution  by  refusing  to  patronize  any  future  fair  al- 
lowing these  shameful  exhibitions. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Broughton  was  elected  as  delegate  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  with  Bro.  A.  D.  Hunter  alternate. 

By  Bro.  Simms: 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  co-ope- 
rate with  the  Associational  Chairman  appointed  by  the  committee 
of  the  State  Convention  to  take  in  hand  the  matter  of  raising  contri- 
butions from  the  churches  of  this  Association  for  the  Twentieth  Cen- 
tury Educational  Fund,  using  for  that  purpose  such  plans  as  they 
in  their  wisdom  may  devise.

the  Association  has  been  provided;  and  also  to  the  pastor  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Christian  Church  for  the  use  of  their  house  of  worship.

PERIODICALS. 

Next  to  a  good  life,  good  periodicals  and  good  literature  is  Chris- 
tian civilization's  best  product,  and  its  greatest  producer  of  good. 
In  good  literature  great  and  good  men  talk  to  us,  give  us  their  most 
precious  thoughts,  and  pour  their  souls  into  ours.  Good  literature 
has  been  the  means  of  bringing  thousands  to  Christ.  The  publishers 
of  low  and  vulgar  novels  tend  toward  the  corruption  of  young  man 
and  young  womanhood.  As  a  means  of  converting  men  to  the  truth 
and  turning  them  from  error,  the  printing  press  has  been  a  peculiar 
blessing  to  the  Baptists.  Many  of  our  victories  which  we  have 
gained  in  modern  times  have  been  won  by  the  printed  page.  Through 
the  instrumentality  of  tL.  ess  we  have  gained  some  of  our  best 
preachers,  deepest  theologians,  most  useful  missionaries,  and  most 
liberal  contributors  to  Baptic  ii_ ..  .Itutions  and  enterprises.  Reading 
the  Bible,  books  and  pamphlets  on  baptism  converted  Judson  to  the 
Scriptural  ordinance,  and  gave  him  to  the  Baptist. 

Our  periodicals  are  among  the  best  mediums  through  which  to 
propagate  the  doctrines  and  practices  among  others  as  held  by  us. 
The  Recorder  is  loyal  to  our  denominational  work.  As  a  means  of 
information  about  our  work,  doctrines  and  practices,  the  Recorder 
is  sufficient  to  supply  our  needs,  and  ought  to  have  support  from 
every  Baptist  home  in  the  State.  Your  committee  recommends  that 
if  possible  the  Recorder  be  put  in  every  Baptist  home  in  the  State, 
that  our  people  may  learn  more  about  the  needs  of  our  work.  We 
recommend  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  as  a  pure,  clean  periodical, 
thoroughly  Baptistic,  and  in  harmony  with  all  our  work,  and  one  of 
the  best  temperance  papers  in  the  State.  Charity  and  Children,  our 
Orphanage  paper,  ought  to  have  a  place  in  our  hearts  and  homes. 
We  further  recommend  all  the  publications  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  and  that  our  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  use  our  own 
literature.

Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  their  report,  which 
was  read: 

REPORT    ON   FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

The  Christian's  duty  of  working  for  the  extension  of  our  Lord's 
Kingdom  upon  the  earth  by  supporting  missions  to  the  heathen,  is  a 
subject  which  has  claims  on  our  attention  at  all  seasons  of  the  year, 
because  every  truth  of  the  Christian  creed,  and  every  blessing  of  the 
Christian  life  which  we  successively  commemorate  suggests  high 
privileges  of  our  own,  and  the  need  of  those  who  do  not  share  them 
with  us. 

Before  us  lies  the  greater  part  of  the  human  race  sitting  in  dark- 
ness and  in  the  shadow  of  death,  with  no  true  knowledge  of  God,  and 
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of  the  real  meaning  of  life,  and  of  that  which  follows  it;  and  above 
us  there  rises  the  cross — that  cross  to  which  we  are  indebted  for 
peace  and  hope;  that  cross  on  which  He  hangs  who  is  the  only  Name 
given  among  men  whereby  men  may  be  saved,  and  in  our  ears  there 
sounds  the  command,  uttered  nineteen  centuries  ago,  but  always 
binding,,  always  new,  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  Me  and  unto  all 
the  world,  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

There  is  a  coldness  towards  this  work.  The  main  reason  for  this 
coldness  is,  at  least  in  very  many  cases,  a  mistaken  estimate  of  what 
missions  can  be  reasonably  expected  to  achieve.  People  point  to  the 
large  sums  of  money  that  are  collected  annually  in  this  country  and 
elsewhere;  to  the  list  of  devoted  men  who  give  their  lives  to  the 
missionary  cause;  to  the  sanction  of  churches'  authority;  to  the  wide 
popular  sympathies  that  are  equally  enlisted  in  the  favor  of  mis' 
sions,  and  then  they  ask:  "What  does  all  this  come  to?  What  is 
the  measure  of  achieved  success?  Where  are  the  numerous  con- 
verts who  might  be  expected  after  all  this  expenditure  of  varied 
effort?"  They  say  it  seems  like  a  failure  to  us;  and,  then,  the  money 
might  get  lost.  The  money  is  sent  through  letters  of  credit,  on 
which  drafts  are  given,  making  it  impossible  for  the  money  to  get 
lost.  It  costs  so  much  to  get  it  there.  About  thirteen  cents  on  the 
dollar,  all  expenses  told,  will  leave  eighty-seven  cents  to  go. 

The  work  is  not  a  failure.  We  have  15,460  missionaries  on  foreign 
fields,  and  there  are  77,338  native  helpers.  The  reports  from  China 
show  a  wonderful  change  for  the  better.  Many  are  turning  to  the 
Lord  in  that  country.  The  report  shows  484  baptisms  for  the  year. 
Sixty-three  years  ago  there  was  not  an  inhabitant  of  the  Fiji  Islands 
who  was  not  a  heathen.  To-day  there  is  not  an  avowed  heathen 
there,  and  of  all  the  persons  inhabiting  those  islands,  it  has  been 
stated,  by  careful  observers,  that  nine-tenths  of  the  number  are  in 
the  habit  of  attending  church  on  Sunday.  How  does  that  compare 
with  Sunday  observance  here?  Some  years  ago  the  King  of  Siam 
gave  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  Christian  missions. 
Does  it  look  as  if  Christian  effort  had  been  a  failure  there? 

Now,  brethren,  by  the  heart-rending  cries  of  the  lost  millions  in 
China,  Africa,  Italy,  Mexico,  Brazil  and  Japan,  who  have  never 
heard  of  our  Redeemer,  we  appeal  to  you  to  do  your  very  best.  Soon 
we  will  not  be  here  to  do  anything  for  God.  Take  your  collections, 
brother;  give  your  contributions,  brother.  Sister,  help  in  this  great 
work.  All  together,  let  the  offerings  rain  mightily  down  upon  God's 
altar,  and  let  us  s"Snd  ten  times  as  many  men  and  women  to  earth's 
benighted  lands  as  we  have  ever  sent  before.  Let  us,  as  Christian 
men  and  women,  catch  the  true  spirit  of  Christianity,  seek  to  estab- 
lish everywhere  the  Kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  make  it  as  the 
seed  of  Abraham,  the  source  of  blessing  to  all  the  nations  on  earth. 
Go,  conquer  the  world,  men  of  the  twentieth  century.  The  oppor- 
tunity is  so  inviting  and  so  vast;  but  go  like  men  of  God — not  for  the 
sake  of  yourself,  but  for  the  sake  of  Christ.  Every  church  ought  to 
contribute  as  much  for  the  gospel  abroad  as  it  does  for  the  gospel  at 
home.

On  motion,  the  report  on  education,  relating  to  ministerial  educa- 
tion, be  considered  immediately  after  report  of  Executive  Board,  the 
other  portion  be  laid  over  until  to-morrow  morning  for  consideration. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  was  read  and  discussed  by 
Brethren  N.  B.  Broughton,  H.  F.  Freeman  and  Rev.  A.  A.  Pippin. 
Roll  of  churches  were  called  and  pledges  for  the  work  for  next  year 
was  made  (see  table),  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT   OF   EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

Dear  Brethren  :  — During  the  past  year  the  following  churches 
have  been  aided  by  the  State  Mission  Board  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  your  Executive  Committee: 

Four  Oaks,  Sardis,  Knight's  Chapel,  Corinth,  Pisgah,  Blackman's 
Grove,  Noble's  Chapel,  Parish  Memorial,  Princeton,  Kinney's  Creek, 
Gulley's  School  House,  Moore's  School  House,  Thanksgiving,  White 
Oak  and  Pine  Level. 

Into  these  churches  there  have  been  received  by  baptism  during 
the  past  year  eighty-one  persons.  Several  of  the  churches  have  made 
needed  improvements.  Parish  Memorial  and  Thanksgiving  have 
about  completed  and  seated  their  house  of  worship.  Knight's  Chapel, 
Noble's  Chapel  and  Fuquay  Springs  are  undertaking  to  build  and 
will  need  our  help. 

During  the  past  six  months  Rev.  D.  D.  Edwards,  of  our  body,  has 
been  engaged  in  colportage  work  within  our  bounds,  devoting  his 
energies,  for  most  part,  to  visiting  the  old  and  infirm,  the  poor  and 
needy,  and  the  distribution  of  the  Bible,  the  New  Testament,  tracts, 
and  other  religious  literature.  Brother  Edwards  has  been  aided  to 
do  this  good  work  by  the  Missionary  Department  of  the  American 
Baptist  Publication  Society,  located  in  Philadelphia,  and  the  volun- 
tary contribution  of  a  few  friends. 

Your  committee  are  glad  to  note  in  looking  over  the  letters  of  the 
churches  that  the  net  gain  to  our  membership  during  the  past  year 
has  been  198. 

We  feel  constrained  to  call  attention  to  what  we  feel  to  be  a  great 
need  in  the  closer  grouping  of  our  churches  in  the  locating  of  their 
pastor.  To  meet  this  need  we  suggest  that  churches  contiguous  to 
each  other  before  making  their  call  of  a  pastor  make  the  effort  to 
secure  such  co-operation  as  will  locate  a  pastor  in  their  midst.  Our 
homes  need  the  visit  of  the  pastor  as  much  as  our  pulpits  need  the 
preacher,  and  if  we  will  only  act  wisely  in  the  grouping  of  our 
churches  and  calling  a  pastor,  we  believe  a  new  day  of  growth  will 
dawn  upon  our  people. 

Your  Executive  Committee  would  recommend  the  holding  of  Mis- 
sion Institutes  and  Sunday  School  Institutes  throughout  our  bounds 
during  the  coming  year,  and  we  suggest  that  your  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  empowered  to  appoint  leaders  and  arrange  for  these  in- 
stitutes. 
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Your  committee  would  urge  upon  all  the  churches  more  earnest, 
constant  and  regular  revival  meetings.  The  history  of  our  churches 
and  of  our  denomination  shows  that  our  growth  and  progress  has 
been  in  the  forsaking  not  to  assembling  together,  seeking  and  look- 
ing for  the  Spirit's  descent  and  power  as  they  did  at  Pentecost. 

The  work  of  the  State  Mission  Board  has  increased  rapidly  from 
its  establishment  to  the  present.  We  are  reaping  to-day  the  splendid 
harvest  of  souls  and  contributions  from  the  fields  that  State  Missions 
sowed  fifteen  and  twenty  years  ago. 

State  Missions  may  be  called  the  foundation  work.  It  starts  work 
that  can  not  start  itself,  and  sustains  it  until  it  becomes  a  supporter 
of  other  work.  If  we  enlarge  State  Missions,  soon  the  other  work 
will  enlarge  itself. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  reported  $26,637.90 
for  State  Missions  last  year.  The  report  of  the  Secretary  shows  that 
there  were  near  one  hundred  missionaries  employed  to  preach  in  des- 
titute sections  of  the  State.  They  were  paid  out  of  this  amount. 
There  is  no  other  business  in  the  State  of  equal  size  and  importance 
operated  with  as  little  money. 

The  work  naturally  divides  itself  into  three  fields  for  labor — desti- 
tution in  Eastern  North  Carolina,  factory  missions  and  educational 
work  in  the  West.  There  is  one  county  in  the  East  that  hasn't  a 
Baptist  preacher  in  it.  There  are  three  counties  that  have  only  two 
Baptist  Churches  in  each  of  them.  In  the  West  we  are  doing  sub- 
stantial work  along  educational  lines.  Two  years  ago  there  was  one 
Baptist  school  with  150  students  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  now  there 
are  ten  schools  with  1,500  students.  Every  field  seems  to  be  white 
unto  harvest,  but  the  laborers  are  few.  Let  us  go  over  and  possess, 
the  land.

The  report  of  Committee  on  Education  was  read.  Rev.  W.  R. 
Cullom  spoke  of  work  that  Wake  Forest  College  was  doing  in  edu- 
cating young  men  for  the  ministry,  and  the  need  of  funds  to  assist 
the  Board  in  its  work.  Pledges  for  this  object  were  made  (see 
table),  after  which  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Surely  Shakespeare'^  well-known  saying  about  the  "time  in  the 
affairs  of  men"  is  most  applicable  to  the  educational  situation  in 
North  Carolina  to-day.  The  most  catching  word  on  the  ears  of  any 
assembly  in  North  Carolina,  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea-coast  is 
education.  The  State,  the  Church,  and  private  philanthropy  are 
vieing  with  each  other  in  their  tremendous  struggle  to  roll  back 
the  cloud  of  ignorance  that  has  rested  on  our  beloved  people  for  so 
long,  and  to  usher  in  the  day  of  universal  intelligence  and  of  largest 
usefulness.  It  should  be  a  matter  for  humble  pride  and  for  devout 
thanksgiving  that  Baptists  have  held  such  a  conspicuous  place  in 
this  great  work.  Baptist  people  have  more  money  invested  in  insti- 
tutions of  higher  learning  than  any  other  people.  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege and  Chowan  Baptist  Female  Institute  are  the  first  schools  of 
their  kind  to  undertake  the  work  of  educating  men  and  women  di- 
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rectly  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  Baptist  Female  University 
represents  the  first  effort  of  any  Christian  people  to  make  a  school 
for  girls  that  should  equal  the  best  of  our  schools  for  boys.  These 
things  call  for  heroic  efforts  on  our  part,  that  we  may  prove  our- 
selves worthy  successors  of  such  a  noble,  far-seeing,  self-sacrificing 
parentage.  "Other  men  have  labored  and  we  are  entered  into  their 
labors."  Three  special  phases  of  our  educational  work  require  spe- 
cial attention  at  the  present: 

1.  Our  century  educational  work.  This  is  an  effort  on  the  part  of 
our  Baptist  people  to  raise  $50,000.00,  to  be  used  in  the  payment  of 
the  debt  on  the  Baptist  Female  University;  to  assist  in  the  better 
equipment  of  the  Chowan  Baptist  Female  Institute,  and  for  the  com- 
pletion of  our  mountain  academies. 

Only  a  month  remains  before  the  time  set  apart  for  doing  this  work 
will  be  out.  The  Lord  has  blessed  us  with  an  abundant  harvest. 
Lat  every  member  of  this  Association  contribute  liberally  and  con- 
tribute at  once  to  this  work. 

2.  The  establishment  of  associational  academies.  This  work  is  to 
be  commended  and  encouraged  as  one  of  the  most  important  move- 
ments in  our  educational  progress. 

3.  Ministerial  education.  No  phase  of  our  work  has  done  more  to 
give  character  and  stability  to  our  work  than  that  of  our  Board  of 
Education,  located  at  Wake  Forest.  Very  many  of  the  most  useful 
ministers  that  we  have  had  in  the  past,  as  well  as  a  majority  of  our 
most  aggressive  and  influential  pastors  to-day,  have  been  put  in  a 
position  to  do  their  important  and  beneficent  work  because  of  the 
assistance  given  them  through  the  Board  of  Education.  The  present 
session  opened  with  44  men  on  the  Board,  and  others  are  asking  that 
they  may  be  encouraged  to  come.  At  the  close  of  the  first  month  of 
the  session  the  Board  lacked  about  $300.00  of  being  able  to  meet  its 
indebtedness.  These  things  call  to  us  loudly  for  help.  This  is  God's 
work,  and  we  are  His  servants.  Let  everyone  put  their  prayers  and 
their  alms  together  into  this  work.

The  following  resolutions,  presented  by  Brq.  J.  M.  Broughton,  were 
read  and  laid  over  for  consideration  until  to-morrow  morning: 

Whereas,  The  Raleigh  Association  has  grown  in  numerical 
strength,  until  there  are  now  in  our  fellowship  56  churches  and  sev- 
eral missionary  preaching  stations,  with  a  total  membership  of  about 
6,000; 

And  whereas,  The  territory  covered  by  our  work  is  very  large, 
being  as  much  as  50  or  60  miles  from  extreme  points  in  either  direc- 
tion, so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  secure  a  full  representation  from 
the  churches  at  our  annual  meetings;  therefore. 

Resolved,  first.  That  we  believe  the  highest  development  of  all  the 
churches,  the  work  of  our  denomination,  and  the  growth  of  our 
Lord's  Kingdom  would  be  best  served  if  our  churches  were  in  closer 
touch  with  each  other. 

Second,  We  believe,  therefore,  that  the  time  has  come  for  the 
organization  of  a  new  Association  out  of  the  churches  that  are  now 
connected  with  this  body.  And  to  this  end  we  request  the  Executive 
Board  of  this  Association  to  present  this  matter  to  the  churches  and 
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if  the  proposition  is  agreed  to  arrange  for  the  organization  of  the 
new  Association,  fixing  as  nearly  as  possible  the  boundaries  and  the 
time  and  place  for  the  first  meeting  of  same  during  the  next  asso- 
ciational  year. 

On  motion,  the  following  brethren  were  nominated  and  elected  as 
the  Executive  Committee  for  the  next  year:  N.  B.  Broughton,  J.  M. 
Beatty,  J.  S.  Allen,  J.  F.  Pool,  Rev.  C.  V.  Brooks,  and  officers  of  the 
Association  ex  officio  members. 

After  appointments  for  services  to-night,  the  Association  adjourned 
to  9:30  to-morrow  morning.  Rev.  C.  V.  Brooks  to  conduct  devotional 
exercises.

REPORT   ON   TEMPERANCE. 

Intemperance  is  like  a  destroying  angel,  seeks  the  destruction  of 
the  first-born  in  every  home. 

There  can  be  no  betterment  of  the  condition  of  our  laboring  classes 
and  no  permanent  moral  growth  while  our  government  is  in  partner- 
ship with  this  hellish  business.  This  monster  evil  slays  the  youth, 
the  hope  of  our  nation,  and  feeds  upon  the  vitals  of  national  life. 
He  dares  to  invade  the  sacred  precincts  of  the  home,  the  nursery  of 
the  nation,  and  selects  his  victims;  he  demands  their  time  and  their 
eternity;  he  has  pierced  and  poisoned  the  heart  of  our  nation,  re- 
ceiving homage  of  our  statesmen,  and  robbing  the  nation  of  patriot- 
ism and  national  glory.  This  is  a  question  that  should  interest  us 
all.  Intemperance  is  one  of  the  greatest  foes  that  stands  in  the  way 
of  the  prosperity  of  our  Lord's  Kingdom. 

While  we  regret  that  the  sentiment  against  liquor  is  not  what  it 
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should  be,  we  are  glad,  to  notice  the  fast  growing  condemnation  of 
this  mighty  evil.  "The  spirit  of  intemperance  has  been  so  de- 
veloped and  the  sentiment  against  it  so  strong  until  disgrace  stamps 
itself  upon  every  advocate  of  intemperance."

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   RELIEF   OF   AGED   MINISTERS. 

The  Board  in  charge  of  this  work,  in  their  report  to  the  last  session 
of  theBaptist  State  Convention,  give  a  very  encouraging  statement 
of  this  important  work.  The  Board  is  located  in  Durham,  and  to  them 
is  committed  the  very  responsible  duty  of  applying  the  funds  sent  in 
to  the  relief  of  the  old  ministers,  who,  having  worked  themselves 
out  in  the  ministry,  have  now  no  means  of  support.  The  Board  last 
year  assisted  twenty-one  of  these  old  brethren,  many  of  whom  would 
have  suffered  for  the  necessaries  of  life  but  for  the  help  this  Board 
was  able  to  give  them;  $1,286.00  was  thus  expended  last  year.  While 
by  this  sum  they  were  enabled  to  do  much  toward  relieving  these 
noble  old  men  who  are  in  want,  the  Board  tell  us  there  is  much  need 
for  a  larger  fund;  that  they  have  many  applications  that  they  can 
not  respond  to.  We  would,  therefore,  most  earnestly  urge  our 
churches  to  increase  their  contributions  to  this  good  work.

ORPHANAGE  REPORT. 

The  Orphanage  work  of  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  has  been 
progressing  very  well  for  the  last  year.  While  there  has  been  but  a 
small  increase  of  the  number  cared  for,  room  has  been  made  for  the 
care  of  about  fifty  more  boys.  The  mothers'  building  is  just  now 
being  completed.  This  building  was  donated  by  J.  A.  Durham,  of 
Charlotte,  in  memory  of  his  mother.  The  water  supply  has  been 
insufficient,  and  a  new  well  has  been  bored,  which  they  think  will 
furnish  sufficient  water  for  years  to  come. 

This  work  is  growing  as  our  people  become  acquainted  with  its 
needs,  and  of  the  work  that  is  being  and  has  been  done. 

While  this  work  met  with  great  opposition  in  the  beginning,  this 
is  now  a  thing  of  the  past. 
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However  we  may  differ  on  some  things,  this  is  one  part  of  the 
Master's  work  that  we,  as  a  denomination,  can  all  unite  in. 

The  health  of  the  children  is  good.  They  are  well  cared  for  by 
Rev.  J.  B.  Boone,  the  general  manager,  and  his  good  wife.  (While 
Mrs.  Boone  is  childless,  she  is  mother  to  the  220  little  ones  there.) 
The  farm  is  well  cultivated  and  contributes  a  goodly  amount  to  the 
support  of  the  institution. 

Charity  and  Children,  the  organ  of  the  Orphanage,  is  ably  edited, 
and  is  one  of  the  most  readable  papers  in  the  State,  and  should  be 
in  every  Baptist  home  in  North  Carolina. 

This  work  should  appeal  to  every  heart,  directly,  and  should  be 
generously  supported  by  all.

REPORT   ON   SUNDAY   SCHOOLS. 

In  the  echo  from  the  fall  of  man  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  over  six 
thousand  years  ago,  we  can  hear  the  tramp,  tramp  of  the  coming 
Sunday  School  army.  In  God's  declaration,  "the  seed  of  the  woman 
shall  bruise  the  serpent's  head,"  we  have  the  promise  of  a  Saviour; 
with  Him,  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven;  in  this  Kingdom,  the  organized 
churches;  prominent  in  the  organized  work,  the  Sunday  School. 
As  the  years  and  centuries  have  rolled  on  the  army  has  grown  until 
it  now  number  its  millions.  In  the  Raleigh  Association  it  numbered 
last  year  nearly  five  thousand;  this  year  four  thousand  three  hun- 
dred, and  thirteen  churches  not  yet  heard  from.  Of  the  two  hundred 
baptisms,  a  large  majority  came  from  the  Sunday  School  ranks;  and, 
it  is  safe  to  say,  a  large  per  cent  of  the  contributions  came  from  the 
Sunday  School  workers.  The  workers  and  the  givers  are  usually 
the  happy  Christians,  who  are  "the  salt  of  the  earth"  and  "the  light 
of  the  world."  The  Lord's  servants  ought  to  esteem  it  a  privilege  to 
be  "laborers  together  with  God." 
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We  earnestly  recommend  that  our  schools  supply  themselves  with 
good  helpers  from  our  own  publishing  house  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  located  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  purchase  these  through 
our  Baptist  Supply  Store,  of  Raleigh,  and  thus  secure  the  profits  for 
our  mission  work. 

If  we  love  God,  His  Kingdom,  our  country,  our  homes,  our  child- 
ren, ourselves,  let  us  rally  to  this  great  God-given  work.

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REV.  J.  W.  F.  ROGERS. 

On  Friday,  March  28,  1902,  death  claimed  the  body  of  our  beloved 
brother,  Rev.  J.  W.  F.  Rogers,  of  Apex.  His  health  had  been  on  the 
decline  for  several  years. 

Brother  Rogers  was  born  in  Wake  County,  North  Carolina,  on 
November  7,  1827.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  was  converted  at 
Salem  Church,  near  his  home,  and  was  baptized  by  Rev.  Jesse 
Howell. 

In  1856  he  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  A.  Dennis.  To  them  were 
born  eight  children,  five  of  whom  are  living — Wm.  J.  Rogers,  Dr.  Jas. 
R.  Rogers,  Mrs.  George  Swann,  Mrs.  J.  G.  Blalock  and  Dr.  Carey  P. 
Rogers.  These  sons  and  daughters  came  to  honor  and  were  the 
pride  of  his  life. 

In  1865  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  by  recommendation  of 
Holly  Springs  Church,  and  was  pastor  of  Bell's  and  Mount  Moriah 
Churches.  When  a  young  man  he  devoted  much  of  his  life  to  the  art 
of  teaching  in  Wake  and  Duplin  Counties.  In  1880  he  became  a 
Trustee  of  Wake  Forest  College,  in  which  capacity  he  served  his  de- 
nomination for  twenty-one  years. 

At  the  ripe  old  age  of  seventy-four,  he  left  the  responsibilities  of 
life  upon  the  wife  of  his  youth,  who  is  well  provided  for  in  this 
world's  goods,  and  is  rich  in  the  grace  and  love  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

On  Sunday,  March  30th,  his  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery 
of  Apex  Baptist  Church,  the  services  being  conducted  by  the  pastor, 
Rev.  C.  V.  Brooks,  assisted  by  Revs.  J.  M.  White  and  W.  D.  Hubbard. 
In  that  large  congregation  were  many  moist  eyes,  which  told  the 
story  of  tender  words  and  loving  deeds,  for  which  he  will  be  re- 
warded in  the  great  spring-time  of  eternity.

The  Association  assembled  at  7:30  with  song  and  prayer  service, 
after  which  Bro.  C.  W.  Blanchard  preached  the  introductory  sermon 
from  Romans  iii.,  24.  Subject,  "The  Redemption  that  is  in  Christ 
Jesus." 

The  Moderator  called  the  body  to  order  for  business,  when  Bro. 
J.  W.  Nobles  read 

The  Report  on   Baptist   Orphanage. 

Our  Orphanage  is  a  place  of  which  we  are  proud  and  for  which 
we  are  grateful.  To  administer  to  the  needs  of  the  helpless  and  de- 
pendent fatherless  and  motherless  children,  for  Christ's  sake,  is  a 
sweet  pleasure. 

We  have  under  our  care  in  the  Thomasville  Orphanage  260 
orphans,  quite  a  number  of  applications  on  hand — enough  to  fill 
every  vacant  place  we  have.  Indeed,  every  vacant  place  in  our 
Orphanage  for  girls  has  been  filled.  The  Whitty  Building  is  near- 
ing  completion;  the  walls  are  up  and  the  roof  is  being  put  on. 
We  hope  to  have  the  building  ready  by  Christmas — that  will  give 
additional  room  for  forty  girls.  There  is  being  money  raised  for 
two  other  dormitories,  but  we  will  not  be  able  to  begin  work  on 
them  before  next  spring.  In  addition  to  that,  one  of  the  old  build- 
ings will  be  repaired  and  enlarged.  This  will  make  room  for  400 
orphans,  and  this  increased  capacity  requires  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  funds. 

Our  Orphanage  has  been  very  fortunate  in  receiving  liberal  be- 
quests, but  most  of  it  is  in  the  form  of  endowment,  and  none  of 
it  can  be  used  for  current  expenses,  and  instead  of  relieving  the 
amount  of  current  funds  it  increases  it.  Our  people  are  called 
upon  throughout  the  State  only  to  support  the  orphans,  and  it 
ought  to  be  a  blessed  privilege  to  feed  and  clothe  them.  If  God 
has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  a  few  well-to-do  people  to  put  up  the 
buildings,  it  is  but  reasonable  and  right  that  the  great  bulk  of  the 
Baptist    people    in    the    State    should    pay    their    current    expenses. 

These  things  ought  to  be  very  clearly  indicated  in  our  pledges; 
we  ought  to  advance  over  our  former  pledges  about  50  per  cent. 
Your  committeee  recommends  an  increase  sufficient  for  the  en- 
largement, by  so  doing  we  will  make  glad  the  heart  of  our  noble 
manager  and  bring  uncounted  blessings  upon  the  helpless.

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SECOND  DAY— FRIDAY. 

The  Association  assembled  this  morning  for  devotional  exercises, 
led  by  Bro.  R.  J.  Bateman,  after  which  the  Association  proceeded 
to  the  transaction  of  business.

W.  Suttle,  A.  A.  Pippin,  A.  D.  Hunter,  R.  H.  Gower,  N.  B.  Brough- 
ton  and  Worley  Creech. 

The  vote  being  taken,  resulted  as  follows:  For  division,  41; 
against,  31.  On  motion  of  Bro.  A.  A.  Pippin  the  vote  was  made 
unanimous. 

Delegates  from  churches  desiring  to  unite  in  forming  the  new 
Association  were  requested  to  meet  at  1:45  P.  M.  to  formulate  the 
necessary  plans. 

Bro.  S.  W.  Oldham  presented  the 

Report  on  State  Missions. 

Many  of  our  strong  churches  owe  their  existence  and  success  to 
the  aid  received  in  their  infancy  from  the  State  Mission  Board. 

Last  year  756  churches  and  out-stations  were  supplied  with 
preaching.  In  thirty-two  associations  seventy-seven  pastors  have 
received  help  from  this  fund,  which  is  not  to  be  used  for  an  entire 
support.  These  pastors  reported  2,222  conversions  and  1,176 
baptisms.  A  number  of  church  houses  were  built.  We  are  trying 
through  this  institution,  or  agency,  to  strengthen  the  weak  points, 
enlarge  hopeful  ones  and  build  up  the  kingdom'  throughout  our  Com- 
monwealth. 

There  are  1,800,000  people  in  our  State.  Of  these  only  170,000 
are  Baptists,  worshipping  in  1,700  churches  and  teaching  the  Bible 
in  a  much  less  number  of  Sunday  schools.  The  religious  condition 
of  our  State  ought  to  be  an  advertisement  of  the  power  and  purity 
of  the  Christian  religion.  Our  religion  is  measured  far  and  near 
by  the  type  of  manhood  and  womanhood  in  this  nistoric,  conser- 
vative State,  where  Baptist  churches  are  the  guardians  of  the  old 
Bible  and  its  religious  truths.  We  hold  the  keys  of  the  kingdom', 
but  in  our  indifference  there  is  danger  lest  we  let  them  rust.  The 
world  would  feel  a  quickened  impulse  if  North  Carolina  should 
become  an  ideal  Christian  community. 

To  this  end  we  pledge  our  hearty  co-operation  with  the  Board 
of  Missions  in  the  enlargement  of  plans  for  more  efficient  service. 
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We  wish,  too,  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  faithful  work  and 
godly  influence  of  our  present  Corresponding  Secretary.

Dear  Brethren: — Upon  the  recommendations  as  made  by  your 
Executive  Board,  the  following  churches  have  been  aided  through 
the  State  Mission  Board  during  the  past  year: 

Fuquay  Springs. — Bro.  A.  D.  Hunter  has  occupied  this  important 
point  and  also  preached  at  Kinney's  Creek.  At  Fuquay  Springs  a 
good  house  of  worship  has  been  erected  and  twelve  added  to  the 
membership.  There  is  a  debt  of  $274.00  on  the  building  that  should 
be  paid  at  an  early  day. 

Knight's  Chapel. — Bro.  C.  E.  Gower  has  occupied  this  point.  Good 
progress  has  been  made  and  twenty-one  have  been  added  to  the 
Church. 

Noble's  Chapel  and  Parish  Memorial  have  been  served  by  Bro. 
J.  W.  Nobles.  At  Nobles  Chapel  twelve  have  been  added  to  the 
membership  and  the  building  of  a  house  of  worship  commenced. 
They  need  your  help  in  this  undertaking.  At  Parish  Memorial 
church  six  have  been  added. 

At  Princeton,  Thanksgiving  and  Woodard  School  House  Bro.  M. 
A.  Adams  has  preached  regularly. 

At  the  Cotton-Mill  Mission  Station,  in  Smithfleld,  and  at  Sardis 
church  Bro.  W.  G,  Hall  has  preached  once  a  month. 

Pisgah,  Four  Oaks,  Blackman's  Grove  and  Hood's  School  House 
have  been  served  by  Bro.  J.  W.  Suttle.  The  letters  from  these 
churches  and  that  of  Hood's  Grove  and  its  church  of  twenty-three 
members  coming  into  this  body,  tell  us  of  the  good  progress  on  this 
field. 

White  Oak  and,  Corinth. — These  churches  have  been  served  by 
Rev.  A.  A.  Pippin,  and  into  these  two  churches  forty  persons  have 
been  baptized. 

Moore's  School  House  has  been  occupied  by  Bro.  Worley  Creech. 
We  have  no  organization  at  this  point. 

Your  Executive  Board  takes  pleasure  in  recognizing  and  com- 
mending the  colportage  work  as  being  done  in  our  bounds  by  Bro. 
D.  D.  Edwards,  He  reports  as  follows:  Miles  travelled,  3,820; 
families  visited,  466;  sermons  preached,  150;  Bibles  and  Testaments 
sold  and  given  away,  360;  prayer  meetings  held,  78.  Brother 
Edwards  is  greatly  helped  in  the  support  of  his  work  by  the  Ameri- 
can Baptist  Publication  Society,  located  at  Philadelphia.

The  petitionary  letter  from'  Hood's  Grove  Baptist  church  for  ad- 
mission into  this  Association  was  read  and  referred  to  Brethren  A. 
D.  Hunter,  W.  A.  Cooper  and  W.  A.  Segraves. 
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A  petitionary  letter  from  Hood's  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  church, 
to  the  Raleigh  Association. 

We,  Missionary  Baptist  brethren  and  sisters  of  Hood's  Grove, 
asked  Bro.  J.  M  Beaty  to  secure  for  us  a  pastor,  and  upon  this 
request  he  secured  the  services  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Suttle.  He  finding  his 
work  so  heavy,  asked  Rev.  W.  G.  Hall  to  supply  for  nim.  Rev.  B. 
Townsend  was  invited  to  hold  a  revival  meeting  for  us.  Being  with- 
out a  house  we  held  the  meeting  in  the  school  house,  beginning 
the  third  Sunday  in  September,  1903.  The  meeimg  resulted  in 
thirty  professions  of  faith,  and  twelve  united  with  the  Church,  and 
on  Saturday  night  before  the  third  Sunday  in  October  Revs.  J.  W. 
Suttle  and  W.  G.  Hall  assisted  us  in  organizing  a  church,  J.  W. 
Suttle  acting  as  chairman  and  W.  G.  Hall  secretary.  Upon  invita- 
tion twenty-three  came  forward  and  gave  their  names  to  join,  after 
which*  the  articles  of  faith  and  Church  covenant,  as  held  by  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  denomination,  was  read  by  the  chairman  and  unani- 
mously adopted,  after  which  Brother  Suttle  delivered  the  charge, 
and  prayer  offered  by  W.  G.  Hall.  The  chairman  then  declared  the 
church  organized. 

We  then  asked  Bro.  G.  W.  Hall  to  act  as  church  clerk  pro  tern., 
after  which  we  appointed  a  Building  Committee,  consisting  of  all 
the  m'ale  members,  with  the  addition  of  Bro.

W.  A.  Rose, 
upon  which  to  erect  our  church.

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Bro.  J.  L. 
Martin. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Massee  presented  the 

Report  on  Foreign   Missions. 

The  missionary  call  of  God  to  the  churches  has  Deen  heeded  and 
the  response  is  assured.  The  Christian  world  no  longer  needs  to  be 
taught  a  missionary  creed.  The  Church  simply  needs  to  be  urged 
to  work  out  its  missionary  activities  in  keeping  sound  the  perfect 
creed  which  it  has  already  received  and  endorses.  Missionary 
theology  is  out  of  place  in  almost  every  progressive  Church  in  the 
world  to-day.  What  the  Church  needs  now  in  a  missionary  way  is 
missionary  go-ology.  We  have  gotten  beyond  the  necessity  of  a 
creed.  The  creed  has  been  crystalized.  He  who  preaches  missionary 
creed  wastes  his  time.  The  people  know.  What  they  now  need  is 
to  do  and  to  be  taught  how  to  do.  The  denomination  now  has  all 
the  men  that  we  need  for  the  mission  fields  and  all  the  money  that 
we  need  to  occupy  those  fields.     The  Lord  has  poured  His  golden 
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store  into  the  treasuries  of  multitudes  of  His  men  who  are  ready 
to  yield  it  up  when  the  leaders  of  His  people  realize  the  significance 
of  the  fact  sufficiently  to  arise  and  possess  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord — to  use  what  is  His.  The  Church  must  turn  its  attention  now 
to  something  else  than  missionary  propaganda.  Let  that  Church 
and  individual  that  is  not  missionary  realize  that  it  is  hopelessly 
out  of  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  progress  in  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  hopelessly  out  of  touch  with  the  crystalized  creed  of  the  Chris- 
tian world  on  this  subject.  J.  C.  Massee,

This  is  an  age  of  literature.  Books  and  periodicals — good  and 
bad — are  dropping  from'  the  press  almost  like  autumn  leaves  from 
the  trees.  They  are  a  mighty  power  for  good  or  for  evil.  We  must 
have  mental  food,  and  much  depends  upon  the  kind  of  literature 
that  enters  the  home. 

For  seventy  years  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  been  the  exponent 
of  Biblical  doctrine,  the  defender  of  Baptist  usage,  the  reporter  of 
good  news  from  the  churches  and  the  promoter  of  the  welfare  of 
our  country  and  God's  Kingdom.  All  this  has  been  interspersed 
with  enough  variety  to  make  it  very  spicy.  It  was  never  better 
than  now.  At  seventy  it  has  the  vigor  and  sprightliness  of  youth 
with  the  wisdom  and  conservatism  of  age. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  is  younger,  smaller  and  cheaper,  but 
no  weaker  in  many  things,  especially  the  temperance  question  and 
faithful  warning. 

Charity  and  Children,  in  the  interest  of  youth,  is  bright  as  a  May 
morning,  as  sweet  as  the  song  of  a  bird  and  as  clear  as  the  sound 
of  a  bugle.  No  Baptist  home  or  Sunday  school  is  well  furnished 
without  it,  and  in  any  it  would  be  an  ornament. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  published  by  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  in  Richmond,  and  the  Home  Field,  by  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  in  Atlanta,  are  weU  worth  their  cost,  and  more.  All  the 
publications  of  our  Sunday  School  Board,  at  Nashville,  are  first- 
class,  and  our  own,  within  reach  of  our  schools. 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  our  people  take,  read  and  study  as 
many  of  these  excellent  publications  as  possible.

Report  of  Committee  on   Sunday  Schools. 

Your  committee  is  glad  to  report  that  our  Sunday  school  work 
during  the  past  year  has  received  new  life  and  vigor  in  nearly 
every  one  of  our  churches,  and  is  in  good  condition  for  increase  in 
membership  and  improvement  in  methods  of  work  along  all  the 
lines. 

The  Institutes  conducted  by  Rev.  M.  A.  Adams  in  tne  latter  part 
of  the  spring,  though  held  at  a  time  when  our  people  were  very 
busy,  and,  therefore,  not  so  well  attended  as  we  had  hoped  for, 
were  very  helpful  to  the  churches  and  schools,  as  well  as  the 
general  section  in  which  they  were  held. 

The  organized  work  of  the  Interdenominational  Sunday  Asso- 
ciation in  the  counties  and  townships  and  the  conventions  that  have 
been  held  under  the  auspices  of  same,  have  been  very  helpful  to 
many  of  our  schools,  and  in  our  judgment  is  calculated  to  do  the 
general  work  of  the  Sunday  schools  in  our  bounds  great  good.  We, 
therefore,  heartily  commend  the  efforts  of  the  Interdenominational 
Sunday  School  Association,  and  hope  our  schools  will  fully  co- 
operate in  same. 
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We  would  call  the  attention  of  Sunday  school  officers  and  teachers, 
especially,  and  Christians,  generally,  to  the  Bible  Study  Course 
soon  to  begin  through  the  columns  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  under 
that  ripe  scholar  and  consecrated  man  of  God,  Rev.  T.  J.  Taylor, 
D.  D.,  of  Warrenton,  N.  C. 

As  children  of  God  we  should  improve  every  opp  rtunity  to  know 
His  word  and  will.  As  Baptists  we  must  be  acquainted  with  the 
Bible  if  we  would  know  the  faith  and  doctrine  we  profess.  The 
Bible  Course  Study  proposed  by  the  Recorder,  therefore  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  all  our  people  to  enter  upon  a  plain,  systematic 
and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures. 

Your  committeee,  in  closing  this  report,  would  urge  upon  every 
church  and  every  pastor  the  great  opportunity  that  the  Sunday 
school  affords  for  reaching  the  people,  and  the  fact  that  these  are 
passing  away  as  rapidly  as  time  goes  by.

The  best  wealth  of  our  State  is  in  the  minds  of  its  boys  and  girls. 
Their  proper  training  and  development  are  of  infinitely  more  im- 
portance than  the  enlargement  of  its  mining,  manufacturing  and 
commercial  interests.  No  race  can  long  withstand  the  strain  of 
temporal  prosperity  at  the  expense  of  its  intellectual  attainment. 
Our  richest  returns  will  continue  to  arise  from  the  investment 
made  in  the  brains  of  our  children.  We  wish,  therefore,  to  re- 
affirm our  allegiance  to  that  policy  of  the  State  winch  promises  a 
liberal  common  school  training  to  every  available  child  in  its 
borders;  and  further,  to  express  our  great  gratification  in  the 
efforts  of  our  present  Governor  and  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction to  enforce  a  policy  that  will  assure  this  end.  In  our 
opinion  the  public  school  taxes  should  be  largely  exhausted  in  this 
direction,  until  the  field  shall  be  adequately  supplied  with  efficient 
common  schools  for  all  the  people. 

Wake  Forest  College,  with  its  splendid  history  of  achievements 
behind  it,  both  for  our  denomination  and  the  State,  has  more  than 
a  sentimental  appeal  for  our  patronage.  Without  regard  to  the 
vocation  to  be  followed  it  is  the  place  for  all  our  boys  to  be  edu- 
cated. Apart  from  the  benefits  of  its  curriculum,  they  need  the  salu- 
tary influence  of  its  life.  The  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  is 
located  at  Wake  Forest,  and  its  patronage  called  the  institution 
first  into  existence.  Our  churches  should  rally  to  the  support  of  this 
Board  in  its  effort  to  give  to  the  world  a  prepared  ministry  to  preach 
the  Gospel. 

With  profound  gratitude  to  God  we  mention  the  Female  Univer- 
sity at  Raleigh,  which,  with  its  sp7endid  plant  and  equipment, 
has  overflowed  its  arrangement  for  the  care  of  our  girls.  Prepara- 
tion must  be  speedily  made  for  the  accommodation  of  at  least  a 
hundred  more  pupils.  This,  we  are  assured,  will  be  done  so  soon 
as  the  present  indebtedness  of  the  college  is  relieved*.     We,  there- 
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fore,  advise  that  the  Raleigh  Association  raise,  here  and  now,  the 
$100  requested  of  us  to  make  this  blessing  to  the  institution  possible. 
Many  of  our  noble  associations  in  the  State  have  established, 
and  are  supporting,  the  best  of  academies  and  high  schools  to  give 
secondary  education  to  their  youth.  Apart  from  its  demand  upon 
us  from  the  call  of  Christianity,  it  is  a  political  necessity.  There 
being  little  or  no  State  provision  for  this  important  field,  save  in 
our  cities  and  towns,  the  lack  raUst  be  supplied  by  Christian  bene- 
ficence. 'We  believe  this  is  as  it  should  be.  For  their  encourage- 
ment and  prosperity  we  advise  our  people  to  give  them  a  hearty 
support.

There  are  others  who  are  asking  for  help  that  need 
and  deserve  our  sympathy  and  liberal  support.  Thet»e  aged  brethren 
have  worn  out  their  lives  preaching  the  gospel,  and  it  is  not  right 
for  them  to  be  neglected  or  have  to  suffer  for  the  want  of  anything. 
Much  of  our  wonderful  development  as  a  denomination  in  this  State 
is  due  to  their  zeal  and  untiring  labors.  We  are  very  sorry  to  notice 
that  the  churches  of  our  Association  have  done  but  very  little  for 
this  noble  object  during  the  past  year,  and  would  most  earnestly 
suggest  to  each  of  our  churches  that  they  take  at  least  one  collection 
for  this  important  work  during  the  year.

Report  on  Temperance. 

The  temperance  movement  may  be  said  to  be  a  modern  movement; 
intemperance  is  as  old  as  history.  We  find  instances  of  intoxication 
in  Genesis,  the  oldest  Hebrew  writing,  and  Homer's  pictures  of  early 
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Greek  social  life.  Intoxication  is  described  or  referred  to  in  the 
ancient  books  of  China.  The  Carthagenians  forbade  wine  m  the 
camps  and  among  magistrates  holding  public  office.  Bacon  saw 
that  all  the  crimes  on  earth  do  not  destroy  so  many  of  the  human 
race  nor  alienate  so  much  property  as  drunkenness.  The  fearful 
and  growing  evil  of  intemperance,  which  is  now  rampant  in  this 
country,  as  well  as  in  others,  should  be  attacked  by  every  preacher 
of  God's  truth;  and  the  definite  point  of  attack  should  be  the  saloon. 
The  pulpit  has  in  no  sphere  of  action  a  deadlier  snare  of  Satan  to 
contend  with.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  dispensary  is  a  good  thing 
in  itself,  but  we  would  recommend  it  to  take  the  place  of  the  saloon. 

The  thing  for  us  to  do  as  a  Christian  people  is, 

First.  To  organize  against  the  whiskey  traffic  until  we  shall  be 
able  to  drive  it  from'  our  State. 

Second.  Arouse  the  public  conscience  and  let  every  good  citizen 
vote  for  men  who  will  do  their  duty. 

Third.    Let  every  good  citizen  do  jury  duty  when  called  upon. 

Fourth.  Enforce  the  laws,  which  are  adequate. 

Fifth.  Frown  down  criminal  lawyers  who  only  serve  their  clients 
and  do  not  subserve  the  public  good. 

When  we  as  a  christian  church  will,  we  can  drive  whiskey  from 
our  borders*1  Let  us,  the  Raleigh  Association,  do  our  part.  We 
hope  every  church  and  christian  in  the  Association  will  take  great 
interest  in  destroying  this  great  monster  evil.

REPORT    ON    PERIODICALS. 

The  Master's  parting  words  to  His  disciples  were  preach  and 
teaching  them  to  observe  whatsoever  I  commanded  you. 

The  teaching  was  not  confined  to  the  living  voice,  but  His  will 
is  to  teach  by  whatever  means  sanctified  common  sense  might 
approve.  Conspicuous  among  the  varied  means  of  teaching  is 
religious  literature.  Pre-eminent  in  this,  is  the  religious  paper. 
Every  organization  need  its  organ  or  organs,  to  teach  its  peculiar 
tenets  and  keep  its  membership  informed  as  to  its  progress.  As 
Baptists,  we  have  ours — which  your  committee  commends  to  your 
favor. 

For  our  general  church  work  in  North  Carolina  we  have  the 
Biblical  Recorder  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist,  and  our 
Orphanage  paper,  Charity  and  Children;  the  Home  Field  and 
Foreign  Mission  Journal,  representing  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions respectively,  also  the  publications  of  our  Sunday  School  Board 
at  Nashville,  Tenn.  Every  parent  owes  it  to  himself  and  to  his 
family  to  take  and  read  such  literature.  J.   M.  White,

The  report  was  discussed  by  brethren  J.  M.  White,  J.  S.  Farmer 
and  J.  H.  Smith,  after  which  it  was  adopted. 

Brethren  W.  A.  Cooper,  Sam  Wilder  and  G.  M.  Beavers,  were 
appointed  to  nominate  an  Executive  Committee,  Delegate  to  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention,  and  Member  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Bro.   N.   B.   Broughton   read   the 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Board  of 
Missions  was  authorized  to  make  appropriations  on  a  basis  of 
$30,000  relying  upon  the  churches  to  meet  this  sum.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  large  amount  appropriated  it  was  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
urgent  demands  coming  from  every  part  of  our  State  for  mission- 
aries to  be  sent  to  destitute  points  and  for  aid  in  strengthening 
weak  and  faltering  churches.  But  the  Board  discharged  the  trust 
committed  to  it  with  the  wisdom  that  has  characterized  its  work 
in  the  past  and  from  the  far-away  counties  of  the  west  to  the  re- 
mote counties  of  the  east  the  heralds  of  the  cross  have  gone  with 
the  message  of  salvation.  Reports  coming  in  from  the  various 
fields  indicate  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  rich  blessing  and 
considerable  gains  were  made  on  nearly  all  the  fields  and  churches. 
In  our  own  Association  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  C.  W.  Blanch- 
ard,  acting  in  a  voluntary  capacity,  regular  preaching  services  have 
been  held  at  McCullers,  a  station  on  the  Raleigh  and  Cape  Fear 
Railroad,  and  as  a  consequence  a  church  has  been  organized  and  a 
house  of  worship  undertaken. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  J.  S.  Hagwood,  a  church  has  been  or- 
ganized at  Caraleigh,  near  Raleigh,  and  starts  off  with  very  promis- 
ing activity. 

The  need  for  new  mission  work  in  our  own  territory  is  not  at  all 
pressing  but  there  are  several  weak  and  struggling  churches  that 
must  have  a  helping  hand  cr  the  cause  at  the  places  will  suffer. 
During  past  year  the  church  at  Fuquay  Springs  and  at  Pilot  Mills 
have  received  aid  from  the  State  Board. 
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Let  us  give  heed  to  the  calls  in  our  bounds,  and  then  in  the  true 
spirit  of  the  gospel  let  us  go  to  the  regions  beyond  and  to  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth. 

The  Board  of  Missions  has  no  source  of  supply  but  the  Baptist 
churches  of  North  Carolina,  and  unless  from  them  shall  come  the 
thirty  thousand  dollars  appropriated  the  missionaries  employed  will 
not  be  paid.  We  learn  from  Bro.  Livingston  Johnson,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  of  our  State  Convention,  that  the  outlook  at  this  time 
is  rather  embarrassing,  and  he  calls  upon  us  and  all  the  churches  to 
come  to  the  rescue.  N.  B.  Broughton,

for  one  hour. 


Afternoon  Session. 

After  reassembling  petitionary  letters  were  received  from  Cara- 
leigh  and  McCullers  Baptist  churches  asking  admission  into  the 
Association,  which  were  referred  to  Brethren  J.  M.  White,  S.  J. 
Betts  and  A.  J.  Ray.  After  an  examination  of  the  letters  it  was 
recommended  that  they  be  received  and  enrolled  among  the  list  of 
churches.     The  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

Bro.  R.  A.  Banks,  from  McCullers,  and  Brethren  G.  A.  Senter  and 
A.  D.  Terry  from  Caraleigh  were  enrolled  as  delegates. 

Bro.  D.  P.  Robbins  presented  the  claims  of  Fuquay  Springs 
church,  when  a  collection  was  taken  amounting  to  $26.55. 

In  the  absence  of  Bro.  R.  N.  Simms,  Bro.  J.  M.  Broughton  read  the 

REPORT   ON   SUNDAY   SCHOOLS. 

The  condition  of  the  Sunday  School  work  among  the  churches 
of  our  Association  is  fairly  good  but  is  far  short  of  what  it  ought 
to  be.  Your  committee  is  unable  to  obtain  this  year's  statistics  in 
preparing  this  report,  which  leads  us  to  say  that  for  the  future  the 
Association  ought  to  arrange  for  the  receipt  and  publication  of  the 
reports  which  are  to  be  made  at  its  meetings  at  least  two  weeks  be- 
fore the  occurrence  of  the  meetings,  so  that  the  committees,  speak- 
ers and  delegates  may  have  the  use  of  the  same  during  the  session 
to  which  they  belong.  The  reports  made  to  the  last  session  of  our 
Association  show  that  of  the  thirty-one  churches  which  now  compose 
the-  Raleigh  Association  there  are  six  which  do  not  report  the  ex- 
istence of  Sunday  Schools.  In  other  words,  practically  20  per  cent 
of  our  churches  report  no  Sunday  Schools.  The  six  churches  re- 
ferred to  are  Cannon  Grove,  Ephesus,  Kinney's  Creek,  Mt.  Zion, 
Sorrell's  Grove  and  Wakefield.  There  may  be  a  mistake  about  some 
of  these  not  having  Sunday  Schools.  They  may  have  simply  failed 
to  report  them.  But  that  is  not  likely  in  the  case  of  all  of  them, 
and  it  is  less  likely  that  a  Sunday  School  that  makes  no  report  to 
the  Association  is  doing  much.  It  may  be  suggested  that  the 
churches  named  are  weak  ones.     Some  of  them  are;    but  for  that 
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reason  they  need  the  "assistance"  of  Sunday  Schools  all  the  more. 
We  purposely  use  the  word  "assistance"  instead  of  the  word  "ex- 
istence," because  we  believe  that  the  Sunday  School  ought  to  be  an 
active  helper  in  the  church  work  instead  of  being  an  encumbrance 
requiring  additional  effort  on  the  part  of  the  church. 

As  a  rule  the  best  churches  have  grown  out  of  Sunday  Schools. 
The  natural  process,  both  in  this  and  in  foreign  lands,  is  first  a 
Bible  School  and  then  a  church;  and  if  the  church  is  to  prosper  it 
needs  the  continuous  aid  of  a  Bible  School  as  a  place  where  its 
members  shall  be  given  a  systematic  knowledge  of  the  Bible  such 
as  they  cannot  so  well  acquire  in  attendance  upon  the  preaching 
services  or  by  their  own  private  efforts.  Then,  too,  the  Bible  School 
trains  Christians  to  be  efficient  church  workers.  Investigation  re- 
veals the  fact  that  as  a  rule  those  who  are  aggressive  workers  in 
the  general  activities  of  the  churches  began  their  own  activities  in 
the  Sunday  School.  The  wise  pastor  encourages  the  Sunday  School 
work  in  every  possible  way.  He  knows  that  it  is  the  best  helper  he 
has.  The  most  efficient  pastors  under  the  oversight  of  the  State 
Mission  Board  are  those  who  make  the  greatest  efforts  in  behalf 
of  Sunday  Schools.  The  same  thing  is  true  of  other  pastors.  Those 
whose  churches  report  the  largest  gains  are  those  usually  that  have 
the  livest  Sunday  Schools  and  spread  thence  into  the  churches. 

The  Sunday  Schools  ought  to  be  larger  than  the  churches  in  en- 
rollment. Every  member  of  the  church  ought  to  belong  to  the  Sun- 
day School  and  then  many  others  who  are  not  Christians  and  there- 
fore cannot  belong  to  the  church  ought  to  belong  to  the  Sunday 
School.  According  to  the  last  report  the  only  places  in  the  Associa- 
tion where  this  was  true  were  Cary,  Clyde's  Chapel,  Fuquay  Springs, 
Good  Hope,  Knight's  Chapel,  Mt.  Olivet,  and  the  Tabernacle — seven 
churches  out  of  thirty-one  in  the  Association,  or  seven  out  of  the 
twenty-five  that  have  Sunday  Schools — less  than  one-third.  The 
report  further  shows  the  total  church  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion to  be  3,648  and  the  total  Sunday  School  enrollment  to  be  only 
3,207. 

The  Raleigh  Association  not  only  needs  more  Sunday  Schools  and 
a  greater  attendance  upon  those  that  we  have,  but  we  also  need 
better  Sunday  Schools.  We  all  have  a  tendency  to  become  com- 
placent about  our  religious  condition.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
Sunday  Schools  as  they  are  ordinarily  run  hardly  deserve  the  name 
of  schools.  They  do  so  little  real,  thorough  teaching  of  the  Bible, 
its  facts  and  its  doctrines.  We  believe  the  latter  are  more  fre- 
quently taught  than  the  former.  They  are  fewer  in  number,  for 
one  thing.  The  amount  of  ignorance  about  the  Bible  as  a  whole 
among  persons  who  have  attended  Sunday  Schools  for  years  is 
alarming.  The  International  Sunday  School  Association  has  been 
and  is  being  a  blessing  to  the  world,  but  we  who  are  its  friends 
need  to  have  our  eyes  open  to  its  short-comings.  We  have  defended 
the  principles  of  its  Uniform  Lesson  text  until  we  are  apt  to  have 
our  vision  dimmed  to  some  of  the  faults  that  exist  in  the  workings 
of  those  principles.  The  idea  of  having  uniform  lessons  the  world 
over,  we  approve.  If  there  were  no  other  reason  it  were  sufficient 
that  this  method  makes  it  possible  to  have  the  foremost  scholars  of 
the  world  sit  in  counsel  with  the  humblest  Sunday  School  teacher 
in  the  land  while  he  prepares  his  lesson  and  secures  the  pouring  of 
the  light  of  all  literature  upon  the  page  fixed  for  study.  This  sys- 
tem makes  possible  the  great  lesson  helps  which  in  turn  make  it 
possible  for  every  teacher  to  acquire  at  a  trivial  expense  and  in  a 
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very  short  time  what  otherwise  only  a  few  could  enjoy  at  a  great 
expense  of  both  money  and  time.  The  system  we  us,  however,  is 
by  no  means  perfect  and  is,  we  think,  open  to  the  objection  that  the 
lesson  texts  are  selected  in  too  saltatory  a  way  and  that  there  is 
not  enough  continuity  of  study  to  secure  satisfactory  results.  We 
are  glad  to  report  that  the  International  Lesson  Committee  has 
promised  an  improvement  in  this  respect.  However,  it  needs  to  be 
observed  that  the  fault  is  largely  on  the  part  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  Sunday  Schools  make  use  of  these  lessons.  Our  schools 
are  prone  to  feel  that  their  entire  Bible  study  at  a  meeting  should 
be  confined  to  the  lesson  text  for  that  day.  This  is  a  mistake,  and 
a  common  one;  so  common  that  some  of  the  best  Sunday  Schools 
in  this  Association  are  guilty  of  making  it.  Every  Sunday  School 
should  have  a  supplementary  Lesson  Course.  In  this  should  be 
taught  the  names  of  the  books  of  the  Bible,  a  general  but  good 
knowledge  of  their  contents,  a  connected  summary  of  the  history 
of  the  Hebrews,  and  a  general  idea  of  the  geography  of  Palestine. 
The  pupils  should  be  practiced  in  readily  turning  to  passages  of 
scripture.  Many  passages  should  be  committed  to  memory,  such  as 
the  commandments,  the  beatitudes,  the  twenty-third  psalm,  the 
Lord's  prayer,  the  first  psalm,  John  iii.  16,  etc.  The  greatest  failing 
in  the  Sunday  School  work  of  to-day  is  that  we  are  not  writing  the 
scriptures  upon  the  memories  of  the  pupils.  We  have  swung  to  the 
other  extreme  from  the  catechism  and  need  to  get  back  to  the  golden 
mean. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  a  standing  committee  be  ap- 
pointed for  the  ensuing  year  to  forward  the  work  of  holding  rallies 
at  the  different  schools. 

Your  committee  notes  with  pleasure  that  Baraca  Classes  for 
young  men  are  now  in  existence  at  Hepzibah,  Wendell,  Clyde's 
Chapel,  Green  Level,  and  the  Tabernacle,  with  the  result  that  more 
young  men  are  now  in  regular  attendance  upon  these  schools  than 
ever  before.  We  commend  to  the  other  schools  this  plan  of  class 
organization  for  young  men  and  the  Philathea  plan  of  class  organi- 
zation for  young  ladies. 

We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  realiz- 
ing what  all  of  our  denominational  papers  of  permanent  power  will 
soon  be  compelled  to  acknowledge,  that  the  cry  of  need  from  the 
Sunday  School  to-day  is  for  trained  teachers,  and  that  these  should 
properly  be  trained  by  their  pastors,  and  that  to  fit  the  pastors  for 
this  work  special  training  should  be  given  them  at  the  seminaries, 
and  that  to  bring  about  the  giving  of  such  training  at  the  semina- 
ries the  assistance  of  the  religious  press  is  needed,  and  also  that  the 
denominational  papers  must  serve  somewhat  as  a  training  school  for 
those  teachers  who  have  not  competent  pastors  and  for  those  pastors 
who  have  not  had  or  canont  have  the  privilege  of  such  a  training  in 
a  regular  seminary  course.  The  Recorder  is  now  giving  more  of 
its  space  than  ever  heretofore  to  the  Sunday  School  work  and  is 
thereby  making  itself  more  indispensible  than  ever  before  to  every 
Baptist  Sunday  School  worker  in  the  State.  For  this  we  commend 
it  and  urge  that  every  teacher  in  this  Association  should  regularly 
use  it  in  preparing  for  the  proper  execution  of  his  work. 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  to  the  churches  of  this  Association 
the  work  of  our  Sunday  School  Committee,  and  urge  the  churches 
to  contribute  liberally  to  its  support.  J.    M.    Bkoughton,

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  doing  work  in  the  various  States  of 
the  South,  and  in  Oklahoma,  the  Indian  Territory  and  in  the 
island  of  Cuba. 

In  many  of  the  States  the  work  is  done  in  connection  with  the 
State  Boards.  The  rapidly  changing  conditions  in  many  parts  of 
our  Southland  makes  the  work  of  this  Board  more  imperative.  We 
are  confronted  with  the  problem  of  new  towns  and  rapidly  growing 
centers  which  must  of  necessity  be  helped;  but  when  helped  many, 
churches  in  such  places  soon  become  strong  supporters  of  our  great 
work. 

The  work  among  immigrants  is  of  great  importance.  Many  for- 
eigners are  coming  into  certain  parts  of  the  South.  This  is  speci- 
ally so  of  the  West  and  Southwest.  Many  of  these  are  Catholics 
and  many  have  no  church  connection  at  all.  Either  we  must  meet 
these  with  the  gospel  and  Christianize  them,  or  they  in  turn  will  in 
many  places  establish  ideas  entirely  adverse  to  our  religion  and 
government. 

The  school  work,  in  the  mountain  districts  of  our  Southern  Con- 
vention is  a  great  factor  of  this  work.  In  North  Carolina  alone  we 
have  ten  good  schools  doing  a  great  work. 

In  our  Southern  Convention  we  have  nine  million  negroes.  What 
are  we  doing  for  them?  We  must  lift  them  up  with  the  gospel, 
or  they  will  drag  us  down.  We  heartly  commend  the  work  of  the 
Board  on  this  line. 

Poor  Prie si-Ridden  Cuba. — We  said  to  Spain  you  have  gone  far 
enough  and  too  far.  You  must  stop  your  tyranny  and  Cuba  is  freed 
with  her  own  government.  While  she  is  free  to  govern  herself  she 
is  yet  largely  bound  by  the  errors  of  Romanism.  We  must  give 
Cuba  the  gospel,  of  which  the  main  part  of  them  know  so  little. 
With  new  ideas  of  government  they  will  naturally  look  for  some- 
thing new  in  religious  thought.  It  is  a  great  field  for  faithful 
work.  The  last  report  of  the  Home  Board  made  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  shows:

Churches  and  stations 2,244 

Sermons  and  addresses 63,772 

Prayer  meetings 12,846 

Baptisms 7,526 

Churches   constituted 157 

Houses  of  worship  built  and  improved 179 

Sunday  Schools  organized 714 

Bibles  and  Testaments  distributed 18,375 

These  facts  give  us  some  idea  of  this  great  work.     Its  needs  are 
urgent.     Our  churches  need  to  enlarge  this  work. 
Our  Southern  Home  Board  ^reported  $158,217.09  collected  and  used 
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in  this  work — an  increase  of  23  per  cent — but  oh  we  so  much  need 
two,  three  or  four  times  this  amount.  A.   D.   Hunter,

Resolved,  That  Rev.  J.  M.  White  is  hereby  requested  to  prepare  a 
paper  for  publication  in  our  next  Minutes,  embracing  the  history 
of  the  Association  during  the  past  one  hundred  years. 

Brethren  B.  L.  Middleton,  J.  M.  White  and  J.  M.  Broughton  were 
appointed  the  committee  called  for  in  the  resolution. 

The  Association  adjourned  with  benediction  by  Bro.  D.  D.  Ed- 
wards. Bro.  J.  S.  Hagwood  to  conduct  devotional  exercises  at  10 
o'clock. 


THIRD   DAY— SATURDAY. 

According  to  adjournment,  the  Association  assembled  at  10  a.  m. 
to  engage  in  devotional  exercises  by  Bro.  J.  S.  Hagwood. 

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order  at  10:30. 

On  motion,  Brethren  C.  V.  Brooks,  Lloyd  Sorrell  and  W.  J.  King 
were  appointed  to  draft  suitable  resolutions  of  respect  to  the  mem- 
ory of  our  deceased  Bro.  W.  Y.  Chappell. 

Rev.  W.  Y.  Chappell  was  born  in  Granville  County,  N.  C,  March 
6,  1855.  He  moved  to  Wake  County  in  1874.  He  married  Miss  Molly 
King  in  1878.

J.  M.  Broughton  asked  permission  to  present  the  report  on 
State  of  the  Churches,  and  its  discussion  postponed  until  2  p.  m. 
Permission  being  granted,  the  report  was  read. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

While  we  regret  the  fact  that  some  of  our  churches  failed  to  send 
delegates  we  report  that  messengers  were  sent  by  twenty-four 
churches.  The  following  sent  letters  only,  Hepzibah,  Garner,  Ephe- 
sus,  Wakefield  and  Pilot.  We  deeply  deplore  the  fact  that  Bethle- 
hem, Mt.  Hermon,  Mt.  Zion  have  sent  neither  letters  nor  delegates. 
Of  these  churches  Ephesus,  Garner  and  Wakefield  also  failed  to  send 
delegates  to  the  last  Association.  Ephesus  has  failed  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Association  by  delegates  for  more  than  three  years 
past. 

We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Committee  communicate  with 
these  churches  and  urge  them  to  co-operate  with  the  Association. 

The  following  churches  reported  no  baptisms:  Inwood,  Kinney's 
Creek,  Morrisville,  Mt.  Olivet  and  Reedy  Creek. 

The  following  report  on  Sunday  School:  Kinney's  Creek  and  Can- 
non Grove. 

But  notwithstanding  this  discouragement  we  meet  with  much 
encouragement.  We  find  that  we  have  3,623  members  in  our  Sunday 
Schools.  The  churches  report  295  baptisms,  and  of  these  230  come 
from  the  Sunday  School.  We  find  a  total  membership  of  3,507, 
which  is  a  net  gain  of  232.  Yet  with  this  hopeful  gain  there  have 
been  9  churches  to  suffer  a  net  loss.  During  +he  past  year  42  deaths 
are  reported  from  our  churches,  including  one  pastor,  Rev.  W.  Y. 
Chapel. 
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All  the  churches  have  contributed  to  State  Missions  except  Sor- 
rell's  Grove.  All  to  Home  Missions  except  Bphesus,  Knight's 
Ghapel,  Reedy  Creek  and  Sorrell's  Grove.  All  to  Foreign  Missions 
except  Ephesus,  Kinney's  Creek  and  Reedy  Creek.  We  have  given 
to  State  Missions  $803.56,  Home  Missions  $303.34,  and  to  Foreign 
Missions  $405.27. 

,  We  regret  the  fact  that  so  few  of  the  pastors  of  our  churches  are 
resident  members  of  the  Association,  and  we  also  regret  to  notice 
the  small  salaries  paid  by  many  of  the  churches,  few,  if  any,  having 
made  any  recent  increase  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  cost  of 
living  has  materially  advanced.  J.  M.  Broughton,

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  consideration  of  the  report  on 
Foreign  Missions,  it  was  read  by  Bro.  S.  J.  Betts,  viz: 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

In  Psalms  ii.  8,  we  have  God,  the  Father's,  will  to  His  Son:  "Ask 
of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine  inheritance,  and 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  possession."  And  again 
in  Zech.  xiv.  9:  "And  the  Lord  shall  be  kind  over  all  the  earth:  in 
that  day  shall  there  be  one  Lord  and  his  name  one."  And  again  the 
words  of  the  Master  himself:  "Blessed  are  the  meek:  for  they  shall 
inherit  the  earth."  Matthew  v.  5.  To  the  humble  student  of 
Scripture  in  the  light  of  prophecy,  guided  by  the  infallible  Spirit, 
ihere  can  be  nothing  more  clearly  set  forth  than  the  glorious  fact 
that  Christ  and  his  church  shall  ultimately  inherit  the  whole 
earth.  With  this  truth  deeply  imbodied  in  the  believer's  heart, 
hope  and  faith,  he  can  go  forth  as  a  herald  of  the  cross  and  in 
confidence  know  that  everywhere  the  sole  of  his  foot  shall  rest  is 
his  own  by  blood-bought  inheritance  through  Christ.  Oh  how  ener- 
gizing, how  stimulating,  how  inspiring  this  knowledge  must  be  to 
the  missionary  in  foreign  lands.  Christ  in  paying  our  debt  on 
the  cross,  dying  for  our  sins,  thus  not  only  redeeming  all  who  will 
accept  him  but  when  thorns  were  plucked  from  the  earth  and  placed 
upon  his  brow  he  was  in  type  removing  the  very  curse  from  man's 
habitation.  Hence  as  Peter  said  according  to  God's  promise  "we 
look  for  new  heavens  and  a  new  earth  wherein  dwelleth  righteous- 
ness." 2nd  Peter  iii.  13.  Did  you  ever  let  your  mind,  my  brethren, 
rest  a  while  upon  the  fact  that  His  very  last  words  were  "uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth?"  Nothing  short  of  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  earth  could  measure  the  Master's  love,  and  satisfy  his  longing 
heart.  The  love  of  God  for  the  lost  millions  of  China  and  other 
lands  was  as  great  as  for  enlightened  America.  Forty  days  had  • 
past  since  His  triumphant  resurrection.  His  devoted  disciples  had 
gathered  about  him  on  that  familiar  spot — the  Mount  of  Olives.  See 
the  eleven  in  semi-circle  around  him  looking  into  his  beaming  eyes 
and  hanging  upon  his  divine  words  as  he  spoke  to  them  concerning 
the  gifts  of  the  Spirit  for  service  and  His  glorious  coming  kingdom. 
Unlike  many  other  occasions  spent  amid  the  olive  trees  there,  they 
were  sorely,  unusually  apprehensive  of  some  new  and  strange  things. 
They  remembered,  no  doubt,  that  when  he  previously  spoke  of  send- 
ing the  Spirit  he  also  connected  with  it  his  departure  from  them 
to  his  Father.  Can  it  be  now  at  this  time  he  sliall  leave  us?  They 
look;  they  watch;  they  listen.  At  last  He  says,  "Ye  shall  be  wit- 
nesses unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem  and  in  Judea  and  in  Samaria  and 
unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."    Acts  i.  9.     He  was  taken  up 
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and  a  cloud  received  'him  out  of  their  sight.  May  the  echo  of  these 
His  last  parting  words  be  the  keynote  of  this  and  every  future  hour 
of  our  lives.  May  there  be  no  bounds  of  love  and  determined  pur- 
poses in  our  hearts.  May  there  be  no  relenting  on  our  part  till 
this  gospel  of  the  kingdom  shall  be  preached  for  a  witness  unto  all 
nations,  kindreds  and  tongues;  yea  not  until  at  His  glorious  victo- 
rious return  and  the  seventh  angel  shall  sound,  and  there  shall  be 
great  voices  in  heaven,  saying,  "The  kingdoms  of  this  world  are 
become  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord,  and  of  his  Christ." 

God  forbid  that  ought  shall  be  said  or  inferred  from,  this  paper 
which  should  lessen  our  contributions  to  State  and  Home  Missions; 
rather  may  they  be  quadrupled.  But,  my  beloved  brethren,  allow 
us,  as  your  committee,  to  ask  the  question,  are  we  not  unequal  in 
our  distributions  as  God's  stewards?  It  is  computed  that  we  give 
less  than  15  cents  per  member  for  the  conversion  of  the  world  be- 
yond our  own  home  borders.  Does  Foreign  Missions  pay  numeri- 
cally, some  one  may  be  tempted  to  ask?  We  answer,  Yes,  a  hundred- 
fold, yes.  In  Brazil  we  have  eleven  ordained  ministers  and  thirteen 
women  missionaries,  yet  last  year  they  baptized  1,038.  Compare 
this  with  our  increase  at  home.  Southern  Baptist  ministers  are 
supposed  to  have  baptized  an  average  of  eight,  and  Brazil  94.  We, 
as  Baptists,  after  more  than  twenty  years  of  work  have  one-tenth 
of  all  Protestants  in  our  churches  in  Brazil.  Other  denominations 
and  societies  have  250  ordained  foreign  missionaries  representing  36 
societies,  and  yet  our  part  is  one-tenth  of  all  conversions  to  Christ. 
These  3,641  Brazillian  Baptists,  together  with  our  missionaries, 
gave  last  year  $15,600,  or  an  average  of  nearly  $5.00  for  the  gospel 
work.  The  field  is  white  in  China,  especially  since  the  Boxer  up- 
rising, when  so  many  native  Christians  "counted  not  their  lives 
dear  unto  them."  Five  hundred  and  seventy  baptisms  in  one  year 
in  China.  We  have  56  houses  of  worship.  Five  years  ago  our 
church  publication  society  was  organized,  and,  think  of  it,  last  year 
(1903)  we  sold  to  the  Chinamen  84,171  volumes  and  2,500  sheet 
tracts,  besides  thousands  given  away.  Think  of  109,171  Chinamen 
buying  our  publications. 

From  Japan  comes  glorious  news.  From  Africa,  Mexico  and  other 
foreign  fields.  There  was  an  increase  of  $29,000  for  foreign  mis- 
sions last  year.  And  we  sent  out  sixteen  new  missionaries.  From 
May  1st  to  September  15th  of  this  year,  three  and  one-half  months, 
our  treasurer  has  received  $36,378.57.  Only  $2,702.72  from  North 
Carolina  during  that  time,  while  Virginia  sent  in  $7,064.15.  We 
predict  a  great  increase  this  year  from  all  our  Southern  States  as 
there  seems  to  be  a  missionary  spirit  pervading  the  churches  more 
now  than  ever. 

Pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers 
into  the  harvest.  Let  our  watchword  be  Christ  for  the  world  and 
the  world  for  Christ.  And  forget  not  his  last  words,  "the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth."  S.  J.  Betts,

REPORT   ON   THE   ORPHANAGE. 

The  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage  has  been  instituted  nearly 
twenty  years,  in  which  time  there  have  been  received  into  its  care 
about  nine  hundred  children. 

There  are  now  about  three  hundred  in  the  Orphanage.  More  than 
five  hundred  have  gone  out,  most  of  whom  are  equipped  with  a 
good  English  education,  and  are  prepared  to  a  large  extent  to  make 
their  own  living.  Some  have  gone  to  good  homes  and  some  have 
gone  into  the  various  vocations  of  life  taking  their  place  in  good 
business  positions,  where  many  have  made  themselves  indispensa- 
ble. 

During  the  year  just  passed  a  new  dormitory  for  girls  has  been 
completed.  This  beautiful  building  was  given  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Whitty 
of  New  Bern,  N.  C,  in  memory  of  his  little  girl,  Rowena,  who  died 
at  about  the  age  of  the  little  ones  sheltered  in  this  building. 

Another  dormitory  for  boys  is  very  nearly  completed.  This  is 
being  erected  by  the  Chowan  Association.  This  will  increase  the 
number  of  dormitories  to  eight,  with  a  capacity  of  about  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  children. 

In  the  early  spring  there  was  a  terrible  scourge  of  measles  of 
a  malignant  form.  There  were  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  cases, 
some  of  them  with  complications,  but  through  the  goodness  of  the 
Lord  and  the  splendid  work  of  those  in  charge  all  were  carried 
through,  except  one  little  girl.  In  June  there  were  some  cases  of 
typhoid  fever,  which  has  gone  on  claiming  one  after  another  until 
there  have  been  more  than  sixty  cases,  all  of  whom  have  not  yet 
recovered.  Although  the  fever  has  been  mild,  this  has  been  one  of 
the  worst  scourges  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  There  have 
been  only  two  deaths,  which  when  we  consider  the  large  number 
sick  is  very  remarkable.  We  lift  our  hearts  in  thanksgiving  to  the 
Lord  who  has  so  graciously  spared  them. 

These  scourges,  especially  the  latter,  have  called  for  a  large 
amount  of  funds,  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  put  in  a  sewerage  system  to  prevent  the 
repetition  of  the  experience  of  this  year.  This  will  call  for  a  good 
amount.  These  expenses  with  the  increased  number  of  children,  to 
be  cared  for  in  the  next  year,  will  call  for  larger  contributions. 

We  hope  that  this  will  be  very  near  the  hearts  of  the  Baptists  of 
the  Raleigh  Association,  knowing  that,  "Pure  religion  and  undefiled 
before  God  and  the  Father  is  this,  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows 
in  their  affliction." 

Does  it  not  seem  opportune,  just  now  as  the  Orphanage  has  passed 
through  these  trials  that  we  show  our  appreciation  of  the  gracious 
dealings  of  the  Lord,  and  as  a  crowning  act  to  all  the  good  work 
already  done  in  the  last  one  hundred  years,  for  the  Raleigh  Associa- 
tion to  erect  a  good  building,  bearing  the  name  of  the  Association, 
by  which  to  celebrate  its  one  hundredth  anniversary?  This  will 
bring  the  Orphanage  work  closer  to  our  hearts  and  make  it  more 
than  ever  before  our  own.  By  giving  to  those  whom  it  is  our  privi- 
lege to  aid,  of  the  bountiful  blessings  bestowed  upon  us,  it  is  our 
privilege  to  brighten  the  pathway  and  to  make  glad  the  hearts  of 
the  needy  ones. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
to  take  the  matter  into  consideration,  formulate  plan's,  ascertain  the 
cost,  and  present  ways  and  means  to  carry  out  the  above  suggestion.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

When  Jesus  said  to  the  lawyer,  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  mind,"  he  evidently  meant  a  mind  fitted  as  far  as 
possible  for  service.  In  this  day  of  great  industrial  activity  we  are 
prone  to  neglect  intellectual,  moral  and  spiritual  development. 
When  Jesus  said  "preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature"  he  also 
said  "teaching  them  to  observe  all  things,"  etc.  Our  best  investment 
for  time  and  eternity  are  in  the  minds  of  our  children.  We  there- 
fore reaffirm  our  allegiance  to  a  State  policy  of  education  which  will 
give  to  every  child  a  common  school  education.  We  advocate  a 
liberal  policy  towards  all  teachers  and  school  officers  and  demand  in 
return  faithful  and  efficient  service.  We  commend  our  State  offi- 
cers for  their  liberal  views  regarding  a  system  of  public  schools  and 
condemn  any  policy  which  looks  towards  retrenchment. 

Wake  Forest  College,  from  a  temporal  standpoint,  has  been  the 
one  great  source  of  power  to  our  denomination  and  is  entitled  to 
our  love,  co-operation  and  patronage. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  made  the  College  a  reality  and 
has  given  us  an  educated  ministry.  It  too  often  receives  scant 
cheer  and  little  support  at  our  hands  but  for  the  future  we  pledge 
it  support  in  our  churches. 

With  hearts  full  of  gratitude  we  mention  the  removal  of  debt 
from  our  Baptist  University  for  Women.  We  commend  it  to  the 
great  brotherhood  and  ask  for  it  the  liberal  patronage  it  so  richly 
deserves. 

We  also  commend  Oxford  Seminary  and  Chowan  Institute  for  the 
higher  education  of  women.  We  urge  a  more  liberal  policy  by  our 
great  denomination  towards  secondary  education  east  of  the  moun- 
tains. We  have  no  right  to  expect  the  State  and  private  and  local 
effort  to  prepare  our  boys  and  girls  for  college  and  not  claim  them 
for  other  colleges.  We  have  a  pressing  need  for  a  few  strong,  well- 
equipped  secondary  schools  owned  and  controlled  by  the  denomina- 
tion. J.  M.  Beavers,  for  Committee. 

The  report  was  discussed  by  Brethren  E.  L.  Middleton  and  A.  D. 
Hunter,  and  adopted. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  State  of  the  Churches  was  taken  up 
and  discussed  by  Brethren  C.  V.  Brooks,  J.  S.  Parmer,  W.  A.  Cooper, 
C.  E.  Gower  and  J.  C.  Burns.     The  report  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Programs  for  next  session  was  re- 
quested to  prepare  an  Order  of  Business  for  next  year. 
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The  following  preamble  and  resolution  was  presented  and  adopted : 

Whereas,  Believing  it  would  be  for  God's  glory,  we,  the  Raleigh 
Association,  endorse  the  idea  of  a  Wake  County  Baptist  Association. 

Resolved,  That  we  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  confer  with  the 
Central  Association  and  churches  in  other  Associations  located  in 
Wake  County,  with  a  view  to  effecting  this  result. 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  following  committee  was  ap- 
pointed:   A.  D.  Hunter,  N.  B.  Broughton  and  B.  L.  Middleton. 
The  following  resolution  was  read  and  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  delegates  and  visitors  to  the  Raleigh  Asso- 
ciation, express  our  hearty  thanks  to  Shady  Grove  church  and  com- 
munity for  their  abundant  hospitality.

THE  REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

In  the  organized  system  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for 
the  propagation  of  the  gospel  of  salvation  among  men,  the  depart- 
ment of  Home  Missions  is  one  of  paramount  importance. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  committed  to  them,  either  alone  or 
by  co-operation  with  other  evangelical  organizations,  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  all  the  people  within  the  bounds  of  the  Convention,  and  such 
adjacent  sections  as  may  be  destitute  of  the  gospel,  and  are  acces- 
sible. 

The  work  undertaken  by  the  Board  is  mainly  embraced  under  the 
following: 

1st.  In  some  of  our  larger  cities,  as  Baltimore,  Memphis,  New 
Orleans,  Galveston  and  others,  where  Catholicism  and  other  isms 
are  being  imported,  and  have  overrun  the  pure  gospel  of  salvation, 
through  Christ  as  we  hold  it. 

2nd.  Among  the  foreign  population  that  is  so  rapidly  coming  into* 
our  country  and  settling  either  in  the  cities  or  in  colonies  and  bring- 
ing with  them  religions  antagonistic  to  ours,  or  none  at  all. 

3rd.  In  the  mountain  districts  of  the  South,  where  in  the  years; 
past  the  people  have  not  been  reached  by  our  fathers  in  their  evan- 
gelical tours  on  account  of  their  remote  locations  and  the  roughness, 
of  the  roads  to  be  traveled  to  reach  them.  But  by  improved  roads 
and  means  of  travel  these  are  now  brought  into  association  and  con- 
tact with  us. 

4th.  Among  the  negro  population  of  the  South.  Here  we  find 
among  the  nine  million  of  these  many  who  are  anxiously  seeking 
more  light  and  knowledge  of  the  gospel  of  Christ;  and  many  others 
who  are  in  great  need  of  being  taught  and  enlightened  upon  the  all- 
important  subject  of  salvation  and  Christian  duty. 

These  objects  so  appeal  to  us  for  their  support  and  prosecution 
that  as  Christians,  loving  the  pure  gospel  of  our  Master,  we  cannot 
turn  a  careless  ear  or  refuse  to  give  our  sympathy,  prayers  and 
means  for  their  relief.

It  is  no  trouble  to  get  our  people  who  take  and 
read  the  Recorder,  to  do  their  work.  How  important  it  should  be  in 
our  homes,  and  read  by  our  people.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
has  done  a  good  work.  Charity  and  Children,  our  Orphanage  paper, 
fills  well  its  place;  and  we  heartily  commend  it  to  our  people.  The 
Foreign  Mission  Journal,  representing  Foreign  Missions,  and  the 
Home  Field,  representing  Home  Missions,  are  both  highly  important 
as  mediums  of  information  in  these  departments  of  our  work. 

The  Sunday  school  literature  published  by  our  Sunday  School 
Board,  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  under  the  direction  of  our  Southern  Con- 
vention, is  and  should  be  very  generally  used  in  our  Sunday  schools. 
One  of  our  great  needs  is  intelligence  among  our  people.  So  as  pas- 
tors and  members  of  our  various  churches  we  should  do  more  to 
get  our  people  to  take  good  papers  and  read  them.

THE  REPORT  ON  THE  ORPHANAGE. 

The  Orphanage  work  of  the  denomination  is  in  a  more  hopeful 
condition,  as  we  see  it,  than  at  any  time  in  the  past. 

We  are  now  caring  for  nearly  300  children. 

The  grounds  and  buildings  are  in  better  condition  than  ever  before. 
Most  of  the  buildings  are  new  or  have  been  rebuilt. 

During  the  year  past  the  feed  barn,  with  several  mules,  were 
destroyed  by  fire.     The  barn  is  being  rebuilt. 

The  rebuilding  of  barn,  and  of  some  of  the  dormitories,  comple- 
tion of  the  common  dining  hall,  completion  of  the  well,  running 
pipes  for  water  to  the  various  houses,  installing  a  sewerage  system, 
and  the  terrible  scourge  of  sickness  of  last  year,  have  caused  the 
expenditure  of  a  large  sum,  and  have  necessitated  a  debt  of  about 
$10,000  or  $11,000.  Ail  of  these  were  contingencies  arising  that  had 
to  be  met.  As  will  be  noted  most  of  the  debt  is  for  permanent  and 
necessary  improvements,  and  the  expenditure  meets  with  the  hearty 
approval  of  the  denomination,  and  will  be  met  by  them.  We  must 
have  a  part  in  meeting  this  debt.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  State  Mission  Board  began  its  work  seventy-five  years  ago. 
The  results  amply  justify  the  wisdom  of  our  fathers  in  this  great 
undertaking.  Accurate  statistics  were  not  given  by  the  missionaries 
until  1882,  just  twenty-two  years  ago.  From  these  statistics  "We 
gather  the  following  interesting  figures: 

Number  baptized  by  our  missionaries 27,605 

Churches  organized  on  mission  fields  754 

Houses  of  worship  built  on  mission  fields 746 

Amount  paid  for  building  houses  of  worship  $114,061.74 

Number  of  Sunday  schools  organized  by  the  missionaries,  742 
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There  are  in  the  State  1,792  Missionary  Baptist  churches.  Seven 
hundred  and  fifty-four — nearly  three-sevenths  of  these — were  organ- 
ized by  the  missionaries  of  the  Board  within  the  last  twenty-two 
years.  It  would  be  safe  to  say  that  at  least  half  the  churches  in 
North  Carolina  were  organized  by  the  missionaries  of  the  Board.  It 
is  no  exaggeration  to  claim  that  three  out  of  every  four  dollars 
which  go  into  the  Lord's  treasury  for  carrying  on  his  work  are  con- 
tributed by  churches  that  were  organized  by  beneficiaries  of  our 
Board. 

Ac  much  as  has  been  done  much  still  remains  to  be  done.  A  large 
area  of  rich,  virgin  soil  remains  untouched.  There  are  five  counties 
in  the  State  with  only  one  preacher  to  the  county,  and  that  one 
would  not  be  there  were  he  not  supported  in  large  pari  by 
the  Board.  There  are  four  county  seats,  in  no  one  of  which  there  is 
a  Baptist  church  or  a  Baptist  preacher.  Many  new  towns  are  yet 
unoccupied,  and  are  making  urgent  appeals  to  the  Board  for  help. 
Many  of  the  towns  which  the  Board  aided  in  establishing  the  first 
church,  are  now  asking  help  for  one  or  more  mission  points.  This 
is  due  to  the  rapid  growth  of  many  of  our  towns.  "Let  us  go  up  and 
possess  the  land,  for  we  are  abundantly  able  to  take  it."

Bro.  J.  M.  White  read  the  following  paper: 

"ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  OF  THE  RALEIGH  ASSOCIATION." 

The  first  Baptist  church  in  America  was  constituted  at  Newport, 
R.  I.,  in  1638.  There  is  no  record  of  any  other,  that  maintained  an 
existence,  for  many  years.  From  this  beginning,  however,  within  a 
century,  the  gospel  was  preached  through  New  England,  and  we  find 
Paul  Palmer,  a  native  of  Maryland,  preaching  in  the  eastern  part  of 
North  Carolina.  He  organized  the  first  church  in  this  State  on 
Chowan  River  in  1727.  Paul  Palmer  was  a  man  of  great  consecra* 
tion  and  power.  By  1752  the  number  of  churches  had  increased  in 
this  section  of  the  State  to  sixteen.  These  constituted  the  Kehukee 
Association.  West  of  this,  in  Chatham  and  Randolph  counties,  Shu- 
bal  Stearns  had  been  preaching  with  great  power  and  success,  organi- 
zing churches  in  that  section  out  of  which  was  formed  the  Sandy 
Creek  Association  in  1758,  the  oldest  Association  in  the  State  and  the 
fourth  in  the  United  S+ates. 

At  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  war  (1776)  the  Kehukee  Asso- 
ciation covered  Southeastern  Virginia  and  all  Eastern  North  Caro- 
lina. After  the  war  the  democratic  idea,  that  was  so  prominent  in 
Baptist  church  government,  and  in  which  we  are  told  Jefferson  found 
his  model  for  our  National  Constitution — this  idea  became  very  popu- 
lar and  the  number  of  Baptist  churches  increased  very  rapidly.  But 
the  old  Association  was  now  covering  too  much  territory,  for  conve- 
nience, and  hence  was  formed  the  Portsmouth  Association,  in  1790. 
Four  years  later  (1794),  for  similar  reasons,  the  churches  south  of 
the  Tar  River  formed  the  Neuse  Association.  Then  followed  the  for- 
mation of  the  Raleigh  Association  in  1805.  Four  churches  consti- 
tuted this  Association.  , 
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Of  these  churches  and  their  offspring  and  history  we  are  to  speak. 
It  was  a  very  small  beginning.  We  must  remember,  too,  that  they 
were  scattered  over  a  very  large  territory,  and  intercourse  was 
difficult. 

This  new  body,  though,  made  steady  progress,  for  while  we  have 
not  the  minutes  of  its  first  twenty-five  years  (for  perhaps  they  were 
not  printed  then),  yet,  in  1830,  we  find  there  were  sixteen  churches, 
viz:  Neal  Creek  with  11  members,  Wake  Cross  Road,  121;  Wake 
Bethel,  34;  Cool  Spring,  25;  Wake  Union,  41;  Haywood's  (Franklin 

County),  77;  Cedar  Fork,  91;  Raleigh, ;  Wake  Liberty,  64;  Mt. 

Pisgah,  97;  Cumberland  Union,  29;  Shady  Grove,  57;  Holly  Springs, 
62 ;   Piny  Grove,   ;   Fiat  Rock, ;   Poplar  Spring,  54. 

"Among  the  preachers  of  the  Association  then  I  note  P.  W.  Dowd, 
James  Dennis,  Thos.  Crocker,  E.  Trice,  Stephen  Senter  and  Isaac 
Hicks.  Among  the  laymen  were  Lewis  Dupree,  Edmund  Herndon, 
Green  Beckwith,  Needham  Norris,  Alsey  Holland  and  Nat.  Dunn. 

The  session  of  1830  was  held  with  Haywood's  M.  H.,  Franklin 
County.  The  Kehukee  and  Neuse  Associations  sent  messengers^  to 
this  meeting.  Let  us  note,  too,  that  these  sixteen  churches  extended 
from  Sampson  County  to  Franklin;  from  Wayne  to  Chatham  and 
Orange  Territory,  now  covered  by  six  or  eight  Associations.  Dr. 
J.  D.  Huffham  tells  us  that  "in  1810  there  were  10  churches  and  1,000 
members."  Jf  so,  the  increase  for  15  years  was  very  small.  From 
Purifoy's  History  of  the  Sandy  Creek  Association  we  learn  that  at 
Holly  Springs  in  1802  Elder  Isaac  Hicks  baptized  Robt.  T.  Daniel. 
Doubtless  a  great  many  interesting  facts  are  lost  to  us  from  the 
period  prior  to  1830.  We  know  that  about  1824-5  some  churches  be- 
came infected  with  the  anti-mission  idea.,  and  withdrew,  forming  the 
"Reformed  Conference." 

This  was  the  first  organized  movement  in  opposition  to  missions, 
Sunday  schools,  etc.,  which  had  been  spreading  with  increasing 
forre  since  1803,  the  date  of  a  great  revival  throughout  the  country. 
At  this  time  a  great  revival  spread  over  this  whole  State.  The  seces- 
sion of  the  Kehukee  Association  came  a  little  later.  Strenuous  ef- 
forts were  made  by  the  antis  to  seduce  the  whole  Raleigh  Association 
from  the  faith  of  the  fathers — especially  touching  the  Bible  and 
Baptist  doctrine  of  the  "gospel  for  all  nations."  Our  Association  at 
that  time  was  fortunate  in  having  in  it  some  of  the  ablest  men  that 
the  State  has  produced — great  preachers  and  great  leaders  of  the 
people.  Ofce  of  these  was  "David  Thompson,  a  native  of  Sampson 
County,  a  'man  of  wealth  and  surpassing  power."  He  was  buried  and 
lies  in  his  grave  in  Smithfield. 

Another  was  James  Dennis.  The  writer  has  often  heard  his  father 
speak  of  this  great  and  good  man,  who  won  as  much  by  the  sweet- 
ness of  his  spirit  as  by  the  power  of  his  logic.  He  moved  away  to 
Mississippi,  where  he  lived  to  be  very  old  and  died  soon  after  the 
war  of  the  60's. 

Another  great  man  I  have  alreadv  alluded  to,  R.  T.  Daniel,  who 
was  ordained  at  Holly  Springs  in  1803  by  Nathan  Gully  and  Isaac 
Hicks.  His  first  pastorate  was  with  Mt.  Pisgah  church.  His  zeal 
was  always  at  a  white  heat,  and  he  loved  nothing  else  as  he  did 
preaching  Jesus  and  His  gospel  to  lost  men.  Possibly  some  seed 
sown  in  this,  his  first  pastorate  at  Mt.  Pisgah,  germinated  and  pro- 
duced the  greatest  missionary  in  modern  times — M.  T.  Yates. 

E'ldpr  Daniel's  power  was  not  only  felt  in  this  Association  but 
throughout  a  large  part  of  the  State.  Allow  me  to  quote  Dr.  Huff- 
man again.     In   speaking  of  these  men  he  says,  "The  greatest  of 
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them  all  was  Patrick  W.  Dowd— an  orator  without  a  peer  and  a  king 
among  men."  "Amid  the  strife  engendered  by  the  seceders,  these 
men  held  the  Association  to  its  moorings  and  the  secession  failed  in 
its  aims."  The  sword  of  the  Lord  and  of  Gideon  once  more  put  to 
flight  the  army  of  the  aliens. 

Indeed  the  anti-mission  spirit  was  anti-Christ  as  well,  and  self 
destructive.  It  is  likely  that  there  will  be  found  isolated  instances 
of  opposition  to  missions  "till  He  comes,"  but  we  believe  that  there 
are  people  now  living  who  will  see  the  end  of  any  organized  effort 
to  oppose  the  great  commission,  "Go  ye,  therefore,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature." 

Among  the  preachers  pre-eminent  in  the  anti  movement  were 
Nathan  Gulley,  Geo.  Nance,  and  B.  Temple.  Any  one  reading  the 
minutes  of  this  time  will  see  at  a  glance  that  the  anti-element  were 
the  seceders.  They  called  themselves  at  first  reformers  and  organ- 
ized the  "Reformed  Conference,"  as  above  noted.  Of  late  they  call 
themselves  "Primitives,"  We,  after  seventy-five  years,  can  hardly 
conceive  of  the  bitterness  which  they  exhibited  towards  their  former 
brethren.  But  the  Lord's  work  and  Kingdom  was  not  to  be  thwarted 
by  these.  On  the  contrary,  the  missionary  zeal  of  the  churches  was 
intensified  by  the  opposition  encountered. 

From  1830-40  the  leading  preachers  were,  in  addition  to  those 
named  above,  John  F.  Ellington,  S.  Wait,  Thos.  Crocker,  John  Pure- 
foy  and  D.  S.  Williams.  Among  the  prominent  laymen,  in  addition, 
were  Geo.  W.  Thompson,  S.  P.  Norris,  D.  Justice  and  Wm.  Yates. 
The  custom  was  to  fill  every  Sunday  with  preaching — as  many  as 
four  sermons  following  in  succession.  They  were  not  sermonettes 
either.  The  preaching  service  sometimes  lasted  five  hours,  the  con- 
gregation standing  or  seated  on  poles  or  slabs.  In  view  of  these 
facts  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  so  much  that  some  brethren  who 
were  opposed  to  paying  the  preacher  should  say,  "If  we  can  stand 
it  to  listen,  they  ought  to  be  able  to  do  the  preaching."  Their  kin 
are  not  all  dead  yet.  During  these  years  (1830-40)  the  sixteen  or 
twenty  churches  were  located  in  what  is  now  Sampson,  Cumberland, 
Harnett,  Wake,  Johnston,  Chatham,  Durham  and  Franklin  counties. 
James  Dennis  was  Moderator  for  about  twelve  years  in  succession. 
During  the  ten  years  seven  churches  were  added  to  the  Associa- 
tion. They  had  passed  through  trials,  but  Thompson,  Dennis  and 
Dowd  led  them  Wiisely,  and  the  great,  wonder  is  that  the  appeal  to  thp 
sordid  nature  and  the  inherent  love  of  money  did  not  move  more  of 
the  Regular  Baptists  from  their  fealty  to  Missions. 

Surely  a  great  victory  for  the  right  was  won.  Let  us  not  forget 
"the  heroes  in  the  strife." 

1840-50.  This  might  with  propriety  be  called  the  Missionary 
Decade;  for  it  is  now  that  M.  T.  Yates  comes  to  the  front — the  great 
Apostle  to  the  Chinese.  No  paragraph  can  picture  the  grandeur, 
the  power  and  the  consecrated  character  of  this  man.  To  see  him 
in  his  real  character  you  must  read  that  most  readable  of  books, 
"Story  of  Yates,"  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Taylor. 

Yates  was  ordained  in  1846  at  Spring  Branch,  Sampson  County, 
and  by  the  Association  was  adopted  as  "our  missionary  to  China." 
A  support  for  him  and  his  wife,  nee  Eliza  Moring,  was  pledged  dur- 
ing their  lives  in  China.  In  1847  $509.35  was  sent  to  the  association 
for-  h*«  qipnovt.  Tri  I8ig  t>i«  amount  naid  was  $569.87.  During  this 
year  Yates'  first  annual  report  was  made,  giving  the  thrilling  scenes 
through  which  he  had  passed.     They  were  four  and  a  half  months  on 
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the  ocean.  By  reason  of  Mrs.  Yates  sickness,  they  were  detained 
two  months  in  New  York,  and  from  a  relapse  two  months  more  in 
Boston.  When  they  reached  Boston,  late  in  the  night,  there  was  no 
conveyance  to  take  them  to  the  hotel,  and  he  took  his  sick  wife  in 
his  arms  over  two  hundred  yards  to  the  hotel.  His  description  of 
this  is  more  thrilling  than  iiciion.  None  but  a  hero  wouid  have 
faced  and  overcome  the  difficulties  he  had  to  meet.  In  his  own 
words,  "'Tis  all  right.  God  has  done  it."  It  would  seem  that  the 
martyred  McKmley  had  been  reading  Yates,  for  when  dying  he  used 
similar  words.  Some  splendid  recruits  were  added  to  the  old  guard 
during  these  years — S.  Wait,  W.  T.  Brooks,  T.  Meredith,  Johnson 
Olive,  J.  C.  Wilson,  Jesse  Howell  and  J.  C.  Marcom. 

1850-60.  This  period  in  our  history  is  not  marked  by  any  special 
interest.  There  sprang  up  in  the  hearts  of  two  or  three  preachers, 
tmjL.D4ti.QUS  ror  pi e-eminQnce,  an  uuiovauie  spirit;  and  efforts  were 
made  by  them  to  cripple  the  influence  of  our  strongest  man,  P.  W. 
Dowd,  Moderator  of  the  Association.  But  the  effort  fell  still-born, 
and  the  Association  unanimously  voted  him  their  unalterable  love 
and  confidence.  Our  obligations  to  Yates  in  China  called  for  unre- 
mitting efforts.  His  annual  reports  to  the  Association  were  strong 
appeals  to  Christians  to  practice  the  missionary  spirit,  each  report 
showing  the  Christ  spirit — yearning  for  souls.  He  visited  us  once 
during  these  years.  The  writer  was  a  young  man  and  recalls  vividly 
the  reelings  of  veneration  experienced  m  his  presence  and  the  indel- 
ible conviction  felt  that  M.  T.  Yates  was  no  common  man.  W.  M. 
Wingate,  t resident  of  Wake  Forest  College,  now  comes  into  the  Asso- 
ciation and  the  writer  gladly  seizes  the  opportunity  to  bear  witness 
to  the  purity  of  his  life,  the  loveliness  of  his  character  and  his 
power  in  the  pulpit.  It  was  during  these  years  also  that  an  effort 
was  made  to  establish  an  associational  high  school  at  Holly  Springs. 
A.  H.  Dowell  was  for  some  years  the  principal,  but  the  school  be- 
came involved  in  debt  and  was  sold.  This  was  the  only  effort  made 
along  this  line  by  the  Raleigh  Association.  But  we  uave  liberally  pat- 
ronized other  academies  conducted  by  Baptist  principals  in  our 
bounds.  Among  these  may  be  named  the  Apex  Academy,  success- 
fully managed  by  Capt.  John  Duckett  and  M.  A.  Jones,  and  Clayton 
Institute,  by  J.  M.  White.  Both  of  these  had  a  successful  career  for 
quite  a  number  of  years  and  made  their  impress  on  many  of  the 
young  men  and  women  of  the  Association. 

1860-70.  This  was  the  war  period — the  time  of  the  civil  war  and 
uncivil  reconstruction.  Many  of  us  need  not  have  our  memories 
refreshed  as  to  those  times  by  Tom  Dixon's  "Clansman,"  dramatized 
or  otherwise.  Truly  it  was  a  time  that  tried  men's  souls — and 
women's  too.  With  our  strong  manhood  in  the  trenches  around 
Richmond  and  Petersburg,  and  our  unequalled  womanhood  left  to  fol- 
low the  plough  by  day  and  turn  the  old  spinning  wheel  by  night,  for 
a  living,  the  great  wonder  is  that  the  churches  maintained  an  organi- 
zation at  all.  But  they  did,  and  the  Lord  overruled  it  all.  Yates 
was  in  China  with  home  supplies  necessarily  cut  off.  Yet  with  a 
tact  that  marked  him  as  a  man  of  affairs,  as  well  as  the  pre-eminent 
missionary  he  was,  he  made  himself  self-supporting  and  carried  on 
still  his  missionary  work.  Yates  would  have  succeeded  in  any  great 
enterprise.  From  1870  to  the  present  must  be  taken  as  one  period; 
for  time  forbids  more  minuteness.  Education,  male  and  female,  has 
made  rapid  progress.  In  our  original  bounds  are  Wake  Forest  and 
the  Baptist  University — two  institutions  that  in  equipment,  work, 
and  reputation  compare  most  favorably  with  the  very  best.     Quite  a 
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number  of  very  efficient  preachers  have  labored,  and  some  are  now 
working  in  our  bounds.  Allow  me  to  name  a  few:  Geo.  J.  Dowell, 
A.  D.  Hunter,  J.  D.  Huffman,  J.  C.  Massee,  J.  N.  Booth,  C.  W.  Blanc"  - 
ard,  W.  S.  Olive,  S.  Ivey,  and  H.  W.  Norris.  Many  of  the  old  guard 
have  crossed  over  the  river — Blackwood,  Marcom,  Johnson,  Olive, 
Wilson,  and  Maynard. 

It  would  be  an  unpardonable  omission  not  to  name  a  number  of 
lay  brethren  who  have  served  us  so  largely,  freely  and  most  effi- 
ciency: D.  B.  Holland  (so  long  our  clerk  and  Moderator),  N.  B. 
Brpughton.  J.  M.  Broughton,  J.  C.  Scarborough.  J.  M.  Beatty,  J.  C. 
Bifdsong,  J.  T.  Pu^len,  E).  L.  Middleton,  who  have  not  refused  to 
fill  our  pulpits  often  and  to  the  delight  of  the  saints.  A  score  of 
others  have  added  greatly  to  our  success — too  many  to  name  in  this 
brief  sketch. 

Our  missionary  enterprises  and  benevolent  institutions  have  been 
well  sustained,  largely  advanced. 

The  Ra'eigh  is  the  mother  of  Associations:  The  Central,  Mt.  Zion, 
Little  River  and  the  Johnston  County. 

In  the  formation  of  the  last  named  very  recently,  our  Association 
was  cut  in  half.  Still  we  are  a  vigorous  body  with  32  churches  and 
membership  of  4,053.  Our  territory  now  is  the  southern  and  west- 
ern portions  of  Wake  County — geographically  very  different  from 
what  it  was  a  hundred  years  ago.  But  this  limited  territory  is 
dotted  all  over  with  Baptist  churches,  located  with  marked  regularity 
about  five  or  six  miles  apart.  Indeed  we  possess  this  land,  and 
Baptists  seem  indigenous  to  the  soil.  So  much  so,  that  it  is  wi^h 
difficulty  tbe  Pedo-baptists  maintain  their  few  churches,  especially 
in  the  country.  Very  few  families,  if  any,  who  are  not  within  three 
miles  of  a  Baptist  church.  Hence  we  have  no  destitution  in  our 
bounds.  This  very  fact,  though,  is  a  cogent  reason  why  we  should 
supply  the  regions  that  are  without  the  gospel.  "Freely  we  have 
received,  freely  let  us  give." 

Nov/  to  sum  up — instead  of  four  churches  there  are  hundreds.  In 
the  place  of  four  or  five  preachers — all  illiterate,  save  one — we  have 
in  the  original  bounds  perhaps  seventy-five.  They  are  all  not  col- 
lege bred,  but  they  are  educated,  strong  men. 

Seventy-five  years  ago,  the  Association  received  and  expended 
abou*  twentv-five  dollars  annually,  mo^tlv  for  minutes  and  to  pay 
the  cl^rk.  Now  many  thousands  are  contributed,  all  of  which  goes 
to  build  up  the  waste  places  beyond  our  immediate  bounds. 

Is  the  world  getting  worse?  Are  Christians  less  consecrated  than 
of  old9  Tt  is  r>ot  the  place  to  discuss  the  questions:  but  facts  are 
very  stubborn  things.  In  the  language  of  the  noted  John  Jasner,  of 
Ri^niond,  "Va.,  "The  world,  do  move"  and  we  are  moving  with  it. 

Hitherto  the  Lord  has  helped  us,  and  He  has  promised  to  be  with 
us  until  the  end.  But  the  end  is  not  yet.  Before  long  some  of  us 
my st  lav  aside  our  armor,  but  others  will  carry  on  the  Lord's  work. 

A  hundred  years  hence,  all  here  will  have  passed  over  the  river. 

"Ne'er  think  the  victory  won, 

Nor  lay  thine  armor  down; 
The  work  of  faith  will  not  be  done 

Till  thou  obtain  the  crown."     ,

In  this  age  of  restless  stritfing  after  wealth,  it  is  a  blessing  to  us 
as  a  denomination  to  have  the  care  of  a  few  of  God  s  saints  who 
have  given  themselves  to  His  service  instead  of  seeking  after  mam- 
mon, and  who  have  come  to  old  age  and  infirmity  with  little  or  no 
possessions. 

Deut.  15:7:  "If  there  be  among  you  a  poor  man  of  one  of  thy 
brethren  within  any  of  thy  gates  in  thy  land  which  the  Lord  thy 
God  giveth  thee,  thou  shalt  not  harden  thine  heart,  nor  shut  thine 
hand  from  thy  poor  brother." 

James  2:15-16:  "If  a  brother  or  sister  be  naked  and  destitute  of 
daily  food,  and  one  of  you  say  unto  them,  Depart  in  peace,  be  ye 
warmed  and  filled;  notwithstanding  ye  give  them  not  those  things 
which  are  needful  to  the  body;   what  doth  it  profit?" 

I  John  3:17:  "But  whoso  hath  this  world's  goods,  and  seeth  his 
brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compassion  from 
him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him?" 

The  minutes  of  last  Association  show  that  twenty-two  churches 
contributed  $272.67  to  this  object,  leaving  ten  churches  not  reporting 
anything.  While  we  would  not  urge  that  the  churches  make  their 
gifts  for  this  object  as  large  as  for  the  missions,  we  would  ask  that 
every  church  remember  God's  needy  servants.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

During  the  past  year,  under  the  recommendation  of  your  Executive 
Committee   the    State    Mission   Board   has   aided   in   sustaining   the 
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work  at  Fuquay  Springs,  Mt.  Zion,  Mt.  Olivet,  Knight's  Chapel,  Pilot 
and  Caraleigh.  From  all  of  these  points  we  have  verv  gratifying 
reports,  with  good  increase  in  the  membership  at  each  place. 

At  McCullers,  a  former  member  of  this  Association,  Rev.  C.  W. 
Blanchard,  without  aid  from  the  State  Mission  Board,  has  main- 
tained once  a  month  preaching,  and  during  the  year  the  little  band  at 
that  place  have  built  them  a  very  good  and  attractive  house  of  wor- 
ship.    But  we  must  now  extend  this  church  a  helping  hand. 

One  of  the  best  houses  of  worship  in  our  Association  is  that  of  the 
struggling  church  at  Fuquay  Springs,  completed  during  the  past 
year,  and  upon  which  there  is  very  little,  if  any,  indebtedness. 

Your  committee  feel  that  while  we  have  but  little  so-called  mission 
territory  in  our  bounds,  there  is  still  great  destitution  because  of 
the  many  weak  churches  we  have,  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  we 
should  organize  an  evangelistic  campaign  for  aiding  these  weak 
points,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  strengthen  their  hands  and  inform 
their  membership  along  all  the  lines  of  our  work.

After  a  motion  to  adopt,  Bro.  Broughton  spoke  on  the  report;  also 
Bro.  C.  W.  Blanchard  presented  the  cause  at  McCullers,  and  a  col- 
lection of  $22.03  was  taken  to  aid  that  church  in  paying  a  debt  in- 
curred in  building.     The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Moderator  asked  for  a  collection  to  meet  a  debt  incurred  by 
expenses  incident  to  the  Centennial  meeting.  This  collection 
amounted  to  $12.06.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Believing  that  the  Sunday  school  is  the  church  engaged  in  study- 
ing and  teaching  the  Scriptures,  that  this  work  is  clearly  authorized 
in  the  Bibie,  that  it  is  the  richest  and  ripest  field  for  Christian  en- 
deavor at  the  present  time,  that  our  State  Convention  is  seeking 
wisely  to  emphasize  it  as  a  factor  in  our  development,  and  that  for 
us  as  churches  and  as  an  Association,  it  presents  a  wide  open  door 
of  splendid  opportunity,  your  committee  would  earnestly  recom- 
mend : 

(1)  That  all  our  churches  put  more  life,  energy  and  consecration 
into  this  imperative  teaching  work  committed  to  them. 

(2)  That  every  Sunday  school  be  kept  open,  if  possible,  for  every 
Sunday  in  the  year. 

(3)  That  special  effort  be  made  by  pastors,  superintendents,  and 
other  workers  to  enlist  in  the  Sunday  school  the  adult  members  of 
our  church  as  well  as  an  increasing  attendance  on  the  part  of  the 
children. 

(4)  That  we  encourage  the  organization  of  branch  and  mission 
schools  wherever  practicable,  so  that  a  Sunday  school  may  be  acces- 
sible to  every  man,  woman  and  child  within  our  Associational 
bounds. 

(5)  That  each  school  send  full  report  to  the  Association,  so  that 
the  Sunday  school  table  in  the  minutes  may  contain  complete  sta- 
tistics. 

(6)  That  our  schools  provide  themselves  with  Baptist  literature 
(as  that  furnished  by  our  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  of  Nashville, 
Tenn.),  ordering  the  same  through  our  Baptist  Book  Store,  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  ten  or  fifteen  days  before  it  is  needed  for  distribution. 

(7)  That  we  arrange  with  our  State  Sunday  School  Secretary  to 
hold  within  our  territory  during  the  coming  year  one  or  more  Sun- 
day School  Institutes,  with  a  view  to  training  our  officers  and  teach- 
ers and  improving  our  Sunday  school  condition. 

(8)  That  we  have  a  Sunday  School  Convention  by  utilizing  our 
Union  Meeting  in  April  (or  July),  1906,  devoting  it  entirely  to  the 
consideration  of  Sunday  school  topics  and  the  unifying  of  our  Sun- 
day school  forces. 

(9)  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  Sunday  School  Department  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention;  that  we  recognize  "Sunday  School 
Missions"  as  one  of  our  regular  objects  of  benevolence,  and  that  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  contribute  toward  its  maintenance  and  enlarge- 
ment.

If  the 
faithful  farmer,  during  the  seed  sowing  and  drought  of  summer, 
could  see  the  fruit  of  his  toil — the  waving  fields  of  golden  grain, 
how  energizing  such  a  vision  would  be.  This  vision  God  has  shown 
to  the  faithful  toiler  in  His  vineyard  in  all  ages.  John,  when  alone 
on  tB.tm.os,  discouraged  and  doubtless  ready  to  give  up  in  despair, 
God  drew  back  the  curtain  and  let  him  look  across  the  ages.  He 
saw  a  great  multitude,  which  no  man  could  number,  of  all  nations 
and  kindreds  and  people  and  tongues,  standing  before  the  throne  and 
before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white  robes  and  palms  in  their  hands;

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

We  believe  in  the  education  of  all  the  people.  Let  the  State  pro- 
vide primary  education.  But  we  must  go  beyond  that  limit.  Cary 
High  School  is  of  measureless  value,  worthy  of  our  patronage,  an 
honor  to  the  State.  Her  students  are  thoroughly  prepared  to  enter 
any  college  in  the  South.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Leesville  and 
Wakefield  High  Schools,  where  excellent  work  is  being  done. 

The  success  of  the  Baptist  University  for  Women  has  been  mar- 
velous. In  this,  the  seventh  annual  session,  350  have  been  enrolled. 
There  are  many  others  in  our  academy  schools  preparing  to  enter 
next  year.  We  advise  thorough  preparation  and  then  a  literary 
course  before  specializing.  The  education  of  our  girls  is  a  duty  we 
owe  the  race.  Our  denominational  pride,  as  we  recognize  their  value 
to  the  church,  is  an  incentive  to  ioTTaltv  and  pa-ro^sge.  Some  of  our 
girls  are  now  nreparing  tiiemselvpe.  for  wo^k  in  the  mission  field. 

There  are  320  voung  men  at  Wake  Forest,  sixty-nin^  of  w^nm  are 
ministerial  students.  In  order  to  relieve  them  of  -  college  debt  thaL 
their  salaries  would  hardly  enable  them  to  pay  in  after  years,  the 
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Board  of  Education  call  upon  the  churches  for  sufficient  funds  to  aid 
them.  Two  of  these  young  men  are  from  this  Association  and  two 
others  hope  to  go  next  year.  Now  ministerial  students  borrow 
money  from  the  Students'  Aid  Fund  at  5  per  cent  interest.  The  wav 
is  open  for  every  honest,  ambitious  young  man.  For  seventy  years 
we  have  loved  and  supported  Wake  Forest  College.  We  shall  con- 
tinue to  love  and  enlarge  and  endow  richly  all  our  schools.  In  such 
there  is  wisdom.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  our  people  is  information  along  all  lines 
of  our  denominational  work. 

There  are  no  greater  disseminators  of  knowledge  than  religious  liter- 
ature, and  this  need  is  met  by  the  many  religious  newspapers  and  peri- 
odicals of  today.  It  is  a  known  fact  that  the  greater  part  of  our  work 
is  either  done  by  those  who  read  or  those  who  are  influenced  by  them. 

We  must  also  remember  that  this  is  a  reading  age,  and  people  are 
going  to  read  something;  and  if  good,  wholesome  reading  matter  is  not 
placed  in  our  homes  our  children  are  going  to  read  the  trashy  stuff 
that  floods  our  country  and  breeds  crime  and  lawlessness. 

We  would  heartily  recommend  the  Biblical  Recorder,  organ  of  our 
State  Convention,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist,  a  faithful  exponent  of 
temperance  principles,  Charity  and  Children,  the  orphanage  paper,  For- 
eign Mission  Journal,  organ  of  our  Foreign  Mission  work,  the  Home 
Field,  representing  Home  Mission  interests,  and  the  Sunday  School  liter- 
ature of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  worthy  of  the  patronage 
of  every  home  and  Sunday  school. 

We  would  also  urge  our  people  to  a  more  careful  study  of  God's 
word,  our  only  rule  of  faith  and  practice.

THE  REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Great  advance  is  being  made  in  this  department  of  our  work  as  seen 
in  the  reports  submitted  in  the  Minutes  of  our  last  Southern  Baptist 
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Convention.  The  number  of  missionaries  in  the  last  year  had  increased 
from  718  to  880.  The  receipts  for  the  work  had  increased  from  $145,- 
705.51  to  $176,411.25,  making  a  gain  of  over  $3,000.  There  had  also 
been  a  great  increase  in  results  of  the  work.  These  880  missionaries 
had  baptized  15,436.  They  had  constituted  302  churches  and  were  con- 
ducting services  in  2,617  churches  and  stations.  They  had  also  built 
and  improved  201  church  houses.  The  work  of  Home  Missions  has  7 
or  8  departments.  Our  State  gets  help  in  the  aid  given  our  mountain 
schools.  Many  of  our  strong  churches  were  at  first  aided  by  the  Home 
Mission  Board.  The  aid  given  to  new  and  weak  places'  in  our  rapidly 
growing  cities  is  one  great  factor  of  this  Home  Mission  work  now. 
Many  churches  thus  helped  soon  become  great  helpers  in  the  work. 

The  great  importance  of  the  Island  of  Cuba*  is  more  and  more  seen. 
The  work  under  our  Home  Mission  Board  in  Cuba  is  full  of  promise 
and  needs  to  be  pushed.  The  work  in  the  great  West  is  highly  im- 
portant and  full  of  promise.  The  work  among  the  millions  of  foreigners 
coming  into  our  great  country  is  one  of  our  greatest  works  in  Home 
Missions.  The  great  number  of  these  in  some  States  and  in  various 
great  cities  makes  it  so  that  such  places  are  bound  to*  have  help  or  the 
work  goes  undone.  This  is  in  reality  a  great  Foreign  Mission  work  at 
home.  We  must  christianize  and  Americanize  the  foreigners  or  they 
will  heathenize  and  foreignize  us.  Here  as  elsewhere  opportunity  is 
God's  call  to  duty.  May  our  own  churches  be  more  and  more  interested 
in  this  great  work. 

All  our  churches  gave  only  $318.46  last  year.  We  can  do  more,  and 
should  do  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  Committee  is  glad  to  report  a  year  of  progress  in  most  of  our 
churches  along  all  our  lines  of  work.  Union  meetings  were  held  during 
the  year  at  Good  Hope,  Bethlehem  and  Mt.  Hermon  churches,  and  in 
midsummer  a  Sunday  School  Convention  at  Inwood  church.  These 
meetings  were  fairly  well  attended  and  we  are  quite  sure  productive  of 
much  good.  We  would  urge  upon  the  churches,  however,  more  attention 
to  our  fifth  Sunday  meetings.  They  afford  a  fine  opportunity  for  dis- 
cussing before  the  people  subjects  upon  which  there  is  great  need  of 
education  and  at  the  same  time  establish  a  fellowship  between  the 
churches  so  much  to  be  desired  at  all  times.  If  every  church  in  this 
Association  would  send  its  quota  of  delegates  to  each  union  meeting 
and  the  Sunday  schools  their  delegates  to  our  annual  associational  Sun- 
day school  meeting  we  should  speedily  realize  such  an  awakening  of 
interest  in  our  work  as  we  have  never  seen  or  hardly  hoped  for. 

We  appeal  to  the  churches  to  give  heed  to  this  matter  and  hereafter 
see  to  it  that  they  are  represented  in  these  fifth  Sunday  meetings. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  your  Executive  Committee  aid  has  been 
given  from  the  State  Mission  funds  to  Fuquay  Springs,  Mt.  Zion,  Mt. 
Olivet,  Knight's  Chapel,  Pilot  and  Caraleigh  churches  in  the  support 
of  their  work,  and  from  the  letters  received  at  this  session  we  are 
pleased  to  note  good  progress  at  Knight's  Chapel,  Olivet  and  Mt.  Zion, 
and  some  increase  at  Caraleigh. 
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Wakefield  Central  church  asks  for  a  letter  of  dismission  from  our 
body  and  we  recommend  that  the  request  be  granted,  and  that  the  letter 
be  good  for   twelve  months   from   November    1,    1906. 

We  also  heartily  recommend  the  suggestion  for  an  evangelistic  cam- 
paign to  be  organized  and  conducted  throughout  our  borders  during 
next  summer,  and  offer  the  further  suggestion  that  the  pastors  of  the 
Association  meet  with  the  Executive  Committee  at  some  convenient 
point  in  the  early  spring  of  next  year  and  effect  such  organization  and 
make  such  arrangements  as  may  be  necessary  for  said  evangelistic  cam- 
paign. 

Your  Committee  in  closing  this  report  would  urge  that  our  churches 
shall  not  forget  the  great  work,  and  therefore  the  crying  need  of  our 
State  Mission  Board,  and  that  we  shall  increase  our  contributions  to 
same  when  it  is  possible  to  do  so.

REPORT   ON   STATE   MISSIONS. 

The  God-given  spirit  which  called  the  men  of  1830  to  the  glorious 
work  of  State  Missions  has  grown  into  immense  proportions  and  has 
borne  richest  fruitage.  If  all  of  our  people  knew  the  wonderful  things 
this  work  has  accomplished,  surely  they  would  arise  to  meet  every  de- 
mand which  the  present  situation  requires.  From  the  last  report  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  we  find  that  there  were  140  missionaries  labor- 
ing in  40  Associations,  and  there  were  reported  2,374  conversions,  1,460 
baptisms,  1,121  added  by  letter,  8  churches  organized.  But  while  we 
rejoice  in  all  this,  we  will  remember  that  there  are  great  things  to  be 
done.  The  destitute  sections  of  our  State  are  extensive,  North  Carolina 
is  growing  in  wealth,  and  manufacturing  industries  are  rapidly  on  the 
increase  and  the  people  must  have  the  gospel.  State  Missions  is  the 
very  fountain  source  of  all  mission  work.  Evangelize  North  Carolina 
and  we  will  have  a  great  and  noble  army  of  Christian  men  and  women 
ready  to  lay  their  lives  upon  God's  altar  for  the  salvation  of  the  world. 

An  evidence  of  the  importance  of  the  work  is  to  be  found  in  its  op- 
portunities for  future  usefulness.  It  is  a  fact  that  almost  all  of  the 
strongest  and  best  churches  along  the  railroads  are,  in  a  large  measure, 
the  outcome  of  State  Mission  work  Let  us  renew  our  efforts — the  work 
is  great  and  the  outlook  hopeful.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

We  believe  the  orphanage  at  Thomasville  has  the  best  endowment 
the  world  can  afford.  We  believe  it  is  endowed  in  the  hearts  of  our 
baptist  people.  • 
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Contributions  have  been  good  during  the  past  year.  The  health  of 
the  institution  has  been  unusually  good  during  the  past  year.  The 
number  present  greater  than  ever  before.  We  have  present  three  hun- 
dred and  thirty- three    (333),  with  more  to  come. 

We  have  had  a  hard  year  with  the  farm  because  the  weather  was 
so  unfavorable.     Half  of  the  debt  has  been  paid. 

We  are  adding  two  new  buildings,  and  right  much  improvements 
have  been  made  on  the  grounds  and  other  buildings.  Two  barns  were 
built  during  the  past  year,  one  for  cows,  the  other  for  horses. 

We  have  had  to  make  some  little  advance  in  the  salaries  of  our  offi- 
cers owing  to  the  advanced  prices  of  everything.  We  estimate  the  cost 
of  an  orphan  now  to  be  about  $6  per  month.  This  includes  what  is 
made  on  the  farm.  Of  course  with  this  deducted  it  does  not  cost  us 
more  than  $5  per  month.     We  hope  to  cancel  the  indebtedness  this  fall. 

A  well  of  fine  water  876  feet  deep,  through  gray  granite,  has  been  dug 
and  a  splendid  system  of  waterworks  established.  We  believe  the  Bap- 
tists of  our  State  will  be  repaid  in  the  health  of  the  institution. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  our  Baptist  people  throughout  the 
State  be  urged  upon  to  increase  their  contributions,  that  we  may  have 
the  necessary  means  of  taking  care  of  our  orphans  at  Thomasville.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  continued  prosperity  and  advancement. 
In  the  home  land  the  churches  have  contributed  more  than  ever  before, 
the  aggregate  of  our  gifts  being  $315,248.48,  against  $283,415.88  last 
year. 

A  few  years  ago  only  a  very  limited  number  of  churches  gave  per 
annum  the  salary  of  a  missionary,  which  is  five  or  six  hundred  dol- 
lars. Now  it  is  common  for  churches  to  give  that  much,  and  a  number 
of  them  contribute  $1,000  or  $1,200 — the  salary  of  a  man  and  his  wife. 
Besides  this  a  goodly  number  of  individual  men  and  women  give  the 
salary  of  a  missionary,  and  a  great  many  give  $100,  enough  to  support 
a  native  preacher  in  China  for  a  year. 

God  has  greatly  blessed  us,  as  we  can  see  by  the  growth  of  our  work 
in  ten  years.     We  give  figures  for  1895  and  1905.     Then  we  had  91  mis- 
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sionaries,  now  181;  then  85  churches  on  the  fields,  now  194;  then  22 
church  buildings,  now  132;  then  1,503  Sunday  school  scholars,  now 
5,496;  then  581  baptisms  for  the  year,  this  year  2,231;  then  a  total 
membership  of  3,493  after  fifty  years'  work,  now  11,423;  then  the  con- 
tribution for  the  year  was  $135,435.02,  this  year  it  is  $315,248.84. 

The  reports  from  China  are  especially  gratifying.  Baptisms  are  fre- 
quent and  the  places  of  worship  are  inadequate  to  accommodate  the 
people  who  are  eager  to>  hear  the  gospel. 

God,  by  his  Providence,  has  opened  wide  the  door  of  the  great  empire 
of  Russia.  Quickly,  almost  miraculously,  the  people  have  had  granted 
to  them  freedom  of  speech,  freedom  of  the  press  and  freedom  of  con- 
science. It  is  a  field  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  reception  of  Baptist 
principles.  The  field  is  white,  the  opportunity  is  ours  today,  and  unless 
it  is  promptly  improved,  may  be  lost. 

Japan  is  a  most  hopeful  field,  and  is  now  ready  to  receive  the  gospel. 
Its  influence  over  China  increases  its  importance  in  missionary  thought 
and  effort. 

We  used  to  talk  much  of  the  Foreign  field,  but  God,  in  His  Provi- 
dence, has  brought  this  nation  in  such  quick  and  close  touch  with  the 
nations  of  the  earth  that  we  are  now  neighbors. 

These  facts  increase  our  obligations.  If  there  ever  was  a  time  when 
we  did  not  contribute  to  Foreign  Missions  because  the  pressure  at  home 
made  us  feel  that  our  duty  was  first  to  our  neighbors,  that  time  should 
now  be  passed,  because,  while  there  are  still  millions  of  heathen  peo- 
ple on  the  earth,  they  are  no  longer  foreign.  The  question  facing  every 
Christian  believer  all  over  this  world — whether  he  lives  in  the  Raleigh 
Association  or  in  the  Canton  Association  of  China — is  one  of  destitu- 
tion of  the  gospel  and  how  to  reach  it.  The  command  of  our  blessed 
Lord  is  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture." What  part  shall  we  take  in  obeying  the  command?  "Fulfill  ye 
my  joy  until  I  come."  What  part  shall  we  have  in  the  joy  of  our 
coming  Lord? 

During  the  past  year,  as  shown  by  the  letters  sent  up  to  this*  session, 
the  churches  of  our  Association  contributed  about  $1,000.  One  church 
gave  $600,  one  $100,  two  $50,  three  $25,  one  $43,  several  $5  and  $10;  a 
few  $2  and  $3.  There  were  12  of  the  churches,  aggregating  a  member- 
ship of  957  members,  that  gave  only  $27. 

"  Shall  we,  whose  souls  are  lighted 
By  wisdom   from   on  high, 
Shall  we  to  men  benighted, 
The  light  of  life  deny." 

Your  Committee  would  specially  commend  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies  of  the  churches.  They  have  done  and  are  doing  a 
splendid  work.  There  are  several  of  our  churches  without  this  helpful 
organization,  and  we  hope  that  a  society  will  be  formed  in  each  one  of 
them  during  the  next  year.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  with  much  gratification  and  profound  gratitude  to  God  that  we 
see  evidence  of  a  steady  growth  in  this  department  of  our  church  work 
throughout  the  whole  country,  and  indeed  the  whole  world.  In  no  State 
.has  the  growth  been  more  rapid  than  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  not 
surprising  that  this  should  be  so,  for  in  no  department  of  Christian 
effort  has  there  been  such  blessed  fruitage  as  has  been  experienced  in 
this  teaching  agency  of  the  church.  It  is  in  the  Sunday  school  that 
the  good  seed  finds  the  most  fertile  soil,  bringing  forth  in  many  in- 
stances an  hundredfold,  and  on  the  whole  more  than  sixtyfold,  for  we 
know  that  more  than  86  per  cent  of  our  church  increase  has  come  from 
the  Sunday  school. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  Baptists  are  in  nowise  behind  in  this  work, 
and  in  our  own  Association  the  status  is  most  favorable.  The  Raleigh 
Association  stands  in  the  lead  in  Sunday  schools.  Of  the  32  churches 
in  our  bounds  every  one  has  a  Sunday  school,  and  some  churches  more 
than  one. 

Eleven  churches  report  a  greater  number  in  Sunday  school  than  on 
the  church  membership  roll,  and  the  total  Sunday  school  roll  nearly 
equals  the  total  church  membership  in  the  Association.  This  is  an 
extra  good  showing ;  only  one  other  association  in  North  Carolina  makes 
so  favorable  a  report  in  this  respect,  for  it  is  a  fact  that  calls  for  seri- 
ous consideration  that  nearly  half  of  our  church  members  in  North 
Carolina  are  not  enlisted  in  Sunday  school  work.  While  our  condition 
is  good  in  the  Raleigh  Association  there  is  yet  much  room  for  improve- 
ment.    There  are  yet  many  persons  not  in  Sunday  school. 

Let  us  continue  the  effort  to  bring  the  people  in  and  redouble  our 
effort  to  do  better  teaching  work  to  those  that  come. 

We-  recommend  that  our  churches  give  more  liberal  support  to  our 
Baptist  State  Sunday  school  work,  through  whose  agency  much  of  the 
above  good  result  has  been  brought  about.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

There  is  now  a  greater  awakening  in  regard  to  education  all  over 
this  country  than  has  ever  been  known  before.  We  trust  that  this  is 
but  a  foundation  to  greater  things  which  should  be  effected. 

Realizing  that  education  in  the  true  sense  means  to  lead  out  of  dark- 
ness into  the  light,  we  urge  that  our  people  take  more  abiding  interest 
in  'the  public  schools  of  our  country,  as  they  mean  the  education  of  the 
masses.  When  the  masses  are  educated  then  Ave  will  have  a  better 
citizenship.  These  public  schools  are  feeders  to  the  high  schools,  and 
the  high  schools  to  the  colleges. 

We  would  recommend  the  following  high  schools,  which  are  situated 
within  our  borders,  as  worthy  institutions  in  which  her  students  are 
thoroughly  prepared  to  enter  any  college  in  the  South:  Leesville,  Cary, 
Fuquay  and  Wakefield  High   Schools. 

There  are  two  institutions  of  higher  learning  that  stand  today,   as 
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we  think,  paramount  above  all  other  institutions  of  their  kind,  which 
deserve  a  worthy  and  a  liberal  patronage,  namely,  Wake  Forest  College 
and  The  Baptist  University  for  Women. 

The  enrollment  of  these  noble  institutions  is  more  nattering  than  at 
any  period  of  their  past  history.  Wake  Forest  has  an  enrollment  of 
about  340  students,  of  which  number  seventy  are  ministerial  students. 
Sixty  are  being  helped  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  if  they  were 
not  to  receive  this  help  the  Master's  cause  would  be  greatly  crippled  in 
our  borderland,  for  they  are  not  able  to  provide  means  to  educate  them- 
selves for  the  noble  work  to  which  God  has  called  them,  and  if  ever 
prepared  they  must  have  assistance.  There  are  now  two  worthy  young 
men  who  are  receiving  help  by  the  board  from  this  Association. 

The  Baptist  University  for  Women  is  a  sister  of  Wake  Forest,  and 
its  growth  has  been  almost  miraculous.  There  are  now  347  students  in 
attendance.  This  institution  is  destined  to  send  forth  thousands  of 
women  who  shall,  by  reason  of  their  life,  enrich  our  communities  and 
churches. 

May  we  as  a  Baptist  people  rally  to  the  support  of  these  worthy  in- 
stitutions by  giving  of  our  means,  so  that  they  may  do  still  greater 
work,  and  also  by  patronizing  them.  J.  E.  Dowd.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  activity  on  the  fields  occupied  by 
the  Home  Mission  Board  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Soui- 
winning  seems  to  have  been  the  chief  concern  of  the  workers.  The 
evangelistic  campaign  projected  in  1906  has  met  with  greatest  favor, 
and  the  evangelists  employed  by  the  Board  have  been  received  with 
great  joy  and  are  in  great  demand.  At  least  a  dozen  more  are  needed 
for  this  great  work. 

Two  years  ago  there  were  10,551  baptisms  reported  on  the  fields  of 
the  Home  Board.  Last  year  there  were  18,798 — an  average  of  fifty 
a  day. 

The  Board  reports  that  during  the  past  year  they  have  had  employed 
5  evangelists,  822  white  and  38  negro  missionaries — a  total  of  805. 
These  workers  organized  271  churches  and  703  Sunday  schools. 

The  Board  expended  last  year  $231,834.03— a  gain  of  $55,422.80  over 
the  previous  year.  A  great  sum  of  money,  and  yet  as  much  more  is 
needed  and  would  be  used  if  the  Board  had  it  to  give  the  glorious  gospel 
of  the  Son  of  God  to  the  neglected  perishing  ones  in  our  land  of 
America. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  every  day  in  the  year  hundreds  of  human 
souls  from  foreign  shores  are  being  landed  on  American  soil,  and  that 
at  least  ninety  per  cent  of  them  are  in  total  spiritual  darkness,  and  if 
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we  do  not  give  the  truth  to  them  we  may  look  for  the  fruits  of  super- 
stition, heathenism,  socialism  and  all  manner  of  hurtful  beliefs  to  be 
spread  broadcast  over  our  land. 

Your  committee  being  deeply  impressed  with  the  great  work  being 
done  by  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  the  crying  need  for  more  workers 
to  occupy  its  rapidly  extending  territory,  would  call  attention  to  the 
small  amount  contributed  each  year  by  our  Association  to  Home  Mis- 
sions, and  to  urge  that  a  special  effort  be  made  at  this  session  to 
greatly  increase  the  same.  The  Raleigh  Association,  in  our  judgment, 
should  pledge  not  less  than  $1,000  to  Home  Missions  for  next  year.

REPORT  OX  STATE  MISSIONS. 

It  is  the  nature  of  all  the  works  of  God's  creation  to  seek,  and  to  go 
on  to  their  perfection.  The  first  dawn  of  morn  continues  to  increase 
until  it  shines  in  the  noontide  radiance.  The  feeble  plane  which  is  just 
breaking  the  clod,  continues  to  grow  until  in  the  course  of  years  it 
stands  a  nourishing  and  stately  tree.  In  the  animal  kingdom  we  see 
God's  creatures  gradually  emerging  from  the  weakness  and  insignifi- 
cance of  infancy  and  rising,  where  no  obstructions  exist,  into  vigorous 
life.  We  pray  to  be  made  men  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  think  in  some 
miraculous  way  it  will  be  given  to  us ;  but  God  says,  I  will  try  My 
child,  and  see  if  he  is  sincere,  and  so  He  lays  a  burden  upon  him,  and 
says,  "Now,  stand  up  under  it,  for  thus  you  are  to  grow  strong."  So  we 
have  laid  upon  us  the  State  Ivlission  work,  for  nearly  eighty  years,  out 
of  which  has  sprung  nearly  all  the  great  interest  of  missions.  Our 
State  Mission  work  must  act  as  a  seed-bed.  For  we  inevitably  see  that 
where  our  State  Missions  are  neglected  all  others  are  neglected  in  the  same 
proportion.  While  much  has  already  been  done,  there  remains  much  still 
to  be  done.  There  are  now  more  than  eighteen  hundred  Baptist  churches 
in  our  State.  If  all  these  should  do  their  whole  duty  we  would  soon 
develop  the  eastern  and  western  parts  of  our  State  to  their  full  growth 
in  the  mission  work.  Let  us  with  faith  and  zeal  go  on  with  this  noble 
work  until  we  shall  accomplish  for  the  Lord  His  own  great  will.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  29  baptisms  on  the  fields  of  our 
churches  aided  by  the  Mission  Board,  and  from  these  churches  $92.00 
contributed  to  missions,  as  follows:  Fuquay  Springs,  baptisms  3,  mis- 
sions $25.00  ;McCullers,  baptisms  none,  missions  $3.00;  Sorrell's  Grove, 
baptisms  5,  missions  $2.00.  Pilot,  baptisms  none,  missions  $10.00;  Mt. 
Zion,  baptisms  2,  missions  $27.00;  Mt.  Olivet,  baptisms  19,  missions 
$10.00;  Caraleigh,  baptisms  none,  missions  $9.00;  Knight's  Chapel,  bap- 
tisms 9,  missions  $18.00. 

While  there  has  been  but  little  progress  in  most  of  these  churches,  we 
are  glad  to  report  advancement  in  most  of  them  and  in  part  very  favor- 
able conditions,  as  will  be  noticed  by  the  reports  made  in  their  letters. 
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Some  of  the  churches  hitherto  aided  by  the  Board  are  now,  in  our 
opinion,  able  to  maintain  themselves  and  will  not  need  further  aid,  and 
we  hope  in  another  year  all  of  them  will  be  self-supporting. 

Your  committee  regrets  that  the  evangelistic  campaign  proposed  at 
last  session  was  not  carried  out,  and  would  earnestly  urge  upon  the 
pastors  of  this  Association  a  renewal  of  the  proposition  for  next  year. 
And  we  also  believe  a  series  of  mission  institutes  embracing  all  our 
churches,  to  be  held  during  next  spring,  would  be  of  very  great  value 
to  all  our  work  and  awaken  our  people  to  the  great  opportunity  upon 
us  to  extend  the  kingdom  of  our  Master  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

Our  organized  effort  for  this  work  began  in  1885.  This  makes  us 
twenty-two  years  in  the  work.  For  ten  years  Bro.  J.  H.  Mills  was  our 
leader  in  the  great  work.  He  was  truly  the  pioneer  leader  of  Orphan- 
age work  for  our  State.  Next  to  him  came  Bro.  J.  B.  Boone,  who  was 
general  manager  for  ten  years  also.  Under  Bro.  Boone's  leadership  the 
institution  was  greatly  enlarged  and  improved. 

In  1905,  Bro.  M.  L.  Kesler  became  General  Manager,  and  is  showing 
himself  a  faithful,  earnest  leader.  He  is  seeking  to  increase  the  general 
efficiency  of  the  Orphanage  work;  is  improving  the  grounds,  and  seeking 
to  make  each  department  more  effective  for  good.  There  is  an  effort, 
too,  to  give  more  variety  to  orphanage  life. 

One  of  the  most  helpful  workers  is  Bro.  S.  H.  Avirett,  of  our  Associa- 
tion, who  is  Treasurer  and  general  manager  of  the  farm.  Bro.  Avirett 
has  now  an  assistant,  who  has  charge  of  the  dairy  and  trucking  depart- 
ments. This  gives  us  8  men  and  21  women,  all  helpers  in  this  institu- 
tion. 

We  have  now  350  children.  With  increased  expenses  of  living  the 
cost,  including  pay  of  employees,  makes  a  cost  of  at  least  $7.00  per 
month  for  each  child.  It  now  takes  at  least  $25,000  per  year  to  run 
this  institution.  Add  to  this  five  to  seven  thousand  dollars  per  year 
for  repairs  and  the  like. 

We  wish  to  call  special  attention  to  the  monthly  collections  in  our 
Sunday  schools  and  to  the  great  importance  of  taking  clubs  of  Charity 
and  Children — our  Orphanage  paper — by  our  various  Sunday  schools. 
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The  proposed  Woman's  Building,  to  be  used  as  an  infirmary,  is  a 
necessity.  It  is  asked  that  one  earnest  sister  in  each  church  be  ap- 
pointed to  lead  in  this  work.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  command,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature,"  has  lost  none  of  its  interest  to  saved  men  and  women, 
and  will  always  be  of  the  greatest  interest  to  those  who  know  what  sal- 
vation means  to  a  lost  world. 
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Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  doing  work  in  China,  Africa,  Italy, 
Brazil,  Mexico,  Japan,  and  Argentina,  and  in  these  fields  of  labor  we 
have  more  than  one  hundred  consecrated  men  and  women  who  have 
given  their  lives  to  this  great  work  of  giving  the  gospel  to  those  lost 
men  and  women,  and  we  who  are  here  at  home  should  also  feel  that  we, 
too,  have  a  part  in  this  work  of  saving  the  lost. 

We  see  from  the  letters  to  the  Association  that  some  of  our  churches 
are  not  giving  to  Foreign  Missions  as  much  as  they  are  to  some  of  the 
other  objects  of  our  Convention,  and  we  find  in  these  churches  fewer 
baptisms  than  in  the  other  churches  that  have  given  more  liberally  to 
this  great  work  of  saving  the  lost,  and  thus  we  see  that  if  we  would 
have  our  own  churches  at  home  increase  in  numbers  and  efficiency,  we 
must  do  our  duty  to  the  heathen,  as  well  as  give  the  gospel  to  -those  at 
home.  So  now  let  us  increase  our  contributions  to  Foreign  Missions, 
and  we  will  have  greater  success  at  home  and  larger  additions  to  our 
churches.

Every  citizen,  and  especially  every  Christian,  should  see  to  it  that  the 
law  is  enforced,  because  cowardice  is  sure  to  encourage  violators  of  the 
law  and  will  result  in  the  debauchery  of  the  community.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  great  wave  of  educational  sentiment  that  has  swept  our  State  of 
late  years  has  not  been  wanting  among  Baptists.  If  Baptists  have  ever 
been  behind  in  matters  educational,  not  so  now.  Our  people  are  sup- 
porting and  making  the  most  of  the  common  schools.  It  is  pleasing  to 
note  the  greater  facilities  and  efficiency  of  the  common  schools  within 
our  bounds.     But  we  are  more  closely  allied  with  .certain 

PRIVATE  SCHOOLS, 

run  by  laymen,  owned  and  run  by  citizens  in  the  interest  of  our 
denomination.  Among  the  number  we  name  Oxford  Seminary,  which 
belongs  in  this  class  as  to  ownership,  but  ranking  high  among  the 
female  colleges  of  our  Southland.  This  school  has  for  nearly  a  quarter 
of  a  century  been  blessing  the  world  by  sending  into  it  a  stream  of 
noble,  trained  Christian  womanhood.  Buie's  Creek  Academy  has  for 
many  years  been  doing  a  great  work,  and  is  not  one  whit  behind  the 
best  preparatory  schools  of  our  land  in  point  of  patronage  and  class  of 
work  done. 

SCHOOLS  OWNED   BY  US, 

of  which  we  mention  the  Chowan  Baptist  Female  Institute,  the  property 
of  the  two  Chowan  Associations,  but  doing  a  State-wide  work.  Many 
of  the  associational  schools  are  doing  well,  and  should  be  fostered  and 
improved,  as  feeders  for  our  colleges. 

THE  UNIVERSITY   FOR  WOMEN, 

"the  college  that  never,  grew,  but  sprang  into  existence."  This  prop- 
erty is  owned  by  the  Baptists  of  the  State,  and  is  our  most  precious 
heritage.  It  is  full  to  overflowing,  and  has  turned  many  away  for  want 
of  room.  Too  much  can  not  be  said  in  commendation  of  the  present 
President  in  his  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  college. 

WAKE    FOREST    COLLEGE 

has  for  three-quarters  of  a  century  been  first  in  the  hearts  of  the  Baptist 
people  of  the  State.  It  is  our  best  investment,  yielding  us  through  the 
years  a  constant  supply  of  trained  manhood.  The  presidents  of  our 
colleges  are  all  Wake  Forest  men,  and  most  of  the  principals  of  our 
academies  are  Wake  Forest  men.  The  alumni  are  bringing  things  to 
pass  all  over  the  land.  This  year  is  the  strategic  year  in  the  history  of 
the  College,  on  account  of  the  endowment  movement  now  on  foot.  Dr. 
J.  B.  Carlyle,  who  is  in  the  field  in  the  interest  of  this  fund,  will  doubt- 
less succeed  in  raising  ($112,000)  one  hundred  and  twelve  thousand 
dollars,  necessary  to  obtain  a  proffered  gift  of  thirty-seven  thousand 
dollars,  adding  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  the 
endowment  of  this  our  first  institution.  Every  Baptist  should  covet  an 
interest  in  this  work.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Our  Sunday  school  condition  in  the  Raleigh  Association,  while  not 
what  we  desire  by  any  means,  has  made  very  decided  advancement  in 
the  past  few  years.  The  work  has  a  much  stronger  hold  upon  our 
churches  and  the  people  generally  now  than  it  ever  had.  It  is  enlisting 
the  attention  of  our  leaders  and  the  men  in  our  churches.  While  the 
child  is  still  cared  for,  there  is  a  general  awakening  to  bring  adults  into 
the  Sunday  school,  and  we  rejoice  in  the  success  of  this  effort. 

We  recognize  the  great  movement  in  organized  adult  classes  in  our 
Sunday  schools,  known  as  Baraca  for  men  and  Philathea  for  women, 
through  whose  efforts  so  many  are  becoming  interested  in  the  work. 
The  same  principle  of  organization  is  also  being  applied  to  other  classes 
in  the  schools,  and  is  producing  fine  results. 

Better  organization  and  better  teaching  is  showing  itself  in  many 
ways,  and  our  churches  are  beginning  to  make  provision  for  the  best 
Avork  in  the  remodelling  and  constructing  their  houses  of  worship  with 
this  view. 

No  church  in  this  day  can  afford  to  neglect  making  the  very  best 
provision  possible  for  the  work  of  the  Sunday  school.  And  no  part  of 
our  work  bears  such  rich  fruitage. 

We  would  earnestly  recommend  that  a  standing  Sunday  School  Com- 
mittee of  five  be  appointed  at  this  session  of  our  Association,  to  whom 
shall  be  committed  the  special  oversight  of  the  Sunday  school  work  in 
our  territory.  That  this  committee  of  five  be  requested  to  provide  for 
the  holding  of  as  many  institutes  in  our  bounds  during  the  next  year 
as  possible,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  special  effort  put  forth  to 
secure  a  greater  attendance  of  the  people,  better  organization,  buildings 
and  quipment,  and  more  efficient  teaching.  That  these  institutes  be  held 
at  such  times  and  places  as  will  reach  every  school  in  our  Association. 

We  would  again  urge  upon  our  schools  that  they  make  liberal  contri- 
butions to  the  support  of  our  State  Sunday  school  work.  It  is  not  only 
doing  great  good  in  its  operations  in  destitute  sections,  but  to  every 
school  in  the  State. 

We  regret  that  we  are  soon  to  lose  from  our  State  work  Bro.  Hight 
C.  Moore,  who  has  done  such  efficient  and  valuable  service  as  Field 
Secretary.  We  congratulate  ourselves,  however,  that  he  is  to  be  a  part 
of  the  force  of  our  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, and  that  we  shall  still  be  privileged  to  profit  from  his  wisdom 
and  ability  in  his  chosen  field. 

Since  it  is  a  fact  that  Charity  and  Children  is  going  into  our  Sunday 
schools  in  such  large  numbers,  we  would  venture  to  make  the  suggestion 
that  we  believe  it  should  give  in  its  columns  every  week  a  carefully 
prepared  exposition  of  the  Sunday  school  lesson. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  would  urge  upon  all  our  Sunday  schools 
the  great  value  of  the  Home  Department  work,  and  ask  each  one,  if  they 
have  not  already  done  so,  to  add  this  feature  as  quickly  as  possible, 
full  information  of  which  may  be  had  by  applying  to  our  Baptist  head- 
quarters in  Raleigh.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE   RALEIGH   BAPTIST   ASSOCIATION. 


From  a  long  series  of  experience,  we,  the  Churches  of  Jesus  Christ, 
being  regularly  baptized  upon  the  profession  of  our  faith  in  Christ,  are 
convinced  of  the  necessity  of  a  combination  of  churches,  in  order  to 
perpetuate  a  union  and  communion  amongst  us,  and  preserve  and  main- 
tain a  correspondence  with  each  other  in  our  union.  We  therefore  pro- 
pose to  maintain  and  keep  the  orders  and  rules  of  an  Association  accord- 
ing to  the  following  plan  or  form  of  government: 

Article  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  ordained 
ministers  having  membership  with  the  churches  of  this  Association, 
and  of  male  members  chosen  by  the  different  churches  in  our  union,  and 
duly  sent  to  represent  them  in  the  Association;  these  members  shall 
produce  letters  from  their  respective  churches  certifying  their  appoint- 
ment. 

Art.  2.  In  the  letters  from  the  different  churches  shall  be  expressed 
their  number  in  full  fellowship,  those  baptized,  received  by  letter,  dis- 
missed, restored,  excommunicated  and  dead  since  the  last  Association; 
also  the  names  and  post-office  addresses  of  all  the  ordained  ministers 
and  licentiates  in  their  fellowship,  and  the  state  of  their  Sunday  schools,, 
and  the  number  of  volumes  in  their  libraries. 

Art.  3.  The  members  thus  chosen  and  convened  shall  have  no  power 
to  lord  it  over  God's  heritage,  nor  shall  they  have  any  ecclesiastical 
power  over  the  churches,  nor  shall  they  infringe  any  of  the  internal 
rights  of  any  church  in  the  union. 

Art.  4.  The  Association,  when  convened,  shall  be  governed  and  ruled 
by  a  regular  and  proper  decorum. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  a  Moderator  and  a  Clerk,  who 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  suffrages  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  6.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  into  this  union,  who  shall 
petition  by  letter  and  messengers,  upon  examination  (if  found  othordox 
and  orderly),  shall  be  received  by  the  Association,  the  Moderator  signi- 
fying their  reception  by  giving  the  messengers  the  right  hand  of  fellow- 
ship. 

Art.  7.  Every  church  in  the  union  shall  be  entitled  to  representa- 
tion in  the  Association;  but  shall  have  only  six  members  from  each 
church,  until  the  churches  amount  to  six  in  number;  then  five  members 
from  a  church. 

Art.  8.  Every  query  presented  by  any  church  belonging  to  this  Asso- 
ciation, or  from  the  Select  Committee,  shall  be  read  twice,  and  before  it 
is  debated  the  Moderator  shall  put  it  to  a  vote,  and  if  there  be  a  major- 
ity for  its  being  debated,  it  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  and  be 
deliberated;  but  if  there  be  a  majority  against  it,  it  shall  be  withdrawn. 

Art.  9.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  considera- 
tion, except  it  be  Avithdrawn  by  the  member  who  made  it. 

Art.  10.  The  Association  shall  endeavor  to  furnish  the  churches  with 
the  minutes  of  the  Association;  the  best  method  for  effecting  that  pur- 
pose shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  future  Associations. 

Art.  11.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  have  an 
Association  fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same;  for  the  raising 
and  supporting  of  which  we  think  it  the  duty  of  each  church  in  the 
union  to  contribute,  voluntarily,  such  sums  as  they  think  proper,  and 
send  by  the  hands  of  their  messengers  to  the  Association;  and  those 
moneys  thus  contributed  by  the  churches  and  receivea  by  the  Association 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  a  Treasurer  by  the  Association,  who 
shall  be  accountable  to  the  Association  for  all  moneys  by  him  received 
and  paid  out  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Association. 

Art.  12.  The  minutes  of  the  Association,  when  printed,  shall  be 
regularly  filed  by  the  Clerk,  and  recorded  in  a  book  which,  by  him,  shall 
be  kept  for  the  use  of  the  Association,  and  he  shall  endeavor  to  have 
said  book  present  at  each  Association. 
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Art.  13.  The  minutes  of  the  Association  shall  be  read  (and  corrected 
if  necessary)  and  signed  by  the  Moderator  and  Clerk  before  the  Associa- 
tion rises. 

Art.  14.  Amendments  to  this  plan,  or  form  of  government  may  be 
made  at  any  time  by  a  majority  of  the  union  when  they  may  deem  it 
necessary. 

Art.  15.  Should  any  brother  who  is  appointed  a  correspondent  to 
any  Association  fail  to  attend,  any  brother  bearing  a  copy  of  our  minutes, 
with  his  name  inserted  therein,  may  be  recognized  as  a  messenger  from 
this  Association. 

Art.  16.     The  Association  shall  have  power: 

1st.  To  provide  for  the  general  union  of  the  churches. 

2d.  To  preserve  inviolably  a  chain  of  communion  among  the  churches. 

3d.  To  give  the  churches  all  necessary  advice  in  matters  of  difficulty. 

4th.  To  inquire  into  the  cause  why  the  churches  fail  to  represent 
themselves  at  any  time  in  the  Association. 

5th.  To  appropriate  those  moneys  by  the  churches  contributed  for  an 
Association  fund  to  any  purpose  they  may  think  proper.

7th.  To  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this  union  which  shall  violate 
the  rules  of  this  Association,  or  deviate  from  the  othordox  principles  of 
religion. 

8th.  To  admit  any  of  the  distant  brethren  in  the  ministry  as  assistants 
who  may  be  present  at  the  time  of  their  sitting. 

9th.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  themselves  to  any 
future  time  or  place  they  may  think  most  convenient  to  the  churches  of 
the  union.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Our  Lord  and  Master  has  commanded  us  to  make  disciples  of  all 
nations,  and  when  they  have  declared  their  discipleship,  they  are  to 
be  taught  to  observe  all  things  Christ  has  commanded.  The  teaching 
part  of  our  commission  is  an  important  part  of  our  work.  This  is 
not  for  our  pastors  alone,  but  for  all.  This  work  is  greatly  aided  by 
the  faithful  Sunday  School  teacher.  So  important  and  so  urgent  is 
the  duty  of  teaching  that  the  school  work,  as  a  part  of  our  religious 
work,  is  considered  an  obligation  we  can  not  evade.  We  claim  that 
much  of  the  teaching  of  our  children  should  be  done  under  religious 
influences,  so  as  a  denomination  of  Christians,  we  have  established 
schools  the  policy  of  which  is  directed  by  our  own  people.  First  among 
these   we   mention   is 

WAKE    FOREST    COLLEGE. 

For  about  75  years  now,,  since  its  establishment,  it  has  been  one  of 
our  greatest  factors  in  the  development  of  our  denomination.  One  of 
the  prime  objects  in  establishing  the  college  was  the  training  of  our 
ministry.  Yet  its  students  occupy  the  various  positions  of  life  with 
credit  to  the  College.  In  later  years  the  departments  of  Law  and 
Medicine  have  been  added.  The  success  of  these  departments  seems  to 
show  the  wisdom  of  their  establishment.  Wake  Forest  now  has  an 
enrollment  of  362  students — the  largest  number  at  this  period  of  the 
session  in  the  history  of  the  College.  It  has  a  fine  faculty  of  true 
and  competent  men.  The  Board  of  Education,  of  which  Dr.  W.  R.  Cullom 
is  Secretary,  is  now  aiding  57  young  preachers.  In  the  history  of  the 
College  many  of  our  most  useful  pastors  have  been  aided  in  getting 
their  education  in  this  way.  Many  of  our  young  men  need  this  as- 
sistance.    May  they  rightly  use  and  appreciate  such  help.    Next  is  our 

BAPTIST    UNIVERSITY    FOR    WOMEN, 

located  in  Raleigh.  This  institution  has  had  a  wonderful  history. 
It  now  has  338  students  enrolled.  Last  year  its  number  of  students 
reached  407.  To  go  on  with  its  work,  and  employ  such  teachers  as  it 
must,  and  keep  its  work  in  proper  shape,  it  is  very  apparent  that  this 
school   must   have  endowment. 
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Chowan  Institute  is  specially  the  property  of  Chowan  and  West 
Chowan  Associations,   and   is   doing,   and  has  done,  great   good. 

Oxford  Seminary  continues  its  useful  history.  Many  good  and  true 
women  have  been  greatly  helped  in  preparation  for  life  by  the  train- 
ing received  in  this  school. 

Next  in  various  parts  of  our  State  we  have  associational  high  schools. 
Many  of  these  are  greatly  useful,  and  too  much  can  not  be  said  in 
their    behalf. 

Besides  these  there  are  a  number  of  private  schools,  in  various  sec- 
tions of  our  State,  that  have  done  great  good,  presided  over  by  our 
brethren. 

When  we  face  the  facts  as  they  are,  we  see  that  the  great  masses  of 
our  people  do  not  reach  such  schools  as  have  been  mentioned.  So  this 
brings  us  to  face  our  obligations  to  the  public  shcools  in  our  various 
counties  and  towns.  Many  of  our  Baptist  people  have  been  leaders 
in  this  line  of  education.  As  citizens  we  have  obligations  to  the  great 
masses  of  our  people.  Our  own  Biblical  Recorder,  under  J.  W.  Bailey, 
sounded  no  uncertain  note  for  primary  education,  and  did  much  to  in- 
crease the  funds  for  this  purpose.  One  great  duty  of  us  all  is  to  use 
our  influence  to  get  the  people  into  the  schools.  Many  are  out  of  the 
primary  schools  with  practically  no  excuse.

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

Our  Ministerial  Relief  Board  is  located  in  Durham,  N.  C,  and  its 
efficient  Secretary,  Bro.  J.  F.  McDuffie  has  done  a  noble  work  this  year 
among  the  old  and  wornout  ministers,  and  the  widows  of  those  who 
have  left  them  without  any  visible  means  of  a  living.  We  must  say, 
to  the  credit  of  this  board,  that  they  have  done  well  with  the  small 
amounts  sent  up  from  the  different  churches  of  our  Associations.  The 
amount  sent  up  by  all  the  churches  of  one  Convention  since  last 
December  is  $1,659.98  and  when  we  remember  that  one-third  of  this 
amount  goes  into  the  Permanent  Fund,  we  see  at  once  that  Bro.  Mc- 
Duffie has  only  had  $1,106,64  with  which  to  help  a  score  or  more  of 
these  noble  servants  of  God,  who  have  given  the  best  of  their  lives  to 
preaching  to  churches  from  which  they  received  but  little  remuneration 
and  now  they  are  too  old  and  infirm  to  make  a  living  for.  themselves, 
and  their  aged  wives.  So  let  us  who  are  younger  and  have  plenty  of 
the  goods  of  this  world,  see  that  these  old  and  faithful  servants  of 
God  are  well  cared  for  in  their  last  days.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

That  the  Sunday  School  is  an  indispensable  factor  in  church  work 
will  not  be  denied  by  intelligent  people.  In  Matt.  4:23  we  learn  that 
"Jesus  went  about  all  Gallilee  teaching  in  their  Synagogues."  The 
church  that  teaches  her  people  the  scriptures,  is  following  the  ex- 
ample and  Spirit  of  Christ.  "The  Sunday  School"  is  but  another  name 
for  "Bible  School."  It  is  the  most  effectual  way  of  imparting  truth 
to  the  young.  Every  person,  from  the  three-year-old  child  including 
the  very  aged,  has  a  place  in  the  Sunday  School. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  our  churches  are  awaking  to  duty  on 
this  line.  But  a  few  years  ago  a  number  of  churches  supported  a  Sun- 
day School  only  during  the  summer  months  each  year,  and  many 
churches  had  no  school  at  all.     Now,  according  to  the  minutes  of  last

Association  every  church  has  a  good   school,   some  perhaps  more  than 
one. 

Our  Field  Secretary  and  other  zealous  workers  have  done  a  great 
work  in  advancing  the  cause  of  the  Master  through  the  agency  of  the 
Sunday  School,  not  only  in  destitute  parts,  but  throughout  the  State. 
Perhaps  no  department  of  our  work  is  more  worthy  of  support  and 
fraught  with  better  results.  We  urge  therefore  that  the  churches 
make  liberal  contributions  to  the  cause  of  Sunday  School  Missions. 
The  statistics  of  1907  show  4800  pupils  in  Sunday  Schools  in  this 
Association,  while  there  is  room  for  twice  as  many.  This  affords  a  great 
opportunity,  and  an  inviting  field  for  consecrated  teachers  and  other 
workers. 

We  recommend  that  each  session  be  made  as  spiritual  as  possible,  and 
again  urge  that  every  school  provide  for  itself  the  very  best  equip- 
ment within  reach,  in  order  to  make  it  attractive  and  interesting,  that 
the  best  results  may  be  obtained. 

Again  we  emphasize  the  Baraca  and  Philathea  classes.  So  far  as 
we  know  the  schools  which  have  tried  these  class  organizations  have 
found  them  a  success,  and  they  open  up  a  new  way  of  usefulness  to 
young  men  and  voung  women.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

As  is  known  to  the  Association,  we  suppose,  we  have  no  mission 
stations  or  churches  under  the  support  of  our  State  Board,  but  there 
are  a  few  of  our  weaker  churches,  whose  condition  has  demanded  our 
help  in  order  for  them  to  maintain  regular  services.  From  these 
churches  during  the  past  year  the  letters  show  129  baptisms,  and  con- 
tributions to  missions  of  $127.99. 

In  the  minds  of  your  Committee,  most  if  not  all  of  our  churches 
heretofore  aided  should  now  be  asked  to  take  care  of  their  own  work. 
The  appeal  and  need  of  really  destitute  territory  is  too  strong  and  the 
work  too  necessary  for  us  not  to  take  care  of  our  own  work  if  it  is 
possible  for  us  to  do  so. 
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Your  Committee-  believes  that  the  Mission  Institutes  as  suggested 
in  our  last  report  would  be  of  incalculable  good  to  the  awakening  of 
renewed  interest  in  our  churches  and  properly  instructing  our  people 
in  the  work,  and  prospect  of  the  mission  fields  both  home  and  foreign, 
and  we  hope  our  pastors  will  in  some  way  bring  about  the  Mission 
Institute  as  proposed.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Beginning  at  Jerusalem.  The  teachings  of  Jesus  are  not  only  the 
products  of  divine  wisdom,  they  are  notable  for  their  sanctified  common 
sense. 

The  command  to  teach  all  nations  is  in  harmony  with  the  inherent 
nature  of  the  Christian  religion. 

The  first  impulse  of  the  young  convert  is  to  tell  the  good  news 
to  his  nearest  friend  and  to  persuade  him  to  accept  the  great  salvation, 
while  he  desires  the  salvation  of  all,  he  naturally  and  scripturally 
seeks  those  that  are  nearest  him.     He  begins  at  Jerusalem." 

In  this  great  command  our  Lord  is  very  specific.  After  telling  us 
to  "preach  the  gospel  to  all,  He  definitely  told  how  it  is  to  be  done: 
Begin  at  Jerusalem. 

The  object  of  State  Missions  is  to  do  this  very  thing. 

Enforcing  this  idea,  we  have  the  parable  of  the  woman  and  the 
leaven.  The  history  of  State  Missions  proves  the  wisdom  of  this 
command.  It  is  the  germ  that  develops  into  world-wide  evangelization. 
What  the  plant  bed  is  to  the  former,  State  Missions  is  to  the  churches, 
seeking   to   send   the  gospel   into   all   the  world, — which   is  the  field. 

There  are  yet  many  sections  of  North  Carolina  without  the  gospel 
in  its  fulness. 

Our  State  Mission  Board,  which  is  our  servant,  is  striving  to  reach 
these  destitute  sections  of  our  State.  It  has  sent  out  into  destitute 
fields  about  166  devoted  men  in  obedience  to  this  command  of  the 
Master  and  under  the  instruction  of  the  churches  of  our  State  Con- 
vention. 

We,  the  churches,  therefore,  through  our  board  have  sent  these  men 
to  preach.     We  promise  to  support  them. 

Now,  the  work  is  done  and  "the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire." 

They  have  done  their  part — we  must  do  ours,  or  be  false  to  our 
promises,  to  them  and  to  our  Master.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  much  work  has  been  done  at  the 
Orphanage,  toward  improving  the  place  and  better  equipping  it  for 
the  proper  care  of  the  orphan  children  who  are  placed  in  our  care. 

Within  the  past  year  the  Noah  Richardson  Library  building  has 
been  completed,  and  is  ready  to  receive  books,  and  we  suggest  the 
donation  of  suitable  books  to  be  placed  therein. 

The  Infirmary  known  as  the  Womans  building,  is  nearing  comple- 
tion. This  will  be  one  of  the  most  valuable  acquisitions  to  the  place 
as  it  will  enable  the  management  to  properly  care  for  the  sick,  and 
to  control  contagious  diseases. 

The  barn  has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  good  silo,  and 
many  other  improvements  are  being  made  on  the  grounds  and  build- 
ings. 

The  farm  is  being  brought  into  a  higher  state  of  cultivation,  under  the 
wise  directions  of  Bro.  S.  H.  Averitt  our  Treasurer.  During  the  last 
year  they  have  had  158  acres  in  cultivation,  most  of  the  work  being 
done  by  the  boys  of  the  Orphanage,  which  assists  greatly  in  the  care 
of  the  children.  Of  the  land  in  cultivation  35  acres  is  in  corn.  32  in 
wheat,  40  in  peas,  12  in  oats,  10  in  barley,  5  in  sweet  potatoes,  5  in 
irish  potatoes,  4  in  melons,   15  in  other  crops. 

The  children  are  given  as  good  training  as  is  possible,  the  boys  are 
trained  to  be  farmers,  some  mechanics,  some  shoemakers  and  some 
printers.  The  girls  are  trained  in  housework,  dressmaking,  sewing, 
laundrying,  etc.,  besides  the  splendid  schooling  that  is  being  given 
them. 

We  now  have  385  children  at  the  Orphanage  which  is  the  largest 
number  ever  under  our  care.  These  are  being  better  fed  than  ever 
before,  less  meats,  and  more  fruits,  vegetables  etc. 

We  believe  the  brethren  will  approve  of  giving  good  wholesome  food. 
Provisions  are  high  in  price  and  a  greater  number  of  children,  calls 
for  increased  contributions. 

We  desire  to  recommend  again,  and  emphasize  its  importance,  that 
every  Baptist  Sunday  School  in  our  Association  be  urged  to  take  up 
one  collection  each  month  for  the  orphanage,  and  that  each  church 
take  up  a  special  collection  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  on  the  Sunday 
nearest  this  day  for  the  fatherless  ones. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Sunday  Schools  take  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  copies  of  Charity  and  Children  to  place  one  in  each  family  re- 
presented in  the  school. 

Remember  that  in  caring  for  the  fatherless  children  we  are  minister- 
ing to  Jesus,  for  He  said  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least 
of  these — ye  have  done  it  unto  me."

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  providence  of  God  has  been,  and  is,  most  vividly  manifest  in 
the  work  of  Home  Missions.  "We  have  had  a  memorable  year  of 
achievements.  It  seems  that  the  sowing  of  former  years  has  come  to 
fruitage  in  this  glorious  harvest.  For  the  year  just  closed  we  bring 
the  news  of  22,404  baptisms  and  18,015  additions  by  letter,  making 
40,419  additions  to  the  churches  through  the  labors  of  our  mission- 
aries. Surely  goodness  and  mercy  have  followed  us.  The  Lord  hath 
done  great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad." 

"It  is  expected  that  every  missionary  of  the  Home  Board  will  give 
unqualified  support  to  all  the  interests  fostered  by  the  Southern  Bap- 
ist  Convention.  A  symmetrical  development  and  culture,  with  due 
regard  for  all  our  great  interests,  is  of  prime  importance,  that  our 
missionaries  are  not  remiss  in  this  [respect]  is  shown  in  a  most  strik- 
ing manner  in  Texas,  where  our  missionaries  collected  $4,552  for 
Home  Missions,  and  $5,029.37  for  Foreign  Missions,  this  is  in  keeping 
with  the  fact  that  in  Texas  there  are  more  young  men  and  women  in 
our  Baptist  schools  pledged  to  go  to  the  foreign  field  than  from  any 
State  in  the  South."  In  the  men  and  money,  we  are  giving  to  this 
great  trans-Mississippi  country,  we  are  doing  our  best  work  cfor 
Foreign  Missions." 

In  no  year  of  our  history,  have  we  made  the  progress  that  the  pre- 
sent one  shows,  we  have  aided  scores  of  churches  by  gifts  or  loans. 
Among  the  Pawnee  and  Osage  Indians,  suitable  buildings  have  been 
provided.  The  Mexican  Church  school  building  at  El  Paso  is  ready 
for  dedication.  The  splendid  building  of  the  First  Church,  New 
Orleans,  is  nearing  completion.  Competent  critics  pronounce  it  the  best 
Protestant  Church  plant  in  the  city.  Our  work  in  Cuba  has  been 
greatly  helped  by  an  excellent  chapel  at  Matanzas,  and  smaller  ones 
elsewhere.  These  are  but  samples  of  the  work  being  done  in  this 
division  of  our  labors. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

There  is  a  never-before-heard-of  interest  in  missionary  study.  There 
are  mission  study  classes  in  nearly  all  of  our  schools,  and  school  Y.  M. 
C.  A's.  It  is  no  longer  considered  a  light  thing  in  our  colleges  for  a 
young  man  to  give  himself  to  some  phase  of  mission  work. 

With  these  facts  before  them,  capable  writers  are  turning  their 
attention  to  the  various  aspects  of  the  problems  of  American  mis- 
sions. Of  course  only  a  few  of  the  books  deal  directly  with  the  work 
of  Southern  Baptists,  but  they  all  serve  as  sidelights  upon  our  pro- 
blems. In  this  connection,  the  Life  of  Dr.  J.  T.  Tichenor  is  a  valuable 
addition  to  our  mission  literature.  Also,  the  women  are  giving  to  the 
denomination  a  high  class  of  literature,  indispensable  to  the  efficiency 
of  their  work.  Likewise,  the  board  continues  to  add  to  the  assort- 
ment of  tracts.  Our  Home  Field  is  a  magazine  of  incalculable  value, 
and  should  have  a  much  wider  circulation  among  our  people.  The 
denominational  weeklies  have  been  of  inestimable  value  this  year. 
Unanimously  and  unfaltering  have  the  editors  rallied  our  people  when 
their  interest  in  missions  was  waning. 
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FINANCE. 

Notwithstanding  the  terrible  storms  that  swept  over  the  middle 
South  and  Mississippi  Valley,  killing  hundreds  of  people,  and  causing 
damage  almost  beyond  description,  we  have  much  occasion  for  joy. 

The  receipts  from  the  State  were  $248,138.17;  from  miscellaneous 
sources,  $17,197.42;  total  receipts,  $265,335.59,  an  increase  of  $33,501.56 
over  the  previous  year. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary  to  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  shows  marked  progress.  The  total  value  of  boxes  to  frontier 
missionaries  and  furnishings  for  mountain  schools  is  $24,543.46,  while 
the  total  moneyed  contribution  for  this  year,  May,  1907-8,  is  $56,190.70, 
an  increase  of  $9,165.18  over  last  year. 

Another  phase  of  the  work  of  the  Union  that  is  worthy  of  special 
notice,  is  the  Training  School  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  where  there  have 
been  31  young  women  in  training  for  mission  work. 

The  contributions  of  the  Union  to  this  school,  with  those  to  the 
Margaret  Home  for  missionaries'  children,  added  to  those  for  moun- 
tain schools,  and  to  all  other  objects  which  received  cash  contributions 
from  the  Union,  make  a  grand  total  $186,198.58,  or  a  total  for  cash 
and  boxes  $210,742.04.  The  expenses  of  the  Union  are  less  than  4  per 
cent  of  its  monev  contributions.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

When  Jesus  stood  for  the  last  time  on  Mt.  Olivet  with  the  eleven 
disciples,  He  said,  "All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  earth, 
Go  ye,  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of- 
the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you,  and  lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."  These  marching 
orders  have,  never  been  revoked.  All  through  the  ages,  He  has  been 
with  those  who  have  obeyed  this  divine  command,  giving  great  success 
to  their  labors. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  our  Foreign 
Mission  Board  had  219  missionaries  and  334  native  helpers  on  the 
various  foreign  fields.  Last  year  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
with  a  membership  of  2,015,080*  raised  $402,328.16  for  Foreign  Missions, 
which  is  nineteen  cents  per  member.  Of  this  amount  North  Carolina 
with  205,046  members  raised  $35,540.97  or  nearly  17  cents  per  member. 
The  Raleigh  Association  with  4,295  members  raised  $1,607.46,  which 
is  37  cents  per  member. 

This  year  with  a  membership  of ,  we  have  raised  $1,159.48 

making per  member. 

There     are     14.179     members     on     foreign     fields     who     contributed 
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$34,825.13    last   year,    an    average    of   two    dollars   and    forty-five   cents 
per  member,   what  a  lesson   in  consecration  for  our  home  churches.

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Our  Orphanage  paper,  Charity  and  Children  informs  us  weekly  about 
the  condition  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage,  and  it  also  contains  very 
valuable  reading  matter.  We  would  urge  each  Sunday  School  to  take 
enough  copies  of  this  paper  to  place  one  in  every  family  of  their 
school.  We  believe  this  would  be  a  stimulant  to  the  Sunday  School 
work  and  would  greatly  increase  the  sympathy  of  the  people  in  our 
orphanage    work. 

The  Biblical  Recorder,  the  organ  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention 
has  for  years  kept  the  churches  informed  on  vital  questions  which  have 
been  ably  discussed  by  the  leaders  of  the  brotherhood.  This  paper  is 
strictly  religious,  biblical  and  firmly  baptist.  We  do  not  believe  any 
man  or  woman  can  be  the  best  baptist  possible  without  reading  this 
paper,  therefore,  we  heartily  recommend  it  to  every  baptist  in  this 
Association.

Let  us 
teach  total  abstinence  to  our  children  and  practice  it  ourselves,  let 
us  insist  upon  all  officials  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and  permit  no 
man  or  set  of  men  without  knowledge  or  consent  to  manufacture  or 
sell  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beaverage,  and  we  shall  soon  see  such 
blessings  in  morals,  religion,  happy  homes  and  peaceful,  contented 
citizens  as  we  have  never  dreamed  of.

Brethren 
Seagraves,  Moore  and  J.  M.  Broughton  spoke  to  the  report,  after  which 
it  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

In  Matthew  4:23,  we  read  that  "Jesus  went  about  all  Galilee  teach- 
ing the  gospel  of  the  kingdom.  And  in  Acts  13:14  we  find  Paul  in  the 
synagogue  on  the  Sabbath  day.  In  these  two  examples  above  we  have 
enough  to  instruct  us  on  the  line  of  duty,  but  add  to  these  the  lives 
of  thousands  who  find  pleasure  in  teaching  every  Sabbath,  and  then 
the  thousands  of  others  who  are  brought  into  the  kingdom  annually  by 
their  teaching ;   and  we  have  much  to  inspire  and  to  encourage. 

The  Sunday  School  workers  of  our  association  are  the  most  ef- 
fective and  faithful  workers  in  our  body.  If  we  could  only  enlist  all 
our  members  in  this  work  there  would  be  a  far  greater  ingathering 
than  our  minutes  now  show. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  association  show  315  baptisms.  Of  this 
number  190  were  from  the  ranks  of  the  Sunday  School.  These  figures 
only  represent  direct  results.  But  the  indirect  results  of  impressions 
for  good  that  have  their  origin  in  the  Sunday  School  can  not  be  es- 
timated. 

Secretary  Middleton  has  done  and  is  doing  a  great  work  in  in- 
structing and  encouraging  our  workers,  but  other  duties  of  his  office 
prevent  him  from  visiting  many  of  our  schools.  We  recommend  that 
each  school  keep  in  touch  with  the  needs  of  this  department  of  our 
work.  The  minutes  of  our  last  session  show  a  falling  off  of  contributions 
for  Sundav  School  Missions,  fourteen  churches  showing  no  contribu- 
tions at  all.  We  earnestly  recommend  that  each  church  give  at  least 
one  Sunday  in  the  year  for  this  object. 

We  recognize  the  need  of  better  teachers  and  recommend  that  the 
schools  supply  their  teachers  with  the  best  literature  and  equipment 
obtainable.     Our  Sunday  School  Board  has  prepared  a  course  of  study 
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for  teachers   which   is   inexpensive,   but  very   helpful   and   ought  to  be 
more  generally  used. 

We  also  recommend  that  each  Sunday  School  give  the  collection 
of  one  Sunday  each  month  to  the  Orphanage.

We  heartily  commend  the  Biblical  Recorder,  and  ask  the  pastors 
of  our  churches  to  impress  upon  their  congregations  the  duty  of  reading 
the  organ  of  our  State  Convention.  Our  children  should  be  trained  to 
read  religious  literature.  Charity  and  Children  is  a  safe,  wholesome 
paper,  well  suited  for  our  Sunday  Schools  to  take  in  clubs  of  ten  or 
more. 

The  literature  published  by  our  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  is,  we  believe,  best  for  our  Sunday  Schools  to  use. 

We  believe  that  the  occasional  publication  of  a  small,  cheap  asso- 
ciational  paper  for  a  few  years  would  be  helpful;  and  we  ask  that  the 
Association  consider  the  advisability  of  starting  such  a  paper.

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF, 

No  nation  can  be  called  great  which  does  not  make  some  arrange- 
ment for  the  men  in  old  age,  who  defended  their  country  in  the  day 
of  their  young  manhood.  So  we  find,  not  only  our  own  nation,  the 
United  States,  providing  for  their  old  worn-out  soldiers,  but  each  Slate 
in  the  South  has  been  looking  after  its  own  soldiers  and  have  funds 
and  homes  where  these  old  soldiers  are  now  being  well  cared  for,  and 
we  commend  both  nation  and  State  for  thus  showing  their  appreciation 
of  the  services  of  these  noble  men.  So,  brethren,  shall  we,  as  God's 
servants  do  less  for  our  old  worn-out  soldiers  of  the  cross,  and  the  true 
wives  who  have  made  such  great  sacrifices  that  their  husbands  might 
preach  the  Gospel  to  lost  men  and  women?  We  have  our  Ministerial 
Relief  Board,  located  in  Durham,  N.  C,  who  have  been  doing  a  noble 
work  with  the  small  amounts  contributed  by  our  churches.  Last  year 
up  to  the  meeting  of  our  association  the  amount  sent  up  to  this  board 
was   $1,659.98,   while  this  year  we  have  sent  up  for   this  noble  work 
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$2,698.92.  So  we  have  an  increase  of  $1,038.94,  which  has  greatly 
encouraged  Bro.  McDuffy  and  his  board,  and  has  relieved  the  wants  of 
many  a  worthy  man  and  woman;  but  brethren  don't  let  us  think  we 
have  done  our  whole  duty,  but  keep  on  enlarging  our  contributions 
until  all  of  these  worthy  servants  shall  not  only  have  enough  to  keep 
soul  and  body  together,  but  that  they  shall  be  made  comfortable  and 
happy  so  far  as  this  world  can  afford  them  plenty  to  eat  and  wear.

Evening    Session. 

The  association  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Bro.  J.  M.  Broughton. 

At  7:30  o'clock  Bro.  A.  J.  Moncrief  preached  the  annual  sermon. 
Text,  Luke  16:11. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Hilliard  presented  the  following  memorial  to  the  mem- 
ory of  our  deceased  Brother,  Rev.  A.  D.  Hunter. 

Memorial    to    Rev.   A.    D.     Hunter. 

Rev.  A.  D.  Hunter,  son  of  Isaac  and  H.  A.  Hunter,  was  born 
in  Wake  County,  near  Holly  Springs,  N.  C,  July  15,  1856,  and  died 
at  his  home  in  Cary,  N.  C,  November  23,  1908,  being  at  the  time  of 
his  death  52  years  3  months  and  8  days  old. 

Bro.  Hunter  gave  his  heart  to  Christ  when  only  12  years  old,  and 
joined  the  church  at  Holly  Springs,  where  he  soon  became  a  very  ef- 
ficient young  member,  and  while  yet  a  young  man  began  to  exercise 
his  gifts  in  prayer  and  in  word  of  exhortation  among  his  many 
friends,  and  was  known  as  a  pious  young  man.  Bro.  Hunter's  early 
education  was  at  Apex  Academy  and  Holly  Springs  High  School,  under 
such  noble  men  as  Revs.  J.  M.  White  and  W.  H.  Norris,  who  did  much 
to  develop  the  noble  gifts  of  our  beloved  Bro.  Hunter.  He  spent  some 
time  at  Wake  Forest  College  in  the  '70s,  and  then  took  a  two-year 
course  in  our  seminary  at  Louisville,  Ky.  He  was  ordained  to  the 
full  work  of  the  ministry  the  second  Sunday  in  June,  1882,  at  Holly 
Springs  Church.  The  presbytery  that  set  aside  Bro.  Hunter  to  the  full 
work  of  the  "Gospel  ministry"  was  composed  of  the  following  brethren: 
Dr.  T.  H.  Prichard,  president  of  Wake  Forest  College;  Revs.  J.  C.  Mar- 
com,  Johnson  Olive  and  O.  L.  Stringfield.  Bro.  Hunter  served  a  great 
many  of  the  churches  of  the  Raleigh  Association  as  pastor,  showing  the 
high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  his  home  people.  He  was  pastor 
of  the  Greenville  Memorial  Church,  Pitt  County,  N.  C,  for  several 
years ;  he  also  served  many  churches  in  other  associations.  He  suc- 
ceeded Rev.  O.  L.  Stringfield  as  financial  agent  of  Meredith  College 
where  he  did  a  fine  work  for  the  denomination.     Bro.  Hunter  was  one 
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of  our  best  pastors,  a  man  of  strong  convictions  and  not  afraid  to  make 
an  honest  effort  to  carry  out  his  convictions,  and  a  great  worker  for 
missions,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  There  was  no  sacrifice  too  great 
for  him  to  make,  both  for  the  cause  of  the  "Master"  and  the  cause  of 
education,  that  he  did  not  willingly  enter  into  when  opportunity  of- 
fered him  to  do  so. 

Bro.  Hunter  was  married  three  times.  The  first  time  he  married 
Miss  Emma  Gunter,  of  Durham  County,  N.  C,  October  16,  1883;  by 
this  union  there  were  born  two  daughters,  one  now  living  in  Gary,  Miss 
Elsie  Hunter,  who  is  showing  no  little  kindness  to  her  step-mother  and 
her  half  brothers  and  sisters.  The  second  marriage  was  to  Miss  Irene 
Walker,  of  Gary,  N.  C. ;  by  this  union  there  were  born  one  daughter 
and  three  sons,  who  are  also  now  with  their  step-mother  in  Cary,  N.  C. 
The  third  marriage  was  to  Miss  Betsy  M.  Bodwell,  of  Warren  County, 
N.  C.,  and  by  this  union  there  were  born  two  daughters,  all  of  them 
now  living  with  their  mother  in  Gary,  N.  C.  Bro.  Hunter  had  three 
noble  and  refined  wives,  and  it  was  the  good  fortune  of  the  writer  of 
these  lines  to  personally  know,  not  only  these  good  women,  but  the 
families  from  which  they  came,  being  among  the  best  families  in  N.  C. 

Bro.  Hunter  will  be  greatly  missed  by  his  many  friends  and  by 
the  ministry  of  the  Raleigh  Association,  and  of  other  associations  where 
he  did  a  good  work,  both  for  the  associations  and  the  cause  of  the 
Master  in  North  Carolina.  But  Bro.  Hunter  will  be  missed  most  by  the 
faithful  wife  and  children  who  knew  him  best,  and  for  whom  he  pro- 
vided so  well  while  living,  and  by  insurance  policies  left  enough  to  pay 
all  of  his  indebtedness,  and  right  much  for  his  wife  and  children  to 
live  on  after  he  was  gone. 

Bro.  Hunter  was  a  true  husband  to  all  of  his  wives  and  a  loving 
father  to  his  children,  and  a  faithful  friend  to  suffering  humanity. 

May  a  loving  Saviour  heal  the  broken-hearted  wife  and  children  in 
this  their  hour  of  greatest  trouble,  and  may  the  children  follow  the 
noble  examples  of  the  father,  and  at  least  one  of  the  boys  be  called 
to  take  his  place  in  the  ministry,  and  thus  the  mantle  of  the  father 
fall  on  the  son;  and  may  the  faithful  wife  and  daughters  fill  well  their 
mission  in  the  world,  is  the  prayer  of  one  who  loved  Bro.  Hunter  for 
his  virtues  and  graces.  J.  M.  Hilliard. 

After  remarks  by  Brethren  J.  M.  Hilliard,  Beach,  Pippin,  Jones, 
J.  M.  Broughton  and  N.  B.  Broughton  upon  the  character  and  services 
of  the  deceased,  the  report  was  adopted. 

At  request  of  the  Moderator,  Bro.  Beach  led  the  association  in  spe- 
cial prayer  for  the  widow  and  children  of  Bro.  Hunter. 

The  association  adjourned  until  tomorrow  morning  at  9:40  with 
benediction  by  Bro.  D.  D.  Edwards. 


THURSDAY  MORNING. 

October  28,  1909. 

After  devotional  exercises,  conducted  by  Bro.  C.  C.  Wheeler,  the  as- 
sociation was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator. 

Proceedings  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

The  following  visitors  were  recognized  and  invited  to  seats:  R.  T. 
Vann,  Meredith  College;  Livingston  Johnson,  representing  State  mis- 
sions;  T.   S.  Crutchfield,  Baptist  Orphanage. 
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Report  on  Baptist  Orphanage  was  read  by  Bro.  W.  A.  Cooper.  On 
motion  to  adopt,  the  report  was  discussed  by  Brethren  Cooper  and 
Crutchfield,  after  which  it  was  adopted. 

REPORT   ON   ORPHANAGE. 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  at  Thomasville,  N.  C,  established  twenty- 
four  years  ago,  has  grown  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of 
the  founders,  both  in  usefulness  and  in  the  hearts  of  our   people. 

The  Orphanage  plant  now  consists  of  450  acres  of  land — 150  in  cul- 
tivation— a  fine  white  oak  and  hickory  grove  of  some  twenty-five  acres, 
where  is  located  ten  dormitories,  a  general  dining  hall,  infirmary,  school 
building,  printing  office,  wood-working  and  shoe  shops,  steam  laundry, 
central  sewing  room,  dairy,  general  manager's  home,  home  for  treas- 
urer, library,  and  barns  for  horses  and  cows.  The  place  has  a  complete 
sewerage  system  also. 

The  infirmary,  one  of  the  very  best  equipped,  and  the  Noah  Rich- 
ardson Library  have  been  completed  during  the  past  year. 

The  Simmons  Nursery  has  been  remodeled  and  enlarged  in  such  a 
way  as  to  reflect  credit  on  the  memory  of  Dennis  Simmons,  who  gave 
the  magnificent  sum  of  $100,000,  with  which  amount,  although  the 
donor  is  dead,  he  will  be  caring  for,  clothing,  feeding,  teaching,  intel- 
lectually and  religiously,  about  seventy-five  children  from  year  to  year, 
on  and  on  until  the  end  of  time. 

Electric  power  has  been  installed  for  the  running  of  all  machinery 
and  lighting  the  place. 

We  have  a  splendid  herd  of  Holstein  and  Jersey  cattle,  a  good  lot 
of  hogs,  orchards  coming  on,  which  will  be  bearing  within  the  next  few 
years. 

The  Orphanage  at  this  time  needs  a  building  in  which  boys  may  be 
given  manual  training  in  the  mechanical  trades  and  industrial  arts,  so 
that  larger  numbers  may  be  prepared  for  honorable,  useful  and  inde- 
pent  careers  when  they  go  out  to  take  their  places  in  the  world. 

Four  hundred  children  are  now  being  cared  for,  given  a  good  edu- 
cation— going  as  high  as  the  Ninth  Grade.  Other  means  of  devel- 
opment are  the  farm,  the  machine  and  shoe  shops,  the  printing  office, 
the  sewing  room,  the  laundry,  the  kitchen,  housekeeping,  the  library, 
the  Orphanage  church,  and  the  precept  and  example  of  the  godly,  con- 
secrated men  and  women  in  charge. 

During  the  year  about  twenty  of  the  children  have  been  converted 
and  have  joined  the  church. 

The  support  of  the  Orphanage  depends  upon  the  voluntary  contri- 
butions of  the  churches  and  Sunday  Schools.  The  Raleigh  Association 
for  a  number  of  years  has  recommended  that  the  Sunday  Schools  take 
up  a  collection  each  month  for-  this  purpose.  We  are  glad  to  report 
that  this  is  being  done  by  most  of  the  churches,  and  we  hope  that  every 
church  will  do  this  from  now  on. 

There  are  nearly  500  Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina  who  take 
up  a  monthly  collection.  We  should  encourage  others  to  do  so,  and 
urge  our  people  to  a  continued  liberal  and  systematic  giving  to  this  great 
charity  on  which  God  has  so  signally  shown  His  favor  from  its  begin- 
ning. 

We  urge  each  church  to  meet  in  Thanksgiving  service  on  the  day 
set  apart,  or  on  Sunday  before  or  immediately  following  Thanksgiving 
Day,  and  take  a  collection  for  the  Orphanage. 

We  recommend  that  the  Sunday  Schools  take  Charity  and  Children, 
which  can  be  secured  in  clubs  at  60  cents  a  copy  per  year. 

Remember   the   Scriptures :

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Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my 
brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.

Bro.  Beach  read  report  on  State  Missions,  which  was  discussed 
by  Bro.  Livingston  Johnson. 

STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  plan  of  work  laid  down  by  our  Lord  contemplated  the  sub- 
jugation of  every  soul  in  all  the  world  to  the  reign  of  Christ. 

Beginning  at  Jerusalem,  extend  through  Judea  and  Samaria,  and 
into  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

Each  Christian  should  extend  the  knowledge  of  the  Gospel  as  far 
as  his  personal  influence  reaches,  and  then  by  cooperation  in  every 
organized  effort  help  in  the  regions  beyond. 

There  are,  in  round  numbers,  six  hundred  thousand  (600,000)  adults 
in  our  State  who  are  not  Christians.  This  offers  us  an  open  door  of 
opportunity.  • 

In  eastern  North  Carolina  Baptist  influence  is  comparatively  small 
in  many  sections,  while  hurtful  and  pernicious  doctrines  are*  being 
spread  abroad.  This  can  only  be  counteracted  by  the  spread  of  the 
truth. 

We  also  have  factory  towns  where  great  numbers  are  congregating 
who  need  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  And  then  the  mountain  section  is 
being  invaded  and  Baptist  principles  are  being  undermined  by  influ- 
ences which  must  be  counteracted. 

It  thus  becomes  our  duty  to  give  the  Gospel  to  those  who  have  it 
not  and  guard  the  welfare  of  those  who  already  have  it. 

We  consider  all  sections  where  our  doctrines  are  not  established 
as  mission  territory,  no  difference  who  may  have  preceded  us. 

There  is  some  work  being  done  in  our  association,  and  more  should 
be  done  next  year.  The  Raleigh  Association  contributing  a  little  more 
than  thirteen  (13)  cents  per  capita  last  year  for  State  Missions,  while 
the  pledges  this  year  make  a  little  more  than  sixteen  (16)  cents,  and 
the  contributions  are  nearly  twenty-six  (26)  cents  per  capita  in  the 
twenty-five  churches  that  have  reported.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  executive  committee  is  glad  to  report  that  the  weaker  churches 
of  the  Association  are  making  progress  and  development  that  is  en- 
couraging. There  are  still  some  that  need  our  encouragement  and  help. 
We  should  strive  to  help  these  by  building  up  their  Sunday  Schools. 
One  of  these   churches   reports   no   Sunday   School.     We   desire  to  call 
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attention  to  the  work  that  has  been  done  at  McCullers.  This  is  a  point 
where  the  numbers  are  few,  yet  they  have  completed  a  beautiful  church 
building  with  only  a  small  debt  of  about  $300,  which  should  be  cared 
for  by  the  churches  of  Ealeigh  Association. 

We  are  made  happy  over  the  magnificent  reports  coming  from 
most  of  the  churches  of  the  large  increase  in  State  missions.  About 
140  baptisms  have  been  reported.  There  should  have  been  many  more. 
We  want  to  encourage  greater  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  pastors  and 
the  laymen — and  we  want  to  urge  with  all  of  our  power  the  importance 
of  building  up  the  Sunday  Schools.  Let  the  superintendents  study  the 
best  methods  and  get  around  them  the  best  corps  of  helpers  possible  and 
we  will  see  a  still  greater  development.

Afternoon    Session. 

Association  reassembled   at   1.30   p.   m. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  pledges  be  taken  for  all  objects, 
including  McCullers  Church,  immediately  after  discussion  of  Foreign 
Mission  report. 

The  report  on  State  Missions  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  was 
then  adopted. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Missions  was  presented  and  read. 

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT. 

God  has  signally  blessed  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions.  Not  only 
has  the  work  succeeded  in  its  purpose  to  extend  the  Master's  kingdom 
unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth,  but  it  has  reacted  with  very 
great  blessings  upon  the  churches  engaged  in  it.  Indeed,  the  work 
which  we  designate  as  "Missions"  is  the  most  vital  work  of  the 
churches  of  Christ.  No  church  can  prosper  without  it.  Has  any  great 
prosperity  or  mighty  revival  power  ever  attended  any  anti-missionary 
or  omissionary  church?  The  church  that  undertakes  to  live  within 
itself  and  confine  its  activities  to  its  own  field  and  flock  pursues  a 
suicidal  policy,  for  it  is  true  of  the  church  as  well  as  of  the  individual, 
that  to  save  its  life  by  withholding  it  from  the  cause  of  Christ  is  to 
lose  it,  and  to  lose  it  for  Christ's  and  the  Gospel's  sake  is  to  save  it 
unto  a  larger  and  more  blessed  life.  "There  is  that  scattereth  and 
yet  increaseth;  there  is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet,  but  it 
tendeth  to  poverty."  God  said  it,  and  the  experience  of  the  church 
has  proved  it  true. 

The  past  year's  work  has  been  the  best  in  the  history  of  our  For- 
eign Mission  Board.  In  1892,  as  a  result  of  forty-eight  years  work,  the 
board  reported  a  total  of  2,923  baptisms.  The  1909  report  shows  that 
during  the  last  year  alone  there  have  been  2,905  baptisms,  or  only 
eighteen  less  than  for  the  first  forty-eight  years.  Of  course,  these 
splendid  results  of  the  past  year's  work  are  the  harvest  of  those  former 
years.  Those  were  years  of  sowing. and  cultivating;  now  the  harvest 
is  coming  in  ever  increasing  measure. 

The  sum  of  our  giving  to  this  great  cause  has  grown  from  year 
to  year.  As  we  have  seen  our  Lord's  work  prospering  at  the  distant 
outposts,  and  have  felt  the  reflex  blessing  of  our  giving  in  the  in- 
creasing prosperity  at  home,  we  have  enlarged  our  gifts.  In  1900  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  gave  to  all  missions,  including  State,  Home 
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and  Foreign,  the  sum  of  $32,826.36.  In  1908  they  gave  the  sum 
of  $86,461.74.  This  was  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  per 
cent — in  round  numbers.  These  sums  were  divided  as  follows:  In 
1900,  State  Missions,  $18,530.14;  Home  Missions,  $5,538.56;  Foreign 
Missions,  $8,757.66.  In  1908,  State  Missions,  $36,254.73;  Home  Mis- 
sions, $16,901.21;  Foreign  Missions,  $33,296.80.  The  sum  of  increase, 
and  the  respective  ratios  of  increase  show  a  healthy  and  substantial 
growth  of  missionary  sentiment  in  general,  and  of  world-wide  interest 
and  sympathy  especially. 

While  this  increase  has  been  commendable  and  encouraging  it  has 
not  kept  pace  with  the  increase  of  our  numbers  and  wealth.  No  fig- 
ures are  available  to  show  just  what  the  increase  of  Baptist  wealth 
in  North  Carolina  has  been,  but  North  Carolina  has  had  her  portion 
of  the  great  prosperity  which  the  South  has  enjoyed  for  the  past 
decade,  and  the  Baptists  their  full  share.  In  five  years,  from  1900 
to  1905,  the  valuation  of  farm  and  manufactured  products  in  the 
South  increased  $2,298,711,000,  which  was  an  increase  of  about  115 
per  cent.  This  does  not  include  mineral  productions,  railroad  earn- 
ings or  increase  in  property  values,  all  of  which  would  probably  more 
than  double  the  percentage  of  increase  in  earnings  and  cause  it  to  far 
exceed  the  percentage  of  increase  in  giving. 

It  follows  then  that  we  are  not  filling  up  the  rapidly  increasing 
measure  of  our  duty  and  responsibility.  With  marvelous  increase  of 
means,  and  more  marvelous  enlargement  of  opportunity,  our  duty  is 
very  great. 

The  committee  on  estimates  and  apportionments  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  at  Louisville,  recommended 
that  North  Carolina  give  $45,000  to  Foreign  Missions  this  Convention 
year.  Proceeding  upon  that  recommendation,  a  committee  composed  of 
one  of  the  secretaries  of  the  Foreign  Board,  our  State  Mission  Board 
Secretary,  and  the  Vice-President  of  the  Foreign  Board  for  North  Car- 
olina, has  apportioned  this  amount  among  the  associations.  The 
Raleigh  Association  is  asked  to  assume  $1,300  of  the  amount.  This 
is  only  $123.05  more  than  the  sum  reported  last  year,  and  the  present 
session's  report  will  probably  exceed  the  amount  asked  for. 

These  apportionments  are  made  in  no  dictatorial  spirit.  Our  con- 
ventions have  no  authority  to  dictate  to  our  associations,  nor  the  as- 
sociations to  the  churches.  We  are  not  lawfully  bound  by  this  appor- 
tionment, but  by  every  other  right  we  are.  We  can  not  fail  to  rec- 
ognize the  importance  of  some  system  and  of  hearty  cooperation  in  the 
work  for  which  our  boards  are  appointed,  so  the  churches  should  prompt- 
ly approve  the  plans  devised  for  the  work.  It  is  a  consummation  de- 
voutly to  be  desired  that  some  system  should  be  devised  by  which 
every  church  could  be  made  to  feel  its  responsibility  and  see  its  duty, 
and  enter  the  list  of  contributors.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  only 
one  church  in  this  association  reported  no  contribution  to  Foreign  Mis- 
sions last  year. 

Your  committee  hereby  recommends  that  we  concur  in  the  plans 
of  the  board,  assume  responsibility  for  the  amount  suggested,  and  that 
a  committee  on  apportionments  be  appointed  to  divide  this  amount 
among  the  churches. 

For  general  information  we  append  the  following  table  of  statis- 
tics, compiled  from  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Foreign  Board.

REPORT    ON    EDUCATION. 

The  education  of  our  children  is  a  matter  of  supreme  importance 
to  us  as  a  denomination.  We  should  encourage  every  effort  to  put 
good  schools  within  the  reach  of  all  the  people.  We  favor  and  en- 
courage local  taxation  for  the  rural  districts.  Better  schoolhouses, 
more  efficient  teachers  and  longer  terms  ought  to  be  sought  after  with 
diligence.  Our  peculiar  care,  however,  as  Baptists,  ought  to  be  our 
own  denominational  schools  and  colleges.  Their  every  interest  and 
need  should  be  considered.  They  have  been  established  by  heroic  sac- 
rifices. The  prayers  of  saints  have  hallowed  many  of  them.  They 
have  vitally  affected  every  department  of  our  work  as  a  denomination. 
Their  continued  usefulness  ought  not  to  be  impaired  by  a  lack  of  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  the  churches. 
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Wake  Forest  College,  crowned  with  almost  a  century  of  useful- 
ness, with  its  seven  well-equipped  buildings,  valued  at  nearly  $200,000; 
with  its  sixteen  different  departments,  including  Education,  Law  and 
Medicine;  with  a  faculty  of  over  thirty  men  and  an  enrollment  of  al- 
most 400  students,  is  an  institution  of  which  every  North  Carolina 
Baptist  should  be  proud.  Our  women's  college,  with  its  appropriate 
and  musical  name,  Meredith,  though  younger  in  years,  has  rapidly 
advanced  to  adult  proportions  and  stands  the  equal  of  any  similar 
institution  in  the  South.  The  growth  of  this  school  has  been  truly 
marvelous.  Nor  ought  the  excellent  work  of  Oxford  Seminary  and 
Chowan  Institute  to  be  lightly  considered.  These  schools  have  ex- 
erted and  are  still  exerting  a  powerful  influence  for  good.  Our  asso- 
ciational  academies  under  the  wise  leadership  of  our  new  educational 
secretary,  Prof.  G.  E.  Lineberry,  are  taking  on  new  life,  and  their  future, 
we  believe,  is  secured.  These  schools  have  specially  strong  claims  upon 
us  just  now  in  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs  that  exists,  and  their  needs 
should  not  be  neglected.  They  are  feeders  for  our  colleges  and  furnish 
leaders  for  our  church  and  Sunday  School  work. 

As  the  hope  of  our  cause  lies  mainly  in  an  educated  ministry, 
we  urge  a  large  increase  in  the  contributions  of  the  churches  to  min- 
isterial education.

Report  on  Home  Missions  was  read  and  remarks  made  by  Breth- 
ren Lanier  and  Hilliard,  after  which  it  was  adopted. 

REPORT   ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  signs  of  the  times  are  favorable  for  Home  Missions.  The 
million  alien  immigrants  ~who  come  into  our  country  each  year,  the 
still  larger  number  of  native  people  who  move  annually  into  the  South- 
west and  West,  the  wonderful  industrial  change  now  in  progress  in 
the  South — such  facts  as  these  have  been  used  of  God  to  arouse  his 
people  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  taking  and  holding  this  land  for 
Christ. 

The  task  proposed  is  great  and  demands  devoted  attention.  Of  the 
90,000,000  people  in  the  United  States,  only  20,000,000  are  members  of 
evangelical  denominations.  Of  the  remaining  70,000,000,  12,000,000  be- 
long to  Catholics  and  other  sects,  while  58,000,000  make  no  profession  of 
religion.  The  forces  which  tend  to  make  this  situation  worse  are  active, 
powerful  and  determined. 

Among  the  Christian  denominations  none  has  such  a  great  oppor- 
tunity and  responsibility  in  winning  America  for  Christ  as  have  South- 
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ern  Baptists.  No  other  mission  board  in  America  last  year  showed 
results  in  conversions,  baptisms  and  additions  to  churches  at  all  com- 
parable to  those  which  attended  the  efforts  of  the  missionaries  of  our 
Home  Mission  Board,  which  is  located  at  Atlanta,  Ga.  Yet  the  North- 
ern Baptists,  Northern  Presbyterians  and  Northern  Methodists  each 
spent  more  than  three  times  as  much  for  their  home  mission  work  as 
Southern  Baptists  spent.  Northern  Baptists  raised  for  home  missions 
$904,798,  and  had  8,462  baptisms;  Southern  Baptists  raised  $283,436, 
and  had  25,109  baptisms.  The  total  additions  to  mission  churches  last 
year  from  our  work  was  47,808,  which  is  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
entire  membership  of  the  home  mission  churches  of  Northern  Baptists. 

In  the  Southern  Mountains,  at  a  cost  to  the  denomination  at  large 
of  only  about  $5  for  each  student,  our  board  last  year  conducted  mis- 
sion schools  in  which  4,316  mountain  boys  and  girls  were  educated. 

In  the  Southwest  great  gains  came  to  Southern  Baptists  through 
home  mission  endeavor.  Home  board  work  in  this  department  cost 
about  $70,000,  and  there  were  in  it  33,000  additions  to  mission  churches. 
The  State  boards  had  a  large  share  in  this  work,  but  the  result  is  none 
the  less  gratifying. 

Among  the  negroes  the  evangelistic  work  of  the  board  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  National  Baptist  Convention  (colored)  is  wonderfully 
successful.  In  fact,  the  Home  Mission  Board,  in  each  department, 
brought  in  a  harvest  for  the  brotherhood  and  for  Christ  which  was 
beyond  precedent,  yet  the  board  feels  that  it  is  but  beginning  to  enter 
upon  the  larger  work  of  administering  for  Southern  Baptists  their 
larger  gifts,  which  will  enable  them  indeed  to  take  and  hold  the  South- 
land for  Christ. 

We  recommend  more  liberal  and  frequent  collections  for  this  work, 
and  that  each  church  get  up  a  club  of  subscribers  for  the  Home  Field,. 
the  admirable  monthly  magazine  of  the  board,  and  that  our  pastors 
make  it  a  point  to  preach  more  frequently  to  their  churches  on  home 
missions.

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REPORT  ON   TEMPERANCE. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Association  the  State  prohibition  law 
has  gone  into  effect,  and  much  has  been  done  toward  ridding  our 
State  of  this  great  evil.  But  there  remains  a  vast  amount  of  work  to 
be  done  before  we  can  give  out  shouts  of  victory. 

We  are  concerned  in  and  patiently  watching  the  progress  of  this  late 
prohibition  law,  but  the  full  benefit  can  only  be  realized  through  strict 
enforcement  of  the  law. 

Our  duty  as  followers  of  the  Great  King  is  threefold: 

1.  Personal.  Every  child  of  God  has  his  own  personal  responsibility. 
Some  of  our  church  members  do  not  blush  to  take  their  moderate  dram. 
We  urge  total  abstinence  on  the  part  of  each  individual. 

2.  Public.  The  voice  of  the  people  has  been  heard.  Now  it  becomes 
our  duty  to  stand  by  the  will  of  the  majority  and  lend  a  helping  hand 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  law.  Public  sentiment  will  have  much  to  do 
with  the  officers  pushing  the  law. 

3.  A  duty  loe  owe  to  the  cause  of  righteousness.  Recognizing  the  fact 
that  strong  drink  is  one  of  the  Devfl's  best  agents  and  has  greatly 
hindered  the  progress  of  the  Master's  kingdom,  we  should  put  forth 
every  effort  possible  to  completely  eradicate  this  evil  of  intemperance.

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PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

Woman's  Missionary  Union 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  auxiliary  to  the  Raleigh  Association, 
held  its  second  annual  meeting  at  McCullers  on  Wednesday,  October  27, 
1909,  in  the  Presbyterian  church. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Vice-President,  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Middleton. 

Mrs.  John  L.  Cook,  of  the  Fayetteville  Street  Church,  Raleigh,  con- 
ducted the  devotional  exercises,  reading  the  loth  chapter  of  John. 

Mrs.  H.  C.  Moore  led  in  an  earnest  prayer.  All  joined  in  singing 
"Jesus   Shall  Reign." 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  Ballentine,  Mrs.  J.  G.  Boomhour 
acted  as  Secretary  pro  tern. 

On  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  McCullers,  Mrs. 
Annie  Sorrell  welcomed  the  visiting  delegates  in  a  few  well-chosen  words, 
followed  by  Mrs.  Milton  Banks  in  behalf  of  the  other  denominations  of 
the  community. 

Mrs.  J.  G.  Boomhour,  of  Tabernacle  Church,  Raleigh,  made  the  re- 
sponse in  behalf  of  the  delegates. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Middleton,  the  Vice-President,  greeted  the  ladies  in  a 
felicitous  manner,  after  which  she  read  her  annual  report. 

The  report  showed  a  marked  increase  both  in  gifts  and  numbers  over 
the  previous  year,  which  fact  was  gratifying  to  all,  and  indicated  very 
clearly  that  she  has  the  work  on  her  heart  and  has  a  firm  grasp  on  the 
work  of  the  entire  Association.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

For  over  seventy-five  years  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  had 
the  good  fortune  to  sit  at  the  feet  of  our  most  learned  men  and  our 
very  best  leaders  through  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

The  Recorder  performed  its  duty  well  in  the  days  of  small  things  in 
planting  the  truth  deep  into  the  hearts  of  the  people.  While  the  Re- 
corder was  doing  this  it  was  organizing  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina 
and  making  each  one  strong  because  of  the  organized  strength  of  all 
the  others.  There  is  lots  to  do  in  North  Carolina  and  there  is  lots  for 
the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  to  do  beyond  her  borders,  and  if  each 
one  undertakes  great  tasks  alone,  why,  failure  is  the  spontaneous  out- 
come.    The  Recorder  serves  its  mission  well  in  pointing  out  the  tasks 
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of  our  people  one  by  one,  and  it  causes  a  united  effort  which  always  over- 
comes difficulties,  surmounts  obstacles  and  rolls  all  the  stones  of  oppo- 
sition in  one  pile. 

If  the  Secretary  of  State  Missions  could  not  make  appeals  to  the 
brethren  over  the  State  for  missions  when  he  sees  the  wolf  at  the  door, 
the  wolf  would  remain  there  and  the  missionaries  of  the  State  could  not 
be  paid,  and  some  of  the  recording  angels  would  be  out  of  a  job  because 
there  would  be  so  much  of  God's  work  stopped  in  North  Carolina.  If 
the  Secretary  of  the  Home  Board  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Board 
could  not  make  their  appeals  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina  through 
the  Recorder,  these  boards  would  miss  much. 

The  Charity  and  Children  is  doing  much  to  enlarge  the  people's  hearts 
in  their  learning  of  the  home  of  the  orphans.  The  editor  of  this  paper 
is  a  man  as  gentle  as  a  lamb,  but  if  you  step  on  his  toes  you  will  hear 
it  thunder;  therefore  he  is  giving  us  much  that  we  need  in  its  columns. 
Every  Sunday  School  ought  to  take  Charity  and  Children. 

Our  Home  Field  is  a  good' paper,  and  its  visits  will  tell  us  so  many 
things  that  we  ought  to  know  and  point  out  so  many  things  we  should 
do,  all  of  us  would  be  greatly  benefited  by  taking  it. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Journal  is  so  Christ-like  in  taking  in  the  whole 
world  except  the  part  that  has  been  already  taken  in,  it  is  heart-enlarg- 
ing and  spiritual-developing  to  read  it.  Everybody  should  take  it  and 
read  it.

Report  on  Education  was  presented  by  Prof.  L.  D.  Watson. 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  essential  spirit  of  Baptists  is  in  the  education  of  their  people. 
More  than  any  other  denomination  we  appeal  directly  to  the  individual 
mind,  heart  and  will.  Our  people  are  not  restrained  with  dogmas  or 
ritual  and  our  safety  and  hope  as  a  denomination  lies  in  the  education 
of  our  children,  for  thus  may  they  be  constrained  to  accept  our  faith 
and  maintain  our  doctrines. 

For  this  purpose  our  Convention  and  Associations  are  indorsing  and 
supporting  a  system  of  schools  well  worthy  of  their  past  and  amply 
deserving  their  strongest  support  and  succor.  Wake  Forest  College 
stands  among  the  leading  colleges  for  men  in  the  South  in  both  her 
literary  and  professional  schools.  Her  endowment,  strengthened  by  the 
one  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  which  is  at  present  being  paid  in, 
enables  her  to  place  her  great  plant  at  the  service  of  every  young  man 
in  the  State  for  a  nominal  sum,  and  her  graduates  and  friends,  already 
numbering  a  large  host,  will  be  many  times  multiplied. 

Meredith  College,  though  but  entering  her  eleventh  year,  and  the 
Convention's  last  child,  stands  second  to  no  woman's  college  in  the 
South  and  is  maintaining  a  standard  of  excellence  and  scholarship  in 
the  education  of  our  young  women  hardly  surpassed  by  the  colleges  for 
men.  Her  five  buildings  are  filled  from  year  to  year  with  many  of  our 
best  girls,  and  she  is  sending  forth  into  our  State  and  homes  young 
women  trained  in  body,  mind  and  soul  to  take  a  woman's  part  in  up- 
lifting the  community  and  spreading  the  gospel  of  education  and  religion 
wherever  they  go.  Already  we  have  2  missionaries  in  China,  1  in  Japan, 
2  in  Mexico,  3  training,  and  many  teachers  in  the  public  and  high 
schools  of  the  State.  With  no  income  save  from  her  students  and  no 
endowment  but  the  prayers  of  a  devoted  denomination  and  the  loyalty 
of  her  daughters,  she  has  right  nobly  responded  to  every  demand  made 
upon  her.

Our  Educational  Secretary,  Prof.  G.  E.  Linebury,  is  doing  a  great  and 
much  needed  work  in  systematizing  and  strengthening  our  high  schools 
and  academies,  of  which  we  have  13,  5  east  of  the  mountains  and  8  in 
the  mountains.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  each  of  our  Associations  will 
adopt  some  one  of  our  denominational  schools  and  help  to  strengthen 
and  maintain  them. 

Our  Board  of  Education  deserves  our  hearty  sympathy  and  loyal  sup- 
port. This  year  there  are  sixty  men  who  are  being  aided  in  their  effort 
to  prepare  themselves  for  a  larger  part  in  our  denominational  work,  and 
with  the  cry  for  more  and  better  trained  men  coming  from  every  quarter, 
it  behooves  us  to  see  that  the  Board  is  amply  able  to  supply  the  aid 
asked  by  every  worthy  applicant.  We  rejoice  greatly  in  the  wonderful 
success  that  is  attending  our  efforts  in  securing  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars  additional  endowment  for  our  Seminary  at  Louisville.  We  have 
not  yet  subscribed  our  part  in  that  fund,  and  it  is  hoped  the  churches 
will  generously  respond  to  this  object.

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REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  work  of  our  Sunday  Schools  during  the  past  year  is  very  encour- 
aging. With  one  exception,  every  church  in  the  Association  has  an 
organized  Sunday  School.  The  reports  of  the  various  churches  to-day 
show  that  the  attendance  upon  the  Sunday  Schools  during  the  year  has 
been  very  large. 

Each  Sunday  School  has  been  able  to  defray  its  own  expenses,  and 
many  have  contributed  liberally  to  the  Orphanage  and  also  to  Sunday 
School  Missions.  We  think  we  are  safe  in  saying  that  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  our  Association  have  paid  their  proportional  part  in  the  gen- 
eral expense  of  the  Sunday  School  work  of  our  State. 

For  the  success  of  our  Sunday  Schools  our  own  Brother  Middleton 
deserves  no  little  credit  for  his  untiring  efforts  in  our  Association. 

Although  we  have  had  a  good  year  in  our  Sunday  School  work,  we 
have  not  yet  reached  the  ideal.  Therefore,  we  suggest  a  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  following  as  given  in  an  issue  of  the  Biblical  Recorder 
some  months  ago : 

( 1 )  We  ought  to  reach  the  many  church  members  who  manifest  no 
interest  in  Sunday  School  work. 

(2)  Let  us  look  out  for  the  many  children  in  no  Sunday  School. 

(3)  Many  children  each  year  become  accountable  to  God,  and  let  this 
age  be  when  you  please,  we  owe  it  to  these  our  children  to  use  the 
Sunday  School  as  far  as  possible  for^  their  salvation. 

(4)  We  must  increase  the  efficiency  of  our  work.  The  Teacher-Train- 
ing work  is  getting  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  Sunday 
School  work.  Let  the  Association  and  churches  inform  themselves,  and 
plan  for  this  work. 

(5)  Try  to  bring  each  church  in  close  touch  with  our  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Sunday  Schools.  With  perfect  co-operation  there  is  no  reason 
why  we  should  not  double  our  Sunday  School  membership  in  a  very  few 
years  and  largely  increase  the  efficiency  of  every  school.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

To  the  Raleigh  Association. 

Brethren: — We  are  glad  to  state  that  our  Orphanage,  under  the 
loving  care  of  God,  has  enjoyed  another  year  of  prosperity,  and  is  mak- 
ing progress  along  all  lines  of  its  work.  The  Orphanage  should  ever  be 
dear  to  every  loyal  Baptist  heart,  and  they  should  be  glad  of  the  privi- 
lege of  sustaining  in  every  way  this  institution  which  is  such  a  blessing 
to  the  orphan  children  and  to  all  those  who  contribute  to  support  its 
blessed  work. 

We  have  now  in  our  Orphanage  three  hundred  and  ninety-five  chil- 
dren, two  hundred  girls  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  boys.  We  see 
at  a  glance  that  it  takes  much  money  to  sustain  ana  educate  this  large 
number  of  children.  About  eighty  dollars  is  necessary  to  support  each 
child  for  a  year.  I  believe  our  denomination  is  fully  able  to  provide  in 
a  liberal  way  the  means  to  carry  on  this  blessed  work.  We  need  only 
to  love  the  Orphanage  and  our  purses  will  open  of  their  own  accord  for 
its  liberal  support.  Applications  a>re  constantly  received  for  entrance 
into  the  Orphanage,  which  necessitates  additional  dormitories,  which  we 
trust  will  be  supplied  as  early  as  possible. 

We  urge  and  insist  that  our  Sunday  Schools  take  up  a  collection  the 
first  Sunday  of  each  month  for  the  benefit  of  the  Orphanage,  which 
would  prove  of  great  aid  in  supporting  the  work  and  would  prove  bene- 
ficial to  the  schools,  as  it  would  keep  them  in  close  touch  with  the  work. 
We  would  also  recommend  that  each  school  subscribe  as  far  as  possible 
to  our  excellent  paper,  the  Charity  and  Children,  as  this  would  always 
keep  the  Orphanage  work  before  the  schools. 

The  Industrial  building  is  nearing  completion.  This  building  will 
prove  beneficial  in  every  way  to  the  children.  Under  the  guidance  of 
our  gracious  God  and  His  faithful  servant,  Bro.  J.  L.  Kesler,  we  believe 
our  Orphanage  will  prosper  and  be  maintained  liberally  by  our  denom- 
ination. Beautiful  for  situation,  the  joy  of  every  loyal  Baptist  heart  is 
our  Orphanage.  We  love  it,  and  may  the  blessing  of  God  ever  rest  upon 
it  is  our  most  earnest  prayer.

APPORTIONMENT  REPORT. 

We,  your  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Association, 
on  Apportionment  for  Convention  Objects,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

First.  As  our  conventions  in  Wadesboro  and  Baltimore  have  recom- 
mended advances  in  cur  gifts  to  Missions  as  follows:  Foreign  Missions, 
from  $45,000  to  $50,000;  Home,  $21,000  to  $26,000;  and  State  Missions, 
from  $40,000  to  $45,000,  we  recommend  that  our  churches  seek  to  ad- 
vance in  their  gifts  to  these  causes  in  the  ratio  of  these  figures,  which 
is  approximately  an  advance  of  11  per  cent  in  Foreign  Missions,  24  per 
cent  in  Home  Missions,  and  14  per  cent  in  State  Missions. 

Second.  To  assist  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  we  recommend  that 
our  Executive  Committee  and  the  pastors  arrange  for  a  campaign  of 
denominational  institutes  in  at  least  ten  strategic  points  in  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  in  every  church,  if  possible.  To  do  this  work  we  can  use 
our  own  pastors  and  laymen  and  some  of  the  general  secretaries  and 
workers  in  the  Convention. 

Third.  That  each  church  at  once  appoint  a  committee  or  committees 
to  solicit  a  subscription  from  each  member  of  the  church  for  the  objects 
of  our  Convention,  to  be  paid  weekly  or  monthly  as  follows:  January 
and  February,  to  Home  Missions ;  March  and  April,  to  Foreign  Missions ; 
May,  to  Education;  June  and  July,  the  Sunday  School  Bible  Fund  and 
Sunday  School  Missions;  August,  September  and  October,  to  State  Mis- 
sions; November  at  Thanksgiving  and  once  a  month  in  the  Sunday 
Schools,  to  the  Orphanage;  December,  especially  the  Christmas  collec- 
tion, to  Aged  Ministers'  Relief. 

Fourth.  That  the  delegates  and  pastors  be  requested  to  ask  their 
churches  to  adopt  the  recommendations  contained  in  their  report  and 
co-operate  in  the  schedules  approved  by  our  Conventions.

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STATE  MISSION  REPORT. 

We  have  considered  ourselves  missionary  so  long  that  there  is  danger 
of  our  not  keeping  in  touch  with  first  principles.  It  is  wise  for  us  to 
go  again  and  again  to  the  Book,  and  see  what  God  has  commanded  us  to 
do  "In  Jerusalem,  Judea,  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth."  There  is  a  general  feeling  that  the  different  kinds  of  missions 
are  separate  and  distinct,  and  that  the  workers  therein  feel  an  interest 
only  in  their  own  department  of  work.  Paul,  the  great  foreign  mis- 
sionary, was  one  of  the  most  ardent  State  Missionaries.  See  how  he 
feels  and  prays  for  his  own  people:  "Brethren,  my  heart's  desire  and 
prayer  to  God  for  Israel  is  that  they  might  be  saved."  And  again: 
"For  I  could  wish  that  myself  were  accursed  from  Christ,  for  my  breth- 
ren, my  kinsmen,  according  to  the  flesh."  If  we  could  have  this  same 
burning  desire  for  our  people  and  our  kinsmen,  the  work  of  State  Mis- 
sions would  be  done  without  stress,  or  strain,  or  perplexities. 

We  are  undertaking  more  this  year  than  at  any  time  in  the  past. 
The  last  Convention  authorized  the  use  of  $40,000  for  the  mission  points 
and  administration.  In  addition  to  this  they  authorized  the  beginning 
of  a  new  department  of  State  Missions,  viz.,  Church  Building.  Hereto- 
fore this  has  been  done  by  private  subscription  from  the  denomination  at 
large,  and  by  the  communities  in  which  the  churches  were  built.  The 
contributions  of  the  Women's  Societies,  supposed  to  amount  to  $5,000, 
are  being  appropriated  to  the  building  of  churches  at  mission  points. 
Last  year  the  work  was  entirely  encouraging.  There  were  3,314  acces- 
sions to  our  mission  churches  and  2,197  of  these  were  baptisms.  Our 
weak  mission  churches  are  the  most  liberal  to  be  found  in  proportion 
to  financial  ability.  Last  year  they  gave  to  Convention  objects  $8,125.11 
and  to  all  objects  $57,161.62,  about  $17,000  more  than  was  spent  by  the 
denomination  aiding  these  weak  churches.  During  the  last  twenty-five 
years  our  Convention  has  spent  in  State  Missions  $487,000.  During  this 
time  500  churches  have  been  built  on  our  mission  fields.  If  these  cost 
an  average  of  $1,200  each,  we  have  from  this  investment  real  estate 
worth  $600,000,  or  $113,000  more  belonging  to  the  denomination  than 
we  have  put  in  it.  State  Mission  funds  become  thus  a  permanency  in 
real  estate  and  a  great  dividend  bearing  endowment  for  our  denomi- 
nation. It  is  the  great  unifying  agency  in  all  our  denominational  ac- 
tivities. It  has  been  called  the  master  wheel  of  our  denominational  ma- 
chinery. Picture  a  great  wheel  holding  together  and  turning  a  half 
dozen  more.  As  it  enlarges  and  goes  faster,  so  do  they  move  the  more 
rapidly. 

There  is  great  need  for  State  Missions.  It  ought  to  appeal  to  us  for 
many  reasons. 

First.  It  is  a  fine  expression  of  holy  patriotism.  We  ought  to  be  wil- 
ling to  give  to  any  enterprise  that  makes  the  moral,  social,  educational, 
and  religious  conditions  in  North  Carolina  better.  State  Missions  will 
do  all  this. 

Second.  There  is  heresy  being  taught  in  North  Carolina.  We  must 
meet  this  false  doctrine  with  the  proper  interpretation  of  God's  Word. 

Third.  Our  State  is  growing  richer  every  day.  Commercialism,  which 
is  legitimate  business  enterprise,  must  have  some  outlet,  or  it  will  master 
us.  Let  it  express  itself  with  its  abundant  supplies  of  money  in  the 
religious  development  of  our  State. 

Fourth.  There  is  great  destitution  in  many  parts  of  our  State.  We 
must  meet  this  with  the  missionary,  with  Sunday  Schools,  and  new 
churches. 

Fifth.     North  Carolina  is  fast  becoming  urban  in  its  population.     As 
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new  towns   spring  up  and  the  old  ones  enlarge  we  must  put  Baptist 
churches  in  reach  of  these  new  aggregations  of  people. 

Sixth.  There  is  a  great  field  in  western  North  Carolina  to  be  devel- 
oped— pastorless  churches,  disunited  fields,  unpaid  preachers,  Sunday 
Schoolless  churches. 

Seventh.  There  are  to-day  500,000  lost  men  and  women  in  our  State, 
and  800,000  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  that  must  be  cared  for 
in  spiritual  things. 

In  conclusion,  our  State  is  a  veritable  Canaan  and  God  has  asked  us 
to  possess  it  for  Him.  The  task  looks  herculean,  but  the  ever-abiding 
promise  is  still  open  to  us:  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  ages."

COMBINED  REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD  AND  OE  THE 
COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

In  order  that  we  might  bring  before  the  churches  of  the  Raleigh  As- 
sociation a  concrete  summary  of  the  work  of  the  churches,  for  the 
encouragement  of  those  that  are  moving  forward  and  to  call  attention 
to  those  that  are  not  going  forward  as  they  should,  and  with  the  hope 
that  greater  efforts  might  be  made  during  the  coming  year  for  an  en- 
largement of  the  work,  we  have  carefully  gone  over  the  church  letters 
and  give  the  following  as  shown  by  same: 

There  were  baptisms  in  21  churches,  as  follows:  Bethlehem,  3;  Gary, 
13;  Collins  Grove,  1;  Ephesus,  11;  Evangel,  4;  Fayetteville  Street,  1; 
Fuquay,  13;  Good  Hope,  9;  Hepzibah,  12;  Holly  Springs,  5;  Inwood,  9; 
Knight's  Chapel,  13;  Leesville,  5;  Morrisville,  5;  Mount  Hermon,  6; 
Pilot,  2 ;  Pleasant  Grove,  4 ;  Reedy  Creek,  1 ;  Shady  Grove,  6 ;  Swift 
Creek,  4;  Tabernacle,  15 — Total,  142. 

Eleven  churches  reported  no  baptisms,  as  follows:  Apex,  Caraleigh, 
Cannon  Grove,  Garner,  Green  Level,  McCullers,  Mount  Olivet,  Mount 
Zion,  Salem,  SorrelPs  Grove,  and  Zebulon. 

Fifteen  churches  report  a  gain  in  membership  of  144,  viz:  Bethlehem, 
4;  Cary,  13;  Ephesus,  24;  Fuquay,  15;  Hepzibah,  21;  Holly  Springs,  2; 
Inwood,  9;  Knight's  Chapel,  18;  Morrisville,  2;  Mount  Zion,  2;  Pilot,  3; 
Shady  Grove,  4;  Swift  Creek,  10;  Tabernacle,  15;  Zebulon,  1;  Garner,  1. 

Thirteen  churches  report  a  loss  in  membership  of  83 :  Apex,  9 ;  Cara- 
leigh, 26;  Collins  Grove,  2;  Evangel,  2;  Green  Level,  6;  Good  Hope,  4; 
Leesville,  1;  McCullers,  1;  Mount  Hermon,  4;  Mount  Olivet,  16;  Reedy 
Creek,  7;  Salem,  3;  Sorrell's  Grove,  2.  Leaving  a  net  gain  in  member- 
ship of  61. 

Of  the  thirty-two  churches,  only  thirteen  report  increased  Sunday 
School,  attendance:  Apex,  15;  Bethlehem,  9;  Cary,  7;  Green  Level,  9; 
Hepzibah,  29;  Leesville,  1;  Morrisville,  26;  Mount  Hermon,  6;  Pleasant 
Grove,  40;  Reedy  Creek,  3;  Shady  Grove,  26;  Tabernacle,  174;  Zebulon, 
1— Total,    346. 
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Thirteen  have  lost,  viz.:  Caraleigh,  9;  Collins  Grove,  15;  Ephesus,  12; 
Evangel,  1;  Fayetteville  Street,  20;  Good  Hope,  10;  Garner,  2;  Holly 
Springs,  75;  Inwood,  5;  Knight's  Chapel,  8;  McCullers,  4;  Mount  Olivet, 
20;  Mount  Zion,  19;  Salem,  31,  leaving  a  net  gain  of  only  118. 

We  have  received  no  statistics  for  Sunday  School  work  from  Cannon 
Grove,  Fuquay  Springs,  Pilot,  Swift  Creek,  Sorrell's  Grove. 

There  should  be  a  special  effort  made  to  increase  the  attendance  in  the 
Sunday  Schools,  not  only  by  the  membership  of  the  church,  but  there 
are  numbers  in  every  community  not  members  of  churches  that  should 
be  reached. 

We  feel  greatly  encouraged  at  the  increase  in  the  contributions  to 
Missions  as  reported.  Eighteen  churches  show  a  gain  of  $1,049.13,  but 
we  find  9  of  the  churches  giving  less  than  last  year  by  $51.05,  which 
leaves  a  net  gain  of  $999.48  for  Missions. 

'The  churches  making  an  advance  over  last  year  in  gifts  to  missions

Ion,  $56.35.     Those  giving  less  for  Missions  than  last  year  were:     Beth- 
lehem, $9.87;  Caraleigh,  30  cents;  Knight's  Chapel,  $6;  Leesville,  $2.98; 
Mt.  Hermon,  $9.80;   Pleasant  Grove,  $2.85;    Salem,  $1.64;    Swift  Creek, 
$15.41;    Sorrell's  Grove,  $2.50. 

No  reports  from  Cannon  Grove  and  no  statistics  of  last  year  contribu- 
tions from  Morrisville,  Evangel,  and  Pilot. 

We  find  that  contributions  for  all  purposes  reported  in  the  letters 
have  been  enlarged  by  twenty  per  cent  in  the  following  churches:  Cary, 
$296.65;  Apex,  $610.69;  Bethlehem,  $100.48;  Collins  Grove,  $124.51; 
Ephesus,  $15.84;  Fayetteville  Street,  $1,174.50;  Fuquay,  $96.35;  Green 
Level,  $261.73;  Good  Hope,  $27.29;  Garner,  $265.80;  Hepzibah,  $5.25; 
Holly  Springs,  $423.75;  Inwood,  $75.90;  Knight's  Chapel,  $716.64;  Mc- 
Cullers, $326.10;  Morrisville,  $113.63;  Mount  Zion,  $9;  Pleasant  Grove, 
$137.45;  Eeedy  Creek,  $108.70;  Salem,  $9.13;  Tabernacle,  $6,417.53— 
making  a  total'  of  $13,568.98. 

I  hose  giving  less  were  Caraleigh,  $482.96;  Leesville,  $9.32;  Mount 
Hermon,  $81.02;  Mount  Olivet,  $45.30;  Shady  Grove,  $8.02;  Swift  Creek, 
$153.43;  Sorrell's  Grove,  $20;  Zebnlon,  $673.69— Total,  $2,588.26,  leav- 
ing a  net  gain  in  contributions  to  all  objects  as  reported  to  the  Associa- 
tion of  $10,980.72. 

We  have  given  these  findings  at  length  and  itemized  them  so  that  you 
can  see  where  each  church  stands  in  each  instance.  We  ask  the  mem- 
bers of  the  various  churches  to  carefully  go  over  their  report  and  see 
if  their  church  is  on  the  right  side,  and  if  it  is  not,  to  get  to  work  now 
and  see  that  it  will  so  appear  in  the  report  to  the  next  Association. 

We  beg  you  to  not  put  off  until  the  last  of  the  Associational  year  to 
get  contributions  for  the  various  objects,  but  to  take  them  up  in  regular 
order  as  recommended  and  contribute  to  them  systematically  throughout 
the  year,  week  by  week  or  month  by  month.

Report  on  Home  Missions  was  presented  by  Rev.  L.  L.  Hudson. 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

After  His  resurrection  and  before  His  ascension  our  Lord  announced 
His  program  of  missions.     It  was: 

"All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth  (Matt.  28:18). 
Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature  (Mark 
16:15),  beginning  at  Jerusalem  (Luke  24:47)  ;  and  lo,  I  am  with  you 
always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  age." 

The  scheme  of  missions  outlined  by  the  Saviour  took  in  the  entire 
world.  But  the  nature  of  the  case,  as  well  as  His  command  and  the 
apostolic  example,  made  the  world  vision  include  the  lost  who  were  near, 
as  well  as  those  who  were  far  away,  and  made  it  of  first  importance. 
Peter  and  John  of  the  Apostles,  who  received  the  Commission,  healed 
the  man  lame  at  the  temple  gates. 

The  lame  man  of  today  sits  at  the  gate  of  every  church.  The  Jeru- 
salem church  was  overwhelmingly  successful  in  interpreting  the  gospel 
to  its  own  community.  Having  the  purpose  and  power  to  save  those 
around  it,  it  had  the  spirit  that  naturally  and  necessarily  sends  forth 
wholesome  streams  of  saving  truth  to  the  dark  places  beyond. 

Our  Jerusalem  and  Judea  and  Samaria  are  in  the  United  States.  Are 
we  doing  our  part  to  take  and  keep  our  country  for  Christ? 

Out  of  90,000,000  population  in  the  United  States  there  are  only  about 
20,000,000  members  of  evangelical  denominations.  Are  we  not  too  much 
neglecting  our  Jerusalem,  Judea  and  Samaria  ? 

Have  our  churches  the  unselfish  Christian  love  and  consecration  to 
take  hold  of  the  crying  needs  of  the  submerged  and  neglected  on  the 
one  hand,  and  of  the  pleasure-seekers  and  money-mad  on  the  other? 
The  world  is  asking  whether  we  have  a  gospel  that  is  strong  enough  to 
command  the  hearts  and  lives  of  sin-buffeted  men,  and  bring  the  har- 
mony of  love  where  now  abides  the  discord  of  hate  and  selfish  greed. 

Alien  immigrants  flock  to  our  shores  at  the  rate  of  a  million  a  year, 
and  perhaps  two  million  more  of  our  own  people  each  year  are  uprooted 
from  their  own  environment  and  brought  together  in  new  relations  in 
new  towns  and  on  the  frontier.  In  these  people-movements  is  at  once 
a  great  problem  and  an  unvoiced  cry  that  ascends  up  before  God  for  a 
gospel  that  will  bring  order  out  of  chaos  and  replace  the  selfish  hardness 
and  barrenness  of  sin  with  good  citizenship  and  brotherly  love. 

The  Christian  denominations  of  America  are  awakening  to  the  magni- 
tude of  these  problems  and  others  not  here  mentioned.  They  are  turn- 
ing with  an  encouraging  unanimity  to  Home  Missions  as  the  means 
whereby  such  problems  must  be  solved. 

Southern  Baptists  must  take  a  large  part  in  saving  the  lost  of  Amer- 
ica. We  hold  the  gospel  in  its  purity.  Since  we  have  so  much  to  give 
in  making  good  Americans,  while  at  the  same  time  we  make  Christians, 
we  are  under  the  deeper  obligation  to  do  large  things.     Because  we  are 
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more  numerous  than  any  other  Christian  body  in  the  South,  our  obli- 
gation is  greater  than  any  other. 

God  has  blessed  the  labors  of  the  missionaries  of  our  Home  Board  to 
far  larger  fruitage  than  that  shown  by  the  reports  of  similar  mission 
boards. 

The  Board  last  year  reported  27,426  baptisms  and  52,910  additions  to 
churches  through  the  labors  of  missionaries  supported  ivholly  or  in  part 
by  it.  No  mission  board  in  the  world  has  reported  results  one-half  as 
large  as  these.  No  home  mission  board  in  America,  so  far  as  we  can 
find,  had  results  more  than  one-third  as  large,  though  several  expended 
four  times  as  much  in  the  work. 

Our  people  are  becoming  aroused  to  the  large  importance  of  Home  Mis- 
sions, and  each  year  the  Home  Board  receipts  are  larger.  This  year 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  asking  for  $400,000  to  be  raised  for 
the  work  of  the  Home  Board.  Of  this  amount  $26,000  is  apportioned 
to  our  State  and  $800  to  our  own  Association.  We  ought  to  raise  every 
cent  of  it  and  more.  We  are  well  able  to  raise  it.  By  the  blessing 
of  God  shall  we  not  say,  "We  will  raise  it"  ? 

Your  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  our  pastors  be  requested  to  make  an  earnest  effort  at  least 
once  during  the  year  to  preach  a  special  sermon  on  Home  Missions,  and 
the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  problems  involved. 

2.  That  a  club  of  subscribers  be  raised  in  each  church  for  the  Home 
Field,  the  unusually  attractive  and  illuminating  monthty  magazine  of 
the  Home  Board. 

3.  That  churches  and  pastors  be  encouraged  to  make  a  large  use  of 
the  Home  Board's  informing  tracts  and  sample  copies  of  the  Home  Field, 
both  of  which  are  free  for  the  asking.

L.  D.  Baucom,  of  Green  Level  Church,  after  a  long  and  useful 
life;  having  served  his  county  as  Representative  in  the  Legislature,  his 
church  as  deacon,  and  superintendent  and  teacher  of  Sunday  School,  and 
his  community  as  an  exemplary  citizen. 

Dr.  A.  T.  Cotten,  at  the  age  of  53,  who  had  from  ten  years  of  age 
been  a  faithful  member  of  Morrisville  and  Tabernacle  churches.  He 
spent  the  most  of  his  life  near  and  in  Morrisville  in  the  practice  of 
medicine,  and  serving  his  church  as  deacon,  clerk,  Sunday  School  super- 
intendent and  teacher.     He  was  much  loved  in  all  these  spheres. 

Bro.  J.  T.  Holloway,  of  Leesville,  38  years  of  age,  who  was  devoted 
to  his  church  and  a  faithful  worker  for  the  cause  of  Christ;  known  and 
loved  much  for  his  singing  the  gospel  of  Christ  to  the  salvation  of  souls.

REPORT   ON   TEMPERANCE. 
North  Carolina  is  a  prohibition  State.     At  an  election,  in  which  pro- 
hibition was  the  only  issue,  the  people  of  North  Carolina  decided,  by  a 
majority  vote  of  nearly  forty-five  thousand,  that  North  Carolina  should 
take  her  place  in  the  prohibition  column. 

The  results  of  prohibition  have  been  very  gratifying.  There  have  been 
violations  of  the  prohibition  law,  just  as  there  are  violations  of  the  laws 
against  all  crime;  but  that  conditions  have  greatly  improved  under  pro- 
hibition, every  fair-minded  man  must  admit. 

The  prohibition  election  was  in  no  sense  partisan.  Leaders  of  both 
political  parties  advocated  prohibition  and  the  overwhelming  majority 
was  simply  an  expression  of  the  will  of  all  our  people. 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  some  politicians  are  making  an  effort  to 
bring  this  question  into  politics.  We  believe  that  any  such  effort  should 
be  rebuked  by  those  who  stand  for  moral  supremacy.  We  believe  that 
we  should  lend  an  influence  in  every  legitimate  way  to  every  effort  for 
the  enforcement  of  the  prohibition  law.

Yet  we  have  not  provided  for  all  its  needs  as  we  might  have 
done.  These  aged  preachers  are  God's  worthy  poor,  poor  in  this  world's 
goods,  but  rich  in  grace  and  in  good  works;  weak  in  body,  but  strong 
in  faith.  They  have  given  all  they  have;  time,  energy,  money,  and  their 
very  life  itself  to  this  work.  Now  out  of  poverty,  broken  down  health, 
and  a  sacrificed  life,  they  appeal  unto  us.  With  trembling  hands  and 
bowed  forms  they  cry  from  godly  homes  for  help. 

We  sent  up  last  year  from  this  Association  $132.75.  We  ought  to 
send  this  year  not  less  than  $200.00.  Shall  we  still  refuse  to  give  them 
what  we  ought?  Let  the  churches  come  to  the  help  of  this  board.  We 
believe  if  we  do  our  whole  duty  we  can  make  their  last  days  their 
best  ones.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  His  blessing  upon  us,  and  with  full  confi- 
dence in  a  continuation  of  His  favors,  we  should  press  on  with  greater 
zeal  in  the  spread  of  the  gospel  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  than 
ever  before. 

A  review  of  the  reports  made  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  last 
May  reveals  the  following  facts  worthy  of  our  attention: 

PAPAL   FIELDS. 

In  Italy  we  have  34  churches  with  a  membership  of  993,  reporting  113 
baptisms  last  year;  in  Mexico  with  47  churches  and  2,000  members,  377 
baptisms;  in  Brazil  109  churches  and  7,085  members,  1,254  baptisms; 
in  Argentina,  where  work  was  begun  only  seven  years  ago,  we  have  6 
churches,  255  members,  and  24  baptisms.  Making  196  churches,  10,333 
members,  1,768  baptisms. 

PAGAN    FIELDS. 

In  Japan  we  have  10  churches,  504  members  and  58  baptisms  last 
year;  in  Africa,  21  churches,  1,098  members  and  231  baptisms;  in  China, 
62  churches,  7,304  members,  1,106  baptisms.  Making  a  total  of  93 
churches,  8,906  members. and  1,395  baptisms. 

In  the  work  on  papal  fields  there  was  one  baptism  for  every  six  mem- 
bers, notwithstanding  the  strong  grasp  which  Romanism  has  on  the 
people;  and  on  pagan  fields  one  baptism  for  every  five  members,  in  the 
face  of  the  fact  that  long  ages  of  idolatry,  with  its  teaching  and  tra- 
ditions, are  to  be  overcome. 

This  is  a  most  wonderful  record  when  we  compare  figures  and  see 
that  in  North  Carolina  there  was  one  baptism  for  every  seventeen  mem- 
bers, and  in  the  Raleigh  Association  one  for  every  twenty-three. 

At  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  last 
May  there  were  246  missionaries,  and  32  have  been  appointed  since  that 
time.  There  were  also  114  ordained  native  helpers  and  353  unordained, 
also  227  young  men  in  our  theological  schools  and  a  number  of  women, 
all  being  trained  that  they  may  do  efficient  service  in  spreading  the 
gospel. 

The  liberality  of  those  converted  from  idolatry  puts  us  to  same.  In 
the  pagan  fields  above  mentioned,  with  9,000  members,  they  contributed 
$13,128,   an  average  of  $1.45   each,   last  year.     The   average   Baptist   in 
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North  Carolina  contributed  18  cents  to  Foreign  Missions  last  year,  and 
the  average  Baptist  in  the  Raleigh  Association  is  just  barely  an  average 
North  Carolina  Baptist  in  this  respect. 

During  the  conventional  year  1909-1910,  the  Southern  Baptists  raised 
for  this  object  $501,058.84.  Of  this  amount  North  Carolina  raised 
$40,853.33.  The  Convention  asks  us  to  raise  during  the  conventional 
year  1910-1911,  $600,000,  and  of  this  amount  North  Carolina  is  expected 
to  raise  $50,000,  and  the  Raleigh  Association  should  raise  about  $1,450. 

Numerically,  the  Raleigh  is  the  fifteenth  association  and  financially 
twelfth  in  the  State.  Let  us  determine  to  move  up  ahead  of  some  now 
above  us  or  push  them  up. 

We  also  remember  the  fact  with  gratitude  that  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union  is  a  great  power  in  mission  work,  having  raised  $123,216.16 
in  the  South  during  last  year.  The  aim  for  Foreign  Missions  this  year 
is  $14,000  for  North  Carolina,  and  this  Association  will  expect  to  raise 
about  $600. 

We  would  also  recognize  the  Laymen's  Movement,  and  urge  some  work 
of  that  kind  in  our  Association,  but  would  recommend  that  it  be  done 
under  the  direction  of  the  local  church  and  as  a  part  of  the  church  work. 

Our  motto  should  be,  "Something  from  every  church,  and  something 
from  every  member  of  every  church."  To  this  end,  a  personal  canvass 
of  the  membership  is  necessary  in  some  way.  Systematic  contributing 
should  be  urged  because  of  its  scripturalness,  and  also  because  the  banks 
are  beginning  to  decline  loans  to  any  great  amount.  Some  one  has  said, 
"To  wait  until  the  end  of  the  year  is  unscriptural,  unbusinesslike,  waste- 
ful and  dangerous." 

Both  Scripture  and  religious  experience  have  shown  that  all  things 
spiritual  prosper  in  proportion  as  proper  heed  is  given  to  our  Lord's 
last  command.  Let  us  obey  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  and  "go  into 
all  the  world"  with  the  message  of  salvation.  W.  R.  Beach,

Service."

Then  Miss  Briggs  again  addressed  the  audience  on  "Institutes  and 
Tithing."  She  gave  scriptural  reference  as  to  the  importance  of  tithing.

Resolved,  1.  «That  we  express  our  sincere  appreciation  and  heartfelt 
gratitude  to  the  people  of  Apex  for  the  cordial  welcome  and  hospitality 
accorded  the  delegates  and  visitors  attending  the  third  annual  meeting 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union.

3.  That  we  are  thankful  to  Mrs.  Adelaide  Upchurch  and  the  Meth- 
odist people  for  the  places  in  which  we  worshiped;  also  to  Mrs.  A.  V. 
Baucom  for  her  services  as  organist. 

4.  That  we  express  our  thanks  to  the  Vice-president,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Middle- 
ton,  for  her  untiring  efforts  and  efficient  services,  and  above  all  we 
thank  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  sweet  spirit  of  love,  sympathy  and 
unity  that  has  pervaded  our  meeting.

PLAN  OF  WORK. 

As  we  review  the  work  of  the  past  year,  we  realize  that  it  has  been 
accomplished  by  prayer,  and  we  as  a  Committee  on  Plans,  do  most 
earnestly  beseech  you  that  no  plan  nor  plans  may  be  adopted  in  our 
societies  without  being  preceded  by  much  prayer. 

To  this  end  we  recommend: 

1.  That  we  strive  to  carry  out  the  Central  Committee's  recommenda- 
tions. 

2.  That  we  emphasize  the  individual  canvass  of  our  entire  church 
membership;  that  the  president  of  each  local  society  appoint  a  committee 
to  canvass  and  solicit  an  offering  and  enlist  the  sympathy  of  every 
woman  and  child. 
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3.  That  we  stress  the  giving  of  one-tenth  and  systematic  collections  be 
taken,  and  that  the  secretary  and  president  of  each  society  be  requested 
to  develop  this  plan. 

4.  That  the  last  day  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  in  January  be  spent  in 
fasting  and  prayerful  consideration  of  the  tithing  system. 

5.  That  the  suggested  apportionment  be  kept  constantly  before  each 
society. 

6.  That  we  emphasize  Mission  Study  classes  and  definite  Bible  study 
classes. 

7.  That  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  contribute  our  proportionate 
part  for  the  permanent  fund  Louisville  Training  School;  the  Young 
Women's  Auxiliaries  contribute  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  North 
Carolina  girls  at  Louisville. 

8.  That  the  Margaret  Home  receive  our  continued  support  and  prayers. 

9.  That  each  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
organization  and  maintenance  of  Sunbeams  and  Royal  Ambassadors  in 
her  church,  and  that  in  the  special  work  for  Indians  and  Africa,  the 
Royal  Ambassadors  be  given  a  definite  part.  That  the  Sunbeams  be 
encouraged  in  their  efforts  for  the  Church  Building  Fund. 

10.  That  in  literature  we  continue  to  use  more  of  our  calendars  of 
prayers  and  Mission  Field,  also  our  departments  in  the  Foreign  Mission 
Journal  and  Home  Field,  and  that  we  make  special  efforts  for  the  en- 
largement of  circulation  of  the  Biblical  Recorder.

The  following  brethren  were  recognized  and  extended  the  privi- 
leges of  the  floor:  Rev.  C.  E.  Maddry,  of  Statesville,  representing 
the  Home  Mission  Board,  and  Dr.  A.  N.  Cullom,  representing  the 
Board   of  Education. 

On  motion,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Report  on  Education  be  first 
considered,  and  following  that,  the  Report  on  Home  Missions. 
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REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Baptists  believe  in  education.  They  are  loyal  to  the  free 
schools  and  to  the  State's  schools  of  higher  learning.  So  far  from 
antagonizing  them,  they  have  nobly  stood  by  them  and  sacrificed 
for  them.  But  there  is  a  field  in  education  which  the  denomination 
can  occupy  and  ought  to  occupy.  A  type  of  higher  learning  is  dis- 
pensed through  the  denominational  college  and  the  denominational 
high  school  that  no  State  school  can  furnish.  This  being  true,  while 
we  remain  loyal  to  the  State's  educational  system,  we  must  remain 
doubly  loyal  to  our  denominational  system.  Since  our  colleges  and 
high  schools  draw  no  funds  from  the  State,  depending  solely  on 
tuition  fees  and  the  voluntary  contributions  of  our  people  for  their 
maintenance,  their  claims  upon  us  for  sympathy,  contributions  and 
patronage  are  very  strong  and  should  be  heeded. 

Wake  Forest  College,  with  its  proud  history  and  its  present  un- 
precedented enrollment,  needs  every  dollar  of  the  endowment  which 
has  been  promised,  and  we  urge  our  people  who  have  given  their 
notes  or  subscriptions  to  this  object,  to  pay  up  without  delay. 

Meredith  College,  the  young  and  vigorous  daughter  of  the  Conven- 
tion and  sister  of  Wake  Forest,  is  endeavoring  to  raise  $150,000  as 
an  endowment  fund.  No  more  worthy  cause  has  been  presented  to 
our  churches  in  many  years,  and  it  behooves  us  to  give  liberally  to 
this  object.     The  institution  is  in  sore  need  of  just  this  help. 

The  associational  schools,  located  here  and  there  at  strategic 
points  in  our  State,  need  every  encouragement;  for,  not  only  are 
they  feeders  for  our  denominational  colleges,  but  they  are  preparing 
a  type  of  citizens  who  are  to  be  the  pillars  and  the  hope  of  the 
church  in  coming  years.  M.  B.  Dry,

The  report  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  after  which  Bro.  L.  E.  M. 
Freeman  made  a  stirring  appeal  in  behalf  of  Meredith  College, 
pointing  out  the  great  need  of  the  Baptists  of  the  State  properly 
endowing  the  institution.  Dr.  Cullom  also  spoke  of  the  imperative 
need  of  the  endowment  of  this  our  "infant  daughter."  He  likewise 
called  attention  to  the  great  work  accomplished  through  the  Board 
of  Education,  in  equipping  ministerial  students  at  Wake  Forest 
College.  Bro.  T.  Ivey  spoke  upon  the  importance  of  our  secondary 
schools  as  feeders  for  our  colleges. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT   ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Home  Missions  is  an  effort  to  make  real  a  Christian  civilization  in 
America.  In  the  prosecution  of  the  purpose  of  our  Lord  for  the 
redemption  of  the  world,  Samaria  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  world  as 
Jerusalem,  Judea,  or  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.  Peter  and 
Philip  and  James  and  Stephen  were  as  truly  carrying  out  their  part 
of  the  great  commission  in  preaching  in  the  home  land  as  Paul  was 
his  in  going  far  hence  to  the  Gentiles. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  conducts  several  departments  of  work 
for  saving  the  people  and  preparing  for  lives  of  better  service.  It 
has  about  forty-five  (45)  workers  among  the  foreigners,  twenty- 
eight  (28)  mountain  schools,  eighteen  trained  evangelists  who  last 
year  baptized  about  three  thousand  converts,  thirty-five   (35)   negro

missionary  evangelists  working  among  the  Southern  negroes,  thirty- 
four  (34)  missionaries  who  supply  fifty-six  (56)  churches  and  sta- 
tions in  Cuba,  five  missionaries  and  four  helpers  who  are  doing  a 
successful  work  in  the  Canal  Zone,  a  church  building  department 
which  aided  in  building  289  churches  last  year,  and  twenty  mission- 
aries among  the  Indians  in  Oklahoma. 

Besides  the  above,  the  Home  Board  co-operates  in  a  number  of 
States  in  maintaining  the  work  by  supplementing  the  efforts  of  the 
State  Boards  in  weak  places  where  the  work  is  too  great  for  them 
alone. 

The  material  development  of  the  South  has  been  marvelous  and 
its  prosperity  unparalleled  until  this  section  now  has  more  wealth 
than  the  entire  Nation  had  when  the  Civil  War  began.  Shall  this 
material  prosperity  be  a  curse  or  a  blessing  to  the  South?  The 
Christian  people  of  our  Southland  hold  the  answer.  If  our  religion 
shall  consecrate  this  wealth  to  spiritual  and  moral  ends,  it  will  be  a 
blessing;  but  if  not,  it  will  be  a  curse  to  the  people  and  the  Nation. 
The  greatest  single  threat  to  the  power  of  religion  in  the  South  to- 
day is  the  Mammon  of  unconsecrated  wealth. 

In  order  that  our  Board  may  enlarge  its  activities  and  do  for  the 
denomination  and  the  glory  of  God  a  work  worthy  of  so  great  a 
Christian  body  and  commensurate  with  the  present  needs,  your 
committee  pleads  for  the  sympathy  and  prayers,  together  with 
largely  increased  contributions,  to  be  sent  in  regularly. 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  gave  last  year  for  this  work  a 
little  more  than  $22,000,  of  which  the  Raleigh  Association  gave 
nearly  $800.     (This  year  this  Association  has  reported  so  far.) 

We  recommend  that  every  pastor  urge  the  importance  of  this 
phase  of  our  work,  and  get  the  Home  Field  in  as  many  homes  as 
possible,  also  order  and  distribute  the  literature  offered  by  the 
Home  Board.  W.  R.  Beach,

Rev.  C.  E.  Maddry  feelingly  pointed  out  the  assets  of  Home  Mis- 
sions, and  the  perils  and  problems  confronting  it.  Rev.  W.  R. 
Beach  spoke  briefly  of  the  importance  of  occupying  the  waste  places 
in  its  field  of  work.

REPORT  ON    MINISTERS'    RELIEF. 

The  Baptist  Ministers'  Relief  Board  was  established  in  1890. 

The  object  of  this  board  is  to  furnish  relief  to  needy  Baptist  min- 
isters and  their  widows,  of  which  there  are  now  thirty-one  bene- 
ficiaries. Six  died  last  winter  and  the  number  is  now  smaller  than 
last  year,  but  there  are  a  number  of  applications  before  the  board. 

They  receive  amounts  varying  from  forty  dollars  to  two  hundred, 
and  most  of  them  need  more,  as  this  is  the  only  means  of  support 
for  some.  It  should  be  the  earnest  desire  of  every  Baptist  that  not 
one  of  these  worthy  ministers  of  God's  truth  suffer  for  the  needs 
>of  life. 
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We  have  entered  into  their  labors  and  should  show  our  apprecia- 
tion by  caring  for  them  while  they  linger  on  the  shores  of  time. 
Let  each  church  take  a  Christmas  offering  at  their  regular  service 
nearest  Christmas,  or  a  special  service  for  that  purpose. 

"Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  to  one  of  the  least  of  these  My 
brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me."  D.  D.  Edwards.

Thursday  Morning. 

Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Norris,  after 
which  the  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Sunday  School  work  among  the  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  was 
never  more  prosperous,  but  it  is  far  from  what  it  ought  to  be. 
There  are  many  reasons  for  encouragement.  In  1905  we  had  1,741 
churches,  with  1,290  Sunday  Schools  with  104,534  pupils.  This  year 
we  will  report  about  1,915  churches,  nearly  1,900  Sunday  Schools, 
and  175,000  to  180,000  pupils. 

About  140  churches  in  our  State  have  no  Sunday  School,  but  we 
have  over  100  branch  or  mission  schools.  We  should  have  at  least 
150  more  schools.  About  500  Sunday  Schools  close  for  the  winter. 
A  vigorous  effort  ought  to  be  made  to  keep  them  open  next  winter. 

The  training  of  our  officers  and  teachers  is  our  largest  task  now. 
Those  in  charge  of  this  department  of  our  work  tell  us  that  about 
1,000  will  be  enrolled  in  this  year's  institutes  and  training  schools, 
taking  a  part,  or  all,  of  the  lecture  course.  This  work  will  be 
pressed  vigorously.  September  was  used  by  our  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board  in  a  campaign  for  teacher  training.  Already  our  Sec- 
retary has  enrolled  over  900  in  the  normal  course.  Other  classes 
reported,  but  rolls  not  sent  in,  assure  1,000  from  this  campaign.  To 
date  2,700  are  taking  the  normal  course  in  North  Carolina,  and  this 
will  no  doubt  be  3,000  by  the  Convention. 

The  work  in  this  Association  is  in  the  very  front  line.  In  the 
whole  State  the  ratio  of  Sunday  School  scholars  to  church  members 
is  75  to  100.  In  the  Raleigh  Association  it  is  103  to  100  church 
members.  Only  one  church  in  the  Raleigh  Association  without  a 
Sunday  School,  and  that  (Cannon  Grove)  has  had  no  pastor  for 
some  years  and  exists  only  in  a  very  feeble  condition.  Several  Sun- 
day Schools  go  into  winter  quarters.  There  are  branch  Sunday 
Schools,  but  all  are  not  reported. 
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As  a  policy  for  next  year  we  recommend  the  following: 

1.  A  vigorous  campaign  for  enlargement  of  membership,  espe- 
cially among  church  members. 

2.  Improvement  in  organization,  looking  to  the  Al  school  in  the 
standard  of  excellence  of  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

3.  An  earnest  effort  to  enlist  our  workers  in  increasing  their 
efficiency  by  attending  institutes  and  taking  the  normal  course. 

4.  Hearty  co-operation  with  our  State  Committee  and  Secretary  in 
their  general  plans,  including  contributions  for  the  Sunday  School 
Mission  Fund. 

5.  Special  attention  to  the  main  business  of  the  Sunday  School, 
which  is  the  saving  of  the  lost.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

No  State  in  the  South,  perhaps,  is  making  greater  progress  indus- 
trially than  North  Carolina.  Farm  products  have  doubled  in  value 
during  the  last  ten  years,  and  the  value  of  farm  lands  has  also 
doubled.  Our  farmers  are  in  better  financial  condition  today  than 
ever  before. 

In  the  manufacturing  industry  we  have  made  great  progress.' 
Throughout  the  Piedmont  section  there  is  remarkable  industrial 
activity.  The  development  of  hydro-electric  power,  which  is  yet  in 
its  infancy,  is  a  prophecy  of  far  more  rapid  progress  in  the  coming 
years. 

We  are  making  gratifying  advancement  in  educational  matters. 
While  some  things  in  our  educational  system  sadly  need  correcting, 
on  the  whole  our  State  is  moving  forward  in  this  important  matter. 

But  when  it  comes  to  our  religious  condition,  the  showing  is  far 
from  satisfactory. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  our  population  is  unchurched,  only  forty  per 
cent  being  church  members.  According  to  the  latest  government 
report  on  religious  conditions,  which  report  covers  a  period  of  six- 
teen years — from  1890  to  1906,  North  Carolina  is  the  only  State  in 
the  South  whose  religious  growth  did  not  keep  up  with  the  increase 
of  population.  In  six  Southern  States,  the  Catholics  made  greater 
gains  than  the  Baptists,  and  North  Carolina  is  one  of  these  six 
States. 

The  spirit  of  commercialism  is  getting  a  mighty  grip  upon  our 
State,  and  is  producing  a  condition  in  religious  matters  that  is  be- 
coming alarming.  We  must  learn  to  make  the  proper  use  of  the 
prosperity  that  God  is  so  richly  bestowing  upon  us,  or  it  will  be- 
come our  greatest  curse. 

Upon  the  Baptists,  as  upon  no  other  people,  rests  the  responsibility 
for  the  religious  future  of  the  State. 
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It  is  largely  through  the  work  of  State  Missions  that  our  religious 
condition  is  to  be  improved.  We  should,  therefore,  set  ourselves  un- 
remittingly to  the  task  of  giving  a  whole  gospel  to  the  whole  State, 
and  through  the  State  to  the  whole  world. 

In  discussing  this  report,  Bro.  Livingston  Johnson,  in  his  charac- 
teristic happy  manner,  by  the  aid  of  a  chart,  spoke  upon  the  in- 
dustrial, educational  and  religious  development  of  our  people  and  of 
the  importance  of  putting  forth  renewed  zeal  in  maintaining  our 
hold  upon  the  people. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

What  we  are  in  Christian  life  depends  largely  on  our  intelligence 
and  piety. 

The  Baptist  people  have  much  for  which  to  be  thankful  in  the 
line  of  periodicals.  In  our  State  the  Biblical  Recorder,  the  organ 
of  our  great  Baptist  work,  nobly  leads.  Its  readers  can  not  but  grow 
in  grace.  The  homes  into  which  it  comes  can  not  but  be  better  for 
its  coming.  We  are  glad  that  we  can  say,  it  has  never  been  more 
effectual,  more  prosperous,  more  faithful,  or  more  worthy  than  it 
now  is. 

Charity  and  Children,  our  Orphanage  paper,  fills  well  its  place, 
and  we  heartily  commend  it  to  our  people. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  representing  Foreign  Missions,  is 
highly  important  as  a  medium  of  information  in  its  department  of 
our  -work. 

So  as  pastors  and  members  of  our  various  churches  we  should  do 
more  to  get  our  people  to  take  good  papers  and  read  them.

While  our  contributions  as  an  Association  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  our  State  as  a  whole  and  with  those  of  the  entire  South, 
about  two-thirds  of  our  churches  fell  below  the  average  for  the  South. 
Surely  no  church  should  give  less  than  25  cents  per  member  for 
Foreign  Missions.  The  world  is  open  to  the  Gospel  as  never  before. 
The  crisis  in  Foreign  Missions  seems  to  be  upon  us.  Yet  our  Board 
closed  its  work  last  year  with  a  heavy  debt.  Heroic  giving  is  neces- 
sary. Your  committee  would  earnestly  suggest  that  an  attempt  be 
made  to  enlist  every  member  of  our  churches  in  giving  to  Foreign 
Missions.  The  churches  that  fell  below  25  cents  per  member  should 
endeavor  to  reach  that;  and  the  rest  should  double  their  efforts  next 
year.  We  can  not  afford  to  play  longer  with  the  great  work  for 
which  our  Saviour  gave  His  life  and  which  He  delegated  to  His 
church  as  a  special  duty.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

Temperance  in  its  true  sense  means  the  moderate  use  of  things 
needful  and  total  abstinence  from  things  not  needful. 

Our  prohibition  laws  should  be  rigidly  enforced,  and  we  commend 
the  officers  of  the  law  who  have  dared  to  do  their  duty  in  their 
enforcement. 

We  would  urge  co-operation  with  the  organized  work  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League,  and  the  adoption  by  this  Association  of  the  resolu- 
tions sent  out  by  Bro.  Davis — 

Resolved  by  the  Raleigh  Association,  that 

Whereas,  under  Federal  regulations  interstate  shipments  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  are  delivered  to  the  consignee  before  the  State  can 
have  jurisdiction  of  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  by  this  arrangement  the  State  is  seriously  hampered  in 
carrying  out  its  policies  relative  to  the  traffic  of  intoxicating  liquors; 
and 

Whereas,  we  believe  the  State  should  have  full  control  under  its 
police  powers  over  all  liquors  within  its  borders,  whether  domestic 
or  interstate:   therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  that  we  hereby  declare  ourselves  in  favor  of  such 
action  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as  will  guarantee  to 
the  States  the  fullest  jurisdiction  over  all  intoxicants  consigned  to 
them  from  the  time  they  enter  the  State,  and  to  this  end  we  request 
the  members  of  Congress,  both  in  the  Senate  and  House,  from  this 
State,  to  support  such  legislation  as  is  contemplated  by  the  Curtis- 
Sheppard  bill  (S.  1523  and  H.  R.  13242),  now  pending  in  Congress. 
— also  the  endorsement  of  the  Miller-Curtis  Interstate  Liquor  Bill, 
which  was  before  our  last  Congress  and  is  now  pending  as  the 
Curtis-Sheppard  Bill. 

We  recommend  that  a  copy  of  this  report,  together  with  our  en- 
dorsement of  the  resolutions  and  bill  referred  to  above,  be  sent  to 
Rev.  R.  L.  Davis,  by  the  Clerk  of  this  Association.

ORPHANAGE   REPORT. 

"As  we  stand  by  the  stream  we  see  neither  the  fount  nor  the  ocean. 
One  is  lost  in  the  past  and  the  other  is  out  of  sight."  The  definite 
time  when  steps  were  taken  for  the  establishment  of  the  Thomas- 
ville  Baptist  Orphanage  was  in  November,  1884,  and  as  this  occurred 
in  the  Raleigh  Association  we  should  take  special  interest  in  its 
wonderful  development,  which  in  these  twenty-six  years  has  devel- 
oped beyond  the  wildest  imaginations  of  its  founder — every  year 
growing  in  usefulness  and  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  from  a  bare 
farm  to  some  small  cottages,  where  a  small  number  could  be  kept, 
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with  a  scanty  support;  then  to  wider  acres,  larger  dormitories,  and  a 
host  of  children  plentifully  supplied. 

The  plant  now  contains  about  500  acres  of  land,  about  175  acres  in 
cultivation,  on  which  is  located  ten  large  dormitories,  central  dining 
room,  infirmary,  school  building,  laundry,  printing  office,  machine 
shops,  barns,  etc. 

A  good  school  is  maintained  ten  months  of  each  year — children 
going  to  school  one-half  day  and  working  the  other  half.  Some 
trades  are  taught,  such  as  agriculture,  printing,  shoemaking,  wood- 
working, laundrying,  cooking,  dressmaking,  dairying,  etc.  The  chil- 
dren are  under  the  teaching  and  guidance  of  thirty-three  godly  men 
and  women,  who  give  definite  religious  instruction. 

Since  the  first  child  was  admitted  November  11,  1885,  more  than 
1,200  have  been  enrolled,  400  of  whom  are  now  there. 

Every  dormitory  is  crowded,  and  there  is  pressing  need  for  more 
buildings. 

There  is  great  need  for  a  building  in  which  very  small  children 
and  babies  can  be  kept,  and  we  pray  that  God  may  put  it  into  the 
heart  of  some  good  man  or  woman  to  build  such  a  house.

We  are  again  giving  a  report  of  the  work  of  the  churches  similar 
to  that  given  last  year,  which  is  done  in  order  that  the  work  of  the 
churches  for  the  past  year  can  be  compared  with  that  of  a  year 
before,  seeing  what  progress  is  being  made  by  each  church. 

We  hope  that  the  pastors  and  laymen  will  study  these  figures 
carefully;  and  may  we  all  go  to  work  with  renewed  courage  and 
energy,  and  at  the  next  Association  show  a  bountiful  harvest  for 
the  Master.

Constitution  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

Preamble. 
We,  the  women  of  the  Baptist  churches  in  the  Raleigh  Association, 
with  a  desire  to  stimulate  the  missionary  spirit  and  grace  of  giving 
among  our  women  and  young  people,  and  to  aid  in  collecting  funds 
for  missionary  purposes,  to  be  disbursed  by  the  boards  of  the  State 
and  Southern  Baptist  conventions,  adopt  the  following  Constitution: 

ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  Auxiliary  to  Raleigh  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  shall  be: 

(1)  To  receive  and  distribute  missionary  information  and  to  en- 
courage the  organization  of  societies  and  mission  study  classes. 

(2)  To  stimulate  the  women  and  young  people  of  the  Association 
to  systematic  and  proportionate  giving  to  missions  at  home  and 
abroad,  and  to  personal  service  among  the  destitute  and  unfortu- 
nate in  their  own  communities. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  membership  of  the  Union  shall  be  composed  only  of  Mission- 
ary Societies  connected  with  churches  in  Raleigh  Association. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICEES. 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  who,  by  right  of 
this  election,  shall  also  be  the  Vice-President  of  the  Central  Com- 
mittee for  this  Association;  a  Vice-President  and  a  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

Sec.  8.  Officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  closing  session  of 
the  Union  after  nominations  by  a  nominating  committee  of  five. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ASSOCIATIONAL    MEETING. 

The  associational  meeting  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Union  shall  decide. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

REPRESENTATION  AT  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETING. 

The  officers  of  the  Union,  five  members  of  local  Societies,  two  dele- 
gates from  each  W.  M.  S.,  two  from  each  Y.  W.  A.,  and  leader  with 
one  delegate  from  each  Young  People's  Society,  shall  form  the  rep- 
resentation at  associational  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

RELIGIOUS    EXERCISES. 

Every  session  of  the  Union  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  re- 
ligious exercises. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

The  officers  of  the  Union  shall  form  an  Executive  Committee, 
which  should  maintain  close  relations  with  the  State  W.  M.  U. 
This  committee  shall  assist  the  President  in  the  general  work  of  the 
Union;  shall  arrange  program  for  associational  meeting,  at  which 
time  it  shall  submit  recommendations  as  a  basis  of  work  for  the 
coming  year;  shall  see  that  the  apportionment  suggested  to  the 
Association  by  the  State  Union  is  divided  among  the  Societies. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  associational  meeting,  written 
notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  sent  to  the  President 
before  the  first  session. 


BY-LAWS. 


I. — Duties  of  Officers. 
Section  1.  President. — The  President  shall  preside  at  associa- 
tional and  Executive  Committee  meetings;  shall  appoint  all  com- 
mittees not  otherwise  provided  for;  shall  co-operate  with  local  com- 
mittee in  arranging  for  annual  meeting;  shall  advance  in  every  way 
possible  the  work  of  the  Association,  and  shall  have  general  supervis- 
ion of  all  the  work  of  the  Associational  Union.  She  shall  keep  in 
touch   with   Societies  by  visiting,   correspondence,   and  by  sending 
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literature;  shall  endeavor,  with  the  aid  of  her  associates,  to  organize 
a  W.  M.  S.,  Y.  W.  A.,  Band,  and  Order  of  R.  A.'s  in  every  church  of 
the  Association.  She  shall  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Associa- 
tional  Union,  shall  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  State  Central 
Committee,  and  shall  prepare  a  comprehensive  report  of  the  year's 
work  for  the  annual  meeting  of  Raleigh  Association.  She  shall 
attend,  if  possible,  the  conference  of  Vice-Presidents  and  Central 
Committee  held  in  connection  with  the  annual  session  of  the  State 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  present  a  report  of  her  Association. 
She  shall  see  that  the  President  of  each  Society  receives  the  card 
with  suggested  apportionment  for  the  year  not  later  than  one  month 
after  the  annual  session  of  the  State  Union. 

Sec.  2.  Vice-President. — The  Vice-President  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  President,  and  shall  aid  so  far  as  possible  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Union's  work. 

Sec.  3.  Secretary-Treasurer. — The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep 
a  record  of  annual  Executive  Committee  meetings;  shall  tabulate 
the  list  of  delegates;  shall  notify  committees  of  their  appointments. 
She  shall  send  a  copy  of  minutes  of  associational  meeting  to  the 
Clerk  of  Raleigh  Association,  with  the  request  that  it  be  published 
in  the  Minutes  of  Raleigh  Association.  She  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  moneys  passing  through  her  hands,  and  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Union. 

II. — Expense  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  provide  for  an  expense 
fund  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  President  in  carry- 
ing on  the  work,  and  to  this  end  each  Society  shall  contribute  ten 
cents  per  member,  this  amount  to  be  contributed  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Society  after  the  associational  meeting. 

III. — Committees. 

Section  1.  Temporary  Committees. — At  the  first  meeting  of  Asso- 
ciational Union  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  elected.  The 
President  shall  appoint  the  committees  on  Time  and  Place,  and 
Resolutions.  All  of  these  committees  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  each,  and  shall  report  during  the  session. 

Sec  2.  Standing  Committees. — The  following  standing  commit- 
tees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Vice-President,  at  her  convenience,  to 
report  at  the  next  annual  meeting: 

1.  Committee  of  three  on  Margaret  Home. 

2.  Committee  of  three  on  Training  School. 

3.  Committee  of  six  on  Literature. 

4.  Committee  of  six  on  Obituaries. 

IV. — Messengers  to  the  Association. 
Sec.  3.     Three  messengers,  one  of  them  to  be  the  President,  shall 
be  sent  with  the  Union's  report  to  the  annual  meeting  of  Raleigh 
Association.     The  President  shall  appoint  the  other  two. 

V. — Amendments. 
Sec  4.     These  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting,  previous  notice 
of  the  proposed  change  having  been  given.

Puquay  Springs,  Wake  County,  N.  C,  Oct.  30,  1912. 

The  one  hundred  and  seventh  session  of  the  Raleigh  Association 
met  with  Puquay  Springs  Baptist  Church  this  morning  at  10  o'clock. 
After  a  song  service  and  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Olive,  Dr.  L.  E.  M. 
Freeman  conducted  devotional  services,  reading  the  sixth  chapter  of 
Isaiah,  showing  the  importance  of  the  individual  having  a  clear 
conception  of  his  duty  in  life. 

The  Association  was  then  called  to  order  by  Brother  N.  B.  Brough- 
ton,  its  former  Moderator. 

On  motion,  a  Committee  on  Enrollment  of  Delegates,  composed 
of  Brethren  W.  A.  Seagraves,  Sion  Holleman,  W.  B.  Upchurch,  G.  M.

Brother  Thomp- 
son, owing  to  the  pressure  of  his  time,  wished  to  present  an  appeal 
in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions.  The  program  as  amended  was 
adopted. 

Brother  J.  M.  Broughton,  on  arriving  at  the  Association,  stated 
that  he  believed  the  church  letters  should  be  read  as  a  means  of 
affording  information  to  those  present,  and  that  a  departure  from 
the  same  would  be  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the  churches.  A 
motion  was  made  that  the  action  previously  passed  by  the  Associa- 
tion, whereby  the  reading  of  the  church  letters  was  omitted,  be 
rescinded.     A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  lost — 30  to  17.

Brother  W.  A.  Cooper  presented  the  report  on  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder. The  report,  after  being  discussed  by  Brothers  Cooper  and 
W.  R.  Beach,  who  represents  the  Recorder,  was  adopted.  Brother 
Beach,  in  a  forceful  manner,  urged  the  importance  of  all  North 
Carolina  Baptists  reading  it. 

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER. 

For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be 
saved.  How  shall  they  call  upon  Him  in  whom  they  have  not  be- 
lieved? and  how  shall  they  believe  in  Him  of  whom  they  have  not 
heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  and  how  shall 
they  preach  except  they  be  sent?  And,  we  might  add,  and  where 
shall  they  be  sent  unless  we  know  where  is  the  need,  and  how  shall 
we  be  informed  except  through  the  religious  press,  and  where  can 
we  find  any  so  faithful  as  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  been  for  the 
last  eighty  years? 

It  has  helped  to  unify  the  denomination  in  belief,  in  practice,  in 
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organized  work  for  the  dissemination  of  the  gospel  to  all  parts  of 
the  world. 

It  has  been  inspirational,  edifying,  and  helpful — 
In  the  unfolding  and  application  of  Bible  truth; 
In    developing    denominational    consciousness,    loyalty,    and    ef- 
ficiency; 
In  presenting  the  various  objects  of  benevolence; 
In  affording  an  impartial  and  serviceable  medium  for  the  inter- 
change of  news,  experiences,  and  opinions; 
In  magnifying  the  office  of  pastor  and  rallying  his  people  around 
him  in  the  Lord's  work. 
Every  pastor  should  unceasingly  work  to  the  end  that  every  family 
be  a  subscriber. 

He  should  receive  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  membership  and  a 
great  campaign  be  waged  to  more  than  double  the  circulation,  that 
our  people  may  be  better  informed,  inspired,  and  helped.

Afternoon  Session. 

After  a  song  service  and  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Arnette,  the  Asso- 
ciation was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator. 

REPORT   ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

Several  causes  combine  to  keep  most  preachers  poor.  Many  of 
them  receive  salaries  that  are  pitifully  small.  They  give  liberally 
to  discharge  their  own  Christian  obligation  and  to  lead  their  churches 
-n  benevolence.  Frequent  moving  involves  expense.  And  nearly  all 
preachers  must  meet  all  obligations  from  their  meagre  salaries 
because  they  have  no  other  income.  The  result  is  that  when  the 
old  preachers  can  no  longer  do  work  or  secure  it  they  have  no  sav- 
ings to  support  them  in  old  age. 

Our  old  preachers  have  strong  claims  upon  us.  Many  of  them 
did  pioneer  work  for  our  denomination.  The  churches  they  estab- 
lished have  grown  into  self-supporting  bodies.  They  laid  the  founda- 
tion on  which  the  superstructure  of  our  denominational  activity 
rests.  All  over  our  State  they  have  left  the  influence  of  their  con- 
secrated lives  and  faithful  leadership.  Younger  men  are  carrying 
on  their  work.  And  our  present  success  is  largely  due  to  the  noble 
service  of  our  older  preachers. 

Several  things  operate  to  prevent  our  giving  adequate  support  to 
this  cause.  Church  expenses  are  constantly  emphasized.  Home, 
State,  and  Foreign  Missions,  the  Orphanage,  and  other  objects  are 
preached  and  printed.  Committees  are  appointed  for  all  these 
objects.     And  the  cause  of  the  old  preachers  is  often  pushed  aside. 

Last  year  this  Association  gave  only  $130.76  to  this  cause.  Three 
of  our  churches  gave  $10  or  more,  eleven  gave  $5  or  more,  eleven 
others  gave  less  than  $5,  six  gave  nothing. 
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Your  committee  would  urge  that  more  emphasis  be  placed  on  the 
support  of  our  old  preachers.  Each  church  should  contribute  some- 
thing. And  the  churches  that  are  giving  should  contribute  more 
liberally.  We  further  recommend  that  each  church  make  a  special 
offering  for  this  object  on  the  Sunday  nearest  Christmas.

The  report  was  presented  by  Dr.  L.  E.  M.  Freeman.  It  was  dis- 
cussed by  Brother  J.  M.  Arnette,  who  represents  the  Ministerial 
Relief  Board.  He  feelingly  portrayed  the  needs  of  this  worthy 
cause,  and  requested  that  a  special  collection  be  taken  by  the  va- 
rious churches  on  the  Sunday  of  their  meeting  nearest  Christmas. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT    ON    EDUCATION. 

There  was  handed  in  no  report  on  Education,  but  Dr.  L.  E.  M. 
Freeman,  representing  Meredith  College,  spoke  upon  the  importance 
of  our  Secondary  Schools  and  upon  the  magnificent  Christian  train- 
ing Meredith  College  offered  its  students,  urging  in  conclusion  the 
importance  of  our  Baptist  boys  and  girls  being  educated  at  Baptist 
institutions. 

Rev.  C.  E.  Maddry  spoke  upon  the  needs  of  adequate  space  being 
provided  at  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith  colleges.  Brother  C.  E. 
Maddry  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

A  GOOD  RESOLUTION  FOR  EVERY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  TO 
PASS  THIS  YEAR. 

Whereas,  Baptists  are  guardians  of  the  spiritual  foundations  of 
democracy;  and  whereas,  the  modern  republic  can  not  long  endure 
in  ignorance  of  the  religious  essentials  of  democracy,  it  behooves 
North  Carolina  Baptists  to  make  Baptist  principles  felt  in  every 
educational  center  of  our  State: 

Therefore  be  it  resolved — 

1.  That  our  State  Mission  Board  be  encouraged  in  maintaining 
an  efficient  Baptist  Sunday  School  hard  by  every  day  school  and 
college  in  North  Carolina;  that  this  Association  assert  its  approval 
of  the  State  Mission  Board's  desire  to  support  the  strongest  possible 
preacher  in  every  educational  center  of  the  State;  that  this  Asso- 
ciation go  on  record  as  favoring  a  denomination  policy  that  will 
ultimately  put  an  adequate  house  of  worship  in  all  our  principal 
educational  centers  of  North  Carolina. 

2.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Association  that  the  way  should  be 
cleared  for  working  out  this  policy,  by  the  denomination's  coming 
to  the  help  of  the  local  church  of  Wake  Forest  in  supplying  our  own 
Wake  Forest  College  with  a  house  of  worship  ample  for  taking  care 
of  all  the  students  that  may  ever  go  to  Wake  Forest  to  study. 

3.  That  some  denominational  agency  be  empowered  to  push  this 
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matter,  so  that  at  least  every  three  years  a  new  ample  church  build- 
ing shall  be  erected  in  one  of  our  educational  centers  until  all  of 
them  are  supplied  with  churches. 

It  was  ordered  by  the  Association  that  the  Clerk  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  finance  table,  showing  the  amount  paid  to  the  various 
objects  by  the  women  in  the  auxiliary  societies  of  the  churches. 

Brother  W.  H.  Swift  was  granted  the  privileges  of  the  Association 
in  making  a  short  address  upon  "Child  Labor  Conditions  in  North 
Carolina,  and  the  Defects  of  the  Present  System." 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  brethren  as  a  Committee 
on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  for  the  next  session  of  the  Association: 
J.  D.  Marcum,  W.  J.  H.  Holloway,  and  J.  W.  Benton. 

After  singing  the  doxology,  adjourned. 

Night  Session. 

Following  a  song  service  and  prayers  by  Brethren  T.  Ivey  and 
C.  E.  Maddry,  Rev.  J.  N.  Hilliard  preached  from  the  twenty-first 
verse  of  the  third  chapter  of  First  Corinthians,  "For  all  things  are 
yours." 

The  Moderator  called  the  body  to  order,  and  the  next  subject,  the 
Orphanage,  was  taken  up.  Report  was  read  by  Brother  Sion  Holle- 
man,  who  made  a  short  but  appropriate  talk  upon  the  report.  He 
was  followed  by  Brother  F.  B.  Hamrick,  of  the  Orphanage,  who  very 
feelingly  spoke  of  the  actual  conditions  at  Thomasville,  the  aims 
and  purposes  of  the  institution,  the  imperative  need  of  funds, 
finally  declaring  that  it  was  there  that  the  broken  threads  were 
gathered  up  again  in  the  loom  of  life.  Brethren  W.  A.  Cooper  and 
C.  E.  Maddry  also  spoke  upon  the  report.  An  offering  was  received 
from  those  present  to  the  amount  of  $26.00  and  the  same  turned 
over  to  Brother  Hamrick  for  the  Orphanage.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

ORPHANAGE  REPORT. 

The  Orphanage  is  twenty-seven  years  old,  has  four  hundred  acres 
of  land  near  the  town  of  Thomasville,  and  a  farm  of  twelve  hundred 
acres  near  the  town  of  Kinston  in  Lenoir  County.  Last  year  the 
average  number  of  children  was  three  hundred  and  seventy-one,  and 
the  number  now  is  about  four  hundred. 

The  health  record  has  never  been  better  since  the  institution  was 
started,  not  a  single  death  having  resulted  from  natural  causes. 

Short  crops,  high  cost  of  living,  and  some  expensive  improvements 
during  the  year  has  put  the  institution  about  ten  thousand  dollars 
in  debt.  We  are  expecting  this  to  be  removed  by  the  Thanksgiving 
offering  the  last  Thursday  in  November. 

The  Kennedy  gift  is  to  be  an  arm  of  the  Orphanage  without  multi- 
plying its  machinery  of  administration.  It  simply  means  an  en- 
largement and  calls  for  more  and  larger  gifts — more  for  current 
fund,  more  for  building. 

About  fifty  per  month  are  asking  to  be  admitted,  and  nine-tenths 
of  these  are  turned  away  for  lack  of  room.

Cooper,  Sion  Holleman  and  W.  B.  Upchurch  being  the  committee 
appointed. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  OP  THE  CHURCHES. 

Your  committee  herewith  submits  a  digest  of  the  church  letters 
sent  up  to  the  Association.  We  have  tried  to  show  in  this  report 
what  the  churches  have  done  and  what  gain  or  loss  is  shown  by 
each  church  in  membership,  contributions  to  benevolent  objects, 
number  of  baptisms,  gain  in  Sunday  School  membership,  and  such 
other  information  as  to  the  condition  of  the  churches  as  can  be 
obtained  from  the  church  letters. 

Letters  were  received  from  all  of  the  32  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion. These  report  a  total  of  313  baptisms.  Last  year  these  same 
churches  reported  341  baptisms;  showing  a  falling  off  in  the  number 
of  baptized  of  28. 

The  churches  reporting  baptisms  are  as  follows:  Collins  Grove  6,

Reporting  a  loss  in  amount  given  to  benevolent  objects  of  $255.99 
are  as  follows:  Apex  99.34,  Cary  5.85,  Ephesus  5.31,  Fayetteville 
Street  $32.30,  Garner  $3.62,  Hepzibah  $29.80,  Inwood  $2.34,  Knight- 
dale $12.50,  Leesville  $33.46,  Mt.  Zion  $2.40,  Morrisville  $1.06,  Mc- 
Cullers $4.70,  Mt.  Hermon  $5.00,  New  Hill  $11.00,  Pleasant  Grove 
$2.16,  Pilot  $1.34,  Sorrell's  Grove  $3.80. 

Twenty-nine  churches  reported  contributions  to  all  objects,  $37,- 
087.29,  a  gain  of  $9,935.34  from  'these  churches  last  year. 

We  desire  to  call  special  attention  to.  the  falling  off  of  the  number 
of  baptisms  in  the  last  year,  and  the  seven  churches  reporting  none. 
We  also  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  loss  in  membership  of 
eight  churches  and  the  loss  in  membership  of  Sunday  School  schol- 
ars, a  net  loss  of  119.  The  report  shows  a  net  gain  of  church  mem- 
bership of  255. 

We  regret  to  say  that  the  above  figures,  as  you  will  see,  do  not 
make  a  very  satisfactory  showing  of  progress.  While  the  church 
membership  has  increased  and  the  total  amount  of  money  expended 
has  largely  increased,  yet  the  contributions  to  benevolence  only 
show  a  net  increase  of  $244.13. 

We  earnestly  hope  that  the  brethren  will  study  these  figures  and 
make  diligent  effort  for  a  better  showing  during  the  coming  year.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  Associa- 
tion erecting  a  building  for  the  Orphanage  at  the  Kennedy  home, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  we  think  it  feasible  and  that  we  are  well 
able  to  do  so,  and  we  recommend  that  a  committee  on  ways  and 
means  be  appointed,  with  instructions  to  proceed  with  plans  for  a 
campaign  to  raise  the  necessary  money  for  this  object.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Our  authority  for  Missions  is  the  command  of  our  Lord,  found  in 
Mark  16:15,  where  He  said:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature";  and  in  Acts  1:8,  where  He  said,  "Ye 
shall  be  witnesses  unto  Me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and 
in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  We  find 
His  word  for  the  various  missions. 

Our  encouragement  is  the  wonderful  success  that  has  attended 
the  efforts  that  have  been  made  in  carrying  out  this  command.  God 
has  smiled  upon  the  work  from  its  beginning.  The  following  will 
show  what  was  done  last  year: 

"There  were  152  missionaries,  who  preached  at  351  points.  They 
reported  1,921  baptisms  and  1,427  received  by  letter,  making  total 
additions  3,348.  Ten  churches  were  organized,  fifty  church  buildings 
were  in  course  of  construction,  and  fourteen  completed.  These 
churches  contributed  as  follows:  To  pastors'  salary  $25,432.05, 
church  buildings  $32,510.51,  objects  of  the  Convention  $11,021.96, 
other  objects  $5,011.42— grand  total  $73,975.74.  The  mission  churches 
put  back  into  the  denominational  treasury  last  year  $27,444.93  more 
than  we  put  into  State  Missions." 

The  basis  of  operation  for  this  year  is  $50,000,  not  including  the 
$2,500  for  Sunday  School  work.     To  meet  this  advance  it  is  neces- 
sary for  all  our  churches  to  enlarge  their  contributions,  so  let  us  all 
rally  to  the  urgent  call  of  our  beloved  and  very  efficient  Secretary.

The  report  was  presented  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Olive,  who  made  an  in- 
teresting talk  upon  the  general  conditions  confronting  the  State 
Board,  the  great  good  State  Missions  had  accomplished  in  the  past, 
and  the  great  need  of  its  maintenance  by  increased  funds  to  help  the 
weak,  struggling  churches.     It  was  further  discussed  by  Rev.  C.  E. 
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Maddry,  after  which  it  was  adopted.     Brother  W.  R.  Beach  was  con- 
tinued as  the  representative  of  this  Association  on  State  Missions. 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Home  Missions  is  to  save  the  South  and  through  the  South  save 
the  world.  The  sooner  the  South  is  evangelized  and  Christianized, 
the  sooner  the  world  will  be  evangelized  and  Christianized.  The 
South  is  God's  choice  to  evangelize  the  world.  He  has  made  it  His 
choice  by  holding  off  the  paganizing  influences  and  keeping  His 
gospel  pure  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  in  the 
South.  The  man  with  yellow  skin  is  looking  to  the  Anglo-Saxon 
for  his  new  ideals  in  business,  his  ideals  in  civic  affairs,  and  his 
safety  in  everything  depends  upon  what  the  Anglo-Saxon  does  for 
his  neighbor  in  yellow  skin,  either  at  home  or  across  the  ocean. 
Without  the  gospel,  all  other  things  that  we  are  giving  to  the  world 
will  prove  a  curse  to  it  instead  of  a  blessing.  For  the  South  to  give 
the  gospel  she  must  have  the  gospel,  for  she  can  not  give  that  which 
she  possesses  not. 

The  South  has  become  a  man  and  put  away  childish  things.  We 
must  do  the  same  thing  in  our  churches,  or  else  the  material  will 
get  ahead  of  the  spiritual  and  the  temporal  will  make  such  a  dis- 
play that  the  eternal  will  be  eclipsed. 

God  saves  men  through  men  who  are  consecrated  to  His  service, 
and  whose  means  are  laid  on  God's  altar  for  His  use  in  His  holy 
purpose  to  save  the  lost  world.  We  must  evangelize  and  save  the 
South,  and  through  her  save  the  world.  If  this  is  not  done,  the 
people  will  perish,  our  churches  will  die  with  the  dry  rot,  and  the 
world  will  remain  in  darkness. 

We  are  so  slow  about  saving  the  South  God  is  sending  us  the 
heathen  Catholics,  etc.,  by  the  thousands,  and  if  we  do  not  come  to 
ourselves  in  our  strength  and  arise  and  do  our  best  now,  when  the 
Panama  Canal  is  finished,  instead  of  our  Christianizing,  we  will  be 
paganized.  No  little  is  due  to  Home  Mission  work,  for  four-fifths 
of  the  Protestant  church  buildings  in  America  were  built  by  Home 
Mission  endeavor. 

In  1902  Southern  Baptists  raised  $88,874,  in  1912  $366,050.  In 
1902  the  Home  Board  employed  wholly  or  in  part  674  missionaries; 
in  1912,  1,309.  In  1902  the  Home  Board  missionaries  reported  8,150 
baptisms  and  17,201  total  additions  to  churches;  in  1912  there  were 
26,899  baptisms  and  47,728  additions  to  the  churches.  In  1902 
Home  Board  missionaries  constituted  231  churches;  in  1912,  683. 
The  Board  has  33  secondary  mountain  schools  with  approximately 
5,500  students  and  seventy-five  or  eighty  of  these  are  ministerial 
students.  The  Board  has  more  than  twenty  trained  evangelists  em- 
ployed. Rev.  M.  N.  McCall  is  superintendent  of  the  Board's  work 
in  Cuba,  and  Rev.  J.  L.  Wise  is  superintendent  of  the  work  in  the 
Canal  Zone. 

The  Board  is  now  raising  the  million-dollar  church  building  loan 
fund,  to  help  the  three  thousand  houseless  churches  to  build  for 
themselves  houses  of  worship.  A  man  will  soon  be  employed  to 
superintend  the  Department  of  Enlistment  and  Cooperation  to  get 
the  ten  thousand  churches  that  are  now  doing  nothing  toward  the 
spread  of  the  gospel  and  to  hear  the  Macedonian  cry,  "Come  over 
and  help  us." 

The  Home  Board  is  trying  to  Christianize  the  negroes  of  the 
South.     The  work  among  the  Indians  is  progressing  nicely. 
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Your  committee  urges  that  we  take  the  Home  Board's  journal, 
Our  Home  Field.  We  can  only  do  our  duty  by  doing  our  best  for 
Home  Missions.  Let  us  evangelize  the  South,  and  thereby  hasten 
the  evangelization  of  the  world.

The  report  was  discussed  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Norris,  after  which  it  was 
adopted.  Brother  C.  H.  Norris  was  appointed  as  a  representative  of 
the  Association  on  Home  Missions. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Missions,  in  the  absence  of  Rev.  A.  C.  Sher- 
wood, was  presented  by  Brother  J.  M.  Broughton,  who  very  forcibly 
set  forth  the  results  accomplished  in  the  past  through  this  channel. 
He  was  followed  by  Rev.  C.  E.  Maddry,  who  spoke  on  the  motives 
of  Foreign  Missions:  (a)  The  Soul's  Experience  in  Christ;  (b)  The 
World's  Need  of  Christ;  (c)  The  Command  of  Christ.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  program  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  embraced  and  compre- 
hended world-wide  redemption.  The  scope  of  His  command  was 
absolutely  universal.  It  is  the  purpose  of  God,  said  Paul,  "to  recon- 
cile all  things  to  Himself."  In  all  of  our  endeavors  to  bring  to  pass 
the  kingdom  of  our  Lord,  we  should  never  lose  sight  of  the  grandeur 
of  this  conception. 

Christianity  is  not  a  life  boat,  sent  out  through  the  raging  waters, 
to  the  sinking  ship,  to  save  a  few  passengers,  and  leave  the  rest  to 
go  down;  but  Christianity  would  save  all  the  passengers,  together 
with  the  ship.  The  old  Book  of  God  looks  to  a  redeemed  race.  Let 
us  look  for,  and  pray  for  nothing  short  of  this:  A  redeemed  earth, 
consecrated  to  God. 

We  are  the  instruments  of  God  Almighty,  in  this  world-girdling 
purpose.  He  has  chosen  no  other  way.  What  is  our  part?  What  is  my 
part  as  an  individual  Christian? 

We  sustain  a  three-fold  relation  to  this  purpose  of  world- 
redemption. 

First,  comes  the  command  of  Christ  to  look  on  the  fields.  Said 
He:  "Lift  up  your  eyes  and  look  on  the  fields,  for  they  are  white 
already  to  the  harvest."  In  other  words,  Jesus  commanded  His 
followers  to  know,  to  inform  themselves  about  the  need. 

And  the  lack  of  interest,  the  great  indifference,  the  lack  of  money, 
for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions,  is  due  to  this 
one  thing  more  than  all  others — ignorance  of  the  need. 

Many  are  afraid  to  study  the  need  and  inform  themselves,  because 
of  what  it  might  cost  them  in  dollars  or  service  and  sacrifice. 
Christ  knew  this,  and  He  placed  first  things  first — the  command  to 
look  on  the  fields  and  know  about  the  need.  We  once  believed  that 
the  only  command  for  Foreign  Missions  was  the  command  to  go,  but 
we  have  learned  that  the  first  command  is  to  study  the  conditions 
and  know  the  needs.  The  average  church  member  thinks  it  is  be- 
neath him  to  study  about  the  needs  and  conditions  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  work.     It  is  all  right  with  him  for  his  wife  and  children 
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to   study   Missions — take   the   Foreign   Mission   Journal   and   study 
Missions — but  he  has  no  time  for  it. 

It  is  our  duty  to  know,  and  you  are  false  to  Christ  until  you  do 
know.  You  owe  it  to  Him  to  know  all  you  can  about  the  things  of 
His  kingdom  and  the  need.  It  is  your  duty  to  give  to  the  subject 
the  same  painstaking  investigations  and  study  that  you  give  to 
your  business  affairs.  The  time  has  come  when  the  business  men 
of  America  must  put  some  of  their  business  ability  and  common 
sense  on  the  altar  service  of  the  King. 

You  have  taken  your  information  long  enough  from  the  pastor 
and  the  woman's  missionary  society  and  an  occasional  visiting 
speaker.  It  is  incumbent  upon  you  to  study  the  subject  of  Missions, 
and  inform  yourself  of  the  need. 

And  the  second  command  of  the  Saviour  is  to  pray  for  laborers 
for  the  harvest.  No  man  prays  effectively  until  he  knows.  We 
pray  in  abstract  generalities,  and  pious  platitudes,  until  we  know 
about  the  need.  So  after  we  have  looked  on  the  fields,  and  seen  the 
need,  the  second  command  comes  to  us,  to  pray  for  laborers.  Christ 
has  placed  the  responsibility  upon  us.  While  the  work  is  His  and  the 
workers  are  also  His,  He  commands  us  to  pray  for  the  sending  out 
of  laborers.  The  people  who  do  most  for  the  kingdom  of  God — 
solving  problems,  overcoming  difficulties,  supplying  both  men  and 
money  for  the  foreign  field — are  the  people  who  can  pray.  God  can 
do  for  those  who  pray  what  He  could  not  do  without.  And  here 
is  the  Scripture  for  it:  "Ye  did  not  choose  Me,  but  I  chose  you  and 
appointed  you,  that  ye  should  go  and  bear  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit 
should  abide,  that  whatsoever  ye  may  ask  the  Father  in  My  name, 
He  may  give  it  you."  If  our  people  would  pray — if  they  could  be- 
come so  burdened  that  they  would  begin  to  pray  in  dead  earnest, 
the  kingdom  would  come  within  the  life  of  this  generation. 

And  then  comes  the  last  command — the  Great  Commission — GO. 
After  Jesus  gave  the  command  to  look  on  the  fields,  and  pray,  He 
said  GO.  And  no  man  is  going,  unless  he  knows  and  has  been 
praying  about  it.  The  disciples  looked  on  the  fields  and  prayed  and 
he  sent  them. 

And  if  we  are  not  called  to  go  in  person,  we  are  surely  called  to 
go  by  proxy.  We  are  called  to  do  all  we  can  to  send  some  one  else. 
Carey  said  to  his  church:  "I  am  called  to  go  down  into  the  dark, 
deep  mine  of  heathenism,  who  will  hold  the  ropes?"  And  his 
church,  standing  behind  him  as  one  man,  said:  "You  go  down  and 
explore  this  mine  and  we  will  remain  behind  and  hold  the  ropes."

Foreign  Missions — March  and  April.

Sunday  Schools — June  and  July. 

State  Missions — August,  September  and  October. 

Orphanage — November,    and    one    Sunday    each    month    by    the 

Sunday  Schools  (this  includes  Thanksgiving). 
Aged  Ministers — December,  including  Christmas  offering. 
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That  each  pastor  be  requested  to  preach  at  least  one  sermon  on 
each  of  these  near  the  beginning  of  each  period. 

(This  plan  was  passed  by  the  Association  of  1911,  and  is  inserted 
for  the  purpose  of  information  to  the  various  churches.) 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY   SCHOOLS. 

We  find  authority  for  Sunday  Schools  in  God's  Word.  There  is 
added  testimony  in  the  fact  that  a  Sunday  School  with  good  organi- 
zation, equipment  and  teaching  is  sure  to  become  efficient  in  winning 
souls  for  God  and  in  developing  them  for  His  use.  The  reason  is 
not  far  to  see.  God  could  not  expect  us  to  work  intelligently  and 
successfully  for  Him  without  knowing  His  will  concerning  us,  and 
the  Sunday  School  affords  the  best  of  opportunities  for  teaching  the 
Word.    • 

The  Sunday  School  work  of  the  State  is  hopeful.  There  seems  to 
be  a  steady,  healthful  growth.  Since  1905  we  have  grown  from 
1,290  schools  to  1,858  in  1911 — a  gain  of  568  or  44  per  cent  in  six 
years.  Since  March,  1912,  about  seventy  new  schools  have  been 
organized.  It  is  probable  a  few  of  the  old  ones  have  been  discon- 
tinued. During  the  same  six  years  the  membership  has  grown 
from  104,534  to  174,384— a  gain  of  69,750,  or  67  per  cent.  There 
now  seems  to  be  about  125  churches  without  schools.  It  seems  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  secure  schools  in  some  of  these.  The 
Normal  Training  is  exceedingly  hopeful.  Nearly  two  thousand  were 
enrolled  in  North  Carolina  during  the  last  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention year.  The  special  campaign  for  this  work  is  now  on.  An 
effort  is  being  made  to  enlist  at  least  twelve  hundred  during  Sep- 
tember and  October. 

As  a  policy  for  next  year  we  would  recommend  the  following: 

1.  The  organization  of  our  Sunday  School  forces  into  a  convention 
with  needed  officers  and  committees  to  advance  the  work.  Let  the 
Executive  Committee  be  appointed  now  to  do  this  work  and  co- 
operate with  the  State  Sunday  School  Committee  and  Secretary. 

2.  A  vigorous  campaign  to  enlist  more  of  our  church  members 
and  others  not  reached  for  the  Sunday  School.  A  religious  census 
will  greatly  aid  in  this. 

3.  The  organization  of  Normal  classes  for  the  training  of  our 
officers  and  teachers. 

4.  The  cooperation  with  other  associations  in  supporting  Sunday 
School  Missions  by  taking  in  our  Sunday  School  at  least  one  col- 
lection a  year  for  this  object. 

5.  More  definite  plans  for  making  our  schools  evangelistic.  These 
ought  to  become  great  soul  saving  agencies.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

There  has  in  all  ages  and  climes  been  a  tendency  to  the  improper 
use  of  stimulants.  Noah  took  too  much  strong  drink.  By  this  vice 
Alexander  the  Conqueror  was  conquered.  The  Romans  at  their 
feasts  fell  off  their  seats  with  intoxication.  Four  hundred  millions 
of  our  race  are  opium  eaters.  India,  Turkey  and  China  have 
groaned  with  the  desolation  and  by  it  have  been  crushed  some  of 
their  best  men.  The  damage  done  by  drunkenness  is  plain.  Does 
it  not  jingle  the  burglar's  key?  Does  it  not  whet  the  assassin's 
knife?  Does  it  not  spring  the  highwayman's  pistol?  Does  it  not 
wave  the  incendiary's  torch?  Does  it  not  make  widows  and  orphans 
by  the  hundreds?  Still  the  friends  of  the  rum  traffic  have  banded 
together;  annually  issue  their  circulars;  raise  fabulous  sums  of 
money  to  advance  their  interests;  and  by  grips,  passwords,  signs, 
and  stratagems  set  at  defiance  public  morals  and  laws.  .  Let  us 
confront  them  with  organizations  just  as  secret,  and,  if  need  be, 
with  grips  and  passwords  and  signs,  maintain  our  position.  There  is 
no  need  that  our  beneficent  societies  tell  all  their  plans.  We  are  in 
favor  of  all  lawful  strategy  in  the  carrying  on  of  this  conflict.  We 
will  contend  against  these  evils  by  trying  to  persuade  the  respecta- 
ble classes  of  society  to  the  banishment  of  alcoholic  beverages. 
Those  who  move  in  elegant  and  refined  associations;  those  who 
drink  the  best  liquors;  those  who  never  drink  until  they  lose  their 
balance,  let  them  look  each  other  in  the  face  on  this  subject.  They 
have,  under  God,  in  their  power  the  redemption  of  this  land  from 
drunkenness. 

Again,  we  will  grapple  this  evil  by  voting  only  for  sober  men. 
How  many  men  are  there  who  can  rise  above  the  feelings  of  parti- 
sanship and  demand  that  our  officials  shall  be  sober  men?  We 
maintain  that  the  question  of  sobriety  is  higher  than  the  question 
of  availability;  and  that  however  eminent  a  man's  services  may 
be,  if  he  has  habits  of  intoxication,  he  is  unfit  for  any  office  in  the 
gift  of  a  Christian  people.  Our  laws  will  be  no  better  than  the  men 
who  make  them. 

The  right  of  a  State  to  defend  itself  against  the  rum  traffic  will 
yet  be  demonstrated.  Higher  than  the  judicial  bench  at  Washington 
is  the  throne  of  the  Lord  God  Almighty.  No  enactment,  national, 
State,  or  municipal,  can  give  you  the  moral  right  to  carry  on  a 
business  whose  effect  is  destruction.  "Woe  to  him  that  giveth  his 
neighbor  drink."

PROCEEDINGS 


Cary,  Wake  County,  N.  C.,  Oct.  29,  1913. 

The  one  hundred  and  eighth  session  of  the  Raleigh  Association  met 
with  the  Cary  Baptist  Church  this  morning  at  11  o'clock.  Follow- 
ing a  song  service  and  prayer  by  Bro.  W.  B.  Herndon,  Rev.  R.  E. 
Atkins  conducted  devotional  exercises,  reading  the  121  and  123 
Psalms,  the  keynote  of  Brother  Atkins'  theme  being,  that  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Lord's  kingdom  we  must  "look  unto  the  hills  from 
whence  cometh  our  help."

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The  report  was  presented  by  Rev.  W.  R.  Beach,  who  spoke  on  the 
merits  of  our  Baptist  periodicals  and  of  the  importance  of  read- 
ing the  Recorder  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  various  phases  of  our 
church  work.

Simms,  who  very  feelingly  portrayed  the  importance  of  placing  re- 
ligious literature  in  the  homes  of  our  country  boys  and  girls,  after 
which  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

The  first  child  was  received  at  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage 
in  1885.  Since  that  time  there  have  been  enrolled  nearly  1,500  chil- 
dren.    There  are  now  411  children  in  the  Orphanage. 

The  object  of  the  orphanage  is  to  furnish  a  real  Christian  home 
for  orphan  children. 

Careful  attention  is  given  to  their  comfort,  their  health,  their 
minds,  their  morals  and  their  spiritual  needs. 

Every  effort  is  put  forth  to  make  of  each  child  a  straight-forward, 
industrious,  intelligent  Christian  citizen. 

There  are  hundreds  of  needy  ones  who  are  seeking  admission  to 
this  Home,  and  are  turned  away  for  the  lack  of  room,  and  means 
of  caring  for  them  when  admitted — and  there  are  hundreds  more 
who  should  be  sought  out  and  placed  in  such  homes,  who  have  no 
one  interested  in  them  to  seek  admission  for  them. 

There  is  a  crying  need,  for  a  greatly  enlarged  equipment  to  shel- 
ter a  greater  number  aDd  a  greatly  enlarged  current  fund  with 
which  to  care  for  them  when  admitted.  The  current  fund  can  be 
greatly  increased  by  the  adoption  of  a  monthly  collection  for  the 
Orphanage  by  every  Sunday  School  in  the  State.  Only  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  Sunday  Schools  are  doing  this — yet  almost  half  the 
contributions  are  coming  from  the  Sunday  Schools  who  have 
adopted  this  custom. 

The  whole  equipment  is  being  steadily  improved.  The  Kennedy 
Home  will  soon  have  two  new  houses  ready  to  receive  children. 

We  thank  God  for  some  splendid  gifts  being  made  from  time  to 
time,  these  are  being  put  into  permanent  improvements.  With 
every  enlargement  of  the  equipment  a  call  comes  for  an  enlarged 
current  fund. 

Every  church  and  every  Sunday  School  should  press  these  collec- 
tions. We  are  now  giving  only  a  small  portion  of  what  we  could 
and  should  give.     We  are  missing  a  great  blessing  by  withholding. 

A  loan  fund  should  be  provided  to  assist  the  boys  and  girls  who 
are  trying  to  complete  their  education.  This  could  become  a  perma- 
nent fund  that  would  grow  as  time  goes  on,  as  the  loans  would  be 
returned. 

Let  every  church  observe  Thanksgiving,  whether  a  monthly  col- 
lection is  taken  or  not,  and  make  a  liberal  Thanksgiving  offering 

Let  every  Sunday  School  take  Charity  and  Children  in  clubs, 
and  individuals  where  they  can  not  get  it  through  the  Sunday 
Schools. 

Again  we  desire  to  urge  upon  our  Association  the  duty  of  erect- 
ing a  building  for  the  care  of  babies  who  have  had  no  provision 
made  for  them. 

Raleigh  Association  is  well  able  to  erect  a  handsome  home  and 
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equip   it  as   it  should   be   for  the   care  of  motherless    babies.     The 

time  has  come  when  we  should  act.

Brother  Archibald  Johnson, 
of  the  Orphanage,  in  his  usual  manner  delighted  those  present  by 
his  plain  statement  of  conditions  at  the  Orphanage — the  atmos- 
phere of  purity,  the  uplift  of  the  child-life  there,  the  principle  of 
democracy  pervading  the  institution;  the  need  of  a  Loan  Fund,  and 
the  crying  and  plaintive  call  for  a  Home  for  the  Babies. 

Brother  N.  B.  Broughton  called  for  responsive  action,  and  Rev. 
A.  M.  Simms  made  the  first  voluntary  contribution,  followed  by  oth- 
ers, the  offering  for  its  beginning  being  $300.00.

Resolved,  That  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association  through  its 
churches  and  individuals  build  at  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphan- 
age a  Home  for  Babies,  and  that  plans  be  made  and  put  on  foot 
to  carry  out  these  resolutions. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  Brother  W.  A.  Cooper  be  en- 
trusted with  the  matter  of  raising  funds  for  the  building.

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK. 

The  object  of  the  organized  Woman's  Work  is  to  stimulate  a  mis- 
sion spirit  among  the  women  and  the  children  in  prayer  and  the 
Bible  study  of  missions.  The  accomplishments  of  the  past  is  only 
a  foregleam  of  what  is  to  be.  The  day  of  small  things  is  past  and 
the  day  of  great  expectations  and  great  endeavors  is  at  hand. 

How  different  is  the  present  Woman's  Missionary  Union  from  the 
scattered  "Mite  Societies"  of  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury made  up  of  women  with  but  scant  knowledge  of  the  great  mis- 
sion fields  with  no  helps  in  the  way  of  mission  literature,  and  lit- 
tle, or  no  sympathy  from  the  majority  of  the  church  members,  and 
often  looked,  upon  with  suspicion  and  sorely  criticised  by  those  who 
should  have  given  aid  and  encouragement. 

We  are  reaping  the  harvest  from  the  tearful  sowings  of  the  faith- 
ful pioneers  who  braved  the  opposition  and  faced  a  frowning  world. 
Our  ideal  now  should,  be:  Every  woman  in  every  church  a  member 
in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

We  are  not  satisfied,  with  past  achievements,  but  each  year  finds 
us  reaching  out  after  higher  and  nobler  things.  For  this  year,  the 
money  aim  for  State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Missions  in  North  Carolina 
is,  for  the  Raleigh  Association,  $1,500.00,  with  a  voluntary  contribu- 
tion to  the  Judson  Centennial  Fund. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  the  Young  Woman's  Aid, 
Royal  Ambassadors  and  Sunbeams  of  the  Raleigh  Association  have 
contributed  $1,750.00.  Mrs.  W.  R.  Beach, 

For  the  Committee. 

Rev.  W.  R.  Beach  read  the  report,  and  in  discussing  it,  stated  that 
in  missionary  work,  the  women  of  our  denomination  were  setting 
before  us  ideals  worthy  of  our  consideration,  and  that  the  growth 
of  their  work  during  the  past  quarter  of  a  century  had  been  mar- 
velous to  say  the  least.  He  urged  that  a  Woman's  Misionary  So- 
ciety be  organized  in  every  church  that  did  not  have  one. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted.

Brother  Joyner  selected  for  his  text  the  16th  verse  of  the  first 
chapter  of  Romans,  "For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that 
believeth,"  his  theme  being  "Our  individual  responsibility  to  the  gos- 
pel of  Jesus  Christ."

Brother  W.  A.  Cooper,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  were  not  pres- 
ent in  the  afternoon,  stated  the  action  taken  by  the  Association  for 
the  erection  of  a  Home  for  the  Babies,  and  a  voluntary  contribution 
was  taken  amounting  to  $60.80.

Thursday  Morning. 

Following  a  song  service  conducted  by  Brother  Jackson  and 
prayer  by  Rev.  R.  E.  Cox,  Rev.  W.  P.  Campbell  conducted  devo- 
tional exercises,  taking  for  the  basis  of  his  talk  the  20th  verse  of 
the  3d  chapter  of  Revelation,  "Behold,  I  stand  at  the  door  and  knock, 
and  if  any  man  will  open  the  door  I  will  come  in  and  sup  with  him 
and  he  with  me,"  showing  the  Saviour  to  be  a  waiting,  a  pleading, 
and  a  promising  guest,  giving  us  the  assurance  that  He  will  provide 
sustenance  for  us. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Moderator,  the  Association  was  called  to 
order  by  Brother  W.  A.  Cooper. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Self-preservation  is  the  first  law  of  nature,  and  development  is 
the  second.  State  Missions  stands  for  both  of  these  fundamentals 
in  our  denominational  life.  In  our  Western  Associations  we  must 
maintain  what  we  have  as  well  as  gain  others;  we  have  appropri- 
ated this  year  $7,970  to  the  work  in  this  section,  including  salary  of 
Bro.  W.  R.  Bradshaw,  who  as  assistant  secretary  of  State  Missions 
gives  his  whole  time  to  the  work  in  the  West.  This  amount  also 
includes  $1,500  building  fund  given  to  this  section. 

In  the  Piedmont  or  Central  section  there  is  a  great  industrial 
awakening  which  makes  it  necessary  for  the  Board  to  expend  quite 
a  large  sum  in  this  region  during  the  period  of  rapid  change.  The 
amount  appropriated  to  the  Central  section  this  year  including  the 
building  fund  is  $19,528. 

In  the  East  we  find  real  mission  work,  for  it  is  in  this  region 
we  have  our  greatest  destitution,  though  all  the  East  is  not 
destitute,  for  it  is  here  we  find  the  Chowan  Region  which  is  called 
the  "Eden  of  North  Carolina  Baptists";  and  yet  Hyde  County  with 
only  23  Baptists  and  Dare  County  with  150  Baptists  are  both  in  the 
Chowan  Association,  and  there  are  18  counties  in  the  Eastern  sec- 
tion in  which  great  destitution  prevails.  The  appropriation  to  this 
part  of  the  State  is  $20,210,  including  building  fund. 

The  immediate  returns  are  far  greater  in  the  Central  section  than 
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the  East  or  West,  yet  we  can  not  afford  to  give  up  the  work  in  these; 
the  West  must  be  developed  and  the  East  evangelized.  The  amount 
appropriated  to  the  West  is  not  half  so  much  as  is  given  to  either 
of  the  other  sections,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  territory 
is  not  nearly  so  large  as  the  Central  or  the  Eastern  section. 

We  had  last  year  150  missionaries  who  preached  at  335  churches 
and  out-stations,  baptized  1,607  people,  finished  12  houses  of  wor- 
ship, and  20  others  were  in  course  of  construction.  This  year  we 
have  152  missionaries  occupying  350  churches  and  stations. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  that  we  received  for  State  Missions 
last  year  $47,931.91  and  the  mission  points  raised  $74,586.23  for  all 
purposes,  showing  that  the  denomination  received  from  these  fields 
$26,654.32  more  than  the  Baptists  of  the  State  spent  upon  them. 

One  who  reads  these  figures  may  wonder  why  there  is  need  for 
State  Missions  if  these  mission  points  raise  more  money  than  is 
spent  on  them  by  the  Board.  (1)  A  large  majority  of  these  points 
would  make  no  effort  at  all  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the  strong 
arm  of  the  Board  is  underneath  them.  This  inspires  them  with 
confidence.  (2)  The  weak  places  which  can  not  stand  receive 
enough  to  keep  them  going,  while  places  that  are  nearly  self-sus- 
taining receive  smaller  amounts.  (3)  If  these  points  could  all  be 
self-sustaining  by  expending  every  cent  they  raise  for  self-support, 
they  would  become  self-centered,  but  by  aiding  them  till  they  are 
able  to  stand  alone  and  at  the  same  time  requiring  them  to  con- 
tribute to  the  objects  of  the  convention  we  are  establishing  churches 
that  are  missionary  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  It  is  a  fact  worthy 
of  mention  that  at  least  two-thirds  of  all  the  money  contributed  to 
the  work  of  the  Kingdom  by  North  Carolina  Baptists  comes  from 
churches  that  have  been  planted  and  fostered  by  the  State  Mission 
Board. 

For  the  past  three  years  $5,000  per  year  has  been  appropriated  to 
the  church  building  fund  from  what  the  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
cieties and  Sunbeams  contributed.  By  this  expenditure  we  have 
added  to  our  Baptist  Church  property  $50,000.  It  is  the  policy  of 
the  Board  to  make  the  amount  they  contributed  the  last  payment, 
and  when  this  payment  is  made  the  church  is  out  of  debt  and  the 
donation  acts  as  a  stimulus  and  encouragement  to  do  the  best  pos- 
sible themselves. 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  think  that  State  Missions  only  means  the 
upbuilding  of  the  cause  in  North  Carolina.  For  while  it  means  that 
it  means  much  more;  as  State  Missions  grows  there  is  a  correspond- 
ing development  in  every  part  of  our  denominational  life.  In  sup- 
porting this  we  are  reaching  the  ends  of  the  earth  by  way  of  North 
Carolina  and  at  the  same  time  bringing  a  great  blessing  to  our  own 
beloved  State.  W.  R.  Beach,

strongest  appeals,  pointing  out  the  religious  destitution  in  the  East- 
ern part  of  our  State,  the  need  of  funds  due  to  new  towns  springing 
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up,  the  struggle  our  denomination  must  make  as  it  faces  the  com- 
mercialism of  the  times,  and  the  sin  of  the  age. 

Brother  T.  B.  Davis  spoke  briefly  upon  the  report  while  Brother 
R.  E.  Peele  spoke  of  the  push  necessary  in  the  work.  Brethren  J. 
E.  Ray  and  W.  J.  Peele  were  recognized.

REPORT   ON  HOME   MISSIONS. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  should  be  an  object  of  earnest  concern  to  every  son 
and  daughter  of  the  South.  From  all  sides  we  hear  that  the  South 
is  coming  into  her  own  in  political  and  industrial  life,  and  that  the 
nation  is  looking  to  her  to  preserve  the  traditions,  the  democracy, 
and  the  culture  which  we  believe  to  be  our  heritage.  We  should  fail 
miserably  in  our  great  opportunity  if  we  did  not  also  preserve  and 
transmit  the  Gospel  of  Christ  which  is  the  greatest  thing  a  nation 
or  an  individual  can  possess.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
has  caught  a  vision  of  the  new  South,  and  is  striving  to  imbue  it 
with  the  spirit  of  Christianity. 

The  activities  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  cover  a  wide  range. 
Through  its  department  o.f  evangelism,  with  twenty-four  workers, 
it  strives  to  enlist  men  in  the  service,  to  save  souls,  and  to  add 
them  to  the  church.  Last  year  4,982  baptisms  resulted  from  this 
form  of  service.  But  it  does  not  stop  with  getting  people  into  the 
church;  it  is  doing  a  great  work  in  developing  the  untrained.  By 
cooperating  with  the  State  Board  it  is  developing  backward  churches, 
educating  the  people  in  giving,  organizing  societies,  Sunday  Schools, 
etc.  Thirty-three  mission  schools  in  the  mountain  districts  are 
doing  a  wonderful  work  in  building  up  these  sections,  increasing 
the  activities  of  the  churches  near  them,  and  training  men  and 
v,  omen  for  active  service.  By  establishing  a  Church  Building 
Fund,  the  Home  Board  is  trying  to  help  three  thousand  homeless 
churches  to  have  a  permanent  home.  Through  its  publicity  depart- 
ment, it  is  giving  the  people  a  vision  of  the  great  field  and  trying 
to  lead  them  to  engage  in  this  important  work. 

Besides  enlisting  and  developing  our  own  people,  the  Home  Board 
does  a  great  deal  of  work  among  the  negroes,  the  Indians,  the  Mexi- 
cans in  Texas,  immigrants,  Cubans  and  dwellers  in  the  Canal 
Zone.  In  a  way,  this  is  the  best  sort  of  Foreign  Mission  work,  espe- 
cially that  among  immigrants.  Every  converted  foreigner  who 
returns  to  his  native  land  is  a  missionary. 

As  the  work  to  be  done  in  this  field  is  tremendous,  the  needs  of 
the  Board  are  great.  It  needs  the  cooperation  of  pastors  and 
churches  in  disseminating  information,  getting  others  interested 
in  the  work  and  making  it  possible  to  put  these  plans  into  execu- 
tion. It  needs  financial  support.  This  can  best  be  given  by  a  reg- 
ular monthly  or  weekly  offering,  rather  than  by  a  frantic  effort  to 
raise  a  big  contribution  just  before  the  Convention.  Besides  the 
regular  offerings,  special  contributions  for  special  objects,  as  for 
example  the  Church  Building  Fund,  are  needed. 
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In  view  of  the  needs  of  this  branch  of  our  work  the  committee 
would  recommend  first,  regular  contributions  by  all  the  churches. 
Second,  special  offerings  for  special  objects.  Third,  study  of  Home 
Mission  literature  by  pastors,  churches  and  missionary  societies.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT. 

The  Spirit  of  Our  Religion  is  Missionary. 
No  argument  is  needed  to  prove  that  mission  work  is  Biblical.  The 
spirit  of  our  religion  has  been  missionary  since  the  time  of  Abra- 
ham. Lawgiver,  Prophet,  and  Psalmist  all  foretold  God's  univer- 
sal rule.  Jesus  considered  himself  a  missionary — one  sent.  He 
called  and  trained  his  disciples  that  he  might  send  them  out  as  mis- 
sionaries. Both  in  direct  teaching  and  in  incidental  references 
Jesus  shows  many  times  that  he  intends  the  Gospel  for  the  entire 
world.  His  disciples  are  the  salt  of  the  earth  and  the  light  of  the 
world.  The  world  is  the  field  in  which  the  Gospel  seed  is  to  be 
sown.  In  many  parables,  Jesus  mentions  that  the  Gospel  is  for 
Gentile  as  well  as  Jew.  In  a  moment  of  great  exaltation,  when  he 
was  sought  by  some  Greeks,  Jesus  said,  that  if  he  should  be  lifted  up 
he:  would  draw  all  men  to  himself.  The  Great  Commission  is  only 
a  brief  statement  of  what  Jesus  had  taught  all  through  his  minis- 
try. 

The  World  is  Open. 

A  hundred  years  ago,  the  heathen  world  was  practically  closed 
to  Christianity.  Little  work  had  been  done  in  India.  Nothing 
had  been  done  in  China.  The  Japanese  were  so  much  opposed  to 
foreigners  that  they  prohibited  their  own  people  from  visiting 
other  lands  and  often  killed  foreign  sailers  that  were  cast  on  their 
shores.  Christianity  was  prohibited  in  Japan  by  law.  Africa  was 
unexplored.  The  islands  of  the  Pacific  were  inhabited  by  canni- 
bals. Now,  however,  the  heathen  world  is  open  to  the  Gospel  as 
never  before.  Japan  is  a  progressive  modern  nation.  Some  in- 
fluential Japanese  public  officials  are  Christians.  China  is  a  repub- 
lic similar  to  our  own.  Schools  like  those  of  the  west  are  now 
established  all  over  China,  The  feeling  of  the  Chinest  government 
towards  Christianity  has  undergone  a  complete  revolution  since 
the    Boxer    uprising.     Only    this    year    the    President    of    the    new 
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republic  requested  all  Christians  in  China  to  pray  for  the  govern- 
ment. Many  heathen  peoples  are  no  longer  satisfied  with  their 
religion.  In  many  places  the  Chinese  are  actually  destroying  their 
idols.  Sometimes  a  missionary  is  invited  to  preach  in  a  Chinese 
temple.     And  many  other  heathen  nations  are  ready  for  the  Gospel. 

The  Response  of  Christians  is  Inadequate. 

Over  half  the  world  is  still  heathen.  Twelve  hundred  and  fifty 
million  people  need  evangelization.  At  least  six  hundred  million 
heathen  are  now  remote  from  all  Christian  influence.  Each  be- 
nighted soul  in  all  the  world  calls  loudly  that  the  Gospel  be  sent 
before  it  is  too  late  for  that  one.  The  response  of  our  Christians 
shows  but  little  appreciation  of  the  real  need  and  the  surpassing 
opportunity.

In  gifts  to  all  missions,  our  association  shows  some  gain.  The 
decline  in  gifts  to  foreign  missions  does  not  come  from  an  actual 
falling  off  in  gifts.  The  total  gifts  last  year  exceeded  those  of  1911 
by  over  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  total  gifts  for  missions  exceeded 
those  of  1911  by  about  three  hundred  dollars.  This  gain,  however, 
comes  from  the  increased  liberality  of  a  few  churches.  Nearly  half 
the  churches  in  the  association  show  a  positive  falling  off  in  mission 
contributions.  During  the  past  summer,  practically  every  church 
in  the  association  held  a  mission  rally  meeting,  at  which  some  of 
our  most  efficient  workers  (mostly  laymen)  spoke.  The  every- 
member  canvass  was  urged.  It  is  hoped  that  these  meetings  will 
result  in  a  great  increase  of  contributions  this  year,  and  that  this 
may  be  but  the  beginning  of  greater  things  for  God's  world  kingdom.

Dr.  L.  E.  M.  Freeman,  in  presenting  the  report,  did  not  make  an 
address,  but  introduced  Brother  C.  R.  Boone,  a  layman  of  the  Tab- 
ernacle Baptist  Church,  who  is  deeply  interested  in  the  salvation 
of  those  beyond  the  sea.  Brother  Boone  feelingly  and  hopefully 
referred  to  our  triumphs  in  China,  of  the  appeal  of  the  heathen  of 
today  for  the  gospel,  and  our  duty  to  them  as  Baptists.  Others 
taking  part  in  the  discussion  were  J.  J.  Adams,  C.  E.  Maddry,  D. 
Vaughan,  J.  E.  Ray,  C.  H.  Norris  and  J.  C.  Birdsong. 

On  motion,  report  was  adopted.

Rev.  C.  E.  Maddry  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was 
adopted  and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

RESOLUTION. 

Whereas,  the  need  for  a  house  of  worship  is  so  imperative  at  Wake 
Forest  for  our  young  men  in  college  there;  whereas,  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  took  up  the  matter  and  asked  the  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina  to  put  $25,000  into  the  building  of  it  and  urged  that 
work  on  it  be  begun  at  once,  in  action  taken  at  Goldsboro  last  Decem- 
ber; whereas,  work  on  it  is  progressing  finely;  and  whereas,  there 
will  be  thousands  of  dollars  of  deterioration  in  the  church  if  not 
roofed  in  by  winter. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  by  this  association — 

1.  That  this  association  undertake  to  raise  for  this  urgent  worthy 
causO  at  least  $700  within  the  next  sixty  days. 

2.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  at  once  to  suggest  what 
part  of  this  amount  may  be  raised  by  each  church  in  this  associa- 
tion and  to  make  report  at  this  session  of  the  association. 

3.  That  each  pastor  in  the  association  be  requested  to  see  that 
every  member  of  every  church  he  shepherds  shall  have  a  chance  to 
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help  in  the  erection  of  this  House  of  God  at  Wake  Forest  College 
and  to  see  that  a  record  of  the  name  of  the  giver,  the  church  and 
association  of  each  contribution  be  sent  with  each  remittance  to 
Pastor  Walter  Johnson,  Wake  Forest,  N.  C,  for  preservation  in  the 
walls  of  the  building. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  authorized  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  resolution.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Interest  in  education  is  the  test  of  progress  and  endeavor  in  any 
people.  Never  before  have  the  citizens  of  this  State  been  so  much 
interested  in  education,  and  it  is  well  that  it  is  so.  Interest  in  any 
subject  by  the  people,  is  brought  about  only  by  informing  the  people. 
It  is  not  possible  to  fully  inform  an  uneducated  people,  we  see  then 
how  much  Christianity,  and  every  branch  of  its  endeavor  are  de- 
pendent upon  education.  It  is  to  this  cause  that  we  may  look  for 
the  uplifting  and  carrying  forward  of  all  other  branches  of  Christian 
work.  It  is  therefore  most  encouraging  to  us,  as  Baptists  that  our 
own  schools  and  colleges  are  in  a  nourishing  condition.  Wake 
Forest  College  is  year  by  year  enlarging  in  capacity  and  efficiency  of 
its  buildings  and  equipment,  and  still  calls  for  more  room  and  better 
equipment  for  the  increasing  number  of  students  from  year  to  year. 
At  the  present  time  eighty-four  counties  of  this  State,  seven  other 
States,  and  far  off  China  are  represented  in  its  student  body.  Mere- 
dith College  is  in  a  like  prosperous  condition,  and  is  doing  a  fine 
work  for  our  denomination  in  preparing  our  young  women  for 
lives  of  Christian  usefulness.  The  recent  beginning  of  a  substantial 
endowment  for  Meredith  College  will  enable  it  to  do  a  yet  greater 
and  larger  work. 

There  are  many  other  Baptist  schools  and  colleges  in  the  State 
worthy  of  the  patronage  of  our  people,  but  Wake  Forest  and  Mere- 
dith, we  know  must  depend  almost  wholly  upon  Baptists  for  support. 
Our  motto  should  be  "Baptist  Schools  for  Baptist  boys  and  girls." 
But  it  is  with  the  subject  of  Ministerial  Education  rather  than  gen- 
eral education  that  we  wish  to  speak.  By  Ministerial  Education,  we 
mean  preparing  the  poor  young  preacher  to  do  the  work  to  which 
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God  has  called,  him.  There  are  scores  of  such  at  Wake  Forest,  and 
the  Theological  Seminary  every  year  to  whom  we  must  extend  aid 
if  they  ever  prepare  to  preach.  If  God  calls  a  poor  young  man  to 
preach  His  Gospel,  he  just  as  surely  calls  us  to  prepare  that  man  to 
preach.  The  Board  of  Education  at  Wake  Forest  to  whom  we  have 
committed  this  work  estimate  that  $7,000  will  be  needed  this  year 
for  the  work  at  Wake  Forest,  and  at  Louisville  Seminary.  The 
Central  Association  adjoining  us  agrees  to  try  to  raise  $600  of  this 
amount.  The  Raleigh  Association  is  perhaps  able  to  do  very  nearly 
as  much.  We  urge  our  churches  and  pastors  to  give  earnest  con- 
sideration to  this  subject,  and  that  it  have  a  larger  place  in  our  con- 
tributions during  the  coming  year.

Brother  J.  M.  Broughton  offered  the  report  and  in  a  logical  way, 
potrayed  the  advantages  accruing  to  our  boys  and  girls  in  our  Bap- 
tist Institutions. 

However,  it  was  left  for  Dr.  W.  L.  Poteat,  President  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  to  show  what  true  education  stands  for.  Dr.  Poteat 
declared  that  true  education  is  vitally  concerned  in  everything  that 
tends  to  the  advancement  of  mankind — the  religious,  moral,  and 
social  uplift  of  the  age. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

He  who  said  "Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you;  good  measure, 
pressed  down,  shaken  together,  and  running  over,"  also  said,  "In- 
asmuch as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  breth- 
ren, ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

It  was  a  beautiful  conception  of  the  spirit  of  Christ  when  our 
brethren,  twenty-three  years  ago  took  this  matter  under  advise- 
ment and  led  our  convention  to  establish  the  Aged  Ministers'  Relief 
department.  It  was  the  opening  of  a  new  opportunity,  the  awaken- 
ing of  a  great  privilege  to  follow  the  example  of  the  Master  in  be- 
stowing gifts  upon  the  needy.  Surely  there  is  no  more  worthy  ob- 
ject, and  there  can  be  no  greater  privilege  than  to  have  a  part  in 
relieving  the  care,  anxiety  and  distress  of  these  aged  heroes  of  the 
Gospel. 

The  board  having  this  department  in  charge  is  located  in  Durham, 
N.  C,  with  Elder  J.  M.  Arnette  as  coresponding  secretary,  from 
whom  information  may  be  obtained. 

During  the  life  of  this  department,  it  has  given  aid  to  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  needy  ministers  and  widows  of  ministers. 
At  the  present  time  thirty-seven  are  receiving  aid — the  largest  num- 
ber ever  receiving  help  at  any  one  time.  Other  applications  are 
pending  and  the  list  may  be  expected  to  grow. 

The  amount  each  receives  varies  from  twenty-five  dollars  to  two 
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hundred  dollars  per  year.  Many  of  them  need  more.  Some  have  no 
other  means  of  support.  It  should  be  the  lofty  aim  of  every  Baptist 
in  the  State  to  see  to  it  that  not  one  who  has  been  a  worthy  pro- 
claimer  of  God's  truth  should  ever  suffer  for  the  necessities  of  life, 
and  the  faithful  wife  or  widow  of  such  an  one  is  as  much  entitled 
to  our  consideration  as  is  the  preacher. 

We  believe  that  while  not  requiring  so  large  a  fund  as  missions 
and  the  orphanage,  this  department  should  be  made  coordinate 
with  them  in  the  consideration  of  our  gifts  and  that  the  subject 
should  be  kept  much  in  the  minds  of  the  membership  and  not 
left  to  haphazard.  To  this  end  we  recommend  that  every  church 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Associational  year  appoint  a  committee  of 
one  who  shall  see  to  it  that  this  subject  gets  proper  attention  in 
his  church. 

Up  to  this  time  our  gifts  have  been  meager  and  inadequate,  four 
churchesl  in  the  Association  giving  nothing,  three  less  than  1  cent, 
six  slightly  above  1  cent,  six  2  cents,  five  3  cents,  two  4  cents,  one 
5  cents,  one  6  cents,  three  7  cents,  and  one  12  cents  each  per  member 
per  year.  While  commending  the  churches  giving  more,  and  be- 
speaking a  continuance  of  their  liberality,  we  urge  that  every 
church  in  the  Association  shall  contribute  at  least  five  cents  per 
member  to  this  object,  and  thus  have  a  reasonable  part  in  bring- 
ing about,  for  them,  the  answer  to  the  prayer  of  the  plalmist,  "Now, 
also,  when  I  am  old  and  gray  headed,  0  God,  forsake  me  not." 

We  continue  the  recommendation  of  both  our  convention  and 
Association  that  the  Sunday  nearest  to  Christmas  on  which  the 
church  may  have  service  be  given  to  the  consideration  of  this  sub- 
ject and  a  special  collection  taken,  and  that  there  be  also  a  Christ- 
mas offering  for  the  same  purpose.

REPORT   ON   SUNDAY   SCHOOLS. 

The  religious  instruction  of  the  young  is  of  paramount  impor- 
tance to  every  other  consideration.  In  the  6th  chapter  of  Deuteron- 
omy we  learn  that  the  Israelites  were  commanded  to  teach  their 
children  diligently  the  commands  of  God. 

In  the  days  of  Nehemiah,  Ezra  the  Scribe,  assisted  by  a  number 
of  Levites,  conducted  a  largely  attended  Bible  school  which  made  a 
profound  impression  on  the  life  of  the  nation. 

Jesus  spent  much  of  his  time  in  teaching  his  disciples;  and  after 
his  ascension,  they  taught  in  the  Temple,  in  synagogues,  and  in  pri- 
vate houses. 
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While  we  rejoice  that  the  Sunday  School  work  among  our 
churches  is  in  a  nourishing  condition,  we  believe  that  in  our  own 
Association  we  should  have  more  Sunday  Schools,  more  in  the 
schools  that  we  already  have,  and  more  trained  officers  and  teachers. 

We  commend  those  pastors  who  are  leading  some  to  take  the 
Normal  Course.  Litertature  on  the  different  phases  of  up-to-date 
Sunday  School  work  may  be  obtained  free  from  Bro.  E.  L.  Middle- 
ton,  Raleigh. 

We  recommend  that  each  school  do  the  supplemental  work  pre- 
pared for  the  Primary,  Junior  and  Intermediate  grades,  and  that 
every  church  make  diligent  effort  with  earnest  prayer  to  widen 
and  deepen  its  teaching  service.  G.  M.  Beavers,

Brother  T.  B.  Davis,  who  read  the  report,  spoke  briefly  on  the 
same,  after  which  Brother  E.  L.  Middleton,  whose  soul  is  in  the 
work,  addressed  the  Association. 

Brother  Middleton  spoke  encouragingly  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
the  Raleigh  Association,  declaring  that  58  per  cent  of  our  mem- 
bers were  enrolled  in  Sunday  School  work,  whereas  not  more  than 
35  per  cent  of  the  Baptists  of  the  State  were  identified  in  the  work. 
He  urged  that  a  determined  effort  be  made  in  each  church  to  enroll 
every  member  in  this  branch  of  the  Master's  Kingdom.  As  a 
means  to  this  end,  he  suggested  the  taking  of  a  church  cesus  fol- 
lowed by  an  aggressive  campaign.  Brother  J.  M.  Broughton  con- 
curred in  what  Brother  Middleton  said.

REPORT    ON    OBITUARIES. 
John  T.  Pullen. 

"Know  ye  not  that  there  is  a  prince  and  a  great  man  fallen  this 
day  in  Israel?" 

The  best  loved  man  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  has  gone  to  his  reward. 
Early  in  the  morning  of  May  2d,  Mr.  John  T.  Pullen,  at  the  age  of 
sixty,  entered  into  the  rest  that  remaineth  to  the  people  of  God. 

Brother  Pullen  filled  a  large  place  in  the  life  of  the  Capital  City. 
He  was  a  successful  banker  and  man  of  affairs  whose  voice  was 
influential  in  any  company  of  our  citizens.  But  his  chief  distinc- 
tion, and  that  which  gave  him  access  to  every  heart,  was  his  intense 
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but  assuming  piety  which  expressed  itself  in  a  loving,  personal 
philanthropy,  almost  without  parallel.  What  will  not  the  Book  of 
Remembrance  reveal  of  the  unnumbered  alms  that  went  upward 
with  his  prayers  to  the  Throne? 

Par  from  claiming  it  or  thinking  he  had  attained  unto  it, 
Brother  Pullen  had  nevertheless  achieved  real  greatness.  It  was 
a  greatness  of  goodness — genuine,  manly,  constant,  unadulterated 
goodness. 

Did  you  ever  hear  him  at  prayer?  He  laid  hold  upon  the  very 
horns  of  the  altar,  presented  his  plea  in  the  very  language  of 
Scripture,  and  in  burning  words  opened  his  heart  before  the  King. 
His  personal  work  among  the  unsaved  revealed  the  shepherd  heart 
in  him  and  led  him  not  only  to  every  revival  meeting  in  the  city, 
but  after  banking  hours  out  into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city 
where  with  open  Bible  and  earnest  counsel,  he  pointed  the  way  of 
life. 

And  who  can  enumerate  the  thousand,  thousand  philanthropies 
of  his  daily  life?  Did  the  poor  ever  call  on  him  in  vain — whatever 
their  unworthiness  or  his  absorption  in  business?  Did  he  forget 
the  prisoner  in  the  cell,  or  the  sick  upon  their  beds,  or  the  widows 
in  their  affliction,  or  the  orphans  in  their  dependence,  or  the  old 
soldiers  in  their  decrepitude?  How  many  young  men  and  young 
women  have  been  helped  by  him  over  a  rough  place  in  the  road — 
getting  an  education,  securing  a  position,  facing  the  initial  strug- 
gles of  life! 

It  is  no  wonder  that  on  the  afternoon  of  May  3d,  the  city  gath- 
ered at  his  funeral  in  Payetteville  Street  Church,  where  he  had 
wrought  and  worshiped — the  creation  of  his  philanthropy  and  the 
beneficary  of  his  love.  Side  by  side  in  common  grief  sat  or  stood 
bankers  and  clerks;  railway  magnates  and  newsboys;  college  presi- 
dents and  kindergarten  pupils;  State  officials  and  ex-convicts; 
clergymen  and  moral  wayfarers;  the  crying  child  in  its  mother's 
arms;  the  tottering  veteran  out  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  and  the 
street  Arab  who  turned  in  thither  with  tears;  the  working  girl 
from  behind  the  counter  or  typewriter  or  schoolroom  or  kitchen  or 
wash-tub,  and  the  satined  dame  out  of  the  palaces  on  Blount  and 
Hillsboro  streets.  Was  there  ever  such  a  company  gathered  within 
four  walls  to  pay  tribute  to  a  departed  friend? 

His  life  was  gentle,  and  the  elements  so  mixed  in  him  that  Na- 
ture might  stand  up  and  say  to  all  the  world,  There  was  a  man! 

Rev.  J.  M.  White. 

Died  at  the  home  of  his  son  in  Franklinton,  N.  C,  on  the  15th 
day  of  November,  1912,  after  a  long  and  useful  life  in  the  service 
of  the  Master.  In  1878  he  was"  admitted  as  a  licentiate  into  the 
Raleigh  Association  held  with  Whitestone  Church,  and  was  or- 
dained to  the  full  ministry  at  Johnston-Liberty  Church  (now  Clay- 
ton)  in  1879,  and  became  pastor  of  Bethesda  Church  in  1880. 

As  an  educator  he  was  very  successful,  having  taught  school  in 
Raleigh,  Apex,  Holly  Springs  and  Clayton,  and  many  of  the  youth 
of  Wake  and  Johnston  counties  are  now  men  in  all  the  walks  of 
life,  who  received  from  him  that  inspiration  that  inspired  them  to 
reach  for  the  higher  and  better  life  as  citizens. 

Always  a  forceful  speaker  and  close  Bible  student  he  exerted  a 
great  influence  in  the  churches  and  community  in  which  he  lived, 
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and  his  churches  grew  in  numbers  and  financial  support  of  all  the 
objects  of  the  State  Convention.  In  his  death  the  Raleigh  Associa- 
tion lost  one  of  its  strongest  preachers.  The  aim  of  Brother 
White's  life  is  fittingly  expressed  in  the  following  lines: 

"If  any  word  of  mine  may  ease 

The  burdens  of  another; 
God  give  me  love  and  care  and  strength 

To  help  my  toiling  brother." 

We  also  record  the  death  of  Brother  Madison  Barbee,  of  Morris- 
ville  Church,  and  Rev.  D.  D.  Edwards,  long  one  of  the  leading  min- 
isters of  this  Association.  Information  of  the  death  of  these  breth- 
ren reached  your  committee  too  late  to  prepare  an  extended  notice 
of  their  death.

We  attribute  this  in  part  to  the 
enlistment  campaign.  This  campaign  was  planned  by  the  pas- 
tors and  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  at  the  call  of 
the  Moderator,  and  was  largely  participated  in  by  a  number  of  lay- 
men whom  we  desire  to  commend  and  express  to  them  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  faithful  and  splendid  work  done  by  them.

T.  A.  Council,  a  dele- 
gate from  Holly  Springs  Church,  though  eighty  years  of  age,  walked 
from  his  home  ten  miles  away  and  was  among  the  first  to  arrive 
at  church — a  living  example  of  what  a  young  heart  may  do  in  an  old 
body.

Bro.  J.  M.  Broughton  presented  the  order  of  business  for  the  Asso- 
ciation, which,  with  a  slight  modification,  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Executive  Committee  were  appointed  as  the  Com- 
mittee on  Church  Letters. 

The  introductory  sermon  of  the  Association  was  preached  by  Rev. 
W.  P.  Campbell  from  the  first  three  verses  of  the  first  Psalm,  "The 
Key  to  a  Happy  Christian  Life,  or  the  Do's  and  Don'ts  of  the  Chris- 
tian Career,"  being  his  theme.  It  was  a  strong  effort,  appropriate  to 
the  occasion  and  helpful  to  the  Soldier  of  the  Cross  in  his  fight. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  C.  J.  Thompson. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  following  Committee  on  Sunday

On  motion,  adjourned. 

Afternoon  Session — 2  O'clock. 

Following  a  song  service  and  prayer  by  Bro.  C.  E.  Maddry,  the 
Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  emphasis  on  Sunday  School  work  should  not  cease  nor  ever 
abate  in  the  least.  It  is  like  Old  Time  Religion — it  was  good  for  our 
fathers  and  mothers,  it  is  good  for  us  and  will  be  good  for  our 
children. 

We  congratulate  the  Raleigh  Association  that  in  this  department 
of  work  we  are  in  the  front  line.  In  point  of  Sunday  School  enroll- 
ment, in  proportion  to  church  membership,  there  is  only  one  asso- 
ciation in  the  State  that  leads  us — the  Piedmont — and  in  that  asso- 
ciation the  enrollment  is  the  finest  in  the  State,  only  four  churches 
in  that  association  whose  membership  exceeds  the  Sunday  School 
enrollment.  We  ought  to  be  at  the  very  top  in  this  respect,  as  well  as 
in  efficiency  and  results. 

What  is  our  weakness  and  our  need? 

First  in  importance,  we  mention  the  need  of  trained  teachers;  this 
lack  is  admitted  and  lamented  by  all.  Our  colleges  for  young  men 
and  women  have  departments  devoted  to  almost  everything,  and 
some  to  the  study  of  the  Bible,  but  are  they  doing  enough  toward 
training  for  intelligent  Bible  teachers  in  the  home  church? 
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Another  great  need  is  the  co-operation  of  the  older  members  of  the 
church.  In  many  of  our  churches  the  Sunday  School  enrollment 
is  below  the  church  membership.  This  ought  never  to  be  so,  and 
where  this  is  the  case  it  is  time  for  an  enlistment  campaign  of  church 
members  for  the  Sunday  School.  The  Sunday  School  needs  the 
church  members,  but  the  church  members  need  the  Sunday  School 
more,  for  it  is  the  Bible  study  department  of  the  church. 

Teaching  God's  word  is  one  of  the  fundamental  activities  of  our 
religion.  The  Sunday  School  is  the  recognized  organization  for  this 
work.    To  join  a  Sunday  School  is  to  ally  one's  self  with  this  work. 

Every  church  member  ought  to  be  engaged  in  some  kind  of  sys- 
tematic Bible  study  in  addition  to  his  regular  devotional  Bible  read- 
ing. Our  Sunday  School  lessons  may  not  be  all  we  desire,  but  they 
are  the  best  offered  yet,  and  they  are  going  to  be  better. 

For  parents  to  identify  themselves  with  the  Sunday  School  greatly 
aids  them  in  solving  home  problems,  especially  social,  moral  and 
religious  problems.  With  all  members  of  the  family  in  the  Sunday 
School  it  is  rare  that  any  of  the  children  fail  to  be  brought  into  the 
church. 

Knowledge  is  the  basis  of  all  progress.  The  Sunday  School  helps 
right  here.  They  catch  the  spirit  of  intelligent  co-operation.  They 
want  to  know  about  the  kingdom  and  the  work  of  the  denomination. 

It  is  a  fine  place  for  Christian  fellowship.  With  our  social  natures 
we  need  to  meet  other  people  and  mingle  with  them.  It  is  infinitely 
better  for  our  young  people,  and  older  people,  too,  to  meet  each  other 
on  Sunday  at  the  church  than  at  other  places  where  they  would 
gather  without  the  Sunday  School. 

We  ought  to  assemble  in  some  place  for  public  worship  every 
Sunday.  Where  shall  this  be  except  in  the  Sunday  School  in  the 
thousands  of  churches  that  have  only  once  a  month  preaching? 
How  can  these  things  be  brought  about?  One  of  the  best  steps  in 
this  direction  would  be  perhaps  to  hold  a  Sunday  School  convention 
of  the  Association  at  some  convenient  place  and  for  at  least  two 
days  discuss  and  adopt  plans  for  this  work  and  then  work  the  plan. 
We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Board  arrange  for  such  a  con- 
vention the  coming  year.

REPORT  ON   FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  located  at  Richmond,  Va.,  and  is 
composed  of  nineteen  local  members  and  eighteen  members  at  large 
representing  each  State  in  co-operation  with  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  The  board  conducts  work  in  Italy,  Brazil,  Mexico, 
Argentina,  Japan,  China  and  Africa.  In  these  countries  we  have 
380  churches  with  833  outstations,  30,000  church  members  and  542 
Sunday  Schools  with  22,000  scholars  enrolled.  We  have  also  9,376 
students  in  mission  schools,  420  of  whom  are  in  the  theological 
seminaries  and  training  schools  seeking  specific  preparation  for 
Christian  work. 

The  present  force  of  workers  embraces  just  300.  In  addition  to 
these  home-sent  missionaries  we  have  on  the  combined  fields  635 
native  workers. 

The  work  prospers  on  nearly  all  the  fields;  5,252  converts  were 
baptized  last  year,  the  largest  number  ever  reported  for  a  single  year. 
Conditions  at  this  hour  give  promise  of  still  more  abundant  fruits, 
if  we  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  opening  to  us  everywhere. 

But  our  successes  and  our  opportunities  have  laid  responsibilities 
upon  us  and  make  insistent  demands  of  us  which  we  cannot  ignore 
without  turning  much  of  our  success  into  failure,  and  throwing  away 
our  God-given  opportunity  for  still  larger  achievements.  Multitudes 
have  been  made  ready  for  the  Word  of  Life ;  thousands  are  awaiting 
training  in  the  Christian  life  and  for  Christian  service:  our  schools 
are  overflowing;  a  score  of  consecrated  young  men  and  women  are 
offering  themselves  to  the  board  for  the  needed  work ;  and  untouched 
fields  invite  us  to  harvest.  Need  and  opportunity  never  combined  in 
such  a  challenge  to  Southern  Baptists.  Nothing  less  than  immediate 
and  immense  enlargement  can  answer  this  challenge,  and  set  us  in  a 
place  of  great  honor,  usefulness  and  advantage  for  our  gospel. 

Gifts  to  the  work  advanced  $44,000  last  year  over  the  previous- 
year.  But  one-half  of  our  people  had  no  part  in  this  advance,  and 
consequently  had  no  part  in  the  blessed  results  accomplished,  and 
will  have  no  part  in  the  glorious  rewards  to  be  bestowed. 

Our  task  for  the  present  year  includes  (1)  the  completion  of  the 
Judson  Fund;  (2)  the  enlistment  of  more  than  one-half  of  our  church 
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members  who  have  not  yet  given  anything  for  foreign  missions; 
(3)  the  development  of  present  givers  into  larger  giving;  (4)  the 
inauguration  in  each  church  of  a  plan  of  systematic  weekly  or 
monthly  giving  and  remitting  for  this  cause,  so  that  the  work  may 
be  taken  care  of  and  debt  and  interest  payments  may  be  avoided. 
"We  commend  these  four  objects  to  the  thoughtful  consideration  of 
our  pastors  and  churches. 

In  order  to  increase  intelligence  concerning  this  great  work  of  the 
denomination,  and  to  enable  all  our  people  to  work  together  har- 
moniously toward  the  same  end,  we  recommend  and  urge  that  the 
Foreign  Mission  Journal  be  taken  and  read  by  every  Baptist  family 
within  our  bounds ;  and  to  secure  so  desirable  an  end,  we  suggest 
that  each  pastor  in  the  Association  appoint  a  committee  in  each 
church  of  which  he  is  pastor,  to  canvass  the  membership  with  this 
object  in  view.  Charles  E.  Maddry,

Rev.  C.  E.  Maddry,  after  reading  the  report,  turned  the  subject 
over  to  C.  J.  Thompson. 

Bro.  Thompson  urged  the  need  of  our  membership  reading  good 
foreign  mission  literature  to  keep  posted  upon  the  needs  of  the 
fields;  the  increasing  call  of  foreign  nations  for  the  Gospel,  this 
being  especially  true  of  Persia  and  Russia;  the  fields  ripe  for  the 
harvest  and  our  responsibility  as  Baptists  to  meet  that  call  and 
need.    What  will  we  do  with  those  questions? 

Report  adopted. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher  for  our  next  session :  J.  M.  Broughton,  Dr.  L.  E.  M.  Free- 
man and  H.  W.  Norris.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

The  twenty-ninth  milepost  in  the  history  of  the  Thomasville  Bap- 
tist Orphanage  has  been  past.  While  the  work  has  been  growing 
from  year  to  year,  there  has  been  a  greater  expansion  of  the  work 
in  the  last  year  than  in  any  one  year  of  the  history  of  the  Orphanage. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  good ;  have  had  no  epidemics, 
no  deaths,  no  serious  sickness  of  any  kind.  Marked  improvements 
have  been  made  that  makes  the  Orphanage  much  more  efficient  as 
well  as  added  room  for  additional  numbers  of  children.  The  school 
building  has  been  greatly  enlarged;  a  large  auditorium  is  rapidly 
nearing  completion,  as  is  also  the  Miles  Durham  building  for  babies. 
A  large  dairy  barn  has  been  built  that  is  a  model  of  its  kind.  Many 
of  the  buildings  have  been  improved. 

The  Kennedy  Home,  a  branch  of  the  Orphanage,  has  been  formally 
opened.  Two  splendid  houses  have  been  built  at  this  place  and  are 
now  occupied  by  about  fifty  boys  and  girls.  All  of  these  permanent 
improvements  have  been  made  by  the  donations  of  individuals  for 
that  specific  purpose.  At  the  last  meeting  of  our  Association  a  reso- 
lution was  passed  that  we  undertake  to  build  a  home  for  babies, 
which   movement   met   the   hearty   endorsement   of  our   people.      A 
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committee  was  appointed  to  take  the  matter  in  hand.  The  com- 
mittee on  conferring  with  Superintendent  Kesler  learned  that  Mr. 
J.  A.  Durham,  of  Charlotte,  had  the  same  thing  in  mind  and  did  a 
little  later  donate  the  amount  necessary  and  the  Miles  Durham  home 
for  babies  is  now  almost  complete.  This  building  will  meet  the  needs 
for  some  time  to  come.  Some  money  has  been  collected  for  this 
building  and  we  recommend  some  equipment  for  the  babies'  building 
be  purchased  with  it. 

■All  of  this  enlargement  means  that  we  will  have  a  larger  expense 
for  the  up-keep  or  current  expenses.  There  are  now  about  seventy 
more  children  than  this  same  time  last  year,  and  yet  the  current 
fund  is  more  than  $500  less  this  year  since  June  than  was  received 
in  the  same  time  last  year.  It  is  estimated  that  to  equip  the  new 
buildings  for  occupancy  and  additional  cost  for  the  seventy-five  or 
more  additional  children  to  be  cared  for  it  will  cost  near  $10,000. 

It  is  urged  by  the  general  manager  and  friends  that  in  order  to 
meet  the  additional  expense  and  to  place  the  current  fund  above  the 
necessity  of  borrowing  that  as  a  large  Thanksgiving  offering  every 
one  be  urged  to  give  at  least  the  earnings  or  income  of  one  day. 
Surely  this  is  reasonable  for  such  a  great  cause.  If  this  request  is 
generally  heeded  the  cause  will  be  amply  provided  for.  We  recom- 
mend that  this  be  done.

REPORT  ON  OBITUARIES. 

NEEDHAM  BRYANT  BROUGHTON. 

Needham  Bryant  Broughton  was  bom  near  Auburn  on  February 
14,  1841,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  in  his  sixty-seventh  year. 
His  people  attended  Mt.  Moriah  Church,  where,  under  the  preaching 
of  Rev.  Patrick  W.  Dowd,  he  received  the  inspiration  for  his  great 
Christian  usefulness. 

His  father  died  when  he  was  only  six  years  of  age,  and,  some  two 
years  after  his  mother  moved  to  Raleigh  in  order  to  give  her  chil- 
dren advantage  of  the  city  schools.  His  religious  training  was  se- 
cured in  the  First  Baptist  Sunday  School,  and  in  1864  he  was  bap- 
tized into  the  fellowship  of  that  church  by  Rev.  Dr.  T.  H.  Pritchard, 
and  he  at  once  became  an  active  member  along  all  lines  of  Christian 
duty  which  so  characterized  his  life. 

In  1874  the  First  Baptist  Church  decided  to  establish  a  mission 
station  in  the  eastern  section  of  the  city  where  a  Sunday  School 
was  established.  Interest  in  the  work  rapidly  grew,  and  before  the 
end  of  that  year  a  church  was  organized,  to  be  known  as  Swain 
Street  Baptist  Church.  Bro.  Broughton,  with  nine  others,  with- 
drew from  the  mother  church  and  took  up  the  work  at  that  point, 
The  growth  of  the  young  church,  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Dr. 
J.  D.  Hufham,  was  phenomenal,  and  it  was  not  long  before  the 
building  was  increased  to  double  its  seating  capacity. 

When  the  Association  met  at  Cary  in  1875  he  was  one  of  the  dele- 
gates sent  to  represent  the  young  church  in  the  Raleigh  Association, 
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and  he  at  once  took  a  leading  place  in  the  deliberations  of  that  body 
and  never  missed  a  session  of  the  Association.  In  1908  he  was 
elected  Moderator,  and  his  fine  qualities  as  a  presiding  officer  were 
shown  by  the  way  he  expedited  the  business  of  each  session. 

In  187G  he  was  elected  superintendent  of  the  Swain  Street  Baptist 
Sunday  School,  which  office  he  filled  for  about  thirty-eight  years, 
until  the  Master  called  him  to  a  higher  life.  When  he  took  charge 
of  the  school  it  numbered  about  75,  and  when  he  laid  down  the 
work  the  enrollment  was  1,257,  and  hundreds  have  gone  out  from  the 
school  to  carry  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  in  all  sections  of  this 
country. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wake 
Forest.  Meredith  College  and  the  A.  and  M.  College;  director  of  the 
*Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Raleigh. 

There  was  no  difficulty  in  placing  Needham  Bryant  Broughton 
when  any  moral  or  civic  question  for  the  uplift  of  humanity  was 
under  consideration,  and  on  this  line  he  wrought  at  a  high  tension, 
spending  and  being  spent  in  the  service  of  others  without  any  thought 
of  the  strain  upon  his  physical  powers. 

During  the  summer  of  1918,  realizing  his  condition,  he  sought  to 
regain  his  health  by  trips  to  the  mountains  and  Florida,  returning 
home  in  March;  later,  upon  advice  of  his  physician,  went  to  Phila- 
delphia, where  he  entered  a  hospital  for  treatment,  but  his  wasted 
energies  were  not  sufficient  to  withstand  the  operation,  and  early 
on  the  morning  of  the  26th  of  May,  1914,  his  spirit  wended  its  way 
to  that  city  he  had  looked  forward  to  all  these  years,  to  dwell  with 
Him  he  had  served  so  faithfully  for  more  than  half  a  century.  His 
.motto  through  life  is  best  expressed  in  the  following  lines: 

"If  I  can  stop  one  herrt  from  breaking 

I  shall  not  lixe  in  vain; 

If  I  can  ease  one  life  the  aching 

Or  cool  one  pain 

Or  help  one  fainting  brotner 

Upon  his  feet  again 

I  shall  not  live  in  vain." 

On  May  27th  his  earthly  remains  were  laid  to  rest  in  beautiful 
Oakwood  Cemetery,  where  an  immense  concourse  of  friends  of  the 
city  and  State  gathered  to  pay  the  last  tribute  of  respect  to  one  of 
God's  noblemen.

REPORT  ON  MINISTERS'  RELIEF. 

The  orphans'  appeal  is  largely  to  the  charity,  the  pity  and  sym- 
pathy of  Christian  men  and  women — the  unfortunate  appeal  to  their 
pity  and  sympathy  and,  perhaps,  to  their  charity.  The  aged  and 
infirm  often  make  such  an  appeal  to  us ;  the  poor  appeal  to  our 
charity,  pity  and  sympathy.  But  the  appeal  of  the  old  preacher  is 
different ;  he  is  not  to  be  looked  upon  as  an  object  of  charity  or  pity ; 
his  is  an  appeal  to  justice,  to  right,  to  our  Christian  manhood ;  his 
is  largely  an  appeal  to  us  to  pay  a  debt  long  since  due — a  debt  that 
ought  to  have  been  paid  in  the  day  of  his  active  service. 

You  remember  how  the  preacher  came  into  your  community  and 
prayed,  preached  and  worked,  and  then  went  away  an  unpaid  man. 
Many  were  saved  and  brought  into  the  church.  Of  this  number 
one  or  two  have  become  preachers  and  the  denomination  at  large 
is  entering  into  the  fruit  of  the  labor  of  the  unpaid  man. 

"If  we  sowed  unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great  matter  if  we 
shall  reap  your  carnal  things?  Even  so  did  the  Lord  ordain  that 
they  which  proclaim  the  Gospel  should  live  of  the  Gospel."  The 
preacher  has  a  right  to  support.  When  he  is  in  active  service  what 
does  Paul  mean?  When  he  is  old  or  when  affliction  has  come  is  he 
to  be  neglected?  I  think  not.  When  Paul  was  in  prison — laid  aside 
from  active  service — some  of  the  churches  sent  time  and  again  a 
contribution  to  meet  his  needs.  This  was  ministerial  relief  and 
highly  commended  by  the  Apostle. 

The  Ministerial  Relief  Board,  located  in  Durham,  with  Bro.  J.  M. 
Arnette  as  corresponding  secretary,  is  the  denomination's  answer  to 
the  debt  due  the  aged  preacher  or  any  other  faithful  preacher  who 
has  by  the  providence  of  God  been  forced  out  of  active  service.  We 
recognize  the  righteousness  of  the  claims  of  our  board  and  heartily 
commend  the  fidelity  of  its  work;  yet  we  find  that  the  response  of 
the  churches  is  not  keeping  pace  with  the  real  demands  upon  the 
board.    There  is  no  object  before  us  more  worthy. 

Today  we  sit  together  in  heavenly  places;  we  have  become  a 
mighty  force.  While  we  admire  the  glory  of  the  superstructure, 
let  us  not  forget  the  men  who  worked  upon  the  foundation.  The 
building  is  no  stronger  than  the  foundation.     If  we  build  well  to- 
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day  it  is  because  faithful  men  in  days  gone  by  laid  deep  and  well 
the  foundation.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

There  is  no  setting  sun  for  Baptist  Home  Mission  opportunity  in 
our  Southland  today.  It  is  almost  high-noon.  Probably  we  find  here 
the  purest  blood-  the  truest  democracy,  the  best  morals  and  the  best 
type  of  Christianity  to  be  found  on  the  globe.  One  of  every  three 
people  is  a  member  of  an  evangelical  church.  Nearly  six  million 
Baptists  are  found  in  the  United  States;  of  these  over  four  and  one- 
half  million  are  in  the  Southern  States,  and  half  the  Baptists  in 
the  world  are  found  south  of  "Mason's  and  Dixon's  line."  Southern 
Baptists,  on  account  of  numbers,  financial  strength,  grip  upon  re- 
ligious truth  and  strategic  position,  stand  in  the  forefront  of  kingdom 
builders. 

The  Panama  Canal  is  open  and  the  commerce  of  the  world  is 
heading  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico;  and,  true  to  history,  the  tide  of 
immigration  is  soon  to  follow.     After  the  destruction  and  death  of 
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war  has  passed,  and  peace  and  order  once  again  comes  to  the  nations 
of  Europe,  then  shall  we  see  billows  of  Slav  and  Teuton  rolling  in 
upon  our  peaceful  and  prosperous  shores.  Soon  we  shall  see  Mexico 
standing  with  open  arms  ready  to  receive  the  true  principles  of 
state  and  pure  doctrines  of  church.  The  South's  opportunity  is  an 
open  door  and  Baptists  stand  on  the  very  threshold. 

Last  year  our  Home  Board  had  1,203  missionaries  employed  inde- 
pendently of  other  agencies.  As  a  partial  result  of  their  work,  167 
churches  were  constituted,  758  Sunday  Schools  were  organized,  319 
houses  of  worship  were  built  or  improved,  19,198  converts  were  bap- 
tized and  19,935  members  were  received  by  letter.  The  Department 
of  Evangelism  added  12,248  to  the  churches,  and  through  its  work 
more  than  1,000  volunteered  for  the  ministry  and  mission  work. 
In  the  mountain  school  work  of  the  board,  there  are  32  schools  with 
156  teachers  and  ,218  students.  The  Department  or  Enlistment  is 
doing  splendid  work  towards  stirring  up  and  enlisting  many  of  the 
10,000  unenlisted  churches  in  our  bounds.  We  have  3,000  churches 
with  no  home ;  three-fourths  of  our  country  churches  have  only  onece- 
a-month  preaching;  just  one  in  fifty  has  a  parsonage,  and  nineteen 
of  every  twenty  have  no  pastor  living  on  the  field.  Right  here  we 
probably  have  our  greatest  immediate  need.  Rev.  C.  A.  Upchurch, 
of  this  Association,  is  the  board's  worker  in  our  State,  and  is  doing 
a  most  satisfactory  work. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  asks  for  an  average  of  only  about  one 
dollar  from  each  member  of  this  Association.  Since  we  are  little 
affected  by  the  war  on  our  staple  crop — tobacco — and  since  the  cotton 
growers  south  of  us  are  very  heavy  losers,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
board  will  be  pressed  as  never  before  because  of  conditions  at  home 
and  abroad,  we  would  recommend  that  the  churches  composing  this 
body  make  all  possible  sacrifice  for  the  needs  of  Home  Missions. 

A  copy  of  that  most  excellent  magazine,  The  Home  Field,  should 
be  read  in  every  home  in  this  Association.

Pending  the  adoption  of  the  report  remarks  were  made  by  Brethren 
A.  J.  Hunt  and  J.  C.  Birdsong,  both  emphasizing  the  need  of  zealously 
laboring  for  the  preservation  of  the  faith  once  handed  down  to  our 
forefathers  against  the  oncoming  of  heathen  Catholicism. 

Bro.  Ivey  offered  the  following  resolution,  having  for  its  object 
the  grouping  of  our  churches  into  pastorates  : 

RESOLUTION  OF  BRO.  IVEY. 

Whereas,  we  believe  it  to  be  of  supreme  importance  to  our  or- 
ganized church  work  that  we  endeavor  to  conserve  every  effort  that 
is  being  put  forth  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  to  the  end  that  the 
greatest  good  may  be  accomplished,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  the  present  isolated  condition  of  churches 
and  pastor  results  in  the  waste  of  much  vital  and  spiritual  energy 
and  is  also  an  economic  waste,  therefore,  resolved, 

(1)  That  this  body  shall  appoint  at  this  session  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  two  pastors  and  three  laymen  who,  acting  in  conjunction 
with  our  "Co-operative  Field  Worker,"  shall  take  under  advisement 
the  satisfactory  grouping  of  our  churches  into  pastoral  fields  and 
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communicating  fully  with  the  churches  that  they  endeavor  to  estab- 
lish such  fields  to  the  end  that  as  early  as  it  may  be  done  pastors 
may  he  located  on  their  respective  fields ; 

(2)  That  churches  desiring  to  enter  into  such  an  arrangement  be 
requested  to  communicate  with  this  "field"  committee  and  give  to 
them  all  possible  aid  in  perfecting  this  work; 

(3)  That  churches  with  pastoral  terms  expiring  be  requested  not 
to  make  permanent  calls  for  the  year  1916  until  this  matter  is  fully 
and  prayerfully  considered  by  them.  T.  Ivey. 

The  discussion  of  this  resolution  was  deferred  until  the  report  on 
State  Missions  was  presented. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  work  of  State  Missions  for  the  first  twenty-five  years  of  the 
Convention's  life  was  known  as  Home  Missions.  After  the  organi- 
zation of  the. Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  appointment  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board,  the  name  of  the  work  in  the  State  was 
changed  from  Home  Missions  to  State  Missions.  There  is  still  some 
confusion  as  to  these  departments  of  our  mission  work.  There  are 
still  those  who  think  that  Home  Missions  means  work  nearest  home, 
and,  therefore,  in  our  State. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  located  in  Atlanta,  and  its  mission 
is  to  aid  those  States  which  are  not  able  to  cope  with  the  destitution 
within  their  borders. 

The  work  of  the  State  Board  is  confined  to  the  State.  While  in 
some  sections  the  Baptists  are  quite  strong,  numerically,  in  other 
portions  of  the  State  they  are  very  weak,  and  cannot  maintain  regu- 
lar worship  unless  aid  from  some  outside  source  is  extended. 

No  other  department  of  our  work  has  done  so  much  toward 
strengthening  our  denomination  as  State  Missions  has  done.  Half  of 
the  churches  in  the  State  have  been  organized  by  the  missionaries  of 
the  State  Board,  and  these  churches  are  giving  two-thirds  of  all  that 
is  given  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Lord.  Between  sixty-five  thou- 
sand and  seventy-five  thousand  people  have  been  baptized  by  the 
missionaries  since  the  board  began  its  work  eighty-four  years  ago. 

A    DOZEN    YEARS. 

Lest  some  may  think  that  we  are  dealing  altogether  with  ancient 
history,  let  us  consider  some  of  the  results  that  have  been  achieved 
during  the  last  twelve  years.  There  have  been  organized  on  our 
mission  fields  during  this  time  150  churches,  and  the  missionaries 
report  over  20,000  baptisms.  Two  hundred  and  twenty  houses  of 
worship  have  been  built  at  a  cost  of  over  $250,000.  Nearly  a  hun- 
dred churches  have  become  self-sustaining. 


LAST    YEAR'S    FIGURES. 

The  reports  of  the  missionaries  for  last  year  show  2,137  baptisms, 
2,688  professions  of  faith  and  1,509  added  by  letter.  Forty-one 
houses  of  worship  were  in  course  of  construction  and  fifteen  were 
completed.  Contribution  to  objects  of  Convention  $14,042.56,  and  total 
amount  raised  on  mission  fields,  including  pastors'  salaries  and  church 
building,  $105,894.21,  or  more  than  twice  as  much  as  we  received 
for  State  Missions. 
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WORK     TO     BE     DONE. 

Our  greatest  destitution  is  in  the  east.  There  are  twenty  counties 
in  the  east,  whose  population  in  1900  was  255,547,  and  in  1910,  399,- 
511.  If  the  ratio  of  increase  has  been  maintained,  we  have  in  these 
twenty  counties  now  425,095,  of  which  number  197,987  are  white. 

In  the  State  as  a  whole,  one  white  person  in  every  six  is  a  Bap- 
tist, while  in  the  twenty  counties  that  we  are  considering,  one  white 
person  in  every  thirty-eight  is  a  Baptist.  So  far  as  Baptists  are 
concerned,  the  destitution  is  more  than  six  times  as  great  as  in  the 
State  at  large.  In  this  section  the  board  is  expending  more  money 
than  iii  any  other.  If  any  one  is  disposed  to  doubt  the  wisdom  of 
the  expenditure,  his  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Roanoke 
Association,  to  which  the  board  makes  the  largest  appropriation,  led 
the  State  last  year  in  its  per  capita  contributions.  In  North  Caro- 
lina 800,000  of  our  people  are  professed  Christians,  leaving  1,320,000 
who  are  not  members  of  any  church.  As  there  are  nearly  as  many 
Baptists  in  the  State  as  there  are  of  all  other  denominations  put 
together,  we  are  far  more  responsible  for  the  future  of  our  State 
religiously  than  any  other  denomination. 

In  State  Missions  we  not  only  have  an  opportunity  of  giving  the 
Gospel  to  the  people  of  our  own  State,  but  we  are  adding  to  our 
denominational  strength  and  are  thereby  making  it  possible  to  do 
more  for  all  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom.

Rev.  W.  P.  Campbell,  after  reading  the  report,  asked  Bro.  J.  E. 
Wray,  of  the  Central  Association,  to  speak  upon  the  subject. 

Bro.  Wray,  once  closely  associated  with  this  work,  compared  our 
present  strength  with  what  it  was  thirty-five  years  ago,  tracing  that 
growth  to  the  present,  and  the  part  State  Missions  had  played  in  that 
growth ;  that  three-fourths  of  the  increase  could  be  traced  to  State 
Missions,  and  that  this  phase  of  our  work  is  the  bulwark  of  our 
denomination. 

Bro.  C.  E.  Maddry  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  report  and  the  resolution 
of  Bro.  Ivey. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  resolution  of  Bro.  T.  Ivey.  was  unanimously  passed,  and  the 
following  appointed  as  the  committee  contemplated  in  the  resolution : 
C.  E.  Maddry,  C.  H.  Norris,  T.  Ivey,  H.  W.  Norris  and  Sion  Hol- 
leman. 

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER. 

Your  committee  beg  to  call  attention  to  seven  things  about  The 
Biblical  Recorder: 

(1)  In  aim  it  endeavors  to  be  true  to  its  name — that  is,  to  be 
thoroughly  biblical  in  teaching  and  to  be  a  faithful  recorder  of  the 
news  of  the  Kingdom. 

(2)  In  alignment  it  undertakes  to  be  fraternally  but  firmly  Bap- 
tistic,  loyal  to  Baptist  doctrine,  devoted  to  Baptist  agencies,  stimu- 
lating to  Baptist  progress,  expressive  of  Baptist  life. 
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(3)  In  ownership  it  is  distinctively  Baptist  property,  being  now 
owned  by  a  few  more  than  one  hundred  North  Carolina  Baptists 
who,  without  any  one  having  a  majority  of  the  stock,  hold  it  not  for 
financial  gain,  but  for  the  good  of  the  cause  and  for  the  glory  of  God. 

(4)  In  control  it  is  the  organ  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention, 
this  body  naming  its  editor,  safeguarding  its  policy,,  utilizing  its 
columns  and  having  report  on  it  every  year. 

(5)  In  development  it  is  essential  to  the  highest  efficiency  of  a 
North  Carolina  Baptist,  for  there  can  be  no  efficiency  without  inter- 
est, nor  interest  without  intelligence,  nor  intelligence  without  infor- 
mation— particularly  the  information  about  our  work  which  is 
available  week  after  week  in  The  Biblical  Recorder  pages. 

(6)  In  accomplishment  it  is  among  us  the  one  great  unifying 
agency :  Territorially,  making  neighbors  of  widely  separated 
churches ;  organically,  relating  each  reader  to  the  whole  of  our  State 
denominational  work;  doctrinally,  binding  us  together  in  our  views 
of  Bible  truth  and  duty. 

(7)  In  outlook,  after  nearly  four  score  years  of  usefulness,  The 
Biblical  Recorder  today,  with  larger  circulation  than  ever  before, 
with  growing  work  to  chronicle  and  to  do,  with  widening  life  to 
present,  with  an  enlarging  prospect  to  beckon  onward,  rejoices  in 
the  hearty  endorsement  of  our  leaders  and  fellow-workers  in  the 
Lord. 

Believing  in  view  of  these  things  that  The  Recorder  should  have 
a  place  by  every  Baptist  fireside  in  North  Carolina,  we  invoke  and 
urge  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  our  people  in  immediately  and 
greatly  extending  its  circulation.

RESOLUTION  OF  T.  C.  COUNCIL. 

Whereas,  through  the  providence  of  God,  Bro.  E.  M.  Lassiter  has 
been  denied  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  attending  our  deliberations 
during  this  session  of  our  Association,  and 

Whereas,  we  recognize  his  worth  to  us: 

Now,  be  it  resolved  that  we  instruct  our  Moderator  to  convey  to 
Bro.  Lassiter  our  love  and  sympathy  in  his  affliction  and  assure  him 
that  we  miss  him  in  our  work  and  trust  that  the  Lord  may  restore 
him  to  his  former  health  and  vigor. 

An  offering  was  taken  for  Bro.  Lassiter  amounting  to  $12.61. 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

At  its  last  session  in  Shelby,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  voted 
to  recommend  to  its  constituent  churches  that  they  add  to  their 
annual  budget  for  regular  contributions  the  object  of  Christian  edu- 
cation. As  a  denomination  we  stand  for  the  education  of  both  the 
ministry  and  the  rank  and  file  of  our  people.  We  hold,  moreover, 
that  an  essential  element  in  all  education  is  religion.  While  we 
recognize  the  right  of  the  State  to  maintain  a  system  of  schools,  we 
insist  that  the  State  recognize  our  right  as  a  body  of  Christians 
to  maintain  our  system  of  schools,  which  supply  in  a  way  impossible 
for  the  State  the  religious  training  of  our  young  people.  We  do  not 
antagonize  but  supplement  the  State's  policy. 

This  system  of  Baptist  schools  in  North  Carolina  embraces  at 
present  sixteen  high  schools  and  three  colleges.  In  providing  these 
institutions  open  to  everybody  in  the  State,  we  have  assumed  the 
largest  share  of  the  responsibility  for  the  education  of  our  people 
next  after  the  State  itself.  It  involves  a  heavy  expense,  for  we 
cannot  expect  patronage  unless  they  furnish  equipment  and  teaching 
equal  to  the  best.  If  in  loyalty  to  Christ  and  His  Kingdom  we 
duplicate  the  State  system  from  the  high  school  up,  we  must  meet 
the  expense.  We  cannot  look-  elsewhere  for  their  support,  and  cer- 
tainly when  we  contribute  to  this  object  we  are  working  at  the 
foundations  of  all  the  enterprises  to  which  we  as  a  people  are  com- 
mitted. 

Wake  Forest  College  has  begun  the  new  session  with  a  larger 
enrollment  than  ever  before  up  to  date — with  better  equipment  and 
a  larger  teaching  force.  The  faculty  is  feeling  keenly  its  respon- 
sibility not  only  to  the  intellectual  standard  of  the  time,  but  also 
to  the  demand  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
Meredith  College.  Chowan  College,  in  the  east,  enters  upon  a  new 
period  of  usefulness,  with  President  Lineberry. 

Of  the  total  number  of  445  students  at  Wake  Forest,  83  are 
ministers.     Of  these  70  are  aided  by  the  Education  Board  of  the 
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Baptist  State  Convention.  And  it  ought  to  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  Convention  has  instructed  the  board  to  divide  the  receipts  from 
the  churches  for  ministerial  education  between  the  young  ministers 
at  the  college  and  the  seminary,  apportioning  five-sevenths  to  the 
college  men  and  two-sevenths  to  the  seminary  men.  The  board  can 
depend  on  only  what  the  churches  send  up,  and  it  is  pressing  upon 
our  churches  that  larger  demands  are  now  made  upon  it  than  ever 
before.

church. 

An  offering  to  the  amount  of  $11.40  was  taken  for  equipping 
the  building  for  the  training  of  the  Meredith  stuCents  in  domestic 
science. 

Report  on  education  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

SUMMARY. 

Twenty-four  churches  report  326  baptisms ;  6  churches  report  no 
baptisms ;  a  gain  over  last  year  of  117. 

Twenty-one  churches  report  gain  in  membership  of  377;  8  churches 
report  loss  in  membership  of  61 ;  total  gain  in  membership  of  316. 

Thirteen  churches  report  gain  in  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  775 ; 
15  churches  report  loss  in  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  475;  total 
gain  in  enrollment  of  300. 

Fourteen  churches  report  gain  in  contributions  to  missions  of 
$2,040.38;  11  churches  report  loss  in  contributions  to  missions  of 
$447.26;  total  gain  in  missions  of  $1,593.07. 

Thirteen  churches  report  gain  in  gifts  to  Orphanage  of  $189.79; 
12  churches  report  loss  in  gifts  to  Orphanage  of  $261.95 ;  total  loss  to 
Orphanage  of  $67.84. 

Seventeen  churches  report  gain  in  contributions  to  all  objects  of 
Convention  of  $2,225.11 ;  12  churches  report  loss  in  contributions  to 
all  objects  of  Convention  of  $523.52;  total  gain  in  contributions  to^ 
all  objects  of  Convention  of  $1,691.59.

T.  C.  Council,  a  committee  of  five  was  appointed, 
having  for  its  object  the  inauguration  of  an  evangelistic  campaign  for 
our  churches,  and  the  closing  of  that  campaign  with  rally  days  for 
the  discussion  of  the  various  enterprises  of  our  church.  Committee:

In  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  Rev.  S.  J.  Betts,  the  report  on 
temperance  was  read  by  the  Clerk. 

Bro.  T.  Vaughan  spoke  briefly  upon  the  importance  of  the  subject, 
after  which  it  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  temperance  sentiment  throughout  the 
whole  civilized  world  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  a  marvel 
and  surprised  even  the  most  sanguine  and  optimistic  of  observers. 
Only  a  few  short  years  back  temperance  education  and  the  inculca- 
tion of  knowledge  as  to  the  evil  effects  of  alcohol  upon  the  human 
system  was  left  to  the  home  and  the  church,  but  today  leading 
scientists  and  physicians,  who  so  recently  were  divided  as  to  the 
necessity  of  alcohol  as  a  medicine,  are  now  practically  unanimous  in 
their  declarations  against  its  use  in  any  form.  Only  recently  a  con- 
vention of  physicians  in  Raleigh  passed  unanimously  resolutions  advo- 
cating its  disuse  as  a  medicine  in  their  practice;  similar  resolutions 
were  adopted  a  few  weeks  later  by  the  colored  doctors  assembled  in 
Raleigh.  Governments  are  taking  active  steps  to  drive  it  out,  our 
own  great  and  glorious  country  taking  the  lead,  and  national  pro- 
hibition will  soon  be  the  result.  Only  a  week  ago  the  Czar  of  Russia 
passed  an  edict  prohibiting  the  use  of  Vodka,  their  national  drink, 
and  its  manufacture  and  sale.  When  we  remember  that  such  an 
edict  affects  all  the  people  living  on  a  sixth  of  the  earth's  surface 
and  that  it  comes  from  the  Czar  of  Russia,  how  encouraging  it  should 
be  to  us  all.  About  a  year  ago  the  Kaiser  of  Germany  also  put  his 
ban  upon  it. 

Take  courage,  brethren,  and  let  every  one  who  names  the  name  of 
Christ  set  the  example  before  his  fellows  of  total  abstinence.  Your 
committee  desires  and  requests  this  Association  to  pass  resolutions 
memorializing  our  coming  Legislature  to  pass  laws  prohibiting  the 
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shipment  of  liquor  into  this  State;  and  until  our  people  are  suffi- 
ciently educated  to  see  that  its  use,  even  as  a  medicine,  is  utterly 
unnecessary  and  hurtful,  its  sale  as  such  shall  be  taken  out  of  the 
hands  of  even  the  druggists  and  restricted  to  a  depository  under 
the  control  of  the  health  doctor  of  the  county  who  shall  act  under  the 
strictest  laws  in  his  power,  the  violation  of  which  shall  be  a  misde- 
meanor, subject  to  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both.

J.  D.  Berry  briefly  outlined  the  work  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and 
declared  that  it  was  a  potent  factor  in  the  development  of  the  young 
members  of  many  of  our  churches. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  UNION. 

A  report  on  this  subject  is  a  new  feature  for  our  Association, 
but  the  department  is  none  the  less  important  or  the  work  less  inter- 
esting. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  is  immediately  under  the  auspices  and 
supervision  of  our  Baptist  Convention,  and  is  fostered  by  the  Sunday 
School  Board.  Its  real  purpose  is  to  lead  the  young  Christian  to 
consecrate  his  life  to  the  service  of  the  Master  and,  by  the  develop- 
ment of  his  individual  powers,  to  do  effective  church  work.  The 
character  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  embodied  in  its  motto,  "All  Baptist 
Young  People  Utilized."  There  can  be  no  higher  aim  for  the  church 
of  God — no  higher  note  of  progress,  for  God  has  no  other  method  of 
promoting  His  Kingdom  on  earth  than  through  human  instru- 
mentality. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  as  an  organized  department  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  is  now  in  its  fifth  year,  having  held  its  first  session  in 
1910  with  the  Second  Baptist  Church  of  Durham.  Its  fifth  annual 
session  was  held  in  June  of  this  year  with  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Raleigh.  Bro.  Bunn  L.  Olive,  of  Apex,  N.  C.  (Olive  Chapel 
Church),  is  State  President;  Miss  Beulah  Bowden,  of  Mars  Hill, 
is  Recording  Secretary,  and  Rev.  J.  D.  Moore,  of  Ridgecrest,  is  the 
State  Convention  Secretary,  from  any  of  whom  information  regarding 
organization  or  other  features  of  the  work  may  be  had. 

The  only  statistics  available  are  those  compiled  about  a  year  abo 
by  Bro.  Theo.  B.  Davis  and  given  in  his  report  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  as  follows :  Number  of  unions  in  State,  86 ;  membership, 
4,169 ;  reports  from  11  unions  in  the  State  show  319  members  taking 
the  daily  Bible  readers'  course,  7  unions  having  reached  the  standard 
of  excellence.  From  the  church  letters  just  presented,  we  learn 
that  there  are  only  5  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  within  our  Association. 

Brethren,  the  time  is  ripe  for  instituting  this  department  of  work 
in  all  our  churches.    Our  young  people  were  never  receiving  so  much 
secular  education  and  training  as  today.     It  behooves  us  to  utilize 
this  material  for  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.

The  Association  reassembled.  Prayer  by  Dr.  L.  E.  M.

F.  B.  Hamrick,  representing  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Or- 
phanage, J.  M.  Hillard  of  High  Point  and  to  all  other  visit- 
ing brethren. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  application 
of  Pleasant  Plain  Baptist  Church  for  membership  in  our 
Asociation,  reported  that  they  had  examined  the  articles 
of  faith  and  recommended  that  the  petition  be  favorably 
acted  upon. 

Upon  motion  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
adopted  and  the  Moderator,  on  behalf  of  the  Association, 
extended  to  the  delegates  of  the  church  the  right  hand  of 
fellowship. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  YOUNG  PROPLE'S  UNION. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  perhaps  the  youngest  department  of  Baptist 
Church  work,  being  now  in  its  sixth  year,  has  taken  rank  along 
with  the  Sunday  School,  the  weekly  prayer  service,  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  and  the  Laymen's  Movement  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  efficient  service  in  Church  life.  And  this  service 
is  as  distinct  and  as  important  as  represented  by  ary  of  these 
agencies. 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  to  develop  young 
Christians  into  an  experimental  knowledge  of  the  teachings  of 
God's  word  and  thereby  training  them  to  become  active  Church 
members.  "We  Study  That  We  May  Serve"  is  one  of  the  beauti- 
ful mottoes  employed  by  the  Union.  Another  is  "All  Baptist 
Young  People  Utilized";  and  these  two  reuect  the  character  and 
scope  of  its  work. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  doing  more  tha  nany  other  single  aid  to 
hold  young  Church  members  in  the  Christian  life.  Who  has 
not  seen  young  persons  led  into  Church  upon  bright  conver- 
sisons,  starve  and  turn  back  to  the  world  for  the  very  lack  of 
employment  and  association  suitable  to  their  young  and  buoyant 
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spirits?  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  seeks  to  employ  these  features  to  the 
end  that  young  Church  members  may  live  in  the  fulness  of  a 
rich  experience  and  be  developed  into  a  life  of  service. 

The  organization  is  much  on  the  increase  within  the  bounds 
of  our  Baptist  State  Convention.  At  the  last  State  session  of 
the  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  held  with  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Mt.  Airy 
in  June  of  this  year,  there  were  reported  a  total  of  107  Unions 
with  a  membership  of  4,940,  an  increase  in  one  year  of  81 
Unions,  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  membership.  From 
the  letters  just  read  we  learn  that  there  are  Unions  within 
our  Associations.  Rev.  J.  D.  Moore,  of  Ridgecrest,  is  the  present 
General  Secretary,  Prof.  L.  Bunn  Olive,  of  Apex,  State  President, 
Miss  Beulah  Bowden,  Mars  Hill,  Recording  Secretary,  from  any 
one  of  whom  information  and   literature   may  be   had. 

We  earnestly  urge  pastors  and  delegates  to  delay  not  to  or- 
ganize Unions  in  their  Churches.  They  have  young  people  and 
the  young  people  are  not  only  receptive,  but  their  young  lives 
are  starving,  and  Church  work  is  not  advancing  as  it  would  if 
this  enthusiastic  band  should  join  hands  with  the  older  mem- 
bers. The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  practicable  in  city  and  country  Church 
alike.     All  it  needs  is  a  fair  chance.

REPORT    ON    THE    BIBLICAL    RECORDER. 

For  eighty-five  years  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  stood  as  a 
mouth-piece  for  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  Through  the 
years  it  has  been  a  unifying  agency  to  bring  our  people  together 
in  one  common  cause.  It  is  used  by  the  pastors  and  Churches 
as  a  medium  of  communication.  It  is  anxious  to  do  a  larger 
service  to  the   constituency. 

To  perform  that  larger  service,  it  must  have  a  larger  constit- 
uency, and  if  the  pastors  of  this  Association,  and  the  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina  generally  would  increase  the  circulation,  it 
could  do  a  larger  work  and  make  more  effective  any  plan  or 
plea  that  any  person  or  Church  may  wish  to  place  before  the 
people.  Your  Committee  urges  that  our  pastors  and  Churches 
seek   to   increase   the   circulation,   not   only   for   the   sale    of   the 
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Recorder,  but  as  a  means  of  the  proper  culture  for  our  Baptist 
people.

RREPORT     ON     EDUCATION. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Education,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report: 

The  report  of  the  educational  work  of  our  denomination  is 
now  a  fixed  Baptist  policy.  It  is  a  policy  to  which  we  should 
steadily  adhere,  because  of  the  special  kind  of  work  that  only 
a  religious  school  does  or  ca  ndo.  It  is  not  enough  that  we  have 
schools  of  various  grades,  doing  th  esame  work  that  is  done  by 
the  State  schools.  Our  schools  must  give  what  the  State  schools 
give,  and  something  more,  to  justify  their  right  to  exist.  It  is 
for  rthe.  sake  of  this  extra  thing  that  we  should  maintain  a 
school  system  distinct  from  that  of  the  State.  Our  denomina- 
tional leaders  recognize  that  our  schools  should  equip  students 
for  more  effective  work  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  With  this  in 
view,  our  high  schools  and  colleges  now  give  courses  of  instruc- 
tion in  Bible,  Missions,  and  Sunday  School  Pedagogy;  and  some 
of  them  maintain  organizations  of  the  Baptist  Young  People's 
Union.  Such  work  as  this  prepares  students  for  leadership  on 
leaving  school.  Our  schools  are  now  doing  a  noble  work  in  this 
line.  And  there  is  every  indication  that  more  effective  work 
may  be  expected  as  they  become  more  and  more  closely  linked- 
up  as  a  part  of  our  denominational  machinery. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  now  has  thirteen  high  schools. 
Seven  of  these  are  in  the  mountains,  and  six  east  of  the  moun- 
tains. Two  other  academies  are  applying  for  admission.  It  also 
has  four  colleges  of  varying  grades.  These  colleges  and  high 
schools  have  plants,  equipment,  and  endowments  aggregating 
one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  They  enroll  annually 
about  365  0  pupils.  Our  Seminary  at  Louisville  and  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Training  School  at  the  same  place  also  claim  our 
hearty  interest,  being  the  double  crown  of  the  Baptist  educa- 
tional system  of  the  South.     These  schools  are  worth  one  mil- 
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lion    six    hundred    and    seventy    thousand    dollars.      They    enroll 
annually  about  350  students. 

In  view  of  the  great  and  needful  work  that  is  being  done  by 
our  schools,  we  make  the  following  recommendations. 

Fiist:  More  generous  financial  support.  In  an  effort  to  co- 
ordinate the  educational  work  of  the  denomination,  a  Board  of 
Education  was  appointed  by  the  last  State  Convention.  This 
puts  the  entire  educational  system  before  the  Baptists  of  the 
State  as  one  item,  just  as  other  objects  such  as  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, Home  Missions,  etc.  The  larger  term,  "Christian  Educa- 
tion," should  take  the  place  of  "Ministerial  Education"  in  our 
reports;  and  a  correspondingly  largeer  support  should  be  given. 
Last  year  the  entire  Association  reported  $102.34  for  education. 

Second:  A  contribution  from  each  Church  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention  this  fall.  The  change  of  method  in  carry- 
ing on  this  work  was  made  in  the  middle  of  the  year.  This  has 
made  conditions  especially  hard.  The  need  is  pressing;  and 
unless  enlarged  contributions  come  quickly,  a  debt  must  be  re- 
ported. 

Third:  More  loyal  patronage.  We,  as  Baptists,  stand  for 
the  Bible  and  wish  to  increase  its  influence.  The  Christian 
school  is  one  of  the  most  effective  agencies  for  reaching  this 
end.  Christian  character  is  the  ideal  for  our  young  people. 
Christian  education  is  the  most  desirable  form  of  education. 
The  Christian  school  gives  a  stamp  that  no  other  can  possibly 
give.  And,  inasmuch  as  our  schools  give  most  practical  aid  in 
stamping  the  Christian  ideal  in  individual  lives  and  in  society, 
we  believe  that  our  Baptist  people  should  patronize  schools  of 
our  own  denomination.

REPORT   ON   FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

All  Missions  are  essentially  one.  In  the  thinking  of  our  Lord, 
there  is  no  difference.  He  commanded  us  to  begin  at  Jerusalem 
and  go  out  and  out,  until  we  had  reached  the  uttermost  con- 
fines of  the  earth.  We  like  to  think  of  all  Missions  as  the 
Gospel  for  the  World.     It  is  more  truly  World-Missions! 

The  world-conditions  presented  to  our  Foreign  Board  today 
are  unprecedented  and  fraught  with  fearful  responsibilities. 
The  whole  civilized  world,  with  the  exception  of  the  United 
States,  is  engaged  in  a  bloody  and  cruel  war.  All  restraints  and 
barriers  are  broken  down  and  the  world  is  in  danger  of  sinking 
into  barbarism  and  anarchy.  Civilization  has  been  put  back 
one  thousand  years.  Our  country  stands  almost  alone  today,  as 
the  champion  of  freedom  and  the  rights  of  man.  It  almost 
staggers  belief,  when  we  think  of  it, — that  the  Almighty  in  His

wisdom  and  love,  has  shut  the  heathen  world  up  to  America  for 
the  Gospel  of  life  and  light.  The  great  nations  of  Europe  have 
their  hands  full  today  and  will  be  busy  for  two  generations  after 
this  war  shall  have  ended.  The  cost  of  this  war  is  unthinkable 
in  dollars  and  cents  alone.  Somebody  must  pay  the  bill.  For 
fifty  years,  the  nations  of  Europe  will  be  crushed  beneath  the 
awful  weight  of  taxes  incurred  in  this  war.  The  ouly  nation 
left  free  and  untrammeled  to  send  the  Gospel  to  a  whole  world 
is  America.  And  God  Almighty  has  shut  the  dying  heathen  world 
up  to  this:  if  they  receive  the  Gospel  now  or  in  the  next  fifty 
years,  it  must  come  from  America!  What  does  that  mean  to  us? 
It  means  that  a  fearful  and  crushing  weight  of  responsibility  is 
laid  upon  us.  And  we  can  meet  it  only  by  sublime  sacrifice  and 
unselfish  devotion.  We  must  strengthen  the  stakes  and  enlarge 
the  cords  for  a  great  world-campaign  for  our  Lord.  And  we 
can  never  make  ready  for  this  world-battle  against  Sin  by  pay- 
ing 21  cents  apiece  for  Foreign  Missions.  If  we  are  to  measure 
up  to  the  responsibility  God  has  laid  upon  us,  there  must  be 
some  sacrificial  giving  and  some  agonizing  prayer.  What  will 
we  do  about  it? 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  a  strong  effort  be 
made  to  increase  the  contributions  from  the  Churches  of  the 
Raleigh  Association  from  55  1-2  cents  per  member  this  year 
to  as  much  as  7  5  cents  per  member  for  next  year. 

CHARLES  E.  MADDEY,

In  presenting  the  report  Rev.  C.  E.  Maddry  showed  in 
a  telling  way  how  God  had  shut  np  the  heathen  world  to 
America,  America's  opportunity  and  our  responsibility  as 
Baptists  in  this  world  propoganda  and  plead  for  an  increase 
in  our  contributions  to  this  object.  Dr.  T.  W.  O'Kelley  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Raleigh  spoke  of  the  privilege 
of  our  being  co-laborers  with  Him  in  the  salvation  of  the 
world.  The  report  was  further  discussed  by  Brethren 
Kearney  Stone,  J.  C.  Birdsong,  J.  H.  Hilliard,  Theo  B.  Davis, 
after  which,  on  motion,  it  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Viewed  in  the  larger  aspect  State  Missions  are  fundamental, 
and  hence  sustain  a  vital  relation  to  all  our  work. 

It  were  folly  to  lengthen  the  cords  without  making  the  stakes 
proportionately  strong.  The  cords  of  all  our  work  reaching  out 
in  every  direction  are  tied  to  State  Missions.  The  strain  of  a 
great  growing  work  upon  the  State  Missions  stakes  is  tremendous, 
and  should  the  stakes  be  insufficicent,  the  whole  system  of  our 
organized  work  would  fall. 
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Again,  the  State  Mission  enterprise  is  the  backbone  of  our 
work.  It  has  largely  made  North  Carolina  Baptists  what  they 
are.  I  know  of  nothing  that  does  not  need  a  backbone.  To  be 
sure  is  this  true  of  a  great  denomination  in  its  onward  march 
to  world  conquest.  Baptists  hold  peculiar  principles  which  the 
world  needs  and  it  is  our  solemn  duty  to  give  them  to  the 
world.  Intelligent  conviction,  loyalty  to  the  word  of  God  and 
a  well-balanced  denominational  spirit  is  the  need  of  the  hour. 
Just  here  is  where  State  Missions  have  played  such  a  large  part 
in  our  denominational  life  thioughout  the  State,  and  must  con- 
tinue to-  do  so. 

It  must  be  remembered  also  that  the  State  Mission  enterprise 
is  the  unifying  force  in  all  our  work.  To  embarrass  State  Mis- 
sions is  to  embarrass  everything  we  are  doing.  A  glance  at  our 
Convention  annual  reveals  the  fact  that  we  have  many  depart- 
ments of  work,  but  all  finding  shelter  under  the  wing  of  our 
State  Mission  Board.  The  Sunday  School  Department,  Young 
People's  Work,  Layman's  Movement,  Woman's  Work,  Foreign 
Missions  and  Home  Missions  all  hovering  under  this  great 
mother — the  State  Mission  Board.  You  see  how  the  State  Mis- 
sion Board  spells  out  the  oneness  of  our  task,  and  standing  at  the 
heart  of  our  work  unifies  the  whole. 

Last  year  151  Missionaries  who  preached  at  379  points  re- 
ported 2,726  professions  and  2,469  baptisms,  and  1,836  added 
to  the  Churches  by  letter.  The  Mission  Churches  gave  back  to 
the  denomination  last  year  6  0  per  cent,  of  all  that  the  Baptists 
contributed  to  State  Missions.  We  see  that  money  put  into  State 
Missions  is  a  fine  investment. 

Now,  as  to  the  future:  Our  State  is  making  marvelous  pro- 
gress in  material  things.  Some  speak  of  the  industrial  awaken- 
ing in  North  Carolina  as  if  they  thought  all  of  us  would,  in  the 
near  future,  be  flooded  with  wealth.  There  is  danger  of  this. 
We  must  recognize  that  prosperity  is  either  a  curse  or  a  blessing. 
Some  realize  that  we  must  be  alert  to  save  our  people  from  being 
overwhelmed  by  the  rising  tide  of  material  prosperity.  So  it 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  to  save  the  day  at  this  point  calls 
for  earnest  prayer  and  heroic  effort. 

And  withal,  the  religious  conditions  of  our  State  are  far  from 
what  they  should  be.  Two  and  a  half  millions  of  people,  and 
less  than  one-third  of  them  members  of  any  church.  When  we 
think  of  our  numbers,  we  congratulate  ourselves  and  talk  as  if 
we  thought  we  had  about  reached  the  high  water-mark  in  North 
Carolina.  Par  from  it.  In  the  East  there  is  great  destitution, 
in  the  West  a  host  of  undeveloped  people,  and  in  the  Piedmont 
manufacturing  industries,  multiplying  rapidly.  After  all,  does 
it  not  look  like  we  are  just  beginning  our  State  Mission  task? 

These  two  things,  the  rapid  development  of  our  State  and 
the  increasing  density  of  our  population,  call  loudly  for  aggres- 
sive State  Mission  work.     Because  of  our  vast  numbers  we  Bap- 
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tists  are  more  responsible  for  the  future  of  our  State  religiously 
than  any  other  denomination.  Indeed,  the  responsibility  upon 
us  is  almost  as  great  as  upon  all  other  denominations  combined.

Brother  Parker  spoke  upon  State  Missions  as  an  invest- 
ment along  material,  social  and  educational  lines,  but 
greater  still  as  an  investment  in  human  lives  to  the  sal- 
vation of  the  people.     Report  adopted. 

REPORT    ON   HOME    MISSIONS. 

Home  Missions  should  concern  every  person  who  has  been 
born  into  God's  Kingdom,  for  it  is  one  of  His  agencies  in  bring- 
ing in  of  His  Kingdom  and  one  of  His  ways  of  spreading  His 
gospel. 

Self  preservation  is  the  first  duty  of  any  people.  Witnessing 
for  Christ  in  Samaria  by  preaching  the  gospel  throughout  our 
great  Southland  is  a  duty  we  owe  ourselves  and  our  neighbors 
to  keep  on  God's  safe  side  of  truth. 

If  the  territory  comprising  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  evangelized,  the  whole  world  will  hear  and  know  of  Christ 
because  thousands  of  foreigners  go  from  us  yearly  to  tell  the 
story  of  Christ  the  Savior  of  the  world. 

Christianizing  the  South  in  our  day  is  a  task  which  has  as- 
sumed almost  tragic  importance.  Twenty-two  million  of  the 
thirty-three  million  inmabitants  of  the  South  are  not  members 
of   protestant   churches. 

"Christianity  has  a  better  opportunity  to  transform  society 
in  the  South  than  elsewhere  in  America  or  in  all  the  world." 
Of  every  100  evangelical  Christians  in  the  South  thirty-nine 
or  forty  are  Baptists.  In  this  section  the  Baptists  of  the  world 
have  their  supreme  opportunity  to  win  men  and  save  society. 
Here  is  the  best  Baptist  field  in  the  world  for  Home  Missions  to 
create  the  greatest  Baptist  base  for  world  missions. 

It  is  of  tremendous  importance  that  we  line  up  our  forces 
and  all  our  churches  for  Home  Missions.  We  need  to  pray  for 
and  give  to  Home  Missions  at  this  timef  or  the  work  is  en- 
larging so  much  that  it  is  only  our  best  that  can  meet  the 
needs  of  our  Home  Mission  Board. 

C.    H.    NORRIS, 
C.  W.   SCOOT. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Norris,  after  reading  the  report,  made  an 
earnest  plea  for  consecration  of  our  wealth  upon  the  altar 
of  God's  need  in  the  homeland  and  a  deeper  consecration 
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of  our  lives  upon  the  altar  of  service. 

Rev.  C.  E.  Maddry  urged  each  church  to  make  a  special 
collection  for  this  subject  the  first  Sunday  in  November  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  possible  in  order  that  the  debt  upon 
the  Home  Board  may  be  liquidated.  On  motion,  report 
adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK. 

The  Sunday  School  is  a  department  of  the  church.  It  is  in 
a  peculiar  sense  one  of  the  regular  services  of  the  church.  The 
chief  services  of  the  church  are  worship,  preaching  and  teaching. 
The  management  of  the  Sunday  School  is  naturally  vested  in 
the  church  and  there  is,  therefore,  no  reason  why  church  mem- 
bers should  feel  less  obligation  to  the  Sunday  School  than  to  the 
preaching   service. 

The  day  has  come  when  it  is  a  rare  case  that  the  children  of 
church  members  are  not  attendants  upon  the  Sunday  School, 
but  it  is  not  enough  that  our  children  be  in  the  Sunday  School. 
It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  entire  congregation,  old  and 
young,  be  permanently  connected  with  the  Sunday  School  and 
it  is,  therefore,  one  of  the  prime  efforts  of  the  Sunday  School 
organization  of  today  to  enlist  the  entire  congregation  in  the 
Sunday  School  work  of  sysematic  study  of  the  Bible. 

In  many  communities  the  adult  church  members  are  found 
with  the  children  in  the  Sunday  School  and  these  adults  are 
always  the  more  intelligent  and  responsive  hearers  of  the  pulpit 
preaching.  Not  only  is  this  condition  helpful  to  the  adult  mem- 
bers themselves,  but  there  is  also  an  obvious  gain  to  the  char- 
acter and  standing  of  the  Sunday  in  the  estimation  of  children 
and  youth. 

How  can  we  keep  our  young  people  from  quitting  the  Sunday 
School  when  they  have  grown  up  if  our  parents  themselves  are 
not  steadfa.tly  and  permanently  fixed  in  their  attendance  upon 
the  Sunday  School?  "Build  a  wall  of  old  folks  between  them 
and  the  door"  is  an  old  and  still  true  answer  to  this  question  of 
leakage   of   youths   from   our   Sunday   Schools. 

There  is  also  a  power  of  enthusiasm  gained  to  the  whole 
school  by  the  added  numbers  of  our  men  and  women  of  in- 
fluence, but  it  never  was  enough  to  have  all  the  children  and 
all  the  adults  of  the  church  in  the  Sunday  School.  We  must 
reach  out  after  every  child  and  every  adult  of  the  church  in 
the  community.  It  is  impossible  for  the  church  to  make  the 
Sunday  School  the  connecting  link  between  herself  and  the 
world.  The  work  of  the  Sunday  School  is  teaching  and  teach- 
ing the  Word  of  God  is  evangelizing. 

The  Raleigh  Association  has  kept  well  to  the  front  in  its  Sun- 
day School  work  and  we  have  few  churches  whose  Sunday  School 
enrollment  does  not  equal  the  roll  of  church  members.  In 
North  Carolina,  Sunday  School  work  is  well  to  the  front.  We 
have  made  rapid  improvement  and  growth  in  the  last  five  years. 
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The  Sunday  Schools  are  more  up-to-date,  our  schools  are  better 
organized,  our  teachers  are  better  trained  and  we  have  today 
2  5.000  more  people  in  our  Sunday  Schools  than  any  other  State 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  but  even  this  is  not  enough, 
for  there  are  yet  hundreds  of  thousands  in  this  good  State  who 
are  not  members  of  any  Sunday  School,  and  to  reach  these  thous- 
ands  and   gather   them   in   is   our   work. 

Our  Sunday  School  work  in  this  State  is  well  organized  with 
an  enthusiastic,  tireless  and  able  worker  in  the  lead,  our  own 
Brother  Middleton,  to  whom  we  should  continue  to  give  united 
and  hearty  support.  The  work  needs  and  deserves  our  best 
efforts,   our   progress   and   increased   contributions.

Rev.   E.   M.   Lassiter. 

Elvis  Martin  Lassiter  was  born  December  25,  1871,  in  the 
northwestern  section  of  Wake  County.  His  death  occurred  at 
his  home  in  Apex,  March  9,  1915.  He  was  stricken  down  in  the 
midst  of  a  promising  and  useful  life.  On  November  18,  1893.  he 
married  Miss  Cassie  Yates,  who,  with  five  children  survive  him. 

Brother  Lassiter  deserves  much  credit  for  his  sacrifice  and 
struggle  to  secure  an  education  as  well  as  his  successful  work 
in  the  ministry.  Realizing  that  he  was  not  equipped  for  his 
work,  he  sold  his  home  and  farm  in  order  to  enter  Buie's  Creek 
Academy,  in  1902.  He  was  ordained  to  the  full  gospel  min- 
istry in  1904,  and  two  years  afterwards  he  entered  Wake  Forest 
College  for  a  study  of  the  Bible.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

For  thirty  years  the  Orphanage  has  been  before  the  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina,  and  while  it  began  with  a  handful  of  strong 
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friends  it  has  grown  "in  stature  and  favor"  until  there  are  a 
great  host  of  friends  who  love  it  intensely,  but  we  deplore  the 
fact  that  this  love  is  not  universal,  and  on  account  of  the  in- 
difference of  so  many  of  our  people  our  Orphanage  is  burdened 
with  a  debt  of  $35,000. 

During  these  thirty  years  of  growth  the  institution  has  cared 
for  and  trained  more  than  1,600  boys  and  girls  who  are  now 
out  in  the  State  as  teachers,  preachers,  doctors,  printers,  farm- 
ers, business  men,  and  fathers  and  mothers  of  happy  homes. 
There  are  nine  in  various  colleges  and  more  than  that  number 
in    denominational   high   schools. 

Five  hundred  children  are  now  being  cared  for  (fifty  of  this 
number  is  at  the  Kennedy  Home)  at  an  average  cost  of  thirty- 
one  cents  per  day  or  $113.2  8  per  annum  per  child,  aggregating 
an  annual  cost  of  $56,640.00. 

The  Orphanage  has  been  and  is  being  enlarged,  and  a  greater 
number  is  being  cared  for  from  year  to  year.  This  opens  up 
greater  opportunities  for  us,  and  we  should  be  happy  in  the 
use  of  these  opportunities.  We  should  be  more  generous  in  our 
offerings,  as  the  returns  are  so  large  and  we  are  permitted  to 
see  them  with  our  own  eyes. 

Last  year  many  of  our  churches  adopted  the  one  day's  labor 
or  income  to  the  Orphanage  as  a  Thanksgiving  offering  and  the 
gifts  of  Raleigh  Association  was  largely  increased  and  the  givers 
were  made  happy  in  the  act. 

We  commend  this  to  the  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  and 
urge  every  one  to  begin  now  to  prepare  for  the  gift.  Talk  it, 
urge  it,  and  every  one  at  the  Association  set  the  example  by 
adopting   it   and    commending   it   to    others. 

We  urge  every  church  of  Raleigh  Association  who  are  not 
doing  so  to  adopt  the  once-a-month  collection  by  the  Sunday 
Schools,  and  try  for  a  definite  sum. 

Every  church  in  this  Association  can  care  for  one  or  more 
children  and  we  should  do  so. 

Wake  County  has  21  children  in  the  Orphanage  and  we  are 
due  it  a  liberal  support.

have  served  their  day  and  generation  well.  Others  speak-

TEMPERANCE. 

This  subject  in  its  broadest  application  is  a  religious  virtue 
taught  and  enjoined  by  the  Word  of  God  from  beginning  to 
end.  Well  regulated  thoughts,  words  and  actions  are  commend- 
ed and  found  to  be  characteristic  of  the  lives  of  those  who  most 
honored  God  in  life.  Excesses  are  equally  reproved  and  meet 
with  ill  results;  never  showing  the  most  admirable  traits  of 
those  who  walk  close  with  God.  And  should  therefore  be 
avoided. 

The  habit  of  imbibing  strong  drink  to  drunkness  seemed  to 
grow  upon  mankind,  and  especially  upon  our  race  and  in  our 
country,  till  men  were  so  turned  to  brutality  and  wickedness 
thereby,  that  the  God  loving  and  serving  portion  were  con- 
strained to  cry  out  against  it.  This  is  known  as  the  temperance 
movement  of  this  age,  of  which  we  have  heard  so  much. 

As  far  back  as  the  oldest  of  us  can  recollect  this  subject  has 
been  reported  upon  and  discussed  in  this  Association  and  other 
religious  bodies  throughout  our  land.  Thus  has  a  moral  sen- 
timent been  generated  and  developed  till  State  legislation  has 
been  called  to  its  support.  And  in  spite  of  its  opponents,  de- 
fending the  iniquitous  manufacture,  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  nineteen  States  of  our  great  nation  have  passed  pro- 
hibitory laws  and  our  country  is  being  freed  from  dram  drink- 
ing, drunkness  and  a  world  of  want  and  suffering  that  follows 
in   its  trail. 

While  there  are  other  debasing  habits  of  intemperance  that 
are  cursing  their  subjects  and  dishonoring  God  and  His  cause, 
we  should  be  thankful  for  the  success  of  the  past  and  reach 
out  and  press  on  in  our  efforts  as  a  Christian  people,  striving 
against  all  such  eivls,  till  to  be  a  Christian  shall  mean  to  be 
clean  in   thought,   word  and  acts. 

In  the  interest  of  this  cause  we  offer  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 
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RESOLUTION    FOR    NATIONAL    CONSTITUTIONAL 
PROHIBITION. 

Whereas,  Medical  science  has  demonstrated  that  alcoholic 
liquor  is  a  poison  and  not  a  food,  and  has  repudiated  its  use  as 
a  medicine,  declaring  it  to  be  injurious  to  the  user  and  his  pos- 
terity,  and 

Whereas,  Investigations  show  that  the  liquor  traffic  injures 
"commerce,  increases  crime,  pollutes  politics,  debauches  govern- 
ment,  destroys   the   home   and   robs  children,   and 

Whereas.  More  than  fifty-five  per  cent  of  the  people  of  this 
nation  live  in  dry  territory,  and  more  than  six  millions  have 
petitioned  Congress  to  submit  the  amendment  for  National  Pro- 
hibition to  the  States,  and 

Whereas,  Congressmen  Pou  and  Small  have  each  stated,  in 
public  print,  that  he  stands  ready  to  vote  for  the  Hobson  Resolu- 
tion in  the  Sixty-fourth  Congress  if  assured  that  a  majority  of 
his  constituency  so  desire;   therefore,  be  it  resolved 

First.  That  we,  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association,  go  on  record 
as  favoring  National  Constitutional  Prohibition. 

Second,  That  we  urge  our  Representative  to  vote  for  the 
Hobson  Resolution,   submitting  the  same  to  the   States. 

Pending  the  adoption  of  the  report,  remarks  were  made 
by  H.  "W.  Norris  and  R.  L.  Davis  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League. 
Report  adpted. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  by  the 
Association : 

Rev.  Theo  B.  Davis,  as  chairman,  read  this  report,  which 
showed  some  gratifying  results  as  a  whole  in  one  year's 
work.     After  some  discussion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Moderator  appointed  Brethren  W.  A.  Cooper,  Theo 

B.  Davis  and  C.  H.  Norris  as  a  committee  to  act  with  the 
Clerk  in  preparing  a  digest  of  the  church  letters  before 
the  beginning  of  our  next  session. 

The  following  resolution  passed  at  the  1914  session  of  our 
Association,  but  which  was  never  put  into  effect,  was  again 
introduced  and  passed  and  Brthren  T.  Ivey,  W.  H.  Dodd, 

C.  H.  Norris  and  J.  M.  Broughton,  Jr.,  appointed  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  the  resolution. 

RESOLUTION  OF  BROTHER  IVEY. 

Whereas,  we  believe  it  to  be  of  supreme  importance  to  our  or- 
zanized  church  work  that  we  endeavor  to  conserve  every  effort 
that  is  being  put  forth  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  to  the  end 
that  the  greatest  good  may  be  accomplished,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  the  present  isolated  condition  of 
churches  and  pastor  results  in  the  waste  of  much  vital  and  spir- 
itual energy  and  is  also  an  economic  waste,  therefore,  resolved, 
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(1)  That  this  body  shall  appoint  at  this  session  a  committee 
consisting  of  two  pastors  and  three  laymen  who,  acting  in  con- 
junction with  our  "Co-operative  Field  Worker,"  shall  take  under 
advisement  the  satisfactory  grouping  of  our  churches  into  pas- 
toral fields  and  communicating  fully  with  the  churches  that  they 
endeavor  to  establish  such  fields  to  the  end  that  as  early  as  it 
may  be  done  pastors  may  be  located  on  their  respective  fields; 

(2)  That  churches  desiring  to  enter  into  such  an  arrangement 
be  requested  to  communicate  with  this  "field"  committee  and 
give  them  all  the  possible  aid  in  perfecting  this   work; 

(3)  That  churches  with  pastoral  terms  expiring  be  requested 
not  to  make  permanent  calls  for  the  year  1916  until  this  matter 
is  fully  and  prayerfully  considered  by  them. 

REPORT  ON  DIGEST  OF  CHURCH  LETTERS. 

There  are  33  churches  in  this  Association.  All  have  reported 
to  this  session  except  Bethlehem.  Twenty-four  churches  report 
332  baptisms,  4  less  than  last  year.  Reports  show  21  churches 
gain  in  membership  while  11  show  none  or  actual  loss.  Nine- 
teen churches  gain  in  Sunday  School  attendance,  12  show  loss 
or  no  gain,    2   churches  report  no   Sunday  School. 

State  Missions  received  contributions  from  2  9  churches,  Home 
Missions  from  2  8,  Foreign  Missions  from  2  7,  Sunday  School 
Missions  from  2  4,  Orphanage  from  2  5,  Ministerial  Education 
from  2  0,  Old  Ministers'  Relief  from  18,  Schools  and  Colleges 
from  14.  The  following  churches  contributed  to  the  seven 
objects  of  the  Convention:  Apex,  Cary,  Green  Level.  Hephzibah, 
Holly  Springs,  Inwood,  McCullers,  Mt.  Olivet,  Mt.  Zion,  Salem, 
Shady  Grove.  Swift  Creek,  Tabernacle,  Zebulon,  Collins'  Grove, 
Good  Hope,  Leesville,  Garner  and  Knight's  Chapel.  The  fol- 
lowing gained  in  total  contributions  to  the  seven  objects  of  the 
Convention:  Apex,  Cary,  Ephesus,  Fuquay  Springs,  McCullers, 
Mt.  Zion,  New  Hill,  Pilot  Mills,  Salem,  Shady  Grove,  Sorrel's 
Grove,  Swift  Creek,  Tabernacle,  Zebulon,  Pleasant  Grove,  and 
Pullen  Memorial.  Apex,  Collins'  Grove  and  Shady  Grove  show 
increase  in  all  seven  objects. 

The  reports  show  the  following  gains  or  losses  over  last  year: 
State  Missions,  $236.00  gain;  Home  Missions.  $49.59  loss;  For- 
eign Missions,  $105.69  loss;  Sunday  School  Missions  $42.03 
gain;  Orphanage,  $554.82  gain;  Ministerial  Education,  $44.20 
gain;  Ministerial  Relief,  $20.03  loss;  Colleges  and  Schools, 
$119.46    loss. 

Eleven  churches  show  an  increase  in  pastors'  salaries  of 
$9  50.82,  as  follows:  Apex.  Caraleigh,  Cary,  Ephesus,  Fuquay 
Springs,  Good  Hope,  McCullers,  Pilot  Mills,  Shady  Grove,  Taber- 
nacle and  Coilins'  Grove.  Cary  and  Ephesus  went  from  one  to 
two  Sundays  preaching.  Three  churches  in  the  Association  have 
services  every  Sunday  morning  and  night,  one  every  Sunday 
night,  one  three  times  each  month,  4  twice  a  month,  and  24 
once    a    month. 

There    are    19    Woman's    Missionary   Societies,    11    Senior    and 
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Junior  B.    Y.   P.   U.'s  in   8    churches,    8    Sunbeam   Societies,   and 
one  Royal  Ambassadors. 

A  grand  total  of  $34,095.84   has  been  given  during  the  past 
year  to  all  purposes,  an  increase  of  $2,056.00  over  last  year.

PROCEEDINGS 


Leesville,  "Wake  County,  N.  C, 

October  25,  1916. 

The  one  hundred  and  eleventh  annual  session  of  the  Ral- 
eigh Baptist  Association  met  with  Leesville  Baptist  Church 
this  niorning  at  10:30  o'clock. 

Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Rev.  A.  A.  Pip- 
pin from  the  fifth  chapter  of  Romans,  after  which  the  Asso- 
ciation was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  A.  B.  Hunter. 

The  program  of  business  as  presented  by  the  committee, 
with  slight  changes,  was  adopted. 

Preceding  the  introductory  sermon,  Dr.  L.  E.  M.  Freeman 
offered  a  most  fervent  prayer  for  the  presence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  during  the  deliberations  of  the  body. 

Rev.  W.  L.  Griggs  selected  the  24th  verse  of  the  20th  chap- 
ter of  Romans  for  the  text :  ' '  For  none  of  these  things  move 
me;"  his  theme  being,  "Paul  the  Apostle,  the  model 
preacher."  (a)  Paul  received  his  message  from  God,  (b)  he 
defended  that  message,  (c)  he  lived  the  message,  (d)  Paul, 
authority  on  great  doctrines.

Rev.  C.  J.  Thompson,  representing  the  Biblical  Recorder, 
made  a  statement  as  to  the  cause  for  the  increase  in  the 
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price  of  the  paper,  and  urged  all  present  that  could  do  so 
to  see  him  in  regard  to  subscribing  for  it. 
On  motion  adjourned  for  dinner. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION— 1:45  P.  M. 

Following  a  delightful  song  service  and  prayer  by  Dr.  A. 
M.  Simms  the  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Modera- 
tor. 

REPORT  ON  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

There  are  twenty  Senior  and  Junior  Unions  in  the  Raleigh 
Assciation,  an  increase  of  about  three  hundred  per  cent  during 
the  past  year. 

The  purpose  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  that  of  training  the  young 
people  in  our  churches  to  become  efficient  church  members. 

The  educational  features  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  consist  of  a 
systematic  course  of  Bible  readings,  a  series  of  studies  in  Baptist 
doctrine  and  polity,  and  the  systematic  and  proportionate  giving 
to  causes  fostered  by  the  churches  through  the  treasuries  of  the 
churches. 

We  earnestly  urge  that  the  pastors  and  other  workers  in  the 
Association  consider  the  matter  of  organizing  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  in 
their  churches  at  once.

Brother  Flake  de- 
cfared  that  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  helped  the  Baptist  church 
"to  hold  its  own,  to  educate  its  own,  and  to  train  and  de- 
velop its  own."

REPORT  ON  THOMAS VILLE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE  | 

An  example  of  the  tenderness  of  Jesus  is  shown  when  He 
drew  little  children  close  to  Himself  and  blessed  them,  and  a 
high  sounding  gospel  note  was  given  when  He  said,  "Of  such  is 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven."  The  possibilities  of  a  child  are  only 
shown  to  the  world  when  that  child  is  nurtured  and  trained,  and 
a  man's  religion  is  tested  by  what  he  does  for  helpless  children. 

At  the  Thomasville  Orphanage  children  are  taught  to  play,  to 
work  and  to  live.  They  have  play  grounds  which  are  very  well 
equipped  for  amusements,  and  every  child  is  urged  to  develop 
the    instinct    for    play.      The    boys    are    taught    to    work    on    the 
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farm,  in  the  dairy,  in  the  shoe  shop,  in  the  printing  office,  in 
woodwork,  and  here  they  learn  many  things  which  will  prove 
beneficial  in  life.  The  girls  are  taught  to  cook,  to  sew,  to  keep 
house,  to  make  music,  in  fact,  every  effort  is  made  to  give  each 
child  a  practical  education,  and  this  is  given  more  thought  as 
time  passes.  The  school  work  is  on  the  graded  system.  The 
children  go  to  school  half  the  day  and  work  the  other  half. 

All  is  done  that  can  be  for  the  spiritual  side  of  the  chil- 
dren's lives.  There  is  a  beautiful  auditorium  for  religious  ser- 
vices, where  the  children  are  brought  together  for  worship. 
The  Infirmary  gives  every  opportunity  for  the  correction  of  dis- 
ease, and  so  the  children  are  cared  for  physically,  mentally,  and 
spiritually.  Thomasville  and  the  Kennedy  Home  now  have  five 
hundred  children,  and  fifty  applications  every  month,  most  of 
which  are  turned  away  for  lack  of  room.  The  average  cost  for 
each  child  annually  is  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  or  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  daily  to  keep  up  expenses.  With  prices 
advancing  on  every  thing,  and  a  debt  of  $25,000  upon  the 
Orphanage,  and  pressing  need  for  enlarging  the  work,  your  com- 
mittee urges:  (1)  That  every  church  shall  make  a  Thanksgiving 
offering,  each  person  giving  a  day's  wages  or  income.  (2)  That 
every  Sunday-School  give  a  monthly  offering.  (3)  That  every 
Sunday-school  take  a  club  of  Charity  and  Children.  (4)  That 
we  pray  more  for  our  Orphanage.

Rev.  W.  L.  Griggs  in  a  most  feeling  way  briefly  discussed 
the  local  conditions  at  the  Orphanage,  and  declared  that  the 
key-note  of  his  theme  was  "Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
usual  forceful,  personal,  pointed  and  pithy,  yet  earnest  way, 
heaven."  Brother  M.  L.  Kesler,  of  the  Orphanage,  in  his 
laid  bare  the  yearnings  of  his  soul  for  the  proper  surround- 
ings and  development  of  the  youth  entrusted  to  his  care  and 
showed  how  the  Orphanage  stood  in  need  of  a  number  of 
improvements  that  the  Baptist  people  should  give  them  at 
the  earliest  time  possible.  A  voluntary  contribution  was 
taken  for  the  Orphanage,  amounting  to  $32.83.  Report 
adopted.

REPORT    ON   STATE   MISSIONS. 

The  State  Mission  work  is  the  business  of  building  up  the 
Baptist  faith  where  it  is  weak  in  North   Carolina. 

Is  it  weak  anywhere  in  our  State?  North  Carolina  is  often 
referred  to  as  a  Baptist  State.  We  are  the  largest  denomination 
in  the  State  numerically.  Forty-eight  per  cent  of  the  church 
members  of  the  State  are  Baptists.  And  yet,  from  the  pen  of 
Dr.  Livingston  Johson,  the  igreat  Christian  stateman  whose  la- 
bor for  the  uplift  of  North  Carolina  has  scarcely  been  equalled 
and  not  excelled  by  any  man  in  two  decades, — we  find  the 
astounding  statement  that  only  forty  per  cent  of  our  people  are 
Christian,    leaving    sixty    per    cent    unevangelized.       It    is    true 

many    of    these    are    children but    leaving    the    children 

out,  nearly  half  of  the  adult  population  are  not  Christians 

North  Carolina  is  the  only  State  in  the  South  whose  religious 
growth  did  not  keep  paec  with  the  increase  of  population."  But 
this  sombre  picture  is  lightened  by  the  following  statement: 
"It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  growth  of  the  Baptists  has 
more  than  kept  pace  with  the  increase  of  population."  We  are 
a  mighty  host  268,088  strong.  Last  year  we  baptized  17,903. 
And  yet  we  are  so  weak  that  forty-five  out  of  the  sixty-four 
Baptist  Associations  in  the  State  we  had  to  do  State  Mission 
work.     We  have  150  missionaries  at  work  in  our  own  State. 

The  work  is  directed  by  a  Board  now  known  as  "The  State 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Baptist  Convention,,'  composed  of 
eighty  members  from  the  State  at  large,  appointed  by  the  State 
Convention,  and  sixty-four  members  appointed,  one  each,  by  the 
Associations.  The  members,  of  course,  receive  no  pay.  This 
Board  appropriates  to  the  various  fields  the  funds  contributed 
for  State  Missions.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  is  elected  by 
the  State  Convention.  His  salary  is  $2,500.00  per  annum. 
He  has  an  assistant  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  at  a  salary 
of  $1,800.00  per  annum.  Rev.  Walter  N.  Johnson  is  now  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  having  been  elected  last  December  upon 
the  resignation  of  Dr.  Livingston  Johnson.  He  is  fast  demon- 
strating his  splendid  fitness  for  his  great  office.  The  assistant 
Secretary  is  Rev.  W.  R.  Bradshaw,  who  has  held  the  place  for 
a  number  of  years  and  proves  one  of  the  most  useful  men  in 
the  State.  Last  year  the  total  expense  of  carryingon  the  work 
of  the  Board,  embracing  State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Missions,  all 
together  was  only  five  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  raised  in 
the  State  for  missions.     So  that  out  of  every  dollar  contributed 
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for  missions  only  a  little  over  five  cents  was  used  for  expenses 
and  over  ninety-four  cents  went  directly  to  the  mission  fields. 

The  State  Mission  work  is  carried  on  all  over  the  State.  It 
is  said  that  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  the  main  need  is 
development  of  the  church  members;  that  in  the  east  the  main 
need  is  evangelization;  that  in  the  center  both  needs  are  felt, 
though  neither  is  so  pronounced  as  in  the  other  sections.  Rough- 
ly speaking,  about  two-twelfths  of  the  State  Mission  fund  is 
spent  in  Western  North  Carolina,  embracing  nearly  one-fifth  of 
the  area  of  the  State  and  about  one-fourth  of  the  white  popu- 
lation. About  five-twelfths  of  the  fund  is  spent  in  the  central 
section,  embracing  nearly  one-half  of  the  area  of  the  State  and 
nearly  one-half  of  the  white  population.  The  remaining  five- 
twelfths  of  the  fund  is  expended  in  the  eastern  section  of  the 
State,  embracing  about  one-third  of  the  area  and  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  white  population.  "The  immediate  returns  are 
far  greater  in  the  central  section  than  in  the  east  and  west," 
but  progress  is  being  made  in  every  part. 

The  last  report  of  the  Board  was  declared  to  be  "the  best 
report  that  was  ever  presented  to  the  Convention".  1914  had 
been  the  record-breaking  year,  but  1915  was  better,  having 
1000  more  baptisms  and  500  more  admissions  by  letter  than  its 
predecessor.  $55,524.39  was  received  for  State  Missions.  It 
is  true  this  left  an  indebtedness  of  $1,875.00.  But  the  year  was 
begun  with  a  debt  of  $5,000.00  brought  over  from  1914.  More- 
ever,  $1  000.00  additional  came  in  for  the  fund  after  the  books 
for  1915  had  closed,  which  is  not  included  in  the  $55,524.39 
mentioned  above, — making  the  year  by  far  the  best  ever  for 
State  Missions. 

And  yet  what  a  pitiful  showing  we  make.  We  give  like  pau- 
pers. The  average  per  capita  contribution  of  every  Baptist  in 
North  Carolina  for  State  Missions  last  year  was  only  the  miser- 
able pittance  of  eighteen  cents!  For  all  Convention  objects 
we  gave  only  seventy-eight  cents  per  members,  the  State  over. 
This  does  not  include  the  amounts  the  churches  spent  of  them- 
selves. 

The  Raleigh  Association  is  above  the  average.  It  did  not 
lead  last  year  in  contributions  to  any  object;  but  it  was  second 
best  in  gifts  to  Foreign  Missions.  In  State  Missions  it  was 
well  above  the  average,  but  was  surpassed  by  fourteen  of  the 
Associations.  However,  there  was  not  a  church  in  the  Raleigh 
Association  that  failed  to  contribute  something  to  State  Missions 
Our  total  for  State  Missions  was  $1,410,43,  a  gain  of  $236.00 
over  the  previous  year.  Our  Associational  per  capita  contribu- 
tion all  Convention  objects  (including  missions)  was  $1.44. 
For  missions  it  was  ninety-four  cents.  This  was  distributed  as 
follows: 

For  State  Missions  about  twenty-five  cents  per  member. 

For  Home  Missions  about  fifteen  cents  per  member. 

For  Foreign  Missions  about  fifty-one  cents  per  member. 
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For  Associational  and  Sunday-School  Missions  about  three 
cents   per   member. 

Our  per  capita  contribution  for  all  objects  was  $5.64.  Of  this 
we  spent  $3.86  on  ourselves  and  only  $1,78  on  others.  Of  the 
$1.78  only  ninety-four  cents  went  for  missions.  We  raised  the 
nice  sum  of  $32,663.38  for  all  objects,  but  then  we  spent  $22,- 
420.72  of  it  on  salaries  and  buildings  incidentals,  and  Sunday- 
school  expenses,  leaving  only  $10,242.66,  which  we  gave  to 
others.     And  yet  we  did  not  pay  our  preachers  enough. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  averages  per  capita  are  not  a 
perfect  guide.  They  include  all  members;  whereas  some  mem- 
bers give  much  and  some  give  none. 

Speaking  in  round  numbers,  we  contributed  nearly  $6.00  per 
member  for  all  objects,  and  gave  less  than  $1.00  of  it  for 
missions,  and  less  than  twenty-five  cents  of  that  $1.00  for  State 
Missions. 

State  iMssions  is  the  great  developer.  Like  mercy,  "it  blesses 
him  that  ogives  and  him  that  takes."  The  church  that  gives 
grows,  and  where  the  distribution  is  made  with  discretion  the 
one  that  receives  also  grows.  State  Mission  money  is  not  "chari- 
ty." It  does  not  pauperize  its  recipient.  The  churches  receiving 
it  are  required  themselves  to  contribute  to  the  Convention  ob- 
jects. It  is  astounding  to  know  that  last  year  the  contributions 
from  the  churches  aided  by  the  Board  were  as  follows: 

Paid  on  pastors'   salaries.  .6 $39,447 

Paid    on    church    buildings 26,743 

Paid    to    Convention    objects 30,815 

The  total  receipts  by  the  Board  for  State  Missions  last 

year  were    -. 55,524 

So  that  the  aided  churches  contributed  more  than  they 

were  aided   by 41,4  81 

Apart  from;  what  they  paid  their  own  pastors  and  on  their 
own  buildings  (a  permanent  investment)  they  gave  back  to  the 
denomination  about  $3  out  of  every  $5.50  the  denomination  has 
given  them.  About  one-fourth  of  all  the  Convention  bject  mney 
goes  to  State  Missions.  So  that  these  aided  fields  gave  back 
to  State  Missions  about  $7,500.00  (in  fact,  $7,718.72)  of  what 
had  been  given  to  them.  Could  we  as  well  have  given  them  that 
much  less  and  asked  nothing  from  them  for  State  Missions? 
Not  so.  They  must  be  trained  to  give,  even  as  the  child  to  whom 
the  parent  gives  money  to  give.  Indeed,  all  that  any  of  us 
give  has  been  given  to  us  by  the  one  great  Father. 

And  so  the  aided  churches  have  grown  until  "at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  money  contributed  to  the, work  of  the  Kingdom 
comes  from  the  churches  that  were  planted  and  fostered  by  the 
State  Board  of  Missions."  A  wonderful  record  that!  Can  we 
put  money  in  any  other  place  where  it  will  produce  such  splen- 
did results? 
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We  must  keep  up  State  Missions  forever.  There  are  new 
communities  continuously  growing  up  where  churches  must  be 
planted  and  nursed  into  strength.  These  places  are  in  suburbs 
of  cities,  around  manufacturing  plants,  in  new  villages,  in  the 
country,  wherever  there  are  many  people  without  access  to  a  Bap- 
tist church.  We  must  build,  equip  and  maintain  suitable  church 
houses  all  over  the  State.  We  must  group  our  country  churches 
into  fields  that  will  engage  a  resident  pastor  all  of  his  time. 
We  must  mulitiply  our  churches  in  some  places  and  possibly  re- 
locate or  consolidate  some  of  them  in  other  places;  trying  every- 
where to  have  as  many  churches  as  will  be  self-sustaining  or 
strategically  located.  We  must  make  our  Associational  Executive 
Committees  more  useful  and  active.  We  should  plan  in  this 
Association  for  this  committee  to  visit  every  church  in  the  Assor 
ciation  as  soon  as  possible  and  certainly  before  our  next  annual 
session.  The  committee  should  have  frequent  meetings  and  keep 
in  close  and  vital  touch  with  every  locality  in  our  territory. 
We  must  develop  our  churches.  We  must  realize  that  we  have 
a  large  part  in  the  work  of  North  Carolina;  that  our  State 
has  about  one-tenth  of  all  the  Southern  Baptists;  that  the  South 
is  the  chief  Baptist  stronghold  of  all  the  world;  that  we  must 
maintain  our  efficiency  here  and  from  a  strong  base  here  continue 
our  conquest  of  the  world.  We  must  help  in  the  business  of 
building  up  the  Baptist  faith  in  North  Carolina;  not  for  the 
sake  of  the  State  alone  nor  yet  for  the  sake  of  earth's  utter- 
most bounds  and  for  the  sake  of  our  Christ.

Brother  Simms  briefly  discussed  it,  after  which  Brother 
Walter  Johnson,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  spoke  on  the  dan- 
gers of  material  prosperity  confronting  us,  and  the  impor- 
tance of  our  consecrating  it  to  the  service  of  the  kingdom  of 
God.     Report  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

We  are  commended  to  be  temperate  in  all  things.  This  com- 
mand carried  out  by  all  people  means  a  clean,  pure,  sober  State 
and  nation. 

When  we  consider  the  use  of  tobacco,  the  imprudence  in  dress 
and  how  our  people  are  going  after  the  things  of  the  world  and 
seeking  worldly  gain  and  worldly  pleasure  we  are  forced  to  the 
conclusion  that  our  people  are  drunken,  but  not  with  wine, 
they  stagger  but  not  with  strong  drink.  For  the  lack  of  space 
in  this  report  we  must  turn  our  attention  to  that  "at  last  it 
biteth  like  a  serpent  and  stingeth  like  an  adder." 
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This  question  should  concern  every  church  member  and  in- 
terest each  good  citizen  who  believes  in  civic  righteousness.  So 
many  evils  accompany  the  strong  drink  habit  and  so  many  crimes 
are  committed  because  of  drunkenness,  all  who  are  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  their  community  and  the  uplift  of  their  State 
and  nation  should  do  all  they  can  for  every  temperance  move; 
should  also  be  lined  up  against  intemperance  at  all  times. 

The  flood  of  intemperance  carries  with  it  character,  purity, 
honesty,  care  and  all  things  that  count  for  life  and  draws  the 
life  itself  in  the  sediments  of  hell;  it  sinks  the  soul  into  ever- 
lasting perdition,  therefore,  all  our  church  members  should  be 
enlisted  with  the  temperance  workers  on  God's  side  doing  their 
best  for  this  great  important  cause. 

Our  pastors — all  of  them — should  lead  our  people  intelligently 
by  keeping  in  touch  with  the  State  Anti-Saloon  League  and  cry 
aloud  and  spare  not  in  preaching  the  pure,  simple  temperance 
gospel  of  Jesus,  who  is  our  Model  for  temperance  in  all  things. 

All  Christian  people  should  do  their  best  in  any  way  and  in  all 
ways  possible  to  liberate  our  nation  from  the  curse  of  strong 
drink. 

Resolutions  of  the  Raleigh  Association. 

Whereas,  the  people  of  North  Carolina,  by  an  emphatic  ma- 
jority of  44,000  declared  for  State-wide  prohibition  in  1908,  and 
have  on  repeated  occasions  since  then  shown  their  opposition  to 
the  liquor  traffic;    and, 

Whereas,  the  lawless  liquor  traffic  in  the  bounds  of  the  State, 
otherwise  known  as  blind  tigers  and  blockade  stills,  and  the 
legalized  liquor  traffic  of  other  States  have  undertaken  to  nullify 
the  prohibition  laws  of  our  State,  and  under  the  guise  of  law- 
fully manufacturing  and  selling  wine  and  cider,  and  lawfully 
shipping  and  receiving  liquor  into  the  State,  the  liquor  forces 
have  violated  our  prohibition  laws  to  the  detriment  of  the  best 
interests  of  the  home,  the  school  and  the  church;  and, 

Whereas,  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  through  its  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, has  declared  for  legislation  to  prohibit  the  delivery  and  re- 
ceipt of  all  spiritous  liquors  within  the  State,  to  prohibit  the 
sale  of  wine  and  hard  cider,  to  prohibit  social  clubs  from  storing 
and  keeping  liquor,  to  prohibit  the  advertising  of  liquor  in  any 
form,  to  prohibit  the  possession,  for  personal  use  or  for  any 
other  purpose  of  more  than  one  quart  of  spiritous,  one  gallon  of 
malt,  and  five  gallons  of  vinous  liquor;  and  for  legislation  calling 
for  the  confiscation  of  automobiles  and  other  property  used  for 
the  unlawful  transfer  of  liquor,  regardless  of  whether  the  prop- 
erty is  owned  by  the  defendent  or  not;  therefore,  be  it  resolved — 

(1)  That  the  Raleigh  Association  records  its  approval  of  such 
legislaton. 

(2)  That  we  call  upon  the  membershp  of  the  churches  through- 
out this  Association  to  rally  to  the  support  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
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League   and  assist  this   organization  in   securing  the  enactment 
of  the  above-mentioned  legislation. 

(3)    That  the  Association  request  Rev.   R.   L.  Davis,   Superin- 
tendent of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  to  present  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  to  the  committees  of  the  General  Assembly  that  will 
consider  the  legislation  above  referred  to.

On  motion   adjourned. 

SECOND  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

After  a  song  service,  devotional  exercises  were  conducted 
by  Rev.  A.  T.  Hood. 

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order  and  the 
report  on  Biblical  Recorder  was  taken  up. 

REPORT   ON   BIBLICAL   RECORDER. 

The  culture  of  our  Baptist  people  is  a  matter  of  first  im- 
portance. The  Biblical  Recorder  is  and  has  for  eighty-five  years 
been  our  largest  contributor  to  this  end.  To  be  sure  we  have 
other  agencies,  but  how  could  we  get  along  without  the  Re- 
corder? 

Every  department  of  our  work  owes  the  Recorder  a  debt  of 
graitude — yes,  vastly  more  than  this.  Gratitude  for  service 
rendered  does  not  discharge  our  obligation  by  any  means.  The 
paper  cannot  get  along  on  praise  alone.  We  are  willing  to  sing 
the  praises  of  our  editor  and  all  associated  with  him.  But  it 
costs  to  send  out  over  the  State  every  week  a  paper  of  so  high 
grade.  Some  one  will  say  the  subscription  is  too  high.  What 
we  pay  for  the  paper  is  a  trifle  compared  to  what  we  get. 

What  would  our  larger  missionary  agencies  do  without  the 
Recorder?  The  State,  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards  can- 
not get  along  without  an  agency  like  this  through  which  they 
can  speak  to  the  people.  Also  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies; 
the  furtherance  of  better  Sunday-schools;  the  development  of 
Baptist  Young  People's  Unions  and  the  bringing  into  line  of 
the  unenlisted  churches  all  have  the  support  of  this  strong 
right  arm  of  the  denomination.      Brethren,  what  would  become 
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of  us  but  for  this  great  and  willing  servant  of  all  the  depart- 
ments of  our  work? 

Think  of  the  helpful  ministry  of  the  Recorder  week  by  week 
as  it  goes  into  the  homes  of  the  people.  It  gives  strength  to  the 
week,  comfort  to  the  sorrowing,  aspiration  to  the  slothful,  in- 
spiration to  the  indifferent,  and  is  a  constant  call  to  better  ser- 
vice. The  Recorder  needs  you, — your  sympathy  and  your  sup- 
port. But  you  need  the  Recorder  more  than  the  Recorder 
needs  you.  You  need  it  for  yourslf,  you  need  it  for  your  chil- 
dren, you  need  it  for  the  sake  of  Him  whose  you  are  and  whom 
you  serve. 

We  most  heartily  commend  to  our  Baptist  people  our  brother, 
C.  J.  Thompson,  recently  chosen  as  Circulation  Manager  and  to 
him  and  all  the  Recorder  force  we  pledge  our  sincere  co-opera- 
tion.

The  Moderator  recognized  Dr.  W.  L.  Poteat,  President  of 
Wake  Forest  College,  and  extended  to  him  the  courtesies 
of  the  floor. 

REPORT    ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  territory  covered  by  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board 
of  the  Baptists  in  the  South  embraces  945,000  square  miles, 
which  is  just  a  little  less  than  the  whole  of  that  of  war-stricken 
Europe.  It  is  rich  in  the  useful  minerals  save  two.  It  has 
enough  iron  ore  to  duplicate  Europe's  output  for  years,  and  has 
sixty  million  acres  of  rich  coal  fields.  Millions  of  feet  of  cy- 
press, pine  and  other  valuable  timbers  grow  in  virgin  forests. 
Twenty  millions  of  latent  horse  power  flows  down  to  the  sea 
every  moment.  54,260,000  acres  of  tillable  lands  stretch  south- 
ward upon  which  almost  every  useful  agricultural  product  may 
be  grown — enough  to  support  the  present  population  of  the 
United   States. 

The  South  has  a  population  of  about  3,500,000.  One  million 
of  these  are  foreign  born  and  a  larger  per  cent  is  of  foreign 
parentage.  These  came  from  every  civilized  and  uncivilized 
country  on  the  globe.  We  have  ten  millions  of  negroes  and 
3  00,000  Indians.  Nearly  nine  out  of  every  ten  people  among 
us   are    Anglo-Saxons. 

The    magic   touch    in    the    mine,    forest,    farm    and    factory    is 
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turning  out  wealth  that  rivals  the  wondrous  tales  of  ancient 
Arabia.  From  1900  to  1904  our  wealth  increased  at  the  rate 
of  over  $2,466,000  a  day,  and  since  that  time  it  has  averaged 
of  $7,518,000  each  day,  or  seven  times  that  of  England.  If 
our  wealth  was  distributed  among  our  35,000,000  population  each 
would  posses  nearly  $2,000. 

The  favor  of  God  is  not  bestowed  by  chance,  neither  has  He 
poured  out  the  lap  of  His  treasures  to  satisfy  our  lusts  and 
desires.  Ability  multiplies  the  measures  of  our  responsibilities 
to  use  our  opportunities.  Indeed  is  our  land  one  that  "flows 
with  milk  and  honey."  But  it  is  also  one  in  which  thrive  the 
many  "ites"  and  also  giants.  Among  these  enemies  whom  we 
call  problems  are  the  negro  problem,  the  mill  problem,  the 
mountain  people,  the  foreigner,  the  Catholics,  wealth  and  the 
home, 
people,    the    foreigner,    the    Catholics,    wealth    and    the    home. 

To  solve  all  these  problems,  we  have  the  material  wealth,  the 
folks,  the  church  and  God  Almighty.  Every  problem  is  a  human 
problem.  Christianity  alone  can  save  our  Southland  from  sin 
and  selfishness.  The  South  is  yet  the  stronghold  of  orthodox 
Christianity.  Its  attitude  towards  religion  is  positive,  fervent, 
vital.  We  still  believe  in  the  supernatural,  the  deity  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  the  whole  Bible  as  the  inspired  Word  of  God. 

There  are  twenty-four  million  Protesants  in  the  United  States, 
ten  million  of  these  are  in  the  South.  Only  34  per  cent  of  the 
population  is  here,  but  44  per  cent  of  the  Christians  live  on 
Southern  soil;  40  per  cent  of  these  are  Methodists  and  Baptists, 
that  is,  nine  of  ten  church  members  among  us  of  Protestant 
churches  belong  to  these  two  denominations.  The  Baptists  ex- 
ceed in  numbers.  In  some  states  50  per  cent  of  the  church 
members  are  Baptists.  The  task  of  saving  the  Eouth  for  the 
Kingdom  is  primarily  and  predominately  a  Baptists  task.  Under 
God  we  have  ordained  that  this  salvation  shall  come  through 
the  Baptist  Home  Mission  Board.  We  have  the  resources,  the 
wealth,  the  people,  and  I  trust  also,  the  consecration,  the  zeal, 
the  purpose.  It  is  not  so  much  the  light  we  need  as  more 
heat.  Let  us  save  ourselves  from  sin  to  service  and  we  shall 
save  so  much  of  the  South  for  God.  If  we  believe  the  South 
has  problems  to  solve,  people  to  save,  a  message  of  life  to 
the  world,  then  let  us  put  our  prayer,  our  money,  our  service 
into  that  department  of  our  work  organized  and  operated  to  this 
end — the  Baptist  Home  Mission  Board;  for  is  it  not  probable  that 
what  ancient  Palestine  was  predistined  to  be  in  the  preparation 
of  the  gospel  for  the  world,  modern  Dixie  is  destined  to  be  in 
the  probagation  of  this  gospel  to  the  world?

Rev.  Theo.  B.  Davis  said  that  "Modern  Dixie"  in  its 
Christian   relationship   to   the   world   held   the   same   place 
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that  ancient  Palestine  held  to  the  Jewish  nation  and  that 
God  expected  the  Southland  to  measure  up  to  its  wealth, 
opportunity  and  responsibility.  The  problems  of  the  world 
must  be  solved  here.  Others  discussing  the  subject  were : 
Brethren  J.  M.  Broughton,  Jr.,  and  Lyman  K.  Dilts. 
Eeport  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 
I — Financial  Standing  of  the  Board. 

Let  us  learn  to  look  to  Almighty  God,  the  Giver  of  every  good 
and  perfect  gift,  with  hearts  full  of  gratitude  and  thanksgiving 
because  of  His  mighty  works  here  and  elsewhere  in  the  ranks 
of  Foreign  Missions.  When  the  report  was  read  at  Asheville 
before  the  mighty  throng  of  Southern  Baptists  a  chill  swept  the 
gathering,  because  the  report  told  of  a  debt  of  $180,000.  A 
question  arose  in  the  minds  of  many  whether  or  not  we  had 
failed  in  the  task  of  world  conquest.  But  a  later  report  comes 
from  the  headquarters  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  located  at  Richmond,  Va.,  proclaiming  to  the  world  that 
the  debt  is  cancelled.  Total  contributions,  including  the  amount 
raised  on  the  debt  are  $8  06,729,  but  the  amount  for  current 
support  equaled  only  $518,325. 

The  campaign  to  raise  the  Judson  Centennial  Fund  of  $1,- 
250,000  has  been  successful.  A  great  deal  of  this  is  in  pledges, 
though,  and  our  pastors  are  looked  to  for  the  prompt  collection 
of  all  the  subscriptions  to  this  fund. 

II — Work    in    the    Fields. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  6,471  converts  baptized 
and  seventy-seven  churches  instituted.  Our  foreign  missionaries 
now  number  315,  of  whom  133  are  men  and  182  women.  They 
pastor  a  total  membership  of  42,632,  organized  into  459  churches, 
9  5  of  which  are  self-supporting.  The  native  Christians  contri- 
buted $129,561  to  the  work  in  their  midst.  We  have  4  62  Sun- 
day-schools which  report  10,490  scholars.  There  are  452  mis- 
sion schools  with  13,531  students,  of  which  six  are  Women's 
Bible  Training  Schools  with  200  students,  and  ten  are  Theo- 
ological  Training  Schools  with  191  students.  We  have  now 
19  medical  missionaries,  9  hospitals  and  10*  dispensaries.  Our 
medical  missionaries  treated  74,8  6  6  patients  last  year. 

Our  foreign  work  is  not  remaining  dependent.  Many  of  the 
churches'  are  growing  toward  independence  and  self-support. 
They  are  making  great  strides  not  only  in  this  direction,  but 
also  in  self-government  and  self-probagation.  Let  one  field  fur- 
nish an  illustration.  Our  Brazilian  Baptists  have  their  own  Home 
and  Foreign  Mission  Boards.  In  Brazil  the  per  capita  gift  for 
all  objects  is  $5.72.  Amongst  the  membership  in  foreign  lands 
are  many  tithers,  some  churches  making  this  a  test  of  fellow- 
ship.    Many  churches  are  building  their  own  houses  of  worship, 
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paying  their  pastors  salaries  and  contributing  to  the  support  of 
mission  work  in  their  own  land  and  elswhere.  Native  workers 
are  being  trained  and  as  we  look  to  the  near  and  far  future  the 
outlook  is  indeed  bright. 

Ill — Our   Responsibilities. 

As  we  grow  in  anything  the  responsibility  increases,  so  in  our 
Foreign  Mission  work.  We  have  reached  a  point  now  where 
there  is  no  turning  back.  Also  new  claims  are  laid  upon  us  in 
this  position.  We  have  tasks  which  we  can  neither  turn  loose 
nor  turn  over  to  others.  To  turn  loose  means  to  ignore  oppor- 
tunities, forsake  converts  and  churches  or  turn  them  over  to 
other  denominations.  We  ought  not  to  do  either.  Perhaps  there 
is  nothing  connected  with  Foreign  Missions  so  imperfectly  un- 
derstood by  the  masses  of  our  people  as  this  of  the  unescapable 
necessities  of  the  work.  Conditions  at  home  may  be  pieced  out 
by  other  means  and  at  times  matters  can  be  deferred  for  the 
time  being,  but  such  is  not  the  case  on  the  fields  where  sal- 
aries and  other  items  must  be  met. 

IV — Literature. 

We  work  not  because  we  know  not.  Therefore,  we  urge  that 
our  churches  make  use  of  the  many  free  tracts  which  can  be 
secured   from  the  Foreign  Mission   Board. 

The  Convention  at  Asheville  ordered  the  consolidation  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Journal  and  the  Home  Field  into  one  Magazine 
to  be  published  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville,  Tenn. 
Let  us  see  to  it  that  this  new  periodical  receives  a  large  and 
thorough  circulation,  because  through  it  the  Board  and  mission- 
aries will  be  able  to  speak  most  effectively  to  the  churches. 

Besides  this  we  heartily  recommend  the  organization  of  Mis- 
sion Study  Classes  in  the  hurch,  Sunday-school  and  Societies, 
using  the  tracts  and  books  gotten  out  by  the  Educational  De- 
partment of  the  Foreign   Mission   Board. 

V — Contributions. 

In  view  of  the  imperative  needs  for  re-inforcements  on  all  our 
fields  and  the  very  great  importance. of  meeting  the  current  sup- 
port of  this  work  in  order  to  avoid  another  debt  we  recommend 
that  all  the  churches  of  this  Association  endeavor  to  materially 
increase  their  contributions  for  the  coming  year.  And  we  are 
all  urged  to  have  all  this  money  in  by  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April,    1917. 

And  in  order  to  save  the  large  amount  of  interest  on  borrowed 
money  we  earnestly  suggest  that  all  churches  send  in  their 
contribution  regularly  every  month.  We  recommend  the  Every- 
Member  Canvass  as  Biblical  plan  of  giving  to  Foreign  Missions. 
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God  is  calling  upon  us  as  Southern  Baptists.  Will  we  listen 
to  Him  as  He  pleads  in  accents,  tender  and  low.

Rev.  R.  B.  Duckett  spoke  optimistically  of  the  work  ac- 
complished, but  deplored  the  fact  that  the  Raleigh  Associa- 
tion had  fallen  short  in  its  contributions  to  this  object. 
Brother  C.  J.  Thompson  spoke  upon  the  needs  of  the  hour. 
Report  adopted. 

Brother  J.  M.  Broughton,  Sr.,  introduced  the  following 
resolution,  which  on  motion  was  carried  over  until  the  next 
session  of  our  Association. 

Rsolved,  That  in  future  sessions  we  have  one  report  on  Mis- 
sions, that  the  Moderator  appoint  three  (3)  brethren  to  be  known 
as  the  Committee  on  Missions,  whose  report  shall  cover  the 
departments  of  our  mission  work  as  follows:  State  Missions, 
Home   Missions,   Foreign   Missions   in   the  order   here   named. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK. 

Fortunately,  it  is  no  longer  necessary,  in  this  Association  at 
least,  to  argue  the  value  of  the  necessity  of  the  Sunday-school 
as  a  part  of  our  religious  work.  The  word  "why"  has  given 
way  to  the  word  "hod"  in  our  Sunday-school  vocabulary,  and 
the  question  of  vital  importance  in  every  church  today  is,  how 
can  we  make  our  Sunday-school  more  efficient? 

What  of  the  Raleigh  Association?  Is  it  keeping  pace  with  the 
Sunday-school  progress  of  the  times?  An  examination  of  the 
records  will  show  that  our  Association  ranks  near  the  top  in 
Sunday-school  enrollment  as  compared  with  church  enrollment — 
the  exact  figures  in  the  last  annual  report  bring  5,9  85  enrolled 
in  church  as  against  6,09  4  in  Sunday-school.  This  is  fine  so  far 
as  figures  go,  but  let  us  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  mere  en- 
rollment or  even  attendance  is  not  conclusive  evidence  of  effi- 
ciency and  success.  The  proper  course  for  every  Sunday-school 
in  the  Association  to  follow  is  to  measure  itself  by  the  known 
and  approved  standard  of  efficiency  and  thus  determine  whether 
it  is  marching  or  marking  time. 

What  is  the  standard  of  efficiency  for  Baptist  Sunday-schools? 
It  is  unnecessary  to  give  it  in  detail  here,  for  a  post  card  to 
Secretary  E.  L.  Middleton,  Raleigh,  will  bring  a  full  statement 
by  return  mail.  Thus  any  Sunday-school  that  has  the  energy  to 
inquire  about  the  standard  and  the  faith  and  courage  to  strive 
to  reach  it,  may  make  wonderful  progress  in  the  right  direction 
during  the  next  Associational  year.      Is  it  possible   for  a   small 
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country  Sunday-school  to  reach  the  standard  is  a  question  fre- 
quently asked.  A  good  answer  is  that  the  first  Sunday-school 
in  North  Carolina  to  reach  the  Baptist  "A-l"  standard  was  a 
Wake  County  Sunday-school  in  the  country,  five  miles  or  more 
from  any  railroad. 

What  are  the  oustanding  needs  of  the  Sunday-schools  in  our 
Association?     Briefly  we  would  suggest  the  following: 

First:  A  Vision  of  the  Work.  It  has  been  well  said  that  a 
vision  without  work  is  but  an  idle  dream,  and  it  is  equally  true 
that  work  without  a  vision  is  mere  drudgery.  The  pastor  or 
superintendent  who  has  not  caught  a  vision  of  the  boundless 
possibilities  of  Sunday-school  work  is  blind  indeed.  Where  will 
the  Bible  be  taught  our  children  if  not  in  the  Sunday-school? 
What  is  today  our  supreme  agency  of  evangelization,  particularly 
among  the  young?  How  shall  we  calculate  or  value  the  influ- 
ence of  a  consecrated  teacher  on  the  lives  of  the  pupils  who 
sit  before  him  each  Sabbath  day?  The  answer  to  these  ques- 
tions will  open  up  a  wonderful  vision  to  any  man  whose  spiritual 
perceptions  are  not  dulled  or  perverted. 

Second:  Trained  Teachers  and  Officers.  Too  long  has  the  Sun- 
day-school lagged  behind  the  public  school  and  other  institutions 
in  this  respect.  With  the  facilities  and  the  opportunities  that 
are  now  at  hand,  there  is  no  longer  any  excuse  for  any  Sun- 
day-school's having  a  group  of  teachers  and  officers  without 
training  for  their  work.  Do  not  sit  idly  by  and  wait  for  some 
trained  teacher  to  move  into  your  community.  That  sort  of 
teacher,  as  a  rule,  doesn't  do  much  moving  about.  The  thing 
for  the  school  to  do  is  to  take  up  the  problem,  of  training  its 
own  forces.  Our  denomination  has  a  normal  manual  recognized 
by  all  authorities  as  being  without  a  superior  and  yet  it  is 
simplicity  itself.  No  superintendent  has  done  his  full  duty  until 
he  has  at  least  made  an  earnest  effort  to  establish  training  work 
in  his  school;  and  the  pastor  who  fails  to  give  his  assistance  to 
the  work  is  short-sighted   indeed. 

Third:  More  Organized  Classes.  Nothing  gives  power  and 
life  to  a  Sunday-school  so  much  as  well  organized  classes  of 
young  people,  and  the  old  as  well.  More  people  over  the  age 
of  twenty-one  than  under  that  age  are  joining  the  Sunday- 
school  in  North  Amrica  today,  says  Marion  Lawrence.  What  are 
we  doing  to  hold  and  train  these? 

Fourth:  A  Community  Interest.  By  this  we  mean  that  every 
Sunday-school  should  regard  itself  as  a  vital  factor  in  the  life 
of  the  community  and  that  it  should  lend  its  heartiest  ecorts  to 
the  upbuilding  and  betterment  of  the  community.  The  country 
Sunday-school  is  the  social  center  of  the  community,  and,  as 
such  it  has  an  unlimited  opportunity  for  accomplishing  great 
good.  Community  health,  community  education,  morals,  social 
conditions — these  are  things  about  which  ur  Sunday-schools  may 
well    be    concerned. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  that  our  Sunday-schools  should 
keep    before    them    during    the    coming   year.      To    Promote    the 
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work  of  the  Sunday-schools  in  all  these  and  kindred  lines  of 
work,  we  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
of  five  or  more,  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  Sunday-school 
conditions  in  the  Raleigh  Association,  to  direct  if  practicable 
a  campaign  of  efficiency  during  the  coming  Associational  year, 
and  to  report  its  findings  to  the  next  Association.

But 
it  is  not  only  the  loss  of  a  preacher  or  deacon  that  bereaves  a 
church  and  whose  death  is  deeply  felt  in  her  meetings  and 
services. 

Often  it  is  an  humble  faithful  brother  or  sister  of  no  official 
position  whose  presence  and  prayers  are  so  much  missed  in  the 
church  or  Sunday-school  work,  and  whose  death  gives  greatest 
sorrow.  We  have  cause  to  give  thinks  to  God  for  the  gentle- 
ness of  the  hand  He  has  laid  upon  us  in  this  respect  during  the 
year;  and  take  it  as  a  reminder  that  "it  is  appointed  unto  men 
once  to  die"  and  that  "in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not  the 
Son  of  Man  cometh."

Following  Brother  Cowan,  Rev.  C.  J.  Thompson,  repre- 
senting the  Recorder,  declared  that  religious  literature  dom- 
inates and  controls  national  life,  denominational  activities, 
and  often  determines  the  destiny  of  the  human  soul.

REPORT   ON   CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

Educated  people  shape  the  ideals  of  State  and  nation,  and 
the  school  in  which  they  are  educated  has  much  to  do  with 
determining  their  rltilude  towards  all  matters  worth  while. 
There  can  he  no  question  that  Christian  Education  is  vitally 
connection  with  the  Kingdom's  progress.  The  Presbyterian 
Standard  recently  had  a  very  informing  article  on  the  source 
of  ministerial  and  missionary  supply.  The  article  states  that  of 
the  9  77  candidates  for  the  ministry  who  in  the  past  sixteen  years 
have  been  enrolled  in  the  five  Theological  Seminaries  of  he 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  85  per  cent  came  from  Christian 
colleges,  8  per  cent  came  from,  State  universities  and  colleges, 
and  7  per  cent  came  from  no  college.  Of  112  ordained  mission- 
aries on  the  foreign  field  from  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church 
as  listed  in  last  annual  report,  85  per  cent  came  from  Chris- 
tia  ncolleges,  11  per  cent  came  from  State  universities  and 
colleges,  and  4  per  cent  came  from  no  college.  Of  the  1,398 
missionaries  sent  out  in  four  years  by  all  the  Protesant  denomi- 
nations in  the  United  States  as  recorded  by  the  Student  Vol- 
unteer Movement,  82  per  cent  came  from  Christian  schools  and 
colleges,  13  per  cent  came  from  State  universities  and  schools 
and   5   per  cent  were  trained  in   "miscellaneous"   institutions. 

I  do  not  believe  that  our  Baptist  figures  would  be  very  dif- 
ferent  from    the   above.      Our   ministers    and    missionaries    come 
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almost  wholly  from  our  Baptist  schools  and  colleges.  I  believe 
the  same  is  very  largely  true  of  our  laymen  who  are  most 
interested  in  the  Kingdom's  coming.  These  things  being  true, 
if  we  hope  to  continue  to  nourish  as  a  denomination,  it  is 
impossible  to  overestimate  the  worth  of  our  schools.  Next  to 
having  a  full  gospel  trut  hto  preach,  is  a  school  in  which  to 
train  teacher  and  preacher.  If  we  are  to  propagate  the  truth 
we  must  train  our  propagandists. 

We  have  the  schools  where  these  things  can  be  done  and  are 
being  done.  The  Education  Commission  reporting  to  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  at  Asheville,  said:  "A  denominational 
college  is  one  founded  or  adopted  by  a  Christian  denomination. 
It  is  a  college  owned  and  controlled  by  a  Christian  denomination. 
It  is  a  college  supported  by  a  Christian  denomination.  It  is  a 
college  that  has  a  definite  and  positive  Christian  aim.  It  is  a 
college  in  which  the  Bible  is  exalted  to  a  commanding  or  even 
a  compulsory  place  in  the  curriculum.  It  is  a  college  of  which 
the  president  and  every  member  of  the  faculty  are  pronounced 
active  Christians.  It  is  a  college  of  which  most  of  the  students 
are  from  Christian  homes.  It  is  a  college  of  which  the  atmos- 
phere is  pervasively  Christian;  where  persistent  effort  is  made 
to  bring  every  non-Christian  to  accept  Christ,  and  where  the 
claims  of  the  Christian  ministry  are  properly  emphasized."  Wake 
Forest  and  Meredith  loom  up  well  when  measured  by  this 
standard.  So  do  our  secondary  schools  also,  Oxford  College 
and  Chowan  Female  Institute. 

Our  task  now  is  twofold:  To  maintain  and  to  patronize.  We 
do  not  ask  and  do  not  want  support  from  the  State.  The  amount 
received  from  tuition  is  not  sufficient  to  maintain,  much  less  to 
build  and  equip — to  enlarge  to  take  care  of  our  bright  boys  and 
girls  that  are  clamoring  for  room.  Meredith  is  running  over, 
we  greatly  need  to  build  a  new  dormitory  there.  We  must  in- 
crease the  salaries  or  lose  our  brightest  teachers.  Many  of 
them  are  now  staying  at  a  financial  sacrifice.  Let  us  therefore 
greatly  increase  our  contributions  to  Christian  Education. 

We  must  patronize  our  institutions.  Many  of  our  brighest 
boys  and  girls  are  slipping  through  our  fingers.  They  are 
being  educated  where  they  will  not  very  likely  be  worth  as 
much  as  they  might  be  to  our  denomination.  The  Univrsity 
is  reaching  out  for  the  brighest  and  the  neediest  boys  in  the 
State  through  the  triangular  debates  and  the  extension  feature. 
I  do  not  condemn  but  commend  the  University,  but  I  do  say 
that  we  ntust  wake  up  and  be  loyal,  else  our  brightest  will  not 
be  trained  into  active  propagandists  of  our  doctrines. 

Your  committee  recommends,  therefore,  that  our  Association 
approve  the  plan  of  the  Convention  for  promoting  general  edu- 
cation. 

Second,  that  we  approve  the  effort  of  the  Board  of  Education 
to  raise  this  year  for  education  $20,000,  or  two-fifths  as  much 
as  we  raise  for  State  Missions. 

Third,    that    the    Association    endeavor    to    raise    among    the 
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churches  during  the  year  $560,  and  re  request  each  of  the 
churches  to  assume  its  proportional  part  of  this  amount;  and 
that  either  by  pledges  or  apportionment  arrangements  be  made  to 
effectuate  this  plan  with  the  churches. 

Fourth,  that  as  long  as  the  work  of  our  schools  equals  that 
of  the  State  schools  and  those  of  other  denominations  we  earn- 
estly urge  our  people  to  patronize  their  own. 

Fifth,  that  churches  in  making  out  report  to  the  Association 
including  all  contributions  to  Ministerial  Education,  and  Schools 
and  College  be  included  under  the  general  term,  "Christian  Edu- 
cation."

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

We  record  afresh  our  obligation  to  assist  our  old  and  de- 
pendent ministry.  The  value  of  their  work  will  never  be  fully 
appreciated  or  known.  To  many  of  them  we  owe  the  present 
strong  and  prosperous  condition  of  our  denomination  in  our 
Association  and  all  parts  of  the  State.  Some  of  these  old  ser- 
vants of  God  are  still  living  and  a  few  are  wholly  without 
any  means  of  support.  We  ought  to  see  to  it  that  they  do 
not  suffer  or  have  to  seek  shelter  in  a  county  home.  We  have 
a  Board  appointed  to  receive  contributions  for  this  purpose 
and  we  urge  our  churches  not  to  forget  or  neglect  this  object, 
so  worthy  of  our  assistance.  The  custom  of  taking  an  offering 
for  this  object  at  Christmas  time  is  a  good  one  and  we  hope 
our  churches  will  make  liberal  contributions  to  this  Board  at  the 
coming  Christmas  time.

REPORT  ON   WOMAN'S   WORK. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  women  of  the 
Raleigh  Association  have  made  progress  in  their  special  work 
during  the  past  year.  It  has  been  learned  that  a  time  and 
place  separate  from  the  meeting  of  the  Asscoiation  gives  much 
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more  time  for  conferences  and  discussion  of  plans  and  makes  the 
burden  of  entertainment  easier  on  the  churches. 

From  the  time  of  the  first  separate  meeting  at  Zebulon  in 
Octobr,  1915,  until  the  meeting  at  Apex  in  September,  nine  new 
Socities  were  organized,  five  of  these  bing  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Socities  and  four  Girls'  Auxiliaries.  We  are  taking  as  our 
aim  for  the  present  year,  ten  new  Societies,  and  two  of  these 
have  already  been  organized. 

Our  contributions  from  August  31,  1915,  to  August  31,  1916, 
amount  to  nearly  $2000.  It  will  be  noticed  in  the  table  which 
will  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  our  meeting,  that  no  contri- 
butions since  August  31  are  included.  Credit  will,  however,  be 
given  next  year  for  all  amounts  received  after  this  time.  Let 
us  explain  any  seeming  omissions  in  the  statistics  for  the 
year.  Since  our  quarterly  reports  was  mfrde  out  just  after  the 
last  days  of  November,  February,  May  and  August,  it  seems  less 
confusing  to  let  the  account  of  the  year's  work  close  with  Au- 
gust—our own  meeting  coming  in  September — than  to  try  to 
close  the  accounts  until  the  middle  of  the  quarter.  Of  couse  the 
Societies  will  pay  all  funds  to  the  church  treasurers  at  any  de- 
sired time,  as  heretofore. 

We  have  in  our  Association  a  Missionary  Library  of  eleven 
books,  the  gift  of  the  women  of  the  Tabernacle.  This  is  for 
circulation  to  among  our  Societies,  with  no  charge  except  trans- 
portation to  the  next  place,  and  we  feel  sure  it  will  prove  a 
blessing  to  all  who  use  it. 

We  earnestly  ask  that  during  the  coming  year  we  may  re- 
ceive even  greater  help  and  co-operation  than  ever  before.  Espe- 
cially would  we  urge  the  pastors — the  key  men —  to  aid  in 
every  way  possible  the  development  of  Societies  and  the  organi- 
zation of  new  ones.  And  should  outside  assistance  be  needed, 
either  the  superintendent  or  one  of  the  group  leaders  will  do 
all  in  her  power.  Names  and  addresses  of  these  leaders  may 
be  found  by  referring  to  the  Minutes.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PASTORATES. 

We,  your  committee,  to  whom  a  year  ago  you  entrusted  the 
important  endeavor  of  forming  compact  pastorates  in  our  Asso- 
ciation, beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

We  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  our  duties  with  hearts  full 
of  hope  and  trust,  feeling  that  its  ultimate  accomplishment 
would  be  fraught  with  results  worthy  of  our  best  endeavors.  In 
our  study  of  the  situation  we  were  impressed  with  the  following 
data:  s 

Three  churches  each  employ  the  full  time  of  a  pastor,  three 
churches  each  the  half  time  of  a  pastor,  three  churches  together 
employ  three-fourth's  time  of  a  pastor,  and  five  churches  together 
the   full   time   of  a   pastor,   while   nineteen   churches   are  served 
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by  non-resident  pastors  (whose  membership  is  in  other  Associa- 
tions), seven  of  whom  are  student  preachers  from  Wake  Forest 
College;  that  three  of  our  active  resident  pastors  are  serving 
churches  in  other  Associations,  that  much  good  time  is  wasted, 
money  and  vitality  consumed  in  meeting  these  appointments; 
that  there  is  no  such  thing  and  cannot  be  under  existing  condi- 
tions, as  a  pastors'  conference;  that  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion is  without  any  concerted  plan  on  the  field,  and  therefore 
seriously  handicapped.  And,  it  has  developed  during  this  year, 
that  at  one  of  our  fifth-Sunday  Union  meetings  only  three  pas- 
tors were  present,  and  at  another  such  meeting,  only  two  pastor 
were  present,  their  time,  perhaps,  being  divided  between  other 
Associations,  or  attending  none  at  all,  all  of  which  seems  to  be 
cause    for    serious   consideration. 

During  the  year  your  committee,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
summer  educational  campaign,  has  discussed  the  subject  of 
compact  pastorates  in  nearly  all  the  churches  of  the  Association. 
We  realiz  from  the  first  that  the  process  would  be  slow,  and 
we  realize  today  that  the  pastors  are  the  key  to  the  situation. 

We  have  met  with  some  success;  two  churches  having  preach- 
ing twice  a  month  each  have  at  least  formed  a  tentative  pas- 
torate ;  three  churches  in  a  group  of  four  have  appointed  the 
necessary  pastoral  committees;  some  others  have  appointed  alike 
committees,  and  others  still  are  receptive. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  the  way  of  prompt  action  seems  to  be 
that  scarcely  any  group  of  four  churches  pays  enough  salary  to 
maintain  a  pastor. 

We  recommend  that  this  undertaking  be  not  surrendered,  and 
that  pastors  and  churches  be  urged  to  give  the  proposition  fav- 
orable consideration  and  that  in  these  good  days  of  high  prices 
churches  be  urged  to  make  a  reasonable  increase  to  pastor's 
salary.

REPORT  ON  DIGEST  OF  CHURCH  LETTERS. 

Of  the  33  churches  in  the  Association  32  sent  letters.  All  the 
churches  were  represented  except  Mt.  Olivet.  The  membership 
of  the  churches  is  5  994,  a  gain  of  198   over  last  year. 

Enrollment  in  Sunday-schools  is  6366,  a  gain  of  272  over  last 
year;  2  6  churches  reported  338  baptisms.  Those  reporting  no 
baptisms  were  Gary,  Garner,  McCullers,  Morrisville,  Pleasant 
Plain  sand  Shady  Grove;  7  churches  reported  increased  pastors' 
salaries,  Good  Hope,  Hephzibah,  Holly  Springs,  Knight's  Chapel, 
Morrisville,  Pleasant  Grove  and  Pullen  Memorial;  16  churches 
reported  gains  in  membership;  12  reported  loss.  Net  gain,  198; 
15  churches  reported  gains  in  Sunday-school  enrollment;  13 
reported  loss.  Net  gain,  272;  16  churches  reported  a  gain  in 
contributions  to  State  Missions;  16  reported  the  same  or  loss. 
The  amount  contributed  for  State  Missions,  $1,432;  a  gain  of 
$21.57. 

For  Home  Missions  there  was  contributed  $1,02  0,  a  gain  of 
$101.00;  16  churches  reported  gains  to  this  object  and  15 
churches  reported  no  gain  or  a  loss. 

On  Foreign  Missions  18  churches  reported  a  gain  and  12 
reported  the  same  or  loss.  Total  contributed,  $3,314,  a  gain 
of    $326.17. 

For  Sunday  School  Missions  6  reported  gains,  5  a  loss,  12 
the  same  and  9  not  contributing.  Amount  contributed,  $179.50. 
The  loss  to  the  object  is  $18.91. 

For  Orphanage — 14   churches  reported  a  gain  and   16   a  loss. 

The  total  loss  of  $148.22.     Total  contributed,  $2,026.50. 

For  Ministerial  Education — 5  churches  reported  gain;  9  loss; 
8  the  same  and  14  not  contributing.  Total,  $142.75.  Net 
gain,   $5.21. 

For  Ministerial  Relief — 14  reported  gain;  4  loss;  7  the  same 
and  9  not  contributing.  Amount  contributed  $157.06,  a  gain 
of   $1,493. 

The  per  capita  contributions  for  the  Association  for  all  objects 
is  $6.33%;    17  churches  reported  gain;   15  a  decrease. 

The  per  capita  for  7  objects  is  $1,27%;  16  churches  gained; 
15   lost  and   1   the  same.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Nothing  is  more  clearly  taught  in  God's  Word  than  the  fact 
that  He  wants  us  to  teach  it  to  the  people.  Every  time  Israel 
wandered  away  from  God  Uiey  were  brought  back  largely 
through  teaching.  In  New  Testament  times  Jesus  and  the  Apos- 
tles made  teaching  a  great  factor  in  the  spread  of  the  gospel. 
Since  the  close  of  the  Bible  story  whenever  God's  people  have 
magnified  teaching  His  cause  has  prospered  and  whenever  they 
have  neglected  it  His  cause  has  languished. 

The  Sunday-school  work  goes  well  among  the  North  Carolina 
Baptists,  also  in  the  Raleigh  Association.  We  had  in  1916 
among  North  Carolina  Baptists  2.12  3  schools  with  a  membership 
of  2  2,14  8.  In  the  Raleigh  Association  with  33  churches,  all 
save  one  made  a  report  of  a  Sunday-school  with  a  membership 
of  6,3  66.  The  membership  of  the  churches  of  the  Raleigh  is 
5,994.  In  the  entire  State  there  are  80  in  Sunday-school  for 
every  10  0  church  members.  In  the  entire  State  about  34  per 
cent  of  the  church  members  belong  to  the  Sunday-school.  The 
Raleigh  will  show  about  5  per  cent.  In  the  State  the  Sunday- 
schools  gave  some  over  $50,000  to  Missions.  The  Raleigh  gave 
$179.50.      Some   needs: 

1.  Definite  campaign  for  reaching  more  of  our  people  and 
more  church   members. 

2.  A  lining  up  of  our  men  and  women  in  the  Convention 
Adult  Bible  Class  Department  of  our  Sunday-school  Board  at 
Nashville,  Tenn. 

3.  An  earnest  effort  to  get  our  officers  and  teachers  enlisted 
in  the  great  work  of  teacher  training. 

4.  To  work  to  bring  your  Sunday-school  up  to  A-l  Standard. 

5.  A  close  touch  and  co-operation  with  the  Sunday  School  De- 
partment of  our  Mission  Board.  The  Secretary,  E.  L.  Middleton, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  will  furnish  free  valuable  facts  and  suggestions 
of  every  phase  of  Sunday-school  work. 

6.  Let  every  school  make  liberal  offerings  for  Sunday-school 
Missions. 

7.  Finally  a  vitalizing  of  all  our  schools  to  make  tnem  more 
effective  in  evangelizism  and  training  every  one  for  personal  ser- 
vice.

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER. 

In  the  establishment  of  truth  nothing  save  the  preached  Word 
from  the  sacred  desk  has  been  a  greater  factor  than  the  printed 
page.  No  one  can  ever  estimate  the  power  for^good  or  evil  of 
the  book  or  newspaper.  In  the  development  of  a  nation  or  de- 
nomination or  family,  there  is  no  greater  influence  for  good  than 
its  religious  literature. 

The  Recorder  performs  one  of  the  most  important  parts  in 
the  growth  and  efficiency  of  our  churches  and  denomination.  A 
creed  will  never  be  better  nor  more  powerful  than  its  literature. 
Our  churches  will  never  grow  materially  and  maintain  an  active 
interest  in  the  objects  fostered  by  our  Convention  unless  its 
members  read  their  denominational  paper. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  owe  their  present  state  of  growth  and 
efficiency  very  largely  to  their  denominational  paper.  Therefore 
it  may  be  said  with  equal  force  that  the  reason  why  such  a 
large  number  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  untrained  and  unen- 
listed  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  because  our  denominational  pa- 
per has  not  found  its  place  in  every  Baptist  home  in  the  State. 

Realizing  the  tragic  tendency  of  the  parents  to  overlook  the 
fact  that  the  children  are  going  to  read  the  current  events  of 
the  day,  or  hear  them  in  some  way,  we  therefore  urge  that  the 
head  of  every  family  in  the  Raleigh  Association  supply  their 
children  with  the  best  of  religious  literature. 

We  were  all  greatly  shocked  when  it  was  announced  that  our 
beloved  Hight  C.  Moore  had  been  called  from  the  head  of  the 
Recorder  staff  to  a  larger  field  of  usefulness  and  had  accepted. 
But  we  were  elated  alike  to  see  our  own  Dr.  Livingston  Johnson 
assume  the  leadership.  Now  may  *God  hasten  the  day  when 
every  Baptist  home  in  this  great  commonwealth  will  be  the  home 
of  the  Recorder.  J.  H.  BARNES.

Whereas,  the  Biblical  Recorder,  the  authorized  organ  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  stands  for  our  Baptist  faith,  and  is  the 
medium  of  communication  for  North  Carolina  Baptists,  the 
channel  of  full  information  in  all  denominational  and  Kingdom 
affairs,  the  means  of  appeal  and  inspiration  to  the  brotherhood, 
and  is  the  one  denominational  enterprise  which  lives  for  all  the 
others; 

And,  whereas,  the  vast  majority  of  our  people  are  not  reading 
the  paper,  and  are  not  informed  about  Kingdom  affairs;  and  the 
general  work,  along  with  the  Recorder,  is  greatly  suffering  for 
want  of  a  larger  and  more  loyal  support; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved — 

First:  That  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association,  in  keeping  with 
like  action  of  other  Associations  in  the  State,  hereby  agrees  to 
come  to  the  hearty  support  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  in  this  criti- 
cal time,  and  that  we,  both  pastors  and  laymen,  promise  to  take 
upon  our  hearts  and  in  hand  the  work  of  putting  the  Recorder 
in  the  homes  of  our  people. 

Second:  That  we  commend  and  urge  the  adoption  of  the  plan 
recommended  for  the  whole  State,  viz — that  the  pastor  and  dea- 
cons of  every  church  in  the  Association  secure  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  a  permanent  Recorder  committee,  and  the  very 
best  solicitor  available,  who  will  go  to  work  to  put  and  keep  ttie 
Recorder  in  every  family  possible  in  their  church. 

Third:  That  for  the  sake  of  the  work  at  large  we  earnestly 
solicit  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  W.  M.  Societies,  the  Y.  W. 
A.'s,  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  and  the  S.  S.'s  in  this  every  church  move- 
ment for  the  increased  circulation   of  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

Report   adopted. 

OLD  MINISTERS'  RELIEF. 

Last  year  there  were  3  6  beneficiaries  on  the  Boards  of  Minis- 
ters' Relief.  A  small  increase  in  receipts  each  year  shows  that 
our  people  are  gradually  coming  to  see  their  duty  towards  the 
men  who  have  given  their  best  years  to  the  churches,  and  are 
now  unable  to  support  themselves.  At  the  same  time,  twelve  of 
our  Associations  reported  no  contributions  to  this  object  last 
year. 

1.      Causes  of  dependence  on  the  part  of  ministers. 

(1)  Lack  of  settled  home.  Conditions  have  greatly  changed 
in  the  last  generation.  Thirty  years  ago  nearly  all  preachers 
owned  their  homes.  The  minister  usually  spent  his  life  in  one 
place,  and  preached  to  churches  within  reach.     When  his  preach- 
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ing  days  were  over,  he  remained  on  his  farm,  assured,  at  least, 
of  a  Jiving.  Now,  however,  this  is  changed,  so  that  but  few 
preachers  own  homes.  Young  men  spend  their  all  in  securing 
an  education,  and  often  begin  preaching  handicapped  by  debt. 
The  fact  that  churches  provide  no  home  for  their  preachers 
makes  it  necessary  for  them  to  locate  in  towns,  from  winch  they 
can  go  to  their  churches  by  rail.  Short  pastorates  discourage 
the  preachers  themselves  from  any  effort  at  home-making.  Tiiu>s 
it  happens  that  most  treachers  are  left  without  means  of  sup- 
port when  they  are  no  longer  able  to  serve  churches. 

(2)  Low  salaries.  Even  the  magazines  of  our  country  have 
been  carrying  articles  on  the  pitifully  low  salaries  of  Christian 
preachers;  and  some  of  them  present  this  as  the  great  economic 
crime  of  the  Protestant  Church.  And,  be  it  said  to  our  shame, 
Southern  Baptists  pay  the  lowest  salaries  of  any  of  the  greater 
religious  bodies.  Dr.  Masters  says:  "The  great  outstanding  re- 
proach of  the  average  country  church  is  the  niggardly  support 
which  it  doles  out  to  its  pastor."  The  following  figures  are 
taken  trom  Dr.  Masters'  book,  "The  Country  Church  in  the 
South."  According  to  the  Government  Census  of  1906,  the  fol- 
lowing average  salaries  were  paid  white  preachers  in  the  Soutb, 
outside  of  cities  with  a  population  of  more  than  2  5,000: 

Presbyterians     $857 

Methodists    $681 

Baptists     $334 

Dr.  Lansing  Burrows'  list  of  pastors  contains  fewer  names  than 
the  Government  Census  gives,  so  that  the  average  salary  was 
$473.  In  1913  the  Home  Mission  Board  investigated  5,400 
once-a-month  churches,  and  found  that  each  four  of  them  aver- 
aged $3  7  8,  for  pastor's  salary.  "The  average  country  Baptist 
preacher's  salary  in  the  South  today  is  not  so  much  as  $500. 
Street  car  conductors  and  motormen  in  Atlanta  get  $700  to  $900. 
Railway  conductors  and  engineers  are  paid  from  $1,600  to 
$2,100;  railway  clerks  get  from  $900  to  $1,500;  brick  masons 
and  carpenters  from  $2.50  to  $5.00  per  day;  many  cotton  mill 
operatives  make  $400  and  $500  a  year;  responsible  clerks  in 
stores  are  paid  from  $500  to  $3,000;  stenographers  from  $500 
to  $1,200."  (Country  Church  in  the  South,  p.  150).  The  cost 
of  living  has  steadily  increased  in  recent  years.  Men  in  other 
occupations,  from  the  negro  laborer  to  the  skilled  mechanic, 
have  had  their  wages  increased  proportionately.  But  large 
numbers  of  our  churches  still  pay  the  same  salaries  they  paid 
years  ago.  Surely  we  cannot  blame  our  pastors  for  not  provid- 
ing for  the  future  when  their  income  will  by  no  means  meet  the 
actual  needs  of  the  present. 

(3)  Frequent  change  of  pastorate.  The  average  pastorate 
is  pitifully  short.  Both  churches  and  pastors  are  to  blame.  But 
whatever  the  cause  of  changes,  the  fact  remains  that  each  re- 
moval substracts  from  the  minister's  already  inadequate  salary. 
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(4)  The  ministerial  dead-line.  Probably  there  should  be  no 
dead-line  in  the  ministry.  But  there  is  one;  and  it  is  tragically 
low,  In  other  occupations  a  man  is  just  ready  for  his  best  work 
and  his  largest  income  between  4  5  and  60.  At  that  period  most 
ministers  cross  the  deal-line.  Some  churches  will  not  even  con- 
sider a  man  above  a  certain  age,  though  their  own  best  business 
men  may  be  far  older. 

These  and  other  causes  keep  ministers  from  providing  for  old 
age;  and  most  of  them  are  poor  when  the  shadows  begin  to 
lengthen.  Our  board  asks  that  we  give  a  larger  place  in  our 
benevolence  to  those  who  have  served  us  well,  and  whom  we 
have  remunerated  so  inadequately.  Especially  is  it  asked  that 
a  generous  Christmas  offering  be  made  for  them.  And  we  should 
respond,  not  merely  as-  a  duty,  but  as  a  privilege. 

2.      Recommendations: 

We,  your  committee,  therefore  recommend: 

(1)  First,  That  each  church  be  urged  to  make  a  liberal 
Christmas  offering  for  Ministers'  Relief,  in  addition  to  amounts 
already  given. 

(2)  That  our  pastors  be  asked  to  preach  at  some  time  on 
"The  Work  of  the  Christian  Minister."

WEDNESDAY,  2  P.  M. 

The  Association  was  opened  by  song  service  and  prayer 
by  Bro.  C.  H.  Norris. 

The  Moderator  appointed  C.  H.  Norris,  R.  N.  Simms 
and  I.  W.  Goodwin  as  a  committee  on  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher  for  our  next  session. 

A  report  on  Food  Conservation,  though  not  previously 
on  the  adopted  order  of  business,  was  deemed  of  such  im- 
portance as  to  demand  more  than  a  passing  notice. 

Bro.  Percy  Olive  spoke  upon  the  needs  of  the  Allies  in 
our  struggle  against  Germany  and  the  part  the  United 
States  was  to  play  in  the  conservation  of  wheat,  meat  and 
sugar,  thus  enabling  the  soldiers  to  have  the  necessaries  of 
life  in  fighting  oufs  and  the  world's  battles. 

Brother  R.  B.  Nichols  introduced  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  discussed  by  Brethren  A.  M.  Simms  and 
J.  M.  Broughton.  Prayer  by  Dr.  Simms  in  behalf  of  our 
nation.     Resolution  adopted. 

RESOLUTION  OF  R.  B.  NICHOLS. 

That  pastors  and  delegates  of  the  Raleigh  Association  upon 
their  return  home  as  early  in  November  as  possible  arrange  a 
special  service  upon  the  planting  of  food  crops  and  food  conser- 
vation. 

CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION. 

Henry  .Ward  Beecher  said:  "A  true  education  is  the  awaken- 
ing of  love  for  truth,  giving  a  just  sense  of  duty;  opening  the 
eyes  of  the  soul  to  the  great  purpose  of  and  end  of  life.  It  is 
not  so  much  giving  words,  as  thoughts;  or  mere  maxims,  as 
living  principles.  It  is  not  teaching  to  be  honest,  because 
"honesty  is  the  best  policy,"  but  because  it  is  right.  It  isi 
teaching  the  individual  to  love  the  good,  for  the  sake  of  the 
good;  to  be  virtuous  in  action  because  so  in  heart;  to  love  and 
serve  God  supremely  not  from  fear,  but  from  delight  in  his  per- 
fect character." 

The  three  fundamental  functions  of  the  church  are:  first  to 
teach;  second  to  evangelize;  and  third  to  educate.  In  the  first 
the  seed  is  planted;  in  the  second  life  is  produced;  and  in  the 
third  the  life  is  trained.      Education  should  receive  special  em- 
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phasis  by  the  Baptists  of  our  Southland.  Dr.  Gambrell  says: 
"Our  great  need  is  to  enlist  the  unenlisted  and  to  train  the  un- 
trained." 

Southern  Baptists  face  three  great  and  urgent  problems: 

(1)  The  maintenance  of  our  spiritual  democracy  in  an  age 
which  is  running  mad  with  a  desire  for  visible,  commercial  suc- 
cess. 

(2)  The  awakening  of  our  people  to  the  imperative  necessity 
of  furnishing  to  the  next  generation  the  sort  of  education  which 
will  fit  all  the  children  of  the  Baptist  homes  not  only  for  life,  but 
for  leadership,  for  the  spheres   of  mightiest  influence. 

(3)  The  charging  anew  of  our  existing  institutions  with  the 
high  and  important  task  of  kindling  in  the  hearts  of  the  youth 
an  evangelistic  passion,  so  that  those  who  graduate  will  pass 
from  these  halls  of  learning  with  a  sense  of  power  and  a  spirit 
of  conquest  like  that  which  possessed  the  apostles  when  they 
went  down  from  the  upper  room  to  the  temple  courts  that  Pen- 
tecostal day.  Christian  Education  and  this  alone  can  solve  our 
urgent  problems.  The  preservation  of  our  spiritual  democracy 
depends  upon  the  spread  of  intelligence  among  our  people,  the 
cultivation  of  free  discussion  upon  all  questions  which  involve 
the  action  of  the  denomination,  the  acceptance  of  the  responsibili- 
ties by  our  people,  and  their  faithful  fulfillment.  For  the  reali- 
zation of  those  things  we  must  have  a  thoroughly  educated  con- 
stituency. We  have  the  truths  and  the  principles  upon  which 
the  progress  of  the  modern  world  depends.  Shall  we  furnish 
the  leaders?" 

Of  the  twenty-seven  Presidents  of  the  United  States  it  is  said 
that  all  but  eight  of  them  were  college  men — a  fact  that  greatly 
emphasizes  the  value  of  collegiate  training.  It  is  further  stated 
that  sixteen  of  the  nineteen  college  men  who  have  occupied  the 
White  House  were  trained  in  Christian  colleges — a  fact  which 
speaks  volumes  for  the  colleges  which  have  wrought  under  the 
religious  impulse.  A  college  reaches  the  maximum  of  its  power 
when  it  widens  sufficiently  so  that  no  human  interests  are  foreign 
to  it.  A  program  worthy  of  our  great  denomination  must  em- 
phasize the  importance  of  equipping,  maintaining  and  patronizing 
our  denominational  schools. 

The  Christian  school  is  the  only  educational  institution  which 
can  say  to  a  Christian  parent:  "We  are  able  to  give  to  your 
child  the  education  which  he  needs  to  fit  him  for  the  fullest  and 
the  richest  usefulness,  to  fit  him  for  the  type  of  leadership  which 
is  measured  in  terms  of  service,  doing  all  that  human  guidance 
and  direction  can  do  for  the  perfecting  of  his  relations  to  God, 
to  man,  and  to  the  task  which  God  shall  give  him." 

Dr.  Mott  says:  College  life  is  the  period  in  which  many  stu- 
dents revise,  readjust,  and  restate  their  religious  position.  Dur- 
ing this  critical  time  they  need  wise  guidance  and  a  sympathetic 
environment.  Moreover,  with  the  growth  in  the  intellectual  life 
which  the  college  brings  there  should  be  corresponding  growth 
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in  the  religious  life;  and  if  this  is  to  be  attained,  the  student 
must  be  exposed  to  the  agencies  of  Christian  influences,  to  strong 
consecrated'  personalities  and  to  a  genuinely  spiritual  atmos- 
phere. 

A  school  which  is  a  positive  force  in  the  kingdom  must  em- 
phasize the  heart  culture  as  well  as  the  head.

This  report  was  made  by  Bro.  R.  D.  Stephenson,  who 
turned  the  discussion  over  to  Dr.  C.  E.  Brewer,  President 
of  Meredith  College,  who  held  the  closest  attention  of 
those  present  as  he  characterized  the  difference  between 
Christian  and  non-Christian  Education,  and  plead  for  the 
broader  life  found  in  our  denominational  schools.  Bro. 
Walter  N.  Johnson  also  spoke  on  the  report,  after  which 
it  was  adopted. 

P..  Y.  P.  U.  REPORT. 

The  purpose  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  the  training  of  our  young 
people.  Training  is  a  two-fold  process — study  and  practice, 
knowledge  and  service. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  affords  an  opportunity  and  a  place  for  young 
people  to  begin  to  do  very  imperfectly  what  they  will  eventually 
do  well.  If  our  young  people  do  not  begin  to  do  things  when 
they  are  young  they  will  never  do  them  with  ease  and  skill. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  the  church's  best  oportunity  to  holds  its 
young  people,  to  educate  its  young  people  in  the  knowledge  of 
the  Word  of  God,  in  Baptist  docTrine  and  polity,  and  to  develop 
its  young  people  in  all  the  Christian  activities  for  which  the 
church  stands. 

In  a  word  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  the  best  opportunity  the  churches 
have  yet  discovered  for  the  expression  of  the  spiritual  and  social 
life  of  the  young.  There  are  now,  perhaps,  twenty  or  more 
Senior  and  Junior  Unions  in  the  Raleigh  Association.  It  seems 
to  your  committee  that  the  young  people  in  all  our  churches 
should  be  organized  to  do  all  the  things  for  which  the  Baptist 
Young  Peoples'   Union   was  called   into  being.     This  we  urge. 

Brother  J.  D.  Moore,  the  organizer  and  promoter  of  our  young 
peoples'  work  in  the  State,  is  ready  to  aid  any  pastor  in  organi- 
zation of  his  young  people.

Your  Committee  on  Finance  beg  to  report  as  follows:  We  have 
received  $51.25  for  the  minute  fund.  $90.50  for  the  Convention 
objects:  from  Cannon  Grove,  $11;  Bethlehem,  $49.50,  Sorrell's 
Grove,  $10.00,  Holly  Springs,  $20.00. 

Only  twenty  churches  have  reported  anything  for  the  minute 
fund.  We  suggest  that  the  churches  who  have  not  contributed 
be  requested  to  send  contributions  to  the  clerk  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible in  order  that  he  may  have  the  minutes  printed.  We  make 
the  usual  recommendation  that  the  clerk  be  paid  $15.00  for  his 
service.

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REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

This  is  a  day  of  great  things  that  calls  for  our  best  and  for 
us  to  be  our  best,  perform  well  our  tasks,  and  be  men  on  a  man's 
job,  therefore  we  must  take  Paul's  advice  by  being  temperate  in 
all  things.  Those  things  that  keep  us  from  being  the  best  citi- 
zens, living  up  to  the  highest  moral  standard,  and  being  loyal 
to  God  we  ought  net  and  must  not  practice  them.  When  Chris- 
tians lose  their  influence  they  put  forth  their  efforts  in  vain,  for 
they  then  put  their  light  under  a  bushel  and  the  world  through 
which  they  walk  continues  to  grope  in  darkness.  The  words  of 
God  should  lie  so  close  to  our  hearts  and  the  worth  of  souls 
should  mean  so  much  to  us  that  we  would  be  temperate  in  all 
things  and  standing  against  intemperance. 

The  "Queen"  style  that  does  not  respect  common  decency,  nor 
blush  for  shame  because  of  her  example  that  has  been  followed 
too  much  and  too  long  should  be  dethroned  and  followed  no  lon- 
ger by  the  women  of  our  country. 

The  soft  drink  habit  is  a  menace  to  our  country,  the  cigarette 
curse  is  a  great  cancer  on  our  nation,  eating  out  the  very  vitals 
of  our  young  men;  while  moving  picture  and  theatre-going,  card 
playing,  dancing,  and  other  things  that  our  people  dissipate  in 
should  be  stopped.  It  is  as  much  harm  to  sell  enough  cider  to 
make  a  man  drunk  as  it  is  to  sell  enough  liquor  to  make  him 
drunk;  therefore  no  church  member  can  afford  to  drink  nor  sell 
cider. 

Our  great  fight  has  been  to  keep  liquor  from  being  shipped 
into  our  State,  but  now  it  is  to  keep  liquor  from  being  made  in 
our  State,  and  we  must  fight  or  have  a  wet  State. 

The  blame  has  been  laid  on  liquor  houses  of  wet  States  for  the 
crimes  committed  by  drunkenness,  but  now  it  is  on  those  who 
can  prevent  the  liquor  from  being  made  in  this  State. 

Let  us  join  the  Anti-Saloon  League  hand  and  heart  for  na- 
tional prohibition  by  1920.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

No  object  for  which  the  Baptist  people  of  North  Carolina  work 
and  pray  appeals  to  our  hearts  quite  so  forcibly  as  that  of  our 
Orphanage.  For  32  years  it  has  been  growing  and  getting  a 
firmer  grip  upon  our  hearts.  And  its  usefulness  is  broadening, 
and  its  helping  hand  is  still  increasing  in  strength,  but  still  has 
not  reached  the  stage  to  meet  all  the  demands  that  are  made 
upon  it.     Hundreds  of  applications  for  admission  of     those     who 
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need   it  must  be  refused  because   of  lack  of  room   and      equip- 
ment. 

There  are  now  505  children  being  cared  for  by  our  Orphanage. 
450  at  Thomasville,  55  at  the  Kennedy  Home.  Just  think  for  a 
moment  what  it  must  cost  to  feed  and  clotheand  minister  to 
this  great  number  of  dependent  boys  and  girls. 

The  unprecedented  prices  for  the  necessities  of  life  have  made 
a  rocky  road  for  all  public  institutions  as  well  as  individuals, 
but  we  are  glad  that  the  Baptist  people  have  been  responsive  and 
generous.  The  past  year,  says  the  manager  in  his  annual  re- 
port, has  been  the  best  financially  in  the  history  of  the  institu- 
tion. But  this  fact  must  not  cause  us  to  sleep  at  the  switch. 
The  high  cost  of  living  is  putting  us  in  debt  again  from  month 
to  month  and  we  are  running  behind  with  current  expenses.  Con- 
tributions must  increase  with  our  needs. 

And  while  there  arq  appeals  after  appeals  of  almost  every 
character  for  help  at  this  time,  and  the  greatest  disturbance  of 
conditions  in  the  world's  history,  and  things  look  gloomy  to  us 
some  time,  let  us  not  forget  our  orphanage  and  its  great  needs. 
Let  our  contributions  increase  instead  of  decrease,  and  remem- 
ber that  our  Master  said,  "Inasmuch  as  you  did  it  unto  these, 
you  did  it  unto  me." 

Let  us  remember  that  these  boys  and  girls  of  our  dead  or  un- 
fortunate brothers  and  sisters  are  receiving  more  than  meat  to 
eat  and  clothes  to  wear,  they  are  being  trained  t0  work  and  to 
take  their  places  in  the  ranks  along  side  of  other  men  and  wo- 
men who  are  on  the  firing  line  of  life's  battles.  Therefore  they 
demand  and  are  entitled  to  our  support,  sympathy  and  prayers. 

We  urge  that  every  Sunday-school  in  North  Carolina  make 
regular  monthly  offerings  and  superintendents  and  pastors  are 
requested  to  keep  this  matter  before  the  people  at  all  times  and 
that  each  and  every  church  should  remember  these  little  ones 
and  do  what  they  feel  in  their  hearts  our  Heavenly  Father  would 
have  them  do  for  them. 

We  especially  urge  that  all  churches,  Sunday-schools  and  in- 
dividuals make  a  special  effort  to  make  our  coming  Thanksgiv- 
ing the  greatest  in  our  history.  Let  each  and  every  one  give 
the  proceeds  of  one  day's  work  or  income,  and  may  each  little 
child  be  instructed  and  encouraged  to  earn  something  to  give 
as   a   Thankgivings    Offering. 

And  last  we  would  suggest  that  we  not  only  maintain  the  in- 
stitution in  its  present  condition,  but  we  double  its  capacity,  so 
that  so  many  of  the  cries  that  are  being  made  for  help  may  be 
heard  and  that  they  too  may  be  trained  for  life's  service. 

If  we  who  are  God's  people  would  give  to  Him  that  that  justly 
belongs  to  Him,  we  would  be  caring  for  every  dependent  child 
in  North  Carolina  today. 

"Render  unto  Caesar  the  things  that  be  Caesar's  and  unto  God 
the  things  that  be  God's."

WOMAN'S  WORK. 

In  reporting  the  work  of  the  Raleigh  W.  M.  U.  for  the  past 
year,  we  would  first  of  all  express  our  appreciation  of  the  hearty 
and  sympathetic  co-operation  of  many  of  the  pastors;  and  since 
our  work  is  not  primarily  "woman's,"  but  God's,  we  ask  for  the 
future  even  greater  assistance  than  we  have  yet  received. 

As!  a  partial  result  of  the  year's  work,  six  new  societies  were 
organized.  But  there  are  yet  twelve  of  our  churches  that  have 
no  missionary  organization. 

With  much  satisfaction  we  report  that  many  of  our  women 
and  girls  are  observing  the  special  seasons  of  prayer,  thus  deep- 
ening their  own  interest  and  spirituality  as  well  as  blessing  oth- 
ers. We  recommend  that  wherever  possible  at  least  one  service 
be  held  for  all  the  church  on  each  division  of  our  mission  work, 
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the  Woman's   Missionary  Society  to  have  the   general   oversight 
of  the  program,  but  the  men  taking  part  as  speaker. 

Our  financial  statistics  show  that  all  but  four  of  the  women's 
societies  made  an  increase  in  gifts  for  the  year. 

One  Y.  W.  A.  shows  an  increase  and  one  a  decrease.  All  G. 
A.'s.  show  an  increase  in  contributions.  Five  Sunbeam  Bands 
show  a  decrease,  caused  largely  by  promoting  the  larger  mem- 
bers to  the  G.  A.  and  R.  A.  This  has  not  affected  the  total  ot 
the  children's  gifts. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  financial  table  of 
the  Woman's  Work  is  compiled  from  figures  sent  the  Superin- 
tendent for  the  quarters  ending  November  3  0,  1916;  February 
2  8,  May  31,  and  August  31,  1917.  This  explains  any  seeming 
difference  between  the  figures  given  there  and  those  sent  to  the 
Association  in  the  church  letters.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

It  has  been  frequently  urged  that  "all  missions  are  one,"  and 
some  effort  made  to  place  all  our  missionary  endeavors  upon 
the  one  plane.  Certainly  all  our  organized  denominational  ac- 
tivities are  so  interlocked  as  to  make  it  difficult  to  tell  just 
where  the  one  begins  and  the  other  leaves  off. 

State  Missions  is  Christian  sending  having  its  initiative  within 
our  State,  not  necessarily  its  expending,  whether  to  send  a  mis- 
sionary into  the  jungles  of  Africa  to  carry  the  gospel  to  trie 
veriest  heathen,  or  whether  to  send  a  messenger  to  the  most  en- 
lightened church  to  stress  some  important  phase  of  Christian 
work.  Whether  this  changed  condition  has  been  authorized  by 
any  convention  assembled,  or  whether  it  is  a  survival  of  tne 
fittest,  the  old  order  and  idea  giving  way  to  the  new  and  more 
efficient,  it  makes  no  difference.  Why  the  very  life  of  tne 
church  supposed  to  have  given  State  Missions  its  impetus  anu 
support,  is,  in  turn,  protected,  supported  and  blessed  by  the  very 
organization  it  has  brought  into  existence.  Like  the  great 
strong  son  of  his  father  who  goes  out  to  do  his  bit  in  service 
for  the  world,  yet  fails  not  to  lend  loving  service  to  Ills  progeni- 
tor. 

At  this  time  the  organizations  working  under  the  auspices  of 
State  Missions,  and  by  it  directly  paid  for,  in  part  at  least, 
are  the  Sunday-school,  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  the  W.  M.  U.,  Church  Ex- 
tension, Christian  Education,  Orphanage,  Ministerial  Relief,  En- 
listment, Evangelization,  and.  the  collecting  for  Home  and  For- 
eign Missions,  (most  of  which  subjects  will  be  reported  on  by 
special  committees.) 

State  Missions  holding  such  a  large  place  in  our  church  polity 
may  be  regarded  as  the  very  basic  rock  upon  which,  and  by 
means  of  which,  we  are  building  structures,  defensive  and  of- 
fensive, which  are  to  withstand  the  tests  of  Satan  and  make  the 
world  safe  for  Christ.  As  individuals  we  must  do  our  duty, 
standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  our  guns  upon  the  enemy. 
At  home  there  must  be  no  "slackers."  Present  conditions  afford 
larger  opportunities.  We  must  provide  for  the  physical,  moral 
and  spiritual  welfare  of  our  own  boys  in  training  and  in  the 
trenches.      It  matters  not  whether  this  is  called   State  Missions, 
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Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  or  administration.  It  is  work  that  the 
Christians  of  this  country,  of  North  Carolina  and  of  the  Raleigh 
Association  must  do. 

The  Sunday-school,  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  the  W.  M.  IT.  are 
perhaps  State  Missions'  most  active  and  potent  agencies,  train- 
ing in  turn  the  children,  the  young  people  and  the  adult  wo- 
men in  the  service  of  the  Master.  Church  Extension,  Evangeu- 
zation  and  Enlistment  are  only  other  names  for  State  Missions, 
and  as  these  succeed  so  will  be  the  growth  of  the  Kingdom  in 
our  midst. 

We  are  not  now,  and  cannot  be,  plodding  along  in  the  old 
order  of  things.  Our  State  life  is  passing  through  a  transition 
almost  beyond  the  conception  of  human  beings.  Our  communi- 
ties are  greatly  enhanced  by  intensive  industries.  Our  horizon 
is  extended  by  the  dash  of  the  automobile.  The  news  of  the 
most  distant  theater  of  the  world  is  laid  upon  our  table  for 
breakfast.  Our  children  are  crying  for  knowledge  and  in  large 
measure  they  are  served.  Who  shall  say  that  we  shall  not  fol- 
low our  sons  into  the  training  camps,  or  the  battle  fields,  with 
an  offering  of  love  and  a  loving  messenger? 

The  tabulated  work  of  State  Missions  in  North  Carolina  for 
last  year  is  in  part  as  follows:  Sermons,  11,568;  cnurches  served, 
319;  out-stations  supplied,  116;  baptisms,  2,211;  added  by  let- 
ter, 1,583;  meetings  held,  447;  conversions,  3,487;  churches  in 
building,   41;    churches  finished,   11;    churches  organized,   7. 

In  the  work  this  year  there  are  150  missionaries  supplying 
276  churches,  aid  being  extended  in  4  5  Associations.  We  are 
working  this  year  on  a  basis  of  $47,500,  exclusive  of  Associa- 
tional  and  Sunday-school  Missions.  Our  books  close  on  Novem- 
ber 20.  Many  churches  and  more  individuals  have  not  yet 
made  their  offering.  The  cause  is  suffering  for  lack  of  ade- 
quate means.     What  have  you  done? 

"Slackers    will    defeat. 
State   Missions   in   danger. 
Help   State   Missions  now." 

Then,  we  shall  need  increased  funds  for  next  year.  State 
Secretary,  W.  N.  Johnson,  who  is  on  the  firing  line  directing  tne 
battle,  says  $60,000.  Shall  we  withhold  it?  Or  shall  we  con- 
tribute as  the  Lord  has  prospered  us.  Let  no  church  in  the 
Raleigh  Association  be  a  slacker  in  this  hour  of  peril.  Our  home 
life,  our  church  life,  our  State  life  and  withal  our  Christian  life 
depends  upon  the  manner  in  which  we  acquit  ourselves  in  this 
very  important  service.  T.       IVEY.

REPORT   ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  beg  leave  to  make 
the  following  report: 

The  Bible  is  a  missionary  Book.  Christianity  is  pre-eminently 
a  missionary  religion.  Baptists  are  a  missionary  aenominaton. 
We  accept  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  as  a  whole;  and  we  find 
in  the  Book  the  divine  program  for  world-evangelization.  We 
gratefully  acknowledge  our  own  indebtedness  to  mission  work, 
and  desire  that  the  whole  world  share  in  the  blessings  that  we 
ourselves  enjoy  through  the  gospel. 

The  call  to  mission  work  is  fundamentally  one  call  to  reach 
the  whole  world.  But,  for  convenience,  we  still  tliink  of  State, 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  We  still  have  separate  Boards  to 
push  these  various  phases  of  our  work;  we  still  make  separate 
appeals  for  the  three  objects;  and  we  still  make  separate  reports 
for  them.  But  our  convenient  division  of  the  field  should  not 
make  us  think  of  one  as  more  important  or  more  urgent  than 
the  others.  Mission  work  is  God's  work;  and  His  divine  plan 
is  that  it  shall  be  pushed  in  all  fields  at  once.  Vital  Christian- 
ity makes  progress,  not  like  a  conquering  army  that  must  con- 
solidate its  gains  at  every  step,  but  rather  like  a  mighty  tire 
that  spreads  all  the  more  rapidly  as  the  wind  carries  sparks  far 
ahead  to  start  new  fires. 

Some  figures  may  not  be  Dut  of  place.  Last  year  this  Associat- 
ion gave  to  Foreign  Missions  $3,119.53,  or  a  little  over  52 
cents  per  member.  This  was  in  support  of  work  to  which  ttie 
Baptists  of  the  State  gave  $47,923.56.  The  work  is  planned 
for  this  year  on  a  basis  of  $55,000,  an  increase  of  more  than 
ten  per  cent. 

And  there  are  many  reasons  why  our  contributions  to  For- 
eign Missions  should  be  much  larger  than  ever  before.  One  rea- 
son is  found  in  the  feeble  response  we  have  made  heretofore  to 
God's  mission  call.  "The  King's  business  requireth  haste;"  yet 
we  are  playing  with  the  greatest  task  in  the  world.  It  is  a  task 
that  should  enlist  the  sympathy  and  command  the  hearty  sup- 
port of  every  Baptist  in  the  land.  Yet  our  average  gift  to  Foreign 
Missions  is  but  a  mere  pittance.  The  high  cost  of  living  should 
stimulate  us  to  make  larger  gifts;  and  our  relative  prosperity 
enables  us  to  meet  the  enlarged  demands.  God's  blessings  are 
being  given  us  with  a  lavish  hand;  and  we  should  respond  mo*e 
nobly  in  support  of  His  work;  again  the  fact  that  so  many  of 
our  own  people  are  giving  their  lives  to  the  mission  cause  should 
stimulate  us  to  sacrificial  giving.  There  are  2  9  missionaries 
from  North  Carolina  on  the  foreign  field:  2  5  in  China,  2  in 
Japan,  1  in  Mexico,  and  1  in  Argentina.     Besides  these,  we  have 
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seven  young  women  in  the  Training  School  at  Louisville,  ana 
a  much  larger  number  of  young  men  at  the  Seminary.  In  this 
State  we  had  last  year  146  students  for  the  ministry  and  2  8 
volunteers  in  our  educational  institutions.  Many  of  these  will 
be  called  to  the  foreign  field;  but  their  going  will  depend  very 
largely  on  the  support  we  give  to  the  great  cause. 

Your  committee  would  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: 

1.  As  regards  information:  We  recommend  that  pastors  lay 
greater  stress  on  stewardship,  and  that  an  effort  be  made  to  place 
the  Biblical  Recorder  and  the  Home  and  Foreign  Fields  in  as 
many  homes  as  possible.  Ignorance  is  the  mother  or  indiffer- 
ence. Information  as  to  the  needs  of  the  field  and  the  work  be- 
ing done  will  show  itself  in  more  intelligent  and  greatly  in- 
creased giving. 

2.  As  regards  a  plan  of  giving:  We  recommend  systematic 
giving,  regular  giving,  proportionate  giving,  sacrificial  giving. 
The  Bible  is  very  specific  in  its  teaching  about  our  duty  in  tnis> 
matter.      "Will  a  man  rob  God?"   (Mai.  3:8). 

"Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  let  each  one  of  you  lay  by 
him  in  store  as  he  may  prosper."     (1  Cor.  16:2). 

"He  that  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap  also  sparingly;  and  ne 
that  soweth  bountifully  shall  reap  also  bountifully.  (2  Cor. 
9:6). 

We  are  progressive  as  farmers.  Surely  we  should  be  as  pro- 
gressive as  Christians  and  Baptists.  The  same  God  tnat  makes 
the  fields  yield  their  harvests  in  response  t0  attention  and  fertil- 
ization is  the  God  that  promises  rich  harvests  to  the  spiritual 
sower.  H.   P.   GREEN.

It  was  also  passed  by  the  Association  that  instead  of  an 
Obituary  Report  that  a  memorial  service  be  held  at  the 
close  of  the  session  conducted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Obit- 
uary Committee  and  that  the  names  of  our  reported  dead  be 
inserted   in   the   Minutes. 

REPORT  ON   HOME   MISSIONS. 

A  wonderful  opportunity,  a  fearful  responsibility! — this,  in 
a  word  describes  our  Home  Mission  field  today.  Perhaps  never 
before  in  the  history  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has 
our  Home  Mission  task  been  so  tremendous;  and  yet  in  the 
province  of  God  we  can  say  with  confidence  that  never  before 
have  our  resources  been  so  abounding. 

The  field  of  Home  Missions  is  so  broad  and  so  varied  that 
no  brief  report  can  compass  its  activities  and  achievements. 
From  Cuba  to  Oklahoma,  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  the  Ohio 
River,  everywhere  throughout  our  beloved  Southland  there  is 
inspiring  evidence  of  the  magnificent  work  being  done  by  our 
Home  Mission  Board.  Its  work  of  education  in  the  splendid 
schools  in  Cuba,  its  sane  and  generous  work  for  the  negi'oes 
of  the  South,  and  its  statesmanlike  program  of  education  in 
our  mountain  schools  make  a  record  of  achievement  that  is  a 
pride  and  a  glory  to  the  denomination. 

Without  attempting  to  touch  on  every  phase  of  the  work 
being  done  by  our  Home  Mission  Board,  it  may  serve  our  pur- 
pose best  perhaps  to  consider  a  few  of  the  most  striking  achieve- 
ments, and  some  of  its  brightest  opportunities:  In  the  mountains 
of  North  Carolina,  Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  there  has  been 
built  up  under  the  supervision  of  our  Home  Board  a  system  of 
schools  that  will  forever  stand  as  a  monument  to  the  states- 
manship and  genius  of  our  denomination's  leaders.  As  veritable 
power-houses,  these  excellent  schools  with  their  faithful  teachers 
are  sending  forth  a  light  that  shines  with  increasing  brilliance 
throughout  the  land.  It  is  from  these  schools,  and  from  the 
sections  influenced  by  these  schools  that  are  coming  the  men 
who  are  destined  to  shape  and  mould  the  future  not  only  of 
our  Southern  States,  but  Of  the  nation  itself.  Surely  -the 
achievements  in  this  field  have  been  worthy  of  the  great  sac- 
rifices that  have  been  made. 
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Evangelization. 

No  more  vital  work  has  been  undertaken  by  our  denomina- 
tion than  the  work  of  evangelization  now  being  carried  on. 
With  a  corps  of  unexcelled  preachers  and  evangelistic  singers, 
the  Home  Board  is  firing  every  section  of  our  territory  with 
evangelistic  fervor.  Not  only  through  its  magnificent  meetings 
that  are  being  held  in  every  State  in  the  South,  but  by  its 
propaganda  of  education  along  the  lines  of  evangleism,  this 
department  of  our  work  is  achieving  lasting  good.  It  is  well 
to  lead  in  education,  to  excel  in  training  schools,  and  to  set 
the  pace  for  construction  of  churches  and  schools;  but  no 
one  will  question  the  fact  that  it  is  the  work  of  evangelization 
that  most  truly  justifies  and  will  most  surely  perpetuate  the 
work  of  our  Home  Board. 

Military    Encampments. 

Another  task  has  been  thrust  upon  us  in  the  establishment 
of  military  camps  and  cantonments  throughout  the  South.  Four" 
teen  of  these  military  establishments,  or  more  than  three-fourths 
the  entire  number  have  been  located  in  the  South.  By  Jan- 
uary 1st,  there  will  be  in  the  South  not  less  than  one  million 
of  the  soldiers  of  our  country.  Climatic  and,  in  some  degree, 
moral  conditions  in  our  section  of  the  country  have  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  location  of  these  camps  in  the  South. 

What  a  problem  this  presents  to  the  churches  of  the  South! 
What  an  opportunity!  Truly,  the  churches  are  denied  the 
opportunity  of  carrying  into  the  camps  themselves  the  work  of 
preaching  and  evangelization,  and  yet  in  spite  of  these  restric- 
tions, the  responsibilities  and  opportunities  are  well  nigh  over- 
whelming. It  is  the  purpose  of  our  denomination  to  spend 
approximately  $200,000.00  in  this  branch  of  this  work.  Meet- 
ings will  be  held  in  the  towns  and  communities  in  which  the 
camps  are  located.  The  spiritual  needs  of  our  Baptist  boys  in 
the  camps  will  be  ministered  to,  and  every  effort  will  be  put 
forth  to  meet  the  responsibilities  and  opportunities  that  face  us. 

In  fighting  for  democracy,  shall  we  forget  Christianity;  in 
the  effort  to  establish  civil  and  political  liberty,  shall  we  lose 
sight  of  our  spiritual  and  moral  obligations?  These  are  matters 
of  vital  concern.  It  is  for  our  denomination,  and  for  every 
evangelical  organization  to  set  itself  to  the  gigantic  task  that 
is  before  us.

REPORTS 


To  the  Churches  of  Raleigh  Association: 

On  account  of  conditions  brought  about  by  the  epidemic 
of  Spanish  influenza,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee it  was  decided  to  not  hold  a  meeting  of  the  Raleigh 
Baptist  Association. 

It  was  found  that  every  church  in  the  Association  was 
closed,  and  some  of  them  for  quite  a  while.  Sunday-schools 
were  suspended.  In  many  instances  a  few  of  the  members 
would  get  together  and  would  conclude  not  to  send  repre- 
sentatives should  the  Association  meet. 

The  Committee  asked  that  each  church  prepare  a  letter, 
giving  a  full  statistical  report.  While  some  delayed  send- 
ing in  the  report  for  quite  a  long  time,  we  were  successful 
in  getting  reports  from  all  of  the  churches  except  three, 
namely,  Sorrell's  Grove,  Pullen  Memorial,  and  — . 

Reports  written  by  the  chairmen  of  the  various  commit- 
tees are  in  this  report,  and  we  beg  each  Pastor  or  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday-school  to  see  that  these  reports  are 
read  before  the  churches.  They  were  written  to  the  churches 
and  the  churches  should  have  the  benefit  of  them.  The 
members  will  become  more  deeply  interested  in  these  sub- 
jects if  they  are  given  the  information  contained  in  the 
reports. 

We  beg  you  to  make  this  a  great  year  for  the  upbuilding 
of  your  Sunday-schools.  If  needs  be,  reorganize  your  Sun- 
day-school and  endeavor  to  get  into  it,  as  nearly  as  possible, 
the  entire  membership  of  your  church  and  their  families  and 
those  who  are  not  attending  Sunday-school  elsewhere. 

The  Executive  Committee  and  the  Pastors  will  be  pleased 
to  render  any  aid  possible  in  making  your  Sundav-school 
more  efficient,  and  you  are  invited  to  confer  with  them  in 
regard  to  the  matter. 

Let  us  make  this  year  count.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

It  is  a  remarkable  and  gratifying  fact  that  our  Home  Mission 
Board  was  able  to  report  to  the  last  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion that  in  the  midst  of  the  most  strenuous  year  of  our  history, 
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when  our  people  have  been  called  upon  so  heavily  to  furnish 
the  sinews  of  war,  their  contributions  to  Home  Missions  have, 
nevertheless,  gained  nearly  $200,000.00  beyond  those  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.  Every  State  in  the  Convention  went  ahead  of  its 
last  preceding  year  in  contributions,  and  many  of  them  made 
significant  advances.  North  Carolina  in  1917  gave  to  this  cause 
$37,970.00,  and  in  1918  gave  $46,568.00,  being  an  increase  of 
$8,598.00.  The  Board  was  also  able  to  report  advances  in  the 
work  in  all  departments,  as  well  as  in  the  matter  of  finances. 
The  wonderful  favor  of  God  upon  this  work  in  the  past  should 
be  a  sufficient  stimulus  for  a  larger  program.  Fifteen  years  ago 
the  Home  Mission  Board  received  for  current  expenses  and 
evangelism  $125,000.00.  Last  year  it  received  $583,996.00,  or 
an  increase  of  450  per  cent.  Fifteen  years  ago  it  reported  7,500 
baptisms,  last  year  about  31,000,  an  increase  of  more  than  400 
per  cent.  The  present  time  is  of  momentous  importance  in  this 
department  of  our  work,  and  the*  new  conditions  thrust  upon  us 
by  the  war  and  those  which  "will  follow  its  closing  will  make 
Home  Missions  more  important  in  the  destiny  of  our  denomina- 
tion and  in  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  than  ever 
before. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  falls  into  several  de- 
partments, which  may  be  briefly  mentioned: 

The  Department  of  Co-operative  Missions  is  that  wherein  the 
Board  co-operates  with  the  several  State  boards  in  building  up 
the  work  where  it  is  weak  and  at  points  that  are  strategic  and 
where  the  demand  is  greater  than  the  State  Board  is  able  to 
meet.  The  utmost  cordiality  and  harmony  prevails  between  the 
Home  Board  and  the  State  agencies,  and 'they  are  together  doing 
a  great  work. 

The  Department  of  Enlistment  is  one  which  has  been  stressed 
in  the  recent  years.  It  places  particular  emphasis  on  the  matter 
of  enlistment  and  development  of  the  churches  in  all  departments 
of  the  denominational  endeavor.  It  has  for  its  aim  the  sys- 
tematic and  symmetrical  training  of  our  people  in  all  Christian 
life  and  activity. 

The  work  of  Church  Extension  is  that  wherein  the  State 
boards  are  aided  in  the  erection  of  church  buildings  at  sundry 
places.  The  Home  Board  has  been  engaged  in  an  effort  to  raise 
a  Million-Dollar  Church  Building  Loan  Fund,  and  has  met  With 
good  success.  The  current  year  is  the  last  in  which  it  has  to 
conclude  this  great  task,  and  it  deserves  every  assistance  in  the 
endeavor.  Hardly  any  other  department  of  the  work  can  be  con- 
sidered more  important.  There  is  a  vast  need  for  church  houses 
throughout  the  South,  and  a  fund  for  this  purpose  is  called  for 
much  larger  than  is  available  to  any  of  the  State  boards. 

The  mountain  schools  have  yielded  large  returns  for  the  nur- 
ture which  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  given  them.  Heavy  drafts 
have  been  made  upon  the  man-power  of  these  schools,  as  of  all 
other  schools,  for  the  world  war;   but  the  superintendent  of  this 
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Work  reports  steady  and  encouraging  progress,  with  a  well- 
recognized  increase  in  the  finer  elements  of  Christian  develop- 
ment throughout  the  whole  region  where  our  schools  are  located. 
There  are  thirty-six  of  these  schools,  and  nine  of  them  are  located 
in  North  Carolina.  As  a  missionary,  evangelizing  and  develop- 
ing agency,  our  mountain  school  system  has  been  conspicuous. 

The  work  in  Cuba  and  Panama,  committed  to  this  Board,  is 
second  to  none  in  importance.  The  nations  to  the  south  of  us 
are  at  the  threshold  of  their  development,  and  the  present  gen- 
eration will  doubtless  see  strides  of  progress  in  Central  and 
South  America  which  will  be  as  amazing  as  gratifying.  Thou- 
sands of  young  men  from  our  own  States  and  many  thousands 
from  the  other  nations  of  the  world  will  flock  to  these  countries 
with  the  close  of  the  war.  There  is  no  place  on  the  earth  today 
that  has  more  of  glamour  and  attraction  for  the  unsettled  youth 
of  the  world  than  these  South  American  lands.  Every  instru- 
mentality that  helps,  or  will  help,  in  the  making  and  preserva- 
tion of  proper  relations  between  our  people  and  those  in  these 
South  American  states  deserve  the  greatest  consideration  and 
care.  Cuba  and  Panama  are,  as  it  were,  stepping-stones  between 
us  and  these  other  states,  by  way  of  which  our  intercourse  will 
be  handled;  and  their  strategic  importance  to  our  denominational 
cause  cannot  be  magnified  too  much.  Not  the  least  important 
work  of  our  preachers  in  Panama  is  their  ministry  to  the  more 
than  17,000  soldiers  stationed  in  the  Canal  Zone. 

The  work  among  the  foreigners  in  this  country  and  the  Indians 
and  negroes  conducted  by  the  Home  Board  has  shown  gratifying 
results.  We  have  begun  new  work  among  the  Cherokee  Indians 
in  Western  North  Carolina  and  the  remnant  of  Choctaws  in 
Mississippi,  and  are  conducting  work  among  the  Pawnees,  Otoes 
and  Osages  with  remarkably  encouraging  success.  Many  con- 
versions and  baptisms  are  reported,  as  well  as  a  higher  standard 
of  Christian  life  and  ideals.  Our  work  for  the  negroes  is  done 
co-operatively  with  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  their  National 
Baptist  Convention,  with  special  evangelists  and  a  number  of 
theological  teachers.  The  value  of  this  work  is  well  attested, 
and  its  importance  in  the  immediate  future  far  surpasses  its  im- 
portance in  the  past.  The  demands  upon  us  for  work  with  the 
foreign  element  in  our  land  will  be  vastly  increased  with  the 
closing  of  the  war.  Doubtless  as  many  people  from  foreign 
lands  will  come  to  this  country  as  their  own  governments  and 
ours  will  permit.  They  have  come  to  know  of  America  and  its 
goodness  as  never  before,  and  for  this  reason  and  to  escape  from 
the  burdensome  taxes  and  hardships  of  their  war-devastated 
lands  they  will  flock  to  our  ports  by  the  millions,  if  permitted; 
and  doubtless  they  will  be  permitted  to  come  in  vast  numbers. 
So  low  a  motive  as  self-protection  would  urge  us  to  evangelize 
these  people  as  they  reach  our  borders,  but  we  have  not  only 
this  motive  but  many  higher  motives  inherent  in  our  religion 
impelling  us  to  give  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  to  these  foreign 
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immigrants.  The  prediction  seems  well  founded  that  many  of 
our  Southern  ports  will  have  a  marvelous  growth  in  the  next 
few  years,  and  the  department  of  our  Home  Mission  work  hav- 
ing to  do  with  the  evangelization  and  development  of  the  for- 
eigners coming  to  and  settling  in  their  midst  is  second  in  im- 
portance to  none. 

The  evangelistic  work  of  the  Board  has  suffered  some  handicap 
during  the  last  convention  year,  but  has  continued  to  yield  great 
results.  Under  the  wise  and  enthusing  leadership  of  Dr.  W.  W. 
Hamilton,  it  may  be  expected  to  develop  in  a  large  way.  We 
have  had  during  the  last  year  the  regular  service  of  twenty 
evangelists,  who  report  9,111  baptisms  and  11,286  additions  to 
churches  as  the  result  of  their  work,  the  net  cost  being  $18,- 
175.00.  Considering  the  fact  that  for  a  large  part  of  the  time 
covered  by  this  report  the  work  was  without  a  whole-time 
superintendent  and  that  a  number  of  workers  resigned  to  enter 
other  fields,  we  may  well  be  gratified  by  these  achievements, 
which,  under  the  conditions,  are  really  remarkable. 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  has  done  a  great  work  among  the 
soldiers.  The  Baptists  were  the  first  to  mobilize  for  this  war 
work.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  the  first  great 
religious  body  to  tender  to  the  President  its  support  in  his  great 
endeavor  to  put  the  governments  of  the  earth  in  the  hands  of 
the  people,  which  doubtless  means  the  opening  of  the  doors  of 
the  nations  for  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  lifting  up  of 
the  gates  everywhere  that  the  King  of  Glory  may  come  in. 
Through  the  Camp  Pastors  and  in  a  score  of  ways,  the  Board 
has  busied  itself  to  give  to  the  boys  in  the  camps  not  only  the 
proclaimed  Word,  but  the  ministered  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  In 
this  work  our  Board  had  the  co-operation  of  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention  and  the  various  State  boards,  and  they  have  done 
everything  to  seize  what  they  have  described  as  the  greatest 
opportunity  in  America  or  in  the  world  today  for  the  preaching 
of  Christ,  both  to  the  soldiers  in  the  homeland  and  on  the  battle 
front  in  Europe. 

Besides  all  these  endeavors,  which  surely  are  enough  for  one 
Board,  they  have,  nevertheless,  carried  on  the  development  of 
the  Missionary  Training  School  at  New  Orleans,  and  have  co- 
operated in  the  steps  being  taken  for  the  erection  of  a  theo- 
logical seminary  for  the  negroes,  and  have  also  carried  forward 
the  work  of  building  and  equipping  a  tuberculosis  sanitarium  in 
the  Southwest.  They  have  also,  at  the  behest  of  the  Convention, 
carried  on  a  publicity  department  with  good  results. 

This  slight  review  of  their  activities  discloses  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  more  busy  Board  in  all  our  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention than  our  Home  Mission  Board;  and,  in  truth,  there  is  no 
more  important  work  to  engage  the  attention  of  our  Southern 
Baptists  than  that  committed  to  this  Board.  The  eyes  of  the 
world  are  upon  our  nation,  and  the  destiny  of  the  world  is  in 
large  measure  in  our  hands.     In  the  year  and  the  years  to  come 
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we  must  foster  and  forward  the  Home  Mission  work  as  we  never 
have  done  in  the  past.  Our  homeland  must  be  made  truly  a 
Christian  land;  and,  as  the  reservoir  from  which  the  streams 
shall  go  out  for  the  healing  of  the  nations,  it  must  be  kept  in 
pure  and  wholesome  condition,  and  our  denominational  life  here 
must  be  keyed  to  so  high  a  tension  as  to  be  able  to  send  its 
pulsing  energy  to  earth's  uttermost  bounds. 

Since  the  Great  Commission  was  pronounced  by  the  Saviour, 
no  Christian  could  have  an  adequate  vision  of  his  responsibility 
which  was  less  than  world-wide.  "Provincial  Christianity  is  a 
contradiction  in  terms  and  a  fatal  conflict  with  the  progressive 
Spirit  of  God.  But  the  greatest  contribution  to  world  salvation 
just  now  is  a  saved  America."

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Perhaps  never  since  Christ  gave  the  Great  Commission  to 
evangelize  the  world  has  the  demand  been  so  urgent  and  the  door 
so  wide  open  as  now.  Infidelity,  skepticism  and  sin  have  so 
corrupted  even  the  most  intelligent  people  of  the  world  that 
civilization  has  been  largely  nullified  and  some  of  the  Christian 
nations  have  sunk  into  barbarism. 

This  condition  has  made  it  possible,  and  perhaps  necessary, 
for  the  world  to  be  afflicted  with  a  war  of  over  four  years'  dura- 
tion, attended  with  untold  suffering  and  cost  of  life  and  money. 
This  has  not  made  the  world  morally  better.  War  never  does. 
But  probably  the  minds  and  hearts  of  men  are  in  a  better  condi- 
tion to  receive  such  a  religion  as  ours — a  religion  that  makes  its 
votaries  better  citizens,  better  neighbors  and  a  happier  people, 
the  keynote  of  which  is  peace  on  earth,  good  will  to  men,  and 
life  everlasting. 

The  demoralizing  influences  of  the  war  that  have  just  been 
inflicted  upon  not  only  those  engaged  in  it  but  even  those  who 
were  merely  lookers-on,  have  created  a  greater  need  for  the 
Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We,  as  a  nation,  stand  in  the  forefront  of  responsibility  in 
leading  the  world  into  a  state  of  reconciliation  and  peace.  It  is 
only  our  religion  that  fits  and  qualifies  us  for  the  task.  And  our 
distinctive  characteristics  as  Baptists  make  us  the  most  effective 
agency  for  giving  to  the  nations  of  the  world  civil,  political  and 
religious  liberty.  All  the  fields  we  now  occupy  in  missionary 
work  need  our  unfailing  care,  and  many  others  are  opening  up; 
and  the  call  is  to  go  in  and  possess  them. 

Our  Board  cannot  keep  our  missionaries  on  their  fields  and 
answer  the  demands  for  more  laborers  without  increased  con- 
tributions from  our  churches  and  people.  The  world  of  humanity 
must  be  saved  from  further  moral  degeneracy  and  the  souls  de- 
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livered    from    the   pall    of   spiritual    darkness   that    overshadows 
them. 

We  who  have  the  Christian  religion  that  makes  men  new 
creatures  and  gives  to  them  eternal  life  must  give  it  to  those  who 
have  it  not.  The  duty  and  privilege  are  ours,  and  God  calls  us 
to  action  in  His  name  and  for  His  sake  that  the  kingdoms  of  this 
world  may  be  made  His. 

Let  our  contributions  to  this  cause  of  our  Master  equal  the 
demands.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  coming  of  peace  brings  to  the  Sunday-schools  of  our  land 
new  and  unlimited  opportunities.  It  will  be  well  for  these 
agencies  of  Christian  work  to  take  stock  and  plan  for  the  great 
days  that  are  ahead.  The  war,  with  all  its  suffering  and  horrors, 
has  taught  us  many  vital  lessons,  and  now  that  peace  has  come 
the  opportunity  is  at  hand  for  putting  into  practical  operation 
the  lessons  that  have  been  learned. 

Although  there  has  been  many  restrictions  and  a  necessary 
retrenchment  imposed  by  the  necessities  of  war,  our  Sunday- 
schools  have  been  in  no  sense  idle  or  merely  marking  time. 
Reaching  as  they  do  multitudes  everywhere,  the  Sunday-schools 
have  contributed  directly  and  vitally  to  the  morale  and  morals 
of  our  people  in  war  times.  Where  is  the  Sunday-school  that 
has  not  participated  in  war-work  campaigns,  or  Red  Cross  drives, 
or  other  war-time  undertakings?  What  Sunday-school  is  it  that 
does  not,  by  its  service  flag  or  other  insignia,  its  Bible  presenta- 
tion and  sending  of  Christmas  gifts  to  the  boys  over  there,  con- 
tribute immensely  to  the  welfare  and  the  morale  of  our  boys  in 
service?  Truly,  the  Sunday-schools  of  our  land  have  had  a 
glorious  record  in  these  critical  hours  of  war. 

The  war  has  taught  us  the  potency  of  propaganda.  We  have 
seen  nations  broken  up  and  armies  practically  destroyed  by 
propaganda.  What  is  propaganda?  In  a  word,  Teaching.  It 
may  be  false  teaching,  and,  if  so,  its  results  are  disastrous;  or 
it  may  be  the  spreading  of  truth,  and  its  results  are  beneficial. 
We  would  be  blind  indeed  if  we  did  not  learn  in  these  things 
new  values  in  the  art  of  teaching.  Our  Sunday-schools,  as  our 
greatest  teaching  agencies,  may,  by  the  spread  of  eternal  truths, 
bring  about  in  the  world  widespread  and  permanent  Christianity. 

In  our  own  Association  there  is  needed  more  of  co-operation 
and  organization.  There  are  in  the  Raleigh  Association  some 
strong  and  well-organized  Sunday-schools,  and  others  that  have 
practically  no  organization  at  all.  Why  should  not  the  weak 
Sunday-school  have  the  benefit  of  the  wider  experience  of  the 
strong?  Why  should  we  not  set  as  our  goal  a  standard  Sunday- 
school  in  every  church  in  the  Raleigh  Association?  A  strong 
committee  on  Sunday-schools,  appointed  not  merely  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  writing  a  report  for  the  x  next  Association,  but  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  and  effecting  co-operation  in  the  Sunday- 
schools  of  our  Association,  would  add  100  per  cent  to  the  effi- 
ciency and  power  of  our  Sunday-schools  in  the  first  year.  As  a 
committee,  we  recommend  this  action,  with  a  feeling  that  it  will 
mean  more  than  anything  else  for  the  development  of  the  Sunday- 
schools  in  our  Association.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

Jesus  set  the  example  for  Christians  of  all  time  when  He  set 
a  child  in  the  midst  and  blessed  it.  James  tells  what  pure 
religion  is — "To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflic- 
tions and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world."  With 
these  truths  before  us,  we  want  to  consider  our  duty  to  our 
Orphanage  under  the  following: 

1.  The  Child  in  the  Midst — If  we  keep  the  child  in  the  midst, 
our  hearts  are  kept  warm  and  pure,  and  especially  if  it  is  an 
orphan  child.  Jesus'  heart  was  touched  when  His  disciples  re- 
buked those  who  brought  young  children  to  Him,  that  He  should 
touch  them,  and  He  took  them  up  in  His  arms,  put  His  hands 
upon  them,  and  blessed  them.  In  these  days,  when  so  many 
calls  come  for  help  for  our  suffering  friends  across  the  seas, 
and  when  our  Government  calls  for  our  money  to  help  win  the 
war,  let  us  not  forget  our  nearly  five  hundred  orphans  in  our 
own  Baptist  Orphanage. 

2.  This  child  in  the  midst  must  be  fed,  clothed,  housed,  pro- 
tected and1  trained.  It  took  $12.12  to  care  for  each  child  per 
month  last  year  in  our  Orphanage.  The  feeding  and  clothing  of 
these  children  is  a  big  item,  but  there  are  greater  things  than 
these  to  be  done.  These  children  must  be  cared  for  in  a  fatherly 
way.  This  means  these  children  must  have  the  best  social  oppor- 
tunities possible.  They  must  have  our  best  men  and  women  to 
safeguard  them  morally,  intellectually  and  spiritually.  So  the 
child  in  the  midst  requires  our  best  money,  our  best  thought, 
our  best  attention,  our  best  prayers. 

3.  The  child  in  the  midst  is  a  growing  child.  He  will  be  a 
man  in  a  few  years.  What  sort  of  man  shall  he  be?  We  Bap- 
tists have  to  answer  this  question.  If  our  orphans  develop  into 
strong  men  and  women,  they  will  help  keep  the  morals  of  the 
country  at  a  high  standard.  These  orphans  grow — physically, 
socially,  morally,  intellectually  and  spiritually — -and  how  impor- 
tant it  is  that  they  shall  be  the  best  cared  for  in  order  to  make 
good  citizens! 

4.  The  Orphanage  is  a  great  training  institution  for  the  child 
in  the  midst.     We  want  to  equip  and  "maintain  our  Orphanage 
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in  the  best  possible  way.     Here  are  some  ways  we  can  help  it  do 
its  work: 

(1)  We  can  take  it  upon  our  hearts  and  bear  it  to  the  throne 
of  our  dear  Heavenly  Father,  praying  for  those  in  charge  and 
the   children. 

(2)  We  can  leave  bequests  to  the  Orphanage. 

(3)  We  can  give  regularly  to  the  Orphanage  in  our  Sunday- 
schools. 

(4)  We  can  make  a  great  offering  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  giv- 
ing the  income  of  one  day's  work. 

Let  every  one  of  our  churches  meet  on  Thanksgiving  Day  and 
have  a  special  service  and  make  the  offering.

REPORT   ON   CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

It  is  a  matter  of  most  serious  importance  to  the  nation  that 
our  young  men  and  women  receive  the  training  and  education 
which  prepares  them — to  quote  the  Hon.  P.  P.  Claxton,  United 
States  Commissioner  of  Education— "for  life  and  leadership  in 
the  new  world  which  the  war  is  bringing  in."  How  is  this  to 
be  done?  By  sending  our  boys  and  girls  to  our  Christian  schools, 
is  the  answer. 

We  have  in  North  Carolina  three  colleges  and  fourteen  high 
schools.  What  are  the  Christian  colleges  doing  for  our  State  and 
nation?  Professor  Ebey,  in  his  book,  "Christianity  and  Educa- 
tion," says:  "While  the  religious  schools,  as  a  whole,  have 
less  than  one-half  the  students  that  attend  the  State  and  munici- 
pal institutions,  they  have  nevertheless  produced  more  than  four 
times  as  many  prominent  men."  Vice  President  Marshall  is 
quoted  as  saying:  "Henceforth  our  country  must  look  for  its 
leaders  mainly  to  our  Christian  colleges;  for  henceforth  our 
people  will  demand  high  moral  character  in  their  public  servants 
along  with  intellectual  training.  And  this  is  more  likely  to  be 
built  in  a  Christian  institution,  where  character  is  the  chief  end 
and  learning  is  secondary." 

There  are  two  kinds  of  Christian  education — that  which  makes 
believers,  and  that  which  makes  out  of  believers  in  Christ  all 
they  ought  to  be.  We  are  beginning  to  realize  the  situation  with 
our  Christian  schools  in  our  State  and  to  bestir  ourselves  to  do 
something  worth  while  for  those  institutions  upon  which  so 
much  depends.  We  look  almost  entirely  to  our  Christian  schools 
for  our  suplpy  of  preachers,  missionaries  and  trained  laymen. 
For  according  to  statistics  85  per  cent  of  our  pastors  and  91  per 
cent  of  our  missionaries  are  trained  in  our  own  schools. 

God  is  offering  us  a  rare  opportunity  to  show  our  loyalty  in 
the  Million-Dollar  Campaign  that  is  now  on.  Realizing  the 
gravity  of  the  situation,  and  feeling  that  this  is  the  one  impor- 
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tant  point  to  be  emphasized  in  this  report,  we  urge  our  people  to 
do  their  best  for  their  Christian  schools.

B.  Y.  P.  IT.  REPORT. 


The  death  of  Brother  E.  R.  Carroll,  who  was  appointed  to 
write  this  report,  is  the  sad  occasion  on  which  I  am  requested 
to  do  so.  It  would  be  fitting  if  it  were  a  memorial  of  him.  He 
devoted  the  best  of  his  thought  and  time  to  the  training  of  the 
young  people  in  his  church,  and  it  was'  the  hope  of  many  that  it 
might  be  possible  for  him  to  give  a  long  lifetime  exclusively  to 
this  cause.  Yet  he  set  the  pace  for  others  and  will  not  be  with- 
out successors. 

I  wish  that,  in  memory  of  him,  we  might  put  before  us  at 
least  the  following  definite  ends  to  be  attained: 

1.  The  establishment  of  a  Wake  County  Baptist  Y,oung  People's 
Union,  comprising  all  the  Unions  and  Baptist  churches  having  no 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  i-n  Wake  County. 

2.  Greater  interest  in  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  junior,  or 
"  'teen,"  age  who  have  surrendered  their  hearts  to  Christ  and 
have  yet  to  adjust  their  necks  to  His  yoke. 

3.  More  enthusiasm  for  the  training  of  all  Baptist  young 
people  in  the  work  of  our  churches  and  in  the  various  activities 
of  the  Kingdom. 

4.  We  must  more  than  ever  be  sensible  of  the  force  of  that 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  principle  which  is  illustrated  in  the  death  of  Brother 
Carroll — the  workers  fall,  but  the  work  must  go  on.  One  gen- 
eration passes  away,  and  who  will  follow?  What  as  to  the 
future,  when  the  harvesters  of  today  have  themselves  been 
garnered  in?  We  may  have  no  fears  for  the  perpetuity  of  our 
faith  and  practices,  but  what  part  are  we  to  take  in  their  main- 
tenance? What  does  this  new  age — break  of  day  mean  to  us  as 
Baptists?  It  certainly  means  a  longer  term  of  opportunity  than 
the  lifetime  of  the  present  forces  at  work.  We  can  answer  that 
question  only  in  our  young  people,  and  without  the  training 
afforded  in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  they  will  not  be  able  to  adequately 
answer  the  demands  which  will  be  made  upon  them.  In  their 
successors  men  live  on  after  they  die;  in  their  young  people  our 
churches  either  prolong  or  shorten  the  days  of  their  usefulness. 
Which  shall  it  be?

THE   MILLION-DOLLAR   CAMPAIGN    FOR  OUR    COLLEGES 
AND  FOURTEEN  HIGH   SCHOOLS. 

At  our  last  Baptist  State  Convention,  held  in  Durham,  the 
committee  which  had  been  appointed  previously  to  report  the 
advisability  of  putting  on  a  campaign  to  raise  a  million  dollars 
in  North  Carolina,  after  a  long  session  of  discussion  and  prayer, 
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reported  that  it  wag  the  sense  of  the  committee  to  launch  the 
campaign  as  soon  as  practicable  and  give  every  Baptist  a  chance 
to  show  whether  he  believes  in  Christian  education.  The  cam- 
paign is  now  on,  with  Dr.  W.  R.  Cullom  as  general  manager  and 
Dr.  R.  T.  Vann  as  secretary-treasurer. 
There  are  four  aims  of  the  campaign: 

1.  Raise  the  million  dollars  and  so  provide  for  our  schools  a 
physical  basis  for  meeting  the  unprecedented  opportunities  that 
are  coming  before  them. 

2.  Place  our  schools  on  the  hearts  of  our  people  in  such  a 
way  that  the  product  of  these  schools  will  be  indeed  and  in  truth 
the  children  of  our  prayers,  of  our  hopes,  of  our  hearts'  best 
love. 

3.  Cultivate  the  soil  in  such  a  way  as  to  leave  the  field  richer 
for  future  harvests  than  it  is  at  present. 

4.  Give  such  an  interpretation  of  its  principles  and  ideals  of 
Jesus  as  to  make  them  clear,  vital  and  regnant  in  the  hearts  of 
just  as  many  people  as  possible. 

So  important  is  this  campaign  that  our  State  Mission  Secre- 
tary, W.  N.  Johnson,  was  willing  to  put  State  Missions  on  a 
side-track  until  after  the  convention  in  Greensboro,  when  it  was 
recently  decided  by  our  Central  Committee  to  undertake  to  raise 
the  million  dollars  in  sixty  days,  rather  than  in  four  years. 

This  is  the  biggest  thing  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  ever 
undertaken,  and  this  is  the  best  time  we  have  ever  had  to  do  the 
big  thing.  We  are  thinking  now  in  world  terms  as  never  before, 
and  we  are  wading  through  the  world's  greatest  sacrifice;  and 
those  who  know  best  know  that  this  world  calamity  grew  out  of 
a  Christless  education  in  Germany. 

This  is  also  the  best  time  to  do  this  thing,  because  we  are  to 
undergo  a  great  period  of  reconstruction.  This  world  wants  men 
and  women  who  know  how  to  do  things  in  a  Christlike  way.  And 
these  must  be  prepared  in  Christian  schools  largely. 

This  is  also  the  best  time  to  do  the  big  thing,  because  there  is 
more  money  in  the  country  now  than  ever  before,  and  our  people 
are  learning  to  give  money  as  they  never  knew  before. 

This  is  the  best  time  to  raise  a  million  dollars,  because  our 
schools  need  it  as  never  before.  Our  schools  must  enlarge — 
more  buildings,  better  equipped  and  more  teachers,  better  paid, 
and  foundations  laid  so  securely  as  to  be  able  to  stand  in  the 
years  just  ahead. 

But  why  raise  $300,000  for  Wake  Forest  College,  $300,000 
for  Meredith  College,  $150,000  for  Chowan  College,  and  $250,000 
for  our  fourteen  high  schools? 

Here  are  some  of  the  reasons:  Our  denominational  schools 
have  given  to  the  State  and  world  85  per  cent  of  our  ministers, 
while  9  per  cent  come  from  no  school  at  all,  and  6  per  cent  from 
our  State  schools. 

Ninety-one  per  cent  of  our  missionaries  come  from  Christian 
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schools,  while  4  per  cent  come  from  no  schools,  and  5  per  cent 
from  State  schools. 

Pastor  C.  D.  Graves,  of  Wake  FOrest,  found  upon  recent  inves- 
tigation, that  in  fifteen  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina,  Wake 
Forest  College  trained  53  officers  and  teachers;  Davidson,  1; 
Trinity,  1;  N.  C.  U.,  6;  A.  &  E.,  0. 

Upon  examining  the  offices  held,  it  was  found  that  N.  C.  U. 
trained  one  deacon;  A.  &  E.,  none;  Wake  Forest,  nineteen. 

Of  college-trained  Sunday-school  superintendents,  N.  C.  U. 
furnished  none;  A.  &  E.,  none;  Wake  Forest,  six;  N.  C.  U.,  fur- 
nished no  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Presidents — A.  &  E.,  none;  Wake  For- 
est, three.  Other  than  Sunday-school  teachers  or  assistant  teach- 
ers, N.  C.  U.  supplied  no  other  church  officers;  A.  &  E.,  none; 
Wake  Forest,  seventeen.  Thus  Wake  Forest  furnished  to  these 
churches  forty-five  officers  (other  than  teachers);  N.  C.  U., 
one;  while  A.  &  E.  trained  for  these  churches  no  church  or 
Sunday-school  officer  or  teacher  whatsoever. 

Let  it  be  understood  that  this  campaign  is  in  hearty  sympathy 
with  our  Government  in  all  its  efforts  to  win  the  war,  and  we 
wish  our  people  to  purchase  Liberty  Bonds  and  War  Savings 
Stamps  to  the  limit  of  their  ability;  and  then  we  ask  them  to 
give  these  as  their  offering  for  our  Million-Dollar  Campaign. 

The  allotment  for  the  Raleigh  Association  is  $38,000.  The 
allotment  has  been  made  to  the  several  churches  and  church 
managers  have  been  appointed  in  each  church.  We  earnestly 
hope  that  each  church  will  see  to  it  that  its  allotment  is  raised 
and  forwarded  as  soon  as  possible  to  Dr.  W.  R.  Cullom,  Raleigh, 
N.    C.
